They were partly puthed on 
by certeine hopes, either ro.berayſed to eſtates in the kin of Naples,or ro ob- 
reyne of the Pope,dignities and penſions in the Church. ney ofall theſe, 
was One Stephen de Yers,borne in Lenguedock,of baſe place,burbredd vp of long ime 


with 
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with the king,inwhoſe chamber he vied to lye, and by rhe kings creacion made Se- 
nechallof Beacaire : with this man did communicate one /V7{lzam Briconnet , who of 
a marchaunt creatcd firſt generall of Frawzce,and atter made Biſhop ot $S. a/o, had 
nor onely the charge and adminiſtracion of the kingsreuenue,(which thetrench cal 
ſuperintendant of the finances,) bur alſo hauing confederacie with Szephen, had by 
his meanes a greatentry into all thaffayres of importrance,albeithe had no great in- 
ſightin the pollicie and gouernment of marrers of eſtate. Torhe helpept this enter- 
priſe were adioyned the perſwaſtons of Autowell of S.Senerin,Prince of Salern:,and of 
Vernaedin of the ſame familic,Prince of ®y/jgnan, togither with many other Barons 
baniſhed the Realme of Naples, who being withdrawne many yeares before into 
Frawnce, had continually ſolicited the king to that enterpriſe , laying before hiseyes 
the great calamitie or rather ome deſpaire of the whole kingdom, and the fa&ti- 
ons and many followers which they promiſed them ſelues to haue in the ſame. 

In this diuerſitic of perſwaſions,the deliberacion remained ſuſpended tor certein 
dayes,others being not onely in dowt whatto determine, butal(o the kings will wa- 
uering and vncerteine,for that ſome times inclining to hisambicion and glory, and 
ſome timesreſtrained with feares and daungers,he would often be irrefolute, & eft- 
ſones turne tothe contrary of that which he had afore determined. But inthe ende, 
his firſt inclinacion togither with the curſed deſtinie of /taly,being of more force the 
any thing that could be ſayd tothe contrary , the well goucrned and peafible coun- 
cells of his Nobles werealrogitherreieted,and communicating onely with the bi- 
ſhop of S. Malo and the Seneshallof Bencazre, and partaking nothing with the aſſent 
& priuirie of all others,there was aconuencion made with Lodovwyts Embaſlador, 
whoſe condicions albcit were holden ſecrete for many monthes,yer his is the capi- 
tulacionandſumme of them. 


Thar king Charleseither going inperſon into /taly, or ſending thether any armie Confederac- 
for the conqueſt of Naples, the Duke of Xy/lan was bound to giue him paſlage tho- | hinge of

Bur let vs looke ſomewhat into thevariacion oftimes and thinges of the worlde: »» 
Albeit Fraxcis Sforce,father to Lodowwyk,a Prince of rare wiledom and valour,was a

Alpbonſo,Ferdinands father : and an auncient friend to the houſe of Anjovy : yerthis ' 
washis moderacion in the actions concerning thoſe two familics, that inthe yeare ,, 
1457. when John ſonne of Rexe, inuaded the kingdom of Naples,he miniſtred ſuc- ,, 
cours to Ferdinand with ſuch a wonderfull diligence and readines , that the vicorie >» 
was acknowledged to happen wholly by his helpe:he was ſtirredto this for no other »» 
reaſon,then that he ſaw it was to perillous for his Duchie of Myllex,thar the french » 
his neareneighbours,ſhould make themſelues Lordes ouerſo mighty ancſtate, The ” 
ſamereaſon induced Philip Maria Viſcounte(abandoning them of Aniovy,to whom

he had alwaies before borne fauour)to deliver Alphonſo his enemie,who taken of the 
Geneuoys ina bartell ar ſea neare to Cazerte, was brought to him priſoner to Mylan, 
with all the nobilitie of his realmes:on the other ſide, Lewwys the xj.tatherto Charles, 
being often times perſwaded by many and not with hghr occaſions,to harken to the 
thinges of Naples,and being withall with great inſtance,called by the Genenoys to be 
Lord ouertheir contreyes,as Charles his Erher hadbene afore him: Did alwayes re- 
fuſe to intangle him ſelfe with the doings of /taly,as matters full of expenſes and dif- 
ficulries,and in the ende hurrtull ro the realme of Fraence. But now To opinions of 
men being chaunged, but perhapps notchaunged the reaſon of thinges, we ſee how 
Lodowwyyk calls thefrench ouer the mounteynes , not fearing by ſo mighty a king (if 
Naples (hould fall into his handes) thar daunger which his tather no Ke valiantin 
armes then he,would haue feared, if bur a litle Earle of Provence had conquered it. 
And of the other ſide, we ſee Charles now raigning inflamed with a deſire tomake 
warre in /taly,preferring the raſhnes of men of baſe place and vnexperienced, afore 
the councell ofthis father: A Prince of ſingular wiſedom, temperance, and forecaſt. 
It hapneth roo often, that new Princes haue newe councells,and of newe councells 
commonly reſortnew effectes, euenſuch asina ſhip,when arawe man is putto the 
helme,the courſe muſt needes alter. | | - 

It isnot vnlikely that, Lodoww/yk was drawne to ſo great a deliberacion by Hercules 
de Eſte Duke of Ferrara, his father in law,who,nouriſhing a vehement appetite tore- 
couer Poleſine de Rowigne , a contrey confining and importing much the ſewertie of 
Ferrara which the Yenetians had taken from himin the warres ten yeares paſt, fore- 
ſaw that the onely meane to recouer it was to ſet all /#aly in trouble,and innouatethe 


ſtares with moſt great emotions.Beſides this , many beleued, that albeit in _—_— 


2 ed a diſguiſed apparance and will to wiſh well to his ſonne inlaw,yerinfecrert 


he followed him with an extreme hatred,for that in the ſame warreall the reſidue of 
Italy which had taken armes for him being farre more mighty then the Yenetians, 
a_OP gouerning then the ſtare of Afyllan, and regarding his proper reſpectes 8 
particular intereſtes,conſtrayned the others ro make peace with condicion that Po- 
leſine ſhouldremayne to theYeretians: Andtherefore Hercules hauing no meanes to 
reuenge ſo great an iniurie by armes and warre, ſought to execute his long ſmothe- 
red malice by giuing him a daungerous councell: ſuch are the operacions of malice 
working in mindes mighty,whoſcldom holdit any breach of iuſtice to be reuenged 
of him that offererh the firſt iniurie. | ; 

But now /taly being poſſeſſed with a brute of thoſe thinges whichwere in praiſe 
onthe otherſide the mounreynes,and whoſe firſt authors at the beginning were vn- 
certeyne,many thoughtes and diſcourſes appeared in the ynderſtandings of men:to 
many,waighing with the power and ſtrength of the frenchking,and the readines of 
thatnationto new broyles andinnouacions, the preſent diuifions and fations of 
thitalians, it ſeemed a buſines of great qualitic and importance: others,interpreting 
theage and ffthe king,and judging muchof the negligencenaturall rothar 
nation,and ooking into the I iments which great enterpriſes haue, 
conſtruedall not to a councell well grounded, but to a hotte and vnbridled affe&ion 
of yourh,which afterit had a litle throwne| out his fume and fire, would eaſily vaniſh 
and difſolue. Ferd;nand him ſelte(againſt whom allthis buſines was conſpired)ſhew- 
ed licle appearanceof feare, ſaying it was an enterpriſe in d with many difh- 
culties , for tharif they madetheir inuaſion by ſea , they ſhould find him furniſhed 
with a plencifull nauie, armed able to giue him barrel in the plaine ſea,hisportes be- 
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ing furniſhed, and his forres well manned and vitrelled : neither was there any baron

cffectes. Laſtly his teares were augmented by the vnfortunar promtions thatwent 
ofhis howſe , come to his knowledge at ſundry times, partly by auncicnt writinges 
found out ofnew,partly by thinterpretacions and wordes ot men for the moſtparte 
vncerteine ofthe preſent,and pa will referre _— to thinges ro come: thoſe be 
thinges that in proſperitiewe beleue litle,& in aduerſitic roo much,ſpecually if there 
ariſe any apparance. i 

Theking of Naples Ling intheſe conſideracions,and his feares being greater 

without compariſon then his hopes,heſaw there wereno betterremedics againſt ſo 

eat daungers,then cither with all ſpeede poſſible, ro remoue by ſome agreement, 

uch from the french kinges mind,orar leaſt to take from him part of the 
foundacions which ſtirred him tothe warre, *' 

And therefore hauing ſent Embaſſadors into Fraurce, totreate of a mariage be- 
ewene the king of Scots, and Charlotte daughter of Dos Federyk his ſecond fonne, 
thediſpoſicionof which mariage was gouerned by the french king : for that the yog 
Lady was nouriſhed inhis court,and borne of a filter of the mother of king Charles: 
he diſpatched new commiſſions for the marrers preſent & running : he ioyned with 
them in depuracion and affiſtance Camille Pandon, hauing bene vied innegociacion 
for him therebefore, the berter to labour priuatly ſuch as were chicfeſt guiders of 
thekinges councells,and others bearing inclinacion toprofit, promiſes,and corrupt 
offers: and if rhey could not by other meanes appeaſe or remoucthe kinges intenci- 
onto the warre,then tooffer him condicions oftribute and other ſubmiſſions: & ſo, 
if it were poſlible,to obreine peace. Beſides this, he applied nor only all his thoughts, 
diligence & authoritieto compole the difference of rhe caſtells _—_ by Virgenio 
(to whoſe intractabilitie and obſtinacie , he referred the chiefe occa(1on of all theſe 


Aiſorders)bur alſo he ſtudtedto giuea — to the practiſes of parentage, com- 


moned vpon before berwene the Popcand him. Bur aboue all others, his deepeſt 
careand po wasto appeaſe and aſſure Lodowwyk Sforce(firſt author and mouer 
of allthe miſchiefe)perſwading him ſelfe thar feare,more then other occaſion ledde 
him to ſo daungerousacouncell. Andtherefore (according to the neceſfities that 
followed him)preferring his particular ſewertie, afore the naturall reſpe& andinte- 
reſtofhis Neece,or t ne of the ſonne borne of her: he offered by many em- 
baſlages,to referre him ſelfewholly to his will couching the things of 7h Galea 
the Duchieof 2y//zr: Inwhich offers more generall then honorable, he hadnore- 
gard tothe aduiſe of his ſonne Alphonſo,vhoto amaſc, confuſe, andthreaten Lodo- 
ki itthereadieſt meane to make him giue ouer thoſe new coiicells:wher-

This confirmed thopini- 
on of many,that all that the Pope ſolicited in Frawnce,bare no other meaning, then 
by feare rodraw them of Aragonto theſe conuencions: this was one argument'to 
approue their coniefures,that Ferdinand laboured to make a confederacion with 
him for their common defence: butthe Pope obieed fo many difficulties, thar 
there was no other thing obreynedof him, then a very ſecrerpromiſe by writing ro 
defend the kingdom of Naples, ſo that Ferd;mand would os vevadla to protect 
the eſtate ofthe Church. | | 
Theſe thinges diſpatched,the companies of men atarmes which the Venetians & 
the Duke of Mylan had ſent to the Popefor his ſuccors, retired with licence and fa- 
uour outof the Church dominions: Ferdimendallo began now withno lefſe hope 
of happy ſucceſle to treate with Lodewwyk Sforce , who with a wonderfull ſurtlerie & 
arte, (hewed him ſelfe ſome times ill contented withthe inclinacion of the french 7% ſiletie:

The Yiſcounteis,gentlemen of Myllan,during the bluddy faQions in 1ta/y,berwene 
the Gebelyns and Guelffes,and after the Guelffes were ſuppreſſed: of principall menof 
one part of MHyllan,became Lordes and abſolute maiſters of the whole citic, (ſuch 
frures for the moſt are bredd by ciuill diſcordes.) Andinthis greatnes after they had 
continued many yeares,they ſought (according to the common aduauncementof 

ies the berter todiſguile their vſurpacion with a ſhow ofright) co ſtrengthen 

rſt with colers lawful,8 after to ſer our their fortune, with moſt ample ntles: there- 
fore after they had firſt obteyned of themprours (of whome /taly beganto know ra- 
ther the namethen their power)the title of capreines &rhen vicaires ofthempire:In 
the ende /ohnGaleas (who for thar his father inlawe /ohnking of Frauncehad giuen 
him the earldom of Yerris,called him ſelf Earle of Fertws)obteyned of Vinciſlao king 
of Romainesfor him & his yſſues males, the dignitic of Duke of Myllan,in which ſuc- 
ceded him the one after the other 70h» Maria and Phillip Maria his ſonnes. Butthe 
lyne maſculyne being determined by the death of Phi/p, albeir,by his teſtament he 


had inſtiruted as his heire A/phonſo ng of Aragon and Naples,partly for the recom- 


penſe of the amitic he ſhewed at his deliuery,but more, for thatthe Duchie of Myl- 
lan defended by ſo mighty a Prince,ſhould nor fall into the ſubic&ion of the Venert- 


ans aſpiring manifeſtly to ic : yet Francs Sforce, at thattime a capteine valiant and e- . 


qually ſcene in affaires of peace and warre, being afſiſted with many occaſions then 
* occurrant, and more eſtceming to reigne then to keepe faith: held with armes the 
ſfayd Duchie as appertcining to Blanche Maris his wite,the baſtard daughter of Phil- 
lp. And albeit it was ſuppoſed that ſooneafter witha ſmallporcion of money, he 
might haue purchaſedot themprour Federyt thinueſtiture of that ſtare : yerrruſtin 
he wasable to kepeit by the ſame meanes wherwith he had wonneit, he made ſmall 
reckoning of that office in themprour:thus withour inueſtiture continuedGaleaz his 
ſonne,8& /ohn Galexz his later ſonne: by reaſs wherof Lodowwyk bearing him ſelf wic- 
kedly ar one time againſt his Nephew liuing,8 doing wrongto the m of his 
father & brother deceſſed,mainteinedthatnot one of the were Lawiuldukes of Myl- 
lan,procuring him lelf,as of an eſtate diuolued to thempire,to be inueſted by Maxi- 
 mylian,& treaſon bare theritlenor of the 7.but of the 4.Duke of Myllen,which 
thinges(ſo long as his Nephewliued) werenot ſuffered to come but toa fewe mens 
knowledge.Beſids, following thexample of Cyrus yonger brother to Artexerſes kin 
of Perfi,(which alſo he confirmed withthauthority ofmany lawyers)he vanes 
that he was before his brother not in yeares &age,burfor that he was thefirſtborne 
after their father became Duke of My/lan: This reaſon togither with the firſt was be- 
ſtowed amongeſt the imperial! primlcadges,wherin to cloke with a vaine couer the 
ambicion of Lodowvyk, there was alſo written in lerters ſeparate, that it was notthe 
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"cuſtom ofthe holy Empire ro conſent or paſſe any eſtate to any thar afore had hol-

: this mariage made by Lodowwyk of his Necce with Maxmylian,Ferdinand 
tookeencreaſe of hope that ge wouldeſtraunge himſelfe from the amitie of 
the french king: thele were the reaſons andarguments of his hope: tor that he had 
knitt him felfe with|'Haximylian enemic and Corriuallto the french king by ma- 
ny occaſions:the departing with ſo great a ſunme of money might induce the kings 
ſuſpicion agaynſt him: And this newe coniunction miniſtring occaſion of co- 
rage & hart,he ſuppoſed he would not be fearful ro diuide him felfe from the french 
doings: This hope Lodowwyk nouriſhed with you. conning, and with the vayle of 
the ſame ſo blinded /all others, that atone time he communicated with Ferdinand & 
theother Potenrares in os , and withall enterteyned the king of Romarnes, and yet 
kept the french from icloulie: Ferdinandallo iudged thatit could nor but be diſplea- 
ſing and intollerable to the Senate of Yenice (ro whom he had ſent Embaſſadors) 
thata Prince ſo mightic aboue them ſhould enter the harr of /ra/y,wherein they had 
the chicfeſt place,opinion,andauthoritic : befides,he fedd much ofthe hopes in the 
king and Queene of Spayne,who had promiſed him great ſuccors , if neither by per- 
ſwaſtons,ofters,nor authorirtic,he could not breake theenterpriſe.On the other ide, 
the french king hauing taken away all impediments,on chatiide the mountes 
to practiſe to remoue ſuch difficulties as might fallto his hinderance on the other 
| fidethehills : Inthar aQion he ſent Peron de [abache,a man not ignorant in thaffayres 
of taly, by thexperience he had there vnder John of _Aniovv: who after he had 
| madeknowen tothe Pope, the Senate of Yerice, and the Florentyns, the reſoluci- 
on of his king to recouer the kingdom of Naples, he made =_ ro them all to 
_ enterſocictie, fellowſhippe, and communitie with him: Buthe reaped no other 

frure then frayle hopes and generall aunſweres, for that the warrebeing nor to be 
executcd till rhe nextycare, cuery one refuſed to diſcouer fo long before, his in- 
tencion: In like ſort , the king required of thembaſſadors of Florence, (ſent to him a 
licle before - wes nands conſent to excuſe them clues of thimpuracion that they 
inclined to the partic of ron to haue paſlage and vittells for his armiein 
theiriuriſdictions/at reaſonable rate, and thatto accompanie him to the kingdom 
of Naples,they would furniſh him with an hundreth men at armes, which he fayd he 
uired as a ſigne thatthe common weale of Florence ſtoode with him in amitie: 
Albeir they aunfwered him with many reafons and declaracions , that they could 
not inthart ſort proteſt withour grear perill vnrill his armie were paſt into 7ra/y: And 
albeitthey affirmedthat he might be well aſſured thatin all accidents and forrunes, 
that citic ſhould not faile to miniſter to him, all thoſe conuenient effects, of office, 
obſeruice,8& deuocion,which of long time they had borne tothe crown of Frawnce: 
yer were conſtrayned according to thotrach importunities to promile all 
_ thoſe thinges,otherwaies they were threatned to ſuffer priuacion of that great marr 
and traffike of marchandize which the Florentyne nation had in thatrealme: ir was 
- knowen after that theſe compulſions were inforced by Lodowwyk at that time the 
principalldiſpoſer of all the practiſes with th/talians. |

Abourthe ende of thisyeare,the alliance made betwene the Pope and Ferd:nend, 
ro waucr and ſhake,cither for that the Pope in obicing newe difficulties, 
aſpyred to obteyne of him greater thinges then he had: or elſe thathe perſwaded 
him ſelfe roinduce hin by this meane to bring agayne'to his obedience the Cardi- 
nall S. P. adwvincula, FIT yh. lp forhis ſecuritie thefaith of the colleadge of 
Cardinals, of Ferdinand andof the Yenctians)hedefired much to ſcereturned ro 
Rome : he held his abſence much ſuſpeRed for thimporrance of the rocke of Oitia, | 
LO handes about Reme,Roxcillon and Grotaferare, by the fauors, opinion 
and authoritie which he had in the court: But chiefly he was iclous ouer him , for 
thatnaturally he was deſirous of innouacion, and obſtinate to hazarde rather all 
Joes xy Crip to be cut of from one poynt of his councells and purpoſes. Ferdinand 
excuſed him ſelfe much, that he had no powerto apply the Gar nall thereunto, 
whole ſuſpicion was fo great,that all ſewertie ſeemed to him lefle then theperill: he 
complained to the Pope of his hard fortune, that on him alwayes was laydthimpu- 
racion of thinges which in truth proceeded fromothers : he was ſory that the Pope 
had beleued that by his mocion and by his moneyYirginio had bought the caſtells, 
being in deede bought withour his priuitie or medling.In deed he had diſpoſed Yr- 
giniorothe compolicion,8 for thateffe&t had furniſhed him with the money which 
was giuen inrepayment &recompenſe of the caſtells : The Pope receiued nottheſe 
excuſes,bur with hard and bitter wordes complayned of Ferdinand, & ſo gaueſhew 
thatthere could be layed no firme ground of theirreconciliacion. | 
With ſuch a diſpoicion of mindes and confuſion ofthinges ſo apparantly draw- 
ng tonew troubles, began the yeare 1 4.

of dominion andrule , or perhaps according tothe iudgement of euery one his na- 
ture andinclinacion beginning nowe todiſcloſe which he had couered afore with 
great conning: he was eſteemeda man of litle faith, and of ſuch violent and cruell 
moodes,that cuen by his owne followers he was iudged worthy of the name of in- 
humanitie. The/opinionwas,thatthe death of Ferdinand hapned very inconuenient 
for the comme i that, where he would haue proucd a!l remedies to hin- 
der thedeſcending of the french men, it was not now to be dowred bur it would be 
more hard to make Lodowvyk aſſure him ſelfe of the haughtie & immoderatenature 
of Alphonſo,thenitwas to diſpoſe him to renew amitie with Ferd;naxd, in whom was 
for the moſt partexpreſſed a ready inclinacion(the berterto auoyd all quarrels with 
the ſtate of Mylan to yeld and condeſcend to his will: And amongelt other things, 
iris manifeſt that when Jſabe// _Alphonſoes daughter was brought to 1ohn Galeas

with the firſt of the ſeauen principall offices thatſhould be voyd: That he ſhouldin-

to recouer the rocke of O14, it the Cardinall $. P. ad wincula refuſed to come to 
Rome.This promiſe King nn affirmed without his conſentor priuitie, and well 
faw that in ſo da ous ſcaſons, it would bring no litle preiudice to him to be de> 
priued of the Cardinall whoſe authoritie wasnot ſmall ouer the towne of Genes, 
which he determinedtoſurpriſe by the ſertingon of the Cardinall. And becauſe a- 
midd ſogreattroubles and emotions, there might perhaps be treaties of councells 
or other matters preiudiciallto the ſea apsſtolike, he did what he could to vnite him 
withthe Pope, whonorfatisfied with any condicionif the Cardinall returnednor 
to Rome,and the Cardinall being moſt obſtinare to hazard his life vnder the faithof 
thoſe Catylins as he rermed them, the diligence of Alphonſo was in vayne, and his 
defire of no : for after the Cardinall with many difſembled and flourithing 
ſhewes,had given almoſt aſſured hope to accept the condicions: he ſtale away by 
night from O44 in a brigantyne wellappoynred, and at a time when was leaſt rea- 
ſonto dowr any ſuch cuaſion,leauingthe rocke armed with ſufficient garriſon: And 
reappoling certeine dayes at Sawoxe, and ſpending ſome litle time at _AHuignion, (of 
whichcitic he was Legart) he wentlaſtly ro Lyons, where king Charles was comea 
licle before,toprepare with better oportunitic and repuracion the prouiſions of the 
warre which he publiſhed he would execute in perſon: he was recciued of the ki

In this meane while A/phoxſo, more by feare thenproper inclinacion, for 
not to continue with: Lodowwyk Sforce that which had bene begonne by his ner,

miliar then to diſſemble,deuiſed to enterteyne him with diverſe hopes,bur with de- 
monſtracions that he was conſtrained to proceede in ſuch exact order and conſide- 
racion, leaſt the warre determined againſt others, tooke not his beginning agai 
him,heleft notfor all this ro ſolicitcand vrge the preparacionsin France , where- 
into expreſle the deuocion of his minde wich berter effe& , and to reſolueall parti- 


cularitics occurrant inthar expedicion, andlaſtly leaſt the execution of all thinges 
determined ſhouldeſuffer ſuſpence or haue ſlowe action: heſent thether(coulering | 
it witha brute of the Kinges pleaſure) Galeaz of S. Seuerin huſband to ane of his 
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and in whom he reappoſed great confidence and fauors. Accor- 
of Lodotwwykking Charles ſendes to the Pope foure Embaſſa- 


dors,with charge thatin paſſing by Florence, they ſhoulde make inſtance for the de- 
claracion of that common weale. The Embaſladors were Eberard Daubigny a Scort- 
tiſh Capreine of nation,the generall of Frawnce, the Preſident of the parliament of 
Pronence,&rthe ſame Peron {a Bache,thathad bene with them the yeare before, They 
according totheir inſtructions(fet downe chiefly at Myllan,) recounted in both the 
oneand other places the rightes which thefrench king (as ſucceſſor to the houſe of 
Aniovv,andfor want of yſlue in Charles thefirſt,) pretendedto the realme of Naples, 
rogither with his royall dererminacion to paſſe that yeare into /#aly in perſon, not to 
intrude into any thing that belonged to an other, but to reobreynethar which iuſtly 
was his owne: And to giuc his voyage a more pawlible paſſage in the mindes of 
men,they ſayd his mindand mcaninges were not ſo much fixed vpon the conqueſt 
of Naples,as that afterwards he would turne his forces againſt the Twrkes,for the ſer- 
uice of IcſuChriſt,& glory of his name. They declared to the Florentynes, how much 
their kingaſſurcd himielfe of that citic hauing bene reedified by Char/cmarn, and fa- 
uoredalwaies of the kinges his predeceſſors, and lately of king Zewwys his father in 
the warres vniuſtly managed againſt them by Pope Sixtws,by Ferdinand laſt dead, & 
Alphonſo now raging. cy willed them to loke into the great profits commingto 
their nation by trathke and entercourſe in the realme of Frawnrce, where they were 
fauored with familiaritic andoffices as if they were naturall of the region itſelf And 
with that example they might hopeto haue inthe kingdom of Naples,(it he became 
Lord of it)the py fame libertie of trade,ſewertie and benefit,where,of them of A- 
yagon they neuer receiued other thinges, then domage,daungers, and diſpleaſures. 
They recommended to their good councells the confideracion of theſe things, and 
to proteſt by ſome roken that they would ioyne with him in this enterpriſe . Bur if 
they were reſtrayned by ſome iuſt impediment, reaſon or excuſe, atleaſt that they 
would graunt libertic ofpaſſageto his armie thorow their territories, and refreſhing 
and virtells for his money. They debaredtheſe thinges with the common weale and 
generall ſtate, burthey recommended particularly to P,de medicis,thereſpect of ma- 
ny goodrurnes and honors done by Zewvys the xj.to his father and aunceſtors: how 
he in very ielous and daungerous ſeaſons , had made many demonſtracions for the 

reſeruacion of their greatnes, andinſigne of amitie, had honored them with the 

kotchions and armes proper to the houſe of Frawzce : where, Ferdinand nor fatisfi- 
edro perſecute them with open and violent warre , did alſo with a minde fiorne to 
their ruine, rake parte with the ciuill abba wherein /u/yaz his vncle was kil- 
led,and Lawrence his father ſore hurt. The Embaſſadors went out of Florexce with- 
out reſolucion,& being at Rome,they preferred to the Popes remembrance the aun- 
cient merits and perpetuall deuocion of thecrowne of Frawxce to the ſea apoſtolike, 
whereof were autentike teſtimonies, all recordes both auncient and preſent, and of 
the contrary,they inſinuated the ordinary contumacie anddiſobedience of them of 
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ſuccefſiuely(tor in rchinueſticuregrauntedto F erdinand, A ho o0Was — 
by name) it wasnot conuenient to giueitto king Charles afore it was declared by 
forme of iuſtice that he had good right, whereunto thinueſtirure graunted ro 4/- 
onſos was not preiudiciall, tor thatfor ſuch confideracionit conteyned expreſle 
mencion,that it was ment without the preiudice of any perſon: he tolde them that 
the realme of Naples did directly belongrto theſea apoſtolike , whoſe authoriric he 

| knew was farre from the kings will to violat, and no lefſe contrary to thintencions 
of his aunceſtors who had bene alwayes the principall lefendersof ctheſame: Butif 
he ſhould doe any violent action ypon Naples, itcould not be without manifeſtin- 
truſion &tranſgreſſion of the holy ſea,and bring diſhonor to the repuracion & me- 
rits of his elders : it would better become his dignitic and vertues, to ſeeke to iuſtfie 
his pretence of right by courſe of iuſtice & moderate equitie, wherein as Lord, Pa- 
trone,8& onely iudge of ſucha caule he offered him ſelfe ready ro adminiſter ro him: 
And that a Chriſtian kingoughtnot to demaund more of aPope, whoſe office was 
toreſtraine and forbid , and not to enterteyne and nourith warres berwene Princes 
chriſtened: Andthough he thould fo farre incline to the kings will , yet he ſhewed 
many difficulties and daungers both by the nexghbourhood of 4/phoxfo and the Flo- 
rentyns,whoſe vnitic all Tuſkaze tollowed,and allo for the confanguinitic & alliance 
of ſomany Barons holding ot the king of Nhples,whoſe eſtares ſtrerched cuen to the 
es of Rome . Notwithſtanding allthis, he enforced him ſelfe,norro cur of their 

pe altogither,albeit he bare priuatly thisfctled reſolucion notro departfrom the 
confederacion made with A/phonſo. At Florence thinclinacion was great and gene- 


rall to the houſe of Frawxce,for the liberall mart & traffike which that ſtate had with . 


the french: for an olde opinion(bur vntrue)char Charlemarn was the recedifier of their 
citic deſtroyed by Tottila kinge of Gothes: : forthe auncient coniunction and ami- 
tie which their aunceſtors the Guelffes hauc had long time with Charles thefirſt king 
of Naples,and with many of his lyne protectors of thefation of Gue/ffes in /taly. And 
laſtly forthe memorie of the warres,which the olde Alphonſe,8 after him Ferdinand 
inthe perſon of his ſonne,hadareared againſt tharcitie.By the reafon,recordacion, 
and memorie of theſe thinges , the communaltic and multitude cried to content to 
free conduct and paſlage, yang no lefſe the beſt authoriſed and wiſe cititens in 
thatcommon weale po whom it ſcemeda great partialitieand ouerſtght to pull vp- 
on the countrey of Florence,(tor the controuerſics of another)ſo pretent and daun- 
gerous a watre: they heldit no pollicie to oppoſe them ſelues againſt ſo mighty an 
armie managed in the perſonne of A king os Fraxnce, deſcending into taly with the 
fauour of the ſtate of Mylan,and no refiſtance of the gouernment of Yenrce,though 
they publiſh no manifeſt conſent : this councell they confirmed with thauthoritie 
of Coſmo de medici(eſteemed in his time one of the wiſcſt in ta/)whognthe warres 


betwene /ohn of Aniouy and Ferd; e alwayes this councell, thatthe citie of / 


Florence ſhould not obiect it ſelfe againſt Joh» : notwithſtanding the Pope & Duke 
of Myllen were ioyned with Ferdinand. They remembred withall , the example of 
Lawvrencefarher to Peter, who was of the ſame aquiſe vppon euery brute of the re- 
turne of them of Aniovy : yea ſo much was he amaſed ain the power ofthe french 


ſince the ſame king obteyned Britaine,that he would often times fay,that greattrou- 
bles were prepared for all /talians,it the king of Fraunce knew his owne ſtrength. Bur 
Peter de medicis who meaſured thinges more by will then by wiſedome , abuſed him 
ſelfe ro much with his owne opinion, beleuing that theſe emocions wou!d rather re- 
ſolue into brutes then into effects: wherein being gouerned by ſome his ſpeciall fa- 
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uorits corrupted perhaps with the preſents of A/phonſo,determined reſolurly ro con- 
cinuc in —_— Sarnia whereunto in the ende all the reſidue fe Citi-

condicions of that citie,who,at thatrime being populous in multitudes, and migh- 
ty in riches, and nouriſhed by many ages with an apparance ofacommon weale,the 
rincipall Ciriſens being accuſtomed to participate in the gouernment, rather in 
rme of companions then ſubiees,would hardly endure ſo great and ſuddein mu- 
racion: And therefore,Perer knowing thatto the holding vpp of his ambicion muſt 
be ioyned foundacions extraordinary: and the betterto haue a mighty piller to ſup- 
port his new principallitic: hereſtrained him ſelfe immoderatly to chAragons,deter- 
mining intheir courſe to communicate withtheirforrunes . Thus perhaps was fur- 
thered| by this accident: not many dayes before thembaſſadors of the french ariued 
at Florence,there came to light certeine pradtites , which Lawwrence and John de me- 
dicis,yong men rich,and neare in bludd ro Peter, and lately become his enemies vp- 
on certein lightoccaſions of youth,conſpired with Lodovwik Sforce and by him with 
the french king dire&tly againſt the greatnes of Peter: But being areſted by the Ma- 
Ray vere with light puniſhment returned to their houſes in the countrey, 
orthatthe tempe Cn preuailing with Petey not withour ſome 
difficulties,induced him notto ſuffer the lawes to execure any extreme aftion vpon 
his kinredand bludd:Bur recciuing warning by this accident that Lodowwyk ofece 
thirſted after his ruine, he cſteemed it ſomuch the more needefull toremaine ſtill in 
his firſtpurpoſe: Arlaſtthembaſſadors were aunſivered , but muchtotheir diſcon- 
tentment,and more contrary to their defire: in place of the concluſion they hoped

file and breake,they could not now ſatisfic his demaundes,and content the time to- 
op: They ſayd,as yet was not the confederacion which by thauthorine of 
ng Lewwys his father was made with Ferdinand with couenant, that after his death 
itſhould ſtrerc} — wherein they were bound by ſpecial condicion not on- 
ly to defend the realme of Naples,butalforo giue nopaſſage thorow their countries 
roany that wentaboutrto inuadeit: Laftly thar it brought no ſmall greefe to them, 
thatthere was ſuch difference berwene their deſires and wills , andthat they had no

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content with theſerthinges,which were rather demonſtracions of open hatred,then 
wronges or offences, he diſpoſed all his witrs,roturne from the Duke of Myl/an, the 
citicof Genes, A marter of r1 greatimportancefor the preſent affayres,tor that by 
the reuolt and chaunge ofthar citic , would happen many meanes to trouble Lode- 
wwjk in his goucrnmient of Myllan,and from the trench king ſhould betakenaway all 
ities ro moleſt the realme of Naples by ſea: Theretore hauing made lecrere 
with Cardinall Pawwlc Freeoſe,atore times Duke of Genes, & ſtill tollowed with 
many of the ſame familie: and with Obzetto defuſymony principal men both for the 
towne and ſea,togither with ſome particulars of the Adoyneys,all baniſhed out of Ge- 
xes for diuerſe occaſions: he determined to affaic witha ſtrong armie atſca, toſert 
themallin the rowne againe (tollowing that he was wont to ſay ,; that warres are 0- 
/3 uercomen either in preventing thennemie,or diuerting him: he determined in like 
ſort to goc him ſelfe into Romagnia with a mighty armie,and to make fuddeine inua- 
ſfionvpon the landes of Parma,where publiſhing thename of /ohx Galeas,and diſplay- 
ing his banners, he hoped that the ron of the Duchie of £Mylan would rife a- 
nſt Lodowwik: And beirthatin this were found many difhculties, yet he 1udged 
ttprofitable that the warre ſhould beginne farre from his realme: he eſteemed it alfo 
to great importance for the ſubſtance of the warre, that the french men thould be 
ſurpriſed with the winter in Zombaraye : wherein having greate experience in the 
warres of /taly, (whoſe armies attending the riping of —_ and forrage for the tce- 
ding ofhorſes,were not wontto take the fielde atorethe ende of Aprill:) he iudged 
thatto eſchew the (harpnes of winter, they would be conſtrayned to ſtay in a coun- 
oftheir frendes till ſpring time: In which intermiſſion andreſpite of time he ho- 
ped that ſome occaſion for his benefit might happen. Beſides,he ſent Embaſſadors 
toC ople,cro demaund ſuccorsas in a common daunger of B.Ortoman Prince , 
of the Turkes , forthatit was reſoluedin the french kingesintencion topaſſeinto 
Greece after he had wonne Naples,which daunger he knew wel the Turke would not 
deſpiſe,for that by the memory ofthe warres made in times paſt againſtche Lnfidels 
72 . ay by the french nation, the fearewhichthe Turkes had of-their armes wasnot 


Whileſt theſe thinges were thus ſolicited on all partes , the Pope ſent hismento 
Oftia vnder the gouernment of Nicholas Vyſin Conte of Petillanegzo whom Alphonſo 

tſtrength and ſuccors both by ſea and land: he tookethe rowne without difficul- 
tic,and then beganneto bartrer the caſtell, which(by the meane of Fabrice Colonne, 
and conſent of /ohx de la Rowere prefect of Rome,and brother to Cardinall S.P.ad win-

But Lodowwyk Sforce (towhom the Cardinal when hepaſſed by Saworne, had made 
knowen that which Alphonſoby his meanes and councells negociated ſecretly with 
the exiles of Genes) declared to king Charles whata great impediment that would 
1ueto his enterpriſe,8& therfore induced him toſendtoGeynes two thowſand Suw1ſ- 
s,& diſpatch into Jraly with ſpeede three hundreth launces to be ready vndert 
gouernment of Monſ.daubigny,(who returning from Rome,ſtayedby the kings com- 
tat Afyllan to aſſure Lowbardye, and to paſſe further according to 
occaſions and neceflities : To theſe ſhould be ioyned fiue hundreth men ar armes,J-

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talians enterteyned at that time in the Kinges pay vnder John fe. de S. Severin Connte 
of Gaiaz2e,Galeot Pico Counte of Myrandola, and Radolphe of Gonſague, togither with 
fue hundreth which the Duke of Mylan was bound to furniſh: who nor leauing his 
oldethiftes and ſurtleties,continued to confirme in the Pope and Peter de medicis his 
inclinacion to the peace &ſewertie of /a/y,nouriſhing them with varictic of hopes 
which were not without their apparant demonſtracions, 
| Ircannutalmoſt be,bur that which men make great ſewertie of,ingendreth ſome 
dowre,cuen in the mindes of ſuch as haue determined to beleue the contrary: for 
albeit there was no great faith giuen tothe promiſes of k: yerithapned not 
for all that,that their determined enterpriſes ſuffered in any ſort ſlowe ſucceſſe or 
proceedings: And the Pope & P.de medicis could haue bene well content that then- 
rerpriſe had bene proucd to ſurpriſe Genes: Bur becauſe in the ationthey ſhould di- 
rectly offend theſtate of My{arn,the Pope, a: 96 requiring his gallies & to ioyne 
his men with him in Romagnza, conſented to the {eruice of his men for the common 
defence in Romagnia,bur not to paſle further: And touching the gallies,he made dit-

iud ts fall of error,no,nonethatcould moderat their expeacion, and much 
le iudge what woulde bethe ende of thoſe tragicall preparacions: bur ar laſt the 
warre of /taly tooke beginning bythe going of Dom Federykto the enterpriſe of Ge- 
nes leading an armie no dowrt of greater proporcion and better prouiſion, then had 
bene ſcene of long time before ronne ouer the ſtreamesand ſea of Tyrrennum: it con- 
teynedxxxv.light or fu eyes,cighteene ſhippes, with many other leſſer veſ- 
ſells,great ”_ ie of ic, and three thowſand footemen to put on lande : By 
reaſon of which great equipage,and leading withthem the exiles, the armie depar-

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they had aforetyme ronne ouer all /z4/y,fackt and made deſolate with fire and ſword 
the citie of Rome, and ſubdued in £5 many prouinces, and generally no part of 
the world which hadnor feltthe vertue of their armes: But albeit theſe 1udgements 
arc oftentymes fallible , and rather ar nongy avg > , then cffetes hapning, 
yerthe accidents that drew on,broughtto them,in the ſpirites of frayle men,an a 
ſolute fayth, credir,and religion: for,king Charles, holding his firſt purpoſe, was now 
come to Yjiens in D'auphine,and would not ſuffer him ſelte to be ſtayed from hisper- 
ſonall expedicion into /ta/y, neither by the iuſt and generall petic1ons of his whole 
realme, nor with the conſideracion of his vniuerſall wants of money , which were 
ſuchas he had no meaneto furniſh the neceſſities preſent, but by pawning tor agreat 
ſumme of money, certcine iewells lent him by the Duke of Sawoye, the Marquifl of 
Monntferat, des great Lordes of the Court: of the ſumames he had gathe- 
red before of the reuenues of Frawzce, and ſuch as were lentto him by Lodowwyk, 
he had employed a great quantine vppon the armiesat (ea, wherein at the begin- 
ning was reappoſed a great op ot the victorie: and of the reſidue, he had made 
many indiſcreete iberaliries ro diuerſe perſons before he went from Lyons: And his 
Princes and noble men hauing atthat tyme not ſo ready wayes to exat money s © 
on their peoples, as their immoderat couetouſnes hath brought them ſince,wir 
outregard to God or men, it was noteaſiefor himto leuyenew tributes : ſoſlender 
were the prouiſions and groundes of ſo great a warre, furic and rathnes guiding the 
king more,then wiſedom and councell. - 

Bur as it often hapneth in thexecucion of things new, great, and difficult, thar al- 
beirallthinges are ordeyned and toreſeene: yet thereaſons that may be conſidered 
in the contrary come then toappeare in thunderſtanding of men,when thenterpriſe 
is toward his aftion and beginning: So, the king being vppon the poynt to depart, 
yea his ſoldiers marching towardes the mountes,there aroſe a great murmuretho- 
roughout the court: ſome brought into con(ideracion the difhicultices ordinaricin 
ſogreat an enterpriſe , and ſome diſputed of the generall daungers and infidelitie of 
thltalians,burt ſpecially there was an vniuerſall iclowſie of Lodowwyk Sforce, both for 
thaduertiſement lately come from Florence,and allo certeyne money expected from 
him,remeyned yet behind: So thatnotonely ſuch as had alwayesreproued this en- 
terpriſe, roſe vpettſoones to reſiſt it with more audacitie (as hapnerth in thoſe caſes 
when Need 4: confirmed by the cuent of thinges) buteuen thoſe that had bene 


the bruce comming to the cares of the king and the whole Court inclyning to mur- 
mure and confuſion of nl comn cauſed tuch an inclynacion in the king to paſſe 


no further, that ſuddeinly commaundement was giuen to make ſtaye of all the priſe ef ne-

in /taly,that being neuer ableſinceto reorder &reduce them, other nations ſtraunge 
& barbarous,haue had good meane to oppreſſe them miſerably: And for thincrea- 
ſing of thinfchcitie(becauſc their ſhame and diſhonour ſhoulde not be diminiſhed 
by thevalour and vertues of the victor) he whoſe comming brought all thoſe cala-

at carzed apparance of merit or praiſe,yet,being thorow waged wed ounded,

of the whole common weale: in ſo much as one increaſing the feares of another, 
andall laboringin one common dreade, and miniſtring ſtomacke and courage to 
ſuch as deſired new thinges,they had ſofſtirred the braynes & ſpirites of the people, 
thatthere was generall feare of ſome tumult in the towne,whereunto the multitude 
was the rather prouoked by the pride & immoderat behauiors of Peter,who,in ma-

which Pope S/xtws and Ferdinand king of Naples, managed againſt the Flor b

Bur ro returneto P.de med/cis,after the Florentyns were aduertiſed of the conuen- 
tions he had Jo greatly tothe diminucion of their territorics,& with ſo flaun- 
derous and daungerous a wound and gall to the common weale, there was no litle 
diſpleaſure and diſcontentement through our all the citie: beſides their greatloſſes, 
their hartes were/moued againſt him, for that with a newe forme andorder of dea- 
ling,and contrary to thexamples of his predeceſſors, he had alyened without the 
councell of his citie , and ſolemne decree of the Magiſtrates,ſo greata parte of the 
ſtate of Florence:in ſo much,that to the bitter complaintes made againſt him, were 
ioyned the murmures and ſecret grudgings of the people, inc one an other 
to riſe and recover their hbertie , without that any df thoſe that in their harres bare

fauors to the doings of Perer,durſt cither with force, or perſwacion, ſerthem ſelues

65 mute xr couler to gue perfte&tion to that he had promiſed: Arthis ryme 
alſo the king parted from Serazena,to goe to Pyſa,and Lodowwyk Sforce returnedro 
M ng obteynedfor money that thinueſtture of Gepes,graunted by theking 
a Go yeres before to John Galeas for him and his yſſue, ſhould be transferred to him 
and his poſteritie: he went away very muchdiſcontented , for that the king woulde 
not leauc in his keeping (as he fayd he had promiſed) S. Peter and Serazaxe, which 
places feruinghim asa rorayſe him to the citic of Pyſa, he demaunded as vn- 
tuſtly raken from the Genxowvays, a fewey eres before by the Florentyns.But when pt- 
ter was returned to Florence, he found the citic eſtraunged from him, and the minds 
of his chiefe friendes in ſuſpence,for that againſt th:r councell,and againſt thopor- 
tuniticof the time, he had vndiſcreetly gouerned all chinges : The communalne al- 
ſowas drawne intoſuch an vprore & murnnie, thatas the nextday after his returne, 
he would hauc enticed into the pallace, wherein reſted the authoritie and grearma- 
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giſtracie of the common weale,it was forbidden him by certeine Magiſtrats which 4 an is 
the gatearmed,of whom the chiefeſt was Jacques de Nerly,a yong man of equal *#*r-** 
ddici andriches : This being {pred abroad thorow the citic, the people ronne

all,regarding more therernitic of his name, then the profit of his poſteritie : heem- 


ployed more then fowre hundreth wiand duckats,in buildingof Churches, e- 
reing of Monaſteries,with other _ of ſumptuous coſtes, nor onely in his

for thatthe F/orentyns held them in to hard ſeruitude. The king norſeing intothim- 
portance of their r how farre it was contrary tothe contract of Serazare, 
rold them, they ſhould haue libertie: with the which aunſwere the Pyſans ronnero 
armes, and throwing downeto the earth all the enſcignes and armories of the Flo- 
rentyns,they put them ſelues into an abſolute libertieſo long deſired : Notwithſtan-

ſewertie they had wont to call home a great number of them, vppon neuer ſo light 
occaſions,orhtle accidents: And P.de medzcis,leing a concurrance of fo many great 
difficultics togither,was to much ouerſcene,that he did nor arme the place & pub- 
like pallaice with ſuch ſtrength of ſtraungers, as he had often =_ done before in 
farre leſſer ſuſpicions: T hart forefight had kept him ſtilin his eſtate andrule,& ſuch 
prouiſions had much hindred thoſe great mutacions: Buttouching the affayres of

and to the benefit of cuery one, ingiuing them in the common weale a moderate 
part and authoritie,ſeceing if you referre all thinges totheir arbitracion,there will be

In this councell, whereuntowas not admitted the great number of citiſens , the 
aduiſe then tended to a forme of gouernment not ſo _— popular, had caried 
it,ifamongeſt the dehberacions ofmen,there had not bene mixed authoritie diuine 
pronounced by the mouth of /eronimo Savonarolaa religious man of thorder of fre- 
ar hers. [This man hauing bene continually exerciſed for many yeares in the 
ublike preaching of Gods word at Florence, and hauing ioyned to his ſingulardo- 
Arine,a generallbrutc of holines of life , had __ he opinion of moſt part of 
the people,the name and authoritie of aProphet: for that at times wherein in /ta(y 


was no other apparance in mans reaſon,then ofcommon tranquillitic, he would in 
his ſermons prophecic of the comming of forreine armies, with ſo great aſtoniſh- 
mentof men that neither walls nor camps were able toreſfiſt them : which ages 
with many others of other nature, he wouldaffure that he did not foretell by diſ- 
courſe humane,or knowledge of the Scriptures, burſimply did foreſee them by re- 
uelacion diuine: In theſe wonders & warnings he would ſometimes touch the mu- 
racion ofthe ſtare of Florence: Artthat time he deteſted publikely the forme _ 


uernmentagreed vpon in the parliament, affirming thatit was the will and pleaſure 
of Godthartrhey did ere a pollicy m os nchtenpcthouthaerbo 
power ina few citiſens to alter nether the ſewertie northe libertie of the reſiduc:inſo 
uch that tor the reucrece of one ſo great a name, joined to the deſire of many,ſuch 
were of thother opinion,ſhould nor beable to reſiſt ſo great an inclinacion:Ther- 
fore this marr — ——_—_——_— it was determi- 
ned,thatthere be made a councel of all the citiſens,wherein ſhould haue no 
acceſle (fo it was ſpredd in many places in /rah)the dreggs of the people , bur onely 
ſuch as by the auncient lawes of the citiemight participate in the gouernment. In 
this councellſhould not be hidled mecheyihacdd not diſpoſe of otherthings then 
oftheelefion of all the Magiſtrates for the city & for thedemeane, & of the confir- 
macion of prouiſions of money,together wi i 3009/40 y $07 011 a 
d other councells more priuat and ſtraite: And tothende that thoc- 
caſions of ciuill diſcordes ſhouldebe away, andthe fpiritrs of euery onethe 
moreaſſured,it was prohibited by decree publike according rothexample of chave- 
niens , not to remember the errors and tranſgreſſions commirted inthe rymes paſt 
in thaffayres 0: ——————_ $haue bene conſti- 
tuteda gc *rnment w regulated and ed, ifatthe time they had in- 
troducedall the ordenances whichthen into the conſideracion of wiſe men. 
Bur ſuch hinges being not able to be deliberated withour the conſent of many who 
forthe memorie of thinges paſt were full of ſuſpicions: it was iudgedand determi- 
ned thar for th the grand councell ſhoulde be eſtabliſhed as a ground and 
foundacion of thenewe liberrie,referring toaccompliſh that which wanted vntill a 
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better oportunitic of rime,and vnrill (by the meane of experience) the publike vri- 
litie ſhould be knowne of ſuch as Goes itero knowe it by ceand iudge- 
ment: This was the courſe & condicion'of thaffayres of Twkene.Bur in this meane 
while, the french king,after he had with a ready fortune conquered the citic of Na- 
ples,to giue afull perteQion to his viorie , he had principally to looke to remoue 
ewo impediments:The one how he —_ get new caſtel,and the caſtell of theegge, 
which aretwofortreſſes of Naples,holding good = for Ferdmand,bur for the towne 
of S.incent,builded for the garde of the hauen, he had it without much reſiſtance: 
his other conſideracion was how he might reduce the whole kingdom to his obe- 
dience: In which two thinges fortune ſtill followed him with a full ſayle of her fa- 
uors,for,new caſtel,the habitacion of the kinges builded vpon the vhs or thoares 
of theſea, by the couctouſnes and cowardiſe of fiue hundred launceknightes hol- 
ding garriſon there , was rendred with condicion that they might departe in ſaferie 
with all the goods and moueables they were able to cary: In this caſtell was founde 

eat quantities of vitrells,whereofthe king without, confideracion to that might 
Lnvenmade prodigallliberalities to _— of his owne = : Androuching 
the caſtel! called rhe egge, built within the ſea vpon arocke, afore tymes parcell of 
the firme lande,but now deuided from it by the operacion of Lacwns , was ioyned 
with a narrow bridge to the next brinkes or ſhoares of Nples:they within the rocke, 
ſeeing them ſelues Catered without ceaſing with a renndh 
which mightwell ſhake the walls , but nothing mouethe naturall rocke, agreed to 
yeld vp theplace,jf within viij. dayes they were not ſuccored: The Barons alſo and 
gouernors of communalties, would goe many dayes iorneyes to meerte the french 
capteines and companies of ſouldiers ſent intoſundry partes of the realme: whoſe 
examplein yelding , and the humanirie and inclinacion of the french in receiuing 
them, breddſuch a generall minde of reuolr in cities,forres,and ou particular, 
that almoſt all the places of ſtrength were rendred by thoſe that kept them , either 
with no reſiſtance atall, or atleaſt withour perill or difficultie: yea the rocke of Ca- 
ietta notwithſtanding it was made _— with men, vittells, municion, andother 
thinges neceſſary for defence,yerafteratew lightaſſaults 5 tothe diſcrefſion 
of the victors: This felicitie or the king followed with fo full ſtreame,tharwithin 3 
very few dayes,and with a wonderfull facilitic,all the kingdom was brought into his 
obedience, except the yle of T/ch1a,the caſtells of Bronduſia and Galipoly in Powwylls, 
andin Calabria he rocke of Regge, {cituate inthe poynt of /tahy right ouer againſt 
Sicile,the citic holding for the king : and —_— allo Twpiaand Mantra, whoin the 
beginning diſplayed rhe banners of Frauxce, but refuſing to live vnder the ſubieRi- 
on of others then the king , who had already diſpoſed them ro certeyne of his fauo- 
rits,they chaunged councell, and returnedto their firſt Lorde: The like was done 
within alitle ryme after by the citie of Bronduſa,tothe which the french king haui 
ſentno men, yu viing negligence where was necefitie of care andcouncell, Fe 
Skarcely heare their Magiſtrates ſent to him to Naples to capitulat: by which occa- 
fhonioyning with thoportunitie offered, thoſe that kept the caſtells in the name of 
Ferdinand,had good meane by perſwaſions to draw agayne the citic tothe deuoci- 
on of the '_{ragons : by which example allo, the citie of Orraxte lately declared for 
the french, &nocreature ſent thether to receiue them, continued not long in their 
affetion: All the Lordes and Barons of the realme (except _Aiphonſo Daualo Mar- 
.quiſfof as #107 am left within new caftell by Ferdinand, was goneto him when he 
 perceiuedtheinchnacion of thelaunceknightes to yeld:and excepttwo others,who 
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for that the french king had giuen away theireſtates, were fled into Sicile). came to 
doc homage tc See ebeetnagatin wholly ſo great a conqueſt by 
the way of concorde,, called aforehim vnderſafeconduitafore he had wonne the 
rocke of the egge, Dom Pederyk, who, afwellforthat he had remeyned many yeares 
inthe court of Frawnce in the ryme of the kinges father , as alſo for that he touched 
his maicſtic in parentage,was much fauored of allthe Loxdes of Frawnce. The king 
told him, he wouldindue Ferdinaxd (leauing all that was hisinthe realme of Na- 

s)with eſtates and large reuenues in Frawxce: And touching him, torecompenſe 


him liberally with all that he poſleſſed there: But Federyh,well knowing that his ne- 


Dom Federyk phew was determined to acceptno condicion,except he might haue Calabria, aun- 
axnſzereth {weredwith a countenance of humulitie and reuerence, and wordes graucand wile: 


the king. 


That ſeeing God,fortune,and the good wills of menhaue concurredin his preſent 
felicitiesto giue him the kingdom of Naples, Ferdinand was not determined to make 
re{ſtance againſt ſo fatall a diſpoſicion: but , rathereſteeming it no ſhamero giue 
placeroa king ſo happy and mighty, he would no lefle then — , Cemeyne in his 
obedience and deuocion, ſo that his maicſtic would contribute to him ſomeparte 
of the kingdome (touching Calabria by a ſecret meaning) to thende that dwelling 
therein not as king, but inthe candicionof one of his Barons , he mighthonor the 
clemencie anc __——_ of the french king, in whoſe ſeruice he hoped to hauc 
once occaſion to ſhowe that vertne which his malicious fortune wouldnot ſuffer 
him to expreſle in the action of his owne ſaferie : That, nothing could turne more 
to thegloric of king Charles then that councell, bearing reſemblance and affinitic 
with the councells of thoſe kinges whom anrtiquitie doth ſo much recommend vn- 
to vs,who,by ſuch 0 ions had rayſed their names toimmoralitie, and eſtabli- 
ſhed amongeſt peoples and nations,diuine honors: That, it was a councell nolefle 
forhis ſewertic then for his glorie,for that Ferdinand brought to his deuocion , the 
realme would be ſo aſſured to him, that he ſhould not hereafter feare the rhnags 


« of fortune,whohad this common propertic: that as oftenas vicories were not 
« red with moderacion and dilcrefſion, ſhe would defile by ſome accident vnlooked 
« forthe vertue and repuracion of the glory gotten. But the king dowrting thatif he

communicated any parteof the kingdome with his competitor , he ſhoulde opena 
waye to manifeſt perill ror the reſidue, Down Federyk parred from him without any 
thing doing: Feraznand,vnderſtandingof the rendring of the caſtells,ſayled into S:- 
cile with x11, light gallyes {lenderly appoynted, wherein he paſſed from Naples : 
This he did to beready vpon all occaſions,leauing the  gard of therocke of Y/chiato 
Ianick Daualo|brother to Alphonſo,both men of great vallour,and of ſingularfaith to- 
wards their Lord:Butthe french king , to take from thennemie that recepracle ve- 
ry conuenient to trouble therealme,ſentthether his armie by ſea, which arrived ar 
lengrh in the port of Naples, and ag—_ towne abandoned , they forbare to al- 
faile the rocke,wherein,tor his invincible ſtrength by ſcituacion,they diſcerned ma- 


impoſſibilities to preuayle; And therefore, to giuea greater helpe to their ver- 
nr ary Wah" ot et the veflell:of Froxence and of Genes,to take 
Tchia,and aſſure the ſea which Ferdinand vexed ſome tymes : Buttheir councel and 
diligence were notequallto their fortune, ſecing, according to thinfirmitie of all 
their doings,all thinges had aflow proceeding, and were guided in moſt great neg- 
ligence and confuſion : for,the french king turning the proſperitie of his affayres to 
ſcrue his vanities,his companics in like ſort, by yo grem felicitie became more inſo- 


ſo 
yres of importance, not recey- 
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uing into their thoughts any other impreſſion then of feaſting and pleaſures: And 


luch as were great in the councells and fauors of the king,cared not bur for their 
owne particular,and to draw of the victory all theprofit they could, withourreſpe- 
Ring the dignitie or vrilinie of their Prince. | 
About this tyme dyed at Naples Gemyn Ottoto the great diſpleaſure of theking, The deerh of 
who layed vp inhim many foundacions and oportunities for the warre he deter- x 
mined to make againſt the Empire of the Twrkes: It was beleuedhis death was bru- ;e,. ;n refuge 
ed in acup of poyſon which the Pope had _ him to worke his ende in acertein # the Pope. 
ryme: or that hauing deliuered him a inſt his wil, and ſo depriued of the xl.thow- 
{and duckats which his brother payed him yearely , he tooke tor confolacion that 
he that hadtaken him away, ſhould receiue by him no commoditie or profit: or at 
| leaſt for enuy he barero the glory of the french king: or laſtly for feare,thar thinges 
lucceedinghappily with him againſt the Infidells,he would not afterwards nk 
thoughtes to retorime the abuſes ofthe Church, which _ whol'yalyened from 
the auncientdeuocion,cuſtoms,& pictic, made _ day of lefſe authoritiethe re- 
ligionof Chriſt,cuery one withall hauing an aſſured expectacion that they would 
further decline beforethe ende of his raigne,which being gotten by wicked meanes, 
was happly neuerin the memorie of men adminiſtred with worſeorders: And there 
were that behoved (for the corruptnature of the Pope made credible in him all wic- 
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kednes) that Baiazer after he vnderſtoode thatthe french king prepared to paſſe in- 
to /taly,practiſed with him by the meane of George Bucciardin corrupted with mo- 
ney,to oppreſlerhe life of Gemyn: And yetthe king (nouriſhing ſtill his inclinacion 
to the warres of the Twrkes,more vppona greene humor of youth and volubiliticof 
minde, then by marturitie of councell) ceaſed nor for his death to ſend into Greece 
charbiſhop of Deraz of the nation of Mbania, who put the king in hopes by the 


meanes otcertcine factions of the baniſhed andother vayne intelligences, toftirre 
vp ſomecommocion in that prouince: Butnew accidents conſtrained himto turne 
his ſpirits ro new thoughtes. | |

ceſſities,tharthere was no abilitic remeyning to defend their propper ſafetie: Alſe- 
condfeare both more great and reaſonable then the firſt , beganne to occupie his 
thoughtres, his eyes, and all his ſenſes: that was the ſeruirude and thraldom houe- 
_—_ him,and all tþ/ra/ans,if the kingdom of Napleswere ioyned tothe power 
ofthe crowne of Frawzce,deliring forthat cauſe(as hath bene nored)that by the Flo- 
rentyns ſhould be obieted many difficulties and impediments againſtthereſoluci- 
on of his enterpriſe. Bur when he ſaw his maieſtic was cafily ioyned with that com- 
mon weale,& with the ſame facilitic had ouercome all palms of the Pope, 
and laſtly without reſiſtance had preuayled ouer therealme of Naples, the daunger 
ſemedeuery day ſo much the greater to him,by how much the courſe of the french 
victories aduaunced more and more withfacihrie,fortune and felicitie: A like feare 
allo began tofirre inthe mindes ofthe Senat of Yenice, who in all their councells 
hetherunto had coſtantly perſcuered in newrralitie, gouerningtheir abſtinence with 
lo great diſcreſſion noleſſe.in ation then in dem6ſtracion,thatthere was no meane 
to ſuſpeR their inchnacion more to one partie then to an other: They had for Em- 
baſſadorsy ith the king Anthony Loredan and Dominick Treniſan albeitthey lingered 
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ſo long to ſend them, that the king was notonely paſſed the mountes, bur arrived at 
Florence afore they were preſented to him : But now looking with iudgement and 

ſtudie into the violent courle of fo great felicities, his armiesronning like a thunder, 

withour reſiſtance thorow all zaly,they beganne toeſteeme as their owne , thedo- 

mage of rheirneighbours,and to feare that m the ruine of others, their deſtruction 

were notconſpired, But chiefly the king hauing made him ſelfe Lorde of Pyſaand 

other fortreſſes of the Florentyns, leauing garriſon in Siemna, and almoſt wonne the

The ſuſpicions and diſdaynes growing on all partes, andthe ſuddeine conqueſt 
of Naples repreſenting to the Yenetians andthe Duke of Myllanthe m_ erill of 
their eſtates : they were conſtrayned to ioyne vertue totheir councells, and deferre 
no longer to put their thoughtes in execucion: wherein, for the furthering of theit 
refolucion & cc hehe the conſideracion of the mighty companies of con- 
tederats : for that to this the Pope was no leſle ready (to whom the greatnes of the 
french was fearefu!l and ſuſpicious ) then Maximylian king of Romarnes wholly dil- 
poſed, to whomeaboue all other for many occaſions of hatredto the crowne of 
Fraunce,and forthe many iniuries receiued by the ang raygning, the proſperiticsof 
Fraunce were hatcfull : Butrhe chiefe groundes and foundacions whereuppon the 
Venetians and Lodowyyk wrought,were the King and Queene of Spayne , who being 
a litle before bowndto the french king (not forother reſpe& then todraw from him 
the earledom of Roſ#{zon)notto hinder him inthe conqueſt of Naples,had conning- 
y reſerued to therh ſelues tillthat tyme a free power to doe the contrary : for, (if 
their brutes be true) therewas a clauſe annexed to the capitulacions made for the 
reſticucion of the Earledom of ReſGlion, which bare ge ſhould not be hownd

The diſconrentment of theſe things was much increaſed by the 
inſolencie andnartutrall arrogancie of the french aggrauated much by the facilitic 
of the victorie,which cariedthemvinto thoſe opinions and weenings,that they eſte- 
med nothing of the whole Monarchie of /r4þ, attributing thatto their ver- 
tuc andvallourwhich chaunced by their fortune and felicitie: Andtheſe publike &

Before this new league was made,the french king had determined to returne in- 
to Fraunce with ſpeede, moued more with a lightfancie, and a vehement deſire of 
his court, then with conſideracions diſcreete or well tempered : ſeeing thatinthe 
kingdom of Naples remeyned vndecided many and great _ of Princes and c-

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ſtares,and the parres of the realrae being nor fully conquered , his viftory had noe 
ThefFench yertheriuſt perfetion: Bytafterhe — many Pore were i into 
an bor. e-M againſt him, he was much moned-in his minde , and fcll ro deuiſe with his 
cone Lordes whathe were beſt to doe: infogreatai accident, ſpecially cuery one afſu- 
2» d:e agent ring him that it was long ſince thoſe Princes had conſented in confpiracie againſt 
the lrazue ef him; Thoſe of his councell were of aduiſe, thatheſhould diſpatche his departure, 
"© dowtingthatby howlang he taried,. by ſomuch ſhould he giue oportunineto the 
difficulties to increaſe,ſecing the Confederats woulde winne time to make greater 
prouiſfions,the brute ronning already that a great lcuic of Almaines ſhould paſle in- 
to /taly, andthat men beganneto ſpeake muchof the perſon of thEmprour: They 
perſwadedthartthe king would prouidethatthere might paſſe with diligence our of 
Franncenew bandes of fouldicrs tothe towne of Aft, both to garde that citie,and to 
keepe the Duke of Mylan inneceſſitic to defende his owne contrey , and withallto

iudicero the title & rightes of another. In a deliberacionſograue, and amonget ſo 
many thoughtes of ſuch importance, was notloſt the memorieof thaffayres of 7y- 
a: tor, the king, defiring for a 07s that in him might remeyne power to 
diſpoſe of that eſtate,anc p—_ by the ayde of the contederats the people of 
Pyſa woulde not bercauc him of the citadell, he ſentrherher by ſea rogether with 
thEmbaſſadors of the towne which were with him, ſix humdreth french fooremen, 
who being arriued there,concciuedtheſame affetion which others that had bene 
letr Army Mr : for being gouerned with deſire to ſpoyle and pray, after they had re- 
ceiued money of the Pyſans, they went with their companies to encampeafore the 
towne of Libra frate,where the Pyſans (whole — was Luke Malu»zze)had ben 
in campe certeynedayes afore vpon an aduertiſement thatthe Florentyns had ſent 
part of their bandes ro Morntpulczan, and hearing of the approch of their enemies, 
were rayſed and gone the day before: But returning thether efrſoones wich the ſup- 
ply of the french men,they tooke itin fewe yan thatthe Florentyne armic ſent 
to ſuccorit, could nor paſſe the riuer of Sexele for the violence of waters , neyther 
durſt they take the other way by the walls of Z#cques, for the ill diſpoſicion of that - 
ple who were much moued,and fauored greatly the libertic of the Pyſans: Theſe 
rnb with thoſe of the french thatremeyned of the conqueſt of L;bre frarte,ronne

men,the citic of &-gge rendring it ſelte ro him, whoſe caſtell had bene alwayes kept 
in hishame: Arthe tameryme wasdiſcouered about the ſhoares of Powliathe Ve- 
net ian armic by ſea,oucr whom was Capteine Anthony Grymany,a man in that com- 
mon weale of great authoritie:Butneitherfor theie,nor many other ſignes of chaii- 
ges towardes the king,did not forbeare, no not once ſuſpende or linger his delibe- 
racion togoe h15 way: for,beſides thathapply they weredriuen by neceſlitic,the de- 
ſire was incredible in the king and all his courtto returne into Frawxce, as though 
fortune that was ſufficientto make them get ſo great a victoric,had bene ſtill ſo able 
topreſerucitfor them : he did not remember thatthe getting of a vitorie is refer- 
ro fortune, but the loſſe of a kingdom is impured to the king , who ſtandes then 
in moſt neceſſitie of councell and diſcreſſion, when fortune makes him beleue he is 
in moſt ſecuritie: it is familiar with fortune to doe more harme in one day, then ſhe 
doth good in many yeares, vſing for her delite to rayſe vp vayne men for her glory, 
and ſuffer rhemeftſoones to fall with the waight of their propper vanitie and want

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Before the king parted from Naples,many thinges were innegociacion berwene 
him andthe Pope! not without ——_ hopeof concorde: In which actions wavſent 
from the Pope tothe king,and atter returned to Rowe the Cardinall S.Denys,and tor 
the french king, M.Fraxcr:The king delired greatly thinueſtiture of Naples,and that 
the Pope,if he would nor ioyne with him,at the leaſt thathe wouldnot be tor his e- 
nemies &that he would receiue him into Rome as a friende: Towhich demaundes, 
albeit atthe beginning thePope bare ſome inclinacis,yer, diſtruſting much in him 
{clfeof the king,and eſteeming tharto ſeparate him ſelte from the confederars, and 
conſentto thinueſtiture, would be ſuppoled a meane ſufficient to makea faithfull re- 
conciliacion with him: he obieted many difficulties to thother demaundes,and to 
that ofthinueſtirure;, (albeitthe king would condiſcendeto take it vnder this con- 
dicion not to be preiudiciall to the rightes of an other)he aunſwered,thar he wiſhed 
the lawes might be looked into afore , to ſee ro whom the right apperteyned: And 
of the other ide, ſecking to giue impediment by force to the kinges entryeinto 
Romeghe ſentto the ſtate of Venice and to the Duke of Xylanto refurniſhe him with 
{uccors andſtrengrhof ſouldiers,who,zimmediatly ſent him a thowlſand light horſe- 
men,and twothowſand footemen with promiſe of anayde of athowſande men at 
armes: with which bandes ioynedto his owneforces he hoped to be able to make 
reſiſtance: But the Yenetians and Duke of Myllanconſidering afterwards,that it was 
a thinge too daungerousto ſende their ſtrength and companies ſo farre trom their 
owne eſtates,ſecin neither the whole armie agreed vpon was yet in order,and 
parte of their puoples occupiedinthenterpriſe of Af, tlienning withall to theſe 
dowrtes chinkdelige ff the Pope,remembred inalJate experience whenking Charles 
paſt that wayhe called Ferdinandinto Rome with his armie,8 ſuddeinly with a coil- 
cell chaunged,made him yſſuc forth againe: They began to perſwade him to with- 
draweto ſomeplace of ſewertierather then to aduenture his perſon to ſo greata 
daunger in ſtriuing to defende Rome . Theſe thinges increaſed the kinges hopes to 
come to compoſicion with the Pope. 

The french king departed from Naples the xx. day of May: Butfor that he had 
not taken in the beginning with the ceremonies accuſtomed, the titles & enſeignes 
regall of the kingdom: A tewedayes afore his departure, hereceiued lulemnlic in 
the cathedrall Church with great pompe and celebracions the royall ornaments, 
the honors,othes and homages,accuſtomed to be done tonew kinges: At this co- 
ronacion,the oracionwas pronouncedin the name of the people of Naples by /obn 
Toxian Pontan,co whole prayſes very cleare and ſhining for thexcellencie of his do- 
Arineghis life,and ciuilitie of maners,this ation brought no ſmal ſtayne anda ſlaun- 
der for that,as he had bene of longa principal Secretorie tothe kinges of Aragon,& 
of very priuate and familiar authoritie,and the teacher and maiſter of A/phoxſo: So, 
whether it were to obſerue iuſtly the partes proper to orators,or toſhow his affe&i- 
on tothe french,he'tooke too prear alibertieto ſpeake in the diſprayſes and dero- 
gacion of the kinges by whom he had bene ſo much aduaunced. Sohard itis ſome- 

guy for aman to keepe in him ſelfe thatrmoderacion and thoſe rules, which he 
.« following with ſo greatdoarine,had taught roothers writing of morall vertues , & 
by his wit and knowledge had made him ſelfe wonderfull to the world in all kindes 
of philoſophic and{earning: The king ledd with him viij.hundreth french launces, 
ewo hundred gentlemenfor his garde,a hundreth launces vnder the Lord Trice, 
threethowſand Swwyzzersfooremen,athowſand frenchmen , and athowland Gaſ- 
coyns,hawing ordeyned that in Tuskaxe Camplla Vitelli and his brother thouldioyne

haue madereliſtance: They preferred beſides, the 
auncient deuocion of the familie of Yyſavs, who raking partalwayes with the faRi- 
on of the Guelffes,had alwayes borne both in them ſelues and in all the predeceſſors 
of that houſe, perpetuall impreſſions ofhonor,reuerence,and ſeruice,to the crowne 
of Fraunce : And as from thoſe $ had proceeded, that withſo great a readi- 
nes they had receiued the kinges Maieſtic into their eſtates bordering vpon Reme: 
So therefore,it was neither conuenient noriuſt, both hating ro the faith gi 
ven by the king,and the meritof their operacions and ations, thatthey ſhould 
holden priſoners: But they were aunſwered with no lefle roundnes by 34.de Lygny, Their reaſone 
whoſe ſouldiers rooke them within Nolz: thatthe ſafe conduit, albeit it was deter- * 4ſroned 
mined and ſubſigned by the king,yeritis robe vnderſtand, tharit was nor perfe&tly 2,99" * 
giuen, bur when it was confirmed with the kinges ſeale and with the ſeale ofthe Se- 
cretorie,and ſo deliueredto the partie: Thatin all grauntes and letters pattents ſuch 
was thauncient cuſto in all courtes,tothende thar if any thing were inconſiderat- 
ly paſſed the mouth of the Prince by reaſon of many thoughres and affayres, or for 
not ſufficient informacion of thinges,it might be moderated and goe forth with his 
due perfeQion: he alleaged that the confidence of that moued them norto yeld to 
ſo ſmall a compamie of ouldiers, butthey did communicat in the generall neceſſiry 
and feare,for that there remaynedno meane eitherto defende orto flee, the whole 
contrey about them ſwarming with the armies of the vitors : That what they had 
alleaged of their merits was falſe, which if irſhould be affirmed by an other, them 
ſelues t rodeny it for their honor: for thatit was manifeſt to all the world, that 
not of will orfree conſent,but to auoyde daunger (leauingin aduerſitic the Aragons, 
of whomin proſperitie they had recciued great benefits). they agreed to giue the 
king paſſage thorow their : Therefore m_ _—_— in the pay of thenne- 
mie,andbare mindes eſtraungedfrom the name of the french, & that they had per- 
fetly no ſafe conduit or ſewertie, they were made priſoners by law and right 
of armes: Theſe reaſons thus aduouc oxainſtthe Vrſins, and ſuſteyned by the 
power of M.de Ligny,and authoritie of the Collonnoys, who aſwell for auncient en- 
vies,as for the diuerſitic of the faions,quarrelled them openly : there was noreſo- 
lucion nor ſentence,onely they were commaunded to follow the king,leauingthem 
naked hopes to be delivered when his maieſtie was come to Aft. 

Bur albeit the Pope,(the confederats hauing councelled him to goe his way)was 
not without inclinacionto be reconciled withthe king , with whom he jated 
continually : JG and iclowſic being in him, henouriſhed the king 
with hopesthat he woulde attende him : And yetafter he had beſtowed a ſufficient 
garriſon within the caſtellS, Ange, two dayes before the king ſhould enter Rowe , he 
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went to Oraiette accompanied with the colleage of Cardinalls, and two hundred 
men at armes.,a tho light horſemen, and three thowſand footemen: he left 


Vatican , he went and lodged inthe ſuburbes : And when 
that the king came neare to Yzterbe , notwithſtanding he in-. 
hopes to compound with him in ſome place conyenien © 
berwene /iterbe and Oruiette,he left Oruierte and went to Perowſe,with intencion [if 
the kingtooke thatway)to goeto Arcona,the better to haue meane,by the commo.. 
ditie of the ſea,to reryre to ſomeplace abſolutely aſſured: All this notwithſtandi 
the kingeocing nota litle diſcontented with his vniuſt feares and iclouſics, ren 
the caſtells of Ciuitavechia ry i, which when he came our 
of Italy, he gaue vp to the power of the Cardi $.P.ad vincla, who was biſhop 
thereof: he paſſedin like herds the con of the Church, as chorow the domi- 
nions of a freind,fauing that they of Tuskaxelarctuling to receiue into their towne 
his vauntgarde,the ſouldiers rooke it by force, and lackt ir,not without murder and 
flaughterof many. | | 
Afﬀeer this,the king ned without any occaſion at Siens ſix dayes , not con- 
ſidering (neither of him ſelfe nor by the ſtraite aduerriſements of the Cardinall de $, 
P.advincla,and by Trymlce how hurtfull it was to giue time to hisenemies to make 
their prouiſionsand vnite their forces: neither did he recompenſe the loſle of rhe 
time, withthe profitof councells ordeliberacions : for there was debared at Sienns 
the reſtitucion of the fortreſſes of the Florentyns promiſed by the king at his depar- 
rurefrom Naples,& confirmed by many voluntary grauntes on the way: And there- 
fore,the Florentyns,belides that they were topay thethirty thowſand duckats 
remeyning of the ſumme agreed at Florence, to lende lxx. thowſande more,

notyet a9 pr hima perfeion of tudgementr,being borne of one of the kinges 
ſiſters,and mall fauors with him,made his ——_ togither with the diſdaine 
he baretothe Florentyns, for that in all their ſures addref ed theirmeanesto the 
Cardinall of $ the onely impediment tothis deliberacion, alleaging no 0- 
ther reaſon then the pictic and compaſſion of the Pyſans : And touchingrhe offer of 
the forces which the Florentyns minke deſpiſed them, vaunting that the armic of 
Fraunce was ableyo fight withall the men of warrein /#ay knit in one ſtrength: AI. 
de Pienes was aſupporter ofhis opinion,for that he thought the king would beſtow 
vpponhim the iuriſditionof Pyſaand Lyworne : There was debating alſo ar Siexeof 
| the gouernmentofthart citie, for thatmany of the orders of rhe people and of the 
reformers (to pluckedowne the brotherhood of the order of Montenove,) made in- 
| ſtancezthar ancwe forme of gouernment, the garde which they of Monte-

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kept atthe publike pallaice might be taken away, andthe place ſupplyedby a . 
pore trench bi va 2 che LR of M.de Ligny: And albeit this councell was 
reiectedin the councell of the king,as a thing of hitle continuance and ympertinent 
tothe rimepreſent: yer M. de Ligny who had layeda vayne plottto make him ſelfe 
Lorde of mr wraw fl that the king woulde take into his protection that citic vnder 
certeine condicions, binding him felt to the defenſe of ir and all the circumſtances 
except Montpulcian,which he fayd he would not intangle him ſelte withall, neyther 
for the Florentyns nor for the Szenoys: The communaltie of Szens (albeit no menci- 
on was made in the capitulacion) chuſed by the conſent of the king 24.de Ligny for 
their Caprteine,promiſing him twenty thowſand duckats by yeare vpon condicion, 
that hewould keepe there a Liefrenant with three hundrerh tootemen tor the gard 
of the place,which ſtrength he left there coolled out of ſuch as were of the trenche 
armie : The vanitie of which deliberacions appeared immedaartly,for that the order - 
of cMontnoue hauing eftſoones. xenon with armes their authoritie accuſto- 
med,chaſſed our of S:exa the garde, and gaueleaueto A. de Lyle whome the king 
had left there forhis Embaſſador, | 
Bur there were now greatſtirres andemocions in Lombaraje: for the Venetians, 

and Lodowwyk Sforce (who had cuen then receiued from thEmprour with much fo- 
lemmie the priuileages of inueſtiture of the Duchie of Mylan, and made publike 71, veneri- 
homage and oth of fidelitie tothEmbaſſadors that brought them) rayſed great pre- and Lodo. 
paracions to ſtoppe the king that heſhould not rerurne into Fraurce , or at leaſtto fun ax "i 
aſſurethe Duchic of Myllanyto come tothe which he mult paſſe ouer ſo great acir- 7 pen 
uit and ſpace of contreyes ; To theſe endes,cuery of them readdrefſed their forces, \ngerrens- 
and leauiedofnew partely in common,and partly at expenſes ſeparat, many men at ;,>,,.. 
armes,obteyning atter many difficulties that 7ohy Bentywole whome they had taken 
into their common pay,ſhould ſticke tothe league with the citic of Bolognia: Lodo- 
wk armed at Genes tor the garde of the ſame cirie, tenne gallyes at his owne char- 
rm foure greatſhippesat the commonexpenles of the Pope,the Vererians and 

im ſelfe: And being at the poynt roexecute that whereunto he was bownd by the 
couenants of the confederacion touching the towne of Aft, he ſent into lermany to 
leauy two thowſande footemen , and conuerted to thatenterpriſe Galeas S.Seuerin 
with ſcuen hundred men atarmes,and three thowſand footemen: inſo much as aſ- 
luring him of thetaking of that rowne and to achieue all hinges to his honor, (he , , _. 
was naturally very inſolent in his proſperities) he ſent this meſſage to the Duke of [idech ang 
Orleice the more to terrifichim: That hereafter he ſhould forbeareto vſurpe the title »me/zec 1» 
of Duke of My{an,which title Charles his father had taken ſince the death of Phrlipp o = of 
Maria Viſconte : That he ſuffered not newe bandes to paſſe out of Frawnceinto Ita 
ty: That he cauſed toreturne home againe ſuch as were already withinthe rowne of 
Aſt:And for thaſſurance of theſe things,that he ſhouldputthe rowne of A# intothe 
hids of Galeas $.Sexerin,in whom the king might reappole truſt afwel as in him, ha- 

uing theyere before bene recciued by the king into 55 brotherhood & order of $. 

| Michel{ m Fraunce : he vaunted much inthe ſame kindof boaſting ofhis forces, of 
the prouifions the confederats made to make head againſt the king in /raly,che grear 
; preparacions of the king of Romarnes and the king of Spayne to moue warre beyonde 
| the Mountes: Butthe Duke of Orleancewas made nothingaffrayd with theſe vaine 
threares,and being well aſſuredthat there was made a newe confederacion, he ſtu- 
died to fortifie Aft,and ſolicited with great inſtance to ſend out of Fraunce new ſup- 


plics and companics,who,vnderſtanding that they were to be imployedin the pro-

_s ſuccors of the kinges perſon, began with great diligence to paſſe the mountes: 


reaſon whereof the Duke of Orleans not fearing his enemies, marcheth intothe 
fielde,andrakes inthe Marquiſdom of Salwce the towne & caſtel of Galfiniereswhich 
Anthony Maria of $.Seuerin poſſeſſed: which being knowen to Galeas, who had ali- 
tle before taken certeine ſmall villages,retyred with his armie to Anon, A rowne of 
the Duchie of My{larincareto_1Iff, neither hauing hope to be able to offende,nor 
fearc to be : But the nature of Lodowwyk alwayes incliningto entangle him 
ſelfe with enterpriſes which demaund greatexpenſes,and yer of a condicion to flec 
and feare (yea cuen in greateſt neceſſities) thinges that brought coſtes and charges, 
was the cauſe to commithis eſtate into right great daungers: for that by reaſon of 
his very ſpare and needy payments,a very fewe footemen came out of /ermany, and 
forthe ſamenygardnes, the bandes that were with Galeas were diminiſhed cuery 
day: where,ot the contrary,were increaſed continually the ſupplyes that came our 
of Frawnce,who for that they were called to the reskew of the kinges perſon, mar- 
ched with ſuch diligence,thatthe Duke of Orleans hadalready afſembjed three hun- 
dreth launces,three thowſand Svwyzzers fooremen, and three thowſande Gaſcoyns: 
And albeitthe king by a commaundement ſpeciall and peremprtory had aduertiſed 
him,that abſtcyning from all encerpriſe,he ſhould ſtande vpon continuall readines 
and preparacion to meete his maieſtie when ſo cuer he ſhould be ſent for: yer it is 
harde for a man not'tomake reckoning of his pune profit and to reſiſt it) he derer- 
mined toacceptthaccaſion to poſleſle the citic of Nowere, wherein he was offered 
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ro be put by twoof the Opszans gentlemen of the ſame citic hating much the Duke 
of Myllenor that aſwell vpon them as many others of the rowne,he had with vniuſt 
ſentence and iudgement viurped certeine condures of waters and other poſſeſſions: 
An avenge - Thenterpriſe and the manner of it being refolued vpon, the Duke of Orleans paſſed. 


»pon che by nightrhe riuer of Pavvatthe bridge Sewrowithin the iuriſdiftion of the Marquis 

o»neof N2 of Montferat,hauing in his company the Marquis of Salace : he was receiued by the 
= $1 conſpirators of thenterpriſe into the rowne with all his forces , and foundeno reſi- | 

ſtance: And from thence making ſuddeine incurſions with parte of his horſemen 

cue vntil YVigeneua,it was beleued thatif he had drawne his whole armie with ſpeede 

towards My{lan,there would haue riſen no ſmall inſurre&ions, for that the loſſe of 

Nouare andthe preſent faceand confideracion of troubles towardes,kindled inthe 

Myllanoys a wonderfullinclinacion to reuolt and chaunge: wherein Lodowwyk, no 

lefſe tymerous in aduerſitie, theninſolent in proſperitie, was ſeene with teares vn- 

profitable to acknowledge his cowardiſe (for the moſtpartis ___ in one ſelf ſub- 

ic, inſolencie and rymerouſnes:) they alſo that were with Galeas in whomeonely 

conſiſted his detence,remeyning behinde,ſhowed them ſelues in no placeto his re- 

Skew : butbecauſe the condicionsand diſorders of the ennemie, are not alwayes 

knowneto the other —_— hapneth oftcn in warres that many goodly occa- 

Gons are loſt, there being alſono apparancetharſo ſuddeine a mutacion could ſuc- 

ccede againſt ſo greata Prince, ſecing withall it isa principall pollicie in Princes 

in ſeaſons daungerous and conſpiring, to make their ſtrength at home free from 

feare,ielowſic,or ſuſpicion: The Duke of Orleans, to aſſure the conqueſt of Nowere, 

determined to haue the caſtell, which the fift day accorded to yelde, if within xxitij. 

howers they were notſuccored: during which tyme,Ga/ea: de S.Sewerin had leafure 

to conuey his companies to Y7zgenexe,and the Duke(who the better to reconcile the 

minds of the people, had by proclamacion calledin manyexaCtions impoſed afore 

vponthe communaltic)goodreſpirt toencreaſe and refurnith his armie: All which 

notwithſtanding 
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notwithſtanding the Duke of Orleans, hauing his bandes where the walls of 
Vigeneue barrell to his enemies on whomfellſo generall aſtoniſhment, thar 

were vppon the poyntto abandon the rowne and paſſe the riuer of Theſmn by a 
we: they had made vppon boatesandother marter neceſſary to their ſuccors-in 
the paſſage: Thennemie refufing to hr, the Duke of Orleans retyred to TTCeC45 © 
from this rime the es of Lodowwyyk began to ſayle with aberter gale,many ſup- 
plyes of horſemen footemen arriuing in his armie: for the Yenetians being con- 
rent that the chargeto mecte the french king ſhould bein effec rothem alone,con- 
ſented that Lodowyk ſhould call backe parte of thoſe bandes he had ſent = the 
coſtes of Parmeſan, and withallthey refurniſhed him with foure hundrerh {tradiors : 
Inſomuch as the meane to paſſe further was taken from the Duke of Orleans, who 
making a roade with fiue hundreth horſemen euen to Yjgenene,and the horſemen of 


thennemie encountring with them, a great lofſe light vpon the D.of Orleans: This - 


encounter gaue courage to Galea S.Sewerin,both ſuperior in forces, and nothing in- 
ferior in fortune,ra preſent bartell ro the Duke at Trecas: Atlengrhall the armie be- 
ing aſſembled (wherin beſides thitalian fouldiers, was arriued a thowſand horſemen 
& athowſand footemen of Alemazns) incamped within a myle of Nowaro, whether 
the D.of Orleans was —_ with all his regiments. 

The newes of the reuolt of Nawero procured the king being then at Syens,to make 
way : Andtherefore he auoyded all occaſions that might make his deparrureflow, 
or finder his reſolucion : wherein being well aduertifed that the Fl/orentyns, warned 
by the perills paſt,and newly falne into ſuſpicion for that Perey demeaicis followed 
him itthey hadideterminedtoreceiue him into Florence with honors dueto his 
grearnes,yet for their more ſewertie,they filledtheir rownewith men of armes and 
pyked bandes: he drew to Pyſa by the landes ofthe Florentyns , leauing the citic on 
the righthand: Inthe towne of Poggibonſe mer him /eronimo Sanonarols,who accor- 
ding to his cuſtome vſingthe nameand authoriticof God to his purpoſe , ſhowed 
him vnder vehement inuectiues and geſture that he ought to reſtore ro the Floren- 
ty»; their townes,ioyning to his perſwaſions,threatnings abſolute and terrible, that 
if he obſerued not that he had ſworne with ſo greatſolemnitie, and that vpponthe 
holy Goſpells,yea almoſt afore the eyes and preſence of God, a puniſhment would 
follow equall ro his infidelitic and periurie: The king made him ſundry aunſweres 
according to his inconſtancie, hauingas litle conſcienceto keepe his faith, as he 
hadregardto giue ot he promiſed the frear to make reſtitucion afſoone 
as he was come to Pyſa,and immediatly (wreſting his promiſe andothe) he fayd he 
had fworne to the Pyſansto prote& their libertie afore he made any oth at Florence: 
andyethegauc hopes alwayestotheir Embaſſadors for thereſtitucion of theirpee- 
ces aſſoone as he was come w_ : where being arriued, the matter was efrſoones 
proponed in the kinges councell, for that the preparacions, vnitie, and ſtrength of 
the confederats aboutthe borders of Parmaincreaſing _ , they began to looke 
into the difficulties to paſſe thorow Lambardge : for which cauſe many deſired the 
moneyes and other ſuccors offered by the Florentyns : Butto theſe councells were 
contrary euen thoſe Capreynes and gentlemen who had reſiſted them at Sienna : 
They a that albeit there hapned - the oppoſicion of the ennemie,any diſ- 
order or difficultie to paſſe thorow ardye, yet it were berter to haue in their 
power the citie of Pye (whether they mightretyre) then to leaue itin the handes 
ofthe Floremtynes,who,hauing once reobreined the places they demaunded,would 
be of no berter fairh, then hedbimethrocdier Haha: They added, that in compa- 
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riſon of commodities, it was very conuenient for the ſewertie of the kingdom of 
Naples, to holdethe port of Lyworne : for that the plot layd toalter the ſtate of Ge- 
xes ſucceeding well tothe king (wherof the hope could not be dowrefull) he ſhould 
be ſoucreigne Lord almoſt of all the ſeas cuen to the hauen of Naples: ſewer theſe 
reaſons were able to doe much inthe minde of the king asyetlitle capable ro chuſe 
t\- the beſt councell: but of farregreater power were the peticions and reares of the 
i. O—_— in great concurſcot men,women,and children,ſomerymes proſtrate at 
Wi: ie kinges feete, and cftſoones recommending to euery one (yea cuenthe leaſt of 

| his courtandthe ſouldiers with lamentable cryinges and ——_— bewayled 

theirmiſcries and calamities to come) the inſatiable hatred of the Florentyns, and 
the laſt deſolacion of their contrey : whichſhould nothaue cauſeto lament for any 
other thing then for that his maicſtic had pur them in liberrie, and promiſed to pro- 
te&ttheminit: Inafſurance whereof, they beleuing the word of a right Chriſtian 
king of Fraunce,to be a word firme and reſolute,they had taken boldnes ſomuchrhe 
more to prouoke the hatred of the F/orentyns: with theſe complajnres and exclama- 
cions accompanied with the preſent aſpect and view of their miſeries, they diſcen- 
ded with ſuch compaſſion into the hartes cuen of the moſt ſimple men atarmes,the 
archers of the armie,and many of the Sywyzzers : thatthey went in great numbers 
and tumultto the king,whom (Sa/7art one of the Penſioners ſpeakingin the name 
of them all)they beſought with inſtance vehement and humble, thar tor the honor 
of his perſon,for theglorie of the crowne of Fraarce, and for the conſolacion of fo 
many of his ſeruaunts prepared alwayes to pur their lives in hazard for him, & who 
cw” Aur him witha faithmore loyal,fimple,andinnocent,then ſuch as were cor- 
ruptedwith the money of the Florentyns, he would not take from thoſe poore and 
ed Pyſansthe benefit which ſo graci = he had beſtowed vpon them: They of- 
fered him,that if for want of money he ſuffered him ſelfe to be caried into a delibe- 
racion ſo infamous,he would rather take their chaynes,their iewells,and their trea- 
ſors,yea and reteyne in his hand their payes &penſions which they were to receiue 
of him: This vehementaffeQion of the ſouldiers tooke ſo greata libertie,rhat a ſim- 
ple Archer had boldnes to threaten the Cardinall of S.Malovv, and others by his 
example with iclous and braue ſpeeches quarreled with the Marcſhall of Gie and 
Preſident of Gamnay,whom they knew to labour the redeliuerie of the Pyſansto the 
ſeruitude of Florence : Infomuch that the king ſomewhat confuſed by fo great a va- 
rictic of his people letthinges hang in ſuſpence, and was ſo farre of to take any cer- 
reine reſolucion,thatat one tyme he promiſed the Pyſansneuer to paſſe them into 
the power ofthe Florentyns,and to thembaſſadors of Florence arrending at Lacques, 
he gaue intelligence,that that which he did nor at that preſentfor iuſt occaſions, he 
would doe immediatly after he was arriuedin 4f,willing that their common weale 

ſhould ſende Embaſladorsthether. | 

The king departed from Py/a after he had chaunged the Capteine and left ſuffi- 
cient garriſon withinthe ciradell,doing the like in the other fortreſſes and peeces of 
defence: Andas it agreed with the | menu 1 youth to embraſe enterpriſes, & 
Theking nolefſecquallto his itle/ ro nouriſh ambicion, ſo carying a deſire in- 
x/ap er credible ro conquerthe towne of Gepes,being ſer on by the Cardinalls of Roxere and 
of Genes, © Fregoſe,and by Obzetto de fieſgwoand others of the baniſhed, who gaue him hopes of 
aſuddeine mutacion there: he ſent with them from Serezaxe (contrary to thopini- 
onofall his councell whoallowednortto diminiſh the forces of tharmie) the Lorde 
Phylip de Brexe brother to the Duke of Savoy, with ſix hundreth launces, and five 


hundred 
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hundred footemen newly arriued outof Fraunce by ſea, ordeyning thatthe men ar 
armes of the Y:te/lis comming behind with aflow marche,and therefore notablein 
tyme to ioynewith him, ſhould follow them : And har certeyne others of the ba- 
nithe d,together withthe bandes ſupplied by the Duke of Sawoye,ſhould enter the ri- 
uer of the Weſt, Andlaſtly that tharmie by ſea,reducedto ſeuen gallies,two gally- 
ons,and two foyſtes led by the Capteyne Mijolaws,ſhould goto make backe to thar- 
my by lande. | 

by this time the vauntgard guided by the Mareſhal of Ge was come to Pontreme, 
which towne, afterit had diſmiſſed three hundred footemen ſtraungers leftthere 
for the gard ofthe place,did yeld ſuddeinly by the meane of Trjuw{ce with coucnant 
thatthey ſhould nor be vexed neither m their perſons nor intheir goodes: Burthe 
faith giuen by the Capreines,could doe litle for the ſewertie of the towne, for that 
the Sv»zz2ers,whoſe furic being long kept ſmothered, burſt out now to a greater 
fame,and taking occaſion of reuenge, for thatwhen the ariny going to Naples pal- 
ſed thorow Lanigiana,about xl.of their nation (for a quarrell hapning at aduenture) 
were layne by them of Poxtrema: they ſacked and burnt the towne, atter they had 
made barbarousſlaughrers of thinhabianrs. 

In theſe rymes, thearmy of the confederats aſſembled diligently about the bor- 
ders of Parma: they conteyned about two thowſand, two hundred men at armes, 
eight thowſand footemen,and more then two thowſand light horſemen, the moſt 
parte Albanoys & of the prouinces neare to Grece, who broughr into raly by the Ye- 
netians,retcined the ſame name they had in their c and werecalled Stradyots: 
of thisarmie the ſinewes and principall ſtrength were the bandes of the Yenetzans, 
for thatthoſe of the Duke of My{an (hauing turned moſt of his forces to theſeruice 
of Noxaro) made not the fourth part of the whole armie:ouer the bands of the Yene- 
tians,wherein were many nonhlh Capteines,commaunded as generall Francis Gon- 
Fague Marquis of Mantua,a man albeit very younge, yet wharfor his great courage 
& natural defire of glory,his expeQacion ſurmounted his age:with him were joined 
as comifſioers two of the chiefeſt of the Senat, Luke Pyſan and Melchior Treuiſan: 0- 
ucr the regiment of Lodowvyk Sforce,commaunded vnder the fame title of general, 
the Count gia © whome Lodowwyk reappoſed muche: bur for his partes,being 
nothing equall in armes to the glory of his father, he had rather gotte the name ofa 
ſurtle and pollinke warrior,then ofa hardie & reſolute Capreyne, and with him was 
Commiliioner Francis Barnardyn Viſcounte Chiete of the factionof Gebelins at Myl- 
lan,and therefore vicd as oppoſit to /ohn Jackes Trimulce. Amongeſt theſe Capreines 
and principalls ef tharmie conſulting whether they ſhould goe incamppat Furnone, 
altle village atthe foore of the mountaine: it was determined, for the ſtrairnes of 
theplace,and perhaps (as was afterwardes ſpread abroad) to giue occaſion to the 
ennemie to difcend mto the playne: that they ſhould lodge in . abbay of Guiaruo- 
{aiſtant three myles from Furnone: This ahaowes the cauſe that at Fwurnone was 
lodged the vauntgarde of the french, which had paſſed the mounteyne much afore 
the reſidue of the armie being hindred by the great arrillerie, which with many dif- 
ficulties was drawneouer that ſharpe mounteyne of rh Appenyn, and yet had paſled 
with tarre greater troubles,it the Sw zzers (defiring to farisfic the fault they had

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done tothe kinges honor at Foxtrema)had not applyed a wonderfull readines , dili- | 


gence,and force. | | 
The vauntgard being arriued at Fwrnone, the Mareſhall of Gieſenta tromperto 
thitalian cape todemaund paſſage for tharmie in the name of the king, who not 
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offering ro offend any perſon & receiung vittells at conuenient prices,had to paſſe 
that way to returne into hisrealme of Fraunce , diſpatching at the ſame inſtant cer- 
reyne light horſemen to view thennemic andthe contrey,who were broken and pur 
ro flight by certeine Stradyotts which Francis Gonzagne lent to thencownter: if this 
occation had bene followed,and that th/talyans had giuen vpon the trenches of the 
french,they had caſily (by all diſcourſe and conieure of warre) broken the vaunt- 
gard,and ſo takenaway al flibilities of the kinges paſſage: Thus occaſion remey- 
nedin their fauor alſo the bs following , notwithſtanding that the Mareſhall after 
he had conſidered the daunger, had retyred his people intoa place more high: Bur 
there lackedrefolucion of mind to thopporrunitie that was offered,for rh1/ralian ca- 
ptcines had not boldnes to aſfaile them, aſwell for thaduauntage of the place whe- 
ther they were retyred: as for that they feared the ouergreatnes of the vauntgarde, 
and that they were the maynearmie: It is certeine that cuen then the confederats 
hadnot aſſembled all their forces ſpecially the bandes of the Yenetians who were (0 
flow to ioyne in one ſtrength at Guarwola,that it is manitcſt, if the king had nor dally- 
ed io longvpon the way at Pyſ#,Sienna, and other places withoutall occaſion, he 
might haue paſſed without impedimentor encownter of thennemic: he was ioy- 
ned ar laſt ro the vauntgard,and _ the day after with all his armic at Farnoue. 
The Princes confederat neuer beleued thar the king durſt haue paſſed rh Appe 
by the high = ich ſo ſmall an armie, for they were of opinion, that leauing the 
cateſt partof his people at Pyſa, he woulde returne into France with the refidue 
y ſea: And frerwards vnde ing that he continued his way by land, they ſu 
poſed,thatto eſchew their armic, he would lay his plott to 4 the mountaine 
the way of the boroughs of Yandetar, & by the hill Centcrorg —_ and harde, 
and from thence tv the borders of Yrroney hoping to meete the Duke of Orleans vp- 
on the confynes of Alexandria: Bur when they knew certeinly that he was come to 
Furnoue,thitalian armie,very well refoluedafore,both for the ſhow of courage in fo 
many valiant captcines,and for the reapport of the litle number of thennemies,be- 
gan now to wauer and (ſhake, making opinions fearfull of the valour of the men ar 
armesof Fraunce and the vertue of the Svwyzzers,to whom withour al compariſon, 
thitalian footemen were eſteemed muchinferior: they conſidered much of the agi- 
line offuch as managedthe great artilleries: but _ (whichmoueth much the 
mindes of men whenthey haue taken a contrary impreſhon.)They redowted great- 
ly the vnhoped for hardines of the french, who,not waighing thinequalitie of their 
numbers inferior to theirs,durſt yetaffront them: for theſe conſideracions,the cou- 
rage of the Captaines being well moderated , they held a councell amongeſt them 
ſelues what aunſwer they ſhould make tothe tromper ſent by the Mareſhall of Gie: 
on the one fide it {cemed roo daungerous to putthe ſtate of all /#a/yinthe diſcreſſi- 
on of fortune,and on the other fide it could not but bring preiudice to thevalour of 
all the ſouldiers and men of ſeruice in a/y,to ſhow that they had no courageto op- 
poſe againſtthe armieof the french,who,being farre inferior innumbers, and leſſe 
expectacion of other oportunities ina countrey ſtraunger , durſt yet offer to paſſe 
euen in the face and eyes ofthem: In this councell the aduiſe of the Capteines be- 
ing diverſe andall the beſt experienced & ſtayed,cither pom ouer wholly to feare, 
Fapoes ro ſend aduer- 
tiſement to Myllen of the kinges demaund.,and to execute that which ſhould be de- 
termined by the Duke and the Embaſſadors of the confederars : who being drawne 
into councellas a mater of generall importance, the Duke and the Yexerians bug 
| mo 
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{t neareſt the daunger,were of this opinion, not to ſtoppe the way of the enne- 
| Ne feoing he would oe, but rather according toan olde councell, tro make him a 
bridge of filuer: otherwaies (according to many auncient examples) there might 
be daunger,that neceſlitic turned into deſpaire, he woulde not make his owne way 
with great effuſion of blud offuch as vndiſcrerely would hinder him: Burt the Spa- 


niſh Embaſſador,deſiring that without the of his king, they would make a - 


criall of fortune, perſwaded vehemently & with proteſtacionnot toler paſſe 
che king , nor toloſerhoccaſion to breake thatarmie, which paſling in quier, the 
matters of /«/y would remeyne notwithſtanding ingreater daungers then before : 
for that the french king keeping Aft and Nowaro, all Pzemont obeyed his commaun- 
dements : And haung at his backe the realme of Frawxce,a realme mighty and rich, 
and the Svvyz2ers his neighbours ready to come into his pay in whatnumbers he 
would, And laſtly being a great increaſe of his repuracion and courage,if the armie 


of the league ſofarre aboue him in numbers,would conſent fo cowardly to his paf- 


ſage: hewouldeftſoones torment /taly with greater courage, knowing that the /ta- 
liens either would not or durſt not fight withthe french men: All this notwithſtan- 
ding,the ſewer opinion preuailing moſt in this councell, they determined to write 
to Venice with whom barerule the ſame aduiſe. 
Buttheſe conſulracions were in vaine,like as the arrow beingſhor, it is to late to 
wiſhe it may do no hurt where itfalls : for, the Caprteines of tharmie after they had 
written to Myllen,waighing that by reaſon of thextremitie of tyme, they could nor 
haue returne of aunſwer in ſeaſon conuenient, how much it would touch in diſho- 
norallthemen of warrein Maly toleaue the e free tothe french men, ſent 
backe the tromper without any aunſwer certeine, being reſolued to aſſayle the en- 
nemie,and chargethem in the paſſage: the Commiſſioners of Yen:ce being of the 
ſame aduiſe, but Trex//a# much more then his companion: The french men mar- 
chedon with greatarrogancie & boldnes,as they char till chat timehauing encoun- 
trednoreſiſtancein Pr! Ana erſwadedthateither the army a any 
impediment,or at leaſt if they did, they iudged their proper vertue inuincible, and 
di{dainingrhe ſtrengrh of thenemies, they thoughttheir fortune would be the ſame 
in this Gohe that it was intheir late conqueſt of Naples:But when in diſcending from 
che mounteyne,they diſcouered the armie lodged in infinit numbers of tentes and 
pauilions,andin a place fo large that (according to the cuſtom of /ra/y)they might 
rangethem ſelues all in battell: And waighing what by their great numbers, and 
lodging ſo neare them, with other demonſtracions of reſolucion of mind,that there 
uw want no wills nor diſpoſicion tofight:their late arrogancie beganne to rake an 
other habir,8& in their councells began to fall ſo many conieRures of feare & dowr 
thatthey would haue receiuedit for a goodnewes,to heare that th/talians would be 
contentto let them paſſe : This feare was redoubled by this occaſion: The kinge, 
ſince the aunſwer, had written tothe Duke of Orleans to meere him with all the 
power he could make,and to marche with ſuch ſpeede as he failed not at the day & 
place appointed: But the Duke returned aduertiſement thar the armie of Sforce(op- 
led againſt him ſtanding vpon a ſtrength ofnynchundrerh men at armes,twelue 
undred I1ght horſemen,and fiue thowſand footemen,)was ſo mighty,that withour 


manifeſt perill he could nor aduaunceto obſerue his maieſtiesa rment,conſi- 
dcring befides,that he muſt beenforced to leaue parte of his for the garde of 
Aſt and Nouaro: Theſe neceſſities conſtrayni king to turne his minde tonewe 


councells,he commaunded A4.D Argenton (whoa litle before had bene his Embaſ-

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ſador at Venice, whe 


Piſan and Trewiſan now their deputic Commiſſioners perſwa- 
ded him todiſpoſe th A edema iodCom, 
miſſioners to let them that he woulde common withthem for the com- 
mon benefit: they cepted his deſire , and appointed the next morningto mecte 


in aplace conuemient betwene both the armies: But the king, either for thatinthar 
place he had wane of vittells,or for ſome other occaſion,chaunged aduiſc,8 would 
notin that placeartend the yſſue ofthatmeeting. Þ hu | 

The front of the tents and trenches of the one and other armie,, was diſtant lirle 
leſſe then three myles, ſtretched outalong the righe ſhore ofthe river of T&0,which 
is rather a lande fludde thena riugr, for that falling from the hill of Appexyn, after it 
bath ronne thorow alitle incloſed with two banks,it diſcendes into the large 
playnes of Lombarqje,and fo falls into Paw : vppon one of theſe two bankes,which 
was that of the right hand diſcending cuen to the ſhoare of the riuer , was lodged 
the armie of the confederats,incamped by councell of the Capteines ratheron 
fide,then on the left ſhoare (where muſt be the wayes of the ennemies,) to thende 
they ſhould not haue meane to turneto Parma: of which citie forthe diuerſitic of 
factions,the Duke of My/lan was not withour ſuſpicion,the rather for thatthe frech 
king had by the appoyntmenr of the Florentyns for his conduit to ft Francis Secco, 
whoſe daughter was maried into the houſe of Joreli, afamulic noble and mightic in 
the territorie of Parma: The lodgings of the confederats were fortefied with ditches 
and rampiers,8 well furniſhed with arrilleric,by themourh of the which,the french 
men goingto 4f,mult of neceflitic paſle Taroon the fide of Furnove,and marche,no 
other thing remeyning berwene them and th/ta/;avs then the riuer: All the night 
the french were in great trauellfor the vexacions of th/ta/zans who made their eftra- 
diots to make incurſions euen totheir campe, which was ſo ready ateuery brute as 
if there had bene acontinuall alarme: to this trouble and perplexitic of minde,was 
i aſuddeinand moſt thicke rayne mixed with lightnings and thunders feare- 

with Drrible crackes and flaſhes , thatthey rooke itas a forcſhewing of 

ſome ſorowfull accident,a matter which did more amaze them then the armie of 
thitalians : not onely for ing in the middeſt of mounteynes andennemies, & 
ina place which (it they preuailed not by fight) tauored them with no hopes or 
meanes of ſaferie,the c ion of thoſe great difficulties, gaue them iuſt occa- 
fionof extreame feares:Bur alſo(ro mindes fearfull al fancies and conieuresſceeme 
thinges of truth) they made conſtructions of the threatnings of the firmament nor 
accuſtomed toſhow it ſelfe ill diſpoſed burtowards ſome grearvariacion,the ſtorme 
(in their opinions) raging moſt roward that parte where was the perſon ofthe king 
of ſo great maieſtic and power: |

ng followed with the wherin the king (ſuppoſing thar againſt it would 
be bentthe greateſt forces ofthe ennemic) had putthree hundreth and fiftie french 
launces, Trice with his copanie ofa hundreth launces,& three thowſand Sv217- 
zers which were the finewes &hope of thatarmie,& with themon foore Engi 
btorher to the Duke of Clexes,8 the baylif of Dyox that had leauyed them: to theſe, 
the king adioyned three hundred archers,and certeine crosbowmen on horſebacke 
ofhis gard,whom he made alight on foote, andalmoſt all the fooremen whichhe 
had with him: Afterthe vauntgard marched the bartel,in the middeſt whereof was 
the perſon of the king armedart all partesand mounted vppon a fierce courſer: and 


neare 
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neareto him, (to gouerne with his councelland authoritie thar parte of thearmie) 
was the lord of Trymoxille a leader much renowmed in the realme of Frawnce:Then 
followed the arearegarde guided by the Conner de fois: and inthe laſt place was be- 
ſtowed the baggage of the armie: Notwit ing this marching of the armie and 
the preſent readines to fight, yer the king,who could haue bene cdtented with ſome 
accord,ſolicited jo. 9 to goe and negociate eftſoones with the Venetian Com- 


miſkoners,cuenat the ſame time that the campe begannero moue: Bur the Vener;- 
ax armic being all in armes,and the Capteines determined to fight, the thorrnes of 
the time and nearenesof thennemie,left no reſpitte orſpaceot time to enterteyne 
Parley : for, now began the light horſemen on both ſides to skyrmiſhe, the arrillerie 
trom all quarters to ſhoote of with anoyſe horrible , andthe Jra/rans yſſued out of 
their tentes,had ſpred vpon the (hoare of the riuer their eſquadrons and rankespre- 
paredto the bartell: Theſe thinges notwithſtanding, the french men torbare notto 
march,partly vpon the breache or greaue oftheriuer,partely by the skirtes or ſtrer- 
ching out of the banke for that in fo ſtraite a plaine they could nor diſplay their or- 
denance And the vauntgard being now ledto the right way of the campe of then- 
nemies , the Marquisof Martue with an eſquadron of fix hundred men at armes of

And for the defence of their lodgingesand ences, Ire nm companies 
of men at armes and athowſand footemen, for that the C oners of Yerrce 
would reſeruc in all fortunes a whole ſuccor for their ſafetie: Butthe king ſeingthat 
(contrary to that his Caprteines had perſwaded him) fo greata ſtrength came to 
charge the arcaregard,he turned his backeto the vauntgard,& beganto draw neare 
tothe arearegard with the bartell, haſting ſo dili with an eſquadron afore the 
reſt,that when the charge began,he was inthe with the firſt that fought: 
Some haue written thatthe companies of the Marquis paſt the riuer not without 
diforder,both for the height ofthe banks,8& for the impediments oftrees,of blocks, 
and bowes,wherof commonly the riuers of landfluddes are full: Tothis othershaue 
left in memorie that his footemen for the ſame difficulrie, & becauſe the water was 
ſwelled with the raine that fell in the night, cithercame late to the ſeruice of the 
batrell,or at leaſt all were not there, a greatparte remeyning on thother ſidetheri- 
uer: howlocuer he was followed,itis moſt certeine,that the charge which the Mar-

in place of him that was weary and began to retyre,to ſupply the fight with a freſh,

one parte as of the other,many men at armes, and many horſes,cuery one beganne 
with the ſame furie,to lay handes vpontheir maſles,cſtokados,and other ſhort wea- 
pons,the horſes fighting with their feere and their teeth,& with the ſhocke,no leſle 
then the men that gouerned them : And truely the vertue of ch/talians gauea great 
ſhow in the beginning, bur the vallour and reſolucion of mind inthe Marquis, who 
ing folh with a valiant companye of younge gentlemen and Laxcepezzades 
(6 e are braue and proucd ſouldiers interteyned aboue the ordinary companies) 
orgotnothing which apperteynedto a Capreine _ : The french menſu- 
ſteyned with allour ſo hott & furious a charge,bur being ouerlayed with ſuch 
odds of numbers,they began almoſt mmaniteſtly ro thake, not without the daiger of 
the king,within a very few paſſes of whom the baſtard of Buybox was made priſon- 
ner,notwithſtanding he fought with verrue: the fortune of him put hope into 
the Marquis, to haue the ſame ſucceſle againſt the perſonof the king, being vndiſ- 


creetely ledintoa place ſo s without that garde & order which wascon- 
uenientfor ſo a Prince: The Marquis with his people,made many aduentures 
to come neare him : againſt whom,the king albeit he had fewe of his people abour 


aſſooneas he wasreturned on the other ſide the Mountes,make perſonall vifitacion 
& that with great giftes, tothe holy temples dedicatedto their names,the one ſtan-

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trowpes of fierce horſes raging without gouernment: Bur hauing other me & hor- 
ſes fallingvpon him, he dyed rather ſtifled and ſmothered with the thronge of hor- 
ſes feete and —_— , then bythe armes or blowes of the ennemics: A chaunce 


truely vnworthy ſuch a man,for that inthe councells of the day before, & the ſame 
morning,he perſfivaded contrary to the will of his nephewe to abſteyne from tight, 
iudging it agreat want of diſcreſſion to hazardethem felues to the will of fortune 
without any neceſlitie, Thus the bartell chaunging by diverſe accidents, and no ad- 
uauntage appearing more for th/taliansrhen tor thefrench men, the difference was 
now more then cuer to whome the victorie would remeyne'*: In ſomuch that hope 
and teare being equall on both partes , they fought with an incredible turic, cuery 
one eſteeming that the victorie reſted in his right handand ſtrength,and nor at the 
diſpoſing of fortune: An auncient perſwaſionin old fouldiers,thatin actions of bat- 
rell and warre , the ſucceſſeof the victorie followethnot thenum ber of the fould1- 
ers,butrelteth in the reſoJucion of their mindes and innocencie of tkeir cauſe: The 
french men had a deſperat courage, aſivell tor the preſence & daunger of their king 
(for that nation hath alwayes borneno leſſe reuerence tothe maieitice of their kings, 
then tothings of diuinitie) asfor that they were hemmed intoſuch ſtraites and pla- 
ces,as gaue no hopes of their fafetic, but by the onely victorie: The ralrans were 
incouraged,by the couetouſnes of ſorich a pillage,by the honorable example ofthe 
Marquis leadingthem tothe bartell with ſo happy ſucceſſe,andwith the yu num - 
ber of their armie,, by whome they had expectacion of great ſuccors trom their 
friendes and contreyes enuyroning,athing whichthe frenche coulde nor hope for, 
for thateither their whole companies were already in the fight,or at leaſt attended 
euery inſtant to be charged and brought into the fortune of their fellowes: Bur ir is 
notdowred, thatthe power of fortune is great inall our humane a&tions, more 
mighty in marters of warre thenin any other thing,bur moſt infinir and ineftimable 
inthe teates of armes,where, one commaundementillvnderſtanded , one order ill 
exccured,one raſhnes, one vaine voice, yea ſometimes cuen of the meaneſt ſouldi- 
our,caricth many times the victorie to ſuch as ſeemedeuen thenvanquiſhed and 0- 
uercome,and where vnlooked for doe happen many ſuddeine accidents,which iris 
impoſſible to the Capreine by his experiencero foreſce,or let by his councell,ora(- 
ſure by his wiſedom: In ſo much as, info great a dowrt, nor fayling of her cuſtom, 
ſhe did that, which neither the vertuc of men, nor the force of armes had not yet 
done: for,the eſtradiors ſent to charge the tents and baggage ofthe french,hauing 
begonneto ſpoyle withour any reſiſtance, and beginningto leade away to the other 
ſidethe water,ſome mulets,ſome ſomprers,and ſome armor: not onely the other e- 
ſtradiors appointed tocharge the french in the flanke,bur cuen ſuch as were already 
within the fight, ſtirred vp with the ſight ofthe gaine wherwith they ſaw their com- 
panions —— rotheir tents,left Ye barrell, and turned their weapons topyll & 
ſpoyle chat that was leftof the french pillage: And one cauſe,one reſpe&, Ms 
exampledrawing the re{idue,you ſhould tee many horſemen , and fooremen yſſue 
by trowpes out of the barrell,ro doe the like : By which occaſion, not onely the ſuc- 
cors ordeined,failing th/ra/ians,but cuen the numbers of thoſe that fought dimini- 
thing with fo great diſorders, and _Lnthony of Montfeltrenot remouing for that no 
man called him,Gonzagaa being flaine _ whoſe calling he depended: Thefrench

ans (manifeſtly declining)then the vertueof the Marquis,who _—_ in his per-

now nothing did more ſuſteyne ch1ral;- 
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rune and furicof thegnemies , and laboring with euery poſſibilitic to keepe them 
from the victorie,ſometimes he encouraged his people by his owne example , aud 
cfrſoones with ſweete and pearſing ſpeeches perſwaded them ratherto lote thei 
lives thentheir ——_ , ſecking to refolue their mindes with all thoſe reſpeces of 
honor,profir,reputacion,and neceſſitic,vhich make the ſouldier goe the bartel.Bur 
it wasimpoſſible that in a few ſhould be continued long reſiſtance againſt many, or 
that the vertue which is nor fauored with fortune ſhould not at laſt tayle. The enne- 
mies multiplied vp9 them on all ſides,a great part of their owne wereflayne, &ma- 
ny hurt without hope of further help to the ſeruice,yea euen of the particular band 
of the Marquis: by which extremities,they were driuento fal into diſorder & flec to 
repaſſe the riuer,which by the raine ouer night, and the hailes and watery ſtormes 
falling in greatabundance —_— the fight, was riſen ſo high thatir gaue greatim- 
pediments to ſuch as were forced to repaſle ouer it. The french men followed the 
chaſle with a furie cquall to their fortune cuen to the river, regarding nothing more 
then to make {laughter of thoſe that fledd,withour raking any priſoner or reſpecting 
the ſpoyles and gaine of the chaſſe: onely they cryed with redoubled voices, com- 
panions remember Guiguegate:Guiguegate is a village in Piccaraye neare to Teronaae, 
wherein the later yeares of the raigne of Zowwysrhe xj. the french men almoſt vi- | 
orious in a barrel againſt 2/aximylanking of Romaines,being diſordered becauſe 
they eto fall to pillage,were purtto flight: Burar the ſame time that on that 
ſide of ie che fight was valiant & obſtinat,the vauntgard of the french(againſt 
the which the Count Caiazzeled one part of the horſemen, came tothe with 
ſo greata furie,that the /talians aſtoniſhed when they ſaw they werenor followedof 
their peoples,inclined of them ſelues ſo faſtro diſorder , that many of their leaders 
being ſlayne,amongeſt whom was /ohy Piccinguand Galeas of Correge,they returned 
in manifeſt light tothe greateſquadron: But the Mareſhall of Gre, diſcerning (be- 
ſides the "76, ni of the Count )an other regiment of men at armes preparedto the 
bartell on the other ſide the riucr, woulde not ſuffer his ſouldiers to followethem : 
which afterwards by ſome wasreputed a councell difcreete and wiſc,and by others, 
looking perhaps lefle intothe reaſon then into the euent,it was iudged a refolucion 
rather js hy then conſtant: for that,if he had 5 1 them, the Countand his 
companies had giuen him their backes, by which difaray he had ſo amaled the re- 
ſidue of their ſtrength remeyning on thother ſide the water, that there woulde haue , 
bene great impoſſbilitie to reteynethem, ſeeing that the Marquis flecing aſwell as 
the others,& repaſling the riuer as ſtrongly and in as good order as he could, found 
them in ſuch rumultes and ſeparacions,as euery one thinking to ſaue him felfe with 
his cariage,the high way that from Plaiſinca to Parma was already ful of hor- 
ſes,ofmen,and cariages which drewe to Parma: This tumulr partely was ſtayed by 
the preſence and authoritie of the Marquis,who reafſembled them & put eftſoones 
all in order: Bur much more did reaſſure the deuided minds of the 1ta/ians the com- 
ming ofthe Count of Pefillane,who in ſo generall a confuſion of both the armies, v- 
ſing thoccaſion,fled to thiralian camp: where A comfortto euery one,& af- 
firming that amongeſt the ennemies,was no lefle diſorder and amaze, he eftfoones 
confirmed and reaſſured their mindes: In ſo much that both by opinion &reaſon, 
euery one ſuppoſed that withour him , cither arthinſtanr, orarleaſt che nighrtol- 
lowing,allthe campe had diſperſed in greatterror : Thus th1talians retired to their 
campe,cxceptſuchas being caricd by confuſionand tumult, and thinking to finde 
ſafetic in fleing,were ſeparatinto ſundry places,wherof many talling into He hands 
| of 
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e french men,found at one inſtant anende of their life and fortunes: The king 
ker his people drew to his vauntgarde which had not ſtirred: And there deuiſing 
with his captcines,whether he ſhould ſuddeinly paſſe the river and giue vpon then- 
nemies in theirlodgings,he was councelled by Trimvlce & Camilla Vitells, (who was 
come to the barrell with afew horſemen, hauing ſentthe reſidue of his companie to 
theterpriſc of Genes )to ſet vpon them: And Frawxci Secco furthering thexpedicion 
more then any other,tolde the _ the way that was ſcene ſo farre of, was full 
of men and horſes, whichargued that cither they were fled to Parma, or hauing be- 
gonthe chaſſe, were efrſoones returned to the campe: Burtruely the difficultie to 

aſſe the riuer was not litle: and the bandes that partly had fought, and partly were 
eptarmed inthefielde, were ſo weary and ouertrauelled, that by the councell of 
the french capreines,it was determined to ſecke harbor: And ſo they went to lod 
vponthe hill in the village of Medeſape, of litle more diſtance then a mylefrom t 
hace of the bartell: rhere ar pitched their lodging without any order , but with 
ear incommodity,for that the moſt part oftheir baggage and ſtuffe was made pil- 
-- by thennemie. | 
This was the diſcourſe of the battell betwene the /ra/taxs and the french vponthe 
riuer of Taro,not vnworthy of — for that it was the firſt of very longrime that 
was foughtin /taly with ughter andbludd, ſeeing thatin all batrells or ations of 
warre in that contrey,the liues of men were wont moreto be put to raunſom , then 
ſolde with the price of bludde: Bur in this,notwithſtanding of the french parte, the 
{laughter skarcely conteyned three hundreth I of thitalians were founde 
ras more then three hundreth men at armes,and of others as many as made vpp 
thenumber of three thowſand perſons, amongeſt whom was Remicciode farnezelea- 
der of the Venetian horſemen with many other gentlemen ofmarke: Barnaraynde 
Mentone allo a Capteine of horſemen vnder the Yexetians, whole name was more 
populous and renowmed by Braccio de Montone his grandfather,one of the firſt bew- 
tiers of th1/ralian diſcipline of warre,then by his proper vertue or fortune, receiued 
a blow with a maſſe vnder his helmet, with the which being fallen from his horſe,he 
was left onthe ground for dead . This ſlaughter was ſo much the more wonderfull 
tothitalians, by how much the encownter endured not aboue an hower,euery one 
on both ſides fighting with his proper force and vallour without helpe of the artil- 
lerie or ſhott: Touchingthe honor of the iorney , cither partlabored to approyat 
to his particular,the renowme and glory of the vitorie : Thitalians occupied this 
reaſon,for thattheir tentes and cariages remeyned vntouched, where the frenche of 
the contrary,had their lodgings rifled and loſt much of their beſt ſtuffe, yeaparte of 
the proper pauilions of the king: They alleaged further, thatthey had vrnerly diſ- 
confered thennemies,if one part of their people appoynted toenterthe barteil,had 
not turned to the pillage oftheir trenches,a thing which the french confeſſed to be 
true: The Yenetians were ſo partiall; that with a peculiar glorie they made them 
ſclues victors, and by publike commaundement thorow all the landes of theirobe- 
dience,and ſpecially at Yexice they made ers , with other feaſtes and teſtimo- 
nicsot gladnes : This publike example was followed with no leſſe affection of ſun- 
oy peneenes that vppon the ſepulcher of Melchior Treuiſan, were ſtamped 
theſe carecters oflerrers in the Church of the Frear minors, he tought proſperouſly 
vponthe river of Taro againſt Chaylesking of Frawnce : Butby the vniuerſall conſent 
of men indifferent the - 9 Ip and true glorie of the vitorie,was adiudged to 
the french men,both for the numbersof the dead fo farre different and vnequal,and 
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for the chaſſe of thennemies ouer the riuer,andalſofor that they wonne their liber. 
tic to paſſe further,which was the controuerſie for the which they came to the bar- 
rel. The king remeyned all theday followingincamped inthe ſame place,procuring 
the meane of Argentox aparley with thennemies,by which was CS 
illnight: that abſtinence ortruce was not vnwelcome to the king, for that hedeſi- 
redto paſſe with ſewerrie, knowing that many of th/ta/javarmic hadnor yerfought, 
and remeyning in orderabout their trenches , the marche of ſo many dayes iorney 
thorow the Duchic of Mylan wich thennemy in his tayle,could nor bur be daunge- 
new not what reſolucion to take, fuch was the ſimplenes of the 

councell with whom he vſed moſt conferenceand direRion in his moſt waightieſt 
deliberacions,reieQing for the moſt partthe aduiſes of men graue & tenced: 
Noleſſe dowrand incerteintietrauelled alſo the mindes of thiraljans, who albeir ar 


' thebeginning were falneintono ſmall aſtoniſhment, yet they were eftſoones ſo re- 


| dingthey medlednotin the bartell : And with whardiſcourſe with what conſidera- 


cion 


aſſured,chatthe nighr after the barrell,they held councell, (by the encouraging and 
comfort chiefly of the Count Petillane)to inuadethe french campein thenight, be- 
ing diſordered with many incommodrties,and notfortefied:by the pluraline of voi- 
cesthis councell was reie&ed, as bringing more perill then profitte. There ronne a 
brute thorow all /z«/y that the bandes of Lodowwyk Sforce,according ro his ſecret di- 
rection,would notfight much,leaſthauing ſoftrong an armie of the Yenetians vpon 
his eſtates,he was in more feare of their vitorie, then ofthe fortunes of the french, 
rouching whom he was indifferent whether they were victors or vanquiſhed: And 
therefore for his better ſewertic in all chaunces , he was blamed for this ſurtletie to 
keepe his forces whole, vppon which was impoſed thoccafion thatrhiralian armie 
didnotobteyne the vitorie: Thisopinion was mEreyned by the Marquis of Manrus 
andthe other =_ ers ng _ _ reputacion the _ omg 
itrecciued with lefſewi uch as ea on of the glorie of ch1- 
hy apatagech 


talianſouldiers: ButI haife heardthis brute confured by ou nage of iudgment & 
blokne &rtrue know- 


uitic and remeyning then at Myllanin ſuchdegree,as the al 

ſedge of affayres was broughtto him: he purging Lodowwyk,aſſured the world, that 
hauing ſent moſt of his forces to the ſeege of Nonzro, he had nor ſo many arthebat- 
tell of Taro as were © o__ conſequence for the viorie, which in deedethe armiec 
of the confederats had obteyned, if their proper diſorders had not hurt them more 
then the wantofa great number of men,ſeing withall, that many whole companies 
of the Yenerians fought not atall: And where the Count Caiazee ſent againſt then- 
nemie butone parte of his companies, and that very coldly: he did it perhaps , for 
thatthe vauntgard of the french was ſo ſtronge, thatthe daunger was apparant to 
commit him ſelfe to fortune,and perhaps becauſe ordinarily ations couragious & 
venterous haue made him morewonderfull,then ſuch wherein was ſewertie: Not- 
withſtanding,the companies of Sforce were not altogether vnprofitable,for that al- 
beitthey foughtnor,yetthey kept at a bay the vauntgard ofthe french,and werethe 
cauſe thatir gaue no ſuccorsto the king, who with thelefle or moſt weake parte of 
charmic,ſi d with the great daunger of his perſon, all the brunt andſwaigh of 
chat dayes fight: Inmy iudgementthis teftimonieis no more confirmed with au- 
thoritie then with reaſon : for, how is it likely that if that intencion had bene in Lo- 
dowuyk;he would not rather haveinſtruted hi jo vg , todiſſvade —_— 
the french mento paſſe: ſcing that if the vitorie had falne on the french, his ban 

being ſo neare thenne ohne pwnd eee acortfice- 
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cion,or with what experience of thinges could he promiſe to him felfe, that com- 
ming to the fight, fortune would be ſo cquall,chat the trench king ſhould neither be 
victor nor vanquiſhed, es 
The morning following the king departed with his armic before day , without 
ſownd of trompets tocouer his diſcamping as muchas he could: And tor thar * 
he wasnot followed by tharmic of the contederats, who though they had had will 
to haue purſued him, yet they ſhould haue found impediments 1n the waters of the 
river, which were ſo much increaſed by raynes thattell in thenighr, thatthere was 
no poſſbilitie of paſſage for the day following: Only at the decling of the Sunne 
aſſed ouer not without daunger the Court Cazazze with two hundred light horſe- 
men,& following the trace of the trench men,who marched the right way rowards 
Plaiſance,he gaue them the day following many alarms and impediments: And yer, 
all wearied and trauelled as they were,they kept their way withour diforder,the vil- 
lages refreſhing chem with plecie of vittells,partly for feare to receiue hurt bythem, 
and partly by the meane of T! riamce, who skouring betore for the fame effect with 
the light horſemen of tharmie, made perſwaſtons to men,lometimes by threates,& 
ſometimes with his authoritie,greatin thatDuchie with all ſortes , but more great 
with the famulic of the Gue/fes : The armie of the league which remoued the day 
after the diſcamping of the trench, and bur litle diſpoſed (ſpecially the prouiſors of 
the YVeretians) to put them ſelues any more in the arbytrement of fortune, camene- 
uerſonearethem,asto annoy them with any litle diſcommodirie: But being lodged 
the ſecond day vpon the riuer of Trebiaa licle beyond Plaiſance, (the Svwyzzers & 
rwo hundreth launces and almoſt all the artillerie remeyning berwene the river & 
the citie of Plzjſance for the commoditie of incamping,) the ludds were fo great by 
reaſon of theraines falling in the night that notwithſtanding their extreame dilt- 
gence, itwas impoſſible thar either rhe footemen or horſemen couldepaſſe bur at 
high dates and then with difficultie, although the watersgegan to abate: notwith- 
ſtanding all which oportunities fauoringrtharmie of the league,yer they neuer exe- 
cuted any action againſt the french buta farre of, nor yet the Court de Carazze who 
was entred within Plaiſance for ſuſpicion of reuolt or tumult: which ſuſpicion was 
notaltogether without occaſion, for that it was beleeued tharif the king according 
tothe councell of Tryuulce, had diſplaied his enſcignes vnder the name of Frauncu 
the litle fonne of 1ohn Galeas, the Duchic would eat1ly haue falne into ſome muraci- 
on,fo plawſible was the name of him whom they held for their lawfu! Lord, and fo 
hatefull the remembrance of the vſurper, and of ſpeciall importance the credit and 
friendſhips of Triwulce: But the king in whom was ſetled no other impreſſion then 
to paſſe 0n,would not be intangled with newe practiſes, butfollowed his way with 
dil;gent and ſpeedie marche,finding greatwant of vitrells after the firſt dayes trauel, 
and1n all places,rthe fortes & peeces well garded, L9dovwyt hauing diſtributed what 
mto Tortone vnder Jaſper S.Seucrin{urnamed Frecaſſe,and what into Alexandria ma- 
ny horſemen with twelue hundred launceknightes which he had drawne from the 
campe of Nemaro : After the king was paſſed Trebia, his armie was alwayes vexedin 
the tayle by the Count Caiazze,who had ioyned to his light horſemen fiue hundreth 
launceknightes of the garriſon of Plarſance, not being able to obteine to be ſentto 
him from the army, all the refidue of the light horſemen and foure hundreth men ar 
armes,for that the Yexetzan Commiſſioners, warned by the perill atthe bartell of 
Taro,vould giue no conſent cttfoones to hazard their forces: Atlaſtthe french men 
taking(when they wereneare to Alexandria)their way more hightowards the moii-

raine wherethe riuer of Tanaroronnes with ſhalloweſt water, were brought with- 
ourloſſe of men in|cight remoues or ſoiornings of the campe aforethe walls of Af: 
In which citie the king was entred, he diſperſed his men of warre into the 
champion with intencion to encreaſc his armie, andto abide in /taly vnrill he had 
ſuccored Nowaro : And the campe of the league which had purſued him to the con- 


 trey of Tortone diſpairing now to vexe him more,went& ioynedit ſelfe to the com- 


panies of Lodowwyk Sforce beſeeging the ſayd citic of Nowaro: which euennowe be. 

an to ſuffer great skarcetie of vitrels,for that by the Duke of Orleans nor his people 
Fad bene vſed any (diligence for prouiſion, which by reaſon of the tertilitie of the 
contrey,they might haue done in great _ and at eaſie rate: but like men either 
blinded with ſecuritie,orelſe of litle pollecie,they neuer conſidered of the daiigers, 


' tillche meane of theremedie were paſt, conſuming without ſparingall the ſtore of 


vittells which they found there. | 
Aboutthis ſeaſon returned to the king thoſe Cardinals and capteines, who with 

ill ſucceſle had bene atthenterpriſe of Gezes: for after the kinges armie by ſea had 
taken the towne of Speria,it ſervpon Rapalie and poſlefled it eatily : Burthere yſſued 
out of the port of Genes a nauic of eight light gallies,one carracke,and two barkesof 
biskayes,which by night puton lande ſeuen hundreth footemen, who without any 
difficultie rooke the borow of Rapalle with the french garriſon that were within, and 
then accoaſting the french nauie retired to thegolffe, after long tight they remey- 
ned victorstaking and burning all their veſſells, the Capteines made priſoners,and 
the place,by this vitorie mademorerenowmed, for that in the yeare before,gh Ar- 
ragons were there defeated: Neither wasthis aduerſitie recompenſed by the armie 
that went by land,who guided by the caſt river to Ya/d;biſague and ſo to the ſuburbs 
of Genes found them ſelues deceiued in their hopes thatin Gexes would riſe tumults: 
And therefore vnderſtanding of the peyie and folle of the nauic by ſea, they rooke 
way with noleſle ſpeedeghen feare,to the mounteyne ſharpe and vneaſic,and from 
thence diſcended to the valley of Pozzevere which is of the other part of the citie: 
from whence, notwithſtanding their trowpes were ſtronge and great by the con- 
curſe of payſants and other populars whom the Duke of Sawoye had ſent in their fa- 
uors,they drew with theſamediligence towards Pyemont: Inthe action ofthis enter- 
priſe itiscerteine, that if they within the towne had notbene reſtrained from yſſu- 
ing forth for dowrleaſtthe fa&tion of Fregoſe woulde make ſomeinnouacion , they 
had wholly broken the french armie andpurthem to flight: The horſemen alſo of 
Vitelli(comen now toChiawere, vnderſtanding the ſucceſle & greatdiſorderof thoſe 
with whom they wenc to ioyne in ſtrength) retired withnoleſle haſt then daunger, 
to Serezana: In ſo much,thart except Sper/a,all the places of that river that had bene 
occupied by the baniſhed, reappealedor called againe forthwith the Genovwaeys,as 
didinlike fort in the riuer of the ponent, the citic of YVintemille, which inthe fame 
da _ bene occupied by Pawwle Baptiſta Fregoſa, and certeine others of the ba- 
nithed. | | | 
In the ſame times, thewarre was alſo as hoatin the realme of Naples,as in the 

arte erdyebut with a more diverſe fortune: for, Ferdinand after he had ta- 
ER ſidered how he might recouer theplaces bordring, hauing in his army 
ſix howſand men comprehending ſuch of the contrey and Szczleas wilhngly tollow- 
ed him,togither with the horſemen and footemen of the Spaniſh, ouer whom was 
Capteine,Conſaluo Eruandes of the houſe of D aghilar and contrey of Cordone, A man 
very valiantand long exerciſed in the warres of Grands : This man, ar his firſt com-

ming into /taly,being called (by a Spaniſh bragge)the great Capteine,the better to 
Gonitic with hs title the overng powerchar he had ouer them,did well deſerue 
by many goodly victories which he there achiued,thatthat ſurname might be iuſt- 
ly appropriated,confirmed,and perpetuated in him by vniuerſall conſent in teſti- 
mony of his great vertue and excellencie in the knowledgeof warre: To this armie, 
which had already ſtirred vp a great partof the contrey, Monſr D'Aubygny prelentes 
him ſelfenearc Somynare,a towne vppon the ſea, with rhe men at armes of Fraunce 
remeyning forthe gard of Calabria and ſuch bandes of horlemen and footemenas 
the Lordes of the contrey of the french tation had ſent to him: And being come 
tothe bartell,the vallour of the ſouldiers which were oftrayne and exercite, caried 
the vitonie againſt the ignoranceof the other litle experienced: for,not onely the 
Italians and Sicilyans which Ferdinand had gathered in haſt,bur alſo cuen the Sp 

ardes,were ſouldiers new and vntrayned to feruice: with whom notwith(tanding,he 
mainteyned the skirmithe with grear ſtournes, for that the vertue and authoritie of 
the Capreines failing nothing of theirplace and office, fuſteyned ſuch as for all o- 
ther regardes,were much inferior : Ferdinand abouc the reſidue, applying vertuero 
thinnocencie of hisquarrell,behaued him ſelfe as well apperteyned to his vertue: In 
ſo muchas his bebaing ſlayne vnder him,he had in al conieQture, remeyned ci- 


ther dead or taken, if /ohn de Capua brother to the Duke of Termyny, (who had bene 
his page from his childhood,& whom he intyerly louedin that lower of age) had 
not alighted andremounted him vpon his horſe, and with an example of faith and 
loue very notable and worthy , offered his owne life for the ſafetic of his Lorde, i 
whoſe preſence he was flainevpon the place: Conſaluo fleeth along the mounteines 
to Regge,and Ferdinand to Palma which lyeth vppon the ſea neare to Semynaras, and 
there tooke gallies andſayled to Mefina : Andas in aduerſities neceſſitic is mightie 


to make men reſolute,ſo by this ouerthrow , there increaſed in hima new courage 
and will to aflay againe the triall of fortune: for , he was not onely aduerrtiſed that 


the whole citic of Naples thirſted with great deſire tohaue hmm, bur alſo by ſecret in- 


telligence he knew that he was generally called by the principalls of the nobilitic & 
people : And therefore elchewing delayes where was ſo great necefſitic of expedi- 
cion,and tearing leaſt lingring ioyned to the reapport of his ouerthrow in Calabria, 
might noteftſoones make cold that new difpoſicton: After he had aſſembled (be- 
ſidesthe gallies which he had led from T/chza, and the foure that ſerucd his fathers 
firſt departure from Naples) the other veſſels that broughtthe Spanyardes into Sicyle, 
with all others that he could recouer of the citics and Barons of S/cy/e: he hoyflech 
ſayle out of the port of Mefiina,not tarying for that he had not menof warre ſuffici- 
ent toarme them : wherein wanting forces conuenient for ſuch an enterpriſe , he 
was conſtrained to furniſh and ſeruc his turneno lefle-with demonſtracion and ap- 
arance,then with theffe& and ſubſtance of thinges: he departed from Sjzyle with 
x.veſſells of cable and anker,and twenty others of lefſe proporcion, accompanied 
With Ricaienſe of Catelognia Caprtcine of the Spaniſh reſlilag man whoſe experiece 
was equall to his reſolucion in ſeruices ar ſea: he had fo ſmall proporcions of figh- 
ting men,thatin moſt parte of theſe veſlells there were almoſtno other ſortes or na- 
tures of men,then ſuch as neceſſarily were appoynted to the ſeruice of thenauiga- 
cion: Inthis ſorthis forces were ſmall, bur great towards him were the fauors and 
goodwills ofthe people:in ſo much that being arriued in the roade of Sa/erne,Saler- 
xe it ſelte,the coait of Me/f;and of Cano, hoyſled their ſtreamers to the winde: After 
wards he remeined two daies aboue Naples,inexpeRacion to heare of ſomertumult 
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in the trowne: But for the time his fortune _ {low made his defire vaine,for that 
the french men ronning preſently to armes,and planting ſure _—_—_ places of 
illſuppreſſed immediartly the rebellion that euen _ was kindled: yea,they 
fad putremedie toall rheir daungers,it they had valiantly followed the councell of 
ſome amongeſt them,who gefſling that the veſſells of th_Arrizons were ill manned 
with ſouldiers able to fight,aduiſed Monſr Montpenſier to refurnith the french vel- 
ſells which were in the hauen with bodies refolute and men of ation, and fo giue 
the charge to thennemie: The third day Ferdrnand deſpairing of commorion in the 
citie,turned his ſayles into the ſeaward to retyre to Tſchia: by which ithapned,that 
the conſpirators with Ferdinand,confidering thattheir faction andintelligence was 
now diſcouered,and therefore his cauſe was become theirs, and proper and general 
rocuery one of them,drew them to an aſſembly,and determined to be blind againſt 
all daungers and difficulties , making of their common neceſlitica ſpeciall vertue: 
This deliberacion was followed to effe&t , for that they diſpatched ſecretely a litle 
boate to call home Ferd:nand,beſeching him to pur on land either all or thegreateſt 
partof his companies,to thendeto ioyne e and courage to ſuch as were incli- 
ned to make in{urreCion in his fauor: vppon this intelligence, Ferdinand returned 
citſoones aboue Naples,and the day after the batrell of Faurnone, he approched neare 
the ſhoare to rakeland at Magdalena a mile from Naples, and where the riuer of Se- 
betatalls into the ſea: it is rather a ſmall brooke thenariuer, which yer had yen vn- 
knowen if the verſes of the Poets of Naples had not giuen ita name : Monſr Mont- 
penſier to whom all thinges were diſcloſcdſhewed him ſelfe no leſſe hardy and rea 
to charge them when was cauſe to feare them, then he was vnreſolute and fearefu 
the day before when courage was neceſſary: In ſomuch that yſſuing our of the ci- 
ty almoſt with all his ſtrength tg ſtoppe the diſcending of Ferdinand: The Neapoh- 
tans taking thoportunitie of thoccafion (which was ſuch as they could not hauede- 
fired better) roſe ſuddeinly into armes : And ſounding alarme by ringing the greate 
bell of the frears next td the walls of the towne, ll He other Churches doing the 
like,they ſeazed vpon the gates ofthe towne,and beganto publiſh the name of Fer- 
dinand: This ſud:icine tumulr fo amazed the french men, that holding ita place of 
no ſewertie to remeyne betwene thennemies and the citierebelled, and leſſe exſpe- 


Aacion to returne by that way they yſſued out, they determined to reenter Naples 
by the gate that belonged to the new caſtell, for thaccompliſhment whereof | 
muſtrake a long way ful of hills &troubleſom & compaſſing the walls of the rowne: 
Butinthis meane/while Ferdinand being entred , and mounted on horſebacke with 
cerrtcine of his followers by the ae 06 go rode thorow the towne to thincredi- 


ble ioy and gladnes of euery one, the communaltie receiuing him with great cryes 
andſhewres,and the Ladies and women beholding him our of windowes and caſe- 
ments,could notbe fatisfied to couer him with flowers and ſweete ſmelling waters: 
” many of thenobles ronne inthe ſtrecte to embraſe him & wype the ſweate fron 

is face, not being negligent for all this in thinges neceflary forthe defence of the 
citic: for,the Marquisof P:ſcaire accompanied with the ſouldiers which were en- 
tred with Ferdinandand the youth of Naples, looked to the intrenching and fortefy- 
ing of all places for their detence againſt the french : who after they were come vp- 
on the greene ofthe newcaſtell,and doing what _ could to reenter into the hart 
of the c1tie,, were ſo repulſed by crosbow men and ſmall ſhor,thar finding art all the 
entreyes ind com mings to the ſtreetes , a reſiſtance ſtronge and ſufficient, and the 
night nowedrawing on, they retyred to the caſtell, leauing almoſt of al-forres hy

thowſand horſes vpon the greene, hauing no place nor feeding for them in the ca- 
ſell: within the caſtell were incloſed with Aonſr Montpenſier, Meſfrre Tues D'alegro, 
a Capteine of reputacion,and Anthory Prince of Selerne, with many others french 
and /taljans of marke : who albeit mu certeine dayes in skirmiſhing,aſwell on the 
caſtell greene as aboutthe port,diſchargin their artilleric into the towne , yerfin- 
ding in theirrepulſes a redobled vallour inthennemie,they remeynedvoyd of hope 
co be able to recouer the citie of them ſelues, 

Theexample of Naples was immediatly followed by Capns,Ancrſa,the rocke of 
Montdragon,& many other peeces there aboutes,yea moſt partof the kingdom was 
ſuddeinly in reuolt: 9 9 whom thoſe of Cazetraraking armes with more cou- 
rage then force, and their hopes farre greater then their fortune, for that certeine 
| bes of Ferdmandwere diſcouered afore the haue,they were with general ſlaugh- 
rer oppreſſed by the french garriſons there,who with a turie agreing with the cauſe 
giuen,ſacked all their citic, 

At the ſame time the nauicofthe Yenerians being come neare to Monopoly one of 
the cities of Powwylla, after they had ſer on landethcir eſtralliots and many of their 
fooremen,afſalted it both by ſea & land, where Peter Bembo owner of one of the YVe- 
netiangallyes was flayne with a ſhot out of therowne: Butinthe ende fortune yel- 
ding to vertue,the citic was taken by force,and the caſtell likewiſe rendred for feare 
which the french Capteinehad that kept ir: the ſayd nauic tooke alſo by compoſi- 
cion the towne of Puligni 

Ferdinand was notwi apparatithopes to haue the newcaſtell and the caſtel 
of the egge,for that famine (which is an ennemie troubleſom) ſerued more for him 
then his forceor pollicie there remeyning a very ſmal quantitic of vittells in regard 
of the jon of men that were within: And winning vppon them contin 
the places about the caſtel,to thend tokeepe them ara ſtraiter compaſſe:the frenc 
men ſuccoring the aduerſiries of their fortune with induſtrie & pollicie, ſeeingtheir 
armic by ſea hadno ſewertie inthe hauen,which conteyncd fiue ſhippes,foure light 
gallies,a galliot,and a gallion:they retyred them berwene the tower of S.Yincenr,the 
eggecaſtell,and Pjzifalcone,which yet they helde, as alſo the hinder partes or skirres 
ot newcaſtell where werethe gardyns of the kinges: In fomuch as keeping peeces 
euen to Capella,and fortefying the monaſterie of the croſſe, they made incurſions e- 
uento Piegrotte and S. Martyn: Againſt whom Ferdinand hauing taken and fortefy- 
ed Hipodrome , and made couert wayes by [xcoronato, he poſſeſled the Mount of S. 
Herme,and afterwards the hill of Pizefalcone, the french holding the caſtellſeated in 
the higheſt part of it: To hinder the ſuccors that were to come | on ir(forintaki 
itthey might endomage and batrer fromthe ſteepe places the nauicot rhennemie) 
Ferdinand aſſailed the monaſterie of the croſſe: Arwhoſe firſt approchthey receiued 
fuch harmes by the arrillerie , that diſpairing to winne it by force , they deuiſed to 
betray it by practiſe and intelligence: A deuiſevery vahappy and wretched to him 
that was thautor: for that a Moare which was within, hauing fraudulently promiſed 
tothe A of Piſcare (aforetimes his maſter)to put him within the place,and in 
thataCtion,hauing made him come by night by a ladder faſtened rothe wall of the 
monaſterie to ſpeake with him,to thendeto agree vpon the manner and time toen- 
terit the ſame night: he was by greattreaſon and double intelligenceflaine with the 
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tracted withthe french king, (going with the ſtreame of the time) returned to the 
pay of Ferdinendalmoſt aſloone as he had recouered Naples: They exculed them- 
telues thatthey were not ſatisfiedin time of their due payments promiſed, And that 
to irgino Yyſin and the Count Petillane (with ſmall regard to their merits) were gi- 
uen many fauors and aduauncements of the king: A reaſon that ſeemed to many 
very weake,and farre inferior to the greatnes of the benefits which they had recey- 
ued of him : But it may be dowred, that that which reaſonably to ſeruc as a 
bridleto reſtrayne them,was the very mocionthart led them to doe the contrary, (c- 
ing by how much thebenefits they had recetued were [array wr by ſo much 
_ perhaps wasgreatin them the deſire to keepe them, looking withallinto the ill diſ- 
poſicion of the affayres of the french which began euen then to ſhake and declyne. 
But now the caſtell thus hemmed in,and the ſea reſtrayned by the nawies of Fey- 
' dinand the want of vittells increaſed more and more, and they that were beſceged 
interteyned themſelues onely with hopes to haue ſuccors out of Frawrce by ſea, the 
rather torthatthe king (aſſoone as he was arriued at 4) had diſpatched Peron de ls 
Baſche to rigge inthe haucn of Yille rancheneare to Nice anarmie atfea of two 
thowſand Geſcoimsand Swyyzzers with prouifion of vitrells, whoſe leader and Cap- 
tcine ſhould be Monſy D'Arban,a man warlike,but not experienced in the ſeruice of 
the ſea: This nauie being pur vnder fayle and arriued as farreas the yle of Poreze, 
diſcouecring thercaboutthe nauie of Ferdinand conteyning thirty ſayles and two 
great ſhippes of Genoa, __ andfell forthwith into flight: And being purſued 
vnto the ylc of E/ba,they made way in ſuch fegre tothe hauen of Lyworne, with the 
lofle of a litleſhippe of Biskay,that it was not inthe power of the- Capteinero with- 
hold moſt ofhis men from going on (hoare, and aguat his diſcipline and will to 
ronne to Py/a : By reaſon of the retyre & detteate of this armic at ſea, Monſr 
Almatpenjer wi his companies,preſſed with want of vittells, accorded to ren 
the to Ferdinand hauing now endured the ſeege three monthes,8& from rhece 
to goeto Prowence,if they were not reskewed within thirty dayes : This contra in- 
cluded ſewertie of life and goodes to all ſuch as were within ws caſtell, giving in 0- 
ſtage to Ferdinand, Tues D'Alegre with three others for aſſurance of the condicions. 
Butthe ſhorrnes of time made impoſſibleall hope or expeQacion of ſuccors, other 
then ſuch as they had within the realme: In which reſpe& Monſy de Perſy one of the 
Caprteines of the king , accompanied with the Sywyzzers and parte of the french 
launces,and the Prince of Byſienian with many other Barons, drewe ſtraight ro Na- 
ples: Againſt whom, Ferdinandhauing eſpiall of their commung, ſent our to Eboy 
the Count of Matalono with an armiefor the moſt part confuſed ,.compownded vp- 
on bodies whomhe truſted and eſteemed his friendes: This armie albeit was much 
ſuperior innumbers and furniture, yer encowntring thennemie at the lake of Pizzo- 
lawhich is a litle borow neare Eboh,they fell into generall diſorder and preſent flee- 
ing withour fighting;In which chaſe was taken priſoner YVenaxtio ſounc of Inline Ha 
rano Lord of Camaryn: but being not purſued by the frenche, they r without 
greatloſſe to Nole andſo to Naples : The frenchmen (raking courage by this felici- 
nie) followed their enterpriſe to ſuccour the caſtells,and that with ſo great repuraci- 
on forthe vicoric obteyned, that Ferdinand was at poynt once againeto on 
Naples: Bur receiuing courage by the comfortes of thoſe ofthe trowne, who were no 
lee puſhed forward perhaps with thefeares they had of their lives, (remembring 
their rebellion) then with he friendſhip they bare to Ferdinand: incamped at Cape!- 
la: Andthe bette A RIES bl (6s ag INES 6: 
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the Mount 5. Hermo vntill the egge caſtell, he furniſhed with arrillerie and footemen 
all the hills vntill Capes and aboue Capella: Inſomuche that albeit the frenchmen, 
who being come to Nocere by the way of Salerna,paſſing by the caue and the hill P4- 
egrotte , were guided to Chiaie neare to me) 6 all chinges hauing good defence, 
and by the vallour of Ferdinand the artilleries t undring vpponthe trenchmen, bur 
ſpecially thoſe that were planted _ the hill of P:7zfolcone which commaunded 
x HL caſtell( where carſt were the ſingularities and pompes ſo much renowmed 
of Lucallus)rhey could paſle no further,nor m_—_— Capelia:And hauingno meane 
to make further abode there, for thatnature eth the place with all pleaſures 8 
commodities ſauing freſh waters,thisneceſſitie conſtrayned chem to retyre ſooner 
then they would,leauing behinde at their diſcamping three peeces of artillerie,and 
parte of the releeffes whichthey had brought to reuntrell the caſtells: They rooke 
their way towards Nola,againſt whom Feraizend oppoicd him ſelte leauing the ca- 
ſtell beſceged , and ps with his companies inthe plaine of Palma neare to 
Sarny : Monſr Mentpenſier ceng their departure,nothing but an vrteer lofle & pri- 
uacion of all hopes for reskewes, leauing three hundrerh men within the caſtell (a 
number no leſle proporcioned for the vittells which nowe were ſhorr, then for the 
ſeruice and defence) and a garriſon within the eggecaſtell: drew away with him the on -_ — : 
relidue on were inall two thowſandhue hundreth fouldiers) and by night em- !:b pon 1(- 
barking him ſelfe and companies inthe veſlells there,he went to Salerna, not with- 7 
out the great complaintes of Ferdinand,who pretended that it was not lawfull for 
him (during the tearme wherein he had promuled to yeld)to depart with ſuch a c6- 
pany,onles he had rendred both the caſtells according to the contract: This eſcape 
wrought many paſſions in Ferdinand, in whom was no want of inclinacion (accor- 
ding to the rigour of the contract) to reuenge the iniuric and infidelitic of Mont- 
ter,vpon the bludd and life of the Oftages : for thatthe caſtells not redeliuered ar 
the tearme accorded, he had abuſed the wordes of his promiſe with a meaning dif- 
ſembled: Notwithſtanding extremities redoubling with time vppon thoſe thatre- 
meyned,not able any longer to keepe force againſt the rage of hunger, within leſle 
then one month after he was parted, they rendred the caſtell with condicions to 
haue the oſtages deliuered: And almoſt at the ſame time,and for the ſame occaſion 
they that were within the eggecaſtel], agreed ro yeld the firſt day of the next lent,if 
they were not reskewed before : Much aboutthis time dyed at Meſfins Alphonſoof 4rher> 
Aragon: the glorie and fortune of whom (by the which whileſthe was bur Duke of ___ 
Calabria,his name was made honorable ma famous,) were conuerted into a great 
infamie & infclicitie when he came to be king of Naptes : It was ſayd,thar alitle be- 
tore his death,he made inſtanceto his ſonneto returne to Naples,where the hatreds 
thar were generall againſt him before time, were now almoſtreconuerted into affe- 
&ionsand good lykinges: To whom it is ſuppoſed that Ferdinand(ambicion and de- 
firetoreigne bearing more rule in him then reuerence and reſpect to his father)an- 
{wered nolefle furtelly then in skorne,that he ſhould attend and expe til he had ſo 
aſſured therealme,rhathe ſhould not eftſoones bedriuen to abandon it and flee. 
Ferdinand,to entc him in the friendſhips of the king of Spayzewith a bond 
more ſtraite and afured.s keto wife with diſpenſacion of the Pope, /ane his aunt,

CES t Nowaro, the courſe of vi ing e ar- 
icularlodging and|trench,to deckes more caſte and ready to ener ne 
On the otherſide/the french king,to haue more oportunitieto theſuccors of Ne- 
waro,was remGued from Aftto Thuryn: Andalbeithe made many iorneyes cuento 
to a Ladie remcyning there, yet that vanitie wr & no negli- 
affayres,for that they ceaſed not without intermifſion to c6- 
ider of the prouicionsfor the warres, ſoliciting continually the companies come 
our of Frawxce,with intencion to put tothe field two thowſand french launces:They 
igentto ſolicit the diſcendingof tenne thowſand Svwyzzers for the 
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Jeuie ofwhom was diſpatched the Baylif of Dyox:Their reſolucion was, that aſſoone 
as the armic was poſleſſed of them, to aduaunce all meanes poſſible to reckew No- 
«ro: without the ſtrengrh of the $ 75ers, there was licle abilirie in the frenchro 
accompliſh any worthy enterpriſe, ſecing che realme of Frawzce in thoſe tymesal- 
beit mighty in horſemen. and well turniſhed with artilleries and men mot apt and 
nymble to manage them, yerir was very weake in footemen of the proper region: 
The reaſon was.,that armes andexerciſes of warre reſtingonely in the nobilirie, the 
aunciencvallour of that nation was failed in the multitudes of men of baſe condici- 
on,ignorant in ſeruice marriall for the long tyme they had not managed armes, in 
place of whichthey had giuen them ſclues ouer totrades,profirs,8 delites ofpeace: 
for,many of the auncient kinges before,tearing the furie of the popular ſortby the 
example of diuerle conſpiracies &rebellions hapning in the ſame kingds, thoughr 
it neceſſary in pollicieto diſarme them,and draw them from the vie and vraktiſe of 
armes : fortheſe reaſons the french men, notruſting inthe vertue of their owne 
fooremen,neuer went to the warres with courage, onles their armie wereſtrength- 
ned with certeine bandes of the Sywyzzers: whichnationin all ages reſolute and 
hardy inarmes,had abour twenty yeares before much increaſed their repuracion, 
for that being aſſailed by a mighty armie led by Charles Duke of Burbon (hethar for 
his powerand fiercenes was much redowted not —_ inthe realmeof Frawnce,bur 
of all his neighbours) they had in leſſe then one month put him thryſe to flight,and 
at the laſt chaſe,cither as he —_— as he fled (the certeine manner being dowt- 
fall) they tooke from him his lite: So that, what for their reſolute vallour,and that 
the french had no controuerſie withthem, and leſſe feare to dowte them for their 
intereſts particular, as they had of thelaunceknightes , they interteyned no other 
forreine buldier then the SywyZFers, viing their ſeruice in all their warres of im- 

rtance: but more willingly atthat time then atany other, for that they ſaw howe 
hard a thing it was and full of daunger,to reskew Nowaro enuyroned with ſo greatan 
armic,and wherein were ſo many bandes of launceknightes gouerned by *s fame 
diſcipline that the SvTyzzers were. 

The citie of Vercez{{1s ſcituated in the midd way betwene Thuryn and Nowaro,and 
hauing in auncient times bene a member ofthe Duchie of Mylan, it was giuen by 
Phillipp Maria Viſcounte (during thelong warres he had with the YVenetiansand the 
Florentyns) to Ayme Duke of Sawoye,to ſeparat it from them : Into this citie wasnor 
yetentred any bandes of either part, for thatthe Ducheſſe mother and tutortothe 
yong Duke of Sawoye, who in her hart was wholly french, woulde not diſcouer her 
lelfe for the king till he were more ſtronge , giuing in the meane while to the Duke 
of Mylan gracious wordes and hopes: Butafſoone as the king was ſtronge in men 
and come Thurys,a citie of the ſame Duchie,ſhe conſented that he & his ſoul- 
diers ſhould enter within Yercei/,when by the oportunitie of that place he entred 
into a greater hope to be able to ſuccor Nowaro when all his ſtrength ſhould be aſle- 
bled: And on the other ſide the confederats,for the fame reaſon began fo ro dowr, 
that to debate with a more rype andfull councel how they ſhould proceede in ſuch 


difficulties, Lodovwwyk _w went to the armie with Beatr:x his wife, whoordinarily 


accompanied himno lefſe in matters of importance, then in aftions familiar : In 


the preſence of whom,and (as the brute went) chiefly by her councel,the capreines 
after many reaſonings, concluded with one conſent, that for the more common 
ſewertie of them all, the bandes of the Yenetians(hould be ioyned to tharmie of the 
Duke of Mugnes,eauing ſufficient gard in all the other places about Noweroſeruing 
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to the ſcege: Volgaro ſhould be abandoned, for that being within three myles 
of Verceile,it was necellary,ifthe french men came with ſtrength to ger it, citherto 
loaſeit withinfamie, orto fuccor it with the Sholearmic: T hatin Camaerian three 
myles from Mugnes where the campe was,the garriſon ſhould be returniſhed: laſt- 
ly.,that the whole campe being fortefied with trenches and rawpiers, and ſupplyed 
with ſufficientartilleries, the Caprtcines and aſſiſtants ſhould daily enter into other 
councells according to the behauiorsof thennemie: They forgatt norin this con- 
ſult togiue order to ſpoyle and cut downe all the trees euen to the walls of Noware, 
to giueincommodities to men and _ for horſes,wherof there were great quan- 
titics in Nowaro: Theſe reſolucions eſtabliſhed , and a generall mooſter made of the 
whole armie,Lods returnedto My/lanto make with more readines ſuch proui- 
fions as daily ſhould growe neceſſary for the ſeruice: wherein to giue fauors to the 
forces temporal, with/the authoritic &arjmes ſpirituall;the YJenetians & he wrought 
ſo much with the Pope,that heſent one of his officers at the mace to the king, c6- 
maunding him within tenne dayes to depart my withall his armie, and within an 
other ſhorttearme to ſend all his people ut of the realme of Naples : otherwayes 
that vnder the ſpirit aynes wherwiththe church is wontto threaten, he ſhould 
appeare beforehim Geakly at Rome: This remedie the auncient Popes haue v- 
ſed in tymes before:tor according to tradicions written , <{arian firſt of thatname, 
conſtrayned with no otherarmes then theſe, Deſiderixs king of Lambards going with 
a ſtronge armie to trc uble thecitic of Rome,to retyre from Terny (where he was ar- 
riued) to Pavia: Bur the reuerence and feare which forthe holines of their life , was 
nouriſhed in the hartes of men, being now —_— it wasa thing hard to hope, that 
of manners and examples ſo contrary,would come like effees: The ſame enabling 
the french king,skorning at his commaundement, to aunſwer the Meſlenger, that 


the Pope —— at his returne from Naplesto tary him in Rome, whether he went 


deuowrelyto kiſle his feete : he could not but maruell, by what reaſon he coulde re- 
quirehim now to go/therher: Notwithſtanding he ſayd,thatto obey him,he would 
looke to open his way,and prayed himleaſt he rooke thoſe paynes 1n vayne, to at- 
tend him there till he came. | 
In this ryme, at Thury» the king contracted with thEmbaſladors of Florence 
new capitulacionsnot without the great contradictionof ſuch as afore tymes had 
made reſiſtance : who now had ſo much the more occation to impugne it, by how- 
much rhe Florentyns (after they hadrecouered the other borowes and ſtronge pla- 
ces of the hills of Py/z)their campe being atore Port ae Sac, andthe ſouldicrs that 
were within rendringit with condicionto haue their life ſaued: they did (contrary 
rotheir faith and promiſe giuen) putto the ſworde almoſt all the Gaſcox tootemen 
whichwere found with the Py/ans,and vſed many crueltics againſt the bodies dead: 
This accidentalbeit hapnedagainſt the wills of the Florentyn Commiſſioners, who 
with great difficultic ſaued a great part of them, bur altogether by the ſtirring vp of 
certeine ſouldiers, who being priſonersto the frenche, were very rigourouſly dealr 
withall: yegin the court of the king, all being taken by their aduerſaries as a ſigne 
manifeſt of mindes malicious to the name of all the frenchmen,many impediments 
wereobieced ro the ſolicitacion and practiſe of thaccord, which notwithſtanding 
had his paſlage & full concluſion, hauing more power then all other reſpectes , not 
the memorie of promiſes and othes folemnly made, butthe vrgent neceſſitic and 
want of money , andother commodities to ſuccor the affayres of the kingdom of 
Naples:This was thaccord: That without any delay,allthe rownes & caſtells which 
were 
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were inthe kinges poſſeſſion, ſhould be reſtored to the Florentyns , vpon condicion 
that the ſtate of Florence ſhoulde be bownd to deliuer(within two yeares next com- 
ming at the pleaſure of his Maieſtic receiuing ſuſhcient recompenſe for them) Pre- 
traſantaand Sera7ans to the Genowvays,in cale their eſtarc ſhould fall ro the iuriſdi- 
ion and obedience ofthe king : That vnder this hope,the Florentyns ſhould make 
preſent paymet of the thirty thowſand duckars remeyning ofthe capitulaci6 made 
at Florence,receiving a pawne of iewels for their ſewertic and reſtitucion, it for an 
occafion their places werenot rendred: Thar afterthe redeliuerie of their places, 
they ſhould lende to the king vpon bondes of the generalls of the realme of Fraunce 
(ſo are called the foure officers royall which receiue the reuenues of the crowne) 
three ſcore and tenne thowſand duckats,and to ſend parte of themin his Maiefſties 
nameto the bandes which were in therealme of Naples, and an other part to be mi- 
niſtred to the Collonnoys,in cate they were notreconciled and reaccorded with Fey- 
dinand,whereofhis maieſtic albeit he had ſome apparance, was not yet in ſuchcer- 
reinty as to beleueit: Thartif they had no warres in Twskene,they ſhould ſend to Na- 
ples to thaide ofthe french armiethere, two hundreth andfifty men ararmes: And 
in caſe their warres were bur forthe quarrel of Montpulcian, yer they ſhould be boiid 
to ſendthem thetherto accompanie the bandes of /ite/;, & notto interteyne them 
inthar ſeruice longer then the month of October: That they ſhould remit and par- 
don the Pyſans for all their offences committed, giuing them a forme..certeine for 
the reſtitucion of their goods which had bene taken from them,rogether with con- 


uenient and liberall meanes to exerciſe their rraffikes and marchandiſe: Thar for 


the ſewertic and obſcruacion of theſe thinges, they ſhould deliuer as oſtages at the 
election of the king,ſix of the yn__ Citiſens of Florence, and they to remeine a 
certeinetyme in his Court: This accord concluded, and the thirty thowſand duc- 
kats (which were immediatly ſent to make a leuie of Svwyzzers) giuen vnder gage 
of the kinges iewells,the commiſſions and commaundements of the king wereim- 
mediatly diſpatched rothe Capreines of the places, to make preſent delineris ro 
the Florentyns without any dithicultic or ſtanding. 

Butwithin Nowaroalbeitthe vertue of the ſouldiers was great, & moſt great (for 
the memory of the rebellion)the obſtinacie of the rowneſinen to defend the towne, 
yetthinges diuolueddaily to more hard and ditticult tearmes the ſtore of vitrells ſo 
falt diminiſhing thatthey began cuen now to be pinched with the want of neceſſa- 
ries,and (according tothenature of extremities) their hopes to be releued wereno 
lefle deſperatthen theirdeſires great, and their preſent lackes greeuous: Notwith- 
ſtanding the Duke of Orleans, ſomwhat to eaſe and fauour the hardnes of their con- 
dicion,had = out of thetowne all mouthes and members vnprofitable: yer it was 
no remedie ſufficientto ſo'great a calamitie,for that many ſouldiers of the french & 
Suvyzzersnot able to beare the frettinganguiſh of hunger, and lefſe enuredtothe 
other diſcommodities ofa clote ſeege,began to languithe in diſeaſes and ſicknes:By 
reaſon whereof the Duke,boing alſo troubled with a feuer quartyne,made many ſo- 
licitacions to the kingby meſſengers & letters not to deferre their ſuccours: which 
could notbe aduaunced with ſuch readines as might be able ro miniſter to their ge- 
nerall neceſſities, for thar there was not aſſembled ſuch ſufficient ſtrengrh as impor- 
redthe eſtate of their daunger; The french armie for their partes, ſhowing more 
forwardnes of ation then able to doe good, made many attemprs to reuittellthe 
towne by night, vſing in that purpoſe the ſeruice both of horſemen and footemen: 
But being alwayes diſcouered by thennemie, there ſucceeded no other frutes of 
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their enterpriſes then great harmes to them ſelues, and no lefle diſapoyntments to 
their friendes being made more wretched by their ill fortune: But ro ſtoppe alto- 
gether the paſſage of vittells into the towne, the Marquts of Mantua aflayled the 
\monaſterie of S, Frawzciz ſtanding neare to the walsof Newaro,and taking it,he man- 
nedit forthwith with a garriſon of two hundrerth men atarmes, and three thowland 
footemen of the A/maines: By this meanes the armic confederat was diſcharged of 
a great care,the way being nowe made {ure by the which releeffe was brought into 
the rowne,the way alſo of the gate that leades to the mount Brandrane was itopped, 
for that in it was moſt facilitic ro enter Nowaro: The day after he tooke alto the ba- 
ſtylle made by the french vpon the poynt of the ſuburbes of S. Nazare,andthe night 
following were ſurpriſed the whole ſuburbes together with the orher plotteformes 
nearetothegate,whercin he beſtowed a garde and fortefied the ſuburbes,the Count 
Petillane (whom the YVenetianshad taken into their pay with title of gouernor)being 
hurctthere with a ſmall ſhottneare the girdle place and in great daunger of death: 
Forthe ſucceſle of theſe places,the Duke of Orleans diſtruſting ro beablero detende 
any more the other ſuburbes which he had at his entrey into Nowaro,he fete fire on 
them the night following, drew all his uy_ to the defence & garde of the city 
onely: And touching the extremitie of ftamin,he yet nouriſhed him lelt with hopes 
ofluccors,the rather tor that the Svwyzzers beginning now to arriue at the campe, 
the kinges armie paſſing the riuer of Sreſia was marched out of Yercerl{ a myle to 
lodge in the fielde,and hauing beſtowed a gardein Bo/gare, exſpectedrhe reſidue of 
the Svwyzzers : who being once aſſembled, the armie was refolued to miniſter ſuc- 
cors to Nowaro: anaction notwithſtanding tull of many difticultics,for that rh1talian 
bandes were lodged in places of aduauntage well furniſhed and fortefied , andthe 
way from Yerceill to Noware,full of lakes and waters, and very vneaſfic for horſemen 
- almoſt impaſſible forthe broade and deepe ditches thorow the whole contrey : Be- 
ſides,betwene Bo/gare holden by the french,and the campes of rh1ralians, was Cama- 
rian,which the /ta/1ans garded: In reſpect of theſe difficulties, there appeared notin 
the mind of the king nor of the others,a readines anſwering thexpectacion of thoſe 
thar arrended in diſtreſſe: And yet it was ſuppoſed,thart if the Svwyzzers had ſooner 
arriued,they had aduentured the fortune ofbattel,the euent whereof could not but 
be dourfull ro cither ot the armies: And therefore, they both hauing regarde to the 
daunger preſent, there wanted no ſecret rrauell to folicite anaccorde betwenethe 
king and the Duke of 7y4an,albeit it was with ſmal hope for the indifferent diſtruſt 
that was betrwenethoferwo Princes, and for that both the one nd other, for their 
greager reputacion,made ſhowes that they had no deuocion to peace. But fortune 
ayed open another meane more expedient for ſo greata conclufion.For about the 
ſame rymes,the Lady Marquiſe of Montferat being dead,and being in debate, who 
oughr to take the gouernment of alitle fonne whom ſhe had left, to whichregent- 
ſhip aſpiredwith one deſire,the Marquis of Saluzze, and Conſtantyn brother to the 
ſayd Lady decefled one of the auncient Lordes of Macedonia which Mahomet Otto- 
man had occupicd many yeares before: The frenche king fauoring much the ran- 
quillitie of that eRare,ſent Argenton to Ceſar Cerwas, to ordeyne and eſtabliſhe a pro- 
reorſhip according to the conſent of the ſubietes: and beivg gon therher allo as 
a mourner for the death of the Ladie one ofthe principall officers of the Marquis of 
Mantua, they rwo mecting vpponthe way,fell into diſcourſe and deuiſesto haue a 
peace,alleaging many benefits that would redownd to both parties: This voluntary 
reaſoning betwene them two ſucceeded to ſo good frute;that the Lord of Argenton 


tooke 
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tooke occaſion to write to the Venetian Commiſſioners,reitrerating the reaſons and 
matters which had bene begon to be debared cuer {ince they were at Taro: &th 
fauvringthe mocion with very forward affeftions, communicated immediatly wi 
the Capteines of the Duke of Xy{lan,and fo with oneagrement, ſent to require the 
french [ng (nowe cometo FYerces/)that he would afſigne ſome of his councellto 
meete in ſome place conuenient , to common with ſuch as theyſhould appoyntin 
deputacion for their part: whereunto the king conſenting with a readines <quall to 
his deſire, thereaſſembled the day following berwene pro Ae and Camarian tor the 
Fenetians the Marquis of Martina and Bernerd Contaryn gouernor of ther eſtradiots: 
for the Duke of Myllan was ſent Frawncis Barnarden Viſcounte: &for the french king 
the Cardinall of S.Malovv, the Prince ot Orange (to whome being newly come to 
the campe;the king had giuenthe principal charge ouer the whole armic) the Ma- 
reſhall of Gie, Monſr de Prenes, and Mon(r d Argenton : who making many meetings 
and certeine particulars of them making many ya from the one armic tothe 
other,the Spnors and chiefe controuerlies tell at laſt vpponthe citic of Nowaro: 
for that the french ki n—_ no difficulty in theffect ot the reſtirucion,butin the 
manner,the leſſe to offend his honor, labored that it might be referred (in the name 
of the king of Remaines dire Lord of the Duchic of Ay//an) into the handes of one 
ofthe ne Capteines which was in the campe of rh1ralians : Ofrhe contrary, 
the confederats required that it might be left rankby: Theſe andother dowtes hap- 
ning, not being able to be reſolued with that ſpeede which that were within 
Nowarorequired,being now falne vpon ſuchextremities that what by famine, and: 
other ragingdiſcaſes rifingby it,there were dead ofthe Dukes companie abouerwo 
thowſand bodies: A truce was made for eyghtdayes, with ſufferaunce to the ſayde 
Duke and the Marquis of Sa/uzze,to goe with aſmall companieto Yerceyll, bur vn- 
der promiſe & faith to returne to Noxaro with the ſame companie, if the peace 
ceeded nor: And for the ſewertie of the Dukes perſon (for that he was to paſſe tho- 
row the campe of thennemie) the Marquis of Hantus went into a tower neare to 
Bolgarein the keeping of the Count de Foxx: The ſouldiers that were to remeynein 
Nouaro,would not haue ſuffered himto depart, if he had not giuen them his faith, 
that within three dayes he would returne,or elſe by his meane they ſhould hauecli- 
bertie to goe out, the Mareſhall of G/e being therefor his conduit leauingallo one 
of his —— for a = ns not onely the 'vittells were conſumed which or- 
dinarily ſerued forthe (| ceof man, but alſothe vncleane and filthy skrappes, 
from which they could notabſtcyne in ſo great an extremitie: Immediatly after the 
Duke was cometo the kinges preſence,the truce was ettſoones proroaged tor a cer- 
teine few dayes, with condicion thar all his companics(houlde goe out of Nowaro: 
thatthetowne ſhouldbeleft in the power of the people, and they tomake an othe 
not to giue it to either partie without common conſent; Andthat thirty fooremen, 
who ſhould be virrclled daily by the campe of the /te{jans,ſhould remeine in the ca- 
ſtell for the Duke of Or/eaxs: Thus all the ſouldiers yſſued our of Nowero, whom the 
Marquis of Mantua and Galeas de S.Sexerinproteted and condudted till they were 
in place of ewertie.But ſo much were they weakened and conſumed with hunger, 
thatthey were no ſooner arrined at Fercey,chen many of them died,and the refidue 
alrogerher vnproficable for the ſeruice of hos watre, 


About this ryme,the ylytof Dyos arriued at the campe with the reſidue of 


S143zzers,of whom albeit his commiſſion wasto leauye buttenne thowſand,yer he 
could not chuſe butar the reapport of the kinges money, there ——_— Cowpes. 
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a farre greater number riſing in the whole to an armic of twenty thowfand: The one 
halfe was admittedto ioyne to the campe neare Yerce://, and the reſidue remeyned 
renne miles of, becauſe in pollicic it was not thought ſure thar ſo great a proporci- 
on of men of one nation ſhould be at one ryme in one campe: if their comming had 
bene ſomewhart ſooner,the praGtiſes of peace had bene catily broken , ſeeing with- 
outthem there were in the campecyghtrhowſand french footemen,rwo thowland 
of thoſe Svwyzzers which had bene at Naples,and eyghtteene hundreth launces. 
But thinges þ ing now ſo farre aduaunced, and Nowaro already abandoned, the 
enterniewes did notdiſcontinue, although the Duke of Orleans vicd all his labor to 
the contrary, hauing many of the greateſt of the Court of his opinion: Therefore 
the Deputies were cuery day atthe campe of th1/talians to ſolicit with the Duke of 
AMyllan,vho was newly returned thether to thend to debate himfelfe in a marrer of 
ſogreat conſequence, doing all thinges (notwithſtanding) in the preſence of the 
confederat Embaſladors: At length So Deputies returned to the king, bringing the 
laſt concluſion of all thinges that they could for the accord; Firſt that berwene the 
french king and the Duke of A4y{an, there ſhould be a peace and friendſhip perpe- 
tuall (the Duke nothing derogating notwithſtanding his other contederacions:) 
That the king ſhoulde conſent thatthe rowne of Nowaro ſhoulde be rendred tothe 
Dukeby the people,together with the caſtell left to his Maieſtie by the gard of xxx. 
footemen: Tharthe rowne of Speriaand all other places occupicd by cither parte, 
ſhould be rendred : That it ſhoulde be lawtull to the king to arme at Geres(his free- 
hold andchicfe)ſo many veſlells ashe would, ſeruing his turne of all the commodi- 
ries of thatcitic,ſo that it werenot intauor of thennemies to| the ſtate of the ſame: 
Thar for aſſurance of this article , the Genowways ſhould giue him certeine oftages: 
That the Duke of Ay/az ſhou!d cauſe to be rendred to the king, the veſlells of at 
Rapale andthe tyelue gallies reſtrayned at Gees, andto arme torhim preſently at 
his proper charges two groſle carrakesof Genes,which with foure others of his own 
he ined to ſend to the ſuccors of Naples: That the Duke ſhould alſo deliver 
tothe king the yeare atter,three others in the ſame manner: Thar the Duke ſhould 
giue free and friendly paſſage to the companies that the king thould ſend by land to 
' theſameſuccors,vnder this couenamtthat there ſhould not paſſe by his eſtate more 
then two hundreth launces ata tyme: Thar if the kinge returned eftſoones to the 
ſame enterpriſe, the Duke ſhould followe him with cerreine bandes of men : That 
the Yenetians ſhould haue power to enter this contract within two monethes, And 
if they didenter,then to reryre their armie by ſea from the kingdom of Naples, and 
to be bownd to giueno ſuccors to Ferdinand: Bur if they did notobſerue this & the 
king ſhould leuye warre againft them, the Duke ſhould be bownde to ayde him,rea- 
ping to his vſc all that ſhould be conquered of the Yenetianeſtares: Thatthe Duke 
ſhould pay fiftie thowſand duckats in the next march to the Duke of Orleans for the 
charges ofthewarre of Nowero Andacquite the king ofbexx.rhowſand duckars per- 
ccHof the money he had lent his Maieſtie when he marched firſt into 7tay, the refi- 
dueto be rendred by his Maieſty ata longer tearme: That /obx /ackes Trmmlce ſhould 


. beabfolucd ofthe confiske and condemnacion wherein he had bene conuicted by 


the Duke,and enioyreſtitucion of all his goods: Thatthe baſtard of Burbor taken in 
the iorney of Furnoue,andthe Lord of Myolans taken at Rapale, rogether with all 0- 
ther priſoners{houlde beredeliuered: That the Duke thoulde withdraw from Py/# 
Fracaſſewhom he had ſent therher a litle before,together with all his bandes andthe 
companies of the Genowvays : That he ſhould giue no impediment to the Florentyns

to recouer thatwhich apperreyned to their juriſdition : That within one month 
he ſhould put by way of confidencethe caſtellof Gezes into the handes of the Duke 
of Ferrara,who calledto that ende by both the parties, was now come to the campe-. 
of thitalians, and that the ſayd Duke of Ferrarathoulde keepe it two yeares attheir 
common vos 4 6 vo to be bownde by othe to redeliuer it within the fayd ryme to 


the handes of the french king in caſe the Duke of My/a»thouldenotholde his pro- 
miſes,who immediatly vpon the concluſion of the peace,thould giue oftages rothe 
king tor aſſurance to aſligne the caſtell atthe ryme agreed vpon : Thele condicions 
brought tothe king by his Deputies that had debared them , were propownded in 
his publike and priuat counce [,wherein being founde no lefle variacion of mindes 
the contrariery of reaſons,cuery one diſputing particularly, Monſr Trymonillerealo- 
nedin this fort. If in the councell _ we had not todebare but of meanes roen- 
creaſe the glorie of the crowne of Frawnce by actions ot vallour and vertue,] ſhould 
not perhaps be ſo forward to encourage your Maieſties perfon to newe daungers, 
although the example of your ſelte giues you councell to the contrary, ſeeing be- 
ing cared withno otheraffeQionthen a deſire & ambicion of gjory, you determi- 
ned the yearepaſt,againſt the councells and humble peticions of the face and body 
of your realme,todiſcend into /t/y ro conquer the kingdom of Naples: where your 
enterpriſe drawing a ſucceſle happy and with encreaſe of your name and honor, it 
is athing manifeſt thatnowe we haue not onely to deliberat whether thoccaſionto

our proper reſolucions,as to reprehende and condemnethe councells eſtabliſhed 
by your lf: foryour Maicſtic mightwithour any loſſe to your repuracion haue re- 
meyned in Frawnce,and that which now the world will wrappe in opinions of diſho- 
norable feares and cowardifſe,could not as then be referred toany other thing then 
to negligence,or toan age occupiedin P_ : your maicſtie aſſoone as you had 
bene arriuedin Af, mighteftloones haue returned into Frawxce, with the ſame 
| Omar lefle ſhame,making as though the marters of Nowaro concernedyou no- 
thing atall: Butnowe by the preſence of your armie fo long incamping here, you 
haue publiſhed your intencion,and thatyou were touched with deſire to deliuer the 
towne from ſeege,for which regard alſo hauing aſſembled our of Frauxce fo great a 
proporcion of nobilitie and a leuye of Sv2-yz2ersata charge intollerable: wy will 
dowtthat if you depart and not fatisfie theſe exſpeacions but leaue the towne to 
her perills,that your glorie,with the repuracion of your whole realme, will not take

to Fraunce conſenting to the loſle of Nowero neither is,nor 
thing then theloſle of the whole kingdom of Naples, and the vnworthy ſlaughter of 
ſo many Capteines and Nobles of Frawnce left there tor the defence ofthe ſamevp- 
on your hopes 1oyned with your faith and promiſes to ſende them ſpeedy ſuccors: 
wherein, how miſerable will be their expectacions,but more wretched anddeſperat 
theireſtates and condicions, when they ſhall vnderſtand thatyour Maieſtieincam- 
ping vppon the frontyers of /taly with an armie ſo populous, and forces ſoreſolute, 
ſhal yet retyre & giue place to > country : The ſucceſle of warres,dependes partly 
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of repuracion,which when it declines,declinerh with all the vertue of the ſouldiers, 
the taith of the peoples diminitherth , and the reyenues appoynted to ſuſteyneand 
defray the warres,fall to wants and diminucions: As of — the ennemie 
increaſethin courage,ſuch as wander in teares and dowtes,cometo be reſolute and.

wretched and miſerable a newes , the itrength and vertue of ©... armiefalling into

by our vallour ſwell higher with the bludde of our ennemies then with his propper 
ſtreames: At what time alſo we openedour way with the ſworde , and as Conque- 
rors rode eyght dayes iorney thorow the Duchie of Mylan ennemie toour enter- 
priſes and greatnes : We haue now twyſe as many horſemen, the numbers of our 
trench footemen redobled,& in place of three thowſand Svwy7Fers,our armic em- 
braſeth at this inſtant two and twenty thowſand: And albeit thennemie is ſtronger 
then before in {maine footemen, yetin all diſcourſe of reaſon, they cannor holde 
compariſon with ours : Neither are their horſemen othersrhen the ſelfe fame, and 
their Capreines euen thoſe, thathauing once yelded vnder the force of our armes, 
and by our furie ſuffered ſo great harmes, will not eftſoones returne to the fight but 
with mindes fearfull and appalled : Butit may be obiected that the profirs of the vi- 
Qorie are ſo ſinall that they oughtnot toſtand in _—_ orcomputacion with vs: 
No,otthe contrary,they are ſuch for their nature and ſo greatfor their vſe, that we

Naples,the iuſt ſaferic offo many of your Capreines, and the honorable deliuerie of | 
ſuch a proporcionof your nobilitie: But alſo they makea ſecret offer to inueſt you 
inthe whole empire of /zahy,the which if we remeyne here with the vpper hand,will 
be the pray,frute,and recompenſe of our victorie: for what other bales , What 0- 
ther armies remeyne to thennemies inwhoſe campe are aſſembled all the forces, all 
« the companies,andall the Capteines,whichthey could leauye,cyther by _ au-

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thoritie,, or money, one trench which we ſhall winne, one rampier which we ſhall 
force,will put into our boſomes (things honorable and great) nor onely the empire 
andtreaſors of /ta{y,but alſo the meane to be reuenged of all our common and pri- 
uat wronges:which two ſpurres or mocions alwayes accuſtomed to pricke forward 
mindes baſe and cowardly,if they ſtirre not with an other quicknes our nation war- 
like & reſolute,we may _y that our vallour hath rather failed vs then our for- 
rune,by whom is prepared thoccaſionto winne info litleplace,8 in ſo few howers, 
ſo greatand —_ recompenſes, thatthe wiſcdom and delires of menreaſonable 
can\wiſhe no more: The time,the place,thoccafion,our fortune, & all other opor- 
runities and circumſtances to be confideredinenterpriſes,ofter vs the viorie.there 
wanteth nothing bur action in men , whichfor ſo much oughtto be more ready in 
vs,by how much it importeth men of vertue not toloſe the honor they haue got- 
ten, nor leaue ſuſpicion that want of vallour makes them —_— of that which 
their fortune offercth with ſo great fauor and further reputacion, The Prince of 0- 
range hauing a contrary aftection,ſpake againſt this opinion in this ſort,

contrary to all the precepts and directions of warre : I coulde be one of thoſe that 
would giue councell to reie the peace: for that by many reaſons we are encoura- 
ed notto accept it,as allo itcan notbe denied that it would notbe a thing honora- 
leto continue the warre,andnolefle conuenient for the affayres of Naples: Butthe 
rearmes whereunto are brought the towne and caſtel of Nowaro,not prouidedof vit-

ate of My{lan,The ſeaſon of the winter nowe at hande very vnfit to make warre in 
places ſo low and full of waters,and the qualitie of our armie for the nature & great 
multitudes of Svwyzzers who being notipedely employed may be more preiudici- 
all co vs then to our ennemies : Andlaſtly our generall want of money making our 
aboade here impoſſible for any long time, enforce vs (not accepting thaccorde)to 
ſecke the meane to putſuddeinly an ende to the warre : A thing which cannot be 
done otherwayes,then directly to goe & charge thennemies, which aſwell fortheir 
condicions,as the diſauauntages of the contrey,is ſu daungerous,that in reaſonable 
conference of thinges, the adlion cannot bur hold of raſhnes and indiſcreſſion: for 
that their campe is foſtrong bynature and art, according to the time they haue had 
torampier mllemcl it: The places round about where their garriſons are ſocon- 
uenient fortheir defence, and ſo well manned:the contrey , for the quantitic of dit- 
chesandimpediment of waters, ſo vnaptto the ſeruice of horſemen: Thatto goe 
ſeekethem direRly, and not to accoaſt them with commodities and aduauntages,

in trenches ſo ſtrongand well furniſhed with artilleric ? No, it is better (if you will 
proceede otherwayes then at aduenture)to ſeeke to driue them from their trenches

s moſtcerteine and deſperat: for with ' 
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by winning ſome place which they commaunde, or atleaſt in reſtrayningtheir vic. 
rells: wherein I can ſee no other thingro aſſure our hopes, then by proceeding deli- 
beratly & with the length of ime,which we haue no meaneto attend,(our aftayres 
bearingnothing more preiudicially then to tEporiſe 8& exſpect:) Beſides,our hore. - 
men conreyne neither thoſenumbers , nor that vallour, which happly many doe 
weene,for that many are-made weake by diſeaſes, many returned into Frawnce with 
leaue and without leaue,and many of thoſe that remeyne , ouertrauelled with this 
long warre,haue more defire to goe home then to fight: And touching the Svvyz- 
zers,who fortheirvertucare the principall forces of our armie,yert their greatnum- 
ber may happly be more huretull. , then would be vnprofitable a leſſer proporcion: 
for ſach hath bene alwayes thexperience of the cuſtoms and nature of that nation, 
| thatto manage them being ſoftrong and man —_—_— not almoſt be without 

certeinty of ſome daungerous tumult, ( ſpecially r ings as is neceſlary) proceeding 
with ſufferance and length of time:) During the which, by reaſon ot their payments 
wherein they are inſatiable,and other accidents which follow of courſe, may hap- 
pen athowſand occaſions toturne and chaunge them,8 ſo we ſhould remeyne vn- 
certeine whethertheir ayde would ſcrue vs as a medicineor a poyſon: Andin ſuch 
anvncertcintie we can not eſtabliſh any thing in our councells, and much leſlere- 
ſolue our mindes to any enterpriſe of vallour or importance: No man dowteth but 
the vidtorie is more honorable and ſure for the defence of the kingdom of Naptes, 
then theagreement to peace: Butin all ations of men and ipeciallyin watres, we 
muſt accommodat our councels to neceſſitie,and not for the deſire to obteyne that 
part whichis hard and impoſſible,to put the whole in manifeſt perill, ſeeing itis an 
office asequall and iuſtin a Capteine to ſhow wiſedom in his actions, as courage: 
The enterpriſe of Nowaro (Sir) was not your principall intencion , neither doth it 


touch _ but indirectly,tor thatyou pretend no right to the Duchic of Mylanand 


much lefſe are you come outof Naples to ſtay to make warre in Pyemont , but tore- 
rurne into Frawpce to giue order toleuye treaſor & men,to thende with more migh- 
ty ſuccors to miniſter ayde to your companies at Naples: who in the meanewhile 
what with the reskew of your nauiedeparted from Nyce, and what with the men 
moneyes of the Florentyns,will haue ſo good meane to defend their condicion, that 
they may withour daunger attende the great prouiſions which youare to arearc at 
your returne into Frawzce : I am none of thoſe that will aſſure that the Duke of 2111- 
lan will iuſtly obſerue theſe capitulacions, yet receiuing oftages of him andthe Ge- 
nowwuays,and the caſtellalſo commitrred accordingrto the forme of che contract, you 
are not without pawne and ſewertic: Itis alſo reaſonable in him to demaund peace, 
becauſe lying neareſt the daunger of your forces,his feares are no leſle juſt, then his 
perills likely : Beſides,leagues,which haue many competitors, of their propper na- 
ture haue notthar ſtabilitie and concord, but vpon occaſions they come to diſagree 
andfall of one froman other,in which caſe,euery litle hoale that they ſhal make,yea 
cuen the ſmalleſt cranell or creuiſh that ſhall appeare, will make to vs thevictorie 
no lefſe eaſie then well aſſured: So that ſecing your affayres ſtand in theſe degrees, 
and that God hath made it impoſſible to mortallPrinces to rule the time,my aduiſe 
is,thatyour Maieſtieſtriuenot againſt the ſtreame of the time, but to frame your in- 
clinacions to the peace,notthar itis of it ſelfe profitable or commendable, but be- 
cauſe itis an office in Princes wiſe and of ſtayed condicion , in cauſes difficult and 
daungerous,to allow foreafic and commendable, that thatis neceſſary and conuc- 
nient,or atleaſt wiſe ſuch as arelcaſtintangled with daungers, and nothing atallde- 
| rogate 
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rogat reputacion and honor. The Duke of Or/eansrebuked ſharpely the ſpeeches of »» 


the Prince of Oranze,cither of them = ſuch libertic of paſſion, thar falling from 

wordes to reproches and iniuries,the Duke gaue himthe lye inthe whole preſence 
of the councell : But thinclinacion ofmoſt part of the councell and conſequently of 
the multitude of tharmic,was to embraſe the peace,bearingſo much power in them 
all,and no lefle in the = of the king a ſweete defire to returne into Frawnce,that 
they were notableto iſcerne the daungerofthe kingdom of Neples,andmuch leſſe 
to ſee how ſlaunderous it was to ſuffer to be loſt aforetheireyes the citic of Nowaro, 

and laſtly to depart out of #aly with condicions fo vnequall conſidering the incer- 

reintic of thobſcruacion: which diſpoſicion was fo vehemently fauored by the 
Prince of Orange that many dowred leſt ro rifie the king of Romaines,towhom he 
was moſtaffect:oned,he had no leſleregard to the profit of the Duke of Myl/an the 

tothe commodiies of the french king,with whom trucly his authoritie was great, 

partly forthe excellencie of his wit, and partly for the credir of his vallour,but moſt 

of all,for that it is a cuſtom and propertie with Princes,toeſteme moſt wiſe, ſuch as 

are moſt conformed to their inclinacions, 

Arlaſt the peace was made,which was no ſooner ſworneby the Duke of Mylan, 
then the king,reieting all other thoughtes then ſuch as made for his returne into 
Fraunce,wErt forthwith ro Thuryn: his haſt was the more importunat to depart from 
Ferceillfor that thoſe bands of the Sv-yzzers that were inthe campe,to afſuretheir 

ayes of three whole monerhs(according to the cuſtom of Lowvys the xj.as they al- 
$a began to ſpeake of ſtaying the king or the chicfteines of his Court for the 
ſewerrie of their pay: notwithſtanding they could notclaymeſo much by promiſe, 
nor ycthad ſerued {olong time : from which daunger albeitthe perſon of the king 
was delivered by his {uddeine departure,yet they hauing made priſoners the Baylif 
of Dyon and others that leauyed them , he was in theende conſtrayned to aſſure all 
' their demaundes aſivell with promiſes as with oſtages : from 7 haryathe king defi- 

ringto make a perfect eſtabliſhment of the peice, ſent to the Duke of Hyllan the 
Mareſhall of Gze,the Preſident of Ganuay,and Argentonto induce him toſpeake with 
his Maieſtie: The Duke ſeemed to be of the ſame defire,but it was nor ns oe ſome 
dowt of treaſon : In ſo much,thar either tor that ſuſpicion, or obieing perhappes 
ſome ___ difficulties,as not to gine occaſion of1elowſic to the confederats, or 
for that his ambicion woulde not ſuffer him ro:come in a behauior interior to the 
frenchking: he propownded to haue the meting vpon the middeſt of a riuer,where 
a bridge being made cither with barkes or other matter , there ſhoulde be berwene 
them a barre of wodde:: A manner of commoning together vſcd heretofore by the 
kinges of Eng/andand Fraunce,and other great Princes of the Weſt: This the king 
refuſed as a thing vnworthy his greatnes, and therefore without any enteruiewe, he 
receiued his oſtages,and diſpatched Peron de {z Baſche to Genes to receive the two 
carrakes that were promiſed him, and torigge foure othersat his owne charges for 
the ſuccorsofthe caſtells of Naples, whichhe knew had not receiued the reskewes 
ſent from Nyce,for that they ſuffred ſo many impediments as they could notbe pro- 
table tothe ſeruice of Naples:In which reſfect his peoples there beſeged had made 
compolicion to render vp the caſtells if they werenot ſuccored within thirty dayes: 
Theking made his plot to arme the ſayd veſſells with threerhowſand Suwy>zers, & 
to adioyne them to the ſayd nauie parted from Nice noweretyred to Lyworne,and to 
certeine other veſſells ger fn from Proxence : All which (without the great ſhips 
of the Genovways) had not bene ſutficientfor that ſuccors, _ hauen of Naples be- 

h Litj 
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ingnow fullof a huge armie by ſea both for the veſſells of che prouiſions of Ferd;- 
zandand alſo for twenty gallies and foure ſhippes ſent therher by the Venetians:The 
king after he had diſpatched Monſr Argenton to Venice to ſolicitthe Senat ro enter 
intothe peace and participat with thaccord,tooke his way into Fraunce with all his 
Courr,& that with ſuch equall ſpeede and defire to be there, thatthere was nothi 
coulde ſtay him any fewe | in /taly, no not till the Genowways had delivered him 
their oſtages promiſed vppon the contraR at Yerceill, whichcerteinly they had ac- 
compllind Fly ; haſtic departure had not preuented their true intencion and mea- 
ning>Thus then vponthe cnde of October 1 49 5. Þis maieſtic returned on thother 
ſide the mountes, reſembling rather a perſonage vanquiſhed thena Prince victor 
(norwithſtanding the conqueſt and viories he had obreyned:)he left as his Liefe- 
renantin Af (acitic which itſhould ſeeme he bought of the Duke of Orleans) lobn 
Jacques Triuulce with five hundreth frenche launces , who not many dayes after of 
their propper authoritie followed the king,by whome was leftno other ſuccors for 
the 1 us ho of Naples,thenthe nauiespreparing at Genes and Prowence, andthe aſ- 
fignacion of the aydes and moneyes pronuled by the Florentyns. 

After the diſcourſe of other things,me thinkes it can not be out of ſe ({pe- 
cially it beinga deſtinie farall chat the calamities of /zaly ſhouldtake their 99744 
of the paſſage of the french-men, or atleaſt were im tothem)ro leaue ro me- 
morie and tradicion in what fort began the diſeaſe whichthe french call the euill of 
Naples,andrthe /talians namethe botche,or more commonly the diſcaſe of Fraunce: 
Ithapned asan infeionto the french men whileſt they were at Neples,and by them 
in their returne from that warre, was diſperſed and ſpredd thorow all 7r4/y : This di- 
ſcaſe cither altogether newe, oratleaſt vnknowne in that age in our hemiſpheare 0- 
therwayes then in the moſt extreame and furtheſt partes, was for certeyneyeares ſo 
horrible,thart it well deſerueth mencion and monument, as a calamitic greeuous & 
lamentable: for itappeared alwayes either in vile botches or buttons, which often- 
times proucd vicers incurable, or clſe they tormented the whole bodye with payne 
and BG in the ioyntesand finewes: Andthe Phiſicions hauing no experience in 
maladies of that nature,andtherefore ignorant in the remedies proper and naturall, 
applied oftentimes cures ms; Tags and comrary,whichinflamed the infeQi- 
on to greater rage, cuen tothe killing of many bodies of all ages and ſexes : Many 
becamedeformed with them,and ſubie almoſt to! uall corments, yea ſome 
ſuch as ſeemed tobe deliuered ofthem,returned eftioones inſhort time to the ſame 
miſeric : Bur after the courſe of many yeares (cither the influence aboue being ap- 
peaſed which bredd them fo horrible and raging,or by long experience their pro- 
per remedies and cures being founde out) the diſcaſe began to be leſſe malicious, 
chaunging ir (elfe into diuerſe kindes of infirmitie, differin 
whereof truely the regions & people of our times might iuſtly complayne,if it hap- 
ned tothem withour their propper diſorder, ſecing itis well approucd by all thoſe 
that haue dili ſtudied and obſerued the proprieties of that euil,that citherne- 
uer or very rarely it hapneth to any otherwayes by contagious whoredom or 
immoderat incontinencie. The french thinkeit reaſonable to acquite them ofthig- 
nominie,for that it is knowen ſince thar ſuch a diſeaſe was tranſportedout of Spaine 
to Naples, &yetn or natural of that nation, but brought thether from the 
yles,which in thoſe ſeaſons began to be made familiar toour regions by the nauiga- 
cion of Chriſtofer Colonus a Genowway: In which yles by the fauorof nature, arere- 
medies ready tothe cure of thazill,by drinking onely of the iuice of a wodd (moſt 
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of Pyſa into their protethion : The french king determineth to retwrne mto [taly: The king of Ro- 
maznes beſeegeth Lynorne : The Pope makes warre vpponthe Þ rſins: The french Kmg dyeth at 
eAmboyſe : Frear leronumo Sanonarolau hanged at Florence. |

[. ODOWTK SFORCE keepeth not the treatie of peace: The Venetrans take the towne 


in byſomuch more were worthy and notable the vertues & 
_ > actions of the Senat of Yenice and Duke of Myllan, by how 
much the taking armes with a wiſe and refolut councell,were the onelylers, thatſo 
goodly a partof the world fell nor into the ſeruitude of ſtraungers: Bur as nothing 
can XA the couctouſnes of man, ſoif they had not bene caried with ambicious' 
reſpectes touching their intereſts and deſires particular, nor (to theirpropper infa- 
mie and Morn rr had ſo corruptedthe vniuerfall benefitte and common 
weale of thatregion: No man might haue dowred that 1ra/y, (readdrefſed by their 
armies and councells,and eftſoones repoſſeſſed other auncient dignities and prero- . 
gatiues) had not bene tor long time aſſured againſt the imporrunities, furies,and vi- 
olent inuaſions of the prowde nations beyonde the Mountes : But ambicion,which 
would not ſuffer either of themro\be contented with his lymitts , was the cauſe nor 
onely ro returne vpon /t«/y new inuaſions and troubles, bur alſo that they could not 
way the frute of the vitorie which their forrune brought into their hands againſt 
thoſe miſerable remeynders of the frenche in the kingdome of Naples ; A victorie 
which the negligence & vnwiſe councells of the king made of cafe aftionto them, 
tor that theſuccors which he had leuyed at his departure out of Jtaly, were either ;

partic that hath offended: k Sforce conſented not tothe peace with the king 
with a ſownd faith and meaning,for thatremembring the iniuries he had done him, 
he thought irſtoode not with his ſewertic eftſoones to commit him ſelfe to the fi- 
delitic of the king : But the deſire rorecouer Nowaro, & deliuer his owne eſtate from 
thincommodities of the warre,induced him to promiſe that which he had no delire 
to keepe, following the kinges humor with wordes, and keeping his intencions diſ- 
ſembled: Andit may be ſuppoſed,that in the peace made with this ſemblance, did 
participat the conſent of the Senat of Yexice, willing to disburden their ſtate with- 
out their infamie,of the my huge and great expenſes occupied vppon the warre of 
Nonaro: But Lodowwyk,to whom in actions of ſhift and confing, nothing was more 
familiar then moderacion of wit, becauſe he would not in vnaduiſed fort breake the 
articles ofthe capitulacion,bur ſhadow his _ with ſome coller, accompliſhed 
that which he could notdeny to be in his power: he deliuered oftages: he ſerre arli- 
berrie the priſoners paying their raunſoms of his propper treaſors: hereſtored the 
veſſells taken at Rapale : he withdrew from Pyſa Frecaſſe whom he couldnot diſſem- 
ble to be in his pay: laſtly he purthe caſtell of Gees into the handes of the Duke of 
Ferrare who wentthether in perſon to recciue it: Butonthother ſide,he left within 
Pyſa Luke Maluezz0 with many bandes of ſouldiers as though he were in the wages 
and payes ofthe Genovwayes : he ſuffered that two carrakes which were —_—_ at 
Genes went to Naples forthe ſeruice of Ferdinand, viing this excuſe, that for that he 
had-interteyned thery afore the concluſion of the peace, they of Genes woulde nor 
conſent that they ſhould be denied to him: he labored ſecretly that the Genownays 
ſhould nor deliver in their oftages to the king : Andthat which was of greater con- 
ſequence for the loſle of the caſtells of Naples,afterthe king had armed and manned 
the foure ſhippes , and that he had furniſhed him of the two for the which he was 
bownd: he wrought ſo with the Gepowways,that mms 1 of feare, they 
gaue impediments thatthe kinges ſouldiers ſhould not be armed, if firſt they rece1- 
uednotof him ſufficient caution thatheſhoulde not employe them againft them 
ſelues,nor atrerr pr with that force to chaunge the gouernment of Genes: For theſe 
cauillacions the king complayned by menexpreſle to Lodowwyk,who (according to 
his cuſtomin euaſions)afilwered him with exceptions, ſometimes that he had pro- 
miſed ro furniſh him with the ſhipps,but without conſent that they ſhould be man- 
ned with french ſouldiers : And ſomerymes he alleaged that the juriſdiction which 
he had of Genes was nor abſolur,bur limited and reſtrayned to ſuch condicions,as he 
had no powerof compulſion , and much lefſe was his authoritic ro enforce their 
wills tohis deſires, ſpecially mthinges which they pretended to be daungerous for 
their eſtate;or to derogat the libertiesof their citie: whereinthe berter ro1uſtifie his 
excuſes, he wrought ſothat the Pope commaunded the Gexovways and him vppon 
ayne of the Church cenſures, that they ſhould nor ſuffer to be drawne from Gees 
bh the french king any veſlells of no ſort or nature: In ſomuch as the ſuccors exſpe- 
acedwithſog delireby the french which were wretched in the kingdom of N«-

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ples,foarted to no comfort or relceffe to them: No more did the aydes and moneyes. 
promiſed by the Florengyns : ſecing after thaccord madeat Thuryn,Guind: Autboine 
Veſpucci one of their Embaſſadors aſſiſtant at the concluſion, departing immediatly 
with all the me; gp 229 Py {uſpicion thorow the Duchie 
of: Myllan,for that the common weale of Florence was notdeclared ennenue to cy- 
ther part: he was _—_ in Alexandria by the Dukes commiſſion: And all his pa- 
pers and diſpatches taken from him, he was led forthwith ro Myllangvhererhe capi- 
rulacion and prom les of the Floyentyns being bewraied,the Yenetiansand the Duke 
rooke councell,notto ſuffer the Pyſazs toperith: who aſloone as the french king was 


one out of /taly, had by newe Embaſladors recommended their affayres ro Yerice 71, vmnc;. 


and Myllan: Their relolucion toreskew the Pyſans was not without the conſent of 
the Pope and chEmbaſladors of the other confederats,vnder pretence to hinder 
the money and aydes which the Florentynsreentring into Poſe and their other pla- 
ces,were to ſendeto the realmeof Naples: And allo tor thar being conioyned with 
the trenchking,andby the recouering of that citie,made more mighty, they might 
;n many ſortes endomage the common faferie of /ta/y: butrhe principall humor 
that fed that mocion was their ambic1on & great deiireto make them ſelues Lords 
ouer Py/a: A ſweete pray to intyce ambicious mindes,and as it had bene atore tyme 
vehemently aſpired by Lodowwyk, fo the YVenetzans began nowe in like ſort to looke 
into it with couctous eyes,as people , who ſceing the auncient vnitic of other Po- 
tentats broken,andone parte of thoſe weakned which had wont to oppoſe againſt 
them, embraſcd alreadye with thoughtes and hopes the Monarchie of all /tahy : 
Whereunto they eſteemed the imperie of Pyſaa very conuenient inſtrument, to 
beginne with the commoditie of his hauen (whichthey thought could not be long 
kept by Florence not holding Pyſa)to ſtretch outtheir lymits euen tothe interior ſea: 
hauing withall by thopporrunirie of that citie, anentrey of great importance into 
T«5+an:The Duke of Myllan ſhowed moſt readines to miniſter to their ſuccors,vho 
interteyning at the ſame inſtant the Florentyns with diuerie prattiſes, had ordeyned 
that Fracaſſe,vnder cooller of his priuat buſines (tor he had poſſeſſions in that con- 
trey) ſhould goe to Pyſa,and the Gezowways to refurnith them with newe ſupplies of 
fooremen: The Yenetzans allo forgot not tonouriſh them with promiſes and com- 
fortes of ſpeedy ſuccors, and accordingly diſpatched one of their Secretories to 
Genes to make a leauye of footemen , and perſwade the Genowways not toabandon 
the Pyſazs : yerthey were long in ſending their ſtrength thether,perhaps by this opi- 
nion,that ſo long as the citadel] was holden by the trench king,&1o long as he were 
in /taly,it was not conuenientto lay any great foundacion of thoſe thinges: On the 
otherſide, rhe Florentyns,aduertiſed of the newe couenants made with the king by 
their Embaſſadors at Thwryn, had increaſed their armic, to be the more able to con- 
ſtrayne the Pyſa#5toreceiue them aſſoone as they ſawe the diſpatches of the ki 
And albeit as you haue heard, they were reſtrayned together with-their Embaſla- 
dor by the Duke of ylen,yer they forbare notto take the borowof Palaye, and fo 
plantedtheir campeatore Y7copi/an: the beſecging of which place was of noetfect, 
partely for that the Capreines (cither by ill councell, or for thatthey judged their 
ſtrength nor ſufficient to bring their campe on thar fide rowards' Pyſa,the Pyſans ha- 
uing erected a baſtyllyon on a mount neare the towne) encamped on that ſide vn- 
derneath rowardes Brentina: A placeof litle commoditie to hurt Vieo,and keeping 
it,the way of Fy/a and Caſinslay open tothoſe that were beſceged : partely for thac 
PawuleVitelli having receiued three thowſand duckats, went therher to defend it, 
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entring with his companies and the bandes of his brethren vndera faynedcooller 
ro haue lerrers ofthe king, 8 commaundementfrom the generall of Languedok bro- 
ther ro the Cardinall of S. Mallovy remeyninglicke at Pretra Sante, toprotect Pyſa 
and thappurtenance, vntil other order were taken:Certcinly it isa thing right won- 
derfull in reaſon, and no lefle rare in experience and exampie, that the Pyſans were 
arone tyme defended by the ſouldiers of the french king, and ayded by the ſuccors 
of the Duke of Myllan,and nouriſhedalſo with hopes by the ſtate of Venice,norwith- 
ſtanding that Senar & the Duke of My{xawere in open warre with the french king; 
« Burſuch is the rage of ambicion, andſo fweete thinſfinuacion of rule and imperie, 
« thatin whomrhey haue kindled their infeion,they ceaſe not toinflame more and * 
« more their deſires withourreſpe& to fidelitic, conſcience, difhcultie, or common 
. « obſeruanciec,holding all thinges lawful that make for their purpoſe,and nothing vn- 
<< ſemely that may ſerueto fartisfie their inſatiable aſpiring thoughts: with the reskew 
that came with the bandes of YVi#el;,Ficopiſan defended it ſelfe cafily,and gaue no li- 
tle domage tothe campe of the Florentyns, the ſame being pitched in a place fo 0- 
and diſcouered,that it received many harmes by the arnilleries whichthe Py/ans 
ad caried within Yjco:In ſo much that hauing endured the harmes by many dayes, 
the Capreines found it neceſſary to their ſaferie, to leuyethe ſeege to theirreproch 
and ſhame: Afeer this,the kinges diſpatches beingar laſt come, which writteninto 
copies,were ſecretly ſent out by many wayes,the towne,caſtell,and port of Lizorne 
wereimmedatl { rendred to the Florentyns by Salliane Lictetenant to Monſ7 Beau- 
mont to whom the king had giuen them in charge : when £M.D'iſſe Depuric Com- 


miſfioner toreceiueot the Florentyns the ratificacion of thaccord made at ”, 
and ro ſee the reſtitucion execured,beganto treate with Extragues Capreine of the 
cyradell of Pyſa,and of the caſtells of P:etrs Santa and Mutton, torefoluc with him of 
the day and manner to reſigne them 'ppe: But Eztragses induſed cither by the ſelfe 


ſame inclinacion common with the frenche menthatwerethen in Py/a,or by 
ſome ſecrer commiſſions from M.de Ligni, vnder whole name and as depending 
vpon him,he was preferred to that charge,or perhaps drawneby the loue which he 
bare to a lirle Graciana doughter of one of the Citiſens of Pyſ# (for it is not credible 
thar onely the deftre of money led him,fince he might receiue a greater quantitic of 
the Florentyns) he began to oppoſe many difficulties:ſomerimes giuing rothe kin 
lecters partents an interpretacion contrary to the true ſenſe: and ſometimes a. 
leaged that arthebeginning he had commaundement notrto render them but by 
ſecret aduertiſementsfrom <Monſr de Ligny: vpon which impediments, after they 
had in vaynediſputed certeine dayes, it was neceſlary for the Florentyns to make a 
new inſtance tothe king remeyning yet at Ferce:/, ro remedie that diſorder expreſ- 
ſed with fo great an offence to his maieſtic,and hurt to his ſpecial! profit: The kin 
became much moued with the diſobedience of Extragues, and commaunded CH 
Ligny (notwithourindignacion) to conſtrayne him to obey , determining to ſende 
thether a manof authoniie withnewe letters parrents and threates from the Duke 
of Orleans wheſe ſeruant he was: Burthereſolut obſtinacie of H.de Ligny and the 
fauors which hehad in courr,being of more power then the {lender councell of the 
king,the diſpatch was delayed certcine dayes , andin the ende ſentnot by aman of 
antlickiefi dy M. Launcepugno afimple gentleman : with whome went Camylls 
Vitellitoleade his companies tother of Naples,and withall ro conduitthether 
one part ofthe money to be defrayed by the Florentyns, to whoſe armie, afſoone as 
the kinges letters parents were arriued, were ioyned the menof warre of both the 
| Vitellic: 
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ol ; This diſpatche wroughtno more effeRt then the firſt, norwithſtanding the 
tar had —_ wo —— duckats of the Florentyns,to ———— 
the kinges aunſwer came) the bandes of footemen which were in garriſon within 
the Citadell: And to Camilla were payed three thowland duckars , becauſe other- 
wayes he would haue hindredthar the kinges letters ſhould not haue bene preſen- 
ted: for the Caprcine of theciradell (ro whom as was ſuppoſed de Lignihad ſentby 
an other way, commiſſions quite contrary) After he had many dayes abuſcd their 
ex(peRacion,and iudgingrthat the Florentyns(for that there were within the rowne 

ides thinhabitantes,a thowſand footemen forreyners,) coulde not force the ſub- 
urbes of S. Marke ioyned to the gate of Florence leaning to the citadell where the Fy- 
ſans had madea greatbaſtyllion, and that ſo he might come to the ende of his in- 
tencion without manifeſt obicQing againſt the kinges will: he ſentto thother F/o-". 
rents Commiſſioners,to preſent their armie aforethe ſayd gate,(which they could 
not doc onles they wonne the ſuburbs)for that if the Pyſas would notreceiue them 
in by accorde,he would force them to abandonir, theſame gate being lo ſubic& to 
tharrilleric of the citadell, that it was not able to meinteyne defence againſt the will 
of ſuch as haditin gard: The Florentyns incliningreadily to this dewie , went the- 
ther with agreat preparacion,a courage reſolute,and an inflamed diſpoſicion of all 
the campe then lodging at S. Remy, a place neare tothe ſuburbes: And with ſuch 
vallourthey aſſayled the llionon three (des (inthe forme, ſeate, and rampiers 
whereof,they had bene fully ai Hans Pawvle Vitelli)chat they brake and putto 
fight ſuch as ſtoodein defence, and pu os chaſe, they enter Pelle Mele the 
ſuburbes by adraw bridge which ioyned to the baſtyllion, killing and making priſo- 
ners the moſt of them : In this furie there was no dowr, (without the ayde of the ci- 
radel!) but atthe ſame inſtant they might haue made perte& the conqueſt of Py/aby 
that gate,many of their men at armes being entred,for that the Pyſaxs put to flight, 
made noreſiſtance: But the Capteine of the citadel ſeeing thinges ſucceede on” 
wayes then he looked for,beganto —_ tharrilleric vpon the Florentyns : with 
which accident vnlooked for,the Commiſhoners and leaders marucling not a litle, 
many of their ſouldiers flayne and hurt by thartillerie, and P7awayle Yitel; wounded 
inone of his legges,they ſownded theretrai& , holdingit impoſſiblero take Pyſaar 
that time for the furious reſiſtance of the citadell: yea withinfewe dayes after , rhey 
were conſtrained for the harmes _ receiued by tharrillerie ro abandon the ſub- 
urbes which they had brought intotheir power , and ſo reryred with great diſcou- 
rage andno lefle di{contented to Caſina,till the king had nd ſo manifeſt a dil- 
obedience ofhis ſubiectes. 

Inthis meane whule alſo,the Florentyns were not without their perplexities, for Perrr de me- 
new and daungerous practiſes ſtirred vp principally by the Potentats of the league; © «be 
Who to giue the more impediments to the conqueſt of Py/a,and by ſome newe ne- - ; ag 

: f 
ceſſities at home,toenforcerhem to leaue thalliance of the french king, incenſed P, ras dererns- 
de medicis to make triall, with the ayde ofVirginioVr/ar, (fled from the trenchcampe _ _ 
the day of the batrell of Taro,) to returne to Florence: A matter of right caſie perſwa- rence. a 
cion both tothe one and other: for tharto /77gzn4oit ſoarted togood purpole(what 
ſo cuer came to thenterpriſe) to reaſſemble at the charges of others, his auncient 
bandes and partakers,and readrefle him ſelte efrſoones in the reputacion of armes: 

And Peter according to the cuſtom of men baniſhed, had no want of diverſe hopes 

for themultitudeof frendes which he had in the citie,by whom he had intelligence | 

that the gouernment popular was diſplcaſing to many of the nobles,and no lefle in- | 
s —- M | 
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rollerable ro many of his fa&tion and followers , which by reaſon of the auncient 
greatnes of his houſe, was almoit vniuerſal thorow the whole dominion of Florence: 
F was beleued that this plot rooke his firſt deuiſe and beginning art Myles, tor that 
Viremio was no ſooner eſcaped out of the hands of the french,rhen he made his firſt 
elleaed goe viſit the Duke: bur afterwards the reſolucion lucceeded at Rome,where 
did negociat many dayes with the 0x, ag Venice and the Cardinall 
Askanins, who proceeded by commiſſion from Lodowwyt his brother: Theſe were 
the groundes and hopes of this enterpriſe: thar beſides the bandes which Yirginio 
ſhould leauye of his olde ſouldiers,and with tenne thowſand duckars gathered by p. 
de medicis of his owne and by theliberaliries of his trendes: John Bentyuole being then 
inthe pay of the Venetians and the Duke of MHyllan ſhould ar the ſame inſtantmake 
warre againſt them vppon the frontyer of Bolognia: And alſo that Katherine Sforce 
whole Grine poke pay of the Duke of Ayllan,thould vexe them by the cities of 7- 
molaand Furly,cc "21 te vpon the landes of the Florentyns: Laſtly they made pro- 
miſerothem ſelues (not mn vaine) to haue at their deuocion the Syexnoys,no lefle in- 
flamed withan old hatred againſt the F/orentyns,then defirous to embraſe occaſions 
to preſerue Mopnrpultian, A rowne which they diſtruſted nor to be able to defend of 
them ſelues, for that hauing attempted not many monerhes beforewith their owne 
ſtrengrth,and the bandes of the Lord of P/ombyn and John Sauelle (whome the Duke 
interteyned in common with them) ro make them ſelues Lordes of the contrey of 
the marryſle of Chianes,which marryſſe had bene long time the lymir or markeſtone 
of that ſide þ ne the Florentyns and them,and to that ende they had begonne to 
make neare to the bridge of YVa/zane, A baſtyllionto beatea tower erected by the Flo 
rentyns vpon the poynt towards AMontpulcian: things fel out contrary to their hopes 
and exſpectacion: for thatthe Florentyns, moued with the —_ of the loſle of 
this bridge, which notonely tooke from them all meanes ro moleſt Honrpulcran, 
bur alſo gaue entrie ro thennemies into the territories of Cortons and Arerze and 0- 
ther peeces,which on thother ſide of Chianes apperteyneto their iuriſdiaion, ſent 
thether a ſtronge ſuccor, which forced the baſtyllion begon by the Syennoys: And 
for their full ſewertic of that peece, they planted neare the bridge (but onthother 
ſide Chianes)a baſtyllion conuenientto beſtow many ſouldiers in: by whole helpe 
and commoditie they made roades euento thegates of Montpalcian, vexing with 
like actions all the townes of the S/ennoys on thatfide:To which ſucceſſe was ioyned 
this fortune, that alicle after the paſſage of the french king, they had broken neareto 
Montpulcian,the bandes of the Siennoys and made priſoner John Saxell their Cap- 
teine : But Virginio and Peter de medics hoped to obteineplace ofretraite with other 
commodities ofthe people of Perw/ia, not onely for that the famulic of the Baillons, 
(who with armes and aydes of their followers were almoſt become Maiſters of that 
citic)were vnitedto Y7jrginio ina common fidelitic tothe name and faftion of the 
Guelffs,and had withall familiar and ſtraite frendſhipps with Lewwrence and Peter de 
medrcis whileſt he ruled in Florence, by whoſe fauors and other miniſtracions they 
had ſpeciall countenance againſt all ation of their ennemies: but alſo being the 
ſubiees of the Church (but more in demonſtracions thenin ve it was bele- 
ued that in thinges concerning principally their eſtates, they would yeld to the will 
of the Pope,haumg communinie therein the conſent of the Yenetians and Duke of 
Mylan: Vrrginio then and Peter de medzcis departed from Rome withtheſe hopes, & 
occupying amongeſt them ſclues theſe perſwacions, that the F/orentyns trauclled 
with ciuill diuifions at home,andvexed by theirneighbours abroad vnder the -_ 
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of the confederats,coulde hardely make reſiſtance: And remeyning certeine dayes 
berwene Terni and Tod; and thele confynes, where YVirgimio ſtudying by all meanes 
to plucke downe the Gebelyn tation, leauyed menand money of the Guelffes: Arlaſt 
they ſerled their campein fauor of the Perwſins,before Gualde, A towne poſſeſſed by 
the communaltie of Fwljgni, bur folde before by the Pope fortix thowſand duckatts 
to the Peru/ins , who were no lefle inflamed with a deſire ro haue 1t, then incenſed 
with the contencion ofthe parties,by reaſon of whoſe dealinges all the rownes a- 
bout inclined then to emocion and inſurre&ion: for not many dayes before, the fa- 
mulic of the Oddzes, baniſhed from Perouſa8& chicttaines of the fatto contrary tothe 
Bayllions,hauing aydes of them of Fwligni,Aſceſe, and other peeces there adioyning, 
which embraſed the parte of the Gebylins, were entred Corciana, (a ſtronge peece 
within fiue myles of Perouſa) with three hundreth horſe , and fiuc hundreth toote- 
men : for whichaccident,all the contrey being riſen (for Spolette,Camerin,and other 


places of the Guelffes were tauorable to the Bay/lons they of Oady within tewe dayes | 


after entred by night within Perouſe,and that with ſuch aſtoniſhmentto the Baylons, 
that hauing loſt hope & abilirie of detence, they began ro put them ſelues to flight: 
But the Oaazes, by afinall and vnlooked for aduenture, loſtthat vitorie,which the 

ower of ther ennemies coulde not depriue them of: forthat being come withour 
impediment to one of the entries of the principallplace , and one of them whofor 
that purpoſe caried a hatcher,offring to cur in peeces the chayne drawne ouer the 
way accordingto the cuſtom of citiesin faction: And being ſo troubleſomly enuy- 
roned with the prefle of his companies , that he had no ſpaceto lift vp his arme to 
| hewethe chayae,cryed with a lowdevoyce giue backe, giue backe, to thende that 
hauing more roomeghis libertie might be more furthering to the action he went a: 
bout: This voyce being wrong vnderſtanded , and repeated from hand to handby 
ſuchas followed him, and ſo delivered to others inafenle ſounding to reryre and 
flee,it was the cauſe thatallthe companies without other encownter or let, tell ſud- 
deinly to flee,notone knowing by whom they were chaſed, nor for what occaſion 
they fledd: This diſorder reſtored thaduerſaries to ſuch preſent courage, thatreaſ- 
ſembling their ſtrength, they charged them in the chaſle and made great ſlaughter 
taking priſoner Troy/lo Sawelio, who forthe ſame affection to the faftion , ay, vc 
ſentto the ſuccorsof the Oadzes by Cardinall Sawlz: And applying their forces to 
thoccaſion that was offered,they followed the chafſe euento Corciana, whichthey 
recouered in this aCtion,and with the ſame turie: Andlaſtly not contented with the 
death of ſuch as they had ſlaine in the chaſle, they hanged many at Feron/a, tollow- 
ing the crueltie which for the moſt part other factions are wontto ve: of which tu- 
multes,many murders hapning in the places bordring, torthar in ſeaſons dowrfull, 
the parties arecarefull,and doe cuſtomably draw into inſurreRion, either for deſire 
to cut of their ennemies,or tor feare to be preuentedby them: The Peru/ins inflamed 
againſt the Fulignians,had ſent the campe to Gua/da, And hauing giuen thaſſault to 
tin vaine,withno lefſe diſtruſt to cary it by their owne ſtrength, they accepted the 
aydes of YVirginzo who offered him ſelfe to them, to thendethat at the brute of boo- 
ticand ſpoyle,the ſouldiers might ronne with more readinesto the warre: Andal- 
beitthey were preſſed by him and by Peter demedicisro miniſter openly to their en- 
terpriſe,or atleaſt ro giue ſome peece of artillerie or place of retraite for their peo- 
ple at Chaſt;jo du lac confyning vponthe territorie of Cortonne, with-commoditie 
ot vittells for tharmie : yer they conſented to neuer one of the demaundes,notwith- 
ſtanding the Cardinall Askan;s made inthe name of the Duke of Myllan greatin- 
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ſtance,and the Pope commaunding no lefſe by writts vehemenr and full of threars: 
All this was,for that ſince the taking of Corciana, the Florentyns lending them mo- 
ney,and giuing yearly penſion to Guido and Radolpho chiete of the Bazllons,and laſtly 
hauing taken into their pay /ohn Pawwuieſonne to Radolpho,they were of their (ide & 
conioyned with them : Belides theſe , they were eſtraunged from thamitie of the 
Pope,for that they feared he ſtoode fauorable and inclinedto the cauſe of their ad- 
uerfaries,or at leaſt,by thoccaſion of their diuiſions , they ſulpefted that he aſpired 
to putabſolutely that citie vnder the obedience ofthe Church : In this rime,Pavwle 
Vrſin,vwho with three ſcore men at armes of the olde companie of Y:rgin:o, had re- 
meyned many dayes at Montpwlcian,and afterwards was gonto the borow of Pjeua: 
interteyned & direction of Peter de medicis) A —_ in the citic of Cortone, 
with intencion to execute it atſuch time as the bandes of Y7rginioſhould approch, 
whoſe numbers nor vertue aunſwered notthe firſt plots : But during that reſpitt of 
time, the practiſe being diſcouered which was builded vppon the foundacion and 
meane of one of the exiles of baſe condicion: one part of their generall groundes & 
deuiles began to fayle,and withall many great impediments to appeare: for the Flo 
rentyns,in whom was alwayes nourithed a c polliciero prouide for daungers, 
leauing in the contrey of Pyſa three hundreth men at armes & two thowſandtoote- 
men,had ſent to encampe neare Cortone two hundred men at armes & 2. thowſand 
foortemen vnder the leading of the Court Rinuece de Marciane whom they had made 
Mercenarye in their pay: Andtothend the bandesof the Syexmoys ſhould haue no 0- 
porrunitie to ic th Yerginioaccordingeto the practiſe betweene them: they 
ſentto Poggi imperiallvpon the borders of the contrey of Sienna (vnderthe gouern- 
ment of Gaidobalde of Montfeltre Duke of Yrbyn, whom they had interreyned into 
their pay a litle before)three hundreth men atarmes,and fuetcene hundreth toote- 
men,beſides many baniſhed from S/enns (with whom they adioyned) to keepe the 
citic in greater feare: Burt after Yirgmmio had giuen many aſſaulres to Gua/dg where 
Charles his baſtard ſonne recceiued a wound with a ſmall ſhot, and hauingembraſed 
the moneyes ſent ſecretely to him as was ſuppoſed by the Fulignians, he rayſed his 
campe withourmentionor reſpect to thintereſts of the Feru/5ns, and marched tothe 
tabernacles and ſo toParicale inthe contrey of Perouſa, _—_ inſtance that 
they would be declared againſtthe Florentyns: A thing which they did not only de- 
ny to him , bur alſo for the diſcontentment they had of his actions at Gualds, th 
copelled him almoſt with threatnings to deparr our of their territories: In ſo muc 
that Peter and he going firſt with foure hundreth horſe to Orſaia a towne neare to 
Cortone,hoping that a. citic (which toauoyde the harmesof the ſouldiers had 
refuſed to receiuethe men at armes of the Florentyns they ſhould find ſome tumult: 
After they ſaw all thinges in quiet and ſtabilitie,they paſſed ouer Chianes with three 
hundreth men at armes,andthree thowſand fooremen, butthe moſt partin contu- 
ſion & ill order,becauſe they had bene driuen backe hauing bur a very ſmal propor- 
cion of money : They retyred vpon the contrey of Siennancareto ——_—— be- 
rwene Chiancians,Torrite,and Aſinalongne, where they remeyned many dayes with- 
out other aQion then certcine incurſions and pillages,hauing the bandes of the 
Florentyns,(which paſſed Chianes at the bridge of Yalraxce incamped diretly oppo- 
fire vpon the hill Saxſouyn and other places thereabours . Neither of the fide of Bo- 
lognia(as they hoped) was any inſurrefion, forthat Bextywole , not determining tor 
the intereſts and regardes of an otherto enter warre with a common weale mighty 
and his neighbour, refuſed the quarrell and the defenſe, notwithſtanding the p .:- 
{wacions of the confederats,to whom he made many excules, and vied no leſle de- 
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layes,neither was he curious to conſent that many demonſtracions thould be made 
by Julian de medicis,who being come from nia,laboured to ſtirre vp the frendes 
which they were accuſtomedto haue inthe Mounteynes of that contrey: Amon- 
geſtthe confederars there was not one conſent of will and inclinacion, for that it 
was very acceptable to the Duke of _ chatthe F/orentyns ſhould be vexed with 
thoſe trauells,thereby to be lefle able tor the marters of Pyſa: bur it nothing pleaſed 
him that P.de medicis fo greatly iniuried by him, ſhould recurneto Florence,notwirh- 
ſtanding (to declare that hereafter he would wholly depend vpon his authoriie) he 
had ſent to © Myllanin folemne order his brother the Cardinall: And touching the 
Venetians,they likednotto haue the burden of that warre impoſed vppon them,and 
much leſſe ro embraſe alone the quiarrell: Befides,the Duke and they were buyſic to 
leauye prouifionsto expulle the trench our of the kingdom of Naples: In which re- 
ſpectes,fayling in Peter and Yirginio not onely the hopes which they exipected, bur 
alſo the moneyes greatly diminiſhing to enterteyne their bandes of fooremen and 
horſemen: the neceſſities of their eſtates,and conlideracion of their proper ſaferies, 
cauſed them to withdraw to Bagno in the contrey of Chiuſa, a citic ſubic&t 
to the Siennoys : where not many dayes after (Virginio being drawne by his deſtinie) 
arriued CamyllaVitell; and M.de Gemel,tent by the french king to interteyne him in- 
to his pay andleade him into the kingdom of Naples,wherethe king deſired to ferue 
his purpoſe of him, hearing of the detection of the Colonnoys: This offer (albeit ma- 
ny of his frendes impugned it,aduiſtng him rather to follow the ſeruice of the con- 
federats who made great ſolicitacion to him or elſe to become for thArragons) was 
embraſed and _— by him, either for thathe hoped by that meane to be more 
able ro recouerthelandes and contrey of Alba and Tale conſſe : orelſe,remembring 
eftſoones how thinges hapned in the loſle ofthe kingdom, and ſeeing the authoriry 
of the Collonnoys his auncientaduerſaries was fo =_ with Ferdinand,that there was 
no confidence of reconciliacion zand much lefle to be readdrefſed into his former 
greatnes : or laſtly for thathe was moued,(as him felfe did aſſure) with a diſcontent- 
ment which he had of the Princes confederart tayling to accompliſh thoſepromilſes 
which they made to him to miniſter fauors to Petey de medicis: Virginio then entred 
pay with the french king recciuing corract aſwel for him,as ſonectire of the houſe 
of the rſs for fix hundreth men at armes : notwithſtanding vnder this obligacion 
(fuch be the frures of thoſe thar once haue made their faith ſuſpected) to ſende his 
lonne Charles into Fraunce for the kinges ſewertic : And being poſſeſſed of thekings 
money,he prepared him ſelfe to goe with the Yitelles to the TI of Naples, 
where both before the loſle of the caſtells and after, was continuall infurrectionin 
many places with diwerſe accidents and fortunes. 

For,after Ferdinand had in the beginning made heade in the playne of Sarny, the 
frenchmen that were retyred from Pjedgrotte,were incamped at Necere within foure 
myles of thennemie,where their forces being equall, ir appeared their diſpoſicions 
didnot differ,for thatthey conſumed the time vnprofitably in skyrmiſhing withour 
any action worthy of memorie : ſauing that ſeuen hundred of the armie of Ferd;- 
nandaſwell fooremen as horſemen, being led by a double intelligence to enter the 
borow of Gyſoxe neare the towne of S. Seuerin,remeyned almoſtallvyppon theplace 
either ſlaine or made priſoners : Bur the bandes of the Pope being cometo the ſuc- 
cors of preg lags by that meane the french made more inferior , they retyred 
from Necere , which by that occafion,together with the caſtell,was taken by Ferds-

time Monſr Montpenſier had foreſeeneto furniſh of horſes and other thinges neceſ- 
fary forthe warre, ſuch as were come with him from the new caſtell: with whom, 
after he had remounted them in good order,he wentto ioyne withthe others, and 
after came to Arians,A towne abounding withvittells: ofthe otherſide, Ferdinand 
ſceing him ſelfelefle ſtronge then thennemie, ſtayed at CMonrfukule ro remporiie, - 
without aſſaying of tortune vnrill the confederats had refurniſhed him witha grea- 
ter ſuccor: M.cMontpenſier rooke the towne,and afterwards the caſtell of S.Sexerin, 
and with thatfortune had done farre greater thinges if the want preſent of mo- 
ney,and the difficulties ro ger ſome, hadnor bene impediments to his oportunitie 
and vertue: for hauingno relceffe ſent out of Frawce, nor meane to leauye any in 
the kingdom of Naples, he could not pay the ſouldicrs, by which reaſon the armie 
inclining to diſcontentmenr,and the Svwyzzers drawing into murmure , he had no 
_ poflibilitie rodoethinges whoſe effees mightaunſwer the forces he had: In ſuch 
ike ations were conſumed by the one and other armie, about three monerhes: In 
which ſeaſon, Dow Federyk hauing with him Ceſar of Aragon,made warre in Pouylla: 
he was ayded by thoſe of the contrey, againſt whom made head the Barons & 
ples that embraſed'the french part: of the other fide Gracian deGuerres made valiant 
defencein A againſt Ferdinand,and the Prefect of Rome who had the kinges 
pay for two hundreth men at armes,vexed with his eſtates the landes of Montcaſin, 
and the con xreabouts, where was ſomewhat declined the proſperiticof the 
french by the long ſicknes of M.d Awbigny, the ſame breaking the courſe of his vi- 
Rorie,although almoſt all Calabria and the principallitie remeyned at the deuocion 
of the french king;But Conſalwo,who witha ofthe ſpaniſh bandes,with ſuch 
ofthe contrey as bare frendſhip to rh Arregons (now well increaſed by the conqueſt 
of Naples, )had taken there certeine places, and made in that incethe 
name of Ferdinand,where the french founde the ſame difficulties which werein the 
armie for want of money : Notwithſtanding the eitic of Coſex7e being drawne into 
rebellion againſt them,they recouered itand ſackt it: Butin theſe great neceſſities 
and daungers, appeared no ſuccors at all out of therealme of Frawnce: for that the 
king Rafang at Lyons,amuſed the time abour iuſtes , torneyes, and other pleaſures of 
Courr,lcauing there all his thoughtes of the warre: And albeit he aſſured his coun- 
cell alwayes that he would eftſoones conſider of thaffayres of /taly,yer the effects & 
ations that proceeded from him,diſcredited the promiſes he had made to haue re- 
membraunce of them: And yet Argenton brought himthis aunſwere from the Se- 
nat of Yenzce,that they pretended to haue no disfredſhip with him, for char they cn- 
tred not into armes vntill he had gotten Nocere, and yetfor no other cauſe then for 
the defenſe of the Duke of Hyllentheir confederat: and therefore they thoughtir 
a thing ſuperfluous , to ratifie efrſoones the auncient frendſhip with a new peace: 
Beſides they offered him,that by the mediacion of perſons indifferent, they woulde 
induceFeraznand,to giue him preſently ſome ſumme of ,withconſtitucion of 
atribur of fifry thowſand duckats by yeare,andto leane in his handes for his ſecuri- 
tie, Tarentevntill a certeine time: The king,as though he had had a p & pu- 
ifſant ſuccor,refuſed to open his cares to offers,notwithſtanding(befides theſe 
perplexities of /ta/y) he was not without vexacions vpon the frontyers of Frawnce:

ſand duckats,as precitely was dire&ted to himby the Duke of IMyllan: who tirſtwi- 
ſhedthey might fall ro the Genowways, bur afterwards chaunging aduiſe,he thought 
it better to gratihie them of Lucque, to thendethey might haue occaſionto miner 
_ aydesto the Pyſaxs,and to reducethem more to his deuocion by this benefitt: 
All theſe thinges were caried into Frawnce,for the which albeit the king ſhowed him 
ſelfe much diſcontented with Ligzy, and pronounced Extragues baniihed out of all 
his realmes : yet at the returne of Boyne (who not participating with the money of 
the Fy/ans,had treated at Genes the ſale of Serazana)his iuſtificacions were accepted, 
and graciouſly receiued an Embaſſador of the Pyſans ſent with him to perſwade the 
king thatthe Pyſans would remeyne faithfull ſubie&sto the crowne of Fraunce, and 
to proteſt their fidelitie by orhe, albeit a lirle after, his commiſſions not being liked, 
he had franke leaue todepart: to Monſy de Ligny was impoſed no other payne, then 
(roſhowe that he had no more the kinges fauor) the grace tolye in his Maieſties 
chamber as he was wont,was taken from him, to the which he was immediatly re- 
ſtored: and Extragues remeyned onely in contumacie, butno long time:to which 
thinges gaue wn, awe (beſides the kinges nature with other meanes and fauors)A 
true perſwacion'that was made,that ſuch were the neceſſities of the Florentyns, that 
_ couldnot endure ſeparacion fromhim: for thatthe ambicion of the Yenetians 
nd Duke of Mylan being manifeſt,it was a certeine probabilitic indiſcourſe & rea- 
lon, that if they were not repoſleſſed of Pye, they would neuer accorde to be confe- 
deratwith them for the defenſe of /raly, whereunto they _ to induce them by 
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threatnings and meanes rigorous,and did not for the preſent, affaie any other thing 

againſt them. bur reſted ſufficed,(with the bandes they had pur into Pyſa)to ſupport 

that citie, and not ſuffer her wholly to loſe her iuriſdiction (the daunger ofthe king- 

dom of Naples drawing them from all other carc)for Virginio, who had gathered ar 
de 


Bagno ad in the contrey of Perwſin, many companies offouldiers , mar- 

ched with the other /r/ins towards Abruzze, holding allo the ſame way with their 

bandes,Camylls & Pawvlc Vitelli,by whom the borow of Morntlion (refuling to giue 

them vittells) was pur to the ſacke : which ſo amaſed the other places ofthe church 

by the whichthey thould paſſe , that notwithſtanding thexpreſle defenſes of the 

Pope,they were receiuedinall rownes and relecued with vittells: By the reapporr 

of theſe marchings, but much more for the bruteof an aſfured ſuccor comming by 

ſea out of Frawnce,by which the french affayres ſcemed to ſtand _ good tearmes 

inthe kingdom of Naples: Ferdinandno lefle deſtitute of money,then enuyroned on 

all ſides with aſpectes of daungers and difficultiesof warre , andnot able without 

greatſuccors, toſuſteyne ſo great a burthen, was conſtraynedto ſtudy for new re- 

medies to hispreſent defence: it is ſo,thatin the beginingtke other Potentats had 

not comprehended him in their league: And albeit fince he had recouered Naples, 

the king of Spaine made inſtance to haue him admitted to the confederacion , yer 

the Yenetians would neuer agreeto thar poynt, perſwading them ſeluesthathis ne- 

ceſſities would be a ready meane to aduaunce thexpectacton of their plott thatone 

partof that realme might fall into their obedience: Sothat Ferd/nandlefttothemi- 

ſeries of many aduerſities , and made naked of all hopes (for he exſpeted nonewe 

ſuccors from Spazne,and the other confederars would not intangle them ſelues with 

ſo great ex{penſes) was conſtrayned to couenant with the Senat of Yenice,(promi- 

Conmrnents be fing withall obſeruances+o the Pope and the kinge of Spaine:) That the YVererians 

z»ene rd ſhould ſend to his ſuccorsinto the realmeof Naples, the Marquis of Mantua their 

—_ Capteine with ſeuen hundred men at armes;fiue hundreth lighthorſemen,& three 

the Yenerians thowſand footemen , menteynine ſtill their armie by ſea which was there already: 

with this condicion notwithſtanding to reuoke thoſe aydes at all tymes when they 

ſhould haue neede to imploy them in their proper affayres: That they ſhould lende 

to him fiuetcene thowſand duckats to (erue his neceieies preſent: And for the ſe- 

curitie of theſe expenſes, Ferdinanato afſigne vnto them Otrante, Brundaſa,and Tra- 

ne,with conſent| that they might (till rereyne Monopoli and Pulignians which then 

were inthcir hands,vnder this couenant to render them, when their expeſes ſhould 

be reſtored andfarisfied : prouided alwayes,that neither by reaſon of the warre, nor 

for thegarding or fortificacions which they ſhoulde make, they (houlde not rede- 

maundeof himaboue two hundred thowſand duckatts: Thoſe portes being in the 

ſea ſuperior, 8 therfore of great oportunitie to YVexice, augmented much their great- 

nes: which (no/mannow oppoſing againſt them , andfince they embraſed the pro- 

tection of Pyſa,not hearing more of the councells of ſuch, as wiſhed that to windes 

ſo fauorable,they had giuen lefle ſayles) beganto be ſtretched thorow all the partes 

of Italy: for beſides therhinges of the kingdome of Naples and Twskane,they had of 

new taken to their pay,4ſftor Lordeof Faenza,and accepted the proteionot hus c- 

ſtates: A man very gonuenientto keepe in fearethe Florentyns,the citic of Bolognis, 
with all the reſidue of Romagnia. 

To theſe particular aydes of the Yenetians,wereadded other ſuccors of the con- 

federats,the Pope,the Duke of Myllan,and they ſending to Ferdjnanda ioynt ſupply 

of bandes of menat armes interteyned at their common paye: And albeit the Duke 


of 
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Myllan,n whom remeyned as yet many ſemblances to keepethaccord at Verceill, 
ee hbanding the _ ws. of thoſe thinges were directed by his councells) 
woulde notcither in the lemes of men or ,or other demonſtracions, that his 
namewere vſed:yert he agreed ſecretly to contribute euery monerh tenne thowſand 
duckars for the fuccors of the kingdom of Naples. ? | 

The marching of the /rſins and the Yitel/es aſſured greately the affayres of _7- 
bruz.ze which were in no ſmall confufion,againſt the french men : ſecing Terame & 
the citic of Chreta were drawne into rebellion,with dowt that Aquil/eathe prin- 
cipall towne of that region, would doe the like: which they at their comming ha- 
uing reconfirmed in the deuocion of the french,and recouered Terame by compo- 
ficion,and ſacked /u/yanowe,almoſtall 4bruzze was with one fortune cttſoones ſo re- 
eſtabliſhed, that thaffayres of Ferdinand began to ſhowe manifeſt declinacion tho- 
rowe the whole kingdome: for that almoſt all Ca/abria was in the power of Honſy 
d Aubigny,notwi ing his long ſicknes,for the which he ſtayed in Terace, gaue 
oportunitic to Conſaluo to keepethe warre kindled in that prouince,with the Spanish 
bandes,and ſtrength of ſome Lordes of the contrey: Dena cleans with many pla- 
ces affiſting followed the obedience of the french : The Prefect of Rome, with his 
companie and theforces of his eſtate,after he had recouered the peeces of Montca- 
{in,inuaded the landof Lawors on that fide: And Monſr Montpenſier, albeit by the 
want of money he wasmuche OE 9 to vic his forces, yerhecompelled Ferdj- 
and to incloſc him ſelfe in — p ow , being _— _ er na of 
mo many other wants, butw ap vpon the of the ſuccors 
of —_—_— that contract berw : | Av made not long before, coulde 
not be aduaunced with readinesand expedicion cquall with the exſpectacion of his 
affayres: Montpenſier labored to betray Benewendby intelligence , but Ferdinandey- 


ther hauing dowt or ſome aduertiſement of the pragſe, preuented thexecucion 

his ſuddeine entring the towne with his bandes: The frenchnotwithſtanding came 

neare to Bewenent,and lo nor Murs the bridge of Fynoche,they tooke SmmeJans, A- 
S 


pice,and many other rownes bordering: Bur theſe places bearing no fauorto their 
armiefor vitrells,they diſcamped,hawngalſo regard to the tyme drawing onto ga- 
ther the tribute of the cattell of Powwylla, one of the greateſt reuenucs of the kinge- 
dom,for thatit was wont to amounteuety yeare to |xxx.thowſandduckats, which 
were all gathered almoſtin the ſpace ofa moneth: MHonſr Montpenſier ro depriue 
them of this commoditie, andno lefle for thextreme neceſſities of his people,tur- 
ned his way to Powwylla,whereof one parte was holden by him,and the other ar the 
deuocion of Ferdinand,marching after him by the ſame way, with intencion rather 
to hinder by art and diligence the ations of the eanemie vntill his ſuccors were a- 
riued,then to fight with them in playnebarrcell. 

About this tyme arriued atCazerta,anarmie by ſea of the french,of xv. great vel- 
ſells, and ſeuen others of leſſer burden,in whichwere imbarked at Sawoxe cyght hun- 
dreth launccknightes,leauyedinthe contreyes of the Duke of Gueldyes, and thoſe 
Swwyſſers and Gaſcoyns appoynted before by the kinge to be ſent with thoſe great 
ſhips which were to be armed at Gezes : To this name the armie of Ferdinand which 
were abouc Cazettato ſtoppe the paſſage of vittells (being in deede for wantof mo- 
ney ill 1. Ros gaueſuch place,thatthey entred the hauen withour impedimer, 
ſet their footemen on land; & with the ſame fortune toke /try with other y os aſſhi- 
ſting, And after they had madea greatpray thorow the cotrey, they hopedto haue 
Seſe by themcane of Dom Baptiſts Caracciol,by whom they had promiſe to be pur ſe- 
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crerely withinit: But Dow Federyk (who with the bandes that followed him being 
withdrawneto the borders of Tarents, was afterwardes ſent by Ferdinand tothe go- 
uernment of Naples) beinge aduertiſed of the conſpiracie , marched therher with 
ſpeede equall to the daunger, and made priſoner the Biſhop with certeine others 
conſentingto thetreaſon. | 

In Powwylle,where was the force and ſtrength ofthe warre,the affayres ſucceeded 
with diuerſitie of fortunes to both the one andthe other armie, which were diſper- 


ſed into the townes,afwel for the ſharpnes of the ſeaſon,as ſtraitnes of the place not 
ſufficins toreceiue one of the ctat : Their exerciſes were to make incurſi- 
ons and roades on horſebacke to pill and pray the carrell, vſing rather induſtrie and 
agilitie,then vertue or force of armes. Ferdinand was lodged in Fogge with one part 
of his people,and had beſtowed the reſidue, partely in Troye, and partely in Nocere : 
where vnderſtanding that betwene S.Sewers (within which rowne was lodged Yzr- 
ginio Vrſin with three hundreth men at armes come to be vnited with the armie of 
Montpenſier ) and the towne of Porcina (where was Marian Sawella witha hundreth 
men at armes) was brought almoſt an infinitquantitic of Mutrons & other natures 
of catrell: he marcherh therher with ſix hundred men at armes,eyght hundred light 
horſemen, and flueteene hundreth fooremen: And comming by the breake of the 
day afore S.Sexera,he planted him (elf there with his menar armes to giue reſiſtance 
to/irginioifhe made any erupcion,& making hislight horſemento skowre abroad,

they ouerſpred torthwith the whole contrey,and led away almoſt Ix.thowſand head 


of cartell : whereto Maria Saxella offering to make reſiſtance , and yſluing forth of 
Porcina, they conſtrayned him to retyre with the loſſe of thirty wen at armes: This 
lofle and ſhame procured Monſr Montpenſier,( 995. his forces)to march 
rowardes Fogge , forthe recouery of thepraye andhonor loſt: where being fauored 
with a ſuccor aboue his hopes or exſpeation, he encowntred berwene Necereand 
Troye,cyght hundreth launceknightes newly arriued by ſea,and entredinto the pay 
of Ferdinand: Theſe launceknightes departing from Troze where they were incam- 
ped,went to Fogge to ioyne with Ferdrmind: A iorney more vpon theirowne braine 
and raſhnes,then by the kinges commaundement,and altogether againſtthe coun- 
cell of Fabrice Co/onne, incamped likewiſeat Troye: And albeit they faw by thextre- 
mitie of their penill and place,that their fortune had lete them no poſſibilitie of ſafe- 
tie,cither by fleing or by fighting, yet they were obſtinate and refuled the libertie of 
the lawe 6 fron £5 to be made priſonners,but were killed cuery creature ofthem,ex- 
chaunginge their hues witha gee deathe andſlaughter of # many : After this, 
oy cs. en preſented him ſelfe before Fogge in aray of battell: but Ferd/nand nor 
ſuffering others to goe out then light horſemen, the trench men went to incampe 
in the woode of N/coronats where after they had remeyned two dayes with no ſmall 
diſhculries for vittels,and _— recouered the moſt part of the cartel, they appea- 
red eftſoones afore Fogge,& abiding there a whole night, they returned the day fol- 


lowing to $.Sewera, but not withall the pray they had recouecred,for thatintheirre- 
rrait,the light horſemen of Ferdenand tooke a great part from them,In ſo much,as 
the catrell being|harried by the one and the other, neither partdrew any great pro- 


fir of the revenues of thattribute. Nor many 

ry with want of vitrells,went to Coppage which was holden by them,andtooke by 

force Cogloneſſa or Grigoneſſa Atowne taſt by , where the Sywyzzers againſte the

Inthismeane while,the french king made care for prouiſions to reskew his peo- 
ple, Andvnderſtandingof the loſle of the caſtells of Naples,and thac his bandswere 
not ſuccored by the Florentyns neither with men nor money, for that they had not 
reſtitucion of their fortreſſes : ſeemed to draw to hima new {pirit , and awaking out 
of that{lumber of negligence with the which he ſeemed to haue returned out of 
Fraunce :he neftioones to turne his thoughtes to the aftions of /zay: wherein 
to be moreatlibertie from allthinges that hight reteyne him, and (ſhowing to ac- 
knowledge the benefits receiued in his daungers) that he might with more cofidece

memorie ot the armies and victories of the french : he made perſwacion to him ſelf 
thetthe difficulties which he encowntred in his return from Naples, proceded more 
by his proper diſorders then by the powers or vertue of th1tralians,whoſe name(con- 
cerning the action of warre) caried no reputacion with the french: To his inclina- 
cions to diſced eftſones into Jta/y, were not a litle furthering thinticemcrs of thEm- 
baſladors of Florence,of the Cardinall of S. Petey ad vincla,and of Triun/ce, who was 
came to the Court for the ſame occafion,with whom were affiſtant jn that inſtance 
Vitellezze and Charles Vrſin,together with the Count Montoire, ſent to his Maieſtie 
in thatnegociacion by the Barons of Naples holding parte with the french: asalſo 
there cameto him atlaſt by ſea,the Seneſhall of Beaucaire, by whom were declared 
many hopes of the victorie, in caſe his Maieſtie did nordeferre to ſende a ſufficient 
ſuccor: asof the contrary to delay a releeffe ſo neceſſary,were to abandon the king- 
dom and be giltic of the death of ſo many noble Capreines and fouldiers: To theſe 
were ioyned the fauorable perſwacions of many the great Lordes of Frawnce,euen 
ſuchas afore had giuen councell againſt thenterpriſe of /raly: they aduiſed the king 
togiue a new lite to that expedicion,toauoyd the diſhonor that would falvpon the 
crowne of Fraunce, to loſe by cowardiſſe that which they had conquered with ſo 
greatfelicitic and fortune, burmuch moreto preuent fg Inn of ſo greata part of 
the nobilitic as lay opento deſtruction inthe realmeof Naples : Neith

er were theſe 
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councells hindred by the emocions which the Kinge of the Spaniſhe made on the 
fronryer of Parpignran,ſecing the preparacions being greater in brute then in effec, 
and the forces of that king more mighty to defend his _- realmes, then meete 
for thinuaſion of an other , it was iudged ſufficient roſende ro Narboze and other 
tOWNES the frontyers of Spaine,bandes ofmen at armes with conuenient com- 
panies of Suvyzzers: Sothat inthe preſence of the councell of the kinge whercin 
were aſſembled all the Lordes and perſons notable then ar the Court: it was deter- 
mined that Trywice ſhould returne to Aft with as much diligence as he could vnder 
theritle of the kinges Licftenant, leading with him eyght hundreth launces, wwo 
thowſand $ 5,and two thowſand Gaſcoyns: Thar after him the Duke of Orle- 
ans (hould the Mountes with other bandes: and laſtly ſhould march the kings 
on withall other prouiſions: and paſſingwith a power royall,there was no dowt 

ut the tares of the Duke of Sawoye,of the Margui of Montferat and Salwce, (ery fir 
iaſtruments to make warrevpon the Duchic of Mya) woulde be for him: Like as 
alſo it was beleued.that except the Canton of Berze,who had promiſed the Duke of 
Myllan not to moue againſt him,all the other Svwyzzers would reſort tothe kinges 
paye with no leſſe ws then full numbers : Theſe reſolucions were made with 
conſents ſo much the more generall,by how much was great thedeſireof his Maie- 
ſtie, vhoafore they entredinto councell,had much comured the Duke of Zurbonto 
ſer forth with vehement & liuelyſpeeches, how reaſonable and neceſlary it were to 
make a ewarre: and of him ſelfcin open councel, with the ſame affeion he 


refuted thA who(notſo much inimpugni 5,006.90" FW, a 
ny difficulties) aſſayed to qualific indire&ly the wills of the c » hauing buta 
fewe fauorers of his opinion : The kinge aduauncing his particular defireaboue all 
councell, aſſuredthem publikely that it was notin his power to make other reſolu- 
cion, for that ſuch was fs will of God that he ſhoulde in perſon marche cftſoones 
into Jtaly : it was agreed in the ſamecouncell,that a nauic of thirty ſhippes, (where- 
of was one moſt huge carrack called the Norman, and anothergrofle carrackof the 
region of the roades) ſhould paſſe along thecoaſt of the Occean intothe hauens of 
Pronence,where ſhould be armed thirty gallies and gallions with a mighty ſuccor of 
men,money,municion and vittells for the ſeruice of Naples,which was ſuppoſadto 
ſtand vpon ſuch condicions of neceſſities and wantes,that afore this nauie could be 
diſgeſtedinto order and poynt,itwas determined to ſend forthwith certeine veſlells 
charged with virtells and ſouldiers: it wasordeynedallo in this councell,that Rigeult 
the kinges Stewardſhoulde goe to Mylan, for that the Duke, (notwithſtandinghe 
had not redeliuered the two carrackes, nor ſufferedtorigge a nauie for the kinge at 
Genes,but onely reſtored the veſſells taken at Rapale,8& not the rwelue: gallies - 
ned in the port of Gezes) labored to exculc him ſelfe vppon the diſobedience of , 
Genovyays,and had alwayes with ſundry practiſes interteyned ſome of his people a- 
bour the king,to whom he had newly ſent Anthoyne Maria Paluoiſin , both to aſſure 
his Maieſtic that he was diſpoſed to obſerue thaccord paſt,and to demaund prolon- 
gacion of tearme to pay to the Duke of Or/cans the fifry chowland duckats promiſed 
inthe ſame accord: of which deceites and ſutrelries,albeit he reaped bura very litle 
frute,the king being wellinformed of his intencion, aſwell by thexamples ofhis a- 
ions paſt,as for that by his [:trers and inſtruQions which were ſurpriſed, itcame 
tolight thar he ſtirred vp with continuall ſolicitacion the king of Romans and king 
aine to make warren Frawnce:yet hoping that feare perhaps would induce him 
inges whercunto his will was eſtraunged, Rigaw/t was charg:d, that (without 


ſpea- 
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ſpeaking of the diſobedience paſt) he ſhould ſignifie to him thatir was in his power, 
DS —_ in beginning nowto obſerue, as to any" 9 
gallics,toredeliuer the carrackes,and by giuing ſufferance to arme a nauie at Genes: 
And that heſhoulde addeto theſe aduertiſements that the kinge was determined to 
returne into /tay in perſon, which ſhould be to his great harmes, it whileſt he was 
offered the meane,he would not reenter into thatamitic, whereof his Maicſtie was 
perfivaded, that he had vndiſcreetely made accompt, rather by vaine ſuſpicions, 
then for any other occaſions: This brute of theſe great prouiſions being come into 
Italy , much troubled the mindes of the confederats: but aboue all Lodouwyk Sforce 
ſtanding in the mouth of the daunger,8&to be thefirſt oppoſed to the furic of then- 
nemie, ſuffered no lefſe perplexities then the conſideracion of his perill required, 
ſpecially vnderſtanding that ſince the departure of Rigau/e,the king had diſmiſſed & 
giuen leauetoall his agents with hard wordes and bitter demonſtracions:By reaſon 
whereof, looking deepely into the greatnes of his daunger, as vppon whole cttate 
would fal the ſubſtance of the warre: he had eaſily accorded tothe kings demaunds, 
had it not bene forthe ſuſpicion and conſcience of thoffences he had made to him, 
the ſame cauſing on al ſides ſuch a diſtruſt,that itſeemed more hard to find a meane 
to aſſure both the one and the other, then nor to accord tothe articles: for taking 
from the ſewertie of the one, that which was conſented to afſure the other, the one 
would not referre to the faith of the other,that which the other refuſed to referre to 
his owne: So thatneceſlitic compelling / kto rake the councel that was moſt 
greeuous,he thought (ar leaſt to make ſlow his daungers) tointerteyne Riganlt with 
the ſame connings which he had vſcdto that preſent, aſſuring him with great firme- 
nes,that he would bring the ae? > it obey whenſocuer the kinge woulde giue 
into the citic of Aw/gn:on ſufficient ſekuritie for thereſtitucion of the ſhippes,& that 
both parties woulde promiſe (giuing mutually for all obſcruacions) norto 
enterpriſe any thing preiudicially one to thother: which praQtiſe continuing _ 
dayes,had laſtly for many cauillacions &diffcultiesobieted,the ſame effect whic 
ah had had before: But Lodowwyk to whom it belonged nottowaſt time vnpro- 
firably,diſpatched during theſe arcaſonings,Embaſſadors to the king of Romaines,to 
induce him to paſſe into /#a/y with the ayde of him and the Yeretians, tro whom alſo 
he ſent meſſengers to require that Senart,(to thende to prouide for the common pe- 
rill) to contributetothat charge,and toſend into Alexanariaa ſufficient proporcion 
of force tomake head againſt the french: To this they offered aready action: But 
they ſhowed not ſuch facilitic to affiſt the paſſage ofthe king of Romaines bearing li- 
tle frendſhip to their common weale for thoſe peeces which they poſſeſſed in the 
firme land apperteyning to thempire and houſeof Auitrich:Neither were they con- 
rent,that at a commonexpenſe,ſhould paſſe into /ra/y an armie,which ſhould who- 
ly depend vpon Lodoveyk: Notwithſtanding & continuing ſtillro ſolicit 8& 
make inſtance , for that beſides the other reaſons that moued him, tht onely forces 
of the Venetiansin the ſtate of Myllan were fuſpeted to him: The Senar alſo fearing 
leaſt he,in whom they knew was no litle feare, woulde ſuddeinly draw to reconcile- 
ment with the french king,gaue in the ende their conſents, and for the ſame occaſi- 
on,ſent Embaſſadors to +. king of Romazzes: Beſides theſe conietures, the Vener;- 
«x5 and the Duke feared, leaſtthe Florentyns, aſſoone as the kinge were paſſed the 
Mountes,would not make alteracion or inſurre&ion in the riuer ofGezes: To meete 
_ withwhich accident, they ſent to /ohz Bentywole interteyned in the pay of the confe- 
| Gerats withthree hundreth men at armes,to make warre vpon the Florentynsin the

frontyer ofthe contrey of Bullognia,promiſing that atthe ſame time they ſhould be 
vexed by the Syennoys: wherein as —_—_ b_—_ more courage to this ery yrs of- 
feredto be bownd,tharifhe tooke the towne of Piſtoya,to keepe it for him: {o albeit 
he fed themwith hopes,yet his mind was farre remoued from that ſeruice,and fea- 
ring nota litle the comming of the frenchyhe ſent ſecretly tothe king,to excuſe him 
| ſelte for matters paſt vpon the neceſſitie of the place wherein Bolognia was leated,8& 
ro offer a good will to depend vpon his Maicſtie hereafter,& for his ſake,toabſteine 
from vexing the Florentyns. | | 
But touching the prouicions for Neples,the wil of the king(albeit very vehement 

and forward) was not ſufficient to putin execucion the reſolucions ofthe councell, 
notwithſtanding aſwel for his honor,as for the daungers of the kingdom. there nee- 
ded a moſt ready expedicion: for the Cardinallof S.cMalowy,in whoſediretion, 
beſides the managing ofthetreaſure,reſted the ſubſtance ofthe whole gouernment, 
albeit he impugned not theſe doings apparantly , yet he made ſoſlow all expedici- 
ons with delaying the neceſſary payments , thatnot one prouiſion was aduaunced 
induetyme:1t was thought that he did thus, either for that he iudged it was a bet- 
ter meane to perpetuat his es (not making any expenſe which apperteyned 
notto the preſenc profir w- caſures of the king)not to haue occaſion to 5s. 16m 
euery day the difficulties of thaffayres and neceſlities of _ or elſe tor that (as 
many dowred) being corrupted with preſents and promiſes , he had ſecret intelli- 

ence with the Pope, or with the Duke of ©Hy{en: To which dilatoric and iclous 

ealings,the expreſſe commaundements of the king tul of diſdayne redoubled with 
wordes reprochfull,could giue no remedie : for that according to thexperience he 
had of his natureghe ſatisfied him alwayes with promiſes contrary to the effects: In 
ſo much as thexecucion of thinges determined, hauing bene begonne to be lingred 
by his meane: there hapned an accident,by the which they became more ſubie& ro 
delayes,and almoſtdeſperart altogether: for the king in the ende of May, and when 
was generall exſpeacion of his ſpeedy paſſage into /taly, determined to goe to Pa 
715, alleaging theſe reaſons, that following the cuſtome of the auncient kinges of 
Fraunce,it was neceſſary afore he parted out of Fraunce,to take leaue of S.Dexys with 
all the ceremonies vſuall,and likewiſe of S. Martywin paſſing by Towrs : And that be- 
ing determined to march into 7ta/y with a great prouicion of money, it was necde- 
full (ro auoyd the neceſſities wherein he had falne the yeare before) that he induced 
the orher cities of Frawnce to contribucion by thexample of Parys, of whomehe 
ſhould notobreyne that he deſired, onles he wentthether in perſon : That being in 
thoſe | On he ſhould make to march in greater diligence the men at armes t 
camefrom Ne e and Picardy : he afſured them that afore he departed from Ly- 
ons, he would diſpatche the Duke of Orleans, and would make his returne thether a- 
gaine within one moneth: Bur it was ſuppoſed that the moſt true & principal cauſe 
of his going,wasforthathe was amarous of one ot the ladies of theQueenes cham- 
ber,being gonealitle before to Tours with her Court : wherein he was ſoreſolute, 
thatneither the councels of his peoples,nor thimportunat humilities followed with 
reares of th/talians,coulde withdrawe him froma voyage of ſuch deuocion : They 
ſhowed him how hurtfull ir would be to waſte ryme proper tor the warre, ſpecially 
in ſogreata neceſhitie of his ſeruicein the kingdom of Naples: to what flaunder he 
ſhould be ſubie& inthe mouthes of all 7#4/y,to drawe backe when he ought moſt to 
goe forward: Thar the reputacion of enterpriſes chaunged for cuery li de accident 
and light brute : That it was hardto recouer it, after it nk once todeclyne, yea 
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though he ſhould make greater offers, rhen afore were cither promiſed orneedful: 
Thar of all worldely thinges , nothing was more voluble then renowme,which fal- 
ling once intoaclowde or ſhadow,ſhines neuer after with acleare light: Theſe per- 
ſwacions much leſſe thatthey could draw his waucring minde from wandring, ſee- 
ing with an obſtinacie vnruled, he vtterly deieed them, eſteeming it perhappes a 
breache of his religion,to goe out of Frawzce afore he had gon on pilgrimageto the 
Saind he ſo deuoutly worthipped: In ſo much thar after he had yet taried a monerh 
longer at Ljonche tooke his way to goe to Toxrs, not hauing otherwayes diſpatched 
the Duke of Orlcans then pus, ſending Triawce into Aft with a very (lender com- 

anye,not ſo much prouided for the warres,as inſtructed to confirmein his frende- 
ſhip and deuocion, Philipp new ſucceeded to the Duchie of Savoye, by the death of 
the litle Duke his Nephewe: And touching the prouicions for Naples, all that was 
done afore his departure,was thediſparche of ſixſhippes loaden with vircells to Ca- 
jetta,carying many hopes that the, mayne armie by ſea ſhould followe with ſpeede: 
Ando ſer order with the Marchantes (bur very late) to aduaunce forty thowſande 
duckats ro Montpenſier,to whom the Svwyzzers and chelaunceknightes had prote- 
ſted, that if they werenot payed before the ende of Tune, they would paſſe to the 
campe of thennemies: The Duke of Orleans,the Cardinall of S.,Ha/louw,and al the 
councell,remeyned at Lyon, with commiſſion to haſten the prouicions, whereinif 
the Cardinall proceeded lowely inthe preſence of the kinge, it was nothing tothe 
lingring he vſcd in his abſence. 

Burthe affayres of Naples could not attend ſuch ſlow remedies, the daungers be- 
ing drawneinto thoſe tearmes (both for thaſſembly of armed bandeson cuery ide, 
and many difficulties diſcloſed by both the parties) that ifrhe delayes were long,the 
warre would determine by neceflitie: for Ferdinand after he had ioyned to his pecu- 
liar force, the bids of the Yenetians,tooke the towne of Caſte/franke,where arriucd at 
his campe accompanied with two hundreth men at armes /ohn Sforce Lord of Peſe- 
re,and John Gonſague brother to the —_— of CMantus,Caprteines of the confede- 
rats: In ſo muche as the proporcion of his campe amounted to xij. hundreth men 
atarmes,fifreene hundreth light horſemen, and fourethowſand footemen: Atthe 
ſame tyme the french menwere incamped at Ciree/e renne myles from Benenent,to- 
wards whom Ferdjzand marched,and approching them within foure myles, he pit- 
ched his campe before Frangette de Montfort, A place of ſo good prouicion & pro- 
uidence,that itwas not taken at the firſt uleThe french rayſed their campe from 
Circellato reskewe it,but they came not in tyme, forthat the launceknightes which 
_ werewithin,yelded themſelues for feare of the ſecond aſſault, andlefrthe place to 
diſcreſſion : which occaſion knowen to the french, had bene the cauſe of their feli- 
citie,if either by indiſcreſſion or ill fortune, they had nor ſuffered it tobe loſt: for (as 
was confeſſed generally) they had ateaſe that day brokenthe whole armic of then- 
nemy,ſo vniuerſally confuſed inthe ſacke of Fraxgerte that they gaueno regardeto 
the dire&tions of the Capteines, who ſeeing no other diſtance berwene the french: 
and them then a valley,labored with all diligence to reaſſemble them: Honrpenſier 
ſawewell enough into thoccaſion, and Yirginio wasnoti nt in thoportunitie 
offered,the one commaunding,and the other perſivading the victory tobe certein, 
deſired with tearesin their eyes, to marche ouer the valley , whileſt in the campe of 
thitalians all thinges were in tumult,ſome ofthe ſouldiers buſic in the pillage, and 
ſome laboring to packe away the things they had pylled,no onewithin rule or com- 
maundement of his Capteine: But .Monſy de Perſy one of the chicſtaines of tharmy 
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nextto Monſr Montpenſicr,ouerruled either with the naturall lightnes of a younge 
man,or elſe enuying rhe glory of the D. Mantrpenſier,perlwaded vehemently againſt 
the paſſage ouerthe valley, alleaging that they ſhoulde riſe -cuen vnder the feere of 
thennemic,which waighed with the ſtronge ſcituacion of their campe, he made an 
argument to the ſouldiers of no ſmall daunger, And therefore withing openly thar 
they ſhould not fight,he was the onely hinderer of fo | > ,andioyned ro 
their misfortune aperperuall diſhonor,the rather for that the Swwyzzers & launce- 


knightes recciuing courage by him, drew into mutiny and demaunded money: for 


| this cauſe Mom, compelled to reryre,returned to Cireelle, where, as they were 
—— the day after in 5a of chaſte, Comnlle Vitel;,vhileſt about the w wk did 
 thofficeof anexcellent Capreine, was ſtrickenzn the head with a quarrel, whereof 

he dyed: for which accidentthefrench men leauing thinuaſion of the place, brake 

vp from thence,and marched towards Argans, diſpoſed to aſſaye the hazard of bat- 

tell if occaſion were offered : To which refolucion was flat contrary the councell of 

the armie of th.Arragons,with whom ſpecially the Commiſſioners of the Yenerians 
conſented in opinion;for thatſeeing intothe condicion of thennemies,they iudged 

that to their preſent want of vittels was ioyned a generall lacke otmoney,&waigh- 

ing withall that the ſuccors out of Fraunce were intangled with delayes and reſpits, 

they hoped that their miſaduentures andnecefſities woulde riſe dayly growing and 
increaſing,ftanding ſubiect to as great diſpleaſures in other partes of the kingdome: 

for that in Abruzze, Annyballnaturall ſonne ro the Lord of Camerin, being voluntari- 

lygonto theſuccorsof Ferdinand with foure hundred horſemen Toa at his pro- 

per charges, had newely broken the armie of the Marquis of Bitonte: beſides ' pH 

was exſpe&acion of the comming of the Duke of 77by# with three hundreth men 

at armes lately entred into'the pay of the confederates, whoſe fortune and greater 
condicions hauing determined to followe, he had abandoned thalliance ot the F/o- 

rentyns (to whom he was yetrbownd for more then a yeare) vnder this excuſe, that 

being feodarie of the Church,he was bownd in reaſon and equitie of office to obey 

the commaundements of the Pope: AndGracianodi_Aguerre, who had taken the 

field toencownter him,was chargedin the playne of Sermone by the Count of Cels- 

ne andthe Count de Popolt, with three hundreth horſes and three thowſand foote- 
men,whom he pur to flight: Bur with the lofſe of thoccafion of the vitorye about 
Frangette,the fortune alſo ofthe french began manifeſtly ro declyne, concurring in 

The ent, them atone tyme theſe natures of difficulries,extreme wantof money, «karcetic of 
begin to de- vitrells,hate 0 ple,difagreement of Capreines,difobedience of fouldiers,8& 
nem X8- theſtcaling away of many fromthe campe,parrely by neceſfine, and partely by will 
-_ They had no meane todraw outof the kingdome any great proporcion of money, 
neither had they receiued from Fraunce any ſumme notable, ſince the forty thow- 
{andduckars leauyed for their releeffe,were too late ſent from Florence : Inf much 

asno leſle for that cauſe, then for the neighbourhood of many townes ſupportedby 

charmie of thennemie, they could not rayſe prouiſions nocalliry fortheirtoode and 
ſuſtenance: And intheir armie was nothing but diſorder, afwell for that the coura- 

' ges of the ſouldiers were abared,as for that the Svwyz2ess & launceknightes draw- 

ing into rumult,demaunded importunatly their payes : And touching the diſcorde 

of the Capreines , that which moſt hurt all their deliberacions,was the continuall 
contradiction of Perfy againſt Montpen/ier :to be ſhort, ſuch were their neceſſities 

and diforders,thatrhe Brince of Bj/jgniaz was compelled todepart with his people 

ro goe to the gard of his owne eſtate for feare of the bands of Coxſaluo, by whole - 

awples 
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amples, the Poon ſouldiers of the contrey abandoned the campe by trowpes, 

wherein they had reaſon , for beſides they neuer receiued paye, yerthetrenche and 

Svwjz2ers vied them very ill, afwell in the diuifion of booties, as in diftribucion of 

vittells: Theſe difficulties, butchiefly thextreme want of vittells, conſtrained the 

french armie by litle &litle to retyre and wander from one place to an other, which 
diminiſhed greatly their reputac1on with the people: Andalbeitthe ennemies tol- 
lowed them as it were in a continual chaſle, yer they had no hope to be able tofight 
as was ſpecially deſired by Montpenſicr and Yirginio : for thatnotto be enforced to 
bartell;chey incampedalwayes inplaces of _—_— wherenoimpediment could 
be giuento their commodities: Arlaſt,the french being incamped vnder Montcal- 
wole and Caſalarbore neare to Arriana, Ferdinand overtaking them within the ſhoote 
ofa crosbow (bur alwayes keeping him inſtronge places) brought them into grear 
neceſſicie of vitrells , taking trom them in like forte the vie of treſhe water : Tn ſo 
much asby the aſpe& andconfideracion of theſe perils,they thought it beſt ro draw 
rowards Povwylla,where they hoped tofind commoditie of vittells , And fearing by 
reaſon of _ —_ = therinemies, = OO _ ordinarily follow armies 
that retyre,they rayl[cd their campe in the beginning of the night, not making an 

mos by e their oinge, ol marched nyo ws. rhey reſted: + 1 

and followed them in the morning, bur diſpairing to make that ſpeedeto ouertake 

them,which they didto goe from him, hauing ſo much leſſe tyme,as they had more, 
he incamped before Geſna/do, Artowne which heretofore had ſuſtcyned a ſeege of 
fourereene moneths,and now taken by him in one day, greatly to thedilapoynting 
of the frenche: forthat determining to putt them ſelues within Yezouſa, Arowne 
ſtronge by ſcituacion, and moſt plentifull withverrells, the opinion they had that 
Ferdinandcoulde nor ſo cafily take Geſnaldo, was the cauſe that they amuſed them 
ſelues abour the ſacke of Arel/awhich they had taken,& for the time they loſt there, 
aforetheir Ry found tharmie of Ferdinandattheir backes,who aſſoone 
as he had taken Ge/naldo,diſpatched way: And albeit they repulſed diuerſe skowtes 
and foreriders,yer ſeeing the mayne armie marched after with ſuch ſpeede , as they 
had no meanenor ablenes to recouer Yenouſa which was cyght myles diſtant, they 
remeynedinthe towne of Attella,with intencion to exſpett if ſuccors woulde come 
from ſome parte, hoping thar for the nearenes of Yenouſz and many other peeces 
thereabour holding yet for them, torecciue fauors withmany commodities of vit- 
tells andrelceff: Ferdinand with a ſpeede accordinge to his fortune , incamped be- 
fore Arrella,laboring onely (for the hope he had to obteynethe victorie without pe- 
rill and blud) to cut them from vittels: for the better auauncement whereof, he caſt 
many trenches about:_Mre/la,and loſt no opportunitic to. make himielte Maiſter of 
the places adioyning,forgetting no diligence,trauell,or action of a Caprteine polli- 
tike and valiant : And as1nwarres,there is no further aſſurance of the ſouldier Mer- ,, 
cenary,then he findes ſewertie of his paye, andleſſe confidence in his faith and ſer- ,, 
uice,by how much he is ſo ſtrange oft his owne nation, that he feareth not the diſci- »» 
pline of his patron: So the difficulties of the french,made cuery day all things more »» 
eaſieto Ferdinand,for that the launceknightes inthe french campe,hauing receiued 
bur two monethes pay fince they departed from their houſes, and ſeeing by ſo ma- 

_ nydifappoyntments of dayes and tearmes paſt, all further exſpetacion was vayne, Mercenery 
they drew into councell & went wholly to the campe of Ferdinand: Info much that /; or ons 
hauing meane ſo much the moreto greeue thennenyie, & to _— his armie with onfanbfull, 
more skope, he ſuffered amore hard paſſage ofvittels which came trom Yexouſa and 
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other places about,to Artela,wherin was nor refreſhing to ſuffice to feedethe frech 
numbers a very few dayes : for befides,that corne bare a very skant proporcion, yer 
the Arragons pluckt downe a myll ſtanding vpponthe river which ronnerh neareto 
the walls, whereby they bees are to turne their litle ſtore of corne into meale: 
neither were their diſcommodities preſent, recomforted by hoping in any good ro 
come, ſeeing that from no part appeared fo much as one igne of ſuccors: extremi- 
ties ſo much the more wo "ey eto the french, by how much their felicities inthe 
conqueſt had fayled with ſo full gales,that they neuer looked backe to thoſe reuolu- 
cions which naturally doe follow all humane ations: not that fortune doth fo pro- 
uide (areaſon which many vaine men occupy) but that ſo itis ſer downe in therer- 
nall councell of God, who by the ſame power doth _ and gouerne all thinges 
ofthe earth,by the which he created them of norhing.Burthe cauſe of their fullru- 
ine,was the miſauentures that fel in Ca/abrza: for by occaſion of the ſicknes of Monſr 
4 Aubigny,in which infirmitic many of his people went to tharmie of Montpenſier, 
Conſaluo (cruing histurne of his ficknes,tooke many peeces in that prouince,incam- 
ping at laſt with his Spaniſh bandes & ſtrength of 4 ſouldiers of the contrey, 
at Caſtroxillare : where hauing aduertiſement that the Count Melete,and Albert de S. 
Senerin,with many other Barons wereat Laine with bands offouldiers almoſt equall 
to his,and that increaſingthceirnumbers daily , they madetheir plottto affaile him, 
whentheir whole ſtrength was aſſembled : he determined to $69546 them, hoping 
to ſurpriſe them'vnprouided by the confidence they hadin the ſcituacion of their 


place;the caſtell of Zazxe ſtiding vpon the riuer Sabry which deuidethCalabriatrom 
the principallitie : & the borow is on the other ſide the riuer,wherein being intren- 
ched,they were garded by the caſtell againſt all inuaſions by the high way : laſtly be- 
twene Laine and Caſtrouillare was Murana, with certeine other peeces of the Prince 


of Biſjenian which held for them : But Coxſaluo with a councell all contrary, depar- 
ted a fl before night from Caſtrowllare, accompanied with all his bandes, and lea- 
uing the high way, hetooke the large way notwithſtanding it was both more longe 
and harde , for that he was to marche by certeine mounteynes: And being arriued 
nearethe riuer,he commaunded the footemen to take the way to the bridge which 
is betwene the caſtell of Laine & the borow,which bridge was but negligently gar- 
ded for thopinion of the ſewerrtie of the place: And him felfe with hus horſemen pal- 
ſing the river at afoarde two myles higher, was atthe borow beforeday, wherefin- 
ding thennemies without watcheand garde , he brake them in a moment ſleeping 
wo 4 ſecuritie of the place: he made priſoners xj.Barons, andalmoſt all the ſouldi- 
ers,for that flecing to the caſtel],they tell amongeſt the fooremen, which now were 
poſſeſt of the paſſage ofthe bridge: By this honorable vicorie being the firſt which 
Conſaluo had got\in thekingdom of Naples, his ſtrength was ſo increaled,thathauing 
alſo with the like verrue and fortune, recouered certeine other places in Ca/abris, hc 
determined with fix thowſande men to goe and ioyne with the campe of Ferdinand, 
whichwas afore:_Mtrella : And in that campe wasarriued alitle before, an hundreth

Mompelyer to ſollicit a peace,where were toaſſemble thEmbaſladors of the confe- 
derats: In this practiſethe kinges of Spaywe gaue hope to vnite them ſelues with the 
french king againſt rh1talians vnder a certeyne occaſion iuſtificable , and from thar 
ryme,they commoned of fations & meanes to deuide the _ of Naples:The 
truſſe, albeit it was made withoutthe participation of the confederats of /r«h, yerir 
was agreeable to them all, bur ſpecially acceptable to the Duke of My/lan,to whom 
ng was more welcome then the meane tomake ceaſe the warren his quarter: 
Bur the power remeyning free to offend one an other in /taly,vntil the xxv.of April, 
Tt nyt ,and Serexon taking the aduauntage of that arricle, returned with 
fiue thowſand men to the riuer ofthe Sowth,where they aſſaulted the rowne of 41- 
binge,which albeit they had almoſt caried ar the firſt afſaulr,yer rhey ſutfered repulſe 
| byavery ſmall ſtrengrh of thennemie, for that their entry was in diſorder: After- 
wards they fell vponthe Marquiſdom of Finale,to giue occaſion to th/talianarmic 
to make to their\ſuccors,hoping by that meanesto draw them to bartell: which nor 
ſucceedinge accordinge to their exſpeacion, they didno further ation of impor- 
rance,the diſcord of the Capteines continuing inincreafing,8 —_ fay- 
lingdayly more and more by reaſon of thetruſſe: In which tymes, the confederars 


had recoueredall their places loſt before (except Nony) which alſo they obreyned 
at laſt by compc crtbfiaading ho Opp Cakinns which hed Gefoognd it, 
had benerepulſed: Thereremeyned in the power of the french no other thinge of 
the placesconquered,then cerrtcine litle townes in the Marquiſdom of Finale: du- 
ringall which emotions and ſtyrrs,the Duke of Sawoye,who had bene ſolicited on all 
_ with no ſmall promiſes,and the Marquis of £MHontferat (whoſe gouernment 


ad bene confirmed by the king of Romains to Conſtantynof Macedonia e new- 
ters,declaring neither for the king nor for the confederars. 

In this yeare was nothing done of importance berwene the Florentyns & the Py- 
ſans,norwithſtanding the warre continued without intermiſſion: _ thatthe ?y- 
ſans led,vnder the direion of John Pavule Mantfronfoure hundredlight horſemen, 
and fifteene hundred footemen,to recouer their baſtyllion yppon the bridge of the 
poole, which they loſt when theEmprour went to Lyworne: The Count Rwwcee ha- 

uing eſpiall of this enterpriſe,pur him ſelfe vpon the way of Lyworne,ro reskewe the 
baſtyllion with a good trowpe of horſemen: the Pyſans nor looking to be charged 
bur by the way of Pontadere,were ſet vpon as they begon to affaulr the baſtyllion , & 
being eaſily put ro the chaſſe,many of them were made priſoners : But atlaſt,armes 
and ations of warre ceaſed alſo berwene them, by reaſon of the truſſe,notwirhſtan- 
ding it was with an ill wil accepred of the Florentyns,who iudged ir very inexpedienc 
for their affayres to giue leaſure to the Pyſans to take breath,ſeein wichall.char not- 
withſtanding the trufle, neceſlitic compelled them to continue the ſame expenſes, 
both for dowr of Petey de medicis,alwayes confſpyring againſtthem, and for teare of 
the Yenetian bandes within Pyſa,aſpyring to the ſoueratgne imperie of the whole. 
The Duke of Thus armes |beinglayd afide on all partes,or at leaſt at poyntto ceaſe from all a- 
Mlenpra- ion: The Duke of My{analbeitin his lateſt daungers,he had expreſſed with what 
- TEE ®3 contentment he embraſed the Senat of ence for the ready and full ſuccours 
neuen; ron- he had receiued fromthem: no leſſe cxalting withpublike and heroicallwords the 
ching Fyſ«., vertue and power of the Veneriansthen greatly commending rhe prouidence of /ohn 
Galeas 
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Galeas firſt Duke of Mylan, for that he had commirred to the faith of the ſame Se- 
natthexecution of his Teſtament: yer hauing no patience to endure that the pray 
of Pyſa, followed by him with ſo many paynes and practiſes,ſhould be transferred to 
| them,as was likely in manifeſt apparance of reaſon, Andtherefore aſſaying to ob- 
reyne with induſtrie and councell, that which he could not winne with armes and 
force: he ſowrought, that the Pope, andthe Spaniſh Embaſſadors (to\both which 
ſuch a greatnes of the Yenetianswas diſpleaſing) ſhould ſet downe, that to leaue to 
the french no foundacion in /taly,as alſo to reduce allinto one concord, it were ne- 
ceſſaty to induce the Fhorentyns to enter into the common league,cauſin Py{ato be 
reftored to them, ſeeing otherwayes they could nor be —_ to it:forthar ſo long 
as they were ſeperated from the reſidue,they would nor ccalc ro ſtirre vp the french 
king to diſcend into /taly,to whomin ſuch an ation,they might(hauing their ſcitu- 
acion in the middeſt of /ra/y) with their money,and with their forces,doe thingesof 
great importance: Bur this propoſicion was impugned by thEmbaſlador of Yemice, 
as very preiudiciall ro their common ſatetie, alleaging withall thinclinacion of the 
| Florentms to beſuchto the french king,that not with this benefitt, it was not reaſo- 
| nabletotruſt them, if rhey delivered not ſufficient ſecuritieto obſerue the thinges 
they ſhould promiſe: And thatina matter of ſogreat eſtate,there was no other lew- 
ertic,then to put Lyworxe into the handes of the confederats: This was very artifici- 
ally alleaged * him, to thend to haue alwayes a greater meane to gayneſay the pro. 
poſicion,knowing well they would neuer conſent to commirto depuracion a place 
of ſuchreſpe for their eſtate : wherein, the matter drawing afterwardes ſuch ſuc- 
ceſſe as he loked for,he ſtill oppoſed againſt it with ſuch vehemencie, that the Pope 
and the Duke of Myllans Embaſſador , not daring to obiect againſt him for feare to 
eſtraunge the YVenetians from their frendſhip,thedeuiſe reſted there: And there be- 
on betwene the Pope and the Yenetians anew plotto turne away with violence the 
Florent yns from the amitie of the french:(The ill condicions of that citic giuing co- 
rage to whom ſo cuer would offend it.) | 
For from the beginning that thauthoritie popular was founded,there was not in- 
rroduced thoſe temperatures, whichaſſuring the libertie with due and reaſonable 
mcanes,might haue bene the let,that the common weale ſhouldnor haue bene dil- 
ordered by the ignorance and licence of the multitude: In ſo much that the Citi- 
ſens of greateſt qualitieand condicion , being leſſe eſteemed then ſeemed conueni- 
mh on thother {ide,their ambicion being ſuſpected rothe people, and many ot- 
tentymes intruding into deliberacions waighty who were burlitle capable, and the 
ſoueraigne Magiſtrate to whome was referred the ſumme of the moſt waighty af- 
fayres,being chaunged from two monethes to two monethes, the common weale 
was gouerned with a great confuſion: To this was added the great authorttie of S4- 
w2narola,whole auditorys were almoſt entredinto ſecrer intelligece: And albcitther 
were amongeſt them many honorable Citiſens,and they ſurpaſſing in number ſuch 
as were of thoppinion contrary , yetitſeemed Magiſtracies _ publike honors 
were diſtributed rather to thoſe that followed him, then toothers of better merit: 
And therefore the city being manifeſtly deuided,in thafſemb!ies and councels pub- 
like,one faction charged an other , no man making conſcience (which hapnethin 
ſtares falne intodiuiſion) to hinder the benefit publike , to embaſe the repuracion 
of his aduerfaries: Theſe diſorders were ſo much the more daungerous, by howe 
much,forthe long trauclls and great exſpenſes ſuffered by the ſayd citie, there was 
that yeare a generall darthand want of vittells of all natures , by reaſon whereof it 
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might be preſumedthat the people vexed with hungar, wouldbe deſirous of newe 
thinges. 

This illdiſpoſicion of the ciuill affayres of Florence,gaue hope to Peter de mediciy, 
(who beſides thoſe occafions was puſhedon by certeine particular Citiſens) to be 
able with caſe to be Maiſter of his long and iuſt defire: Andrtherefore applying in- 
duſtric and diligenceto thoportunitie of the tyme,he communicated his intencion 
with the Cardinall Saznt Seweryn his auncient frend,and with _{/ayanoin whom he 
much reappoled for the merits of his vallour and long familiaritie : And herein be- 
ing alſo ſecretly incouraged by the Yeretians,to whom itſeemed that by the trauells 
ofthe Florentyns,the affayres of Py/awould be aſſured : he determined to ſurpriſe the 
towne of Florence,the rather being aduertiſed that they had created their ſupreame 
Magiſtrate (which they cal Gonfalontere of iuſtice)Fernardyn de Nero, A man of aun- 
cient grauitic and authoritie,and had bene of a continued frend({hipoe with his fa- 
ther and him: hauingin theſame eleion ioyned to him in aſſiſtance of rhar Magj- 
ſtracie certeine others,in whom (for auncient merit and benefits) he ſuppoſed was 
no ſmall inclinacion to his greatnes: The Pope fauored this plot with his tull liking 
and conſent,defiring todeuide the Florentyns from the frenc _— with iniuries, 
ſeeing he couldnor ſeparate them with benefits : Neither was the Duke of Mylan 
againſt ir,to whomit ſeemed that albeit he could not make 2 foundacion or intelli- 
gence ſtable with that citie, becauſe of the diſorders ofthe preſent goucrnmenr: yer, 
on thother ſide,he tooke no delite in the returne of Peter, aſwell tor the wronges he 
had done him,as for dowt leaſt he ſhould depend too much of the authoritie of the 
Venetians.But aſſoone as Petey had leauyed,what by his owne meanes, and with the 
ayde ofhis frendes and fauorers,as much treaſure as he could poſſible, hauing recei- 
ued (as was beleued) ſome ſmall quantitie in = of the Venetians,he went to Sen, 
andafter him Al/vyano with the horſemen & footemen, marching alwayes by night, 
and by wayes particular, to thende his comming might be conceiled from the Flo- 
rentyns: At Siena, by the fauorof John Jacques, and Pandelphe Petrucet principalls in 
that gouernment,and aſſured frendes to his houſe, he was ſecretly refurniſhed with 
bandes of ſouldiers : So that with ſix hundreth horſemen, & toure thow ſand foote- 


men of choyſe,two dayes after the truce was begon, (wherein they of Srexna were 


comprehended) hepurt him on the way to Florence, hoping that ariuing there by the 
bene of the day,and at vnwares,heſhould finde his entrey eafie, cirher for the ge- 
neraldiforder or ſpecial tumult,which he exſpe&ed would riſc in his fauor: A plot 
which happely had drawne ſome good yſſue for him, if fortune had nor worbed 
the negligence of his aduerfaries: for,as inthe beginning ofthe nighr, he was lodged 
in the tabernacles (certein ſmal houſes vpon the high way)with intencion tomarch 
the reſidue of the night,ſo he was fo hindred by wonderfull raynes and ſtormescon- 
tinuing long,that he could nor preſent him ſelfe before Florence, till long ſpace after 
the ſunnerifing: A chaunce which gaue leaſure roſuch as made profeſſion to be his 
particular enemies (for the communaltieand all the reſt of rhe C itiſens ſtirrednot, 
exſpeCting quietly what woulde be theyſſue of thinges) to take armes with their 
frendes and followers,and to prouidethat the citiſens ſuſpeted ſhould be called & 
reſtraynedinthe/publike pallaice by the Magiſtrats: And laſtly ro make them ſelues 


| ſtrongeatthe gate which leades to Sjena,was at their requeſt Pawwle YVirel ariuing 


there the night before, in his returne from Mantua: In ſo much as no commotion 
appearing in the citie, & Petey not ſtronge enough to force the pare (which he had 
approched within a bow ſhoote:) And after he had remeyned there toure howers,

elle entred into Terny,and Gatteſquies,by the fauor of the Colonnoys, and lett into /j- 


teri by,did the like execucions againſt the Gue/ffesin both the one and the other place, 
and| all the peeces thereabours : withoutthat the Pope promded for fo great difor- 
ders inthe fare eccleſiaſtike,becauſe he abhorred all ex{penſes in like cales, & bea- 


rinyz by the propertie of his nature, no compaſſion to the calaminies of others, he 


w4+; nothing troubled with choſe thinges that offended his honor,ſo that his profits 
or pleaſures were nothinge hindered: yethe coulde nor auoyde the ſecretiuſtice of 


 God,expreſſedin domeſticall miſcries,troubling his houſe with examples tragicall, 
and a whordom and crueltic horrible aboue all the barbarous regions : for wherehe 
 haddetermined from the beginning of his election pontiticall, ro I all.rE- 


porall greatnes to the Duke of Candia his eldeſt ſonne: The Cardinal! of Valence 
(who altogether eſtraunged from prieſthood,aſpired to thexerciſe of armes)hauing 
no patience to ſuffer that place to be viurped by his brother,8& enuying withall that 


' he had berter part then he in the loue of Madonne Lucreciatlicir common fiſter: in- 
| lamedwithluſt, and with ambicion (mighty miniſters to all miſchiefs) cauſed him 
to be killed one night as he rode alone in the ſtreetes of Rome, caſting his bodye ſe- / 


cretly intheriuer of Tybey: The brute was (iffuch an enormitie be worthy to be be- 
leued)thatinthe loue of Mad. Lucrecia were concurrant,not onely the two brethren 
bur alſo the father,vwho when he was choſen Pope,takingher from her husband be- 
ing inferior to her degree, he maried her to 7ohn Sforce, Lorde of Peſere: And after- 
wards,notableto ſufter her husband to be his corriuall, hemade diſſolucion of the 
mariage already conſomated,hauing made proofe,before Iudges & delegars of his 
owne creacion,by witneſſes ſubborned & afterwards confirmed by apoſtolicall ſen- 
tence,that her husband was imperfect in the operacion of nature,and vnable to co- 
habiracion: The death of the Duke of Candza, atflited not alitle the Pope burnin 
aboue all other Popes in a vehement Joueto his children: Andas it is the e—_—_ 
tryall of wiſedom and courage of men, to be temperat inmortall chaunces: ſo,ſuch 
aSare notaccuſtomed to aduerſities,haue leaſtrule ouer their paſſions, & they that 
neuerfelc but proſperitie, can litle judge of the worthines of patience : This Pope 
was ſo vnacquaintedwith the accidents of fortune,& much lefſe enured with earth- 
ly lofles and priuacions, that from his intancie to that age all thinges had happely 
ſucceeded to him: the ſame _— this afflitionſo greeuous ana. intollcrable to 
adwith a great compaſſion of minde, and pub- 
like teares,greeuouſly bewayled his miſerie,accuſing _ of hisÞropper actions, 


 andmanner IND c had vſed till that day: he affured with wordes full of 


eſhcacie,that hereafter he would gouerne his life with other thoughtes, and with a 
forme of liuing more moderart andruled: And for a beginninghe afſigned preſently 
certeine of the number of Cardinalls,to ioyne with him in the reformacion of ma- 
ners & orders of the Court: wherein after he had employed certeine dayes, at what 
_ began to be manifeſt the authorof the death of bis ſonne,(for the which at the 

rſt,he had the Cardinall Asanims and the Yrſins in ſtronge ſuſpicion) he left there 
his former holy intencion,his teares,and all his complaints, and returned more dif- 
orderly then cuer,to thoſe thoughtes and operacions, wherin he had conſumed his 
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tie free,& a way open to ſubdue the juriſdiction of ir:

age till that day. | 
There hapnedin thoſe ſeaſons new trauells within Florence,by reaſon of thenter- 
priſe of Perer de medicis: for thintelligence and faftion which he had with certeyne 
particlers in the citic,was diſcloſed: by reafon whereof many noble Ciriſens were 
impriſoned,and ſome fled, And after the Magiſtrates had vied meanes iudicialtove- 
rifie the order of the conſpiracic, not onely many were condemned to death which 
had ſolicited him to.come and giuen him Ar wor of money : bur alſo Bernardyn de 
Nero,to whom was imputed no other thing,then that knowing the practiſe, he had 
not reuealed it,whichfaulr (of itſclfe ounthable by the head by the ſtatures of the 
Florentyns,and by thinterpretacion which moſt po of lawyers giue tothe common 
lawes)was found ſo much the more haynous in him , by howe much he was chicte 
Magiſtrate when Petey came to Florence,as ifhe had bene more greatly bownd to do 
the officerather of a perſorrpublike,then priuate: Bur the parents and kindred ap- 
pealing from the ſentence,to the great councell of the people, and that by vertue of 
a law made when the popular gouernment waseſtablithed: Thoſe that had bene au- 
thors of the condemnacion,fearing leaſt the compaſſion of the age,of the nobility, 
and of the multitude of parentes,woulde moderat inthe mindes of the people, the 
ſtraitnes of the iudgement, wrought ſo muche that they —_— thatto the leſſer 
niiber of the Citifens,ſhould be referred the reſolucion, whether the appeale ſhould 
be ſuffered to be proſecuted orreſtrayned: wherein, being more ſtronge the autho- 
ritie and number of them which held it a thing daungerous,andno lefle drawing to 
Ebered char to auoydertumultes, the 

Rarutes in like caſes might be diſpenſed withall:ſome of thoſe that helde the chicfe 
offices,were with great importunities,andalmoſ2t by force, and with threatninges, 
conſtraynedto conſent,that notwithſtanding thappeale interpoſed, execucion was 
donethe ſame night: To which extreame iuſtice, appeared more affectioned then 
the others,the followers of Sawonaro/e,not without his proper infamie,torbearing to 
diſlwade (euen his auditors) the violacion of a law publiſhed afew yeares before by 
_ ſelfe as a ſtatute conuenientang neceſlary for the preſeruacion of the common 

ric. | 

In this yeare, Federyk king of Naples, hauing obteyned of the Popethinueſtiture 

of the kingdom,and making his coronacion perfeG with all ſolemnuries, recouered 
by accord, Mont Sarnt Ange, which had bene valiantly defended by Dom Iuliande 
Lorraine, whom the Panes king left there: he reconquered alſo C:w#a, with other 
peeces holden by Charles de Sanguyn: And afſoone as the truce wasended,he chal- 
ſedvur of the realme the Prefect of Rome, conuerting his forces to execute the like 
actionvpon the Prince of Salerne,who being ar laſt beſeeged, inthe rocke of Dyan, 
& Sablincd ofall ſuccors,had permiſſion to goe his way in ſafetie with his goods, 
leauing that parrot his eſtate which he had notyerloſtzin the handes of the Prince 
of Bofemias , with condicion to paſſe it ouer to Federyk, aſſoone as he vnderſtoode 
that he was conduted in ſafctie to S/n7gale, | |

About the ende of this yeare/the dyert which had bene transferred from Mont- 


peliier ro Narbonne, being afore interrupted by the immoderat demaunds of the king 


and Queene of Spaye) the french king & theſayd king ot Spayze, returned efrſoones 
to new practiſes,wherein were founde the ſame difficulties that before: for that as 
the french king had determined not to conſent to any accord wherein /taly ſhoulde 
be comprehended: ſo it was againſt the pollicic of the oo to leaue him a liber-

deſires of the Spaniſh to interteyne warres with himon thotherſide the Mountes, 


becauſe it was a warre full of troubles andexſpenſes, and no hope of honor orpro- 
fit: Atlaſt the truce was concluded berwene them, to indure (without limitacion) 
till ir were reuoked andtwo monerhes after; There was noPorentar of /raly compre- 
hended in it to whom the king of Spayze gaue ſignification of the truſſe and he ar- 
ticles and capitulacionsof the ſame, alleaging that in him was no lefſe powerto 
reſolue the contract withoutthe knowledge of the other confederars,then the duke 
of Myllan made it lawfull (without theirconſent or priuitie) ro conclude the peace 
of Verceill: Andalbeit (according tothe formeand couenants of the league) he had 
begonthe warre in Frawnce,and continued it many monerhs, without recciuing one 
porcionof the money promiſed by the contederats, whereinhehad iuſt occaſion 
not to make care of them that had conſented to his diſappoynting: yer he had by 
many meanes and tymes aduertifed them, thatif they would make payment of the 
hundreth and fifty thowſand duckats, which they oughtto him for the exſpenſes of 
the warre he had made, he was contented to accept that payment, in reckoning of 
all other actions and enterpriſes hereafter(hauing ined to enter Fravnce with 
aſtronge armie:)Whereunto as the contederars would (how no wil or inclinacion, 
and much leſſe keepe fairh,or be carctull ouer the common ſaferie: So heinthatre- 
gard,and ſceing withall that the age madefor the libertie of nah! was turned in- 
to an vſurpacion and oppreſfſionot theregions of the ſame , for that the Yenerians 
not contented with ſo many porres falne to their ſhare inthe kingdom of Naples, had 
madethe ſelues Lordes ouer Pyſa without any right he could nor but hold it indiffe- 
rent, reaſonable,and iuſt,ſceing by others, the aftayres common were diſordered,to 
prouide for his owne-particular with a truce , bearinge notwithſtandinge ſuche a 
forme and manner,that it may rather be calledan admonicion,then a will to ſeperar 
from the league: for that it was alwayes in his power to diſſolue or reuoke it,which 
he would doe,when he ſhoulde diſcerne an other intencion, with other prouiſions, 
inthe Potentats of /tafy,forthe ſtay ofthe common benefit: About this tyme dyed 
lohn Prince of Spayne,onely ſonne to the Kinge and Queene, to whome the accident 
broughtno ſmall ſorowes and heauines, for thar, beſides difappoynting of the ſuc- 
 ceſſion,his death gaueno litle impediments tothe ſweete delites &pleatures which 
they reckoned to reape in their new tranquillitic and reſt. 

To this was alſo ioyned the deathof Philip Duke of Sanoye, leauing for apoſteri- 
tie,one ſonne of litle age, and therefore of no judgement touching his exſpectacion 
or towardnes : This late Duke,after he had wauered longrymein ſuſpenſe and new- 

 ralitie, beholding alltheir ations without mocion or inclinacion particular, ſece- 
med atlaſt to fauor the tation of the confederats, who had promiſed to pay hime- 
uery yeare,twenty thowſand duckats: And yer cuery one of them had ſo great dour 
of his faith, that they could aſſure nothing ot his promites and tructh, if the frenche 
king ſhould diſcend tomake any ſtronge enterpriſe.

of,the Yexetiens,to expreſſe how much they congratulated his doings,roke his ſayd 
ſonne into their pay, with a hundred menar armes: [This reſtitucion made with no 
juſtice, albeit was of greatimporrance againſt the kinges reputacion in /taly, yet he 
diſſembled rhe wronge,and madeno ſuchapparance of diflikingas was conuenient 
to the grauitic of the diſhonor : And thatwhuch more is, the Duke of Ferrara,excu- 
ſing the action by an Embaſſador ſent to his Maieſtie, that by reaſon of the neigh- 
bourhood of the Yenetians and Duke of Myllan,(both prepared to pronowncewarre 
againſt him) he was conſtrayned to obey neceflitie: yer ——_—_— as negligent 
earc,as if the nature of the martrer had bene light and trifling: Wherein this might 
be one reaſon of the kinges negligence, thar, beſides he proceeded almoſtar auen- 
ture inall hisa&tions, yet he was ouerwearied with acontinuall care and trauell of 
minde,ioynedto his auncientdeuocion torepaſle into /taly,hauingnow greater oc- 
caſions then cuer,for that he had made truce with the king of Spayze, renewed thal- 


liance with the Svwyzzers,and many late cauſes ofdifagreement hapned amongeſt 
« the confederar: afrchemad art,martersofenterp — 5 ww Are 16A 
cc [2 $6, ments,and to Princes their deſires doe ſeldom ſucceede, when their neg- 
« ligence is more commonthentheir reſolucions certeine: ſo, the kinges diſpoſicion 
was ouerruled with newe meanes ſubborned by ſuche as were in moſte principall 
graceabour him: Wherof ſome ſer afore him his pleaſures,others encouraged him 
| toembraſe th __— with ſo mighty _ both by ſea and lande,and 


with ſogreatprouitions of money,as could refurniſhed but with a long ſpace 
and interpoſicion of tyme,others made the action flowe & impoſſible by many dif- 
ficulties and obie&tions: And the Cardinal of S. Mallovy forgat not hisaccuſtomed 
delayes in thexpedicion of money : In ſo much,thar not onely the rymeto marche 
into /tay,was more incerteine then euer: but alſo many things were ſuffered toſuſ- 
pendand miſcary,which werealmoſt hr to their perfeCtion:for the Florentyns 
(continually incenſing theking to marche) had contracted with him, rotake armes 
on their {ides,afſoone as the warre ſhould begin by him, and tor thateffe,chey did 
| agree that Monſr d Awubigny with an hundred and fifty french launces (the hundred 
to be payed by the king,and the fifty to be mercenaryby them) ſhoulde paſſe by ſea 
into Twskane,to be generall of their armie: And the Marquis of Mantua,who when 
hereturned victorious from the kingdom of Naples, had bene diſhonorably diſap- 
poyntedof the pay of the YVexeriazs, for ſuſpicion that he ſolicited robe me 
to the frenchking :did now with greatdiligence and in good earneſt,negociat wi 
him to that ende: The new Duke of Savoye, was confirmedin his good amitieand 
| | alliance: 
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alliance: Bextywole promiſed to follow his authoritie, aſſoone as he were come into 
Italy : And the Pope,dowrting whether he ſhould ioyne with him, (as he was conti- 
nually labored)determined at the leaſt not to be againſt him. 

Burall exſpeacions begannowe to diſſolue,and mens mocions and mindes to

king.kept them interteyned for one yeare in common, for the ſeruice of the king 8& 
them th The king commended much theſe ations in them,but he madeno ra- 
tificacion nor prouiſion of payment for his part: onely he fent Geme//to them,toin-. 
create them tolend him for the furniture of his enterpriſe, an hundred & fifry thow- 
ſand duckars : Laſtly,the king (as hedidat other rymes)mealuring the wils of others 
by his ownesleft all thinges ro confuſion, and departed almoſt vpponthe ſuddeine 
from Lyon,to goe to Tovvers,andthen to Amboyſe,with his accuſtomed promiſes to 
returne immediatly ro Lyon. 

For which reſpe&s,hope fayling in all thoſe that followed his faftion in /raly:Bap- 
riſtyn Fregoſe was the firſt that reconciled him lelfe with the Duke of Mylln,who ta- 
king courage by theſe good euentes and ſucceſſes, diſcouered euery day more and

b,that by the redeliuery of that citie, the F/orentyns might participar inthe generall 
cague againſt the french : They told him thatthe Senat of Yenice ought to conſent 
thereunto together with others,to thende,that the rootes of allemotiqns and trou- 
bles being ſupplanted,there ſhould remeyne to no eſtate or degree in #a/y, any oc- 
caſion to call eftſoones forreine armes ouerthe Mountes: They told him alſo thatif 
in thatregarde the vnitic of /ra/yſuffered impediment, there woulde perhaps be gi- 
uen,matter & occaſion to others to take new councells, by the which (ro the com- 
mon preiudice)might happen ſomealteracion of importance.Bur to this,was quite

yer withthem it had alwayes cariedthisreputacion,not to ſuffer ſtayneor violacion 
in any forte: he ed itwasa thinge moſte yrorems tothe Senat of YVerice,that 
(withourtreſpe&t uable) others ſought to lay vppon them by impuracion, that 
| gon with one common and generall conſent, and continued tor 
one,and that with ſo great an ingratitude, they were puniſhed 
es: That thintollerable efron which they had defrayedin 
many others, ioyned to ſo many perills and trauells ſuſteyned 
of the league,deſeruednotſuchrecompenſe &retribucion, their 
ations bearing that nature and quallitic both for expenſes, pollicie, and care,that 
they may ſay with reaſon and iuſtice, that /t«/y hath bene preſerued by their meane: 
for thatneit e battell of Taro was fought with other armes then theirs, nor the 
kingdomof Naples recouered with other forces then of their common weale : That 


' noother armie conſtrayned Nowareto render,and chaſcd the french king to returne 
beyond the Mountes : That no other ſtrength then theirs, was oppoſed againſt him 
in Pyemont,as often as he aſſayed toreturne: And that it coulde not be denyed that 
thoſe actions proceeded not principally of the deſire they had to prote&t the ſaferic 

of ay ingas their eſtates were alwayes furtheſt remoued from perills,ſo,tor their 


occaſion,there were no diſorders hapned which they ought to readdrefle or amed: 
for they called notthe frenche kinge into /raly, nor accompanied him when he was 
come ouer the Mountes,& much lefle tor ſparing their proper treaſures, haue they 
ſuffered to fall into perill,the affayres common and vniuerſall: No,rather necefſiue 
and occaſion haye fo required,that the Senat of Venice did giue remedy to the dil- 
orders happened by the taultes of others,to the common harmes of the whole: All 
which operacions,albeit they were not knowe, or though they were ſo ſoone com- 
mutted to forgerfulnes, yer they would not for all that (torbearing the ill excuſable

The death of _ Whileſtthinges paſſedin theſe practiſes amongeſt the confederats,with a mani- 
king Charles feſt and generall diſagreement,there hapned aneweaccident, which engendredet- 
teogh feRsdiuerſeand much different fromthe thoughtes of men: The night before the 
eypht day of April,king Charles dyedat pris 4 of a catterhe which the Phiſicions 
cal apoplexie,the ſame rifingin him with ſuch abundance, as he beheld amatch plai- 
edattennyſle, thatinfewe howers he ended atthe fame place his life, duringe he 
which, he had with greater importunitie then vertue , troubled the whole _—_— 
wit 
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with 64 wan —_— kindle eftfoones newe ers of innouation and 
troubles : for that it was belened of many,thar being puthed forwardes witha vehe- 
ment deſire to returne into /z/y,he had in the ende; either of-his proper knowledge, 
or bythe emulacion of ſuch as bare tothe Carthnall of 8. Mallor/o,remoued al 
the difficulties that had withholden thaQtion :In ſo much,thar albertin /raly (accor- 
ding to his variations) ſomerymes he increaſed, and fomerymes he diminithed the 
opinion that men had that he would marche: yer he kept themin.conrinuall ſuſpi- 
cion, and made his intencions to trouble rheirconicttures and councells: Andtor 
that cauſe,the Pope puffed with ambicionto rayſe his ſonnes, had begon already to 
ſolicnrwith him touching ſome ſecret innonacion, the Duke of Aty{arhauing done 
the like (as was bruted)to thende he would nor liue in continuall feare.  . : 
King Charles dying withour yſlue,the realme of Fraunce deſcended to Lowwys 
Duke of Or/eans,asnearer in blud then any other of the malculyne lyne: ro whome 
(remeyning then at Bloys) came to doe reuerence, the kinges garde,and all the gene- 
rall trayne of the ins ere with the nobilineof the kingdome, by whome he 
was ſaluted as king withtitles and inuocacions royall,notwithſtandin did ſe- 
cretly murmure,that (according to thauncienr ſtarures of the lande)he:was vnwor- 
thy to aſpire to the crowne,, againſtthe which he hadtaken armes.inthe warres of 
Frittaime. 2% 


The day after thedearh of king Charles,(a day obſerued in many _”_ by acele- mn, of 


bracion and ſolemniticof palmes)rookeende the authoritie,lite,and doErine of $4- 
gonaro!a: who hauing bene long tyme before accuſed by thePope;rhar he preached 
flaunderouſly againſt the manners of the Clergy and Court of Roe, that he nouri- 
ſhed ſes and diſcordes in Florence,& that his dorine was not fully catholyke,and 
for thoſe reafons called to Rowe by many writs, refuſed to appearethere, alleag) 
many excuſes: and therefore after much a doe hewasartlaſt(theyeare beforete a- 
rated by the Pope with cenſures from the fellowſhip of the Church: of which bh 
tence (hauingabſteyned from preaching for cerreine monethes) he had eaſily ob- 
teyned abſolucion, it he had longer continued, forthart the Pope,who held ſlender 
reckoning of Sawonarola,had proceeded againſt him more by theincenfing and per- 
ſwacion of his aduerfaries, then any other occaſion: Bur he iudgingrthar it was for 
his i'ence,that his reputacion came ſo to be diminiſhed, or at leaſt,that it brake the 
purpole for the which he ſtirred (for he was principally aduaunced for his veheme- 
cie in preaching) he fell efrſoones to deſpiſe the Popes commaundements, and re- 
turned publikeſy to his olde office, wherein affirming thatthe cenſures publiſhed a- 
gainſt him were vniuſt & of no force, he opened his mouth ctrſoones to blaſpheme 
the Pope and the whole court of Rome withgreatvehemencic: of this arole no ſmall 
emotion,for that his aduerſaries(whoſe authoritic increaſed dayly in greatnes with 
the people) deteſted ſuch inobetiience rebuking the action,for that by his innouaci- 
on and raſhenes, the Popes minde was drawne in vncerteinties and alteracion,in a 
_=_ ſpecially, wherein the reſtitucion of Py/a being negociared by him andthe o- 
t 


er contederats,it was neceſſary to doe all thinges to confirme him in that inclina- 


cion: On the other fide,his diſciples andpartakers defended and iuſtified him, allea- 
ging that men oughtnor for the regard af humane thinges,to trouble the operaci- 
ons diuine,nor conſent that vnder fuch coolers, the Popesof Rome ſhould begin to 
intrude into thaffayres of their common weale : Bur after there were certeine dayes 
_ in this contencion,&the Pope wonderfully inflamed, ſending outnew thun- 

rbolts with threates of cenſures againſt the whole citie: hewasatlaſt commaun-

natedin thinueſtiture made to /ohn Gale as by Vinciſlaus king of Romaines,was extintt 
and diſſolued : Butalſo Alphonſo king of Aragon and Naples,who was inſtituted heire 
by the Teſtament of Duke Ph/;pp: And amongeſt the reſidue, Frawncis Sforce with a - 
fortune, force,and felicitic,more fauorable then the others , quarrelled the famegy-

for vx gre” was not ignorantthat the french kinge had greardefire to refule /axe his wife, both 
/ame. — barrein&deformed,who was given tohim lt by force by Lowwys the eleuenth: 
And that he had noleſlſe liking to marie Anmzenow widowe by the death' of the late 
king,notſo much for the aticient affeftion tharwas berwen the afore theencownter 
of S. Aulbyn,as that by;the prorogariue of tharmariage,he ſhoulde inſinuare into the 
Duchic of Br:t4in, an eſtate great and very conuentent for the crowne of Fraunce: 
this chaunge could not be done without theauthoritie of the Pope : The Florentyns 
in like ſorte fayled notto ſende Embaſſadors to the king, aſwel to teſtifie thauncient 
cuſtom and deuocion of that citic to the crowne of Fraante,as toput his Maicſticin 
remembrance of their merits,and the bondes andpromiles of the late king : where- 
in they were much folicited by the Duke of Mylan, having two mtencions, the one 
that by their meanes the practiſes of the Yexetians might be hindered,(both the one 
and other common wealc intreating of the affayres of Pſa) and allo that if they ob- 
teyned any credir,amitie,or authorrtie,they might vnder ſome occaſion, employ all 
ro worke an accord betwene him and the french king, A thingnot a litle deſired and 
ſought by him: Alltheſe Embaſſadors were well receiued of the kinge, who began 
cuen at the firſtto ſownde cuery one of them ſeuerally , notwithſtanding he had no 
meaning to put any thinge toa&tion in /#aly, afore he had firſt aſſured the realme of 
Prndkedby newe leagues and confederacions with the Princes his neighbours and 
borderers. 
Burt it was a thing faral, that the fire of Pyſa,to the which the Duke of 24y/lan gaue 
the firſt kindling, & nouriſhed by an inflamed deſire to aſſubic& itto him ſelf,(hould 
inthe ende breake his brande vpon the heade of the author, and conſume him with 
his propper flame: for that aſwell by his naturaſticlowſic which was infinitin him, 
as "157 onken of the greatnes of the YVenetians, which he ſaw to aſpire not onely 0- 


uerhim,bur alſo aboue the other Potenrars of /#ahy,he could not endure with reaſo- 
nable parience,thar the frute of his deuiſes & trauclls, ſhould be gathered by them,

ſeeing it was an vniuerſall trauellto chaſe them ourlo lately. : | | w y 4 


This indiſcreete refolucion was furthered by a diſorder which hapned againſt the HR 
Florentyns inthe contrey of Pyſa: for their people which were at Pontadere, hauing ASE I 
aduertiſement by their eſpyals thata trowpe of teuen hundred horſemen,& a thow- WO $81 
{and footemen ofthe Pyſans,were returning home with a great pray of cattell which HET 
they had taken in the fieldes of Yoltere, yſlued out almoſt all vnder the conduite of E345; 
the Count of Rixucce & G of Pazzi, Commiſſioner for the Florentyns,to cut 
berwene them &home for the recouery of the booty: And encowntring withthem 
inthe valley of S. Reale, and as they had almoſt putthemro diſorder and recouered 
the moſt part of the praye, there ioynedto the Pyſans an hundrerh and fiftye men at 


armes ſent out of Pyſato the ſuccors of their fellowes, who finding the Florentynar- 
mic both weary and di dwith the trouble of the iluc,and the authoritic of 
the Countnotable to 


ethe horſemen to the feight, _ put all co the 
chaſe,norwirhſtanding the tootemen made ſome head and refiſtance,among whom 
many paſſed by the ſword,8 moſt of their horſemen taken priſoners with the chie- 
feſt of their leaders : in ſo much as the Count and [ſhoner for Florence, faued 
them ſelues with great diſficultic within S.Rea/e, where they impoſed one vppon an 
other (as is the cuſtom in chaunces of aduerſitic) the faulr of So diſorder lapned. 
This jorney brought no licle affliction to the Florextyns, who to readdreffe with 
ſpeede ſo great a daunger,and not able to refurnith their companies with expedici- 
on,and Counte Rruucce general oftheir whole — loft his reputac1on, for 
thathis regiment was broken,determined to turne tothe aftayres of Fyſa,the Viteli- 
es who were then in the contrey of Arerze : But atore that contract was perfected, 
they were conſtrayned to accord to Pawvle Vitell rhe title, dignirie, and reputacion Parte Viceli 
of Capreine generall of their armie: This overthrow conſtrainedthemettloones to 4Heme ge” 
demaund fuccors of the Duke of My/lan,and that withſo much the more inſtance, ;iwengn a- 
by how much fince the chaſlc, they had beſought the french king, that to put them »»- 
out of daunger with his forces and with his kris wouldſendthree hundred 
launces into Twkane,andratific the reteyning of the Yireliesaccording to thecon- 
tract made in the tyme of the late kinge Charles, prouiding his porcion of their pay- 
ment, and alſo thathe woulde cauſe the Yenetiens to abſteyne from further vexing 
them:ofall which requeſtes,they reaped burgracious wordes without any effe&,for 


that the king would not him ſelfe ſuſpected with the Yenerians, nor make any 
ſturrein /raly afore he pur beginning to the warresof Mylan:Bur in thele neceſſities 
and eftarte of dhe of Myllan was neither cold nor negligent, who dow- 
ting leaſt the YVenerians ( occaſion of this victory)would enter further into the 


iuri{diction of Pyſa,then they could be afterwards repulſed but with greatdifficulty, 
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Florentyns that he had a firme intencion to ſuccorthem, but 
with them, whart ſortes and proporcions I—_ were 
onely for his defenſe, bur alfoto achieue the _ iſe of Pyſa, to the 
which (tor that there was no fearcof any ation in the frenche kinge for that yeare) 
were turned vni the eyes of all 7r4h, being then free from all other troubles: 
It itories of Rowe the famulices of C & Yrſin had taken armes, 
yertheir wiſedoms preuayled more inthe quarrell,then either their hatreds or their 
} 
ce of the quarrell: The Colonnoys and Savelies, ſtirred vp be- 
like for thoccupacion which Jacques Counte made of /a tow Mathias, had inuadedthe 
places and territories of the Counts: And of the other part,the Yyſins (for the athni- 
tie andconiunQion of factions) tooke armes intheir fauor : So that many borowes 
and villages, being vſurped both by the one and other parrie, th _— rogether 
atlaſt with alltheir forces atthe foote of Morzrelle in the corey of Tywoly,where, af- 
ter along and braue barrell, the inflamed paſſion of the parties puſhing them on no 
 leſſethen either regard of glory,or conſideracion of daunger of their eſtares,the /7- 
fins (whoſe armie conteyned two thowſand footemen & eyght hundred horſemen) 
werebrokenand purto the chaſc,their enſcignes loſt, and Charles YVrſin taken priſo- 
ner,andof the fide of the Colonnoys was hurt _Murhony Saxclle a Caprteine of noſmall 
reputacion,who dyed of his wound not many dayes after: After this ſucceſſe of the 
barrell, the Pope,ſeeming that commortions in the contrey ſo neare to Rome, were 
diſpleaſing to him, made as though he woulde folicite an accord, which,whileſthe 
interteyned in ation (not with good meaning and faith, forhe was diſguiſed inall 
his doings) the Y7r/ms readdrefled their armie with new ſupplies & planted a campe 
afore Palombare, A principall towne belonging to the Saweleis, which the Colonneys 


whoafter the vict y_ occupied many places of the Counts prepared to reskew: 


ut both the parties tinding at lengrthe the diſſembled behauiors of the Pope, ſome- 
rymesgiuing courage to the Colonnoys,and cftfoones comforting the Yy/ins,and that 
he did but nouriſh the warre & giue them medicines to weaken them both,to thend 
he might with more facilitie oppreſſe them when their ſtrengrhes were conſumed: 
they came _— erto a parley (withoutthinterpoling of a third)at Tywoly,where, 
of them ſelues,they eſtabliſhed an accord by the which Charles V+/an was ſetar liber- 


parant ſhowes of blud and murder, being nowe quallified by wifedom and tempe- 
rance,there was not diſcerned in any part in /talyany tokens of warre,but about the 
contrey of Py/a: wherein,albcit the D ike of Mylan had determined in the begin- 
_ not to ſuccorthe Florextyns openly, burro miniſter to their wantes with ſecret 
aydes of money : yet ſuffering his minde to be continually ouer ruled with 
of di{dayne and enuy,and not abſteyning from wordes infolent and full of threats a- 
gainſt the Yexetians,he determined now to declare him ſelfe publikely, and to cut of 
all regardes and confideracions ofthing ingeuenthen,paſſageto their bands 
. and fouldiers which marched to Pyſa by.the w 26. pn and Pontrema,8& put them 
in neceſſitie to paſſe by the Duke of Ferraraes contrey, A way of farre more trauell 
and greater ce: hewrought ſo thatthEmprourcommaunded all thoſe Embaſ- 
reſident in his Court(exceptthe Spaniſh) ro returne home, re- 
uoking 
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uoking them all within few after except the Embaſſador for the Senat of Ye- 


pe Florentyns greatly inducing him) to ayde them in 
ſome ſort : The Pope knowing how hurrfull & incollerable it would be to the eftare 
ofthe Church,that the Yexet/a»s(hould preuailero make a foundacion of Pyſa, 
miſed to refurniſh them with a hundred menart armes, andthethree gallies which 
were in his pay vnder Capteine Yille Marine, and they to giue impediments to the 
rouiſions of vittells that ſhould enter Pyſa by ſea : Bur afterwards(being familiar to 
Lo to protract and Soy —_ _ _ diuerſe —_—_ roſende to them 
proporcion,and in re em wi niall,for that drawing da 
more & more into other deuiſesand 5 wan ner his refolucion to nn oy 
him ſelfe onely to the french king , by whoſe meanes he hoped to obteyne no ſmall 
nor commonrecompenſes: yea (it is oftentymesthe property of men to make caſic 
with will and hope,that which inreaſon and wiſedom they know to be hard) he aſ- 
cendedin weeningto the crowne and kingdom of Naples:It was almoſt a thing faral, 
that the refuſing of rhe alliance which cheking of Aragon made tothe — 
breedein him the beginning of newe thinges and chaunges: for long before he had 
wholly determined to ioyne him ſelfe with thefrench kinge, he had made great in- 
tothe Cardinallof Yalence (who was reſolued to for- 
fake thehabit and profeſſhon|of the Church the firſt occaſion) his daughter in 
age,with the principallitic of Terexte in dowry wherein he perfwaded himſelf 
that if bis ſonne whoſe wit was ſutle, and his hart hawry, and ray{ed, were once be- 
come Lord of ſo large and gene ———_— that then 
there would be litle difficultie, (hauing the cooler of a daughter deſcending of the 
ing)to take occaſions, whatby force and ſtrength, and what by thauthoritie and 
ightes ofthe Church,to diſpoyle his father in lawe of the kingdom, both weakein 
men of warre,andpoore in money, andfrom whome alſo wereeſtraunged the affe- 
ions of moſt of his Barons: This matter was hoatly furthered and fauored by the 
Duke of Myllan,who debared with kinge Federyk (by his Embaſſador the Marquis 
Stampe (ent Grcidly to Rome and Naples how daungerous it would be for him,if the 
Pope (made fruſtrat of this deſire went ſuddeinly to ioyne with thefrench king; And 
withall he preferred to the kinges remembrance how much it would fauor of puſil- 
lanimiticand indiſcrefſion {pecially the matter concerning wholly his ſafetie)ro 
putin conſideracion indignitic onely, and not to haue ſo much rule ouer him ſelfe, 
a5 to preferre the proteRion of his eſtate,afore his proper will: But Federyk 
thatin this ſurtelticof Lodoywyk was layd the foundacionof hisruyne, refuſed the 
plotwith continuall obſtinacie,confefling that the alyenacion or —_—_—— ofthe 
Pope was a degree to put his kingdom indaunger,buthe ſtoode aſſured that ro giue 
his daughter with the Py of Tarente,to the Cardinall of Valence, were to 
put hislife in daunger, and therefore in two perills he had rather abide the hazarde

dednot of any faultor error of him felfe : By this meane, the Pope turning wholly 
his minde to ioyne with the french, and deſiringrthat the Yererians woulde doethe

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ſuccors to the Florentyns : who receiuing courage theready ſuccors of the Duke 
of Mylan, and fort mT Cer rodeo chetrnene 


captcine,f iothing that might aduaunce the en ——_—_y 
eſteemed it > very hard action: for that beſides Meme o—cs, refs] 
lut courage of the Citiſens and contreymen of Pyſa,therewas within Pyſa,a ſtrength 
of the Fenetians of foure hundred men art armes, eyght hundred ots,& more 
then two thowſand footemen: They were alſo (as occaſion required) ready to re- 
furniſh them with ſtronger ſuccors, forthat cuen ſuchas at the beginning hadno 
will to conſentto acceptthe proteCtion ofthe Pyſans,were nowe no leſle ready then 
the reſte toſupport their quarrell for the regarde of common honor: The contracte 
made in common by Lodowwyk and the Florentyns, gaue ſuch an increaſe to the ar- 
mie,thatir ſeemed now to cary p jon ſufficient not onely to recouer all the 
places within the contrey of Pyſ#, but alſo to make a wonderfull indultrie thatthe 
ighbours ſhould forbeare to giue ayde and fauor to the Pyſars, or at leaſt eſchew- 
ing thexample ofthe Yenetians, notmoleſt any more the Florentyns in other places: 
hauing afore he determined to proteſt himſelfe openly , interteyned in 
common with the Venetians,John Bentyuole withtwo hundred men at armes,labored 
him ſo much,that he bownd him with the ſtate of Bo/ognia,to him ſelfe only : wher- 
inthe berrer to confirme Bextywole,the Florentyns rooke into their pay, Alexander his 
ſonne: And to make amore generall reſiſtance againſtthe Yenerians making inuaſi- 
on onthe ſide of Romagnia, (who forſucha ſehad rakeninto their proteion 
the Lord of Faenza)the Florentyns wonne allo to their appoyntments & deuocion, 
rogether with fifry men at armes,OtFawyan de Riaye,Lorde of Ymola & Furly,who was 
uerned according to the rom & ag woman orcehis mother : Shefol- 
owed without any regard,t jon 0 and the Florentyns,many occaſi- 
ons mouing her , bur principally for thatſhe was maried to /ohnde medicis,whome 
the Duke of Mylan (nothing liking of the gouernment popular) labored to make 
greatat Florence,and allo his brother: Lodowwyk had no ſmall credit with the people 
of Lucques,whom he ſolicited withall his authoritie and meanes,nor to ns any 
more the Py/ans with thoſe P—_— of ſuccors and fauors which they had accu. 
ſtomed to miniſter ro them: which requeſt albeir they did not obſcrue ſo fully as he 
required, yet they withdrew andabſteyned from many helpes for his regard : There 
remeyned onely they of Gezesand Siexnsauncient ennemies to the Florertyns, ha- 
uing equall occaſions of controuerfie againſt that ſtate: the one forthe intereſt of 
Montpulc;an,and the other by reaſon ofthe contrey of _—_—_ : Touching the S/- 
ennoys,it was athing much to be feared, leaſt (being made blindewith hate & enuy) 
they fel not into their auncienterror,in giuing ro euery one commoditie totrouble 
and moleſt the Florentyns by the oportuninie of their landes and eſtates , ſuch ſuffe- 
ranceſomerymesnot being without their proper domage: And for the Genovways, 
albeitby reaſon of auncient iniuries , it greeued them not alitle, that the Yenetians 
ſhould be Maiſters ouer Py/a,yet(in that citie there is lile care of the comon wealc) 
my gaue ſufferance to the Pyſans and veſlells of the Yenetians to exerciſe a traffike 
in their rivers and ſtreames in regard of a priuate gayne which ſome particulars got 
by it,by the which the Pyſazs receiucd many great commodities: For theſereſpetts, 
and alſo by the councell of Lodowyk ſtill ſoliciring,the Florentyns ſent Embaſſadors 
| toGenes and Sienpa, to ſolicit (the rather by his meanes) an accord and finall reſolu- 
cion of all their quarrells : But as touching the Genowvays,the praftiſe and negocia- 
cion was fruſtratand brought forthno ,for that they demaunded to ow 

re 
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ted y of Serezans without giuing other recompenſe thena {imple promiſe to 
bereauethe Pyſars of all oportunuties and commodities of their contreyes,wherein 
the Florentyns making conference of the qualitie of the demaund,found the loſſeſo 
preſent and cerreirfe,in regard of the profitſoincerteine and lirle, thatthey retuſed 
to buy fo dearly their hips. | 

Bur whileſt theſe deuiſes occupied the reaſons and mindes ofmenin diuerſe pla- 
ces, The Florentynarmic, more mighty in horſemen then ſtronge in fooremen, ad- 
uaunced into the field vnder their newe generall: By meanes whereof, asthe Pyſans, 
whole cſtradiors ſince the victory of S. Rea/{had made incurſions at pleaſure ouer 
the whole contrey,reryred from Pont deſac where they laſt incamped: So Pavwule Vi- 
tell; hauing taken Calcinara, and ſerling his armic therein exſpectacion of anewe 
ſtrengrh of tootemen, beſtowed one day one part of his ſouldiers in ambuthe neare 
ro C4/c:na,whether the regiment of the Yenetians were retyred , who gouerned by 
Marke Martinenguo were not na {ov obediEce,bur withoutorder,[n ſo muc 
as when PavvleV tell; gaue the charge tothem,heſlew many of the ſtradiots, wtih 
lohnGradania Captcineouer men atarmes , and tooke priſoner Franque coronell of 
theſtradiots, with the praye ofa hundreth horſes: The ſucceſſe of this cncownter 
much amaled the companies ofthe Yenetians, and therefore ſuppoſing Caſcinanor 
ſufficient for their ſatery,they retyred tothe borow of S. Marke,cxſpettingnew ſuc- 
cors to come from Yenice : But Pawvle Vitell, after he was refurniſhed with his 
ſtrength of footemen, and making as —_— he woulde affayle Caſcins (which the 
Pyſans beleued by many apparances) turned his marche , and beguiling the conie- 
Etures of his ennemics,paſled ouer the riuer of Arze, and pitched his campe before 
the borow of But, hauing ſentafore,three hundred footemento keepeoccupied the 
hills & frontyer places: And hauing drawne thether with the ſtrength and working 
of a number of Pyoxers,thartilleric by the way of the Mounteine not withour great 
difficultic tor the troubleſom wayes,he tooke the towne by force the ſecond day af- 
terhe hadbraked his artillerie:Pavwle made choyſe of thisenterpriſe, for that he 1ud- 
ged that Pz/a,(inthe which was an incredible obſtinacie aſlwell of thinhabirants as 
others retyred out of the contrey , in whom by long vie was great ſufficiencic tou- 
ching actions of warre) could not be taken by torce,the city of irſelte being proude 
in firength of walls and rampiers , and hauing within it many bandes of the men at 
armes of Veaice: he heldit anaCtion of better pollicie,to deuile rather to languiſh & 
conſume them,then to execut and enforcerhem, and ſerling the warrein thar parte 
of the contrey which is on the right hand of the riuer of Arze,he eſteemed it agood 
councell in warreto lay plots to take the peeces in thatquarter,and to commaunde 
all thoſe places by whole helpe and oportunitie , he mightgiue impedimenttothe 
ſuccors { 4 might come to them by land from any forreine contrey: And therfore 
aftertheraking of the borozy of Baty,hauing rayſed a mount or fort ypon the moun- 
tevnes which be aboue S.John dela Vene, he ; his campe right afore the fort 
which the Py/ans had made neare to /jcopyſan,drawingthether his artilleric with the 
ſame dithculties he did before: And taking almoſt in one ſeaſon Yaldecalcio & buil- 
ding aboue Yico ina place called Pietro Doloroſo,an other baſtyllion;to keepe that no 
ſuccorsenter there , he held beſceged the caſtell of Yerracola : In theſe pollicies of 
this new generall,to thend the Pyſavs (dowting that he would not aſfaile Libraffarto 
and Yaldeſerclo,) might be leſſe ready tobe farre from Pyſa, the Count Rinueero was 
incamped with other companies at Ya/d/ziewolo: All which notwithſtanding,foure 
tundred footemenyſſuing out of Pyſa, brake all the regiment of footemen which 
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werenecli deſtowed in the church of S. Michael to kepe Verrucols beſceged: 
But PavvleVitelh, after he had got the baſtillion , whichyelded vpon condicion to 
carie their Artilleric to Vicopsſan, encamped affore Yicopeſan, not on that ſide where 
the Florentyn campe was _—_ he was within to defende it, bfithe laye rowardes 
S.John de la Vene,to giue impediments to the ſuccours that were to come from Piſz: 
After the furie of his Artilleric had brought downe to the carth a quantitie of 
the walles, the defendants, diſpairing belike of reskewe, rendred the place,their life 
and goods faucd : They were perhappes diſcouraged to holde our ro thvttermoſt, 
"23% . Oy nareut en he tooke Buty ( to giue terrour to others ) curte of the handes 
of three Cannonyers Germazins which were within the rowne, and vſed his viao-

an other occaſion of happic exployre, for that the bandes which were within P1ſz 
ſuppoſing it woulde be verie caſic to ſurpriſe the bulwarke of Petro Doloroſo , they 
ſent thether affore dayc,two hundred light horſemen with many trowpes of foote- 
men, who finding a ſtronger reſiſtaunce then they looked for, loſte more time then 
the action of their enterpriſe required, inſo much that whileſt they were giuing the 
of the Florentyns, diſcoucring himſelfe 'ppon the mountaynes 
ith part of tharmie diſcending to ſuccour the fort, ſent YVitellerrze 
with the reſidue of the bandes to giue impediment to their retourne:againſt whom 
as they intert skyrmiſhe in the plaine rowardes Calcy, the generall fell vpon 
them on the s,and putre them "_ , not withoutthe loſle of many horſe- 
men, and the moſt partof their footebandes. - 
Bur in this diſcourſe and cuent of things, the Florentyns, hauing ſome likely ad- 
uertiſments from the Duke of Ferrara and others, that the Venetians were not with- 
out a willing inclination to peace, whereunto they woulde be more caſclie indu- 


ced, ifintheaGtion (as belongedro the dignitic and reſpe& of ſo great a common 
wealc) w_ proceeded with tokens and demonſtracions, as thoug 6 —_— 
t nbaſladours 


ted not with equalls, but with a ſtate of more greatnes: They ſent as E1 

to Yerniceto ſound their intencions Guid' Antonio Veſpuccio & Bernard Rucellai,etwo of 
the moſt honorable cityſens of their common weale: A matter from the which they 
had abſteyned till chat time , partely for thatthey wouldenot offend the minde of 
king Charles, but more for thatas they knew them ſclues not to be ſtrong enough to 
oppreſle the P:ſans,{o they iudged that their pericions woulde be vnprofitable being 
not accompained neither with reputacion nor forces: but now that they were the 
ſtronger in the fielde, and that the Duke had publikely declared him ſelfe againſt the 
Venetians, their hopes were greater then their doutes, to finde ſome conuenient 
meanes of honorable compoſition. The Embaſſadours were receiued with great 
office and reuerence, and immedaatly brought into councell, the Duke fitting and 
the whole reſort of Senatours , in whoſe preſence after they had formed many ex- 
cuſes fornor ſending Embaſladors tothe affore , the ſame being refrained for many 
regardes procec ay the quallitic of times and ſoundry accidents of their Cyrie: 


they required that they woulde abſteine from the defence and proteCtion 
of Piſa,a requeſt whole moderation purte them in hope not to be denied,ſecing that 
borh in the common weale of Florence, had bene founde no vccaſions of offence or 


_ diſpleaſure tothem, andalſo according tothe rumor and recommendacion that 


went of the equitie of the Senar of Yexice, they hoped they woulde nor in this caſe 
abandon juſtice, which being the piller and foundation of all other vertues, it was 
bur reaſonable to preferre it affore all other reſpees. To theſe the Duke made

aunſwere, that as they coulde not charge the Florentyns with any treſpaſſe or iniu- The Puke of 


ries in theſe times, ſoalſo the Senat was not entred into the protection of Pſa tor 
any deſire to offtende them 5 but for that the Florentyns onely, hauing ſupported in 


Italye the tations of the Frenche, meere and ſimple regardes to the common pro- Embaſ«dors 


fire and faferic, had induced all the Potentates of the League to gue faith to the 
Fiſans,co helpe them to defende their libertie: wherein , though ſome others of the 
relidue did fall ito the crrour of forgertulnes after they had ow their faith: yer 
the cuſtom of others ſhould bredenolawe in them, and much lefle contrary tothe 
vie of their common weale, would follow them in a marrer ſo vnworthy:Onel 
if the ſtate of Florence would propound ſome meane,by the which the libertic of the 
Piſans might be preſerued, they woulde make knowen to all the worlde, that nei- 
ther for their generall ambycion, nor for their particular or propper profitre , they 
hauc thus long contynucd the defenſe of P;/a: vpon this aunſwere , they drew cer- 
reine dayes to diſputacion vpon ſome meane which might leaue ſatisfied both the 
oneand other parties, wherein ſome contencion riſing, for thatneither the Yexe- 
tiansnor the Florentyn Embaſſadours woulde an ns the meane, they aggreed 
that the Embaſladour of Spare , who incouraged them to _—— ſhoulde 
interpoſe betwene them : this was the meane he opened, that the Pans ſhoulde re- 
rourne to the deuocion of the Florentyns, not as ſubictes, bur as people recommen- 
ded, and vnder the ſame capitulations which had bene aggreed vpon at Piſtoia, as a 
thing indifferent berwene ſeruitude and libertie: Burt the Yexetians aunfwered, that 
my coulde not acknowledge any part of libertic in a Cytic whercin the fortreſſes 
and adminiſtracion of the [:awes were in the power of others: by reaſon whereof 
th'Embaſſadours of Florence interpreting this aunſwere to a denyall of their de- 
maundes , departed from Yepice with this\conieRture, thatthe Senate, onles they 
were compelled by neceſſitie, would not abandon the defenſe of Piſa, whether they 
ſent ſupplies of ſouldiours continually : beſides, they had in the beginning no grear 
teare of thenterprile of the Florentyns, tor that deferring the action ill the moſt parr 
of the ſpring, was paſte, they coulde not long kepe the tielde , the countrey of Fiſe, 
by reaſon of his baſenes and lownes, being much ſubic& to waters: And laſtely ha- 
uing of new taken to their paye vnder the Duke of Yrbyz (to whom they gaue the 
ticle of gouernour) and vnder certaine other capteines, fiue hundred men at armes, 
being holpen with all with diucrſe good intelligences : they had determined, ( the 
more eaſely to tourne the Florextyns from offending the P;ſans ) to begin the warre 
in an other place, ioyaingallo to their plottes the oportunitie of Peter de Medici, 
at whoſe perſwacions they interteyned into their paye Charles Vrſin"and Bart. Al- 
vane with two hundred men at armes : They were not alſo without hope,to be able 
to induce /ohn Bentinole to coſent that they might make warre vponthe F loreryns on 
the fide of Bolognia, for that the Duke of Mylan ( ſtirred belike bether in the retey- 
ning which was made of Aznyball his ſonne the Venetians were preferred before 
him, and ioyning tothat new offence a recordacion of olde iniuries done againſt 
him, as he ſayed, when the Duke of Calabria paſſed into Romagnia) had occupied 
certeine Caſtells which belonged to the Duchic of Mylan, _ eſſed by wy of 


dowrie, by Alexander his ſonne: For theſe cauſes albeit he forbarenot ro vexe him 
vypon euery occaſion,yert the Caſtells being atlaſte reſtored to him againe ar the re- 
queſt of the Florentyns, the deuiſe ro make warre on that ſide, was broken : There- 
fore the Yenetians labored to diſpoſe them of Sienna to graunt that they might be- 
ginne the warre in their Quarters , whercin they grew into hope to = le { be- 
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ſides their ordinariediſpoſition againſt the Florentyns)by a diuifio that was in Sienna 
amongeſt the cityſens: for Paxdolphe Petruccio with his witte and (urtletie, hauing 
; drawento himſelfe almoſte a ſpeciall aurhoritic ouer the councells and buſynes of 
— thecytic, Nicholas Borgheſe his father inlawe and the famulic of the Belanti, to 
whom his greatnes was diſpleaſing, laboured that might be graunted to the 
Duke of /rby# ani theYyſms, who,with foure h men at armes, twothouſand 
footemen, and foure hundred eſtradyortes, were ſtaicd by commiſſion of the Yene- 
fiens at Fratte inthe countrey of Perowuſe : Th alſo that ro make truce 
with the Florentyns according to the ſolicitation of the Duke of Adylan and conty- 
nuall inſtaunce of Pardelfe,was no other thing, then to giue them opporrunitic and 
meanes todiſpatch the affaires of Pyſ#, which being reſolued , they woulde be fo 
much more mighty to bring injuries and ſubietion vppon them and theirs: And 
therefore they ought ( making their profitre of occaſions, as apperteyned to wilc 
men)to be reſolute in this,not romake other accord with them then a peace, which 
might make the giue ouer the rightthey pretended to Montpulcian, a graunt where- 
vnto they knew the Florentyns woulde neuer agree: And then it woulde follow by 
neceſlitie,thatthe demaundes of the Yenetians muſt be conſented vnto, with whom 
hauing obreyned this firſt place of grace, they hopedeaſely to embaſlethe authority 
of Panas{fe,yho,hauing made himlelte authour of the contrarie opinion atthe per- 
ſwacion of the Duke of Mylan, founde enough to do to menteyne it, for that the 
hatred which the people bare naturally to the Florentyns coulde do much , and it 
was not vnlikely that by this feare, it might be brought to paſſe, that they woulde 
diſclaime the right of Montpwician: This couctouſnes accompanied with hatred, 
had niere force then the conſideracions alleaged by Pandelfe, either touching the 
trauells that woulde follow the warre , if it were drawen vpon their countrey, or in 
regard of che daungers , which with time woulde afflict Tuskave by the greatnes of 
the Yenetians:foriuſtification wherof(ſayth he)we neede not haue recourſe to thex- 
1578. amplesof orhers,ſecingcuen of late memorie,for fauoring the faction of Ferdinand 
| kingof Naples againſt the Florentyns, they were in perill to fall into ſervitude, if Fer- 
dinand, for the occupacion which Mahomet Ottoman made of the towne of Ortramte 
inthe kingdome of Naples, had not bene compelled ro call home from Sjenzathe 
erfonne of Alphonſo his ſonne,and his Regiment: And that their hiſtories and tra- 
ditions tell them ( without theſe examples ) that the ſame deſire to offende the F/o- 
rentyns by the mcane of the erle of Yertws, together with the difdaine conceiued 
for the reſpe&gpf Montymlcian,was the cauſe that of themſclues, they had afſubicted 
ro him their pfop countrey: Theſe reaſons,albeitthey were true, yet nor ſufficient 
ro repreſle the furic & affe&tios of the others, ſo that he was not without apparaunt 
daunger of ſome tumulte to be raiſed by his aduerſaries:Notwirhſtiding topreuent 
them, he cauſed ſuddcinly to enter into Siexne, many of his freindes thereaboures, 
by whom he wrought with ſo great courage and witre, that at the ſame inſtaunt, 
the Florentyns ſent to Poggi Imperial three hundred men ar armes and a thouſand 
fooremen,with whoſe reputation & force, confounding the audacitic ofhis aducr- 
rruce berven Taries,he brought cpa a truce for fiue yeres with the Florentyns: who,preferring 
the Sienn2ys Aſeruile feare of perilles preſent, affore regard to dignitie and honour, bounde them 
&Forengw. ſelues to pull downe one parte of the bridge of Yaliane, and to diſmantle cuen rothe 
earth, the baſtillion which had ſo much mo the Siennoys: they condiſcended 
further, that the Sremnoys within a certeinETime, might builde ſuch forres and for- 
rreſles as they woulde betwene the ſhoare and channell of Chianes,and the rowne of 
| Mont- 
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Montpulgian: By this accord Pandelfe, rifing into a ſtomack and greatnes more then 
b:fore, founde +-maks ſoone aftertokill his father in heh wich too liberall a 
diſpofition of minde,obictted himſelfeagainſt his purpoſes : and ſo by the'diſparch 
of him, increaſing terror in the reſidue,he confirmed him ſelfe daylic more & more | þ 
in ryrannic.

Florentyns with three hundred footemen to defende it, together with the ſtrengrh 
of the countrey, ledde thether ſo ſmall a force of footemen, that he durſt not abide 
there: By meanes whereof they incamped afore the Rocke of Chaſtillion built in a 
place aboue the ſaicd _— » which they hoped tv carye, though by no other 
meane, yet by wantof many things which they knew to be within it, bur ſpecially 
the lacke of water, and ſo by thopportunirie of that , to haue free waye to paſſe in- 
to Mugelle,which is a countrey neere to Florence:Bur as it is hard to affure any thing »» 
that dependes vppon the will of an other , and much leſſe can the wiſdome of man »» 
warrant all thoſe things which imaginacion and conieQture doe ſuggeſt: So, they 
founde them ſelues deceyued in the iudgement of thoſe wantes which they ſuppo- 
ſed theRocke did ſuffer, for that the conſtancic and —_— of the Caſtell keeper, 
ſupplied the ſlender prouiſions of vittelles that were within it, andthe liberalitic of 
heauen auoyded the penurye of water, rayning ſo muchin onenight as all the veſ- 
ſells and celternes being full, they were deliuered from that paine: And in the 
meanewhile,the Count Rice? with the Lorde of Flombyn & other capteines,being 
ſtolne vppon the cnnemie by the waye of Mugelle, enforced them tothe chaſle, ha- 
uing vndertaken this enterpriſe with a greater confidence in their diligence, then 
wit! ſufficient ſtrength: Beſides,the Count Cajaz.2e ſent to Cotignole by the Duke of 
Myllan with three hundred men at armes and a thouſand footemen, together with 
Fracaſſe interteyned by the fame Duke , who was within Furly with a hundred men 
atarmes, prepared to charge them vpon the backe: The confideracis of theſe daun- 
gers,and to auoyde the harmes that threatned, they went and ioynedwith the Duke | 
of /rbyn, then departed from the countrey of Peronſe, and with otherRegiments of 
the YVenetiens,who altogether were beſtowed betwene Ravenna and Furly, but with 2 
very ſmall hope of happie enterpriſe, tor that, beſides the bandes of the Florentyns, 
there was in Romagra a ſtrength of fiuc hundred men atarmes,fiuc hiidred crosbow 
ſhorte, anda thouſand footemen of the Duchie of My{lan, the impediment alfo 
which /molaand Farly gaue to them, being of great importaunce. 
But in this meane while Pavwule Virel; who, afterthe taking of Vicopiſan hadre- / 
meyned there certcine dayes ex{pecting prouiſions neceſlaric that were to come, 
continuyng inone intencion to cutre of fromthe Pyſans the commoditic and 
meanes of ſuccours , was gone tothenterpriſe of Librafatre: And the eaſier to ap- 
proch that part of the rowne which was moſt weake, and to preuent the diſpoſicion

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of the ennemie to inuade his armic much troubled with arrillerie and caxiage, he 
left the waye which diſcendes by themounteynes to the plaine of 2y/z, and cutting 

by force of Pionyers a new waye through the mounteines, he tooke in his marchin 
the ſame daye,the baſtillion of the Mont Major,which the Pyſans had built vpon the 
roppe of the mquntcine,and ſo deſcended with great ſewerric into the plaine of Lz- 
brafatta: where, hauing caſely the daye after , broughtinto ntceſlitie royelde the 
bandes of footemen thar had the charge of Potito and the olde caſtell, (two towers 
- aunſwering onean other veric neare Librafatts) he beſtowed in the ſecond tower 
and in other places, certeine peeces of arulleries to gouerne the towne,which was 
well manned and garded,conteyning two hundred footemen of the Yenetians:trom 
theſe places he bartered the wallboth on high and belowe, and from the firlt daye 

had hope to caryc it: But after the wall was ſhaken with tharnlleric, there fell b 
chaunce ſo greata parte of it in the night, that the ruinous marter raiſed the ram- 
pier which was begonne there aboue foure cubits:In ſo much as Pawwle,aflaying in 
vainethree dayes together to mount vp with ladders, beganne to dout much of the 
ſucceſle,the rather for that the armierecciuecd great harmes by a peece of artilleric 
which came from the towne by a lowe lowpe hoale: Bur his induſtric & verrue was 
aided by the benefitte of Fortune (without whoſe fauour great caprteines are often- 
times decciued/intheir enterpriſes ) for that with a great ſhorte out of the camppe, 
the peece which bertethem was broken,and one of the beſt Cannonyers within the 
1ibrafansrs. Place killed, the boollert paſſing through the towne: which accident fo amaſcd 
ken by Pevic thoſe within the rowne, being ſo commaunded by thartillerie of the ſeconde tower, 
Yeti. that they durſtnor aſſemble tro make head: bur yelded the fourthe daye, and nor 
long after, the caſtell abyding ſome ſhorre of the cannon, did the like: After the con- 
uelt of Librafatts, he deuiſed to make certaine baſtillions vppon the hilles there- 
SITS but chiefly he erected one of capacitic to receiue great nombers of men, 
abouc Santa Maria in Caſtello, called by the name of the mount, where was built the 
baſtillion of x venturs commaunding the contrey thereaboutes : This and Libre- 
fatta being garded, troubled all commodities that might come to Py/a by the waye 
of Lucqueand Zetra ſantta, and brought beſides, generall diſtreſles to the ſtare ofthe

that the ſpring was but then begonne:Neuertheles it had bene a paſſage verie com- 
modious to goe to Florence, it thenterpriſe of Poppy had ſucceded well to Atviane, 
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from paſſing,whoſe ſtrength in the ſayed valley being ſeuen hundred men atarmes 
and fix thowl: — with fon ways Lanceknights,comaundedall the 
contrey of Caſ/exntyn,cxcept a verie few places , and cftſoones gaue anew lite to the 
olde iſe to take Poppy, bur their diligence was vnprofitable and the whole a- 
&tion in vaine: By meanes whereof the Florentyns were compelled ( according to 
the proper intencion of the Yexerians ) to call backe from the affaires of Py/a Pawwle 
Vitello with his bandes , leauing ſufficient garde inthe places of importance,and al- 
ſo in the baſtillion of Laventura: his comming into the contrey Caſentyn, cauſed to 
retire the Yenetiazs, who were remouecd to incamppe the ſame day about Prazto Ver: 
chijo, and Fracaſſo being ioyned with him (ſentby the Duke of Mylan with fiue hun- 
dred menat armes & headed footemenin fauor ofthe Florentyns) he brought 
preſently into harde tearmes and difficulties the ſtatcof thennemies,who were Ie 
perſed into diuerſe places, both for thincomoditie ofthe contrey, which was ſtraite 


' and narrow ,andallofor that (to thende —_ haue free entrey and going out 
pv 


of the contrey Caſentyn ) they were com rokepe the wayes of YVernia , Chinſa, 
and Montalons, places veric high vpon the Alpes : By which meane, being incloſed 
in thatvallye in aſcaſon veric tharppe, they were withour all exſpe&acion of ad- 
uauncement either there, orin any other place, the Count Rizucce being within 4- 
retze with ewo hundred men at armes: And inthe contrey Caſentyn,the enterpriſe of 
Poppy not ſucceding in the beginning, &thename of the Meajcis bearing no turther 
power or authoritie, for that the ſpirites and affe&tions of the men of the countrey 
were againſt them, they had receiued many harmes of the Paifantes afore tht com- 
ming of Yitefo: Inwhich regard, together with an aſſured intclligence of his com- 
ming,and th&marching of Fracaſſe, they ſent backe beyond the Alpes, one parte'of 
cheir cariageandarrtilleric, & drew them ſelues all together into one rage as the 
nature of the place woulde ſuffer: Againſt whom , Pawvule Viteli determined to vic 
his coſtume, which was ( to carie the vitorie with more caſc and ſewertic)to beare 
no regard neither to the lJongnes of time, nor to great paines and trauell}, and 
' much leſlero exſpences, eſteeming ita better office in a generall to proceede with 
 allneccflarie prouiſions, then , for a deſire of glorie to make the victorie [peedy, to 
 putre inperillthe yſſue of thinges, andthe whole armie in hazarde: In ſo much as 
(touching the| contrey Caſentyn) hiscounſell was, notto attempt ſuddeinly any a- 
Ction vppon the places moſte ſtrong, butin the beginning ro make the ennemie a- 
bandon the pecces moſt weake, andto choake and cloaſe the wayes of the A/pes 
and the ſtreyres ofthe contrey, with baſtillions,gardes,and intrenched wayes, with 
other fortifications, borh to curre of all ſuccours and ſupplies,and to take from them 
all meanes of mutuall aides and reskew from one place to an other: hoping that this

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forme and manner of proceeding woulde in the ende breede occaſions worn 
themfurther , beſides that the great nombers that were within Bybyezna coulde not 
but conſume , both by the incommoditic of horſemen and want of vittells : With 
this councell, hauing recouered certeine places neere to Bybienna, for their qualitie 
bue of ſmall importance, but for their commodities very proper for his intencion 
(with the which he looked in the ende to preuaile) And wynning euery daye more 
and more , he ſtripped euery daye many men at armes be{towed in tous peeces 
necre to Bybienna: And to curte of all wayes from the bandes of the Yenerians aſſem- 
bling beyond the mountes to myniſter reskew to their peoples, he deuiſed tocom- 
maunde all the places about the mount /a Yeni, & tointrench all the wayes there- 
| aboures: Inſo much as many difficulties increafing to the ennemics together with 

neceſhities and want of vittells, many of them refultd che camppe, who ſtealing a- 
waye by ſoundry wayes , fell cuery day into chaunge of diſtreſle and fortune, ſome- 
times vexed with troubleſome paſſages , and ſometimes ſtripped by the paiſantes, 
& oftentimes ſlaine by the ſoldiours : Theſe were the ations of armes betwene the 
Venetians and Florentyns. | 

Now in theſe times, albeitth'Embaſſadors of F lorence, were departed from Ye- 1am of 
nice without any hope of accorde, yer was there holden at Ferrara, ancw pratiſe of «curd 
compoſicion moued by the Duke of Ferrara at the inſtaunce of the YVenetians: A- 
mongeſt whom many of thoſe which held the greateſt authoritic in that Senat, no 
leſſe weary of the warre drawing withit in of expenſes and difficulties , then 
now made voyde of alt hopes to preuaile further inthe contrey of Caſſantyn, deſired

* thempire:In ſomuch as euen thoſe whom we feare to ioyne in vnitie with Lodovyk

« conioynedwith vs: And (my Lordes) bein GIIOY. cr world the repu. 
« tacio of our dominions Abcdrowrach & en Fefſe greatthe renowme of our dckes 
« and moſt great the opinion confirmed with ſo many honorable examples of our y. 
« nionand conſtancy topreſerue our eſtate: what meane,what courage,what oporty- 
nitic hath the french king to execute any invaſion vpon vs,ynles he haue coniuncis 
with more,or atthe leaſt, with the king of Remains : the vnitie & agreement of whs, 

' ſeemesfor many reaſons ſo harde,thatiris too vayne, to ny our myndes either 
with the hope or feare of it: Beſides, the peace which now he hopes toeſtabliſhe 
with the princes his hs te beyond the mountes, will not beepcrperuall,ſee- 
ing iclouſie,iniurics, and feare of his greatnes will alwayes keepe wakyng all thoſe 
that holde him in hatred or beare enuy to his glorie: Laſtly, lookyng into the pro- 
perties of the french natures, we neede not doubt that they are not more ready to 

et and conquer, then diſcreeteto preſerue and keepe, yea,itis annexed to their de- 
Giny rofall eaſcly into the hatred of their ſubiectes by their pride andinlolencies:vp- 


| 7 = which reaſons I make this concluſion, that after they haue got Myllan,they will 


« haue more necdeto ſtudy howeto preſerueit, then any 0 itie at all to occu- 
« pie their thoughtes with new enterpriſes, for that a iuriſdiction newly gotten, fay- 
” bag inorder and wiſe gouerment,doth rather weaken then make more mightic him 
« that hath got it: wherein we cannot haue an example more treſhe and notable, 
« thenthe viRory of the late King Charles, againſt whom were conuerted into ex- 


 treame hatred, the incredible deſires and gladnes with the which hee was recey- 


© uedinto the kingdome of Naples: So that the perils which may fall vppon vs ata- 
©, ny ryme after the viorieof the French King, are neyther ſo certeyne, nbr of ſuch 
« nature, as forthe auoyding of them, wee neede to remayne in a daunger preſent 
« andof great conſequence: And to reie (for feare of daungers to come and vn- 
«« certeyne,) ſo large and conuenient a parteof the Duchie of My//an, could not but 
« meritimputacion of ey and faintnes of courage : A thing reprochfull 
« euenin men. priuat, but muche more infamous to a common weale more migh- 
© tic inglorie,riches, and repuracionthen euer was any (except the Romaine ſtare) in 
*, any parte ofthe worlde : There happen ſeldome fo fauourable and fyr occaſions 
« Which being rranſitoric & fleeting, it is an office in wiſdom & magnanimitic toem- 
« braſe them when they be offred: A wirtto curious & ſtanding to long in conſiderin 
« of things to come,is often hurtfull and reprouable: for that the thinges of the wor| 
« are ſubie& ro|ſo many and ſundry accidentes, that rarely doeth that come to paſſe 
« which the wiſdom of man ſeemes to haue foreſeene & imagined would happen:and 
* herhatleaucth the benefit preſent for feare of the daiiger to come(it the peril be not 
© certeine andneare at hande) findes himſelfe to haue ha a (to his ſlaun- 
*, deranddiſpleaſures) occaſions fullof profit and glorie, and all for ſtanding in feare 
«« Of daungers which afterwardes turne tv nothing : it is no great martter to ſuffer a 
« Miſchicte when wee are ſure of the remedie, and in this caſe, if there bee anye 
« Miſchiete other then ſuche as wee may diſcerne before, which is neuer fo gree- 
« ous as when it chaunceth vppon the ſodayne : yer I haue borne alwayes 
« this judgement , that that aduerſitic is honourable whiche brynges 'with it 
proſperitie, 
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roſperitic,glory,and reputation: for theſe reaſons (my Lordes) I wiſhe vs to ac- 
on. pt. 4 teri 19a" the Duke of My/las, for that it putts vs in ſuertie for 
the preſent,protectes vs inſt all __ ro come, breedes our credit with allo- 
ther Potentates,and offreve the poſſeſhonof thoſe great thinges, which an other 
ryme we would be glad to get with intollerable expenſes and rrauels, aſwell for their 
proper importance, as for that they be lynes to leade vs to high and honorable a&i- 
_ ons, drawing with them a marucilous augmentation of the glory and empire of 


this loriſhing common weale. 
This councell and fourme of reaſoning madeno ſmall impreſſion in the myndes 


of the others,who hard his reaſons with 1dgement, & fauoured his opini6,recom- 


mending much the lyucly yalour of his ſpiritaccompanicd witha reſolute loue ro 
his countrey: Againſt him ſtood vp and reaſoned Melchior Treniſan ſingular for his 
wiſdom,and excellent in all graces gnge of the mynde. 

This hath bene alwayes (touching offences and wronges) a wiſe obſeruation in 
countreys and common weales well gouerned, to make true conference betweene 


the nature ind eſtate of the iniuries,and the oporrunities to revenge: not thatthole |. 
wiſe men beheld altogether the propertie and manner ofthe wronges (for that be- . 


longes to paſſion) but withall they vſed to foreſee whether the hurt in reuenging 
would not exceed the harmes already hapned by the treſpaſſe committed, a forme 
of dealing which caried nottheir affections affore their wiſdomes, bur bridling the 
readines of nature, they oftentymes found more ſecuritietodiflemble an iniurie the 
toreuenge it: And albeit it cannot beedenied that theiniuries done by Lodowwyt 
Sforce to Our —_— weale,are not —_ m_ eat, and —_— much our digni- 
tie: yet,by how muc are great,an r propertie offende ourrepuration, 
by lo —_ more was itto our wiſdomto moderate Gur iuſt anger with matu- 
ritic of judgement & cotideration of the publyke intereſt & bericfit:for that, for men 
to commaund over themſelues and vanquiſhe their proper paſſions,is ſo much the 
more comendable,by how much lefle often it hapneth in vſc,& by how much more 
juſt are che occafſios that kyndle A or any other humain affe&tis: And ther- 
fore (my Lords)it apparteinerh to this Senat to the whichis aſcribed of alorherna- 


tions the true partes of wiſdo & diſcreſſion, & who notlog ſince made profeſſion to | 


haue deliuered /taly fro the frech:itis our ofhce I ſay to c@fiderwelnot only of thin- 
famy that wil riſe, if now through our occafio they prepare their returne,bur alſo ro 
loke carefully into the daiigers that may threate vs if the duchic of My{/ifal intothe 
power of the french King : perils, which if we cannot conſider of our ſelues, ler vs 
call ro memory what feares were brought vppon vs by the conqueſt which rhe late 
King Charles made of Naples,of whom we held not our ſelues aflured, but when wee 
conſpired againſt him almoſt with all princes Chriſtians : Bur in true compariſon 
there is great difference betweene the one daunger and the other : for,the late king, 
naked almoſt of all the vertues of a King,was a Prince more in ſhadowe and ſhowe 
thenin body and ſubſtance : andas the kingdome of Naples, fo farre remoued from 
Frawnce, helde his forces ſo deuided,that they weakened morethen ſtrengrhned his 
power, ſothat conqueſt, (for the feare of their eſtates ſo neare neighbours tothe 


realme of Naples) procured him two greatenemies the Pope & the King of Spaine,in 

whom touching the one are occupied for the preſent many diuers intencions, and 

 theother made weary with the things of /zaly, will make himſelfe no partie withour * 

very great necefſitic : Bur the new King both for his proper vertue is to be feared, 

Aandfor his wiſe proceedingin thisaGion to bedoubred: as alſo _ eſtate of Myllan 
| . 11 
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bordreth ſoneare Frawnce, that in reſpe& of commoditie to ſuccour or reſkew it, 
there is no hopeto dryue him backe,bur by ſerring all the world in a ſtir:In ſomuch, 
that we being neighboursto ſo greata power, ſhalbe ſurero be exerciſed in trauels 
and perplexctics bothin peace and warrc, In tymes of peace,ſubie& to expenſesand 
ſuſpicions,and during the warres, fo intangled with daungers,that we fynde 

difficulties to make our owne defence: And ſurel can not but maruell much 
at him that hath reaſoned affore me,who on the one ſide makes no feare of a king of 
Frannce being Lordouer the Duchie of Myllan,and on the other fide holdes for ter. 
rible Lodowwyk Sforce,a Prince for power much inferior to vs, and with whom this 
hath bene alwayes a cuſtome,cyther with fearfulnes or couetouſnes,to put indaiiger 
all his enterpriſes:he alledged feare of ſuccours which others might make to him,as 
thoughit were caſje,in ſo great diuerſiticof ſpirits &wills, & in fo general varietie of 
condicions, to make ſuchan vnitie: or rather, as ifthe abſolute cocord & vnion ofa 
great andſtrong power,were notmore to be feared, then the power of many,which 
as ithath diuers endes & mocions,ſodoth itbring forth ations diverſe and diſcor- 
dant : he ſcemes to haue a confidence, thatin thoſe, who for hate and many other 
reaſons,defire our embaſement, would be found that wiſdom to vanquith diſdaines 
& couctouſnes,which we finde not in our ſelues to reteine his ambicious thoughts, 
Beſides, I know not why we may makepromilſe,that the icloufies and new and aun- 
cient diſdaines againſt the frenchking (aſpiring to the conqueſt of My/lan) may doc 
more on the behalfe of the gs ins & the Almain nation,then the rooted and 
ſcrled hatred which both they beare to vsby reaſon of ſo many rownes which wee 
hold apperteiningto thempire & houſe of Auſftriche : Neither canl fee vppon what 
ground or diſcourſe of reaſon the king of Remains will morewillingly ioyne with vs 
againſtthe french,then rake part with the french quarrell againſt vs: No, rather the 
vnion of the barbaxous and perpetual enemies to thenameof Thitalians , carieth a 
more likelchood of truth and ſeemes more propper to make a praye: forthat being 


 vnited with him, he may rather hope to|bee viftorious ouer vs, then ouer him if he 


were knit with him : Beſides theſe, ſuch were his ations during the league paſt, and 
when he came into /ra/ze, that he leftno reaſon why we ſhould ſo muche deſireto 
hauc himeftſones reunited with vs : I deny not, but Zodowyk hath donevs many 
iniuries,but cuen ſo itis farre from councelland wiſdom,for a paſſionart deſire of re- 
uenge,to put in perillthe whole eſtate of things : And ſeeing tymes keepe their cer- * 
teine meaſure and courſe, and euery tyme is enhabled to his propper function, it is 
neither ſhame norill policie roexſpect thoſe accidentes and occalions to reuenge, 
which a common weale may very welattend and tarie for: No,xather tis infamous 
and meriteth impuration,to be caryed with affe&tion, and prefer the ſuggeſtion of 
diſdaine affore thoportunitic of the tyme,and in marrers of ſtate,it is no ſmall ſlaun- 
der,when raſhenesand indiſcreſſion are accompanied with domage and generall 
harmes: No man will ſay that for ſuch reaſons, we were mooued to make an enter- 
priſe ſo raſhe,bur all the world will iudge that the deſire ro have Cremona hath pu- 
thed vs forward,the ſame giuing cauſe of queſtion to euery one, whatis become of 
the auncientwiſdom and grauitic of this Senat: And iuſtly may all the world mar- 
uell char we arefalne into the ſame raſhenes to be guides to the french king into /- 


« Falje,into the which our ſelucs wondred ſo muchthat Lodowwyk Sforce ranne ſo far: 


Greatis the profit of Cremona and the place very conuenientfor many reſpees:Bur 
we oughtto coſider whether it be nor a greater loſſe to haue a king of Fraunce Lord 
of the ſtate of Millan,yea,we oughtto conſider whether our greatnes and reputati- 

on 
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onbe ſtronger in /ra/ze, when of our ſelues we are chiefeſt and moſt abſolute there, 


or when there is in the hart of the ſame region a prince ſo mightic and ſo neare our 
nezghbour: we haue occupiedatother tymes with Zodowwyk, both diſagreementes 
and trendſhips,aseftſoones may dayly betweene him andvs, neyther is the 
difficulrie of Pſa ſuch but there may bee applied ſome remedie,and much lefle doth 
ir deſerue that for it we make vs ſubie& ro ſo great daungers : Buthauingthe french 
ro our neighbours,we ſhalbe alwayes trauclled in diſcordes, for that occaſions will 
daily aryſe the diuerſitie of our owne myndes,in the haughrie pride of the french 
nation,in the hatred wherein princes do alwayes purſue common weales, and in 
the ambicion which the moſt mightic haue ro opprefle the moſt feeble and weake: 
for which regarde,not only the reſpec of Cremona, can not allure me, butirdocth 
euen Atoniſh me,for that 1n it is aggrauated the occaſion to the french king to vexe 
vs, which wilbe ſo muchthe more ſet forward by thoſe of My/l/an,by how muchleſle 
they can ſuffer Cremona to be diſmembred from the Duchie: And the fame occaſion 
will alſo {tirre vp the /ermainnation and the king of Romazines,for that Cremona and 
Guiaradadas be alſo members of the iuriſdition of the empire: At the leaſt our am- 
bicion would not be ſo much blamed,and we ſhould nor ſearch with new conqueſts 
to get vs cuery daye new enemies,and to make vs ſuſpected to euery one. By reaſon 
whereof1t muſt needes come to paſſe in the ende,that either we muſt be ſouerei 
and maiſters ouer all,or {kourged and beaten of all, & which oftheſe two is ſooneſt 
to happen,it is caſic toconfider by ſuch as take not pleaſure to beguile themſclues : 
The wiſdome and grauitie of this Senat by how muche itis knowneand publiſhed 
tchroughour /faly and all the world,by ſo much more would the ation be famous 
andſlaunderous to defile our doings with a deliberation fo raſhe and daungerous : 
ſceing,to be caried with paſſion againſtour proper profit, is nothingels but lightnes, 
and to eſteeme more daungers that be litle then ſuch as be great, can not but holde 
of folly and indiſcrefſion : which two things being — contrary to the wiſdome 
and grauitie of this Senat, I hope you will ſct downea reſolucionſo moderar& well 
aduiſed,as both your reputation ſhalbe preſerued,and your cuſtome not broken. 
This councell,albcit was ſuſteyned with ſo many mighticreaſons,and fauored of 
many of the principall and moſt wiſe of the Senat, was not for all that of ſuch force, 
but that the contrary aduiſe caried the reſolucion, aſwell for reſpe& of hatred,as for 
deſire to beare rule, r:vo things which leade men eafihe to daungerous deliberati- 
ons: for,in the hatred which euery one had conceiued againſt Lodowvwyh, was ney- 
thermeaſurenor limic, and no lefſe was the defire to adioyne to the iuriſdiction of 
Venicerhe citic of Cremona with all the countrey about it,and all Guiarade4da: an en- 
lardgement ofno ſmall value,for that it yelded yearely a reuenue of a hundred thou- 
find] Duckatts: but more to be eſteemed for his oportunitie, forthat embrating by 
this encreaſement almoſt all the riuer of Og/z4, they ſtretched outtheir lymirs cuen 
to Pawy : they amplified alſo their iuriſdiftion alongthe ryuer of Adds, and appro- 
ching within fifteene myles of the citic of Mylan, and ſomewhat nearer the cities of 
Maiſence and Parma, it ſcemed intheir conieQtures that they had the way openedro 
occupie all the Duchie of 24y//an,as often as the French King was cither caried with 
new thoughts,or troubled with great impediments on the other ſide the Mountes ; 
which they hoped woulde happen within ſhort tyme, both for the nature of the 
Frenchmen who are more apt to get then hable to keepe: & alſo for that their com- 
mon weale is perpetuall, wherein the kingdome of Frawzce,it often hapneth by the 
death of kinges,thatthinges diuolueto alteration, and gouernments and counſAles 
S iiij 
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____——— drought alſo into conſideration the difficulties of the french to con- 
rinue the amities and goodwills of their ſubieesno lefle for the generall diuerſitie 
of blud,then for the diference of the french manners fromthe c es of Thirah- 
ans:So that thatſentence eftſones cofirmed by the voices of the greateſt niiber,they 
ſent to their Embaſſadors reſident with theKing to conclude the confederation vp. 
pon the offers they made,not ſpeaking in ——_— of the affaires of Pſa. 
This exception of P;/a did not alitle trouble the King, for that he hoped by tho- 
rtunitic of that deputacion,to vnite the Venetians handy 5 vs with him : And 
wing that the Venetiens were inclinedto withdrawe themſelues by compoſition 
from the defence of Piſa, he helde it but reaſonable, thar in that ation theyſhoulde 
rather haueregard to him to make caſie thenterpriſe of Mylan as a thing nouriſhing 
common benctit,to them both: then that hauing better conditions in the compo. 
ſicion,to bethe cauſers that the Florentyns ſhould remayne ioyned with Lodownyk 
Sforce, by whoſe meane the king knowing thartthe Negociacion continued at Ferra- 
ra, wasinno litle doubt,that he ſhould not haue on hus ſide eyther the Florentyns or 
the Venetians,if Lodowwyk had power to bring the conference of Feyrrars to a good 
concluſion. And fo the king wauering in many varictiesand fancies of mynde, and 
iudging thatto be/a reſolucion both vaine & 1ll aduiſed, which ſhould leauein neu- 
tralitic and doubt both the one andother common weale , and laſtly being moued 
not alitle with the diſtruſt which they expreſſedto haue againſt him : he began to 
incline rather to conclude the peacewhich continually was ſolicited with the king 
of Remains,bearing this condicion,that it ſhould be lawful to the one to make warre 
vppon k Sforce,and to the other to vexethe YVenetiens : In which diſpoſition 
of mynd,he made _— thedepuries which debated in his name with Them- 
baſſadors of Venice,that he retuſed to accord with them,jf for their parts, they gaue 
not perfection to the depuration of P;ſ4,whercin he had ſolicited them before: And 
in his owne perſon heaſlured the Florextine Embaſſadors that he would neucr make 
other agreement with the Yexetians: But the Duke Yalentinoisand the Agents of the 
Pope with the Cardinall of.S. P.advincla,Trywnlce, and the other /taliars, ro whom 
-.1 26 lap many particular reſpectes andintreſts touching this warre, would not 
ſutter him to remayne conſtant in that deuiſe: They perſwaded him with many and 
reat reaſons,that waighing with the power of the Yexetians, the oportunities they 
Fad to annoy the Duke of Myer, his maieſtie coulde nor followe a councell more 
hurrfull then to ſuffer himſelfro be deprined of their ayde and ſuccors, for feare to 
leeſe the fauor of the Florentyns, from whom,by reaſon of their owne troubles, and 
that they were far remoued from the Duchie of M{lan, could bee drawne no great 
1008; or commoditie to his purpoſes|: Beſides, in that a&tion, the occaſion would 
c madecalic to Lodowwyk,not only to forſake the fauors of the Florentyns, bur allo 
in reconciling himſclfe to the Yexetians (a matter which had bene the very ſpring . 
and originall of all the diſagreements berweene him and that ſtate) to be efrſoones 
reunited with them : by which alteration if there were no other meane to diſcerne 
what difficulties and impediments might enſue to thaffaires of his maieſtie, ar the 
leaſt,the experience of thinges paſte giues ſufficient warning of it: for thatalbeitin 
the league that was made againſt king Chay/es, the names of ſo many kinges were 
concurrant,yet the only forces of the Venerians and Lodowwyk, tooke from him Ne- 
ware,and alwayes defended the Duchie of Myllen againſt him : They tolde him that 
it was a councell|daungerous and deceiprful, ro make a foundation vpponthe vnitic 
with Maximilaz : In whom the world had ſcene cuen tillthat day farre greater at- 
| | rempres 
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rempres and diſpoſicionsto 
an Pens : Butifhis ai 
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riſes, then were his meanes and wiſdom to cool- 
worry vas more happie ſucceſle then in tymes 


aſt,ir oughtto be well c euill would agree with thintencions of the 
ing,the augmentacis of ſo & an encmicto the Crowne of Frauxce: 
wh theſe reaſons they ſo altered thinclination of the king, & chaunged his former 


councels,that, without ſpeaking further of P;j/a,he conſented and concluded the co- 
federation with the Venetrans,whercin was agreed, that at the ſelfe (ame tyme that 
his maieſtic with a mightic armic ſhould affaile the Duchie of 2{lan,they for their 
partes,ſhould doe the lyke vppon their frontyers : That the ki co 
the reſidue of the Duchie,Cremona with all Guiaradadda ſhould be for the Yenetians 
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except foure furlonges along the Ryuer of 1aaa: wn {19 afrerthe king had c6- & Yenice, 


quered the Duchie of Myllan,the Yenetians were bound to defendeit for a certeyne 
tyme andwith a certeyne proporcion of horſemen and foormen, the king promy- 
{mg todo the like office for Cremona,8& al the reſt that they poſſeſtin Lymbardy cuen 
vnto the marſhes of Venice: This confederario was fo ſecretly contracted,that Lode- + 
voyjk for many monethes could nor vnderſtid, whether they had made berwene the 
aleague only for their common defence as from the beginning had bene publiſhed 
both in the french court and at Venice, or whether there was any article that rou- 
ched him,or made mention to manage warre _ him: Such were the reſpeces 
ro keepe the couenantes of this league ſecret, that the Pope himlelte notwithſtan- 
ding his {traite familiaritie withthe king, could haue no certeyne aduertiſement of 
them,burvery late. 

The league thus cocluded with the Yexetians,the king (withour ſpeaking further 
of P;jſa) propounded to the Florentyns condicions much differing from the former : 
By which occaſion, accompanied with the diſpleaſures which the Yeretians did to 
them, they were eftſoones and further conſtrained to make their ſtaie vppon the 
Duke of Myllan,by whoſe aydes as their affaires continually proſpered in the coun- 
trey of Caſentyn, {o the enemies receiuing many hurts by the ſoldiours andPaiſants 
and ſuffring want of vittels and forrage for their horſes of ſeruice,were retyred with- 
in Bybjena and other ſmall places, forgetting a neceſſary diligenceto commaundthe 
ſtraites of thappenyn,to thende the way of their ſuccours might be kept open, and 
the meanemore aſſured (vppon the firit neceſlitie,)to abandon the countrey of Ca- 


ſentyn with leſſe domage : Byreaſon whereof Charles Yrſin was beſtowed with his 
menatarmes,and a hundred footemen,for the garde of the ſtraite of Moxtalona,and 


alitle more belowe, Aluiana defended the paſſage of 7.4 Vernia:Bur on the other ſide, 
Pawvle Yitelly proceeding diſcreetly and ſubſtancially according to his cuſtome, at- 
ter he had ſo reſtrained them intoſtraites and hard termes,laboured to compel them 
to abandon the countrey of Montalona with intencion afterwardes to dryue ſuch as 
kept the paſſage of La _ to do the lyke,to thendethat rheregiment of the Yene- 
tians being wholly penned in Bybienna, and cnuironed on all fides with enemies and 
hilles,they might eyther bee the caſclier vanquithed, or at leaſt, beedriuen to con- 
ſume themſelues cſening their numbers were already much diminithed, for that be- 
fides thoſe that were ſtripped here and there, there were departed fromthe army at 
ſundry rymes,both for want of vittels,and ill ſuertic of their lodgings, more then fif- 
teene hugdred horſemen with many troupes of foormen,who, being ſet vpon inthe 
Paſſage of the Alpes by the Paiſantes,receiued greatharmes: In the ende the conſi- 
deration of theſe difficulties conſtrained Charles Yyſin with his regimenttoabandon 
the ſtraiteof Montalona,not withoutdaungerto be putto the chaſſe, for tharmany 
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ofthe Florentyn (ro whom his diſtreſſes were knowen) and companies of 
Paiſantes embraſing the preſent occaſion,ſet vppon them on the way: yetthe/7/ixs, 
hauing already taken the —_— of the ſtraite,albeir,they loſt agreart parr of their 
baggage,performed notwithſtanding ſuch defence,thatthe companies thar follow. 
ed the chaſe in diſorder, taſted of theirvalour : The example of Charles Yrjin (in re- 
arde of the ſame difficulties) was followed by thoſe of LaYernia and Chinſa, who 
orſaking that paſſage,were retired to Bybienna, wherein were incloſed the Duke of 
Frbyn, Almano, Af Bayllon,P. Marcellluperintendent to the Yenerian companies, 
and Iulyan de Medzeis,who were reſerued for the =_ of that place (their only tor. 
treſſe in the countrey Caſentyn) with aſtrengrh of threeſcore horſſes and ſeuen hun- 
dred footemen :,In which diſtreſſe they were noriſhed with no other comfort then 
a hope in the ſuccours which the Yexetians prepared, judging that for the regard of 
honour,but much more to haue betrer condicions by agreement,it importedthem 
much not ro abandon wholly the enterpriſeof the countrey of Caſentyn: And as for 
thatcauſe,the Count Perillane muſtred at Ravenna with great diligence the bandes ap- 
poynred for that reskew: whereunto he was ſolicited by the perperuall complaintes 
of the Count of Yrbyn and the reſt, who ſignifiyng that their miſerie & want of vittels 
had brought them|ro ſuche eſtate of neceſlitic, that without ſpeedy ſuccour they 
ſhould be conſtrained to offer compolicion with the enemy : euen ſo,of the contra- 
ry,the Duke of Mylan and the Capraines thatwere in the countrey of a, a8. 
rithed a ſpeciall defire to preuent that| ſuccour by thexpugnation of Bybrenna, de- 
matiding for that end to be ſent foure thouſand foormen to 1oyne with the ſtren 
ofthe Campp: Burt theirdeſire founde many impedimentes, both for that in 
countrey colde and ful of hilles,the nature of the tyme hindred much all actions and 
exerciſe of warre, and alſo there was no franke readines in the Florentyns to furniſh 
ſuch prouiſion,partly being ouerwearied with the long and intolerable expenſes 
- growing dayly to increaſe and renouacion : —_— for thatin the citic (not in 
great ſtabiliticand quiet) was diſcloſed a new diſſencion,ſome of the citizens fauou- 
ring Pavvle Yuelly tor his late merits in the warre, and others deſiring to raiſc the 
Count Rinuce for that hee had bene an auncient and faythfull Caprteyne to their 
common weale,and had parentage of great authoritie within Florence : hee loſt the 
hope to manage thefirſt place or dignitie in their ſeruice,by his miſfortune ar. $. Re- 
alland very vnwillingly did he endure to haue that degree of repuracion transferred 
to Pavvle Vitelly : And therefore leading his regimentin the countrey Caſſentyn, he 
expreſſed no diſpoſicion norreadines to aduaiice IR the which might 
grow increaſe n repytacion to him whom he had defireto embale : Theſe difficul- 
ries alſo became the greater by the natural properrie of Pavwle,who ſeeking to haue 
his payes before the tyme, could not agree with the Florentyne Commiſſioners, 
and who oftentimes in the deliberation and expedicion of affaires,poſleſſed himſelf 
of more authoritie then ſeemed reaſonable, and had euen at that tyme without the 
priuitie of the ſuperintendents, giuen to the Count Yrbyz being ſicke,fafeconduite to 
repaſſe in ſucrrie out of the countrey Caſentyn : vnder the warrant of which ſafecon- 
duit, I#/yan de Medicus was alſo gone with him, to the ſpecial diſpleaſure of the Flo- 
rentyns, who occupied this reaſon, that if they had made dikicultie to ſuffer the 
Connt Vrbyn to paſle,his deſire to goto recouer his health in his own domini6s,wold 
haue conſtrained himto agree to the deliuery ofthe bandes that were within Byb-- 
enns : but much more did they complaine that Ju/yan de Medicis ſhould communi- 
catinſuchaliberall fauour, expreſſing a foretyme manifeſt ations of rebellion,and 
euen 
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euenthen was in armes againſt his countrey : Thole diffcrences hindred much thar 
at Florence they neyther belecued councels,nor agreedto the demaunds of Pawwle 
Vitell,but much more did they prouc impediments tothe proceedings of the war 
which was not continued with his reputacion towardes the-people,for that not on. 
ly many execucions of importance were perfourmed more by the Paiſants then by 
the Souldiours,bur allo, conſidering the great opinion they had of his valour, they 
promiſed ro themſelues with a quicker expedicio,the victorie of theenemies:wher- 
in perhappes (accordingto the nature and iudgement of peoples)they attributed to 
want of will,that which with more equitie they wight have referred to want of po- 
wer,hauing regarde to the ſharpenes of the tyme,and want of things neceſlaric : By 
theſe occaſions (hurtfull ro their affaires) and the ſtrength of the toure thouſande 
footemen being too ſlow in comming, the Count Pett//ano had leaſure enough to 
come to the borough of Elcy apparteyning to the Duke of /7byw, and very nearethe 
limirres of the Florentyns : A place where were before,CharlesVrſinand Peter de Me- 
dicis, and whete were aſſembled all the bandes to paſle Thappenyn, whoſe ſtrength 
and order (as beſt agrecableto that countrey deſert and rude) ſtoode more vppon 
footemen then horſemen, and the moſt parte of them armedafter the light horle- 
men: This was the aſt ſtrength which theYexerians madein the countrey Caſentyn, 
and to breake it, Pawwle YVitely leauing about Bybiennaa certeine forme of a ſeege 
and ſufficient garde inthe ſtraites and paſſages moſt neceſſary,marched with the re- 
lidue of his armie to the ſtraite of.S. Stephen, (atowne of the Florentyns leated at the 
foote of the Alpes) to wi the en:mies diſcending from the hilles : Butasin », 
marters of daunger, diſcreſſion and councell are remedies noleſle aſſured then cou- »» 
rage and execucion: So,the Count Pettillano,hauing before him, the Alpes loaden »» 
with ſnowes,and at the foore of the A/es ſogreatan impediment,together with the 
ſtraice paſſages very troubleſometo paſſe euen when the ſeaſon is faire : was con- 
rent to forbeare todiſcend or paſſe, notwithſtanding withgreat complaintes he was 
perſuaded to it by the Senat of Yenice,perhappes more vehement topuſhe him for- 
ward,then hable to foreſce the perils: But albeit they propotidedto him diuersplors 
and meanes to retire Pavwle from whence he was, & that already in YVa/d; was 
done ſome enterpriſe of vexacion vppon the Peeces of the Florextyns, yet he ſtood 
reſolute in his determinacion,and would nor ſtir in any fort. |

an;,not ſo much withauthoritie (for they ſecing into his intencions,began to holde 
him for ſuſpeed)as with letning them know,that ifthagreement went not forward, 
his neceſſities would compell him,for the feare hehad of the french king, ro turne 
to their diffauour, and to take from them eyther all his men of warre, or ar leaſt 
the beſt parte of his trained bandes : The marter was debated many monerhes at 
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Ferrara where after many difficulties diſputed, Hercules was required by the Yenetj. 
«7s, to come in perſon to Yenzce for the more facilitic ofthexpedicion, wherunto he 
made ſomere hind : but much more the Florentyns, for that they knewe that the 
Venetians deſired that a compromiſe might be madein the perſon of the Duke of 
Ferrar. inſtthe which they ſtood, 8 were very farre of: Bur ſuch were thimpor. 
tunities of Lodowuyk Sforce,that ar laſt he conſented to go thether, & the Florentyns 
to ſende with him / ita Rodolpho, & Pawule Anthony Sodoryn,two of the chie- 
feſt and wiſeſt citizens of their common weale. The firſt thing that was diſputed vp- 
pon at Yerice, was to know if Herewlesas Arbitrator would put an ende to the con- 
trouerſie,or as a friend indifferent,would labourto bring the to accord,interpoſing, 
berweene the parties according to their order of proceeding at Ferrers, where they 
were notfarre of from reſoluing the articles moſt (wes tre importing : The 
Florentyns deſired that the cuſtome begun ſhould be obſerued,knowing that Hercu- 
les,in as much as might depend —_ hisarbirtrement,would hold more accompr 
of the greatnes of the Yererians,then of them,and pronouncing the ſentence ar Ye- 
nice,he ſhould bee ſo muche the more com to beare reſpe to the Venerians: 
 Andyerthough he would doe nothing of himſelfe, they were aſſured the Duke of 
Myllp would induce himyfor that he defired greatly to make knowne to the Yeneti- 
ax5that he had ſerued their turneinthat ation: Andalbeit many difficulties were 
almoſt reſolued at Ferrara: yetboth in their laſt perfeion,andinmany perriculari- 
tics,the power of the arbitrator was not litle, who,notwithſtanding the compromiſe 
would yet haue a libertie to depart from that which was firſt debated: On the other 
ſide,the Venerians were at a point,ifthe compromiſe went not forwarde, to paſſe no 
further,not ſo much for that they were promiſed more ih the Arbitrator then the 
Florentyns,as for that there were riſen amongſt them many contrarieries & obieQi- 


ons touching the preſent marer : for, albeir the qorry art of them were weary

with the intollerable expenſes that increaſed ith a very ſmall hope of profit, 
which notalitle aduaunced their ne, Gary gr ms 90 A 
euenin the Senart,whofor their experience not ſo wellſtaicd as the reſt, & for their 
mocions of yo ore forwarde then would councel or reaſon,would nor conſent 
to agreement, vnleſle the libertic of the Piſans were wholly preſerued, or atleaſt vn- 
lefle that part of EY ilrochem which they poſſeſſed whe they 
 tooke them into their protection : To which opinionthey ioyned many reaſons, bur 

chiefly they vrgeda promile ratified by decree publike ro the Piſans to proteR their 
liberne,which they could not breake without apparant blemiſhe to their common 
honours,and perperuall ſtayne tothe reputacion of their common weale: Some 0- 
thers made caſie touching all other articles,were immoderarin the quantitic of ex- 
penſes,which they required to bee repayed by the Florentyns in abandoning of Piſ«: 
A requeſt which they commended to bee very reaſonable, for that it was no leſle 
iuſt for the Florentyns ro make recompence of the charges, then for the Piſans to 
make reſticucion of that they helde in poſſeſhon: Butthe chicfe wiſdom and autho- 
ritie ofthe Senar,had a councell contrary: who, ſounding more the eſtate 
of thing ſtill with importunities the c61 jon of the great char- 
ges,wherein as good ſtewardes of the treaſures of their common weale, iewas a iuſt 
_ office inthem all,to be carefull and circumſpe&: They ſaw nothing bur diſpaire in 
thedefence of Bybjenna,and lefſe poffibilitie to ſuſteyneany | the generall qua- 
rell of P;/awirhout encreaſe of new troubles and charges, for the many difficulties 
Ghar a peared afwell in ſuccouringrber, as to diuert and draw away —_ 
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of thennemies the F/erentyns hauing obieted impediments far aboue theireſpec- 
tacionin the beginning:Beſides,they colidered that albeit thenterpriſe againſt the 
Duke of Myllan Tr, 6 ſuppoledcaſic,yet the french RIP not pacthed with 
che king of Romains,& ſtanding ſubicEt to diuers impediments ordinarily hapning at 
home, might by many aduentures be hindred & made flow to proſecute the warte: 
And chough he ſhould pur irto a&tion,yet in the buiſines of warre, many daungers 
vnlooked tor &difficulnes no leſle intricar, wy chaunce dayly eyther to the vtter 
diſappointing of his purpoles,orat leaſtto alter his diſpoſicion: Butaboue all,trem- 
bling at the great preparacions which was faide Baiazet Ortomay made both by ſea 
and !ande to inuade thoſe partes towardes Grece, their reſolucton was,(ſeeing their 
necefſitie was more mighne then their inclination) that it was both iuſt, reaſonable, 
and neceſſarie,rather to conſent that honeſtie in ſome parte ſhould giue place to v- 
tiltic,then,in ſtanding obſtinatly _ their promiſe and tayth giuen, to perſeuer 
and nourythe as it were a perperuall intereſt in troubles, charges, and perplexines : 
And becauſe they were well aſſured that theſe concluſions would be hardly conſen- 
ted to in their councelles, (albeit they knewe from the. beginning that of neceſlitic 
they muſt bee allowed) they had (whileſt thenegociacion was at Ferrara) wylcly 
procured, that by the councell of the Pregat/ſhould bee _ tulnes of authoritie 
touching thaffaires of P;ſa,and the reſolucion of thaccord,to the councell of the Dj- 
ndwhich is a councel compounded of a leffor number, none being called vnto it 
but ſuch as bee of greateſt grauitie & authoritie which conteined the moſt parte of 
thoſe that moſt defired thaccord: But now the ſolicitacion continuingat Yentce,and 
being in no truſt ro be able to diſpoſe the councell of the Pregari to conſent to the 
_ which had bene debated at Ferrara, and knowing withall, that if only the 
councell of the Dzecicondiſcended to them, there might ryſe occaſions to hs 
thoſe that aſliſted it: they ſolicited that the compromiſe might bee made, hoping 
that touching the iudgement that might comeofit, men would rather tranſterre 
- thimpruacion to the Arbitrator then to them, and that more eaſely would that bee 
ratified which had bene alreadie publiſhed in ſentence, the that which thould be c6- 
ſented vnto with the partic cntreating by way of accord : Sothar after thoſe things 
had bene debated for certeine dayes, (the Duke of My{an threatning the Florentyns 
retuſing to compromit to withdrawe immediatly all his companies out of Tuskan) 
there was a free and abſolute compromiſe for eight dayes in the perſon of Hercules 
Duke of Ferrara,who, after he had well conſidered of all thinges, pronounced the 
{ixtday of Aprill, that within eight dayes next following the Yenerians and Flo- 
rentyns (ſhould ceaſle to offende one an other, and that by the next Saint Markes 
tyde all the bandes, ſuccors, and aydes of eyther parties, thould retyre and returne 
into their count:eys, that the Yererians at the ſame tyme ſhould make iſſue out of 
Piſaand all the places thereaboutes alltheir regimentes of Souldiours, which they 
intertcined there: That they ſhould abands Bybyerna with all other peeces take vpp0o 
the Flor?tims, & they to pard6 to thoſe of Bybjennaall their faltes & treſpaſſes: That 
tor the recopece of al charges(which the YVeetiis aſſured to amoiit toeight hiidred 
thouſad duckats)the F/orzryn; thould be boiid to repaie the in.xij.yeares,xv.thoulad 
duckats by the yeare: That al offeces (hold be pardoned tothe Piſ7s, to who ſhold be 
{uffred to exerciſe by ſea & lid all ſorts of ſcieces & marchadiſe,&toremein intheir 
gard,al the fortreſſes of Piſa & other thoſe places which were holde by thEtheday of 
the ſentece:but vnder this charge,that if they beſtowed Garrifons of the comitreimE 
or others,that they ſhould not be perſons ſuſpeed to the Florentyns, and that they 
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ſhould be paied ofthe revenues which the F/orentyns ſhould colleR of 2iſa,cncrea- 
ſing neither the numbers of men,nor the paics accuſtomed affore rhe rebellis:That 
ifthe P:;{ans thought good,they might deface & diſmantle all thoſe ciradels & for- 
rreſſes of the pro of Pi{a,which had ben recouered by the Florentyns for 
the time the Yener; them in their protectis: Thar within Piſa rhe firſt inſtices 
. of cauſes ciuile ſhould be iudged by a Podeſtar ſtraunger choſen by the Piſans of a 
place nor ſuſpeed by the Florentyns, that the ws er choſen by the Florentyns 
ſhould not medle but with cauſes of appellacion,& haue no power toproceedina- 
ny caſe cryminall concerning bloud,baniſhment,or cofiſcacis withour the councel 
of a ſuperintendentto be choſen by Hereales or his ſucceſſors, & of fyue Doctors of 
law which the P;ſans ſhould name to him:That thegoods moucable & vnmoucable 
occupied by the one & other partic,ſhould bereſtored ro whs they apperteined,not 
making reſtitucio of the fruites,of the which euery one was ablolued: Thar in all 0- 
ther things,they ſhould ſuffer the —_ ro enioy fully their rightes in Pj/a&the 
eerritorie, forbidding the P;/axs,that neither for the regard ofthe Ciradels & fortre(- 
ſes,nor for other cauſe what ſo euer, they ſhold practiſe or coſpire any thing againſt 
the comms weale of Florence:This ſentence was no ſooner publiſhed atYerice, but 
there were hcardthorow the citic great complaintes euEof the nobilitic,againſtthe 
Duke of Ferrara &thoſe ſpecial Senators which had managed the whole a&i6:The 
moſtof them,co6ſtruing to great blame thar faith ſhould be broke to the P/ans with 
ſo many infamies to the maieſtic ofthe comms weale,complained vehemetly, that 
the article touching the expenſes of the warre was paſt ouer with fo light colidera 
cion:The diſcourſe ofthis agreementinflamed not alitle Thembaſſadors of the #i- 
ſans,vho,being before theſentence — enterteined by the YVenetians in many 
promiſes & hopes,that vndoubte ould remeine in full libertie, & that not 
only the reſidue ot the coitrey ſhold be adiudged to the, but happly alſo the port of 
Lyworne,made the reſolutio ſo much the moregreeuoustothe,by how much the cf- 
fes felout cotrary to the perſuaſions wherin they had bene noriſhed:Inſo much as 
they began with publike cryes to appeale to the equirie of the Senat, ro whom they 
coplained,thartthe promiſes to prote& their libernie ſo oftentimes reiterated by the 
Senargvnder thaſſurice of whoſe faith they had not only reieed thamities of all o- 
ther Poterates,but alſorefuſed far berrer codicions offred by the Florzryns, were vn- 
worthely dcfiled & broken,their ſecuritie deing not prouided for but withvaine ap- 
parances:for,what degree of ſatetie was that, or how could they be aſſured that the 
Floreryns reeſtabliſhing their maieſtrates within P:/a& their marchirs &ſubicts re- 
rurning to traffike there,8 on the other ſide their Paiſars, who had {erucd as a prin- 
cipalmember in the defece of the citie,retiring to their houſes & farmes would not 
bring vnder their iuriſdictio by ſome properrie of fraude,the whole gouernmenitof 
theirtown?hauing withal ſo many oportuniries but chiefly the gard & comaiidemet 
of the gates: And how could there but lurcke intecis of infidelitic vnder that ſuertie, 
where we holding the fortreſſes,8 ſuchas wereappointed to the gard of the, were to 
be paied by the Florztins,&notto be lawful in a time ſo doubtful,tobeſtow a ſtroger 
garde theE had benaccuſtomed in ſeaſos peaſible & aſſured:The pardon forthe trel- 
paſſes commitred,was likewiſe athing vaine,ſeeing the Flor?tins had good meaneto 
deſtroy them by waies iudicial & by judgements: for that the marchandiſes & other 
goods as had ben made pillage in the time of rebellis amoiited to ſuch a valew, that 
in urns they woldnot v7 & cofiſke our ſubſtices, bur alſoin ſuch are- 
uEgefulauthoritic our perfos ſhould not be afſured fro impriſomer:Bur to cur of the 
impor- 
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importunitic of theſe coplaints,the principals ofthe Senat broughrro paſſe the day, 
folowing/although the of the copromile was expired)thar Hercwles,(ro who 
the general indignacion of the citie broughtnot a litle feare) added tothe entence 
publithed,a declaratis withoutthe knowledge & priumeot the Florentyns: that vn- 
der the name of fortreſſes, was compreheded & ment the gates of therowne of Pa, 
with other peeces that had fortre es,for whoſe garde,& interteinmentes of the po- 
deſtar & ſuperintendent,ſhould be aſſigned to the Pſans a certeine part of the reue- 
nues of P:ſs . Andthat the places not ſuſpeed, wherof menti6 was madeinthe 
ſentence,8 fro whece they might draw ſouldiours,ſhould be theſtate ofthe church, 
of Mantua,of Ferrara,& of Bologna, not comprehending therein ſouldiours of other 
places: That touching reſtiruc16 of goods, there ſhould neuer be ſpeche of it:Thar 
irſhould be in the power of the P/ſans,to namethe ſuperintedent,bornein any place 
not ſuſpected: That the Capteine ſhould not proceede in any cauſe cryminal, (how 
licle ſo euer it were)without the ſupcrintEdent: Thar the Piſans ſhould be wel intrea- 
red of the Florentyns according to the cuſtome of other noble cities of /z4/y, and that 
there ſhould not be impoſed vppon them any new charges. 

This declaracion was not ſolicited for any deſire the Yenetians had that it ſhould 


be obſerued, but ſomewhat ro qualifie the iuſt importunities of the Piſan Embaſla-. 


dors,& ſo to juſtefie theſelues to the coiicell of the Pregati,that if the ibertie of the 
Piſans were not altogether obteyned,at the leaſt they had ſo well prouided for their 
ſuertic and —— that they could not bee charged to haue paſſed them ouer 
as apraycor left them abandoned:So thatin this councel of the Pregati,aftermuch 
diſcoutſe of diſputacion &reaſoning,at laſt what with the coſideratio of the codici- 
ons of times,& the difficulties to mainteine Piſabut ſpecially for feare of the Turkes 
armies,it was reſolued,that the ſentence ſhould not be ratified, with an expreſle con- 
ſenc,bur that things which were of greateſt importance ſhould be put in execution, 
making to ceaſe within viij.daics all offences,8& drawing all their bands out of Twsk4 
atthe time determined,with intencio to medle no more with the quarel: yea many 
ofthe Senators begun to defire,that the Florentyns ſhould rather recouer Piſa, then 


that itſhould fal into the power of the Duke of My/lan. Ar Florence,atter the tenorof 


the ſentEcewas communicated to the citic,moſt ofthe multirude begi to murmure 
in theirmindes,& not only held theſclues oppreſſed in this, that they muſt make re- 
paimert of thexpenſes of the warre to thoſe who had vniuſtly vexed them:bur much 
morefor that it ſeemed to thejn they had obreined no other thing but the naked and 
ſimplename of Lordes,ſceing,both the tortrefſes were in the garde of the P;/ars,and 
thadminiſtracion of cryminal iuſtice (one of the principall members to preſerue c- 
ſtates)could not haue his courſe without their Maieſtrates: Nenenhelelle rhe ſame 
proteſtacions of the Duke of 34yllar which had induced them to compromit, con- 
{trained them to ratific it,and hoping withall that within a litle ryme, by induſtric 
ny good behauior to the Prſans,they might redreſſe things in a better forme : moy 
ratified by name the ſentence publi notthe addicions & declaracios whic 
were not yet come to their knowledge. 

Bur farre greater werethindignacions and doubtes of the Piſans,vwho mouecd nor 
2 licle againſt the name of the Yeretians, and iclous of ſome greater deceipt, aſſoone 
as they vnderſtood the rcapport of the ſentence,diſcharged their ſoldiours from the 
garde of the fortreſſes & the gates: And notſuffring them any moreto lodge in the 
cite, they {toode many dayes in greatvariacion and doubt, whether they ſhould 
acceptthe condicions of the ſentence or not: On thoneſidg, feare,being the inſtru- 
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ment of compulcion, ouerruled their wills,ſtanding now abandoned of all comfort 
and councell: Andon the other ſide,the generall hate they bare to the Florentyns, 
made their paſſions redouble and kepr them reſolute: But muche more did reteyne 
their inclination to conſtancy,their deſperate exſpeacion to obteyne pardon for 
their heauy & infinit tranſgreſſios,whole qualitic they held ſo much the more great 
and intollerable,by how much they had putthe ſtare of Florence to infinit expenſes 
and harmes,& many times had brought intotearmes daungetous,cuen their pro 
libertie : In theſe doubres & diuerſities of _—_— the Duke of Myllan eats 
the to gue place,offring that he would worke ſo much with the Florentyns that the 
codicios of the ſentEce thould bee more in their fauors & to their aduaiitages: yer, 
they,to make trial ifhe remeined ſtil poſleſſed with his aticient couetouſnes, deter- 
mining in this caſe to giue thEſelues wholly ro him, they ſentro him Embaſladours: 
Butarlaſt(ſuch are the deſtinies of minds drawne 8 deuided)after many thoughts & 
variacios,they d inedrather to makerrial of al extremeties, the to return vnder 
the yoke of the Florentyns,wherunto as the Piſans had ſecret incitacio to by the Ge- 
noUVAys, Lucquoys,8 Padolffe Petrucci:So allo it was nor doubred of the —_— bur 
edrheto that ob- 
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:1lian allo, being vnited with the league of Spreader, began warre 
vppon the S>--»//ers declared rebels ofthe Empire for many controuerſtes berwene 
them: which warre cotinuing on both ſides in great fury,with ſundry accidents and 
fortunes on both partes: Lodowwyk began to aflure himtelfe,that in no neceſſitie, he 
could hope for ſyccours from Maxymylian, vntill that warre againſt the Svwyſers, 
rooke ende eyther by vitorie,or compoſicion : And yet CHaxymylian, promiling 
him that he would never accord with the french king or with the Svwyſers,without 
compreheding him in it, Lodowwyk was ſtil c6ſtrained to refurniſh thexpelſes of that 
warre,&ro enterteine Themperors prodigalities with new ſupplies ofmoney . This 
occaſion was not vnknowen to the new king of Frawnce,who, colideringhow much 
it imported him,to hauethe Pope & the YVenetians for him, eſteemed litle the perſua- 
ſions of many of his councell,thatin regard he was newly aſcended to the Crowne, 
and his nee” So very ill furniſhed, hee might purof the warre till the yeare folow- 
ing : Butthe king framing his hopes according to the importunities of his deſire, 
imagined a pofhbilitie ro obteine the viftory in fewe monerhes : And therefore 
caſting in his conieCture that in ſuche a ſhorrnes of tyme , the ſeruice coulde 


not ſuffer great neceſſities of money, entered into open preparacion' for the 
| ; warte 
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warre alwayes furniſhing the S»v»ſſers affore hande with ſome proporcion ofmo- 
ney,to thende to keepe Maximilian in buſines:for which cauſe the Duke of A1y/lan, 
diſcerning ſuch manifeſt cokens of the warre, laboured with a wonderfull diligence 
and care not tobee alone in ſo great daungers: wherein hauing an abſolute diliruſt 
in all poſſibilities and meanes of accord or reconclliacion with the Vemetians,& fyn- 
ding in the king of Sparne an inclinacion ſuſpicious, & (notwithſtanding his many 
ſolicitacions) a carelefſe remembrance of his perils: he turned his eyes to the con- 
remplacion of other helpes, and ſounding in one inſtant the willes almoſt of all o- 
ther Potentates, he ſent Ga/eas Viſcomte to Maxymylian and the Swwyſſers ro nego- 
ciat an agreement betwene them: Andas aduerſitic 1s mightie to make men ſearch 
thoperacion of all councels: $0, Lodovwyt knowing, that according to the Popes 
defire,the mariage of Charlorta with his ſonne Ceſar Yorgia, could not wellſucceed, 
for that the young Lady eyther mooued with the Joue and authoritic of her houſe 
and parents,or els goucrned by the perli uaſions of the french king (in whom not- 
withſtanding were my ne many faire apparancesto the contrary) refuſed with 
great conſtancy & re olucion of mynd,to make him her husband, if with all he pur 
not an endto the affaires of Federyt her father, who offred to the french king yearc- 
ly tribute with very large condicions: Zedowwyk labouring vppon theſe occaſions, 
had hope, toalycn and eſtrange him from the fauours he bare to thenterpriſes of 
Fraunce,loliciting him with many importunitiesto draw him into cofederacis with 
him,wherin he promiſed thaſſociacion of king Federyk and the Florentyns,with ma- 
ny faire offers that aſwell he as the confederates, would contribute with him in a 
common ſuccour againſt the Viccaires of the church, & induc him beſides with a 
eat quantitie of money to purchaſe ſome honorable eſtate for his ſonne: Theſe of- 
wo as the Pope at the firſt mocion ſeemed to heare them with a diſſembled eare, 
ſo,in theende = was content to giue them leaue to vanithe and become mearely 
vaine: for, hoping to receiue by the ſocietie and fauours of the french king, bene- 
fittes and farre greater liberalitics, then thoſe which hee looked to obreyne if 
Italy were notfilled full of the forreine armies of France : he conſented that his 
ſonne excluded alreadie from the maryage of Char/orte, ſhould rake one of the 
doughters ofthe Lorde Albrett, who, for his affinitie with the bloud royall,and for 
the greatnes of his eſtates and ltuinges, was one of the greateſt in all the kingdome 
of Frawnce : But Lodowwyk tro whom appeared dayly more tokens and reſtimonies 
of the cuill inclinacion of the Yeretians, ceafſed not by expreſle ſolicitors (but inſe- 
cret manner, king Federyk concurring in the ſame a&tion)to ſtir vp againſt themthe 
Prince of the Turkes, hoping that being aſſailed and vexed by him, they would haue 
no oportunitie to moleſt the ſtate of M1/lan:And being with al wel aduerriſed ofthe 
preparacions which the Florentyns made to haue Pi/a,he labored, vnder offers of all 
forts of fuccors to them,to bynd them to his defece withthree hiidred men at armes 
& two thouſand footmen after they had recouercd P:ſa:On the other fide, the frech 
kingrequired importunatly their promiſe to refurniſhe him for one yeare with fyue 
hundredmen at armes: And for recompence he offred to binde himielf,afſone as he 
had accompliſhed the coqueſt of Myllajto miniſtertothem for one whole yeare the 
luccors of a thouſand Launces, forthaduancemet of their enterpriſes, with promiſe 
thathe would make no accordewith Lodowwyh,if notat the ſame time they were not 
repoſſeſſed of Pſa,& their other places withholde beſides, he wold brig topaſſe thar 
the Pope and the Veretizns ſhould ioyneto their protecion,i{(affore the conqueſtof 
Mylla)they fel into any neceffitie of defece:for whichdemaunds fo cotrary &fullot 
T iij 
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varictie, the Florentyns ſtood waucring in their reſolucion,noleſle for the difficultie 
of the marter then for their deuiſion of myndes: for, Lodowwyk requiring their ayde 
(bur in caſe thatthey recouered Fiſa,) the fuccours that he promiſed were far more 
preſent and certeyne,then the helpes promifed by the french king, in whom they 
iudged lide oportunitie of action to the ayde of P;ſa,tor that, being abandoned of ec. 
uery one,they determined to haue it that ſommer: Beſides,many were moued with 
the memorie that the Yenetians were contederat with the french king againſt Logo- 
wyk,tor that he had miniſtred to them in their perils:Burt much more moued them 
the feare of diſpire;leaſt in refuſing ro me his demaunds, he wold not hinder the 
to get Pjſa,a thing which he might caſely do: And of the cotrarie, looking into their 
owne infirmities,and ſecing no poflibilitic of power to reſiſt the french king & the 
Venetians, it iſcemed a councel daungerous to make themſelues enemies with a kin 

whoſe armies they ex{pected within few monethes to runne ouer all /zaly: And the 
memorie of the fauours receiued of Lodowwykin the warre againſt the Yenetians (to 
the which they referred the originall of all their daungers) was eaſcly defaced by 
this conſideracion,that the rebellion of Pſa was firſt kindled by his meanes : And 
that nouriſhing alwayes ambicious detires to aſpire to the iuriſdifion of it, he had 
ſuſteined them,and for many monethes,ioyned the ſupportacion of others, conſpi- 
ring in thoſe tymes many other wrongs and iniuries againſt the Florentyns: So that, 
they referred more imputacion to his offences, then benefit by his fauours, which 
yet he did not communicart in hiberalitie and franknes, bur by the impacience & in- 
rolleratis he had that the Veret/ans ſhould nottake trom him that which with hope 
and ambicion he/had long ſince iudgedro be duly apperteyning to him: they fell at 
laſt into this laſt doubt, that it they declared themſclues for Lodowwyh, rhe trenche 
king aduauncing the meanes and oportunities he had by the Pope and Yererians, 
might many wayes hinder them in the recouering of Pſa: In ſo muche, as confer- 
ring the nature of the perils on both ſides, with their condicion preſent, they deter- 
mined in the ende,notroſtir either inthe fauour of the french,or the Duke of ty/- 
lan}bur to apply the = to thadvauncing of the enterpriſe of ?;ſa,wherein they re- 
appoſed nothing in fortunenor forreine aydes,but iudged their proper ſtrength ha- 
ble & ſufficier,nor forgerting for all that,to enterteyne Lodowwyk with ſhows & (ha- 
dows & neare tokes 0 vans, web he ſhould take occaſi6 to obiect impedimets,daly- 
ing with him in thoſe deceites which to their hurrs,they had ofterimes experienced 
akig : Therefore after they had for many dayes made delayes in aunſ{wearing,they 
diſpatched atlaſt a ſecretorie publike to giue him vnderſtanding, that thintencion 
ofthe comms weale was coformable to his defires as rouching rheffe&, bur cocer- 
ning the mannerrhere wasſome difference: for that as they had made a full reſolu- 
cion,that aſſoone as Piſa was recouecredyhe ſhouldnor faile of the ſuccours hee had 
demaunded: ſo they defired him to conſider how perillous it was to contract their 
promiſe vnder expreſſe couenant,for that in free cities, ſuch thinges being not to be 
Giſparched without the conſent of many,there was no poſlibilitie to holde them ſe- 


cret,and being diſcloſed,they would giue occaſion to the french king to drawe the 
ope and the Yeretians to readminiſter ſuccours to Pie: by which it would comero 
elu 


aſſe that their promiſe would bring harme to themſelues, and prooue vnprofitable 
to him,for that Pſa _— taken,neither ſhould they be boundeto him, neyther 
were they hable tohelpe him: for theſe reaſons they ſayde and eſteemed that tayth 
and promiſe might ſuffice given in wordes with the conſent of the chiefe citizens, 
vppon whoſe authoritic all heir publyke deliberacions depended : Tharfor _ 
| occaſion 
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occaſion they refuſed not to couenant with him by writing,but offred him for ende 
for berter declaracion of their will and intencion, that it he knew any other meane 
whereby. his defire might be ſatiſhed,and ſo great domages auoyded, they would be 
as readie to executeit in deede as they required him to holde them aſſured in good 
will and affection towardes him: B NS aunſwere {ubrtill and full of arte, and for 
that alſo they did not accept the offers of his ſuccours, k ſawe there was no 
hope left to hauc bandes of ſouldiours from them,and lefle exipeCtacion of ſuccors 
from other partes: for that the comforts promiſed fo continually by the king of 
Romains prooued very vncertcine,no lefle by his natural inconſtancie,then forthim- 

ediment of his warreswiththe __— : And for Federyk, where hee promiſed ro 
{ende him a ſtrength of foure hundred men at armes and hue thouſande footemen 
vnder the leading of Proſper Collonne, he doubted nor ſo much of his will (for the de- 
fenceof the Duchie of M;{len turned to his profit) as of lus diſhabilitie and delayes: 
And Herewles,his father in lawe (reproching almoſt the auncient iniuries done by 
him in the compoſicion of Poleſma) aunſwered him with excules, & that it brought 
no ſmall greefe to him to bereſtramed to ſuccour his diſtreſſe,tor that.che landes of 
the YVenetians ioyning ſo neare to the gates of Ferrara,he was conſtrained tobe care- 
full ouer the ſucrtie of his owne eſtate, | 

Lodowyyk thus made naked of all forreine hopes, and driven altogether to reap- 1odorzk 


polein his ſtrength and comforts at home: beganne carefully to fortetic Awon, No- frengrhneth 


ware, and Alexandria de Ia Pailletownes ſtanding inthe mouth of the firſt perils and v9 ; 
inuaſions of the french: his reſolucion was to ſend our againſtthe fury of the french ng. 
army,Galeas de.S.Seueryn with the | Gon partof his ſtrength,and to oppoſe the re- 
ſidue againſt the Venerians, vnder the gouernment of the Marquis of Mantua, not- 
withſtanding a litle after,cyther by indiſcrefſion or by conceniins or for that there 
isnopowertorefi{t the councels of God, he became eſtraunged from the Margus: 
for that falling into this vaine perſuaſi6,thatthe Yenetians(againſt whom the Turke 
had opened = warre a{well by land as by iea with a wondertul preparacion) would 
haue no oportunitie to moleſt him,being conſtrained to defende their owne eſtates 
againſt ſoſtronganenemy: And deſiring withall to fatisfic aparticular humor inGa- 
lexs.$.Seneryn,whoſe ambicion could not brooke that the Marquis ſhouldenioy a ti- 
tle more honourablechen he,he began to make difhculties, as retuſingto pay him a 
certcine remeynder of olde payes,and required of him othes and cawtions not ac- 
cuſtomed for thafſurance of his faith: And alſo notwithſtanding thar, aftterwardes 
being aduertiſed that the YVenetians diſpatched many bandes of men into Breſſe,to be 
readie to enter into the warre at the ſame tyme thatthe french ſhould _ 7 it, hee 
ſought by the meane of the Duke of Ferrars his father in lawe,to reconcile him to 
him,yer the difficulties couldnot ſo ſoone beereſolued, as the daungers appeared, 
growing daily both more great and terrible: for the Duke of Sawoy, being eftſoones 
conioynedwith the king,ſer at libertie all oportunities and p_ for his bandes 
tomarchcontinually thorow Piemont,and to be beſtowed about the confines of At: 
Andto the hopes of Lodowwyk appeared daily rokens of declinacion, for that king 
Federyk,cither by diſhabilitic or by necligence,was ſlowe to miniſter to his perilles: 
And that ſmall remeynder of hope which hee enterreined as his chiefeſt comfort, 
that the Florertyns having once gotten Piſa, would ſendeto his ſuccours Pawwle Vi. 
telly (whoſe valour held great repuracion inall the partes of /#a/y) was cut from him 
by the diligence of thefrenche king, who, debaring with their Embaſſadours with 
wordes ſharpe andfull of threatnings, wrought ſo much with their common weale

that they made him ſecret promiſe by writing to miniſter no ayde at all to the Duke 
of Mylan,a promilſe,tor the which they recetued in recompence no couenant or 
graunt of him: Z yk, leauing rhe Count Caiazze on that fide tothe Yenerians 
with a very {mall companie not ſufficientto any goon reliſtance,ſent Gale xs de.s.Se. 
werys beyond the Ryuer of Pavw,with an army of a thouſande fixe hundred men ar 
armes,a thouſande fyue hundred light horſmen, ten thouſande fooremen J1ralians, 
and fyuc hundred fooremen ©AMilemains, but more with intencion to defend his pla- 
ces,then to reſiſt inthe plaine fielde : for that he eſteemed it moſt to his profit to en- 
rerteyne and holde thinges indelay,chiefly fot thathe had daily exſpeQacion ofthe 
concluſion of an accorde ſolicited in his name by the Viſcount, berweene Maximili- 
an,and the Swwyſſers: which it it were accompliſhed, he was tedde with many pro- 
miſes of mightie ſuccours,which other wayes he could not only not hope for, bur 
it was very harde for himto draw any proporcions of footmen from thoſe quarters, 
for that by the troubles that were thereabour, all the countrey was almoſt kept tra- 
uelled in thatwarre. | 
| Touchingthe warres of Mylan, there was performed neyther of the onenor 0- 
er part, any exploytof warre, other then certeine light incurſions,vnrill the regi- 
ments of the Lord de Ligny,Eberard,Aubigny,& Tryvulce, were paſſed the mountes; 
for that,albeit the king was cometo Lyon,and the bruite ranne that he would paſſe 


into /ta/y in ſeaſon conuenient,yert he referred thinges to direction, appointing the 


marche of the army to be goucrned by his Capreines: The ſtrength of the frenche 
army was athouſande ix hundred Launces, tyue thouſande Suwyſ/ers, foure thou- 
{andeGaſcoyns,and foure thouſande of other natures of ſouldiours in Frawxce : with 


whom,aſſoone as they were drawne into an army accompliſhed and beſtowed vn- 


der their ſeucrall Guidens andleadors,the Capteines erected a Camp,and thethir- 


rienth of Auguſt,planred it affore the Rocke_Hrazze, ſcituate vppon the ſhore of 
theRyuer Tanare : And albeit, it was garded with a ſtrength of fyuc hundred foote. 
men,yet was it taken within a very ſhort ryme, the fury of the Arrillerie being the 
cauſc,and no lefſe the cowardiſe of the Garriſon that were within : from thence they 
drew their Campp to Awoz,a litle village along the high way to Ai# & «©Alexanarie, 
the Duchie of vppon the bankes of Tarars and right ouer againſt Arazze : And being ſtrong by 


he propernie of his ſcituacion, the Duke of My/ar had eftfoones tortehed it cer- 
teyne monethes before: Andalbeit Galeas.S.Seweryy who with his armie had taken 
the fielde neare_AMlexandria,was well aduertifed of the lofle of Arazze, and had de- 
termined to ſende to the ſuccours of the other bandes of footemen better reſolued, 
for that the ſeuen hundred beſtowed there firſt, were of the new leuics and not um 0 
e: yet hecould not put his deuiſe in execucion, for that the Frenc 

men,to cut of all recourſe of ſuccours thether, had manned Sr/{zzana which is be- 
ia and Auon,and that by the ſuffrance and conſentof the Marquis of 

Mont Ferat Lorde ofthe place: In ſo much,thar they that were within Auoz exprel- 
fing in ation and experience no better proofe of their vallours, then aunſweared 
thexſpe&acion and opinion of moſt men,fell into the daunger ofthe french,who,at- 
ter they had firſt battered the Suburbes, and afterwardes thaked the walles of the 
rowne in foure ſcuerall quarters, they enforced it in two dayes and likewiſe the Ca- 


. ſtell, makingſlaughrer of all the footemen that were thether withdrawne : The ſuc- 


ceſle of which enterpriſes whoſe furie vanquithed al] reſiſtance, and the ſodeines 0- 
uercame all opinion and exſpe&acion,brought ſuch aſtoniſhment to Ga/eas.S.Sene- 
rya,thathe retyred with all his army into M/exanaria coollouring his feare with -

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excuſe, that both in his ſouldiours wanted vallour,andin the people was litle fayth 
towardes Lodowyyk : which rymerous retolucion ſtayingnot alitle the

s,Nevweaſte,and Pont Corona,yelded to chem withour reſiſtance, as alto the Ca- 
tle and towne of Torrona, from whence, Anthonio Maria Paluoiſui gouerning the 
Garriſon there,retired beyond the Riuer of Pawy withour tarying tor any afſale: The 
aduertiſement of theſe accidents being come to Mylan, Lodowwyk Sforce, ſecing at- 
fore his eyes nothing but a lamentable tace of all extremities, & that his eſtate haſt- 
ned with a vyolent ſvviftnes to his ruine, became confuſed (as hapneth in ſuddeyne 
extremeties) both in councell and courage, and had recourſe to thoſe remedies, 
wherein (men being accuſtomed to runne to them when thinges bee lo farre afflic- 
red, that they bee almoſtbrought to the laſt diſpaire) they declare ro euery one ra- 
ther the greatnes of the daunger wherein they are, then that they recciue profit or 
comdortiy theas : he cauſed to mooſter and enroll all the men of the towne of Ayl- Ledrvzh ma- 
lan that were hable to beare armes,and cauſing to aſſemble the people,which hated #7 = 
him not alitle forthe many exactions he had unpoſed vppon them, he acquited the ,/ yin, 
of one parte of the tributes and unpoſicions whereuntothey were boundgviing per- 414 #bowrerh 
ſuacions accompanied with wordes and icſtures pitifull,thar it they thought he had 1 ang 
at any tyme too heanely burdenedrhem.,that they would nor aſcribe ir to his diſpo- «he peryte.

therto the eſtate of the rymes,and daungerous condicions of /ta/y, no lefle for the 
grearnes of the Yeretiaxs,then tor the di{cendingotthe late king Charles of Fraunce, 
marrers for their importance oy ielous, and for which, his particular intereſt con- 
ſtrained him ro thoſe a&tions,to rthende to bee the better hable to prote& the peace 
and ſucrtie of that ſtare againſt all oppreſſions and inuaſions,iuidging that hee could 
notſhow a greater affection to his countrey and his people,then to toreſcethat they 
ſhouldnot be trauetled with warres: That the fruites whichthey had reaped made 
good reſtimony of thineſtimable profictes they had gathered by ſuch a pollecie and 
councel},ſteing they had liued many yeates vnder him in great tranquillitie, and by 
that benefit their citie raiſed into a wonderfull eſtate and tnaieſtie of riches, reputa- 
cion,andglorie,as was well expreſſed in the of ſo many pompes,glories, and 
honors, with the miuſtiplicacion almoſt of infittit ſciences and inhabitams- bene- 
fits, wherein the towne & Duchie of My{lan,doth not only not giue place, buedoth 
exceede all other Climats and regions of 7taly: Thatth remember,tharhe 
had gouerned them without bloud and crueltie,and with what affabilitic and readi- 
nes he had harde euery one, and that hee only (aboue all the Princes of histyme) 
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withour bearing reſpe& to the paynes and trauels ofhis perſon, oþſerued the dayes 
appointed for publike audiences, andalwayes had giuen tocuery one a expe- 
dicion and vprighr iuſtice : Thatthey ſhould beare reſpe& and remembrance to the 
merits and grac1ous behauiors of his father,who had gouerned them rather in an af- 
te&tionofchildren,then in the propertie and condicion of ſubices, and withal) to 
ſet before their eyes how harde & greeuous it would be for them to beare the proud 
and infolent yoke of the frenche, who, for the neighbourhead and nearenes ofthe 
realme of Frauxce (if they once came to commaund ouer theſtate of Myllan)would 
plantthere their perperuall dwelling, and chaſſe out the auncient inhabitantes,an 
impictic which heretofore they had cxerciſed vpponall Lombaray :To theſe reaſons 
he addedthe confideracion of the barbarous manners of the french nation, and to 
ioyneall together with myndes reſolure for the defence of their countrey and pro- 
per ſafetie,notdoubting bur if their reſiſtance vanquiſhed the firſt brunt of daungers 
(which lyke a ſtorme would bee vyolent and but ſhort) bur the reſidue ofthe ation 


'wold be cafie, for that this was a propertic infallible in the french nature,to be more 


furious to aſſaile,then conſtantto continue, and forthat alſo he had in ex{peRacion 
a ſpecdic and mightic ſuccour fromthe __ Romains, who, being alreadie com- 
pounded with the Swwyſſers,prepared to reskue him in perſon, lyke as alſo the regj- 
mentes which the king of Naples ſent to him vnder the leading of Proſper Colonne, 
were on the way, and did march: Laſtly he made them beleeue that the XMargui of 
Mantua (all the controucriies betweene them being now reſolued) was already ar- 
med,8& with three hundred men at armesentred the countrey of Cremona :to which 
ſuccours and forces, if he might adioyne the readines and fayth of his people, hee 
made himſfelfe aſſured again] his enemics,yeaif their army conteinedallthe power 
of Fraunce.Thele perſuations were heard with more diligence th geo & lerued 
| ench: for feare 
of whom waighling lightly the preſent da of the Yenetians,who had begunthe 
watre in Gu/aradadda,and taken the towne of Carawage with other peeces neare the 
Ryucr of Addz,he called backe the Count Caiezze with the moſt part of thoſe bands 
which he had ſent for the defence of that quarter;and cauſed him to marche to Pu- 
wa to ioyne with Galeas for the defence of Alexandria: Bur,as ſuch as haue their de- 
ſtruion dertermined,are ſeene to decline by degrees,ſo his ruyne was aduaunced on 
all ſides: for,the/Connt Cazazze,was alitle before at aſecrertaccord with the frenche 
king,being more caried with diſdaine thatGa/eas his brother, younger in yeares,and 
of leſſe exerciſc/and experience in armes was preferred before hum in the gouern- 
ment of the armie,and in all other honors and fauors then with the memone ofthe 
innumerable benefits which he and his brethren had receiued of Lodowayk : Some 
are of opinion,that Ledowwyk was aduertiſed of his reuokting certeine monetrhes be- 
Crazed after deepe cogitacions of the diſpoſicion of the man, he aunfwered 
at laſt with many ſighes to him that gaue him thaduerriſement, that as he could not 
be perſuaded of ſo greatan ingratitude,ſo,if it werea thing true,itwas an cuil whole 
nature reſiſted all remedies,and for his part,he knew not in whom to reappoſe con- 
fidence,fince in his fauorits,and familiars, & ſuch as had moſt communicated with 
his liberalicies & benefits, were poems envy treaſon: Afﬀfirming (with com- 
aſſion bringing teares)chathe it not a calamitie leſle rows >, depriue 
imſclfe by a vaine ſuſpicion of the ſernice of patapagts faithful,chen byroo haſtie 
& light credulitie,to reappoſe his ſuernie in the faith of thoſe whoſe behauiors gaue 
occaſion to doubt them: Bur in the meane while, the Count Caiazze makes a bridge 
auer 
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 ouer Poto ioyne with his brother, interteining with cunning delayes thexecucis, 
whileſt the bridge is in worke and labour he deterreth to paſſe,notwithſtandingrhe 
frenche armie was two dayes affore, entred into Alexanaria which they did batter: 
And Galeas whoſe ſtrength was a thouſande and two hundred men at armes, a thou- 
| fandand two hundred 1ght horſmen,with three thoufande fooremen, in the night 
of the third day without — of any the Captcines except Luke Maluezze, 
fleeth ſecretly our of 4/exanaria with a parte of the light horſmen, giuing the whole 
world to know to his great dithonor,and no lefſe reproche tothe wiſdome of Lode- 
voyk,howe great difference was betweene rhe ſport to manage a Courler, & runne 
attilrand rorney with huge Launces(cxerciles wherein he excceded moſt /talians) 
andthe office to be a Capreine of an armie: And how much thoſe princes beguile 
themſclues to their harmes, who, inthe election ofmen to manage and commaund 
ouer affaires of daungerous importance,beare more regarde to x tauour of ſuche 
whom they chooſe,then to their vertue and habilitie: Afſoone as it was knowne in 
Alexandria that Galexs was fledde,fuche as remeined in the armic (cxample doing 
much in caſes of aduerſitic) began in general tumulr,to ſhow dilorder,diſobedience 
and all the other cuilles thatinflict an armie abandoned: ſome fled, ſome hid them- 
ſelues,8& ſome wandred at auenture without all hope of fortune: by occaſion wher- 


of,the french armie (running with thoportunitie) entred the towne atthe breake of 


day,and not only ſtripped all the ſouldiours that were there,burtwith an vnbridledli- 
bertie of warre,put the whole citic to ſacke: There ranne a bruite, that Galeas was 
commaundedby ſecrerletters | won 11m rhename of Lodowwyk Sforce, that for 
acerteine mutinie then ryſenat My{len,he (hould retire thether immediatly with all 
his bandes: But ſome were of opinion that theletters were falſly made and forged 
by the Count Caiazzeas by that meane to make more eaſtethe victorie of the french: 
The letters Galeas was wont to ſhow afterwardes for his juſtification, as though he 
had bene charged by the ſame, to abandon raſhelic his armie,andnotto leade it ſafe 
into places where he knew he could leaue it in ſecuritie : Burto what inuencion ſo 
euer the letters were referred,or to what intencions fo cuer they were interpreted, 
his excuſes are not fo credible,as itis holden moſt certeyne withall men, tharif in 
Galeas had bene founde any repuracion of a generall,any councell of a Caprtcine,or 
any courage of a man reſolute, he might haue made eaſic the defence of Alexararia, 
and all the reſidue beyond Po, with the ſtrength he had: whercin happelic fortune 
would hauc honored his vallour with good ſucceſle,for that one parre of the trench 
armie,being paſſed the Ryuer of Borziaa fewe dayes before, and by reaſon ot the fo- 
deine raines falling,albcit they were incloſed berweene the Ryuers of Bornia & Ta- 
naro, yet Galeas had not the hart to ſet vppon them, notwithſtanding hee was tolde 
that certeine of his light horſmen, iſſued out of Alexandria by the bridge vppon 
Tanaro which joyneth the ſuburbes to the Cirtic, had charged them, and s [th put 
tothe chaſe the firſt batrell. | 

Thelofle of A/ex andria brought no litle aſtoniſhment to all the reſidue of the 
Duchie of My{ar, not onlic afflicted more and more with freſhe calamities, bur al- 
lo ſo much the more nearc his perill and ruyne,by how muche the french men ha- 
m—_— their armic ouer theRyuer of Po, were gone to beſcege HMortaro, which 
made them of Pauy4put themſclues into accord with them: And the Yenerrans, ha- 
uing taken theRocke of Carauage & paſſed the Ryuer of Addz vppon a bridge made 
for preſent ſeruice, commaunded almoſt all the countrey euen to Loday, the whole 
relidue of the places being for the moſt parte drawne into rebellion: And as, when 
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aduerſities comethey thunder all at once, ſocuen at Mz{/an there was nolefle con. 
fuſion and feare,theninthe other places, for thatthe multitude,being now weary of 
their long ex{pectacion of chaunge, andthe perticular fations of citizens draw: 

to Monopolies and priuat councels, the whole citie conſpired and tooke armes, an 
that with ſoſlender reuerenceto their Lorde, that his treaſorer generall comming 
from the Caſtle from ſoliciting affaires with him, was ſlaine atnoone dayes in the 
ſtreeres, (perticular hatreds working no lefle in the conſpiracic,then the councelles 
ofluch as deſired innouacion and new thinges: by reaſon of which accident,noleſle 
inſolent in the manner, then bloudie in the marter, _—_ entring into a great 
feare of his perſon,and ſtanding naked of all hopes and poſhbilitie,determined to a-

red of the othe of warre which he had madeto him, and from thence forwarde to 


to ſhadowe his diſloyaltie with ſome cool- 
oned his eſtate,he helde himſelfe acqui- 


bee in full power toprofeſſe what ſeruice hee would : And at thinſtant the Count 


diſcloſed to him the ticles, names,& enſcignes ofthe army ofthe frenche king, into 
whoſepaic heentred immediatly with the ſelf ſame regiment which he had leauied 
with the treaſors of Lodovwwyk:who from Coma where he left the Caſtle in thepower 
of the people,wer = the riuer, to Belleaſia & from thence (being ſeton lande) he 
aſſed by Bormy & all thoſe places,whereat other times when he was inglory & fe- 
licitie he had received Maximzlian paſling then into /taty, rather as a Capteine to 
him & the YVexetians,then with a maieſtie & eſtate ofa king of Romains:Berweene Co- 
ms & Bormy,he was purſued with bands of the french & the companies of the Cour 
Caiaz2o:fro which places, lcauing garriſon within the Caſtle of Tyran occupicd not 
many daies after by the Griſens,he tooke his way rowardes Spruch, where he vnder- 
ſtood was the perſon of Themprour: Atter the ſeedes of aduerſitic be ſowen,there is 
no long exſpetatis for the fruites,which draw to their effeAs with a fvift courſe,e- 
uen as whe the cloude is gathered to his thicknes, thereis an apparice of raine with 
a diſpoſition ready to diſperſethe ſtorme that log hath ben in breeding:for Lodowwyk 
was no ſooner departed,the the inhabitirs of 2447, diſpatching Embaſſadors tothe 
frech Capreines(approchedwith the whole army within fix miles of the citie) con- 
ſented with ready & frike wils toreceiue th&,reſcruing the codicios & capitulacios 
till the kings coming, in who they had many hopes to finde great fauours & graces 
(regard to particular profit preuailing morein the,the wy co(ideracio or coſcience 
of obedience to their Lord:)Moſt of the other places of the duchie of My/ax made 
their example a ſufficier occaſi to reuolt:Thecitie of Cremona which was beſet with 
bands of the Serene an yokethe inhabitants abhorred) wold alſo haue don the 
like,if the frech king,that yet would not breake the cotract made with the Venetians, 
 hadnotcopelled the trowne to be rEdred to thE: Andas in calamities,general exiples 
induce wonderfully,ſo the citie of Genes, tolowed this vniuerſall reuolt, (the people, 
& the famuly of the Adorneys with John Levwys de Fieſque,ſtriuing who thold giue vp 
the citic vntothe king): And to thend that with ſo great & ſodern ruines againſt Zo- 
 dwyjk(loling in eight daies ſo mightie an eſtate)the world might alſodiſcernethex- 
amples of ingratitude:the Captcine of the Caſtle of My{a,chole aboue al others for 
the repuracio ofhis faith & vertue,nort abiding ſo much as one boolletor any forme 
of aſlalt,deliuered to the frech ting within twelue daies after the departure of Lodo-

vvyk,the Caſtle which was ſuppoled to be impregnable: And recciued in recopece 
of ſo grear diſloialtie a great proporcis of mony,a company of an hiidred Laiices,a 


perpetual pefion,with many other priwleges & graces:But withſuch infamy & hate 
eut amogſt the frech,thar being eſchued & reiected of euery one,8& perſecuted with 
ſkornes &reproches,he died of thought within few daies after,tormered belike with 
ſhame & the ſpirit of his coſciece which are two mighty & molt aſſured skourges to 
vex traitors & faithbreakers: The Caprteines afſigned to him for the ſeruice of the 
caltle,did comunicate in that {my bur chiefly Philippin de Fieſque,who,trained vp 
& aduaiiced by the Duke, 8 lett there for the credit & opinis of his faith,joined him 
{elfro the coſerofthe caſtle kepertobetray theircharge(being both made blind with 
one pouder of corrupt promiſes): The king recciuing at Zz3the newes of ſogrear a 
vitory ſucceded witha ſpeed (wifter the his exſpe&acis, made way with great dili- 
gence to 44/7, where, being receiued with a toye of the people,equal tothe fortune 
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of his vitorie, he agreed to the depoſing of diuers tributesand impoſicions,which 
as itis an action firſt requiſite in Princes newly poſſeſſed of conqueſt, anda fauour 
moſtplawſible to people altered, So yer m_ Myllas, rayſing their deſires aboue 
reaſon or order, were not fully fariſfied for the opinion they had that the kinges li- 
beralitic would make them free from all exemptions: hee viſtribured honourable 
giftes of reuenues to many Gentlemen of Myllan, and amongſt other thinges gaue 
Vigeneusto lohn s Tryvulce in recompence of his merits. 


The raking of | In the ſelfe ſame {eaſons that the french king runne this fortune _ the Duke 


of Myllan, P Vitely, hauing now reaſſembled the bandes and prowtions of 
C's Florent ins to Cary with more caſe, the viaory of Piſa, planted his Camp affore 
the towne of Caſes, which,notwithſtanding it was ſufficiently manned and virre]- 
led, with a wonderfull ſtrength of trenches and Rampiers, was taken, after the ſom- 
ce of the artillerie, within lefſe then ſix and twentic houres: tor that, the defen. 
dants,beginning now to feare the great ruyne which the artilleric had made of their 
walles bein X d ſtrength, ioyningwith the forreine ſouldiours that were with- 
in, rendred . 4 place,and compounded only for their lyues and goods, leauing the 
Commiſſioners and ſouldiours of the Piſans wholly in the arbitracion of rhe Vic- 
tors: Immediatly afterthis, (one cuill tollowing an qrhery the Towre buildedto 
guarde the mouth of the Ryuer of Arze, and the Baſtilion of the poole, being aban- 
, we" of the P:ſans, yelded at the ſommonce of one only Trumpet: (The malice of 
fortune confounding the vallour and vertues of men) So that the P:ſars helde no 
other peeces within the whole countrey then the Caſtle of Yerracole and the little 
/ Towre Askaniss, which fuffred no vexacion of thenemies, both for thincommo- 
ditic oftheRyuer of Arze which hindred all ations of inuaſions or afſalt, and alſo 
being ſoneare Pa, it ſtoode poſſible to —_ and readie fuccours,thimportance 
alſo of thenterpriſe required not the loſle of ſo much tyme : In ſo much as there 
remeyned now no more to get but Piſa, which was an enterpriſe very hard (accor- 
ding to the diſcourſe of ſuche as ſounded thinges with diſcreſſion)aſwellforthe for- 
treſſ: ofthe rowne, as for the numbers, vertue,and reſolucion of the men that were 
within it: For, albeit there were within Piſa no forreine ſouldiours other then Gur- 
lyn de Ranenna with ſome very ſmall troupes, who comming at firſt in the paye 
of the Yenetians, remeyned (till poſſeſſed of that ſeruice after their regiment was 
withdrawne : yet there were no ſmall numbers of Citizens and Paiſantes well 
woorthic of accompt, both for that by a continuall experience of fyue yearcs, 
they were made ſeruiceable and fitte for the warre, and allo they nouriſhed ſuchan 
immoueable reſolucion of minde not to returneeftſoones vnder the power of the 
Florentyns,that they held for nothing all other aduerſities how greeuous ſo euer they 
were: And albeit there were no ditches nor trenches before the walles of the citic, 
yer were they very thicke & of auncienr building with ſtones ſo wel couched by the 
facultic of the lyme and ſande proper to that countrey, that their reſiſtaunce was 
more mightic againſt tharrillerie then is in the common ſort of walles, and by that 
benchit, affore they were beaten flat with the earth, the defendantes had good time 
and leafure to reenforce and reedefic their Rampiers : Bur theſe defences, con- 
ſidered with all the other hes of the Cine, coulde nor ſtaye the diſpoſi- 
cion of the Florentyns, who, being determined to aſlaltc it, were ſtyrred to 
it the rather by Pawwle Vitely, and Rinucce de (Martians, who gaue no ſmall 
hopes to take, it within fyfteenedayes: And hauing muſtred together a ſtrength 
of renne thouſande footemen, with many Guides of horſemen, and drawne

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together ing to dire&ion, many other great prouiſions Pewwle planted his 
Orme there the laſt of Iuly, not (as many aduiſed him, and the. F/orentyns delired) 
on thatſide to Arze to interceptthe wt" he 02 come from Lucqua : but 
on the other ſide the Ryuer right ouer againſt the baſtillion and Towre of Srampace : 
whercin he occupied this reaſon, that 1n taking tharfortrefſe he might the 
eaſcher cary the towne, orin of the commodirie of vittels brought 
from the Bo about che hilles,or ar leaſt by ſome ſpeciall foreſight or con- 
iecture that he-had, that the Piſans nor ſuſpeRting the ſecge tobe planted on thar 
ſide, had not begunneany Rampyer there as they had done on the otherfide: The 
battery conteining twentie peeces of great artilleric, beat vppon the Baſtilion of 
Stampace aud a great parte of the wall alwell on the right as letthande,namely from

the ſea built vppon the banke of Arze : And of the contrary, the Pans (ioyning 
their labours to their daungers) trauelled day and night, and with them their wiucs 
and other ſortes of women no lefle reſolute and well diſpoſed then the men: In fo 
muche that their vallour and labours were ſomereliſtance tothe furic of the ene- 
mics, for that in very fewe dayes,they had maderighragainſt the wall that was bat- 
ted, aRampier of a great height and largenes, and a ditche of more thencom- 
mon depth , being nothing amazed to ſee many of their companies ſlaine diretly 
with the Booller,and many wounded with the reuerberacion of the ſame: Theſhor 
alſo ſo thundred vppon the ſouldiours in the Camp,rogether with the grearartille-

ponthe wall which hee had battred, by which means, giuing (inthe Flancke) 
pon all that ſyde which the Pas detended, he made his hope of the vitorie 
moſt certeyne : hee made atthe ſame tyme fall cowardes the Rampier (to thende 
the ditche being filled, the ſouldiours might enter with more eaſe) one parte of 
the ruyne of the wall which was berweene Srampace and the Rampier, which be- 
ing alreadie (haked, was not now ſupported bur with proppes and matter of wood: 
Onthe other ſyde, the Piſans, who, in defending were x pr directed by the 
councell of Gurlzz, -had made towardes S. Anthony certeine murdering hou- 
les within the ditche, to thende thatif the enemie diſcended, it ſhould not bee 
filled vpby them : they had alſo beſtowed popes the Rampiers towardes S, _M#- 
thony, rauche artilleric, and placed their footemen ar the foore of the Rampier, 
tothende that thinges drawing to ſtraytes and extremeties, ay might bee op- 
 Poſed with their proper perſonnes againſt their enemies: Ar laſte, PavwleVitelly 
not willing to deferre any longerthe taking of Srampace, the tenth day aftes he had 
planted his Camp there, gauethaſſalt at the breake of day : Andnotwithitanding

his ſouldiours were grecuouſly vexed with tharrilleric ofthe olde Citadell,yer,their 
proper vertue preualling aboue their preſent daunger, and the preſence of their 
nerall aſſuring much the viRorie, they tooke it, both with a fortune more ce, 
and an ation more eaſic at arm ns Hos vo amaze to 
the Piſans, that abandoning their Rampiers, fleddein all the quarters of the 
yn, many, among ft whom was Peter Fambecourte a noble citizen with for- 
tic Croſbow ſhoton horſebacke which hee had in charge, fledde our of Piſa: ma- 
ny did the lyke,withour that the Maieſtrates madereſiftance at thegates,inſo much 
as if others of the Camp had followed the fortune of that mourning, they had ca- 
ryed the towne to the great glorie of the Capteyne to whom had bene moſt hap- 
ie the ſucceſle of that day, which indeede was the beginning of his. calamities: 
that, not knowing (ſo ” excuſed himſelfe) of thoccafion that hapned with- 
out thinking of any ſuche, and being not determyned to giuethaſlalc with all the 
Camp, nor to otherplacethen tothat Towre, hee ſentnot his men only to aſfale 
the Rampier whe ſhould haue founde no reſiſtance, bur alſo he maderetyre 
moſt part of his foorbandes,& they vnderſtanding that the tortreſle of Srampace was 
wonne,defiring to make a pow & pray of the towne,runthether by heapes to en- 
ter: Andin the meane whilethe Pjſaxs (a bruite running thorow the Citie that the 
enemies folowed not the victorie) puſhed forwerd by the lamentable cryes of their 
wiues & women,who encouraged them rather to chuſe death,the to liue vnder the 
yoke ofthe Flerentyns,began to returne with a new valourto the gard ofthe Rampi- 
ers: Amongſt whom,Gurh»remembring that from a part or Iawme of Srampace ben- 
ding towardes the rowne, there was a way that ledto the gate of the ſeawhich they 
ha filled vp withearth & wood,& fortefied on that ſide ro the Camp,butnot 
onthar part that looked to Srampace, he cauſed itto be rampierd & filled vp on that 
ſide,8 caſting a plot forme of earth,he cut of theentrey on that partwith the arrille- 
ries that were beſtowedin flanke: Aſſoone as Stampace was wonne Pawvle cauſedto 
be mounted there certeine Falcouners & port peeces,whichſhotthorow the towne 
of Piſa,but offended notthe Rampiers,which albeit were much afflied with the ar- 
tillerie that was planted below, yer the Piſaxs redobling in corage by thimportunitie 
of their daiigers,abadoned them not atthe ſame inſtant they battred the murdring 
houſe rowardes.S. Athony,&the water gate,8& thedefenſes,(PawwleVitelly not cea- 
ſing to labour to fil vp thetrenche with earth baſkerres, rhe more eaſclie to take the 
Rampier:) Againſt which oppreſſions the P;ſans,rifing in courage in that they had 
receiued the nightfolowing from them of Lacqua a ſuccor of three hundred foorme, 
hurled into the trenche many ſortes of wildefyers: And laboring with a wonderfull 
reſolucion of minde anddiligence to coſtraine the Campto abandon the Towre of 
Stampace,they d direQly thether avery greatPorrt peece called Bufole,by whoſe 
furie the Camp was compelled ro diſmountthe arrillerie which they had mounted 
aboue : And albcit Pavvle cauſed to be braked againſt it certeine Port peeces of his, 
by the which themouth of Befo/e was choked and broken, yer, ſparing nor for all 
that to ſhoote, brought in certeine dayes the Towre to that reaſon that 
Pawule was conſtrained, not only to remoue his arrillerie, but alſo to abandon 
the place : Notwithſtanding all this, the Generall would not make himſelfe fru- 
ſtrat ofthe hope he had to cary in the ende the vitorie,which,(according to hiscu- 
ſtome)deſiringto haue with the moſt ſuertie,8 the leaſt hurt to the army that could 
bee,albeit in 'p laces there was more then fyue hundred yeardes of the wal vp- 
pon the carth:helabored c6tinually toencreaſc the battery,rofil vp the ditches with

carth,and to fortefic the Towre of Stampace,to replant new artilleries, and to beate 
in fanke the great rampiers which the Piſans had made, ——_—— all hispolli- 
cic and induſtrie to winne alwayes ſome commodiricto giue with more ſuertie,the 
aſſalr generall & determined: which laſt exployr, (notwithſtanding he had broughr 
thinges into thar cſtate that as often as he would haue followed the afſale he might 
haue had great hope of the vitorie) he prolonged willingly, ro thende the harmes 
of the armie might nor deface the honor and ton of the victorie : And albeit 
the aſfiſtantes of the Florentyns (to whom every litle reſpit wastroubleſome)and the 
continual letters and meſſages from Florence, ceaſſed notto haſten him to the aſlalr, 
the berter to preuent thoſe I that mighthappen:yct Pawwle ſtood firme 
in his owne councel,which,albeit might happely be diſcreete & according tothex- 
perience & diſcipline of warre,yet,it hadacotrary fortune: forthat the coumrey of

nodireQion to him, abandoned the Towre of Stampace, which he helde not te- 
nable, for that it had bene firſt ſhaked with his artilleries and then battred with the 
great ſhot of the Pars: And drawing the whole armie to the way of the ſea the 
fourth of September, and not hable to trayle his arcillerics by lande to Caſcina, for 
thatthe waycs were drowned with waters, he embarked them in the mouth of the 
Ryuer of Arz: to conuey them to Lyworne / Bur fortune {triuing againſt him in this

diligence,the ſecuritie of the F/orent5ws, he was in one inſtant with the helpe of his 
ſcruantes,well mounted vppon a horſe of ſpeede, and flecing to Piſa, he was recei- 
ucd with generall gladnes of the whole inhabirantes. The principall pointes where- 
in they quarelled with the lyfc of PavwleVYitely,& condemned him, were theſe: That 
it proceeded of his will only that -z/a was not taken, hauing good meane and opor. 
tunitie thereunto the ſame day that the rocke of Stampaco was forced: Thathe on- 
ly did deferre to giue the affale : That hee had many wg 
comming to him from Pſa, ard neuer communicated with the Florentyns: Thar he 
had leuyed the Camp againſt thepublike commaundement, and with the like con- 
tempthad abandoned Srampace:That he had drawne diuers others of the Captcines 
to 0Ccupie with him,Caſcina,/icopiſan,and the artileries,to thende thatin p_ 
and other condicions,they might manage the Floremtyns as they thought beſt: Thar 
in the coſitrey Caſetyn,he had had ſecrer intelligeces with the Aedrcis, & arthe ſame 
timetreated and almoſt concluded with the Yexectians,to ſerue them when the time, 
ofhis paie with the/F/orentyns ſhould be determined, which now was almoſt expi- 
red: That,inthatreſpe& he had giuen fafeconduit to the Duke of Y+by» andto 1#- 
han de Medicis : he was ſtraitlie examined vppon all theſe pointes, & albeit he con- 
eſſed nothing particularlie,yer they curof al furcher examinacions, & fearing lcalt - 
the french king (now come to Mylan) would vrge his deliuerie, they proceeded to 
execute him ſpeedely : Not one of his ſeruantes which aſter his death were examy- 
red at leaſure,would confeſle any thing, fauing that he was much diſcontented with 
the Florentyns,for that they had made the Count R7mucee concurrant with him in au- 
thoritie, and for the difficulties they vicd in thexpedicion of prouiſions which hee 
demaunded,and ſomerymes in his affaires particular, nor forbearing at Florence to 
ſpeake ordinarily to his diſhonor : by which teſtimonies and confeſſions of his ſer- 
uantes, albeit ſome remeyned poſſeſſed of this opinion, that hee behaued himſelfe 
not loyallic in his charge, hauing a pretence to be Lordof Piſa,and trooccupy ſome 
other parte of the demeyne of Florence, where he ned many intelligences 
and amines : yetthe moſt parte belecuedwell ofhis innocencie,and were perſuaded 
that he nourithed a great deſire to take Piſa,for the reputacion & glorie that would 
redowne to him, the principall end and reſpe& ofcuery great Capreine. 
The french king, being now aryued at Mylan, all the Potentares of /raly except 
king Fedeyyk came to him, ſome in perſon, and ſome by Embaſladors, ſome to con- 
atular his vitorie,and ſome to iuſtefie rhemſclues of thimputacionto bee more 
inclincd to k Sforce then to him,and ſome to ſeeke ſuertie of him hereafter 
of their proper eſtates: The king receiued them all graciouſly, and compounded 
with them all, burt| diuerſly ——— the diuerſitic of condicions, and accor- 
ding tothe greatnes of the profit which he mightdrawe: hee rooke the Marguicof 
Mantua into his protetion,and indued him with a companie of an hundred Laun- 
ces,with an honorable penſion and the order of.S. Michael: he receiued hkewiſc in- 
to his proteion the Duke of Ferrars (he and the Marquis were with his maicſtic 


 inperſon) who pertaked notin that t without well paying for it, with other 


difficulries,for thatcuer ſince he rendred the Caſtle of Genes to Lodowwyh, he hath 

bene eſteemed to beare a mynde c y tothe french : he accepted alſo into his 

e and proreaio —_ a great ſumme of money) /ohn Bentiwole who had 

trohim his ſonne: Bur of all the reſidue, the Florentyns compounded with him 

moſt hardly and chargably for that (their merits all forgotten,and the harmes they 

had ſolong ryme endured during the lare king,in folowingthe frendſhips of m—_

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all the court almoſt was againſt them,thoſe reaſons were nor accepred that,(nor to 


ſtir vp Lodevyyk Sforce againſt them, for the marters of P;/a, ) had conſtrainedthem | 


roremeyne Newrers: for that thimpreſſion which the frenchmen rooke when king 
Charles gaue libertie to the @ 7 yet firmly fixed in their affeions, be- 
ſides that the men of warre of the Camp, iudged them (both by brute and experi- 
ence)tov be men of merit, valour,and repuracion fur ſeruice, which. drew not a litle 
their dipoſicions to beare them fauour : Beſides, the authorine ot Trywalce was no 
ſmall impediment tothe purpoſes of the Florextyns,for that aſpiring ambiciouſly to 
the Lordſhip of P;/a,he fauored wholly their cauſe, who deſired toreceiue for their 
Lorde eyther him or any other in whom was habilitic to defende them againſt the 
Florentyns : who were generally blamed by the mourhes of the whole Court forthe 
death of Pavule'Vitely, as to execute without occaſton,a Capteyne of fo great me. 
rit, and to whom the Crowne of Frawzce owed much in honor and friendſhip, for 
that his brother was killed and he made priſoner in the frenche ſeruice during the 
warres of Naples vnder the late king Charles:But in the ende,the king incliming more 
to his proper profit the to things vaine,entred into opt the which his ma- 
ieſtie receiving them into his Io imſelf to defend the againſtall men 


. with ſix hundred Laiiices & foure thouſand footmen, as alſo the F/orentins tro defend 


his eſtates in /tz/y with foure hiidred me atarmes &rhree thouſad foorme:Thart the 
kingat their requeſts, ſhould apply that ayde of Launces,&(ifneed were) a ſtrength 
of artillerie, for the recouering of Piſa & the places occupicd by them of Sexe and 


aqua, butnot of thoſe peeces which the Genovveyrhelde: And thar,if theſe com- 


panies were not demaunded of him before, he ſhould be bounde, when he ſent an 
armieto the enterpriſe of Naples, to conuert cither the whole or part of itto this ex- 

dicion: Thar the F/orentyns,if they recouered Piſ2 and not otherwayes, ſhould be 

deto miniſterto him fortheconqueſt of Naples fyue hundred men at armes, 
and fiftie thouſand Duckats to defraic the payes ofthe Swwyſſersfor three moneths, 
thatthcy ſhould reſtore to him thirtie thouſand duckats which Lodowwyk Sforce had 
lentthein,rebating (according to thaccomprt which John 1acques Tryvulce ſhoulde 
make) fo much as they had patedordiſpended for him: Laſtly,that they ſhould take 
for Captcine generall of their men of warre,the Prefe of Rome, brother ro the Car- 
dinall.S. P, 44 incla, at whole inſtance it was demaunded: In fo goodly an occaſi- 
on, the atnbition of the Pope lepr not, who, ſoliciting earneſtly to haue promiſe 
kept with him,the king gaue to the Duke Yalentynois(come with him our of Fraiice) 
three hunered Launces defraied vpponthe treafors of the king, and guided by Tues 
D'alegre &foure thoufad S s vnder the charge of the Baliffe of Dy, burpaide 
of the Popes purſſe, which companies were for his ayde inthe warre which he mer 
to make vppon the Viccaires of R . |

ſundry accidents,haue bene for many yeares gouerned with aiuriſdition almoſt ſe- 

—_ from the demayne of fr. for that ſome of the Viccaires payed not "nn. in 
their tributes as they ought in homage of ſuperioritie,others payed them but with + me of 
difficultic and hardnes,and for the moſt parte our of ſeaſon: Bur they all indiffrently chore 4 
withour licence of the Popes, putthem ſelues in paic with other Princes : wherein 

much lefle that they made exceptions notto ſeruethem againſt the church, but of 

the contrarie, they bounde themſelues to prote& them euen againſt the authoritie 

andarmes of the Popes being ſo much the more plawſibleto thoſe Princes, by how 

much rhey were conuenient for their feruice,boch forchoportuniticof their eſtates 
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& forces,& withal to hinder that the power & pride of the Popes ſhold notſivel and 
riſe aboue order:In that time the Yererias polleſled in Romagna the cities of Ravenns 
& Ceruie,which they had(not many yeares before)take fromthe familie of Polents,a 

le who,of Citizens priuatof Rawemra,were become Tyrants ouer their colitrey, 
& had thinveſtiture of Viccaires: Faenza, Furly,Ymole,8 Rimini,were in 


_ the _ of Viccaires perticular:Ceſeza,that had ben long comatided by the fami-

| alatefte was eftſones returnedtothe church Domyneck, the laſt Viccaire of 
ſame Citic,being dead without children certeine yeares before . Therefore the 
Pope (whoſe ambicton was greater then his dodrine) pretending that thoſe Cities 
for many reſpectes were diuolucd to the ſea Apoſtolike, and that he would reeſta- 
bliſhe and reduce them to their auncient iuriſdiRion (but indeede had intencion to 
appropriat them toC.eſar his ſonne) had contracted with the french king,that when 
he had. accompliſhed his conqueſt of the Duchic of y/az, he ſhould contribute 
and communicatewith him for the recouery only of tho!e rownes which were poſ- 
ſeſſed by the Viccaires,comprehending the Citie of Peſera, whereof was Viccaire 
John $force, aforetyme his ſonne in lawe: for, the greatnes of the YVenetians did not 
ſaffer, that thoſe thoughres ſhould ſtretch our againſt them, who did nor aſpire ar 
that ryme to thoſe litle rownes, which # ans. *u. nthe Ryuer of Po, were hol- 
den by the Duke of Ferrara : In ſo much that the Duke Yalentyneois,afſoone as he had 
obteyned of the king the bandes promiſed. and ioyned them to the regiments ofthe 
church,he entred into Rewegne,where he tooke witha ſpeede and fortune abouc his 
exſpeQacion,the Citic of Ymols by accord, and that aboutthe later end ofthe yeare 
athouſand foure hundred nientic and niene, ayeare wherein /taly being afflicted 
with ſo many emotions, felr alſo a ſcourge 7 the Turkes armies: for, Bazazet Orto- 
man hauing aſſailed with a mighticarmie by ſea,che peeces which the YVenerians held 
in Grece, ſent by lande anarmic of ſix thouſande horſmen to pray the countrey of 
Fryull, and finding it without garde,they ouerranne it making rw. and burnings 
euen vntil Lywence : And hauing taken an innumerable proporcioot priſoners,when 
they came neare the Ryuer of Tag/amente (to returne with the more caſe) they re- 
{erued ſuch as they thought they might leade with them in ſafetice, and made cruell 
murders of the others: And as itis a cuſtome infallible with fortune, not toler hap- 
one miſchiefe vnaccompanied,ſo in Grece, the affaires of the Yenetians trayned 
No berter ſucceſle, for that Anthony Gryman Capreine generallof tharmie w hich the 
Venetians oppoſed againſt thenterpriſe of the Turkes,was accuſed to haue ler lippe 
thoccaſion tovanquithrthe enemies that iſſued ourof the port of Saprence, and an o- 
therryme arthe mourh ofthe Gulphe of Lepanto: And after he was depoſed and an 
other preferred to his place, they acyted him to YVexzce,recommending thinforma- 
cion of the cauſe tothe councell of the Pregati, where that cauſe was debared ma- 
ny mounethes with no ſmall cx{peQartion ot thiſſue, ra authoritic and greatnes de- | 
fending him on the one ſide and on the other parte, his accuſors purſuing him with 
many arguments and teſtimonies : Arlength, ſtanding in great hkelchood to haue 
the vpper hande,eyther by his authoritie,or the great number of his parents,or laſt- 
p for that in that councell compounded vyppon many wiſemen,there ſhould not be 
o much regarde to the generall bruites and {launders which were not well proued,

| br arr byrhe _ to bee celebrated the Jub;ley trom a 
ME wa an hundred pleaſure and pomp as the Romarns did 
ns andfeaſtes ſecular, burfor an opinion (vaine anderroneous) of the 
health of ſoules, for that inthe ſame (according tothe f: beliefe of Chriſti- 
an people) were aboliſhed whollic all the finnes of thoſe who, acknowledging with 
true etheir fares committed;made viſitacion to the churches of Rowe de- 
liencdrochel Prince of Thapoltles: It was afterwardes ordcined to bee celebrated 
from fiftie yeares to fiftie,and in the ende reducedro fyue andtwentie: Bur for the 
more ſolemne memorie of his primiriue inſtitucion, the hundreth yeare was cele- 


brated with a greater affluence of people then the others. 
In the beginning of this yeare, the Duke Ya/extynois,obteined withour reſiſtance 


the Citic of Farly, the Ladic of the place 
precious to Florexce,and abandoned that which ſhee could nortdefende, did deter- 
mine to aac the Cyradel & Rocke of Far/yrefurniſhed with fufficiencſtrengrh 
of men and Arrilleries : Shc had a vallour aboue the propertie of thar ſex, and a re- 
ſolucion more reſembling a man then a woman, wherewithentring the place, ſhee 


ſtudied to her great glorie howe to defende it: But the Duke //; s, after hee 
had aſſaied in vaine to diſpoſe her to yelde, began to batter the wall of the Citadell

ritie of the wall, with the which the carth of pier which was behinde bei 
choked, filled the depth of the ditcheor trenche, and made the entrey more 
eaſic to his ſouldiours : By meane whereof, the defendantes falling into fearts and 
premne 49 ot a Fr Oy tr ag 9" ſecking to retyre into 
theRocke,whether che Ladic made alſo her rerraite after ſhe had performed all that

the peoples of thar ſtate kept nor fidelitie with the king:partly forthatthe cuſtomes 
& behauiors of the french were intollerable ro many, & for that they had not 
foundin the king thar.liberalitie in depoſing all their tributes, which vnwiſely they 
perſuadedth to obteine: Andlaſtly irimported much and was very gree- 
uous to all the Gebelyn faction which was mightic in the towne of Mylan and con- 
fines, that Tryvalce chicfe of the Guelffes ſhould bee tothe ment: 
This cuil diſpoſicion was wonderfully au im ſelfe, who, bearing a na- 
ture factious and a ſpirit hautie and buiſic,| fauoured (vnder thauthoritie ot Maic- 
ſtrate) much more th n was conuenient,thoſe that were of his partie: Beſides, (he 
chat is falling ſhall finde many ſtumbling blockes)he eſtraunged much from him the 
myndes of the communaltie, for that in the open marker place, he ſlue with his own 
hande certeine Burchers,who, following the rafhnes of the other popularsretuſing 
20 payetribures fromthe which they were not exempred, reliſted with force, the 
miniſters deputed co gather the reuenues |: for which tyrannous and bloudic rea- 
ſons, moſt parte of the nobilitie & communaltie, naturally deſirous of newe things, 
wiſhed the returne of Lodowwyk, and cuen began to call yppon hisnaine with words 
and voices plaine and to be vnderſtanded:; But after many thoughtes and cares tra- 
uelling commonly myndes afflicted, and redobled witha lamentable remembrance 
of his | 8 00 paſte, Lodowyyk with his brother 4/kanins preſented himſelfeto 
Maxymylian, of whom they were receiued with an humanurie expreſſing both com- 

aſſion and comfort, for thathe did not only perſuade them to be reſolute in their 
ma bur allo ſhowed many tokens to be much diſcontented with their calami- 
ties: he nouriſhed them with continuall promiſes to diſcende in their ayde in per- 
ſon, and with aſtrong armicto ioyne with them for the recoucrie of their eſtates, 
hauing thereuntogood o jtic for that he was thenar accorde withthe Svyſ- 
fers : Bur thoſe hopes, both for the variation of his nature,and for that his intencions 
ill grounded, were as caſcly confounded, appeared day to be more vaine, and 
that ſo much the rather,by how much being continually prefſed'with his accuſto- 
med neceſſities, he made them weary with his im demaundes for money: 
In ſo muchas Lo k and Askarie,making no foundation of his ſuccours,8 leile 
certeintie in his hopes & promiſes, determined to make om—_—_ of rhemſclues, 
being continually ſolicited by many gentlemen of My/lay, & did | 


cauy for their bet- 
ter ſtrengrh,ceight thouſand Sv4y/ers, and fyue hundred Burgonion men at armes: of 
which ſtrong preparation T7yvu/ce gathered many feares and doubtes, and there- 
fore, the berter to encounter ſo great a daunger, he ſent immediatly tothe Senar of 
Venice to cauſe their companies to march along the Ryuer of Adda, ſignifying with- 
all to Twes D'alegre that it were neceſlary to leaue for a tyme the ſeruice of the Duke 
Valent;nowand returne with ſpecde to Myllan with the trenchmen at armes and the 
Swwyſſers: And as daungers baſtic and ſodeine can ſuffer no delayes ofremedie,and 
where theyre beginneth firſtro kindle, there let water bee ſpeede]y applied to pre- 
e: So ſuch was the pollicie of Tryw=ce,thar to reſiſtthe firſt 
he ſent one parte of his ſouldiours to Coma, (the iclouſic he had 
of the people of Mylan nor ſuffring him to turne thether all his forces) Burthe care 
and quicknes of Sforce and his brother preuayled aboue all diligence in others, for 
that not taryingfor the whole armie they had leauied, bur leauing order to marche 
after them with ſpeede according to the neceſlitie of their perill, they paſſed the 
mounteines, and with a diligence aboue all exſpeQacion being SOIS in thoſe 
veſſels which were in the lake of Coma they approched nearethat towne which ny 
rooke 
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tooke without reſiſtance (the frenche being retyred for the knowledge they had of 
che ill diſpoſicion of thinhabitantes: ) The bruie of the loſle of —_ a fiyeth 
with ſwifter winges in caſes of reuolt and chaunge then in any other matter) bei 

come to Myllan, lo altered the mindesof the people, and almoſt all the chicfeſt of 
the faction Gebelyn, that they to draweinto manifeſt tumult,and riſe into ſuch 
inſolent diſpoſition, that Trywvwice ſeeing no other remedieto the kinges affaires, 
retired ſodeinly into the C 


cauing within Nowarre foure hundred Launces,he with the reſidue of his ſtrength 
went to Mortaro,thinking (and the other Captcines alſo) that they ſhould more ca- 
ſely recouer the Duchie of My{len with the new ſuccours that wereto come our of 


, and the night following fledde to Nowarre together Þ: 
with the men at armes which were retired into the Parke ioyning tothe Caſtle /the na ng Fe 9": 
ple in their rerrait followingthem by heapes vnillthe Ryuer of Theſin): And %,;1,. 8k Bak 


Fraunce, then be hable to defende it being thus deuided: Such is the incerteintie of 3, 


fortune,that ſhe tranſterreth to one that which ſhe takes from an other, nor regar- 
ding the cquitie of cauſes, nor the merits of perſons,but making her fancie the mea- 
ſure of her actions, ſhe takes delite to ſhowe variacion of power vppon the Princes 
of the earth: for,aſſoone as the french men were gone from Mylan, the Cardinall 
Askanius made his cntrey firſt, 8&then Lodowwyk who recouering itinas ſhort ryme 
and litle difficultie as he loſt it (except the Caſtle) was alſo made glad at his returne 
with a more franke and generall ſhow of affeion andioy of the Pon of Myllan, 
then they expreſſed when hee departed : The lyke diſpoſicion was founde in other 
cities and commuinalties, as in Pawya & Parms declaring immediatly for Lodowwyk, 
whoſe example, Lody & Plaiſance had folowed, if the bandes of the Yenetians,(mar- 
ched affore towardes the Ryuer of Adads,) had not bene entred: Alexandria, and al- 
moſt all the places beyond Po, being furtheſt from cAtyllan and neareſt to 45t which 
was french, firred not, A to take aduiſe what they ſhould doe vppon the 
iſſue and traine of things: Lodowwyt being thus repoſſeſſed of Myllan, made ſpeedy 
leauics of as many /ta/ian foormen and men at armes as he could, labouring, - 
ticion, by offers, andall maner of hopes, all thoſe in whom he hadany reaſon to ex- 
ſpect ſuccours in ſo great neceſlitic : Therefore he aduertiſed Themprour by Galeas 
S.Seneryn of his happie beginning, beſceching him to ſupplic him with men and ar- 
tilleries: And becauſe it ſtood not with his fortune and alſo was farre from his deſire 
to haue the Senat of Yexice his enemie, he gauec direftion that the Cardinall As4a- 
nins (ſhould ſpeedely ſende the Biſhop of Cremona to Venice to offer them the readie 
will and inclinacion of Lodowwyk to accept ſuche condicions as it pleaſed themro 
demaund : But the conſtancy of the Senar of Yenice made vaine all that labour, for 
that they determined not to exchaunge their confederacion with the french king, 
tor the vncerteine and newly reconciled frendſhips of Zodeviyk : The Genowways 
notwithſtanding the im te ſolicitacions of Lodowwyh, refuſed to returne vn- 
der his obedience: And the Florentyns would not heare hisrequeſt touching there- 
P__ ofthe money which he had lentthem : Only the Marguis of Mantua ſent 
to him his brother with a certeine proporcion of men atarmes: there came to him 
alſo the Lordes of Myrandola,of Carpy, and Corege, and the Siennoys releened him 
with ſmall ſummes my : ſuccours almoſt contemnible in ſo great daungers, 
as alſo did litle import the aydes of Phillip Roſſe and of the Yemineſques, whole fa- 
thers albeithad bene diſpoile 

without leauc the paye of the Yenetians, went thether to recouer his landes, and ha- 
ung obteyned them, joyned himſelfe to the army of Lodowwykthe famuly of Yerma

dby himoftheir auncient liuinges: yer, Philip, leauing 
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did the lyke, and they both to reenter into grace by that occaſion :.Lodowyyh, ioy- 
ning bn when dreune, and not Gals the = Ao of the ryme in vayne, ie 
he had aſſembled a thouſande five hundred men at armes, beſides the Burgonion 
bandes of horſemen, and layed to theregiments of ———_ Italian footmen, 
he leftthe Cardinall before the Caſtle, and paſſed ouer Theſin: And obteyning by 
accordethe towne and Caſtle of YV;genens, he layde ſeege to Nowarre, chooſing thar 
enterpriſe affore thexpugnacion of Mortar, either for that the frenche had made 
ſtrong fortifications at Mortaro,or els for that he eſteemed Nowaro (a townerenow- 
med and plentifu!l with all thinges) to import more for the reputation & ſubſtance” 
of the warre,or perhappes he imagined, that the recouerie of that rowne woulde 
breede want of vittels, and Gconkaine the french that were within .Morters to a- 
bandonit: or at leaſt he caſt, that it would hinder Tae D'a/egre from entring Nouare, 
who wasnow matching from na : _ aſſoone _ he had __ aduertiſc- 
ments from Tryvslce (lcauing the Duke Yalentynos in the enterprile of Peſero) he de- 
parted ſpcedely with a rg Darts and the —_— : And Mkeofarckn neare 
to Parmathe rebellion of Mylan, he accorded with thoſe of Parma and Pla;ſance not 
to offende them, ſo that they would nor hinder his paſſage : And being come neare 
Tortona he entred the towne,where,at thinſtigacion of the Gue/ffesof thar Citie bur- 
ning in deſire to be reuenged of the Gebelyns, who, (returned to the deuocion of Lo 
dowoyk) had os mane ,he pur all to ſacke and ipoile, (the Guelffes crying out in 
4 vaine of his faith,for that their loyaltie was no better reſpeed, bur being the kings 
faithful ſeruants,they were no otherwiſe vſed,then belonged to the deſeruings ofhus 
moſt traiterous enemies:from Tortone he marched into Alexandria, where he ſtaicd, 
for thatthe 5; ofthis armic,cither becauſe they were not paied,or for ſome 0- 
ther ſecret reaſ6,left him,8& werto the Duke of Hyliis Camp,whole ſtrength being 
now greater then his enemies, he prepared {j ro the battry of Nowaro,to chend 
ro cary it,affore the frech (exſpeCing ſuccors from the king)were ſtrong enoughto 
encounter him in thefield : A matter which ſacceeded happely to him: For that the 
frech bandsthat were within Nowero, hauing no reaſon of hope or poſlibilicie to de- 
fender, agreed to de m—_y the rowne,receiuing the promiſe of his faith to depart 
in ſuertie with all their goods, which he kept iuſtly with them proteing them with 
ſafeconduite to Yercey/l: And albeit,he was perſuaded by manythat the ouerthrow- 
ing of thoſe bandes wasof great importance for his vitorie,wherein they occupied 
theſereaſons,rhat if it were lawfull, according to thauthoritie and examples of great 
men, to breake fairhto conquer a Lordſhip of another, that it was more lawtull to 
ſtraine both othe, faith, and all promiſes,to keepethat which was his owne: yer he 
abſtained from all violacion, hauing regarde to the eſtare of his perils, & fraile con- 
dicion ofhis fortune: After he had got Nomero, he deuiſed how he might haue the 
Caſtle : Butit was belecued that ithe had aduauncedtothenterpriſe of Mortaro, 
all che french bandes had fled affore him ouer Po, (Tryvalce and the Lorde of Ligny 
not agreeing well together.) 
ileſt Lodovyyk wasin theſe expedicions, following the fortune thar beſt 
led him to the reconquering of his eſtates, no lefle care and diligence occupied the 
frenche king, who, vnderſtanding the rebellion of My/lan,diſgeſted it withnolitle 
greefe and diſcontentment: And therefore, (ſodeine miſchiefes requiring ſpeedic 
remedies) he diſpatched with a wonderfull ſpeede into /raly, M. Tyymoylle with fixe 
hundred Launces,andſentto leauy a great regiment of Svwyſſers,(folowingan aun- 


cient and aſſured experience of warre to repreſle with a ſtrong force a rebellion in

an eſtate new uered) And laſtly,to thende there might be an exaR diligence 
in all mtv ons ces the Cardinall of Amboyſe,his Licfrenant for —_ dil- 
patched him immediatly to A#: In fo muchas allrhings prepared witha quick rea- 
dines,there was muſtredin /tay for the kingin the beginning of April, a ſtrengrh of 
fiftiene hiidred Laiices,ten thouſand Sywyſſersfoormen,8: (1x thouſand of the kings 
ſubiccts,vnder the leading of Trymoylle,Tryvulce,& Ligny:\Which companies being 
drawne into one Camp at ©Hortaro, marched to Nowarro, hauing no lefſe cofidence 
in treaſon,then in their forces : For thatthe —_— Capreins which were with Lo- 
drvvjkhad ſecrerinelligence & pradtiſe of coſpracie withthem by the meanes of 
their countreymen which ſ{erued in the french armie (notwithſtanding in the ation 
of Nowarrothey (ſhowed faith, vallour, & good ſtabilitie of afteion) whereof Lods- 
vvjk being icalous by many apparant c61euures,laboured much(his neceſſities be- 
nz violent) to ioynero him the toure hundred horſmen & eight choutand footmert 
oh were lcauiedatHyllan:Butasaruine derermined runnes to his end by a pro- 
porcion of degrees & partes meaſured & limited: So,at Nowaro the Swwy/ſers,ſtirred 
vp by their Capreinubega ro muryn,taking their occaſion for that cheir paies were 
not at the iuſt daics that were promiſed: Andalbeitthe Dukeran to the 
ſtirre in perſon, & beſides his pitiful requeſtes and praiers training with them great 
occaſion of compaſſion, gaue amongeſt chem all his ſiluer plate & veſſell, deſiring ro 
reſt contented butrillrhe money came from Mylan: Yerthe Svwyſſer Capreynes 
fearing thatif the bandes which were leauicd ar Mylan ſhould bee i to the 
Camp, their treaſon would ſuffer eyther imperfeRion or preuention, wrought ſo 
rs frenche Camp being all pur into armes andreadines,approched the walles 
of Nouarro, and cnuyroning a great parte ofthe rowne, they diſpatched certeyne 
horſmen to occupiethe wayes berweene the Citic andthe Ryuer of Theſis, ro cur 
of from the Duke & all others, all means to flee ro Mylan : But as neceſlitie is migh- 
tic to make men reſolute, ſo the Duke ſeeing more and more into his perils, & 
almoſt the whole diſpoſicion of his Camp agreed with the ſtate of his 
ſoughtro iſſue out of Nowero with his whole armie to feight with the enemie, hauing 
alreadie ſent out in order the light horſmen & the Burgonions to begin the skirmiſh: 
But he was apparantly reſiſted by the Sywyſſer Capreines,whorolde him they wold 
not come to Lowes with their parentes, countreymen, without the 
leaue of their Lordes, bur made as though they would departe ſodeinly intotheir 
: The Duke not hable eyther by praiers,wirhreares, or infinit promiſes to 
practiſe any whit their barbarous diſpoſicion,madecleis of the beſt part of his ad- 
verfitie & recommended himſelf wholly vnto them, arleaſtrhat they wold lead him 
toa place of ſucrtic:A miſery ſo muchrhe more lamentable,by how much the codi- 
cion of his affaires & penils,coſtrained him toſecke forhis fafetic,where he ſaweno- 
—_— Aa. arr arguments of conſpiracie againſt his life : Wherinin this was he 
mi and vnhappie,that being ſo neare the laſt ation of recouerie of his 
eſtates,he was nor only depriucd of the glorie of his vicoric, bur alſo (fortune is 
infinit in malice) paſſed onerto a deſolacion irreparable, and a ruyne whereunto 
remeyneth no other conſolacion, hope, or mercie, thenſuche as may beexſj 
of anenemie ambicious, inturtous and: reucngefull: Bur the Swoyſſers haui 
contracted with the french Capteines to gotheir wayes,& notrolead him with

eſpiall of ſuche as were afſignedto that charge :Or (more likely) diſcloſedby ſome 


The Duke of ſecretinſtruRion oft Swwyſſers,as he marched in a Squadron on foote,attired and 


armed & diſguiſedin all pointes as a Svwy//er,& haſting to his laſt calamitie,he was 
- 4 tlchaoktomaghrance into 
the eyes of many yea cuen of the veric enemies: Galeas S. Senerin, Frecaſſa, and An- 
thony Maria,his brethren, communicated with his fortune, being betraicd by the 
ſamediſloialtic of the Svwyſers : After the Duke was take, the army wetdiſperſi 
and no morereliſtice appearing,all things were ſeen ful of feare & cofufion,whi 
made the Cardinal Askanrus, who had already ſent towards the Camp thoſe bandes 
that were leauicd at 445//az,to leaue the Caſtle, & ſeeke his ſuerrie in ſome place'of 
bercer rruſt: of the nobilitie of the Gebehns folowed him, who being too appa- 
rantly declared for Lodovwyk,diſpaired to finde pard6 with the frech:Bur as itwas ſet 
down in deſtiny,that in the calamitic of the twobrechren, treaſonſhold be mingled 
with euil fortunc:So he had determined to reappoſe himſelf fomewhatthe night af- - 
ter at Riwolta in the colitrey of Plaisace,whichis a borough apperteining atthartime 
to Conrard de a Gentleman of the Citic of Pla;ſance & his kinſman andaunci- 
ent friend: The ſame Conrard,chaunging wil with fortune, ſent preſently to Plajſarce 
for Charles Vrſin and Sonzin Benzon then inthe paye of the // ,co whom he 
delivered the ſayde Askanins and Hermes Sforce brother to the late Duke Jobs Gule 
45, with one parte of the Gentlemen that came with him, the reſidue, being more 
happic or more wyſe, forbare their reſt that night, and paſſing further, preuen- 
w their perill : f5kanivs was immediatlye ledde pri to Yenzce, but the 
French King,iudging it necefſaric for the ſuertie of the ic of Myllas to be pol- 
ſeſſed of him,ſent for him to Yenzce,where finding ſome difficultie ro deliuer him,he 
required him with proteſtations and threares, alleagingrhat he apperteyned to him 
in duc propertic and intereſt, for that he was taken in a countrey ot his obedience: 
A requeſt which albeit ſeemed veric and ynworthie of the name of the 
Venetian tate, yer, to auoyde the furie of his armies, it was graunted more 
compulſion then conſcience, andnotonly the perſon of the Cardinall deliuere 
bur alſo all thoſe of Mylan that were taken with him : And withall, BaptiftaY:ſ- 
counte with other Nobles of Mylan which were withdrawne for the ſame occaſion 
into the rownes of Guiaradadds vnder jafeconduit to remeyne there in ſuertic with 
expreſſe mencion of the Frenche, were put into the Kinges handes for feare of 
the frenche armies, ſo muche did preuayle with the Senat of Yexicethe terrorofthe 
french forces, more then theregardeto the dignitie of their commonweale: The 
Citic of Myllan, abandoned of all hope yelded to the calamitie, and ſent 


ſpcedie Embaſſadours to the Cardi eo ſolicitfor recciued 
x 007-o9s nd pardoned th jon inthe name of the King, bur vnder this 
bonde,to paye three hundred tho Duckartes, of the which the on 
them afterwardes of a great parte : He pardoned alſo other Townes that had rebel- 


led,which he taxed according to their qualitic, making the viorie profitable, and 
the ons of thoffendors anencreaſe of rhe Kings treaſor. F 

. The enterpriſe thus happely ſucceeding, and the regimentes of men of warre 
difſolued and hcenced, the ofthe foure Centons of Suwyſſers which bee 
more neare then the others to the Towne of Belyzons ſcituared within the 
mMOuntaines 
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mountaines, tooke the Towne as they returned to theyr countrey : A place 
which the Frenche King might| haue drawne from them in the beginning, for 


avandia : | But as he loſt oftentymes by the propertie of his 
nature, OC | 


of greatthinges,by ſparingſmall proporcions of expences : So 
rymesand accident ods 0am. apr. many tymes,and by many foli- 
citations, he would haue purc itofrhem with a verie great price,for that itis a 
ſtraite verie conuenienitto hinder the deſcending of the Svwyſersinto the Duchic 
of Mylan : Lodowwoyk Sſorce was carried to Lyon where the King was,and entring the 
towne at noonedayes,many multitudes of people flocked to [ce a Prince, who,trom 
ſuch a greatnes and maicſtic, and!or his feliciticenuied of many, was falne into ſo 
great a miſerie: And not habie tg obreine leaue to te brought to the Kinges pre- 
ſence, vhich he much deſircd,he was conueyed withintwodayes after to the Towre 
of Loches, wherein he remeyncd priſoner ten yeares,cucn to the ende of his life, be- 
ing now incloſed in one ſtraite priſon the thoughtes and ambicion of him, which 
earſt could ſkarcely be contcined within the limits & tearmes of all 7ralie: A Prince, 
_—_— moſt excellent for his eloquence and induſtrie, and for many giftes of na- 
rure and ſpirit, a creature of verie rare perfection : Andlaſtly notvnworthie of the 
name of mylde and mercifull, if thedeath of his Nephew had not defiled him with 
boodicintunie: Bur on the other (ide, he caryed a mynde _ & full of thoughtes 
buiſie and ambicious,and nouriſhing alwayes intentions diſſembled,hekeprtno rec- 
koning of his promiſes and faith; He alwayes preſumed ſo muche of himlelfe, that 
ſeeming to be diſcontented, when praiſes were giuento the wiſedome and councels 
of others, he perſuaded him ſelfe ro be hableby his Arte and induſtrie to alter and 
rurne the conceptions of euerie one to what purpoſe he liſted: The Cardinall As4a- 
wixs folowed him a litle after,but hewas both receiued with more honor and huma- 

nitic,and graciouſly viſited by the Cardinall of Amboyſe, by whoſe interceſli- 
on he was ſent tothe Tower of Bowrges, a priſon more le, 
whereinthe king that ſent him, had benereſtrainedtwoyearesin 
captiuitic: So v and miſerable is the deſtinie of 
man, ando jncerteineto euery one what wil = 
be his codicion in time to come.

bur alſo had foreſlowed the leauying of thoſe regiments(that is three thouſand foot- 
men &rhree hiidred launces) which ſhould haue bene embarked at Gepes to be led 
to that enterpriſe vnder Moxſy de Perſy: And of rhe contrary were aryued at Bar/ct- 
tothe two thouſand A/main tootemen, which being leauicd with the fauour of the

ſtruQions and iudgementes doe often varie, ſometimes beguiling them (clues with 
an ouerwening in their owne ſtrength, and ſometimes belecuing leſſe of their ene- 
mie then his eſtate and = requires: 'So the Duke reappoſing much in the ſer- 
uice of his horſmen, (though his fooremen were inferiour in numbers to the Spa- 
niſh) whom he vainely ſuppoſed to bee our wearied by the trauell they had made 
thatnight, e the bartell,whercin everie one expreſſing his vallour on both 
ſides, his people at laſt were brokenyhis Vncle beyng laine, & him ſelfe raken prilo- 
ner: And asirſeldo thatone fortune without an other,norno aduer- 
ſitie vnaccompanied with an othercalamirie,fo foure French Gallies vnder the go- 
uerning of Pre;ax knight of the Rhodes,ap in the haut of Orrito vnder licEce of 
the Venetian mai promiling to them from thinuaſions of the Spaniſh 
Nauwe, which vnder the Capteine Yillemarino waſted in creekes therabours :Bur af- 
ter Prezan was entred a lirle further in the haut, his forces lirle,8 his fortune farre in- 
feriorto his enemies, he began to feare to be'enuironed: And therefore to preuent 
that his domage and harmes ſhould not turne to the profite of his enemies, after he 
had deliucred the galiors and ſuncke his Gallies, he ſought his ſaferic by lande with 
his people, leauing his honour in ſuſpition by the greatnes of his daunger. 
The French King gaue commaundement to his Capteines to ſtand only vppon 
their gardes, andnor to ſeeke their enemies, aſſuring them that with [peede they 
ſhould either receive the confirmation of the peace, or a competent proporcion of 
ſuccours: Burthe armies being ſo mightic and fo neare one an other, itwas very 
harde to bridle the furie of the Frenchmen, or to bring them ro this pacience to 
drawethe warre longer : It ſcemedrather that deſteny began to aduaunce,8 would 
no more deferrethe whole and abſolute decyding of thole affaires whoſe beginning 
hapned in Calabria: For after the Spanyardes were ioyned in one ſtrength at Semy- 
naro, Monſr D aubigny hauing aſſembled all his companies and the power of theBa- 
rons that held the hfa&ion, beſtowed his footmen within the towne of Grore 
three miles from Seminero, and ſenthis horſmento Loſarmothree miles from Gioia: 
And fortefying him ſelfe with foure peeces of artillerie vppon, the ſhoare of the ry- 
uer, being the ſituation of Gzoie, he ereadie prepared to oppoſe againſt his c- 
nemies if they madeenterpriſeto paſſe the riuer: Butthe intencions of the Spanith 
were other the he _—_ the daie wy to paſſe, they cauſed their 
Vauntgardto march dire&tly rotheriuer, where Manvellde Benanide (who had the 
leading of them) being vppon the ſhoare, beganneto parley with Monſ7 D'anbigny,

made priſoner with ccrteine other french Capteines, andthe Duke of Sowne with 
many Barons of the kingdom : And albeit Moxſr D'aubigny tooke the rocke of An- 
gitole for his ſaferie, yer hauing no meaneto ifluc out, his perill compelled him to 
yelde him ſelfe priſoner , being ouerthrowne and taken cuen in the {cife ſame pla- 
ces, where not many yeares before, he had with great glorie triumphed ouer King 
Ferdinand and Conſaluo,lo inconſtane are the profperines of fortune, and the doings 
of men ſo ſubic& to alteration and chaunge : In thisconflit perhaps nothing was 
more hurtfull to Monſr D'aubigny (ofa tranke and noble ſpirit, and one of the moſt 
reſolute Capteines that the French King ledde into /ta{y)then that his own too for- 
ward and violent inclination caried him toofarre 1to rhe hope of the victorie : A 
matter which likewiſe was hurtfull to the Viceroy in Poww4lla, ioyning the reapport 
of thaccident hapned in Calabria: For Conſaluo not hearing ot the viftorie his 
le, and not able by thimportunitie of hunger and plague to remeine longer 
in Berletto, marched our of it, and leauing a very weake Garriſon, he tooke his waie

micalreadic victonous ouer Ca/abria, (ſhould ioyne with Conſaluo, or at leaſt ſhould 
exccute any enterpriſe of imporrancefinding no man to refiſt him : They brought 
in thexample of Monſr Montpenſier, chuling rather to reryre into rownes then to 
fight: Thar the memories of times paſt admoniſhed them howe farre they might 
hope for the long & vncerteineſuccours of Fraunce : That their Camp was nothing 
inferior either in force or verrue to tharmie of thenemie,and that the diſorders that 
had hapned by negligence, ought notto be compared rothexperience which wold 
be ſhowed in plaine field with weapons and vallours of men, and not withſleightes 
or ſutleties : That it was a more ſure and honourable way, to make atthe leaſt with 
hope, anequall experience and rriall of fortune, then eſchuing the barrel}, and con- 
ſumingthem ſelues by degrees of temporiſing, to giue their enemies the victorie 
without bloud and withourdaunger: That touching the late meſſage of the king,

harmes: SoUMonſr de Nemours caried more by his raſhe inclination, then by the 


ſafe councell of others, the Spanyardes were charged with great furic aſwell by the 
French as Svvyzzers: And the fyre hauing taken the powder of the Spanyardes ci- 
ther —_—_ by other meane, Conſalzo viing thoccaſion of that accident,cry- 
ed with a courage well reſolued, the vitorieis ours,God declares it by manifeſt to- 
kens, ſpecially when we ſee we haue now no more neceflitie of the ſcruice of artil.

co ſuffer them to remeine within the Citadel,charged them,burwith a ſucceſle farre 
inferior to their vertue, for that being immediatly ouerlaicd with multitudes of the 
Spaniſh, as they reryred rowardes the Rampier, the Spanyardsentred mg with 
them,and running with the ſame fortune cuen vp to the way that goeth to the gate,

ſtate of opinion this new experience brought Peter of Nawerro, againſt whoſe mines 
hr that neither walles,fortreſſes,nor other working,could makercfiſtice, 
ſo readely is the nature of man raiſed into wonder when his mynd compreheds nox 
the reaſon of the things whichthe eye beholderh performed in aQtion : And ſure in 
thoſe daies it wasa thing of great horrour that with the force of Canon pouder pur 
into a Caue,or rather powred inthe myne,men ſhould throwe downeto the earth, 
places &walles of greateſt ſtrength & moſt ſurtle foundatis: The firſt that vied this 
experience of vndermining of walles in #aly, were the Genowvares,amogſt who ac-

Conſaluo,drawing neare to Caierto, Monſr D alegro, who had diſtributed foure hun- 
dred Launces and toure thouſand foormen of thoſe which remeined of the fortune 
of the b: detweene Caictta, Fond;,1trio,Tracetto, and therocke Guillaume, 
them all eftfoones within Cazerra,wherein entred with him the Princes of Salerne & 
Biſjgnan the Duke of Tracetto with many other Barons of the realme a 0 
wich him: After the retraite of theſe companies Conſalvo entred vppon thoſe places 
which they had left abandoned, and alſo vppon the rocke of S.Germain, encamping 
afrerwardes in the Subburbes of Caierts: And after he had planted his arrilleric, he 
battred with an incredible furiethar fide towards the hauen,8& the mounteinecom- 
monly called Mount Roland: A hill contoyned and hath commaundement ouer the 
Cirie, and the which, the French men had then fortefied with Rampiers and Baſtil- 
lions of carth,being afterwards by him incloſed with walkHe aſfaicd in vaine toen- 
ter with two aſſales(bur not ordered) and forbearing atlaſt to git the affair general 
and diſpoſed that daie which he had determined to giue it,he ſaw it would be harde 
to haue it,aſwel for the numbers & vallours of thoſe within, as alſo when he coſide- 
red,that though his army ſhould enter by ſtrength into the mountein, yet he ſhould 
be but brought into greater peril, ſtanding open to the ſhot of thartilleric planted in 
the monaſtery &other high places vppo themounteine : He forbare not for all this 

to plaie with his arrillerie & ro as 5 towne,which likewiſe was inuironed and 

on tharſide co the ſea,lying affore the haut the xviij.Spaniſh Gallies which 
Dam Reymos de Cardona gouerned:Bur whileſt Coſa/vo was buiſic in theſe aQtios,there 
aryued for the French,a Nauic of ſix grofſe Carracks Gezowvaies,ſix other ſhips, & 
ſeuenGallics withgood ſuccours of vittels & foormen:Their commaunder wasthe 
Marquis of Sa/#z29,wh6 by the death of Monſr de Nemonrs, the king had ſerthether 
for their newe#tceroy, the fortune of the warres notwithſtanding, nothing alrring 
though the perſon of the General was chaunged: The king defiring greatly to keepe 
Caietts,refurniſhed them eftſoones within fewe daies,whar vppon thoſe veſſels and 
what vppon others,with a thouſand footemen of Corſegns and three thouſand Guſ- 
coins :In ſo muche as by the comming of this newe Nauie, the Spaniſh Flecte =

They enterteyned into t aic fort armie (and yet without 
uh generall) the Baily of bow, with fiftic Fanchd Launces : A Capreyn for 
his owne perticular wellrecommended for the ſeruice of warre, and for the reſpe&t 
of the Florentyns verie convenient, for that being the kinges ſubie,8& had brought 
his charge of fiftie Launces by the kinges conſent, they had opinion that thoſe of 
whom they earſt doubred would now be better aduifed what they would doe, the

Peters about the dead bodie of the Pope, their cyes not being ſatisfied to ſee dead 
and deſtroied a Serpent, who with his immoderate ambition and poiſoned infideli- 
tie, together with all the horrible examples of crueltie, luxurie,and monſtruous co- 
uerouſnes, ſelling withour diſtin&ion borh holie thinges and prophane thinges, had 
infeted the whole world : And yet was accompanied with a moſt rare and almoſt 
perperuall proſperitic euen from his young age to the ende of hislyfe, defiring-al- 
wayes great things, and obteining moſt thathedeſired: An example of much 
importance to confound the arrogancie of thoſe men who preſuming ro know and 
ſe 36/4 « bl humain eyes the depth of Gods itidgements, do affure,that whar 
hapnerh either good or ill to mortall men, proceedeth eirher of their merires or 
faltes: As though we ſawe nor daily many good menwniuſtly rormented,and many

The Duke Ya/entynoirno leſſe forowfull for the death of his farther, then langui- 
ſhingin his owne infirmitie, retyred all his bandes of men of warre about him, ly- 
ingſicke inthe Palace: And hauingabwayes thoughr, party by the feare of his 
' armes, & partly throug pate fouour ofthe Spanith ardinals which were eleu6;to 
create a Pope at his pleaſure after the death ofhis father: He founde nowe impedi- 
ments aboue his exſpcation,ſpecially in the marter of the eleion,8&: nes 
plortes 
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plotres and deuiſes ro ſuffer imperfeQion and crrour by reaſon of his diſeaſe which 
was veric erous: In which reſpect he complained greeuouſly,for thathauing 
oftentimes forelcene all the accidents that _ happen to him by the death of his 
father, and withall caſt all the remedies that the witte of man might comprehende, 
yet he could neuer imagine that at the ſame time he thould beverolned witha ſick- 
nes ſo daungerous : therefore finding it neceflarie to trame his councelles, 
not tothe plottes he had layde before, but to the neceſſitic preſent: Heſawe he was 
not hable in one tyme to ſuſteine the hatred of the Colomno and Yrfans, and tearing 
keaſt they (ſhould ioyne in conſpiracic againſt him, he refolued to reappoſe rather in 
thoſe whom he had offended only in their goods, then to truſt tothe behauiour of 
ſuch as he had grecucd both in their goods and perſons : Andin that minde he pro- 
cured readie reconcilement with the Co/onnos and ſuch of the Yale as folowed that 
faction, he inuited them to returne eftſoones to their eltates,' and made reſtitution 
of the Caſtles which Alexander with great expenſes had fortefiedandenlarged,the

Popedom of Alexander : Beſides, Fabio thirſting after the bloud of Yalentynois,made 
great leauies of forreine ſouldiours, and ſolicited Bartlemevy Alwmano being then in 
the paic of the YVenetians,to i with him and his houſe in the reuenge of fo m 

s as he had don dancing it butiuſt to raiſe violence againſt him,w 
furic had not ſpared to perſecute them and their friendes with all ſortes of oppreſli-

and conſtrained to go his way,yet being refurniſhed with new bands and open ſuc- 
cours of the Florentyns, he entred the rowne in a braue and reſolute aſſalt nor with- 
the ſlaughter of his enemies and ſome loſſe of his owne companie: The towne 
bp x alſo tooke armes, which albeit they of Siexns laboured to vſurp and oc- 
upie, yet the auncient Lorde returned thether by the fauour of the Florentyns:The 
e of Yrbyn, the Lordes of Peſere,ot Camerin, and Sini Gale, did thelyke in theyr 
ſtares: Onl gia (notwi ing they were not without ſuſpicion of the Ve- 
netians who leauyed greatbandes of men at Ravenna) remeyned quiet andinclined 
ro the deuotion of Valentynois, knowing by experience howe much it was moretol- 
lerable and berter for the weale of the countrey to ſerue one only and mightie Lord, 
then to haue in cuerie towne Lords perticular, who neither for their weaknescould 
defende them, nor for their pouertie, were able to doe them good, burrather when 
they founde their reuenues inſufficientto enterteine them, they would be conſtrai- 
ro oppreſſe them : They conſidered allo thar, for the authoritie and greatnes of

ſouldiers,and lefſe truſtic in the prouiſion of vittayles, & furniments for the ſeruice, 
made their thefts and negligences the principall caule of the diin:inution of that ar- 
mie,fince the king had expreſſed ſuch a proutſion and care for all things neceſfarie, 
 thatitis m—— od credible teſtimonie, that at the vnhappie time when the 
frenchmen were ouerthrowen,there were within Rome by the kings direRion,great 
quantities of filuer and other releefes for warre: but ſo violent was the deſtinie thar. 
ranne tothe deſolation and ruine ofthatarmie, that albeit ar the laſte, afrer many 
complayntes of the Captaynes and the whole multiude of ſouldiours, there was 
ed an abundant prouiſionof virtels, yet, they ſuffered ſuche a penurie and

rcommended to his fidelitie. | 

Thus,becing a ſurceaffingof armes in all other partes of /alie, the Florermtimns on- 
ly wouldenor ceaſe in the beginning of ſommer to recontinue the warres vpon the 
Piſans according to their cultome: tor, hauing newly receyued into their pay /ohn 
Paule Baillon, with orher captaynes and men ar armes of the Colonnows and Sanelier, 
andſeauyi oomen farre greater forces then they were wont, they ſent an armie 


ro giue —_ ro the corne of the Piſans, wherein they proceeded with greater 
corage, for that they doubted no impediment by the Spamiarde ,nor ſo muche for 


that the king of Spayne had not named the Piſans in the truce (wherein both the 
kings had libertie ro comprehende their freends and adherents)as for that the grear 
Capraine, after his vitorie vpon the Frenchmen, notwithſtanding from the begin- 
ning he had giuen greathopes tothe Piſans,had exerciſed gracious and ſweere ſpe- 
' Ches withthe Florentins, hoping ar the leaſt by his cunning to ſeparate them from 

the French king: wherein albeicke founde himſelfe afterwardes diſappoynted, yet 
witely forbearing to incenſe them, as not togiue them occaſionto be more for the

s. And about thoſe ſea 9s Hs 397 being entred into Far- , 
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- Frenche king, he was entred by the meane of Proſper Colonno(but nor otherwiſe then 
with wordes ſumpli 3mm v4 eager intelligence with them, that if it hapned the 
Frenche king eftlones to renewe the warres of Naples,that they ſhould not miniſter 
to him any ayde, as alſo for his he woulde nor giue ſuccours to the Piſans, 
butin caſe the Florentins ſhould ſendean armie with arrillerics to take the Cirie, 
which he wiſhed they ſhould not recouer ſo long as they folowed thainitie of the 
Frenche king. The F/orentin armic prepared to ſpoyle not onely thoſe partes ofthe 
countrey of Piſa which they had waſtedin times paſt, buralſo to ouerrunne S. Rof- 

Berbaricino , and (o to the vales of Sexclo and Ofolo, places ioyning ta Pi- 
fa ey could not go without daunger when their armie was lefle: Then 
they encamped before Librafrats , which becing manned with a very ſlender garri- 
ſon, was within few dayes conſtrained to yeelde to diſcreſhon : And ſuche were the 
calamities of that yere, that the Piſans had beene compelled by famine to receyue 
the yoke of the Florentins,if they had nor bene ſuccored by their as hae 
principally by the Genowvaies and Zacquei (for P. Petruccio no lefle ready to ſtirre 
vp others, then libcrall in his owne promiſes to contribute to thexpences, was very 
long ineffees) with whoſe moneis Rewiero of Saſſetto, a ſouldiour of the Great cap-

tion of the Florentins, tor that the galleys whiche they had enterteyned returning 
from Yillefranche with a priſe of the Pans loaden with grayne, were ſo weather 
beaten neare to Repalle, that they were conſtrayned to giue the grounde,the 
captcine with the reſidue hauing great payne to faue' them ſelues. Bur the Floren- 
tins, whoſe deſire of the vitoric was withour limit, ſought to ſerue their turne of all 
the meanes whiche eyther the witte of man or oportunirie of the ryme coulde de- 
uiſe: And therefore after they had proucd in vayne to raunge the Piſans by armes 
and threagnings, they ſought to reclayme them by affabilitie and ſweetnes, making 
anewe lawe,by the which itwas graunted that Cirizenor other ſubie&of the 
countrey of Pa that within a certeine tyme woulde eftſones withdrawe to his ly- 
- uing ordwelling place, ſhould obreine pardon of all faulres commirred,with full re- 

ſtiturion of ons Notwithſtanding the fauor of this lawe,there were very fewe of 
hart and fayth reſolute, which would depart out of _— they ſuffred all ſuche as 
were vnprofirable to the warre totakethe benefite © — their way: the 
fame being the cauſe that both the dearth of vittels which raged afore was not now 
ſo great, and alſo that they receyued afterwards certayne commoditie of revenues 
from others that ſecretly ayded them : whereby albeit the neceſſities of the Piſans 
were ſomewhat by theſe meanes diminiſhed, yet they founde their eſtare greuouſly 
vexed with their pouertie & wantes: Andy ing all thingsinlefſe horror 
then the name of the F/orentins, notwithſtanding the minds of the Peifantes did of- 
tentimes wauer, they determined to endure all extremities of miſerie, rather then 
torerurne tothe deuorion of the Floyemtins: Therefore they offred to gue them- 
ſelues vp to the Genmowwayes, with whom they had ſo oftentimes fought for the iu- 
riſdigion and for their ſaferie,and by whom their power had bene of longanriquitie 
afflicted and embaſed: of this motion they of Zucquei and Pandolffe Petruccio were 
the cauſes,deſiring (to auoyde in them ſelues the continuallexpences and troubles) 
to binde the Genowwazes to the defence of Piſa: And for their more eafie indu- 
cingtothe AY offred to defray part of thexpences for three yeres. Where- 
vypon the Genowwazes, hauing adeliberation ro embrace the offer, notwithſtanding 
- John Lowuu de Fieſquo with many others, —_— it, made an inſtance rothe 
French king to ſulferr them, without whoſe conſent they had no power to execute 
any deliberation : They debated with the king howe daungerous it woulde be that 
the Piſars, excluded from this their laſt and almoſt only hope,ſhould come to offer 
them ſelues tothe king of Spayze, from whence would fucceede to his grear preiu- 
dice, that both Gezesſhould be in continuall trauell and danger,and almoſt all T#/- 
tane by compulſion, followe the Spaniſh faQtion. Theſereaſons,albeirar the begin- 
ning had ſo much wrought with the king, that he was almoſt at a poyn to gratifie 
their demaundes, yet his counſell conſidering, that if the Genowwazes ſhould be- 
| ae 7 es ſclues, and for a deſire of imperie, to haue con- 
tion with other Potentares, it would be the cauſe, that. comming afterwards

ſhould forbeare to ayde or ſuccour them, notwithſtanding the Florextins had made

Abourthis time the peace was carneſtly laboured berweene the __-_ of Spayne 


and Frewnce,who offred diſſemblingly to render the realme of Naples to the king Fe- 
derike,or ro the duke of Calabria his fonne : ro whom the French king ſhould __ 
and giue vp all his clayme, ſo farrefoorth as the mariage. were accompliſhed be- 
ewene the Bibs d the queene widowe, Nece tothe ſame king, hauing afore bene 
wife to yong Ferdinandof Aragon king of Naples. And it was without doubt that the 
French king had a mind ſo farre eſtranged from the affaires of the kingdome of Na- 
ples,that for his owne regarde,he had accepred all ſorts 9 matt it hadnot bin for 
theſe two difficulties thatreſtrayned him : the one (ot leſſe moment with him then 
the other) was the ſhame and reproches that would bethundred vpon him,to leaue 
abandoned the barons, who,for that they folowed his faction, had ſuftreg priuation 
of their eſtates,and ro whom were offred conditionshard & intollerable: the other 
(working ſomewhat more ſtrongly with him)was the doubt wherin he was,leaſtthe 
king of Sp.yze hauing other intentions,offred according to his accuſtomed ſurtle- 
ries,this reſtitution for ſome ende, that though his maicſtics conſenting, yer the ef- 
fe&t ſhould not folow:and that ini the meane while the archduke were nor eſtranged 
fro him,who deſiring to haue the kingdome of Naples for his ſonne, made inſtance 
that there ſhould be cotinuation of the peace which he had begon before. Therfore 
heanbvered g ly that he deſired the peace, burtthat he could not with honor 
giue vpto an Arragen, the rights which he hadin the ſame realme: And on the other 
part,he continued the auncient practiſes with the king of Romaznes, 8 tharchduke: 
 wherinas he was almoſt certaine of the concluſion & effe,8& ro thend they ſhould 
not be cur ofnor hindred by the incerteine pratiſes of the king of Spayre, he let call 
before him the Spaniſh embaſſadors, making his colour for his greater honor, that 
the reſpects & intereſts of the baros did chiefly moue him:and being ſet in thechaire 
royal inthe aſpect & preſence of al the court with ſolene ceremonies far abouethe 
viage of rimes before: he coplained that their king expreſſed in words his defire and 
diſpoſition to the peace,hauing his intetons diflembled,in which regard,& alſo for 
that it was not a thing worthy the vertue and honor of a king to conſume the tyme 
in vayne praGtiſes, he tolde r to it were their beſt to depart out of the Realme of 
Fraunce. /hoſe going away, thembaſſadours of Maximilian and tharchduke 
cameo giue perfe&ion to that which had bene negociared, In whiche action (be- 
cauſe there were plorres laycd to greater purpoſes) was affiſtant the Biſhop of Si#e- 
ronthe Popes ordinaric Nunxcio in that Court, and the Marquis of Fina/o whome 
the Pope ſent expreſly in thoſe affayres.

Citie, wherein he had already manye enemyes : art the leaſte that they weare 
not to wante occaſion to occupie anyePÞlace of imporraunce in that countrey, 
whiche they mighte holde in counterchaunge, or as a pawne to haue 
i wherein they hoped by this reuenge to doo that which hitherto 
e not bee accompliſhed with benefites and pleaſures, that P here-

who pretended that rheir king dying without heire maſculine, the ſucceſſion of the 
nextin bloud could haue noplace, hadchoſen for their king (hauing regarde to the 
meritesand vertues of his father) Mathyas, hewho afterwardesto the greatrepura- 
tionand glorie ofſolictle a kingdome, vexed oftentimes the mightic empire of the 
Turkes: Hero auoyde in the beginning of his reigne,warre with Federike, agreed 
with him to take no wife, to thend thar after his death the kingdome might diuolue 
to Federike, or to his children: which albeir he did nor obſerue, yerhe died withour 
iſue, and for all that Federike had not thaccompliſhment of his deſire, for that

But the towne of Ferowſa, either for his more nearenes to Rome, or for other occa- 
ſions, was longer time entertcined in thobedience of the Church,then Bolognia:for 
that citie did oftentimes chaunge in thaduerſiries of Popes, ſometimes bcring go- 
uernedin liberric, ſometimes oppreſled by the Cirizens,ſomerimes ronningto 
bedience of ſtrange Princes, ſometimes reduced to thabſolute ſubicion ot Popes, 
and laſtly returning in the time of Pope Nzcholas the fifte, vnder the rule ofeke 
Church,bur with mitations certaine,and ſuch communion of authoritie betwene 
the Pope and them, that with tra of time the name and demonſtration of things 
remecining onely to the Popes, theffe& and ſubſtance of the pollicie & government 
reſted wholly in the power of the Bextymoles : of whom , /obn Bentywole who com- 
 maundedforthe|preſent, hauing by litle and litle drawen all things to him, and em- 
| baſedthoſe mightic families which had bene contrarie to his elders and him in the 
firſt ſtabliſhing uf his cyrannie: and being alſo greeuous for thinſolencies and in. 
rollerable expences which his foure ſonnes made, (an occaſion making him hate- 


full almoſt ro oneYruled nowe more by crueltic and armes,then with clemen- 
cieand affabilitie, leauing very litle place ro cquitic and innocencie. But the Po 

was moſt of all puſhed forwarde to this enterpriſe by a burning humor and deſire 
of gloric, wherein he had determined (albeit vnder the ſhadowe of pietic and zeale 
torcligion) to reconquer tothe ſea Apoſtolike, all thoſe prone of what nature (o- 


euer, that had vſurped vpon the Church: And inthis inclination to vle the 

ſworde he had a particular motion to recouer ia, for a hatred newely kindled 

| agaynlt /obn Bentywole, for that in the times of his aduerſities when he durſtnot re- 

| mayneat Rome, and ſecking ſafetie in Cexto a towne of hisBiſhoprike in Bolognis, he 

' wasdriuento ſteale away by night, hearing a brute publiſhed at randome,that there 

wn cy was areſolution to apprehende him priſoner atthe inſtance of Pope Alexander : So 
«fin: Infinite is malice in her operations, that what heart ſhe hath once embraced, ſhe 
«« neuer ceaſſeth toouercarie by degrees, tyll a e be executed, and that forthe 

« moſte parte in a qualitie farre aboue the nature and merite of the offence. And (as 

<* was well exprefſedin the humours of this Pope)malice in wiſe men hath no ſodaine 

3 and calling, intomorefuricand 
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in ſuſpition to haue communitie in a certayne praiſe which OtZauian Fregoſs had 
akon depriuc him of the iuriſdiction of Genes. Befides, he eſteemed Bentywole (al- 
beit he was vnder his prote&ion) more inclined to Ceſar then to him : To theſe 
doubres he adioyned allo the diſdayne which he had agaynſt /ohx Paxle Baillon, for 
that he had refuſed (notwithſtanding he was poſſeſſed of the foureteene thouſande 
duckers) to go and ioyne with his armie beceing vpon theryuer of Gari/laz,together 
| with his deſire to offende Pandolffe Petruccio, vnder an occaſion to ſende men into 
Tuskane, for that he had both fayled ro pay himthemoney he had promiſed, and al- 
ſo had wholly followed the fortune of the Spaniards. So that he made offers 


to the Pope toayde him, and the Pope for his part, gaue him the writts of ele&ion 


co Cardinals for the biſhops of Achx & , with power to diſpoſe of the bene- 
fices in the duchie of Mn in the ſame fu that Lodowwyke Sforce had vied be- 
fore, Theſe practiſes beeing reſolued and concluded by the ſolicitationof the By- 
ſhop of Si#eron newly inducd with the Archbiſhoprike of Ach the and im- 
mediate interpoſer betweene them, yer the execution was not ſo ready, for that as 
the Pope deferred for certayne monthes to pur thenterpriſe to ation, ſo it ha 
in that meane while that Maximilian, who hauing ne the warre agaynſt the 
ing of Hurgarie, — his — from Jtal/ie,nade nowe a newe peace 
witlt him, renewing thaccorde touching the ſucceſſion, and returned into Auitria, 
making ſignes and preparations as though he would ctrſones paſſe into /ralie: And 
deſiring that the Yenetians ſhould not oppole agaynſt his intention, he diſpatched 
foureEmbaſſadours to aduerriſe thar ſtare, that he was determined to goto Rome 
totake the Imperiall crownedeſiring them to giue him liberric of paſſage rogether 
with his armie: he aſſured them to march their regions without greeuing 
them or theirs in any ſort: And defired,by rion,to be vnited with that com- 
mon weale, wherein the meane might eaſily be founde, not onely with ſurerye,bur 
alſo with augmentation and exaltation of boththe parties, couertly inducing vnder 
this perſwaſion that it. woulde make for their common profite to conſpire toge 
ther agaynlt the Frenche king. The Yeretians, after they had long x Fg n 
counſel, returned a very gracious anſwere, expreſſing how muche their common- 
_ wealedelired to be conformable to his will, and to fatiſhic his requeſtes in all thin 
which they might wirthour their proper preiudice, which in thar caſe could not 
neither greater nor more euident,for that the regions of /#a/ze being made deſperate

or him, comming to an a pacificable ro euery one, to 
diarmedimo tr4be,where chimperiall maieſtie chowing himſelf noleſſ ous 
 andaffable, then mighrie andterrible,ſhould finde an vniuerſall fauour with all re- 
g1ons,peoples,and communalties : That he ſhould (to his perperuall glorie) beare 
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the honorable repuration to be the prorettor of the tranquilirie of /#4/ie, proceding 
to his coronation in the ſame forme which his father and many his renowmed pre- 
deceſſors obſerucd afore him, in which courſe they were and would vie to him, ail 
thoſe oblations, obſeruances, and offices which he could defire. 

Theſc apparances of armes and other things practiſed by Ceſar, were the cauſes 
thatthe Pope reſolued fully roexecure the enterpriſe of Bolognie, and had ſent ty 
ſommonthe Frenche king to his promiſe, was friendly aduiſed by the king to haue 
__ to theeſtare and diſpoſition of things, and conſidering well of the nature 

 rimes, to deferre the actionof the enterprite toan other ſealon, leaſt the vntime- 
ly. breaking out of ſuch an accident did not onely bring all /ral/ie into commotion, 
bur prove preiudiciall cuen agaynſt his proper mtentions: for that he feared leaſt 
inthis action he ſhould kindle agaynſthim the minds of the Vexetians,who had al. 
readie {ignificd to him that they were reſolucdto take armes for the defence of Bo. 
lognia, ifche Pope would nor firſt indue them withthe graunt of thoſe patronages 
andrightes of Faexz4 which apperteined to the Church, Bur the Pope, who of na- 
ture was impacient and ſodayne, ſoughtour ſtill all the meancs he coulde, by the 
which (notwithſtandingall dithculties and 1 iments) he might aſpire to that 
he delired : VWherein he proceeded with moodes furious and violent, calling roge- 
ther thto the conſ(iſtorie all the Cardinalls, afore whome deducing in forme of a 
Lnguiſhing complaynrt,how iuſtly he was touched with deſire ro deliuer from the 
handes ofxyrantes the cities of Bolognia and Perouſa, members ſo muche importing 
the ſea Apoſtolike, he ſignified that he would affiſte thenterpriſe in perſon: he aſſu- 

ides his owne'forces, he ſhould be adedifs the Frenche king, by 

the Florentins, and many other potentates of talze, and that God that was .

d neuer leaue abandoned ſucheas with ſo holy intentions 
torceſtabliſhe and reſtore the Church. Aſſone as this deliberation was publi 
i Frauxce,it ſeemed ſuch a matter to be laughed at tothe king,thatthe Pope ſhould 
romiſe him {clic a ſuccor of his people withour intelligence or communitie with 
im, that making ita ieſting ralke at his rable, and impoſing withall vpon the Pope 
his notorious dronkennefle, he ſayd it could not be but the Pope was well bewit- 
ched with wine: not diſcerning as yet that that ſodayne deliberation did conſtraine 
him,either ro come ro manifeſt controuerſie with him,or els ro giue him of his men 
agaynſt his will, But che Pope, not expeRting any other reſolution, iſſued out of 
Rome with fiue hundred men at armes, and ſending afore Anthony dal Monte to ig- 
nifie his comming to the Bolognow, with diretion to commaunde them to m 
ouiſionto receiue him,and tg beſtowe in the countrey fiue hundred French laun- 
ces. He marched'{lowly, hauing determined nor to paſſe Peronſa, tyll he were well 
aſſured whether the French bandes woulde come to his ſuccours, foreſeing nowe 
thoſe inconueniences which the immoderationof his minde would nor afore ſuffer 
himro diſcerne inhis heate and furic. John Paule Baillon occupied with no ſmall 
feares of his comming,by the counſell of the duke of Y7binand other his friends, & 
vndertheir aſſuraunce went ro mecre the Pope art Orwierto, who receyued him into 
grace and fauor,after he had wholly ſubmicrted himſclte ro his diſcrerion, with pro- 
miſe to folowe; him in perſon withan hundred and fifrie men ar armes , and alſo to 
render vp into his handes the fortreſſes of Perowſz and Perouſin, and the garde of the 
city,giuing forobſcruation hes ewo ſonnes ini to the duke of /rbiz:V nderthis 
copoſition the Pope entred without any ſtregth into Peronſe,being inthe ful power 
ox to-make him: priſoncr with all his court and traync, if he woulde 


haue 
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haue made ſounde throughout the world in a marter of ſuch grearnes and weight, 
thardi{loyaltic,which had already made his name infamous in things more inferior 
and of farre meaner qualitie. At Perowſa the Pope gaue audience tothe Cardinall of 
Narbons cnt to him from the French king,to perlwade him to putouer and deferre 
the cnterprice till another time,and to proteſt the kings exculcs,inthar (contrary to 
his delire)ie could nor ſend him men,for that,by the conſiderations tor Ceſar,&the 
clulpicions he had of his doings,it was not cGuenient for him ro leaue diſarmed 
duchic of Mer. This cnbelans albcic ir ſtirred vp in the Pope many ſhowes 
of perplexities andalterarions, yet his wiſdome heldehis affe&ions ſuppreſſed,and 
making no apparance that he had any inclination or will ro chaunge adutſc, he be- 
gan bale newe bandes of footemen, and reincreaſc all his prouiſions : Andyer 
many beleucd,thac what by the difficulties that appeared,and Ss calynes of his na- 
ture to be appealed vpon yelding or tubmifſion, it Bextywole who offred by his Em- 
baſladors to fende in his foure ſonnes, had diſpoſed himſelfe rocome to him in per- 
lon according to thexample of /ohx Paxle, he had founde ſome tollerable forme tor 
his affaires : Bur whileſt he ſpent time in temporiſing (the aſpe& &eſtare of his bu- 
fines making him irreſolure) or,as ſome ſay,whillt he was holden in ſuſpence by the 
cotradiction of his wifc,he had aduertiſement that Monſr de Chaumont had receiued 
dire&ion from the French king to pu the ſuccors of the Popein wana with fiue 
hundred launces: An ayde which albeit the king (in the abſence of the cardinal 4m- 
boyſe) had no inclination to ſende wr 1 the Cardinal returningto the Court, vſcd 
perſwalionsto holde the king firme in his promiſe, hauing not only made voluntary 
offers in the beginning,bur alſo by many degrees fince, had as ut were vrged the 
to vie the {eruice of his men: The cardinal had power to make the king change 
aduiſe, whervnto he was ſo much the more ggfily induced, by howmuch the dem6- 
ſtrations of Maximilian began now to waxe colde according to his cuſtome,8 rhe 
Pope alſo(ſomewhar to leauethe king ſatisfied)was content to make promiſe,nor by 
writing,but in the mouth of his holynes & honor,that he would not moleſt the Ye- 
netians tor the rownes of Romagnia: ary 44 notwithſtanding the pope, not able ro 
abſtcine from diſcloſing what a ſerled defice he bare that way,going a Perouſa to 
Ceſens, he touke the waye of the mountaine, for that if he hag marched along the 
plaine,he ſhould haue bin conſtrayned to paſſe vpon the lands of Rimini, which the 
On held.

the gouernment and polhcic ofthe Citie , he ſhoulde with ſuretie remeine in Bo- 

7a with his children, ſo that within three dayes he ſubmitted him felfe wholly to 
the obedience and commaundements of the Pope: Neceflitic is mightie to bende 
thoſe hartes that are invincible agaynſt all other meanes,and men compounded of 
humors tranſitorie and frayle, beare their ordinaric mutations of minde and coun- 
ſell, according ro the alteration of occaſions and accidents, For, Bextywole and his 
ſonnes,who with great threatnings afore had publiſhed to all the worlde their ha- 


| bleneſſeanddiſpolition to defende them ſclues, became nowe chaunged in reſolu- 


tionand courage: and not remembring with what vpbraidings they had exclaimed 
agaynſt Peter de Medicis,for that without effuſion of blood he had forſaken Florence: 
made anſwerethat they would referrethemſcluesto his arbitration, beſeching him 
to be a meanethar atrhe leaſtrhey might obteine conditions tollerable. Therefore 
becing now come to the bridge ae Reve three myles from Bolognia, interpoling with 
the Pope,he made an agreement thiltir ſhould be lawfull ro /ohn Bentyuole and bys 
ſonnes,with Geneure Sforce his wife, ſafely to go out of Bolognia, and remeine in < 
duchie of Milla in any place ar their beſt lyking and ele&ion: Thar it ſhoulde be 
lawfull for th cher to ſell or carrie away from Bolognia, all their goodes mo- 


 neable,and notto be moleſted for their immoucables which they poſſeſſed with iuſt 


ricle. By the benefite of which accorde ratified and confirmed,they departed with 
ſpede and ſecuritie out of Bo/ognia,hauing obteined of Monſr de Chawmont, to whom 
they gaue twelue thouſand duckets,a very large ſafeconduit, with promiſe ſubſcri- 
bed,not onely toſce obſerued all that is conteinedin the articles of proteion, but 
alſothat he and his familic ſhould continue in ſurety in the duchieof Ml. Aﬀone 
as the kinred of the Bextywoleis were departed, the people of Bolognia addreſſed with 
diligencetheir Embaſſadors to the Pope, to put into his hands the abſolute iuriſdi- 
Rionoftheir citie,to demaunde pardon and abſolution of the Cenſures,and to re- 
quire order that the Frenche ſhoulde nor enter into Bolognis : But they beeing of 
nature inſolent, coulde hardly yore. gs ſpecially in aryme when their 
owne ſtrength | and common forrune of the armie fauoured their intentions,

uyng their arrilleric inthe water, and muche of their baggage, retyred in great tu- 
mul and difocder to the bridge of Rexe,where they remeined ullthe Popeentred in- 
0 Bolognie, which was on Saint Martins day, confirming his entrie with all pompe 
and ceremonies Ponrificall. Thus fell into the powerot the Church with a grear te- 
licitie of thinhabitants,the citie of Bo/ognia,which with good right beareth name & 
reputation amongſt the moſt noble and flouriſhing cities of /ta/ie, alwell for thin- 
finitie of the dwellers, as for the fertilitic of ſoyle and oportunitie of fituation. And 
albeir the Pope did inſtitute new magiſtrates by thexample of antiquirie, leauing in 
many things great lignes and apparances of libertie, yer, touching the effe&, he , 
brought it wholly to the obedience of the Church, expreſſing many honorable li- i'7 
beralities in releaſing divers exemptions, wherin he made himlielfe mighty inthopi- { 
nion of the people,and (viing the like in al other citics)he labored to the mul- | 
titude to an amitie and liking of the Church government.

by the great Capteine,who was gone thither to mere him,not without thadnuration 

ot many, for thatnot onely the popular fort,buteuen the Pope him ſelfe nouriſhed 

an opinion,thar aſwell for his diſobedience paſt,as for the preſent ſuſpitions whiche

his infirmitie was a feuer raging with violent motions, bur of very fewe dayes con. 
tinuance, hapning in the very ripenes and full repuration of his age, andin a ſeaon 
wherin he was lifted to his greareſt felicitie, as ottentimes is wonderfully expreſſed 
in the variation of fortune: neuertheleſle the king,in whom it was beleeued that for 
the deſire he had to recontinue in the goucrnment of Ca#ille, would eftſones turne

then vniuerſall defire and expectation ofthe communaltie, for an opinion they had 
that vnder a king ſo glorious for the many viQtories he had obteyned m———_— 
thinfidels as the Chriſtians, and no lefſe reuerenced for his high wiſdome and tem- 
perature of ſpirite, ioyned to the nent 5 tee baier rs, nr iuſtice, by the 
which he had n ed his Realmes in tranquilitic : he would alſo reſtore and re 
the kingdome of Naples of fo many afflitions and opprefſions,and reduce itinto an 
eſtate peaſible and happic,with reſtitution of the portes which the Yenerians helde 
there,tothe great diſpleaſure of the whole kingdome. There came to hum to Naples 
from all partes of /ta/ie many Embaſſadors,not onely to congratulate and honor fo 
great a prince, butalſo for many praiſes & rare Page beeing perſuaded 
that with his authoritie and wiſdome he would readdrefle things, and guing a new 
formeto affayres,he would be the eauen ballance and counterpeiſe for many mat- 
rers: for that both the Pope,who helde himſelfe yll contented with him, for that he 
had hot honored him with] ation and embaſſadors according to the cuſtome,ſtu- 


died to kindle him agaynſt the Yenetians, thinking thar for the deſire to recouer the 
porres of Powe-jlle, he had reaſon to wiſhe their declination and embaſing. Andthe 
Venetians of the contraric ſolicited for many good reſpe&ts to be recontinuedin his 
 amirie: Andalſo the Florentins,with the other peoples of Tuskane, negociated with 


 himdiuerſly for the regarde of F:ſa, which this yere was lefſe moleſted then others 
with the incurſions of the Florentins (not hindring their harueſt)either for that they

Tarlatin:tor Tarlatin and the fouldiours of the Piſans which were encloſed in Yen- 
rimiglia when the campe was leauyed from before Monaco, albeit they were reuo- 
ked by the Genowwaies, who for their conduQtion ſent them the (hippe of Demetrius 
Initintan, could not returne to Genes by lande for thimpediment of the French, nor 
by ſcas for that the windes were contrarie. But the French beeing nowe to iſlue and 
aſcende,diſcoucred the footetroopes of the Genowwazes, who being aſcended to the 
mountayne by chat ſide of the valley that leades tothe baſtilion, and afterwards the 
moſt parte of them beeing diſcended, had made head aboue a rocke which is the 
halfe way of the mountayne : agaynſt whom Monſr de Chaumont (cnt many gentle- 
men with a good ſtrength of footemen: The Gexowwazes, aſwell for their oddes in 
numbers as the aduaunrage of the place, made a valiaunt defence, and that to the 
great domage of che French, who making a corempr of their enemies, for chatthey 
were bandes compounded vpon arrificers and people vniuerſall, went gallantly to 
charge them, without conſidering the ſtrength and ſituation of the place: And as 
Monſy de Paliſſa was hurt in the throate, but with no perill of lyfe, Monſr Chaumont 
ſecking ro driue them from thencc,cauſed to be mounted on high rwo Cannons, 
which beating them in flanke, conſtrayned them to reryre to the mountaine, where

three hundred bodies. Theſe fucceſſes brought an incredible feare ouer all che Ci- 
tie, which depending wholly vpon the willes of the inferiour mulcitudes,neither di- 
reed by counſels of warre, nor ruled by ciuill wiſdome, ſent ewo Embaſladorsto 
tharmie toſolicite to render them ſclues/vnder coucnantes conuenient: They cou'd 


not have audience nor acceſſc tothe king, but were referred to bee heard by the

Bur inthe beginning of the ybre following, the trauclling minds of them of Bo- 
lognia,no longer di!poſed ronourith their tranquilliie, drewe into confpiracie, and 
being ledde by Anniball and Hermio Bentywole, who had intelligence with certayne 
young gentlemen of the famihe ofthe Pepokies,with others of race and yeres equall, 
they approched vpon the ſodayne, Bolognia: an enterpriſe not withour ac , for 
that the conſpirators to thende to lerre 1n the reſidue, had occupyed the gate of 
S. Marmol : Buras itis caficto repreſle a violence in the beginning, forthe le 
taking armes in fauour of theſtare eccleſiaſtike, the young men 
with more feare then vallour, and the Bentywoleis retyred finding onely that lalery 
intheir aduenture. This inuaſion rather abated then inflamed the mynde of the 
Pope agaynſt the Frenche king, for that his Maieſtie ſhewing great rokens howe 
muche 1t did diſcontent hym, commaunded Monſr Chanmont to be readie to ſuc- 
pear es ng all that depended vpon tin all neceflities and occaſions : he 
order beſides, that from thencefc the Bentiwoleis ſhoulde not be rec in- 
toany parte of the duchic of Mil: by whiche reſtraynt, /ohn,one of the chicſeſt 
of them , dyed abour that tyme of diſpleaſure, for that muche leſſe that he had 
bene accuſtomed afore he was expulſed Bolognia to feele the aduerſities orbirter 
blowes of forrune, ſeeing he had beerie the moſte happie of all the other 
of ralie, ſeruing a long time as an example of arm mens fortune: for,in the courſe 
of fortie yeres, during the which he commaunded as he woulde in Bolognis,muche 
lefſethathe was touched with any heauie-afflition, ſecing in all thatrace of 
he felre nor ſo muche as the death of any his friendes: he had alwayes for himſelfe 
and children, penſions, appoynementes, and great honours of all the Princes in 
Iabe, becing followed withall with this telicitie to eſcape eaſily our of all waighti 
anddangerous affayres : for = which graces & good ſuccedings,he ſeemed( 
the conuenient ſituation of that Citic)to be principally ng to fortune, for 
that according to common judgement,he could not merit any thing by the - 
tie of his wit,or by his wiſdome,and much lefle by any valour that was in his 


Czſar nowe minding no more to deferrethe mouing of armes,diſpatched a Hee- - 


rake to Verona, to publiſhe his reſolution to paſſe into /ralie to take Thimperiall 
Crowne,and to require lodging for foure thouſande horſe: Whervnto uno, 
w 


norsof Yerone,hauing firſt communicated with the counſel of Yenice,anſw 
thatif he would paſſe for no other occaſion then toreceyue the crow 

honour him with all rhe offices and obſervaunces they could, bur they faw effects 
contarieto his perſwaſions,hauing already brought and beſtowed vpon their mar- 
ches ſo great proportions of men atarmes and artilleries: In yo_ of whichaun- 
ſwere,meaſuring by thE the deuotion of others, Maximilian afſone as he was come 


to Tret,to giue beginning to the warre,made a ſolemne proceſſi the fourth of Fe- 
bruary,which he affiſted in perſon, hauing before him the Heralds of the Empire, 8 
endiel the CO. ſecretary M.Lavge 


the Lmperiall ſworde naked, and in the 
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afterwardes Biſhop of Garce, being mounted into a high ſeare or cheater, publiſhed 
in the name of Czfar his determination to paſle in warlike aray into Jtalie: he na- 
med him no more king of Remains, but Emperour cle, as are wont to be intituled 
the kings of Remains when they come to take the Crywne: And forbidding the 
ſame day that none| ſhoulde iſſuc out of Trexte, after he had cauſed to be a 
Ar au Wy of Byskie, and made baskertes of wood, and ſent by the ryuer of 
Adice tundrie boates and lighters Joaden with prouiſions, he went out of Trente 
the nighte after a lirtle before day with athouſande fue hundred horſe, and foure 
thoulande footemen: not of thoſe regimentes whiche were agreed to hym in the 
Dyor, but of the peoples of his Court and proper eſtares,taking the way that leades 
by choſe Mountaynes'to Yixcenſe. At the ſame tyme the Marquis of Brandebowrgh 
marched towardes/Rowero with fiuc hundred horſemen and two thoulande footmen 
of the ſame countrey bodies, with whom he returned the day after, with no memo- 
ric of other ation then that he preſented himlelfe before Rowero, and demaunded 
in vaync to be lodged in the rowne: But themperour ele being comen to the 
mountayne of S;agze, the foote whereof draweth within twelue miles of F incenſe, 
after he had taken the landes of the ſeuen communalries (a people fo named dwel- 
ling inthe coppe of the Mountayne vnder many exemprions and priuiledges of 
the YVenetians) and after he had filled vp many trenches whiche they had caſt for 
their defence, and to ſtoppe the waye, he cauled to be drawen thither many pee- 
ces of artilleric . Heere it ſeemed that eyther his intention had imperfeRion, or 
his fortune was contrarie to the diſpoſition of the ryme, for, as mens mindes en- 
terteined a wonderfull expectation of ſome good ſucceſſe, he reryred from this 
place the fourthdaye after he departed from Tremze, and returned to Bolſars, a 
rowne further remoued from the confines of Jtalie, then Trente: wherein asit 
gaue occaſion to euery one to wonder at ſo greate an inconſideration, or tather 
inconſtancie: ſo, ſo weake a beginning reuyued eftſones the myndes of the Yene- 
tzans, in ſo muchethatas they had alrcady interteined many bandes of footemen, 
ſo they called to Rexeras the Frenche companies whiche were at Yerons with Tri- 
«w/ce,and _—_— gro make greater preparations, they ſtirred vp the Frenche king 
to do the lyke, marching towardes /ta/ie, ſente before an armie of fiuc 
chouſande Svwizzers of his payes, and three thouſande payed by the Yenetians, 
chat Nation (for that Maximilian was not hable to miniſter paye to them) being 
ronne without any regarde to thintertainment of the Frenche: And yer after they 
were departcd and payed, they woulde not go vppon the landes of the YVeretians, 
alleaging for their reaſons,that they woulde nor ſerue Czfar in any other action, 
then for the defence of theſtate of Miller. | 

A greater ſtirre, but farre more wretched and-vnhappie, as wherein was nou- 
riſhed the beginning of greater 'thinges , was kindled in Fris/, whither didde 
paſſe by the waye of the Mountaynes, and by Czfars appoyntment , fourc hun- 
dred horſe and fyue thouſande r—_ en, all bodies commaunded in his coun- 
trey of Tirol: Aſſone as they were entred into the valley of Cadors, they tooke the 
Borowe and Caſtell, wherein was a verye ſlender garriſon, rogether with the 
Magiſtrate of the Venetians that was within, whiche becing vnde ce at Venice, 
they commaunded Alwiano and George Cornero Superintendent remayning vppon 
the landes of Yircentin, to make ſpeedily to the ſuccours of that Countrey, 
and to keepe occupied the enemies on that fide , they ſente rowardes Trexte 
fqure lighte Galleys with certayne veſſelles of other nature: And at the fame

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Maximilian, who was marched from Bolſano to Brunech, and turning' to 
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waye of Frial for thoportunitie of the potogayand largenes of the countrey, 
ortic 


ronne through cerrayne valleys more then myles within the territories of che 
Venetians,with a ſtrength of ſix thouſand foormen leauicd in thoſe quarters: and at- 
ter he had takE the valley of Cadors which leaderh to Trexiſa,leauing behind him the 


borow of Bofauro lately appertcining to the Patriarks of Aqu/lea,herooke the borow 
of S. Martin,the borow * Piewa,& the valley which was kept by the Countes of Szo7- 
gina,wich other places adioyning: he performed theſe incurſions rather in the pro- 

ic of an inferior captcinc, then inthe perſon & maieſtie of a king, more conten. 
ted with victories of meane perſons & places, then ſecking after a&tions of impor- 
rance according tothexpeRarion of his name & vertue: And after he hadſper ſome 
dayes in theſe trifling m—_—_— comaunded his copanies to draw to Trene/27, 2nd 
returned himſelf vpon the end of February to JÞrach to lay Iewels in paune,& make 
other prouiſions for money,wherof being rather a prodigal waſter,then a remperar 
diſtributer, no reaſonable quantitie could ſuffice ro furniſhe the neceſſitic of his at- 
fayres: for that his wantes could not be ſatisfied with thabundance of things, ſince 
he meaſured not his ſufficiencie according to the nede of kind, bur after the rage of 
his opinion & prodigalities. But vnderſtanding on the way that the Swwizzers had 
taken the pay ofthe French, he was not alitle diſcontented with them, and fo went 
t0/ims a Citie of Swvawa,to induce that ligne to ayde him as they had done in 
times paſt in the warre agaynſ the Swwuizzers : he made alſo vehement inſtance to 
the Eleors,that the aydes promiſed in the Dyor of Coniance, might be yer recon- 
rinued for ſixe monethes more, alleaging that the action of great enterprites re- 
quire a long and deliberate time. And abour this ſeaſon the regiments of the cſtares 
which were abyling at Trezz tothe number of nyne rhouſande bodies aſwell foor- 
men as horſmen, had barrred the caſtell of Bazoguo, and ranged it to diſcretion with- 
inthree dayes: it ſtandes right ouer agaynſt Rovers onthe right hande, vppon the 
high way that leades from Trezt into /ralie, and betweene it and Rowero which is 
ontheleft hande, runneth the ryuer of Adjca,

with preat rage, more for deſyre to dye glorioufly, then thatthere was hope to ſfaue 
their lives, and caſting themſclues in a groſle ſquadron, their wiues in the middeſt, 
made a valiaunt defence for certayne howres : but as in actions of batreil, God of- 
tentimes giues the victorie,nor to thoſe that feight beſt, bur to ſuche as he tauorerh 
moſt, ſo the Almains, not hable ro make long reſiſtaunce, both for the numbers

Bur affoone as the ſtrength thar was within Trezt iſſued out ro their ſuccours, they 
retyred, and afterwardes aſſayled the Rocke of Crete, whichis a peece of impor- 
raunce,andycelded before the ſuccors that came from Trent were ariued:rhe fame 
beeing rhe cauſe that the Almains, hauing eftſones reaſſembled & reordeined their 
fooremen, returned with a thouſande horſe and ſix thouſande foormen to Calliana, 
diſtant from Pierre the ſhorre of a Crosbow : And two hundred horſemen of the 
duke of YVittenboarg becing gone from them, the Yenetians with foure thouſande 
horſmen,and fixrene thouſand footemen,came & encamped before —— 
there a proportionof ſixtene peces of arrillerie : Pietra is a Caſtel ſeated ar the foote 
ot a mountaine,on whoſe right hand the way leades from Rowere to Trent, and out 
of the ſame comes avery ſtrong wall conteyning in lengrh the ſhor of a Crosbowe, 
and ſtrercherh euen to the ryuer of Adice, and in the middeſt of the ſame is a gate, 
of the which who is not maiſter,can hardly hurt Pietrs. The two armies were within 
amyle one of another, and they both had before them the Caſtell and the wall, and

totheir lodginges. This accident abared the ſtomackes of the Yenetians, who nowe 
iudging it bur loſte ryme to enterteine the ation of Pietre, whiche had deuoured 
many of their peoples, brake vp andretyred to Rowero, and the Almains returned to 
Trent, where within fewe dayes after moſte parte of the armie disbanded and were 
diſperſed : and the regimentes of the Dyor, whiche neuer conteyned aboue foure 
thouſande (for all thoſe in ſubſtancethat aſſembled at Trent and Cadera, were of the - 
Countreys thereabout) returned to their houſes, their tearme of fixe monerhes 
beeing ended, by whoſe example alſo moſte parte of the fooremen that were lea- 
wedbrake vp the ſeruice and departed. Maximilian himſelfe who was much trou- 
in going from one place to anotherto leauie proviſions & practiſes, could ne. 
uer be preſent at thoſe actions, but for that the Dyot of Yima was referred ro a time 
more conuenient, becing confuſed in himſe!fe with the multitude of affaires, and 
ſhame ofhis ſucceſſes, withdrew himſelfe to Cologne, not being acknowen for many

they had alwayes borne to him, they w not haue ſtucke to haue done it, yea 
though they had not bene required: Thar they maruciled greatly at the kings de- 
fire,that the Piſans ſhould _ moleſted, whome he had no reaſon to eſteeme or 
value with the Florentins, if he had any impreſſion of their actions agaynſt him in 
the rebellionof Genes: And that he could nor iuſtly forbidde them to moleſt the 2. 
ſans,for that the confederation which they had made with him did ſo import and 
bearc it, Vppon theſe beginnings they conſulted afrerwardes to reduce Pjſavnder 
ence of the Florentins : wherevnto it ſeemed this did ſuffice, if order were 

giuen that neither the Genovwajes nor Lacquois ſhould ſuccor it in ſuche a neceflitic 
of vittels and forces, tharthe P;ſans durſt no more iſſue our of their rowne: adioy- 
ning withall, for the loſle of the harueſt, the yll diſpoſition of choſe of the playne 
countrey, being in greater number then the Citizens : In ſo muche as it was belce- 

ued that they coulde not holde outyif they recciued not from Genowvway and Lac 

certayne quantities of money, by meane of which ſuch as gouerned kept within P;- 
ſa certayne forreine ſouldiours,and diſtributing the reſidue tothe young men afwel 
of the rowne as of the plaine countrey,they aſtoniſhed with the armes ot thoſe,ſuch 
as deſired to accorde with the Florentins, keeping by that meane the towne in peace 
and free from murinie. To this practiſe begon by the French king, was added thau- 
thoritic of the king Catholike, iclouſe belike that without him ſuch a matrer could 
worke no effe& : and therefore afſone as hevnderſtoode that M.Riccio was gone to 
Florence, he diſpatched alſo an Embaſſador, who going firſt to P;ſa,cncoraged them 
in the name of his king es the oerrate for other reſpe&, then 


that remayning wilfull and obſtinare to yeelde ro the Florentins,chey might be ſolde 
jews. ay price. A litle after theſe enterſpeeches by conſent of both kings,were 

ried into the Courtof the Frenche king, where, without any regarde to the pro- 
eeQion ſo oftentimes promiſed, the king Catholike ſolicited with great importuni- 
tie the reſolution of that buſines,both for that he knewe that Pj/a beeing nor defen- 
ded,would neceſſarily fall into the power of the Florentins, and alſo he had at that 
timeno diſpoſition to entangle him ſelfe with newe affayres, and chiefly agaynſt 


the will of the Frenche king: for, notwithſtanding he had immediatly vpon hisre- 
ing i , reſumed the gouernment of Ca#illo, yer he ſtoode nor well con- 
firmed1n it, both for the ſeparate wills and inclinations of the Barons,and alſo they 
tuſtified his conſentin the name of his nephew: Bur after the cauſe of 
the Piſans had bene long debated in the courr of Fraunce,diuerlitic of af-

which till that timie had holden in ſuſpence and impediments the French king,and 
Czxfar from agreeing agaynſt them: of whome, che one Worn rs 
kindled,they pur him in diſpaire, and at the fame time moued the other to no ſmall 
indignation, or at ue him meane to diſcloſe vnder an apparant coolour, 
rhat which he had long defired : for Czſar, beeing nerled by fo many infamies and 
harmes recciucd, loaſing part of his proper inheruaunce, in place to _— the- 
ſtates of others, was not ro omit any oportunitic wherein occaſion might be giuen 
him to recouer or repayre ſo greatſlaunders and loſſes : A diſpoſition which the Ye- 
xetians vndilcretly increaſed a newe,fince the making ofthe truce: tor that not ſpa- 
ring to aggrauate his indignation no leſſe with vayne demonſtrations then worſe 
effe&s,r ccyucd into Venice Aluiano with publike pompe, almoſt reſembling a 
ceremonial triumph. And the French king, albeit at the beginning he gaue acerten 
hope to ratifie the truce that was made, yet expreſling afterwardes the diſcontent- 
ment he tooke, he complayned of the preſumption of the Yeretians ro name him 
and include; him/as adherent, and prouiding 4 their proper tranquillitie, to giue 
him ouer and leauc him in the cares and trauels of the warre. 

- Theſe diſpoſitions of minde both of the one and the other, began to burſt out in- 
ro ſpecdic and manyfeſt experience: for Czfar hauing no further confidence in his 
pr dlefle a a9 that the Princes or peoples of Germanic would 
take to beart the inturies that had bene done to him, made as though he had a de- 
fire ro confederatewith the French king agaynlt the Yexetians,as the onely remedic 
ro recouer eftſones the honor and eſtates he had loſt : And the French king, follo- 
wing the courſe and oportunitic of the tyme,norlſhed the ſame inclination,the new 
diſdayne renewing in him the memoric of ancient offences recciued in the warrs of 
Naples, enterteining alſo a working deſire to draw our of their hands Cremona,8 0- 
ther townes of the auncient of the dukes of Millan: Therefore to thende 
that in remouing the impediments of things inferiour, they might wirkall procede 
eo thoſc of highe X to how to reſolue the quarels berwene

giue perfetion tothole things that ſhould be debared,there aſſembled inthe towne 
of Cambray for Cziar,the Lady Margaret his daughterRegent of Flaunders and of 
thoſe other eſtates which were diſcended to king Phillip by the mothers right, afſi- 
ſedfor the regarde of this ation by —————————— great credite 
with Czſar: And for che French king, was ſenerhe Cardinall of Amboyſe, followed 
with certayne other particulars, rather to furniſhe his trayne,then to communicate 
inthaion: They cauſed to publiſhe a brute that theſe eſtates aſſembled to ſolicit a 
peace berwene hduke & duke of Gueldres, berwene whom they had ſet downe 
a truce for fortic yeeres: And keeping alwayes vaknowen from the Yeretians the 
true occaſion,the Cardinal aſſured othes to their Embaſſador,that his king 
would continue in the confederation he had with them,wherein alſo the Embaſſa- 
dor of the king of Aragon folowed him,rather nor denying then graunting, for thar 
albeit that king was the firſt mouer of theſe conferences berwene them and 
the French king,yet hauing continuation afterwards without him,both the one and 
other ofthem, were perſwaded that the proſperitic of the French king would be in- 
tollerable ro him, and as touching the gouernment of Cao, would holde for ſuſ- 
petedthe of Czſar, and therefore his thoughtes in that ation were nor 


conformable to his words. 

At Cambray things were reſolued in very few dayes, without comunicating with 
thembaſſador of the king Catholike, ll after the concluſion, which the tenth daye 
confirmed inthe Church,with the orhes of Lady

Margaret, the Cardinal! 7, andthe SpaniſheEmbaſſador. In this publica- 


tion they expreſſed nothing, butthat there was eſtabliſhed betwene the Pope and 


eyther of thoſe Princes a pe ceand confederation: butin Articles more 
riuate and ſecretc,were contcined clauſes of right greatimporrance, which being 

of ambition, and wholly contraric to the coucnaunres whiche Czfar and the 
French king had with the Yexeriens, were couered with a full of ie- 
tic,and affeftion to religion, as h the diverfitieof words were ſufficient roal- 


terand chaunge the effects ofthings. It was expreſſed in that preamble, thar, tor a

aret aſſigned unborn b ek of Remains, and as go- 
and theſtates of Flawnders: And laſtly by the conſent ofthem- 
baſſadorofthe king of Aragorn as fully appoynted by hus king: they were reſolued to 
make warre vpon the Yexetiaxs, euery one1n his owne right to recouer the thin 

| urped vpon them, which for the Pope were Faenza,Ri/mini,Ravenna,and 
Cernia: for the king of Remains, Padua, incenſa,and Verona appertcining to him in the 
Ire, and the places of Frix{and Trewiſan,beeing percell of thinheri- 
tance of the houſe of Aria: for the/French king were Cremona,Quiaradads, Breſſe, 
Bergama,and Crems : and for the regarde of the king of Aregon,were the townes and 
havens which had bene morgaged by Ferdinand king of Naples. Tharticles were 
theſe : that the French king was bounde to the warre in perſon, and to giuethe firſt 
reall beginning the firſt day ofthe next Aprill, at whatryme alſo the Pope and the 
| king Catholike ſhould enter into the ation: That to thende the king of Remains 
ſhould haue juſt cauſe not to obſcrue the truce that was made, the Pope ſhould de- 
maunde ſ{uccors of him as of the proteQor of the Churche, and thar after that the 
king of Roweins ſhould ſendeto him at the leaſt a Capteine, and ſhould be bounde 
forne dayes after the French king had begonne the warre,to inuade theſtates of the 
Venetians in perſon : That which ſocuer of them ſhould recouer that which apper- 
reined to him, ſhould be bound to miniſter ayde to the others, till they had made 

a full and ſufficient recoueric : Thatthey were all bound to defende one j 
caſe the Yenetians offred to oppreſic them for aty places that were recovered, and 
not one of them in particular ſhould compoiid or agree with the Yexetians without 
acommon conſent: that the Duke of Ferrars,and Marquis of Mamtus, and whoels 
would pretend the Yenetiansto vſurpe any place of theirs, had libertie ro be named 
in the league within three. monerths:and being onee named.to enioy all the benefits 
and fauours of the confederation in as full power and nature as the principalles of 
the ſame, com mnſegtog with the fulneſle of authoritie for the reconquering of 
thoſe things thatt loſte: That the Popeſhould ſommon the Yenetians vn- 
der paynes and curſes,to make reſtitution of ſuche things as they occupied of 
the Church: That he ſhould be iudge berweene Bjancs Mariathe king of Romains 
wife, and the Duke of Ferrara, touching the contention for an inheritance and ſuc- 
ceſſion of Anza her ſiſter,and ſometimes wite to the ſayd Duke : That Cxfar ſhould 
inueſtthe French king in the duchic of X1i/lan,for him ſelfe, Francis & Angonleſme, 
and totheir iſſue males, for whiche inveſticure the Frenche ſhould paye ro him an 
hundred thoufandeduckers: That Czfar andthe Archduke ſhould not during the 
warre and ſix monethes after, make any innouation agaynſt the king Catholike for 
any reſpe& of t and titles of the realmes of Ca#illo: Thar the Pope 
ſhould exhorrt the king of Yxgris to'cnter intothe confederation: That euery one 
rithin foure monethes his confederates and adherentes, excepting 

thateuery cine ſeddreniie ihe 
na inci ein contract, rati c arti- 
cles within three cnceenthevingrTorkiovaiinrkl Rn 
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ned the particular accorde berweene Tharchduke and the Duke of Gueldres,wher- 
in was agreed that reſticurion ſhoulde be made of thoſe rownes that were taken vp- 
Tharchduke in this warre, bur nor in lyke forte of ſuche as were taken vppon 

che Duke. 
Aſone as this newe confederation was concluded in this forte, (allthings that 
concerned the Yenetians being kept as ſecret as might be) the Cardinall of Amboyſe 
arted the day folowing from Cambray : the Biſhop of Pariand Albert Pio Counte 
Carpi being firſt ſent to the king of Romazns to receiue his ratification in the name 
ofthe French king : he made no delay ro confirme al the articles withthe ſame othe 
& forme of ſolemniries with the which it was publiſhed in the Church of Cambray, 
holding it bur iuſtro ratifie the thing thar ſo muchrended tothe confirmation of his 
eſtare and ſecuritie, as he helde ir equall and reaſonable to iuſtifie rhat by publike 
approbation, which he had ſo my folicired by priuate deſire and intention: it is 
moſt certayne, that albeit the wordes of the publication bare, that thauthoritie of 
the Pope and king of Aragon did communicate in it, yet the canfederation was 
made merely without their aſſiſtance and conſent: An ation which Czfar andthe 
French king rooke wholly vypon themſelues, not doubting of the Popes and kingof 
Aragons conſent, partly in regarde of their proper profite, and ou for that accor- 
ding to the eſtare and condition of things preſent, neitherof them both durſt gain- 
fay their auchoritie, and particularly the king of Aragon, to whome albeit the Ar- 
ticles in their due conſtruction ſeemed both iclouſe and intollerable, for that fea- 
ring leaſt the of rhe Frenche king would encreaſe to muche, he preterred 
theſureric of the whole kingdome of Naples afore the recouering of one part which 
was holden by the Yenetiens: yet,expreſſing cunningly a readines difſembled,and an 
inclination cotrarie to the intentions of his mind, he made preſent ratification with 
the ſame ceremonies whichthe others vſed. But rouching the Pope,he made a farre 
more doubt of things, wandring according to his cuſtome berwene a defire to reco- 
yerthe rownes of Romania, _— ro a diſdaine againſt che Yenetians,and a trouble- 
ſome feare of the greatnes of the French king: he ſawe not howe dangerous it was 
t0 him for the power of Czar to beginto ſtretch farre in Jtalte, my. ery ſce- 
ming that it was more for his profite to obteine by accorge part of that he deſired, 
then to recouer the whole by warre and ſword : He labored to induce the Yenetians 
to render to him Rimini and Feenza: wherein he forgat not to Jaye afore them thar 
thoſe daungers which threatned them by the vnion of ſo many Princes,would be of 
greater terror and importance, if he were concurrant with them in the confedera- 
tion, asto whoſe authoritic and place it belonged to purſue them with armes ſpi- 
rituall and temporall: where,if they rendred the rownes which they had taken vpon 
the Church ſince he was Pope,by which\meancs he ſhould make a ioynt recouerie 
of honor & eſtates, he (hould haue iuſt occaſion not to ratifie that whervnto he had 
no intereſt cirher in aſſiſtance, conſent,or authoritie: he debated with them that 
as the confederation communicating nothing with the holy and ſupreme autho- 
ritie woulde caſily diflolue and vanithe, hauing in it ſelfe many diffculcies: ſo he 
ſayde it was not reaſonable they ſhould doubt that he would nor vrge tothurrer- 
moſt his authoritie and induſtrie to keepe repreſſed in rare rhe power of ſtraun- 
gers, which brought noleſle perill to the ſea Apoſtolike, then to their ſtare. In rhis 
waſion he omitted nothing that mightmake aduaunced his cauſe,which he fol- 
ednolefſe with his authoricic and eloquence, then with liberalzes and offers: 
Matters that moue not the leaſt in a caſe of perſwaſion, earying)as they liſte

the minds of men affeing ambition or worldly deſires. The Senat drew to counſel 
ypon this demaunde, ſome iudging |itathing of great imporrance, to ſeparate the 
Pope from Czfarand the French king, and others thoughtit an ation vnworthy, 
and not ſufficientto turne away the warre: Aclaſt,as in marrers of debate and con- 
| inion oftentimes commaundes reaſon, fo the ta&ion of ſuche as gaue 
had caried it,had nor benethe reaſons and perſwaſions of D.Treui- 

ana Senator of great authoritic, and one of the procurers of rheriche temple of 
S. Marke, an honor nextto the dignitie of the Duke, of higheſt reſpe& and repura- 
tioninthe common weale of Venice: he diſcourſed with reafons ful of efficacie and 
authoritie,thar it was an ation contracie tothe dignirie & profit of tharrenowned 
comon weale, to reſtore thoſe rownes which the Pope required, and that the eſtate 
of their dangers would neither much encreaſeor diminiſh tor the coniunttion or ſe- 
paration of bi fromthe other confederategtor,albeir in the negociation of the ac- 
cord they had yicd the Popes name,perhaps ro make their cauſe ſeeme lefle diſho- 
neſt, yer in effe& they had agreed without him, hauing no-neceffitic of his conſent 
and priuitic,andrtherfore would become neither the more colde nor the morehorte 
in the execution of things they had\concluded: Of the contrarie, the armes of the 
Pope were not of that valor and importance, as ro drive them to buy art lo greata 
price the diſpoſing of the ſame: ſeeing that albeit they ſhould be aſſayled ar one ſelſe 
| rimeby the others, yer they might eaſily with a very ſlender garriſon defende thoſe 
cities which the regiments of the Church = very diſhonor of ſouldiers & men of 
ſeruice)were not ſufficientto rake of theraſelues,& much leſſe import much as tou- 
ching the ſubſtance of the warre: he ſayd,thar in the ſtirres and heates of temporall | 
armes,men did licle reſpe& either the reuerence or threatnings of armes ſpirituall, 
which they oughtnotto feareto be more able to hurtthem in that warre,then they 
had donein many others,namely in the expedition agaynſt Ferrara : In which the 


armes of rhe Churche coulde nor let that P obreined not a peace honorable for 
w 


them,and in us for the reſidue of 7ra/ze,which with one vniuerſall accorde,8& in 
a time wherin it loriſhed moſt with riches, power, and valour, was banded wholly 
agaynſt them: And in reaſon & concordance of cauſes he alleaged, that it was not 
likely that che almightic & omnipotent God would ſuffer that the cffe&ts of his ſe- 
ueritie and his mercy, of his anger and his peace, ſhould reſt in the diſtribution and 
power of a man ambitious and proude,and by his ſubie&ion to wine, with many 0- 
ther diſhoneſt & immoderat affetions,would adminiſter them not according tothe 
conſideration of iuſtice, & benefite of Chriſtendome,bur as he was puſhed on with 
his vile,corrypt,and intemperat humors: Beſides,he ſawe not by what reaſon they 
might hope for a greater conſtancie of fayth in this Pope then in others his elders 
and predeceſſors, making for the moſt parte their authoritic ſubie& ro their ambi- 
tion,and their counſels » Mak nning with the concurrance and courſe of times: 
Neither could he diſcerne howe they might be aſſured that the Pope hauing obrtei- 

t with the reſidue to recouer Raxenna & Cera, 


a coollour of iuſtice and equirie to thoſe thinges they dyd, lefte ordeined amongſt 
their other lawes, that the Churche, notwithſtanding all contra&, promiſe, and 
benefites recoymed, might rerrat and direly impugne any bondes or obligati- 
ons whichthe ſclfe prelates had made: He a that albeit the ——_—

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berwene Maximilian & the French king was made with a great vehemencie of dif- 

ition, yet the willes and intentions ot the other confederares did varic anddiffer, 
the king Catholike being brought in by meanes compulltue and extraordinarie,and 
the Pope well expreſſing fignes of his accuſtomed doubtes and ſuſpitions: And 
therfore the league of Cambray was not more to be feared,then the contederacie

A marter of cafic hope 8 expetation,no lefle for the reſpe& of his nature and ne- 
ceſſities,then for his auncienr hatred agaynſt the French: and beeing once deuided 
from ir,the whole feares of the warre were taken away, for that the french king ſtan. 
ding abandoned of his ſociety and ſuccors,would beare no more ſtomack to inuade 
them then he had done in times paſt: That in alpublike ations the beginning ought 
depely to be conſidered, lince yr ponahac it was not inthe power of inenro rem 
riſe or leaue of withour diſhonor and danger to their dehberations,wherin they had 
long conſulted: That as their elders,ſo they by ſucceſſion, had bene alwayes caretull 
inal occaſions to augment their dominion,and with a diſcloſed & open profeſſion 
toaſpire to great things: A matter which made them hatefull ro many, partly for 
feare,and partly for dilpleaſure & diſdaine of that they had taken from them: wher- 
inalbeit it hath bene percciucd long time before, that that hatred might engender 
t had bene offred them, fo it was not nowe aremedie to the daungers pre- 
ſent, to beginne to leaue a part of that they did poſſeſſe, ſince it woulde rather kin- 
dethen quenchethe humors of thoſerhat hated them, taking courage vppon their 
fearefulnes : And ſeeing ir hath bene a perpetuall Maxime amongit the Poren- 
tates of /talje, that the YVenetians neucr forlaked thinges that once were falne into 
their handes, who woulde not iudge that to breake nowe ſo honorable a cuſtome, 
ceded not of alaſte diſpaire to be hable to defende the perills that threatned: 
hat whoſocuer began to giue place and leaue any thing howe little ſoeuer, was 
the firſt detector of the reputation and auncient honor of his common weale,which 
as it isareadie oportunitie to thaugmentation of daungers , ſoto that ſtate that 
deginnes ro decline, itis farre more harde to conferue _ the leaſt perills that 
be, that which remaynes, then agaynſt an other ſtate, who caring to keepe his dig- 
nitic and degree, and making no {igne to yeelde or giue place, conuertes his force 
readily againſt him that ſeckes to oppreſle him: Vallour and courage reteine long 
thoſe things thatof themſelues are weake and impotent: and as nothing doth more 
terrifie the enemiec then to ſeeme to be reſolute, ſo to holde faſte that that hath 
bene gotten, is a cooler iuſtificatoric ro enhable the tytle and intereſt of the thing : 
There can be no greater. infamie to a prince or common weale,then by negligence 
or cowardiſe to loſe that whiche their aunceſtors haue gotten with diligence and 
valour: That it was necefſfarie cyther to reicCt valiantly thoſe firſt demaundes, or in 
yelding to them, to looke to yeelde to many more, by which in ſhort rime is to be 
—_—_ the abſolute ſubucrſion of their eſtate, and by conſequent the irreparable 
c of their proper libertie : Thatas their common weale both inthe ages of their 
fathers, and in their dayes, had borne out many great warres agaynſt the Princes 
of Chriſtendome,of which they caried a glorious iſſue,for that they always ſhewed 
MM j - 


ſome = alreration, yet,as they haue not for allthat forborneto embrace thocca-' 
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one conſtancie and reſolution of minde: ſo,in the preſent difficulties, notwichſtan- 
ding they may ſeeme greater, may be hoped no worle tucceſle, both for thattheir 
power and authoritic weregreater,and alſo by experience that in warres managed 
in common by many princes agaynſt one alone,the terrors are wont ro be more the 
theffes,for wr. the firſt turies be abared & baniſhed, there riſeth divuerſitie of 
opinion,which breedeth variation of faith and conſtancie,all things diſſoluing with 
a naturall facilitic,that grow into their being withan immoderate importunitie and 
fury:Laſtly,that Senat was to hope,that beſides the preparations & remedies which 
of their owne power they were hable to furniſhe,God the moſt ſoucraigne & righ- 
teous iudge,would not leaue abandoned acomon weale bred and noriſhed ina per- 
petuall libertie,and in whom did ſhine the very beautic and aſpe& of all Europe : and 
muche leſſe would ſuffer to be oppreſſed with thambition of Princes vnder a falſe 
coo!er to prepare warre agaynſt the infidels, that citic, which info grear pictic and 
religion, had bene for many yeeres the very proteor and defender of the whole 
common weale of Chriſtendome, Theſe reatons fo wrought in the mindes of the 
moſt part,that according to thexample of the yere before,and being a thing fatal to 
that Senat,the worſt counſell preuayled, contraric to thopinions of many Senators 
of greateſt wiſdome and authoririe : In ſo much as the Pope, who had deferred the 
ratification till the laſt day, ratified the league, but vnder this expreſſe declaration, 
that he would not enter into any ation of an enemie agaynſt the Yexetians, vntill 
the French king had begon the warre. ES 
Thus the yere 1 508.cnded with many ſedes of great warrs, & fundations ſubtelly 
laied of many dangerous accidets & murations, which be the wretched & ordin 
traynes of ambition,diuiſion,8 ſecret hates. About this time alſo thaffaires of the 
Piſans ſuffering of late many declinations,ſeemed dayly to diuolue more and more 
into harder &itraiter tearmes : for,beſides that the Florent ins rhe {mer before,had 
cut downe their corne,and with their men at armes madecorinuall incurſions vpon 
the rownes adioyning,cuen to the gares of Pſa: yet, the better to cut of all paſſage 
and trafhke © abby ſca,they enterteined in their pay the ſonne of Barde/ of Por- 
fromenere with'certen proportions of veſſels: by which impediment, the P:iaxs ſtan- 
ding as it were beſieged both by ſea & land,and not hable by reaſon of their pouer- 
tie and afflitions,to refurniſh themſelues neither with veſſels nor forrein ſouldicrs, 
found themſelues in great diſpaire toholde our any longer,being very weakely ſuc- 
cored by their neighbors. And yer as God ſeldome giuerh fo greeuous aſentence of 
cheſtate of mans morralitie,as to deny al compaſſion to men in miſerie: ſo the Geno- 
waies & Lucquois owing pitic to the afflitions of their neighbors,conſulred ro con- 
uy into Piſacerraine quantities of corne,which being fraughred in a great number 
of Barkes,folpwed with two ſhippes of Genes, and two gallions,were tranſported to 
"0-8 from thence to Yoreggia, to thende they might be conueyed into Piſa with 
ourtene brigantins,and certen ſmal barkes,according to the direCion of the Piſars: 
But the Florentins ſcking to oppole againſt this enterpriſe,as wherin conſiſted their 
hopecor diſpaire to get Piſafor that yere, they ioyned tothe nauy they had alredy, a 
ſhip of England, happly riding in the roade of Lyworno,with certein orhge fuſtes and 
brigantins : And to miniſter tothe Nauy at ſea with all the ſuccours and preparati- 
ons they could make by lande, they ſent all the horſemen, with a great portion of 
the footemen which were hedp lame inthe Countrey, along alt thoſe paſſages 
and ſhoares by the which the Nauy of thenemie might runne the courſe of P:/a, 
cither by the mouth of Ara, or the ryuer called the dead Floodde entering ito 


Arna:

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Arna: The enemies atriued at the mouth of Arz4, and the Florentin veſſels. lying be» 

twene the mouth and the dead ryuer,and the Landmen commaunding all the apte 

places, had planted their artilleries aſwell on this ſide as beyonde the brinke of the 

ryuer by the which they ſhould paſle: In ſo muche as they ſeeing no poſlibilitie ro 

paſſe further,reryred intothe ryuer of Gexes, with the lofle of three brigantins laden 

with wheat. By thoccaſion of which ſucceſle,the vitorie ſeeming almoſt certayne 

for want of vittels,the Florentins to take away all oportunities for vittels to enter by 
theriuer,made a bridge of wood vpon Arna,which they fortified with baſtillions on 

both ſides the banks : And as when afflictions begin to fall,they thunder all at once, 
aduerſities hauing this in proper, not onely ro oppreſſe, bur alſo to deprive mi- 

ſerable men of ordinaric comfort: ſo, in the ſame time,to cur of all ſuccoursof their 
neighbours,the Florentiys fell ro compoſition with them of Zacquey : for, hauing a- 
foretime,to repreſle their inſolencies, ſent partof their footebandes that were with- 
inCaſcina, to ſacke the hauen of Yoregge and the ſtorchouſes, wherein were many 

ſorres of lilkes belonging to the marchantes of Lxcquay : The inhabitants of 

made timerou; by thoſe rigorous exiples,ſent their Embaſſadors to Florexce,w 

was accorded, that berwene both.their common weales, there ſhould be a confede» 

ration defenſiue for three yeres, the Lucquois becing namely and expreſly excluded 

from all power any more to ſuccor the Piſans. This confederation to be continued 

for twelue yeres further, it the Florertins thould recouer ” within ayerc: and that 

during the tearme of this league, the F/orentins (alway releruing the prerogatiue of 

their rights)ſhould nor molelt theſtate of Lucquzy, touching the poſleſſion of Pietrs 

Sani#z and Mutron, A lcague opening the principall gapto the ruine of the Fiſans : 

But that which was of greateſt importance to make ealie the conqueſt of Piſa, was 

the capitulationwhich they made with the kings Catholike & French,whichbei 

ſolicited many moneths,had ſuffred many difliculties : for,the: Florentins,by the ex- 

perience of things paſt, feared leaſt it were ameane to draw from them a great quan- 

titie of money,and yer the affaires of Piſz ro continue in the ſame degrec:and onthe 

other part,the French interpreted that they deferred cunningly,in hopetharthe P+- 

ſans would make a willing reſticurion, their extremities we Hi rn and nowe 

layde open to all men: The French king,vnwilling that they recouer it,vnles 

hedid comunicat in the price,comaunded Zzrde{/ his ſubie& ro leaue their pay,and 

to Monſr Chaumont to diſpatch from Mullanſix hundred launces for the ſuccors of 

the Piſans : which ioyned to other ations of feare and ſuſpition, occupied the Flo- 

rentins with ſuch perplexities, that ceaſſing all difficulties, they centred couenantin 

this maner:That the French king &king Catholikeſhould giue no aide nor ſupport (e7e- 
tothe Piſans,% allo to forbid that fro no places of their ſyubieion & obedience,nor French king 
likewiſc fro any their confederats or others vnder their protection,ſhould emer into 3 nn 
Piſa any (uccors of vittels,money,munition or men,nor any other nature of releefe 4 
whatlocuer : That the Florentins lo farforth as Piſa were recouered within ayere fol- 
lowing, ſhould pay to eyther of them within a certeine time fifty thouſand duckers: 
Andthatinthe ſame condition there ſhould continue berwene them a league for 
threeyeres, fro the day that they recoquered Piſa. In conſideration of which league 
the Florextins ſhould be bounde to detende with three hundred men at armes the 
eſtates thatchey helde in /ra/ze,recciuing in like ſort for theirdefence,of cither of thE 
a proportion of three hundred menat armes. To this capitulation madeinc6mon, 
it was neceſlarie for the Florentinsto adde (without the priuitie ofthe king Cartho- 
like) newe bonds to pay to the French king vnder the ſame conditions andtearmes,-

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fifric thouſande duckers, promiſing withall fiue and twentie thoufande more tothe 
miniſters of bor 0 le which the greateſt portion was to be diſtributed ar 
the diſcrenon of the Cardinall of 4mboyſe. Theſe couenantes albeit they were hea- 
uic _ o the Florentins, yet,in the opinion of men, they brought no leſle in- 
famic to both the kings:the one for money abandoning the citie which many times 
he had aſſured to be in his proteQion,and which being willingly offred to him, the 
great Capteine had accepted in his name: And the other contrarie tothe repuration 
of ſo many promiſes made to the Florentins, both folde for a vyle price the 1uſte li- 
berric of the Prſans, and conſtrayned the Florentinsto buy of him the power and ſuf- 
« feraunce ro recouer that which juſtly apperteined ro them : So mightie now adayes 
« is the force of golde and filuer, aboue the regarde to honor, honeſtie,or conſcience: 
« Andſo weake 1s the reſiſtance of Princes agaynſt the working of that enchaunted 

« humorof couctouines, the ſubuerter of all ,equitic,and honeſt regarde. 
re brens  Burthe affaires of the Piſaxs, vpon whom all /ralre was wont atore to turne their 
king prepa- Eyes, were inthis rime of {lender conſideration,for that the mindes of men depen- 
e:,2x2n/7 dedonthexpeRartion of greater things: for,after the league of Combray was ratified 
"rt" by all che confederates,the French king began to make great preparations: And al- 
beit he vied nor as yer any 199 or threares of warre, yer matters beceing no 
longer hable to be diſſembled,the Cardinall of wc, the preſence ofthe whole 
councell,complained with vehement words tot fador of Yenice;for that that 
Senate,deſpiſing the alliance and amitie of the king,cauſed to fortifie the Abbey of 
Cerretainthe territories of Creme, wherin had bene of olde time a Caſtel which was 
raſed by the capitulations of _ inthe yere 1454. made betweenethe Yenetians 
and Frauncis $ duke of Millan, with couenaunt that the Yeretians (ſhould 


innotime make fortrefſe there : tothe capitulations of which peace,wasreſerredin 
this and in many other things,the peace made berwene them and the king.Burnow 


the king being within fewe dayes after come to Lyon, his regimentes marched to-. 
wards the mountes, and fix thouſande Svwizzers leauicd aycd by him. prepa- 
red rodiſcende at the ſame time into /te/ze: he obtained alſo of the Genowwaies,foure 
Carrakes,and of the Florentine fiftic thouſande duckers, beeing h1s moyrie which 
they ſhould pay vpon the conqueſt of P;/a: And ioyning to the aydes of others, his 
owne ſuccors, he lcauyed vppon the duchic of Milan, (deſirous ro repoſleſſe the 
townes which the YVenetians de) an hundred thouſande duckets, beſides the þ0- 
norable deuotion of many particular gentlemen and free hojders of that ſtate, turni- 
(hing them {clues with horſes and armes,to accompanie the kings perſon in the 
ware. 
Onthe other ſide,the Yexetians prepared in one common and reſolute courage, 
nd ſuſtaine fo great a warre,labouring with , with authoritic,and 
with the whole countenance and body ot their territories, toleauic prouifions wor- 
thy of ſo greata common weale : wherein their a_ was fo muche the more 
_—_— te and reſolute, by howmuch it ſeemed likely, that if rhey ſuſtayned the 
firſt brunt orfurie,the of the Princes ſo yll compoſed and worſe confirmed, 
would caſily decline and diſfolue: In which ations(to the glory of that Senare)was 
well expreſſed inthoſe that afore had counſelled in vayne to gouerne their good 
fortune modeſtly,rhe ſelfe ſame vehemencie of minde which had bene vtrered by 
the others that had bene authors of the contrarie: for that preferring publike ſafery 
afore priuare ambirion,they ſoughtnorthe increaſing of their authoritie in repro- 
ching toothers their warn Aer wirar wiping an 6 ove agaynſt che remedies

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which were ordeined to the perils hapned by their indiſcrefſion: And yer confide- 
ringthat almoſt all the regions of Chriſtendome were banded ata 
lommoned together all their witres to breake ſo greata league,repenting euen now 
thatthey ſo lightly reiected thoccaftion ro deuide the Pope from the reſt , hoping 
that he woulde not haue ſtirred, if onely they had made reſtitution of Faenza: In 
which regard, ioyned to the conſideration of their preſent condition and eſtare,they 
renewed with him the firſt negociation, and withall diſpatched meſſangers tro Cz- 
far and the king Catholike, forbearing ro make any practiſe with the Frenche kin 

in whom,whart for hatred and other hindring reſpects, they had no hope of diſpol1- 
tion to conformitic: Butthe Pope had no power nowe to accept that whiche he 
had deſired afore: ſo vayne is the ſeconde offer ofrthings that haue bene once retu- 
ſed: The king Catholike,though he had no wan of will and inclination, yet he was 
vnhable ro range the reſidue: o little poweris left to him that is drawen into ation 
by compulſion : And Czfarpoſleſſed with a ſpirite of enuy againſt the name of Ve- 
nice, would not onely not agree, bur alſo diſdayned to vnderſtande with what na-

to him with v commiſſions: In ſo much as behulding on all ſides —

This was alſo added to their 
difhiculries,that hauing enterteined /w/roand Rarſe Yrſins,and Troille Savello with fine 
hundred men at armes, and three thouſande footemen,the Pope,with ſeuere com- 
maundementes as being ſubies of the Church,compelled them nor to depart our 
of the rowne of Rome : inducing them withall,to rerayne ſtill fifreene thouſand duc- 
kers,which they had receiuedin preſt for their payes,promiſing to abare ſomuche

The firſt atuall beginning to ſo great a warre was made the xv, day of Aprill, zegining of 
1505. when Monſ# de Chaumont paſſed the foarde of Addgneare Caſcine, conueying 4***07* 
boates {ix thouſande fooremen, and the arrtilleries : from thence he marched to 
rowne of Trexy,which is within three myles of Caſcine,wherein were Julian Mo- 
roſin gouernour of the Venetian eſtradiots,and YVitel de citta de Caitello, with Vincent 
de Naldo, who diſpoſed the footemen whiche were to be diſtribured — the 
townes thereaboures: They belceued that thoſe French bands which lay diſperſed 
in many places inthe countrey, were not men appoynted to afſayle the towne, bur 
to make incurſions into the countrey, and therefore to make ſome experience of 
warre with them,they ſentour an hundred of their foormen,who with certen eſtra- 
diots enterteined the skirmith, & folowed the chaſe cuen to the fortres of the gare: 
and being followed withrheir mainebartell and tharrillerie, they began to play with 
ſuche Culuerins and Falcons as they had, fo viſiting the rowers and places ofthe 
wall,that whart by the terror of the ſnor,ioyned ro the ſodennes and importunitie of 
thaion, and vaiuerſall mutinies of the multitudes in the towne, malee afrayde by 
thexamples of their chieftaynes and leaders, they yeelded wholly to the diſcreſſion 
of Monſr de Chaumont, to whom in this firſt fortune were made priſoners 1u#tinian, 
Vitelli, and Vincent, and many others, with a hundred light horſemen, and a thou- 
ſane fooremen,allof the vale de More: only two hundred eſtradiots were ſaued by 
flying, After this good beginning Monſr de Chaumont,conquering allo certayne —_ 
ces adioyning,repafled with all his people ouer the ryuer of Adde,carying with him 
 bythefelicine of this firſt ation,grear hows of an abſolute viRorieto the reſidue of 
the warre. The ſame day the Marquis of Marta, to whom the king had committed 
an hundred Launces,runne vp to Caſa/mazor, which without reſiſtance was rendred 
to him by the inhabicants,together with Lovui Bonne, Magiſtrate for the Yenetians. 
Theſame day in like ſort Rocabartin with an hundred and fiftic launces, and three 
thouſande foormen, paſſing ouer a bridge made of boates vpon Addi as itentreth 
into Paw, made roades vpon the townes of Cremons, as did alſo in an other part of 
the countrey, the ſouldiours of the garriſon of Zodt building a bridge vpon Adds : 
belides,allthe paiſantes of the Mountaine of Bria»/a, made incurſions euen to Ber- 
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gama,ioyning to ſo common a fauor of fortune, an vniuerſal readines and reſolution 
of minde. But this generall inuaſion performed in one day, and in fue feuerall pla- 
ces,the enemies /preſenting no reſiſtaunce, bare more brute than martter of eftec, 
both for that Monſy de Chaumont reryred immediatly to Millan, to abide the kinges 
comming, and alſo the Marquis of Mantua, who atter the enterpriſe of Caſalmazor, 
had executed a

terdiftions, not onely to the citic of Yex7ce, and all the townes of their obedience, 
| buralfo toall ſuche,as being not ſubic& to their iuriſdition, were yet receyuers or 
reskewers of the Yexctians, declaring them attainted of crimen leſe maieftatis, & de- 
fied as perpetual enemies to all Chriſtians,to whom he gaue full power totaketheir 
goods where they were found, 8& to make their perſons ; xp ye this Bull not 


many dayes after,was brought into the towne of Rope, a writing by men vnknowen 
in the name of the Prince & Magiſtrates of Fenice,wherin, after a long &birter nar- 
ration agaynſt the Pope & the French king, was expreſled an appeale from the ad- 
monition ro the next Councell, and for want of humaine iuſtice, to the tribunall of 


Iefus Chriſt the moſt righteous and ſoucraigne iudge. To theſe ſpirituallthunder- 
bolces, were ioyncd temporall threates, for that the Frenche Heralt arriving at the 
| ſamerimeatFerice, and broughr afore the preſence of the Duke 8& Senat, denoun- 
cedinthe of the Frenche king, the warre already Ing them to 
hauec giuen many occaſions,more apparant then true or iuſt. The Duke,after ſome 
contig with the Senate, anſwered the Heraltin fewe wordes,that fince the bing 
his maiſter was determined to make warre vpon them, in a time when they hope 
moſt for thobſeruation ot thalliance whiche they had neuer violated, and for not 
| breaking of it, had made Czfar their enemie, they would ſtand vpon their defence, 
which they hoped to be hable ro do with their forces accompanied with the iuſtice 
This anſwere ſeemed to reſemble more the dignitie of their comon 
hey had vſcd iuſtifications and complaintes to one that had alreadie 
aſſayled them with armes. | 
The FYenetian armic was at laſte aſſembled and moſtered at Ponturquo, wherein 
were two thouſande men at armes, three thouſande light horſemen and eſtradiors, 
ce footemen, choſen and the flower of ſouldiours in all the re- 
ions of /talze,noleſle for their generall valour, then for the experience of the lea- 
} and fifteene thouſande other footemenof choyſe of the appoyntment of their 
countreis, 
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countreys,accompanicd with great quantities of artillerie : from thence the armic 
marched to Fontewella, a towne within ſix myles of Lodz,and a retraite very commo- 
dious to ſuccor Cremona, Crema, Carauaga, and Bergama: where iudging they ſhould 
haue occaſion, for the retraite of Monſr Chaumont beyonde Adas, to recoucr Ty 
the kings armic withall beeingnor yet aſſembled,they rooke the feelds,folowing the 
deliberation of the Senate,but agaynſt the counſell of Alwians, who ſayde they were 
counſelsalmoſt repugnant, to forbidde to feight with the enemie, and yer to draw 
ſo neare them, ſeeing happly it might eyther not be intheir power to retyre, or if 
they did, it would be with a diminution of reputation hurtfull ro the ſubſtaunce of 
the whole warre: In which regarde, and for his particular honor, and vniverſall re- 
ſpect of all the men of warre of /ta/ie, he had rather chooſe ro commit his life to ha- 
zarde and fortune,then giue his conſent co fo great an infamie. The firſt cowne the 
armie took was Rizolce, where the French had left no garriſon, and hauing putinto 
it fiftic horſe andthree hundred footemen, they drewe neare to Trewy, a towne very 
neare the ryuer of Addz,hauing his ſituation ſomewhat high and bearing,and wher- 
in Monſr Chawmont had let fittic launces and a thouſande ftootemen,vnder capreine 
Imbanlt, Frontalle Gaſcon, and the white Knight: Thartilleries were planted on that 
fide ro Caſcina,where the wall was weakeſt, & making great execution,ſuch as were 
within yeelded the y following, the fouldiers ſaucd, but without armes, the cap- 
teines remayning priſoners, and the rowne wholly at the diſcrefſion of the victors: 
The houſes and ryches of the rowne were put to preſent ſacke,but with greater do- 
etothe victors, then to thoſe that were vanquiſhed, for that the Frenche king 
ingthe campe of thenemie to be before Trew,ſuppoſing that thar place 
beeing loſt almoſt in his light, would bring great diminution to his reputation, he 
aduaunced his armie, and witha ſpeede according to the neceſſitic of the perill, 
marched from Milnto reskew it: and ———_ day after thexecution of Trewy, 
at the ryuer neare Caſciana, where were made before for thoportunirie of Caſciana 
without impediment, three bridges of barkes, he pouey with his whole armic, his 
enemies making no countenaunce to reſiſt him: A matter which made many men 
of experienceto maruell,that they a loſt ſo fayre occaſion to ſer vpon the for- 
mer part of his armie which was paſſed: and Tr;ww/ce, enforcing the glory of that 
aduauntage, ſecing the whole armic paſſe withour reſiſtance, cryed to the Frenche 
king , The wvitforre 04s vuomne: Of ſuche force are occaſions becing giuen by 
mere the one partic,and followed with reſolution and valour of thother: 
neuertheleſle itis certayne, that the Yenetian captaynes both diſcerned the benefite 
of thoccafion,and would haue vſcd it, fauing it was not in their power , neither by 
authoritie nor by petition, nor with threates, to driue our of Trey the ſouldiours 
occupied in pillage and pray: And albeit in a diſorder fo generall, and a neceffitie 
ſo deſperate, A/uiano had no other meane for their common ſaferice,then ro compel 
the mulrirude of ſouldiers to iſſue,by ſetting the towne on fyre: yet it was a remedie 
tooflowe and late, for thatthe Frenche vſing the fauor of their fortune, were alrea- 
die paſſed, skorning with great ioye the cowardiſe and wretched counſel of thene- 
mie. The king encamped within litle more then a myle of the Yexetians, who laye 
in a place ſomewhat rayſed, and bearing ſuche ſtrength aſwell by the oportunirie 
of his ſeare, as by the rampiers and trenches they had caſte by their induſtrie, thar 
there was no poflibilitie ro ſer vpon them without manyfeſt perill , the rime, the 
place,and almoſt the diſpoſitions of men,with all other circumſtances apperteining 
to luchean aRion, beeing agaynſt them, As they drewe to counſell in 4 ay forme

and maner they ſhould proceede, many were of opinion, ſtanding alſo vpon thex- 
ſpeRation of the diſcending of Czſar, that they ſhould temporite and deferre, for 
that the condition of him that expectes to be aſſailed, beeing berter then he thar 
ſeekes to ſer on another, neceſſitic would compel! the Venetian capteines to ſeketo 
, ſeeing they had no reaſonable meane to defend their iuriſdition 
many places: A perſwaſion contrarie to the opinion of the king, 
chiefly ro feight in a place, whoſe ſituation was not aboue the vallour 
ofthe champions, being moucd therevnto eyther for feare that Czar woulde ad- 
uaunce tooflowly, or elle for thar becing really in the campe in perſon with the 
choyſe forces © <4 kingdome, he ſtoode not onely in anabſolute hope of the vic- 
toric,bar alſo judged ir muche co his diſhonor, if he put not an endeto the warre of 
him ſclfe without the miniſtration of others: as of the contrarie he cſtemed it great- 
ly tothe glory and reputation of his name, if by his power and vertue, and in -h 
owne perſon, the reſidue ofthe confederates might come to communicate no fl 
then himſelfe in the rewards & fruites of the victorie: An ambition of glory much 
familiar with great princes, and oftentimes moſt hurtfull co great enterpriſes, ſpeci. 
ally whe one particular power aſpireth to execute anafion which in reaſon, coun- 
,and confederacie reſpeceth a ioynt aſſiſtance: on theother ſide,the commiſſio- 
ners and captaines of Yexjce, not forftallin their counſels for any feate they hadof 
Czar, were determined not to put themſelues into places equall or comparatiue 
with thenemic, bur ſhifting alwayes into places of aduauntage and ſtrength, they 
ſoughrar one time to eſchue the neceſlitie of the barrell, and withall ro ler that the 
French ſhould do nothing of importance, ſeeking to obey time, neceflitic, and all 
other things to be reſpected inan ation of that nature. 
With theſe deliberations and counſels,neither the one nor the other armic made 
any mouing , but ſtoode encamped a whole day the one inthe face of the other: 
Andalbeit in ſo neare aſpe of two mightie enemies equal in ambition,and in glo- 


rie nothing inferior, it is harde to conteine men of ſeruice, yet there was nothing 
executed berwene them, but certaynelight skirmiſhes by horſmen,wherin though 
the French by aduauncing their artillerie, ſought occaſion to fight, yer the battell 
was not embraſed, mens counſels varying,and the reſpeces of things not reſolued. 
The day atter,the king remoued towardes Rixolt a, to trye whether a deſire to keepe 


that place would cauſe Thitalians to moue: whognot ſtirring,to obtaine atthe leaſt 
a ſecret confeſſion that they had no ſtomacks to accept dichanel, the king ſtoode 
foure long houres afore their lodgings with his whole armic aranged in bartell, the 
Venerians doing no other thing then moue and ſhew themſclues in the front of the 
Frenchmen in good order, without abandoning their trenche. Ar this time the Ar- 
_ tillerie becing drawne by part of the kings foldionts ro the walles of Rizolts, the 
place was forced and taken in fewe houres, where the king lodged that night with 
all his armie, beingnotalitle troubled with the maner of proceeding of thenemies, 
whoſe counſels he prayſed ſo muche the more, by howmuche they were framed a- 
gaynſt his intentions,and diſcontented him: But to drawe them by neceſſitie ro that 
whervnto they bare a will eſtranged, after he had remayned a whole day at Rinolts, 
and ſerfyre inthe place afore he departed, he remoucd his campeto lodge at Fails, 
or at Pandin the night following:he hoped that by the oportunirie of cither of thele 
places,he mighteafily giue impediment tothe vittels comming from Cremona and 
Crema,and by that meane to pur them inneceſſitic ro leaue abandoned their lod- 
gings wherein they had remayned to that howre. The Yenctien capteines ſaw what

neare the ryuer of Adds, but a longer way and full of turnings : the other more re- 
moued fromthe ryuer, but more ſhorte, and more ſtraight, the one making the 
ſtring, andthe other the bowe, as the ſaying runnes: The lower way was taken by 
the kings atmic, which conteined more then two thoufande launces, ſix thouſande 
Swvizzer foormen,and twelue thouſand of Gaſcoins and /taliaxs,wel furniſhed with 
artillerie, and a ſufficient prouiſion of The YVeretian armie marched by the 
higher way vpon the right hande towardes thenemie: in it were two thouſand men 
atarmes, morethen twentic thouſande footemen, with a great quantitie of lighte 
anos 276. Italians,and partly leauyed in Grece by the Yenetians, who ranne be- 
fore, bur forbare to enlarge and ſpread according to their cuſtome, the buſhes and 
braunches whereof the countrey was full berwene both the one and other armie, 

ing their impedimentes, as allo they ſo ſhadowed both the campes, that they 
could nor ſee one an other: Bur marching in this order, and the Yexetians alwayes 
aduauacing,there drew neare together in one time the French vauward conteini 
five hundred launces, and the Swwizzer footemen, led by Charles d& Amboyſe and 7. 
Jacques Triaulce, and the rearegard of the YVenetians gouerned by Bar. Aluiano,wherin 
wereeighe hundred men at armes, with all the flower ofthe footemen of the army, 
but they kept no good order in their marche, A//a#o not thinking that the bartell 
would be offred that day :But when he ſaw himſelfein the face ofhis enemies,whar 
by the renovation of his auncient valour, and that he was broughte into ſuche 
extremitie of place,that he was compelled to fight, he gaue preſent aduertiſement 
tothe Count Petillano leading thother part of tharmie before, his neceſſirie, or els his 
reſolution demaunding his ſuccors: The Counte returned aunſwere that he ſhould 
continue his marching,andeſchew the fight,the reaſons of warre ſo requiring, and 
the reſolution of the Senate agrecing: Burt in the meane whyle, Al/viavo having be- 
ſtowed his footemen with ſix peces Py SUS 49's made to ſtop the 
furic ofa lande flood,which at that time beeing dry of water paſſed betwene 
both the armies : charged ar Rr SOT 9 thathec 
them to giue ground, wherein this miniſtred nor a litrle helpe to him, that the firſt

French receyuing corage and comfort by the ſuccors of their companions, and for 
that the batrell was drawen into a place open and diſcouered, where their horſe- 
men had ſpace and skoape to manage art pleaſure : beſides, the preſence of the 
king did muche to ſtirre them, who bearing no more reſpeRe to his perfon, 
then if he had beene a priuate ſouldiour not to ſtande in the daunger of the 
artillerie , nor ceafling where he ſawe necde,o a "+ encourage, and 
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to threaten: on the other (ide, Thitallian fooremen, who were full of reſolution for 

their firſt felicirie, fought with great conſtancicof courage and valour, Alwanofor- 

erting nothing thar belonged to the office of an excellent caprayne: Arlaſt, three 

owres becing conſumed 1n this execution, the Venetian bandes recciuing by the 

playnneſſe of the place great diſtreſſe by the French horſemen,and not able withall 

ro keepe firme footing for the that fell during the batrell, whiche made the

mie,began to fig with a great diſaduauntage, and yet made reſiſtance with great 
vertue,in ſo much as when they ſaw w hopeto ouercome,it was well expeſedin | 


the cffe&ts of their valour, that more to winne glory then to ſauethem ſelues, they 
labored ro make the vicorie bloudy to the French, deſpiſing perills with the ſame 
minds wherwith they ſought for glory & monument: Andalbeirtthey keprthe bar- 
tell a long timen ſuſpention & doubt, yer at laſt, being more deprived of ſtrength 
then of cuurage,without turning their backes to thenemie, they paſſed almoſte all 
vnder the ſentence of the ſworde,leauingto the relidue of thearmic an example of 
right worthy imitation,and to poſteriticea perpetuall praiſe of their merite and ver- 
tuc. Amongeſt the reſt that were layne, many lamentations were made for one of 
the Marquiſſes of the Mount S. Maria de Tuskana,a captaine of yu exerciſcinlea- 
ding foormen inthe warresof P;ſa,when he liued in the pay ofthe Florentins,& now 

one of the Colonels of the Yeretian foormen, The honorable reſiſtance which this 
only one part of tharmic made,bred almoſt a generall opinion,that if the whole Ye- 
zetian campe had cnered the batrell, they had eyther caried the-viQorie, or at leaſt 
paſt ir to thenemie with greater perill and bloudſhedding. But the Count Fetillano, 
with whom was cateſt part of tharmie, abſtayned from armes, eyrherfortfar 
(thus he alleaged)as he prepared to aduauncetothe bartell,he was yll aduertiſed by 
an eſquadron tharfiedde away, or rather (ſuche was the brute) ſtanding inno hope 
or poſlibilitie of the vicoric, and no lefle diſdayned that Alwiano contrarieto his 


dire@tion had aduenturcd to feight, he eſteemed ir a counſayle better aſſured, to 
keepe that parte of tharmie reſerued, then to referre the whole to hazarde for the |

ition, he battered the Caſtellwith arrillerie, which alſo within fourc and twenty 
es yeelded to diſcrefſion. The citic of Bergame gaue vp the day go 
g 
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abiding the comming of tharmie : where after the king had left fyfrie launces and a 
thouſande footemen to batrer the Caſtell, he aduaunced to Brea, but before he 
arrived there,the caſtel of Bergamo,after the cannon had executed a whole day,was 
rendred vpon condition , that Marin Georgio with the other Venetian Magiſtrates, 
ſhoulde be priſoners, for that the king, not ſo muche for hatred, as for hope to 
drawe money , had determined not to accept any compoſition of townes, by the 
which the gentlemen of Venice ſhould be ſaued, ſecking ro make the benefite of his 
warres to beare our the greateſt burden and expenſes of his armie. In all ages, tyme 
hath carried apowerto varyand alter the humors of men, gouerning therr inclina- 
ions accordingro occaſionsrhar happen: the ſame beeingapproued in the inhabi- 
rantes of Breſſi, in whom nowe remaynedno more that auncient diſpoſition with 
the which their elders in the warres with P. M. YViſconte, had ſuſtayned a greeuous 
and great ſcege to preſerue themſelues vnder the turiſdition of Venice : And bei 
nowe diſpoſed to take the yoke ofthe Frenche, partly for feare of their armes, a 
partly at the perſwaſion of the Count /oh. Fee.de Cambara chief of the Gebelin tation: 
they ſeaſed vpon the gares of the rowne the day after the barrel, oppoſing manifeſt- 
SH George Cornato, who being gone thither in great diligEce,loughrtto ſtreng- 
enthe place with men: And befides,the Venetian army which was very much & 
miaihedin numbers,nor only by theſlaughrer ofthe barrell, bur alſo for that many 
were gone away, as often hapneth when an armie falleth into aduerfities : they re- 
ſpecednoching,neither thauthoriry nor the petiti6 of Azare Gritti,vho was entred 
into Breſzs to perſwade them to take it for their defence:therfore tharmie ſuppoſing 
no ſureric in thar place,marched rowards Peſquiero,the citic of Breſia yelding tothe 
French king,& the caſtell within two days after doing the like,vnder this condition, 
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that ſuche as were within ſhould depart in ſaferie,exceprthe gentlemen of Yemjce. 


Nothing is more greeuous then the reapport of an yll accident,& nothing more 
intollerable then when thexſpeQartion of things is chaunged by finiſter ſucceſle: 
for that by howe muche the hope was likely and poffible,by ſo much more deſperar 
isthe euent falling in a courſe contrarie to that was exſpeted. The newes of fo 
great a calamiric was to ſooner vaderſtanded in the rowne of Yenice,then it was in- 
credible ro beholde the vniuerfall alteration that appeared: ſome afflited with ſor- 
rowe,but the moſt part perplexed with feare, the minds of thoſe being moſt confu- 
ſed and amaſed,who much lefle thatthey had ben accuſtomed to fecele ſuch aduer- 
ſities,bur of the contraric,had bene wont alwayes in other warres to carrie feliciric 
and victorie: and as men not accuſtomed toaduerlſiries haue little rule ouertheir 4 
paſſions, ſo ſuche as neuer felre but proſperirie, can leaſt iudye of the worthineſſe 
of patience: for in this affliction they cryed our agaynſt heauen and carth, and 
accuſed juſtely thinſtabilitie of morrall eſtate : their feare made them ſer before 
their eyes the lofſe of their whole dominion, with the latter ruine of their countrey 
and common weale , wherein their forrowe increaſed with the conſideration of 
the time ſeeming ro depriue them of glory , power, and reputation, euen when 
they promiſed to them ſclues no leſſe the imperie of all /ta{ie: And in thoſe 
dolors and iniſerable demonſtrations of minde, they ranne crying and complay- 
ning tothe publike pallace, wherethe Elders and Senators rakmg counſel what to 
doin an aduerfitic ſo muche 1mporrting, after they had long debated with great di- 
verſicie of opinion , the counſell brake vp ouercomen with diſpaire: ſo weake and 
incertein were the remedies, and ſo ſlender the hopes of their ſafety and weldoing: 
Wheretheyll is common,therethe diſcomfort is generall, nothing remayning to 
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424 THE PS REa 
retayne the mindes of men but impreſſions of diſpayre and calamitie: they con- 
| ſidered they had noother Captaynes nor men to 1mploye in their defence, then 
luche as remayned of the ouerthrowe, and inthem was <quall the wante of force, 
and diminution of courage: And for their popular multitudes , fubiees of their 
generall dominion, they ſawe them eyrher inclined to rebell, or ar leaſt fo eſtran- 
ged from luffering there remained no diſpoſition to put them (clues in further 
perill for their ſafetie. They behelde in the Frenche king, (no lefle mightic for the 
greatneſſe and glorie of his armie,then inſolent for his late happineſle and viorie) 
a reſolution to come on and followe the courſe of his fortune: They fawethatthe 
chaunce of the batrell had made him maiſter ouer the hartes and courages of men, 
and giuen him commaundement ouer countreys and common weales: And if a- 
' gaynſt him alone they were not hable to makereliſtance, what would be their con- 
dition when Czfar ſhoulde arriue,whome they vndcerſtoode to be at hande, and to 
marche with ſpeede becing drawne on by ſo great an occaſion: They fawetrom 
all partes great concurrance of daungers with occalions of diſpayre, and verye 
ſmall apparance of hope or comfort: [They feared leaſt in their proper Countrey 
full of mulricudes of men of warre, woyld ryſe ſome daungerous tumult, partly for 
a generall hatred agaynſt Gentlemen, and partly for delire of pillage: Aſtch, in 
theſe contemplatrions of ſorroweand itie, they made their myndes the very 
images of diſpayre, eſteeming as = che aduerſitics that their tyme- 


rous coniectures coulde imagine: Neuerthelefle taking courage and comfort in 
lo great a feare, ſuche as their preſent fortune woulde ſuffer , they derermitied, 
with the beſt diligence they coulde, to bee reconciled in what forte ſocuer wyth 
the Pope, wyth Czſar, and wyth the king Catholike , not looking any waye to 
appeaſe the mynde of the Frenche king, for that their diſpayre was no leſle for 
T4. hate whiche he bare them, then they feared the power and mighte of hys 
armes, And yet omitting nothing whiche they ſuppoſed mighte miner totheir 
defence, they ſtudyed to leauye treaſures and moncy, and gaue order to refurniſhe 
and rayſe newe bandes. And tor feare of the armie at ſea whiche was ſayde to bee 
rigged at Gemes, they deuiſed to encreaſe their Nauie to fiftie galleys commaunded 
by Ange Treniſan: But all their counſayles were preuented by the celeritie of the 
Frenche king, to whome ſince the conqueſt of Bref7a, was rendred the Citic of 
Cremona, the Caſtell holding good for the Yenetians, whiche, notwithſtanding it 
was ſtrong, had followed the example of the others, together with that of -iſque- 
row yeelding allo in the ſame tyme,1f the king had conlented that euery one ſhould 
depart with fafenie|: but, for that there were within ir many Gentlemen of Yerzce, 
as Zacharie Contarin, a man of great wealth and poſſeſſhons, hewould not receyue 
mana with condition to haue power ouer the Gentlemen: In which minde he 


ſent an armie to keepe them beſieged : And for that theVexerian armies encamping 
inthe feelde of Mays neare YVerona,and decreaſing continually, for thar they of Vero- 
za would not receiue them into their towne,the king went before # «rp ro gerte 
the Caſtell,therowne being alreadie rendred: the bartric had not played a Lag 
time,butthe footemen Svwizzers and Geſcons entred with great furie through ſmal 
breaches & ruinesof the wall, and maki ter of almoſt foure hundred foot- 
men who they found atdefence,they tooke priſoner the capreine of the caſtel, being 
likewiſe capteine of the towne,a g of Yenice,who by the kings comaunde- 
ment was hanged vpon the battlements of theſame caſtel: A cruclry which the king 
vied forexample ſake,that ſucheas the caſtell of Cremons, induced by this 

; puniſhment, 
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iſhment,might not continue in obſtinacieto the extremitie : There is nothing 
more ſ'vift then viRtoric, ſpecially where occaſions are folowed,8 the oportunities 
of rimes & other circumſtances embraſcd: for the French king within fittene dayes 
after the bartel, had reconquered(except the caſtel of Cremona) all that apperteined p 
ro him by the diuifion which was made at Cambray : A conqueltno lefſc honorable 
for the king, then of great commodiric for the Duchie of Millen, and augmenting 
the reuenues of the king to more then two hundred rhouſande duckets by yeare. 
About this tyme;,albeit the armies of the king of Romarns had appeared yer in no 7," 
place neither in ation nor ſhowe, yer the Pope, ioyning him ſelte to the fauor of rmague. 
the tyme,aſſayled the townes of Romagniz with foure hundred men ar armes, foure 
hu light horſemen, and eight thouſande footemen, with tharrilleric of the 
Duke of Ferrara, whom he had choſen Goxfalonier of the Churche, which is a title 
according to the praQtiſe of our tymes, that holdes more of dignitie then of autho- 
ritie: he recommended the charge of this armie ioyntly to Franciſco de Caitello de 
Rie Cardinall of Pawie bearing the name of the Legate olike, and to Fraun- 
cis Maria de la Rowers, ſonne to lohx his late brother, who,being adopred tor ſonne 
by Gu:d. Duke of Yrbi his vncle by the mother (ide, the adoption alſo confirmed

inthe conſiſtorie by the Popes authoritie, had ſucceeded the yeare before in the 
Duchie, the Duke of Yrbin becing dead without other children. They ronne with 


this arnie from Ceſens towardes Serwis, and comming betweene /mola and Fgen- 
£4, they tooke the towne of| Solarola: and afterthey had beene certayne dayes at 
Baitids three myles from F they drewe to Breſiquelis, whiche is the capitall 
towne of Velde Move, wherein was newely entred /ohy Paw/e Manfron with eyght 
hundred footemen, and c horſemen: who iſſuing out to ferght, were tray- 
ned into an ambuſhe, and ſo hoatly charged by ohn Pawle Baillon and Lodowvike de 
ls Mirandola Capteines of the Churche armie, that as they woulde haue ſought 
their ſafetic in the towne,the enemie entred Pelmell with them, and that with 
ſuche furie, that Manffon beeing felled from his horſe, had ſcarſe leaſure to re- 
tyre to the Caſtell: afore the whiche thartilleric beeing brought and planted, the 
Munitions thatwere within were ſerte on fyre at thefirſt blowe: An accident that 
ſo terrified the defendauntes within, that they rendred abſolutely the place to the 
diſcreſſion of the victor. After the whole valley was taken, the armie diſcended 
into the playne, and tooke Garanarols with all the other rownes of the countrey 
of Faexzs, and ſo went and encamped before Ru, whiche is a borowe ſituate be- 
tweene Faenza and Rawerna, but not calic to be taken, for that beſides it was enui- 
roned with very large and deepe trenches, it was defended with ſixe hundred 
fooremen forreiners : But that which made more vneaſic the ation of that towne, 
was that there was notin the Churche armic, neither that counſell, northatcon- 
corde that was neceſlarie, notwithſtanding it abounded in ſtrengrh and forces, 
three thouſande Swwyzzers payed by the Pope becing there may arryued: for 
which cauſe, albeit the Venerians were not ſtrong in Romagnza, yet thinges had no 
great aduauncement on that ſide: onely Johz Greeke capteine of theſtradiors iſſui 

out of Rawenna with his bands,was broken and taken priſoner by /ohn Virel;, one of 
the Capteines of the Church : Laſtly, after they had remaynedren daies afore Rof7, 
they tooke it by copoſition. And the vicorie of the kin hapanng inthe fametime, 
the citie of Faenza,who ſtood now in her owne power, for that the Yenerrax ſtrEgrh 
was now diminiſhed, agreed ro acknowledge the Pope for their Lorde,it they were 
notreskewed within fifrene daies: by the benefite of which conuentioa there iſſued 
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out of Faenza the fayth of the Legate,fiue hundred footmen'of the Yexerians, 
who were _—_— by veteamic app of the Duke of Y/7bin : The Citic of R4- 


wenna did rhe like aſſone as the armic approched. Thus, more by the reputation of 
the victorie of the French I is proper forces, the Pope conquered in a 
lirle time, thoſe townes which he-had ſo long deſired in Rowagnia, in the which as 
the Venetians helde/no other peece then the caſteil of Ravenna, lo, cuer ſince the firſt 
ouerthrowing of their armie, there diſcloſed _ againſt them newe enemies: for, 
the Duke of Ferrars,who till that day had notdeclared him ſelfe, chaſed our of Fey- 
rara the Viſdomino, a Magiſtrate which the Venetians kept reſident there, according 
to the auncient conuentions , to miniſter equitie to their ſubices: And takin 
armes, he recouered without impediment Poleſma, and ſonke with Artilleries the 
Venetian Nauies floating vpon the ryuerof Addjce. To the Marquis of Martuz were 
yeelded the townes of Aſola and Lunato, which the Yenetians had taken inthe warre 
| they had agaynſt Phillip M.V iſconte, vypon John Fraunci de Gonſagua his great grand- 
facher. In /#tria, Chri#topher Frangipan __— Piſinia and Dininia: and the Duke 
of Brunſuvike, who by Czſars commaundement was entred into Frm/ with two 
thouſande men trayned, tooke Feltro and Bellona: Arhis comming, together with 
the brute of the viorie of the French, Trie#awith the other townes(the conqueſt 
of which had bene the very welſpring and beginning of all the aduerfities tothe Ye- 
netians) returned vnder thobedience of Czfar. In like fort the Counts of Lodyon oc- 
cupicd certayne caſtels and borowes that were neare them,and the Biſhop of Trent 
viurped Rina and Agree. But amid all theſe calamities and declinations of fortune, 
there was nothing that ſo much amaſed the Yexetians ſince the bartell,as the rakin 
of the caſtell of Peſqwiero, whoſe ſtrength and ſituation, with other oportunities of 
the place, they ſuppoſed would haue ſtayedrthe furie of the victor: So weake is the 
of hope where is nothing but daunger on all ſides,that the Yeretians ſtandin 
amaſed amid ſo many perills,were ern that the king would paſſe further: A 


their condition being made ſo deſperate,that the feare that poſleſt them, left them 
no libertie of counſell, rogether with their bandes whiche were retyred to Me#re, 
(amongſt whom was neither obedience nor order)beeing reduced to a very ſmall 
number: They determined (and happly to ſoone) to abandon the iuriſdiion of 
the firme landc, to'irhende to haueno more enemies, and no lefle to take from the 
French king all occaſions to drawe neareto Venice : for they were not withour ſuf- 
pition, that in that|Citie would ryſe ſome tumult , eyther by the people that nowe 
were growen inſolent,or by thinnumerable multitude of ſtrangers that dwelt there: 
ſome for deſire of pray and pillage which makes men mutinous and difordred, and 
ſome for that they would not endure their depriuation of honors, and in all things 
to beare ſuche a yoke of ſubieion to the Gentlemen, ſeeing they were Citizens 
borne by long ſucceſſion of times in libertic and freedome, and moſt of them of the 
ſame bloud and families : wherin in ſo great adiſpaire and loſle of courage, this rea- 
ſon was alleagedin the Senate, that if willingly they abandoned the gouernmentto 
eſchewe the perills preſent,they ſhould eaſily recouer it with the returne and opor- 
tunitie of a better fortune: for that the peoples and ſubieRs that willingly ſhoulde 
s fromthem, would notmake ſo ſtrong reſiſtance to returne eft- 

ience of their auncient Lordes, as they would do if they deui- 

ded them ſelues from them by manyfeſtrebellion: for which reaſons the magnani- 
mitie of the Yexetians comming nowe ts be defaced, together with the reputation 
of ſo glorious a commonweale declining, they were content to kepe to them ſelues 


the 
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che ſale waters only, addrefling to the Magiſtrates and officers gouerning at Padoua, 
Yerons, andall other townes bearing intereſt to Maximilian, directions to retourne 
with ſpcede,and leaue the rownes to the deuotion of the peoples : Befides, tothend 
ro obraine peace of Maximilzan vnder what coditions focuer, they ſent to him with 
great diligence,their Embaſſador /uitinjan, who becing admitted to his preſence in 
publike audience, ſpake very pitifully and with great humilitie and ſubmiſſion, bur 
in vayne, for that Czfar denyed to make any contraft withour the priuitie of the 
French king, But the berter to make knowen howe muche the common weale of 
Venice was humbled and abared of courage, not feeling the like aduerfities in two 
hundred yeres before, it cannot be impertinent to expreſle hearethe ſelfe Oration 
which their Embaſſador vrtered afore Czfar. 


In the auncient Philoſophers and firſt men of ciuiliry,it was a diſpoſition no leſſe 71. ,,uwim 
honorable,then a iudgement equall and iuſt, to afſure that that was the true, firme, 4k. 1»- 
eternall, and immortal glorie, which men got in conquering their proper affe&i- "gg _ 


ons: An action which they preterred aboucall kingdomes, triumphes,and vertues, }, 
for that init was repreſented the very image and {1militude of that which they cal- 
led the diuinitic in men: For this vertue Scjp/o caried more glory and reputation, »» 
then for al the vitories he wonne agaynſt Afrike or Carthage : This was the reſpe&t »» 
for the which ages and poſterities do yet nouriſh rhimmorralitie of Alexander,when * 
Darimes,ouerthrowne by him in a mightiec battell,beſought God, that in caſe he had * 
determined to diſpole his kingdome,he would ordeine him no other ſucceſſor then % 
his encmie, wholviaocie could not make him other then mercifull and gracious. 
Ceſar the ditator,of whom you beare the name, and communicates no leſſe in his ,, 
fortunes and felicities, then in his liberalities, clemencies, and other vertues, was »» 
honored with diuine titles and glories,for that he fauored,reſpeted,and pardoned: »» 
Laſtly the Senate and people of Rome, whoſe imperic in carth is onely reſembled 
inyour perſon, as the maieſtic and greatnes hath there his perfect image, brought * 
more peoples and prouinces vnder their ſubie&ion with clemencie, equitie, and ” 
mildnes, then with the rigor of Armes and warre. There is nothing more worthy 
thenclemencie, nor any thing better beſceming the maieſtic of a Prince, thento be ,, 
eafic to be appeaſed, and readie to forgiue, for that if it be holden iuſt & honorable »» 
tothrowe downe an obſtinate enemie,it is nolefle worthy and comendable to haue »» 
itie on them that are already falne into misfortunes. In conſideration of theſe rea- » 
bringing tuſtification 6 40% hope itſhall not be the leaſt of your praiſes, *” 
if your Maieſtic, in whoſe handes ſtandes the victorie gotten ouer the YVenetians, ” 
looking into the frayltic of worldly things, will vſe it with moderation and rempe- *'' 
raunce, and encline rather to the deuiſes and ſtudies of peace, thentothe doubtful * 
_ euentes of warre : For W097; 07 OG of humaine things, how incertaine ,, 
aduentures are, and howe doubtfull,howe mutable,howe deccittull, and howe full 
of daungers is theſtate of men morrall. I necde nor proue it by examples ſtraunge, »» 
forreine,ur auncient, fince the common weale of Yericeſtandes at this howre the » 
true figure and repreſentation of thinfirmitie of humaine condition & kingdomes: *” 
It was not long ſince,neither leſle mightie,lefle floriſhing,nor leſſe renowmed,then ” 
that our name and repuration could not onely be celebrated and conteyned within ' 
the limirres of Ewrope, but with great pompe and magnificence, ronne throwe all , 
Afrike and Afia, and caried brute and terror euen tothextreme bounds of the earth: ,. 
And nowe by the onely loſſe ofa batrell,nolefſe light and cafie,thendepriued of he » 
prayſe and merit of armes, itis become diſpoyled:

< inuincible vertue of your ſouldiours, hath fo abated the mindes of vs all, that there 
«« remaynes no hope, not to vanquiſhe and ouercome, no not to defende and reſiſte: 
« anaducrſiticſo lamentable to vs, that depriving our ſclues of armes and weapons, 
« we haue reappoſed the hope and remedie of our afflitions in the diuine pier:e and 
« clemencic of your Maicſtic, which we doubt not to finde cuen in the greateſt dif- 
« paircofour affaires.In which reſpeR aſwell on the behalfe of the Prince & Senar,as 
® of the pn and communaltie of Yenice,we pray,beſcech,and coniure you,to cat

« of comfort and olation: we offer not todebare any articles of peace, but we

The calamities of the Yenetians made them of nothing fo carefull, as torender 
thoſe peeces which (o long they had occupied of others, their fortune giuingthem 
at that time no better meanes cither,jo appeaſe or aſſure their aduerſiries: They ſent 
according to the ſame deliberation.into Powwilla,to reſtore the portes to, the king of 
Aragon, who knowing howe to enioy the trures of other mens trauels without: his 
owne expenſes or daunger, had diſpatched into Speyze, a ſmall Nauic at ſea,which 
had commaunded cy places appertcining to thoſe cities and hauens:of the 
ſea. They diſpatched alſo into I, 9 a publike ſecretorie, wth commiſhon, to 
give vpto the Popeall that they there, vpon condition that /ohn Paule Man- 
fon and other priſoners might be reſtored, with libertie ro drawe our their artille- 
ries, and that the people that were within the caſtell of Ravexns (hould departe in 
ſafetie: Which conditions whileſt the Pope made difficultie to accepr,for that he 
would not difpleaſe the confederares, the caſtell of, Ravenne was the ſoul- 
diours giuing it vp of them ſelues, norwithſtanding the Yenerien ſecretarie that was 
entre bid ir, for that ſuche as ſolicited for them at; Kowve, gaue hope 
thatthe Pope inthe ende would conſent to the conditions, vnder the which they 
had offred reſtitucion. But the Pope complayned muche that they. had ſhewed a 
qr compacts agaynſt him then. agaynſt Czſaror the king of Aragon : and 
e when the Venetian Cardinalls in thenamegnl the Senate, cd ab- 
ſolution of the Bull, as bezing due, for that they had offred reſti within the 
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430 *of3L.4 THE HISTORIE 
rearmeof xxiiij. dayes, he made aunſwere, that they had nor obeyed, becauſe their 
offer was not ſimple but ioyned to conditions limired:and for that they were admo- 
nithed ouer & beſides the reſtitution of the townes, to yeelde accompr of the frutes 
they had receyued;togerher with the benefits they poſleſſed apperteining to Chur- 
ches or to perſons eccleſiaſticall. 

In this fort was overwhelmed with a wonderfull furie, the eſtate ofthe common 
weale of Yenite, one calamitie growing vpon an other, all their hopes declining, 
vayneand fallible, and noſigne remayning by the which, after the loſſe of ſo 
a dominion, they might hope for the preſeruation of their proper libertie. So grear 
a ruinc touched diverſly the minds of Thitahans,of whom many receiued contemt- 
ment,remembring that the Yenetians, proceeding jn too great ambition, withourre- 
{pe to iuſtice or obſeruation of fayth, _— all things that occaſion or opor- 
runitie offred, had manifeſtly quarrelled che whole Monarchie of Jealze, aſpiring to 
the vniuerſall.ſubieion of all thoſe regions: things which made their names hare- 
full, and their gouernment intollerable by the conſiderarion of their natural! pride. 
Onthe other Ge, many looking without, paſſton into the preſent eſtate of thi 
and howe wretched and fowle it were for all a/ze to be brought wholly vnder the 
ſeruitude and yoke of ſtraungers,felt no little griefe that ſuche a maieſtic of citie,the 
auncient ſeare of libertie , and the very glory of Thitalian name rh all the 
world,ſhould fall inro ſuche extremitie,that ſo worthy a member ſhould be curr of, 
whictymore then all the reſidue had bene|the protefor of their common glory and 
renowme. But aboue all fogreart a fall and declination began to be greeuous tothe 
Pope, who doubting the poivers of Czxfar and the Frenche king, deſired to aker 
theirthoughtes from oppreſſing him,by intarigling them with affayres; In whiche 
regarde he determined (but ſecretly) 65 do all he coulde that the aduerſities of che 
common weale of Fexice ſhould haue no further courſe: And in that-good diſpo- 
firiotwaf minde, he accepted the letters to him inthe name of the Duke of 
Venice, by the which|he beſought him in great ſubmiſſion, to receiue the ſix Em- 
baſſadors ſente ro him of the principalles 6f the Senare, to ſue for pardon and ab- 
ſolution. Theſe letters becing read, with their petitions publiſhed in the conſiſto- 
riz, he conſented toadmit them, after he hadſh fewe words proteſted thar ir wasthe 
auncient cuſtome atthe Churche, not to ſhoweirſelfe harde or rigorous to ſuch as 
with repentance of their faultes, ſought for reconcilement and . Thembaſh- 
dors ofthe Emperour and the Frenche ſtriued what they could agaynſt it, purring 
himin memoriethar by the confederation of Cambray, he was v1 tr 
perſecure them with armes ſpirituall and remporall, till euery one of the confede- 
rates had recoucted that which appertcined tohim. To whom the Pope madeaun- 

+ Looney {were,that he had conſented to admitthem, with intention nor to giue them abſo- 
diane, lurion, if firſt Czfar (who only had notrecouered all) hatnotobteyned the things 
that be ro him. This gaue ſome beginning ro the hope and comfort of the' 
Venetians, butthat which affured them in their lateſt feares,was rhe reſolution 
ofthe Frenchking, to obſcrue ſimply and in good fidelitie, the capitularion which 
he had made with Ceſar: and having reconquered all that was his, to paſſe no fur- 
ther with hisarmie,nor breake his limitres: And therefore albeit it wasm his power 
after he had taken ere, not onely to atTepr Peron, which had ſent Embaſſa- 
dors to yeelde to him,bur alſo to occupic Pados without any impediment, together

the king, leauing to 4 che reuenues'ot the rowne, with promiſe of recompence, 
Atthe {ametime the king had allo by accorde the caſtell of Cremona, vnder condi- 
tion that all che ſouldiours ſhould deparr with goodes and lyfe ſaued,except ſuch as 
were his ſubieces, andthat the gent emen of Yeniceſhould remayne his priſoners, 
to whom he gaue his fayrh for theirſafetie./incenſa & Padoa followed thexample of 
Verona, 4s ff other rownes, exceptthe citic of Treajſa, which being abandoned by 
the Magiſtrates and fouldiours of #erice, had runne alſo that courle, if Czſar had 
ſent chither neuer ſoſmall a force, or at the leaſt any perſonage of authoritie : Bur 
Leon.De Dreſſino one of the exiles of Yincenſa, went thither to recciuc it without 
ſtrengeh or armes, and without any maicſtie of imperie, recciuing Padoz in the like 
ſort: and beeing centred and admirted,the exiles of the fame citienewly reſtored by 
the age which benefite they were become faythfull Jouers of their name, 
began to drawe intorumult, by whoſe example the people of no lefſe affetionto 
the goucrnment of Yexice, roaſe and conſpired with one called Marke ſhoemaker, 
publiſhing himſclfe chicfe,and with great cryes and cocourle of the commons,ca- 
rying intothe principall places the banners of the Yexetians, they cryed with one 
voyce,S.Mearke, aſſuring that they would acknowledge no other Emperour nor 
Lorde. To this ation was muche helping and concurrant an Embaſſador of the 
king of Hwngarie, who in his way to Venice, paſling by Treuiſa, and beceing throwne 
happily into this tumult,perſwaded the inhabirantes not to rebell: In ſo much that 
afterthey had chaſed out Dreſ5#ns, and pur intothe citie ſcuen hundred fooremen 
of the YVenetians ,the armic alſo entring a little after, whiche was 'nowe increaſed 
with bandes of fooremen comming from S/au2nia, with the remaynders of the ar- 


mie, returned from nia, hauing an intention toencampein ſome ſtrong place 
berwene Margveta and Meitra: They forttied the towne in grear diligence, and 


made their horſemen skoure the places of rhe countrey thereaboures, procuring 
from all partes great relecfe of vitrels, aſwell for the neceffitic of that citie,as for the 
vie of the rowne of Venice, wherein they gathered great quantities from allſides, 
ioyningan incredible a ro the ſodayne fauours which their fortune ſeemed 
torecomfort them withall. The principall occaſion of this accident, & ro confirme 
in the Yenetians a hope to reteine yer ſome parte of their dominion, together with 
many other great aduentures that followed, was the negligence anddifordred go- 
ernment of Czfar, of whom in ſo great a courſe of vitorie there was heard no 0- 
ther thing then his name, notwithſtanding by the meane of the French armes, and 
for hate ons, ſo many townes had bene rendred to him, which was very eafie for 
him to keepe : Onely, after the confederation made ar Cambray, he occupied cer- 
tayne time in Flawnders, to leauye of the people a loane of money to furniſhe his 
warres, which he had no ſooner pocincohis on, then, according ro his eu- 
ſtome, he ſpent it vnprofitably : And albeit at his departing from Mack/zn withi' all 
pompes and ceremonies imperiall, and becing come very neare to /talie, he made 
publication that he woulde beginne the warre at the — ynted to himin 
the capitulation: yet beeing oppreſſed with his accuſtomed difficulties and confu- 
fions, he aduaunced-no.further,notwithſtandingthe Pope egde him with great im- 

rtunities, forthe fearc he had of the French armes: wherein ro giuehima more 
teto thenterpriſe, and-to make him no lefſe hable to thaGtion, he ſent to him by

Conftantin of Macodinafiftic thouſande duckers, conſenting withall to the hundred 
chouſande duckets which had bene leauyed certayne afore in Germanie, and 
vpon the infidels: Beſides all this, he had of the 
thouſande duckets for thinueſtiture of the duchie of A4;- 
of the fortune of the bartell of Yailoas he drewe neare to 1ſ- 
pwrch: and notwithſtanding he diſpatched with great diligence the Duke of Bran.

The brute of 
this viorie dyd muche ro moue the whole countrey thereaboutes, whiche had 
found imitation in Yincenſa, if Conitantin de Macedonia had not entred with a very 
ſmall ſtrength: Bur as there is no worldly thing more mightie then the courſe of 
fortune, ſo by the felicitic of this conqueſt, the Yenetians became with a preſent dilj- 
gence,maiſters of the whole countrey, the commons of townes and popular multi- 
rudes ioyning fauor to the felicitiethar folowed the. They <eah/t by this meane 
the trowne and caſtelles of Legaagmo, a place of great conueniencie to trouble the 
countreys of Yerona,Padee,and Y imcerſa; They made attempt alſo ro take the tower 
Marqui/ano within cight miles of Padoa, 2 pallage of ſingular oportuniry to diſſreſſe 
the countrey of Mentxs, but by the reskewes which the Cardinall of Ee ſent,their 
enterpriſe was defeated. - ; 

It was thoughtthat rhe taking of Pades did nothing ſtay the French king from re- 
turning beyond the Mqunes, and as he was vpon his diſcamping , he made inthe 
rowne of Biagraſſe news conuentions with the Popes Legat,by the which the Pope 
and the king bound eche other ro a mutuall protection, with libertic that cither of 

them mightcontract with any other Prince,ſo farre forth as it was not preiudiciall 
 tothepreſent confederation : The king " roaryge notto holde in his proteion,nor 
 toaccept into the ſame hereafter, any ſubie, homager, or dependant, eyther di- 
reQly or indireQly of the Churche,, cancelling expreſly all articles of proteRion 
yntill that daye: A promiſe not muche agreable to the honour of ſo great a king, 
forthatalictle before he had taken into his proteftion the Duke of Ferrers, for a 
conſideration of thirtie thouſande duckets: beſides, it was agreed that the oops

with all prouifjons neceſlarie for their defence : They cauſed to enter, beſides the 
bands appoynted for the garde of Trexiſa,their whole armiewwith all the forces they 
coulde rom all partes: they conueyed thither infinite numbers of all ſortes 
of artillcries,and all prouiſions of vittelles, ſufficient ro nouriſhe them for many 
monethes, and refurniſhed the rowne with proportions of laborers, workemen,and 
artificers, by whoſe helpe they made many mountes, and ſluces of wood and yron,

« htie of wirce,and other vertues of men,from the which,joyned to other conditions, 
« is diſcendedrhe glory of ations which by this common weale and her diſcendants, 
* hauc benc made more grear, then (ſince the imperie/of the Romains) by auy other 
* principallicic or tate inthe world. It may be holden not one of the leaſt wonders, 
* roſce ſogreat abundance of things, in a Citie wherein nothing groweth, and yer

© farie ro call in the vnicie, pollicies,and forces of other Chriſtian princes to helpe to 
© abate anddeprefle it: Marters affuredly hapned by rhe ayde and favor of the omni- 
« potent God,who with ſuche graces hath bleſſed and ſan&tified the lawes and obſer- 
« Uations of iuſtice indifferently adminiſtred in this citic : thoſe reſpe&s allo making 
« many peoples and nations to offer willing fubiction ro our gouenunent, What 
« citie, what empire, or what principalitic giues place ro our countrey, for matter of 
© religion, pictic,and workes of good example? VVhere maye be ſecne fo many Mo- 
© naſteries, ſo many Temples full of ſo many precious ornaments and rhinges of ad-

common weale of auncient commendation: yea, we proucin our ſelues ſuche an '' 
effect of this kinde of gouernment and pollicie,that all thoſe auncients,whoin ages ,, 
paſt haue made profeſſion of Ciuill wi dome, could not deſcribe or inſtitute a ber- |,, 
ter. Let not then the children, the offpring, and preſent people of fo glorious a 
countrey, in whom for ſo many worlds and ages, hath bene ſo worthily expreſſed »»

on to aduenture: And albeit we haue certentje that the forces that be there al- ,, 
ready are ſufficient for the defence of ir, yet it apperteines to our honor, it is a iuſte »» 
office of our common vertue, and it concernes the glory of the name of Yerice, » 
to make the world ſatisfied, that we are runne thither in perſon, both to defend and ” 
preſerue : The deſtinie of that Citic hath permitted, thatin fewe dayes ſo great an 
eſtate of imperie ſhould fall out of our handes, wherein we haue not to complayne |, 
ſo muche of the malice of fortune, for thatſuche nature of aduentures are common ,, 
to other countreys and kingdomes, as,for that fayling of that conſtancie whichrill ,, 
this day hath bene inuincible, and without all memorie of the pow examples of 
our elders, we haue with too ſodayne diſpaire,giuen place to the mightic blowes of - 
aduerſitie,and are not hable to repreſent ro our childrenthat valour & vertue,which » 
our fathers haue left well teſtified to vs. In matters of enterpriſe occaſion is of great ® 
force, and time doth now returne vpon vs thoccaſion to recouer thatnorable orna- * 
ment& member which isnor yer loſt,if we ſhow the minds of men, but only altered '!

the firſt that ſhould open the way, not ſeeing wherein I might better cloaſe vp , 

the lateſt dayes of my olde age, then in my preſence to participate with ſo glorious »» 
a vitorie which is required of my office and birth,or els not to remayne on live af- ” 
ter the ruine of my countrey: A calamitie which my minde hath horror to expreſle. ”

raQiſe and execution: And as the nature and operation of the time,and the neceſ- 
| Fee of their affayres,could not without preiudice endure delayes, ſo the flower and 
| choyſe bodies of their youth of Venice, moſtred and drewe tothem ſo many of their 
| friends and followers as were apt to armes, and with them went with ſpeede tothe 
| ſeruice of Padpa, beeing accompanied to their embarquing with all the other gen- 
tlemen and communitie of people, euery one celebrating with many prayſes, and 
with vowes and deſires full of deuotion and affection, ſo great a readynes to ſuccor 
the countrey : An example of right worthy and honorable imitation, ſeruing to in- 
ſtruct all poſterities and ages,that when perill and daunger be at hande,cuery oneto 
be touched with the intereſt of his countrey: They were welcomed at Padoa with an 
vniuerſall gladnes of the captaynes and ſouldiours,much recommending the valour 
of thoſe noblc SR who not trayned in the trauclles, experiences,and daun- 
ers of warre, {tucke nor to preferre the loue of their countrey,afore the reſpect of 
eir proper lyfe : In ſo muche as miniſtring comfort one to an other, not as men 
trauelled in calamities, but with mindes reſolute, t _—_— in great fidclitic 
the comming|of Czfar: who for his parte labouring to reaſſemble and recciue the 
bandes of ſouldiours that cameto him from all partes, was by this time come to the 
bridge of Brento three myles from Padoa, and hauing taken Limini by force, and cur 
off the courſe of the water, he tarriedthe comming of tharrillerie whiche was ſent 
outofG je, which wasno lefſe terrible for the quantitie then for the qualirie: 
ofthis proportion of artilleries one parte being arriued at Yincenſa, and Phillip Ref 
and Federike Gonſague de Boſſole beeing gone with two hundred light horſemento 
his garde,they were charged with a ſtrength of fiuc hundred light horſemen, o_ 
| ledde 
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ledde by certayne peiſantes that during the warre dyd muche ſeruice to the Ye- 
zetians, and becing then iſſued oute of Padea, they oucrthrewe them five miles 
from Yincenſa, where Phillip remayned r_n_, and Federike by the fauour of 
the nighte eſcaped in his ſhirte. From the bridge of Brents, Maximilian cnlar- 
and ſtretched our his bandes about twelue myles, drawing towardes Poleſina 

& Rowviess, the better to open to him ſelfe the commoditie of vittayles, and ta- 
king the borowe of E#e by afſaulte, and purring it to ſacke, he wentto encampe at 
Monfelice., where the towne ſtanding in the playne, being abandoned,the ſeconde 
daye he caried the caſtell ſtanding on the toppe of a highe rocke: Afterwardes 
he tooke by compoſition Montagnara, and fo returning towards Padoa, he incam- 
ped at the bridge of Baſ/aello neare Padoa, where he proued in vayne toturne the 
of Brents whiche from thence hath his courſe ro Padea. Art this place did ariue 

A chartilleries and munitions which he exſpeced, and hither did reſort all the regji- 
mentes of men of warre which lay diſperſed in diuers places, with whom in forme 
andritle of a mayne armic, he approched neare the rowne: and hauing beſtowed 
foure thouſand footmen in the ſuburbes which are called $. Croſ7, his opinion was 


toaſſayle it on that ſide, but being afterwards aduerriſed that it was a parte of the 


towne moſte ſtrong by ſituation and by walles, and alſo that there he ftoode moſt 
ſubie& to the harmes of tharrillerics, he determined to diſcampe and remoue his 
armieto the gate which is called the Waterfort, bearing his aſpe& to Venice : The 
cauſe why he remoued to this place, was an opinion that there the rowne was 
moſt weake, and withall to giue impediment to the ſuccours which were to come 
her from Yeniceto Pados both by lande and water: But for that he could not go 
ther for the diſcommodirie of certayne mariſhes and watrie channells ouerflo- 
wing the countrey, but by ferching a great circuite, he came tothe bridge of Bowo- 
lento within ſeuen myles of Padoa, where be paſtures and feeding groundes vpon the 
banke of Bagwillon towards the ſea,betwene Padoa and Venice. To this place,cnuiro- 
ned with waters, & in the moſt ſure partof the countrey of Fadoa, were withdrawne 
three thouſande peiſantes with great heardes of no who becing furced by the 
footebandes of the Spanithe and Iralians that were in the vauwarde, were almoſte 
all caken orflayne, the victors employing the two dayes following in praying the 
whole countrey, euen tothe ſea, dryuing away infinite heardes of canell feeding 
inthat quarter. There were alſo taken vppon Byenta diverſe barkes, whiche laden 
with vitrayles were running vp to Padoa: Ar laſte, the fyftenth daye of September, 
after he had conſumed muche tyme vnprofitably, and giuen good letſure to thene- 
mie both to forrifie and refurniſhe the towne with vittaylcs, he approched the wals 
of Pados on that ſide towards the gate of the waterfort. There harh not bene ſcene 
in /ta/ze neither in the age preſent, nor haply long time before, a beſieging of more 
great exſpectarion, nor wherein the myndes of men were more bulily occupied, 
then this, nor ſo muche for the nobilitic and maieſtie of the Citie, as for thimpor- 


tance that was in the loafing and keping of the ſame: For Padoa citie fo aunciently De/iriprin - 
recommended for the vniuerſitie of ſtudies and ſciences,is ſeated in a countrey very Y ”-«-« 


fertill, and vnder a climat temperat and wholſome: it is incompaſſed with three or- 
ders of walls,andbearing a circuit and circumference as large as any citie in /tah, it 
hath paſſing by irthe ryuers of Brenra and Bagwillon : And albeit the Venetians won it 
outof the poſſeffion of the familic of Carrato morethen two hundred yeresſince,yet 
ſt retaines many proude aſpe&ts and (ſhowes of ſtately buildings, with many monu- 
ments & ſignes of antiquitie wel expreſſing her ancient greatnes & beautie: And of

the conquering and defending of ſo great a Citie depended,not only the confirma- 
tion or diminution of the Almain imperie in /talie, but allo the verye eſtate and 
any + ayn"ys ie of Yenice: for Padoa beein _—_ it at's 9 Re 
mon weale ce ing in w one vnitie of mynde and 
readineſſe of wi {00s A irs as of Princes are, to 
hope to recouer/in ſmall ryme ſo great apart of her iurj 
ſo muche the aſſured, by howmuche the moſt 
had thirſted after mutations, neither finding effects ble rotheir conceptions, 
and knowing by c6pariſon what difference was berwene the moderate gouernmene 
of the Yenetians, and the tyrannie of thAlmains farre eſtraunged from the maners 
and cuſtomes of th1talians, and laſtly being gray difordred by the confuſions and 
domages of the warre, they ef into reſpect and affeion their aunci- 


ent yoke: Andof the contrarie, if Pados were committed to violence and ſacke, 
muche leſſe that the Yenetians coulde hope to reſtore the glorie and magnificence 
of their common weale, ſecing there were danger that the very citic of Venice made 
naked of ſo large a member, and diſpoyled of ſo many'treaſors both by diminution 
of publike reuenues, and loſſe of ſo many natures of goodes moueable poſſeſſed 
perſons priuat in the firme lande,would not be hable to mainteine defence agayn 
thearmies of the Princes confederar,or atleaſt would not in time become a pray to 
the Twrkes,to whom they are neighbours in many P ces,and with whom they haue 
had alwayes warre or peace vnfaythfull and yll aſſured : But wyſe men 
were occupied with no lefſe doubt and perplexitie, the mightie preparations that 
were madeonall ſides keeping wonderfully in ſuſpence the common iudgementes, 
which were very vncertayne on whether part the better fortune would fall, eyther 
ro the aſſaylantes, or to the defendantes: for in the Armie of Czfar, beſides the (e- 
ven hundred t: launces, which Monſy /a Palice commaunded, there were two 
hundred men at armes which the Pope had ſent for his ſtrength : two hundred men 
at armes appoynted by the duke of Ferrers vnder the charge of the Cardinall of 
Eite,notwithſtanding the quarrels that were betwenethem were notyet reconciled, 
and fix hundred /ta/iax launces vnder ſundry captaines leauied by him : he had xviijj. 
chouſand Aman footmen,ſix thouſand S 7 iſh x ouſand aduenturers of diuers 
nations and languages, and two thoufande /talrans, leauicd and paied by the Cardi- 
nall of Ee vnder the ſame title. There followed him a wonderfull proportion of all 
ſortes of artilleries,with great quantities of munitions, wherof the French king had 
ſenthim one part: Andalbeitfor the moſt part his owne ordinaric bandes were not 
payed,yer,what with the conſideration of the greatnes and authoritic of ſuch alca- 
der, and the hope to pray and ſacke Padoe, and to haue at their deuotion all thoſe 
pecces which the Venerians eſſed,much lefſethat they abandoned his ſeruice,ſe- 
_n_— flocked to him dayly in greater nſibers,being caried chiefly by this induce- 

t he that of his owne nature was moſt liberall and full of humanitie to his 
ſouldiours,would not fayleof their paymentby couetouſnes or will, bur by diſhabi- 
liticor want . This was the ſtrength of Cxfars armie, compounded wholly of his 
owne forces,but made mightie by the ayde of ſtrangers & marcenaries.Burt for that 
which c the defence of Pados,the army which the YVenetians had inthat ci- 
tie,was no lefle mightie: for there were ſix hundred men atarmes, a thouſande five 
hundred lighte horſemen, a thouſande fiue hundred ſtradiors, all commaunded 
by theſe notable capreines, the Cownt Perilleno generall ofthe whole, B. de Montone, 
Anth.de Pic. Maluazzo, lohn Greeke, with other inferiour leaders : There "ow 
ew 
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twelue thouſande footemen of the beſt experienced and trayned in /#a/ze, vnder 
the charge of Demic Naldo , Zitole de Perouſa, Lattan. de Bergamo, Sacco de Spolete, 
with many other officers: ten thouſande footemen aſwell S/auonians, Greekes, and 
Mlbanois, whome they had drawne from their galleis, of whome albeit many were 
not muche profitable to the ſeruice, yer ſome of them were well trayned and hable 
toexecure neceſſarie office: Beſides, they had the youth of Yexice in whom@ was 
no lictle importaunce touching the felicitie of the ſeruice , and albeit they were 
muche reſpected in caſes of daungers, yet their example ſerued no leſſe to the 
aduauncement of the ſeruice, then them ſclues wonne greate merite for their 
jg and pietie to their countrey : There was alſo a wonderfull abundance 

ſtoare of all prouiſions neceſſarie, great quantities of artilleries, and a plenty- 
full proportion of all ſortes of vittels, the people of the platte countreys beeing no 
leſle carefull co bring in prouiſions for their common ſuretie , then the magiſtrates 
and officers of Venice to giue order for their continuall refurniſhing: There were 


alſo many multitudes of paifantes, who becing leauyed at a certayne price, were 


imployed inthe labours of their fortifications: In ſo muche as to the valour and 
numbers of thoſe that were appoynted to defende it, they ioyned wonderfull 
rampiers and fortifications in + circuite of walles that enuironeth the whole 
Citie: for they hadde almoſte filled vp all the waterdiche whiche runneth alo 
the walles, and at euery gate of the towne and other places conuenient, bay 
ded many fortes and cloale baſtillions withour, bur ſo as they were annexed to 
walles, and had entries and conuciaunces into the towne, and beeing well repleni- 
ſhed with artilleries, they bert ſuche as entred into the trenche: And becauſe the 
taking of thoſe baſtillions ſhould bring no daunger tothe rowne, they had ſunke 
in them all vnderneath, hollowe vawrtes or caues filled vp with barrelles of gonne- 
powder, to blowe them vp into the ayre, when they were no longer hable to 
defende them: And reappoling not altogether in the greatneſſe and goodneſſe of 
the olde wall, notwithſtanding they had ſearched it diligently, and renforced ir 
where neede were, filling vp all the cranelles and ruines : yer they made rounde 
about the Citie within, a couer, or pauiſſe, or fortification of pales, trees, and 0- 
ther pecces of wood, fo farre diſtaunt from the wall as it was in thicknes, and with 
awonderfull diligence, had filled vp tothe roppe of the wall with good earth, and 
well rammed all the voyde place that was betweene them. This fortification no 
leſſe wonderfull in theffe&, then of a labour and trauell ineſtimable, thinfinite 
diligence of men beeing continuallye imployed, ſeemed not fo to fatisfie the 
exſpeation of the defence of that Citie , but that they caſte a deepe diche of 
fixteene fadome breadth, whiche drawing leſſe and narrower in the botrome,and 
ſtanding thicke with mordring houſes and little trowres full of ſhotte, ſeemed im- 
poſſible to bee forced. Theſe natures of fortifications were made with hollowe 
vawres and caues, according to thexample of the baſtillions, hauing conueiances 
to be ouerthrowen by fyre when they woulde: And becauſe they would be thorow- 
ly prepared toall things, they rayſed behinde the diche a rampier of the ſame or 
greater largeneſſe, whiche ſtretched our as farre as the circuite of the towne, 
exceptin certayne corners and places, wherein they knewe it was impoſſible to 
plant arrillerie: and before the rampier they caſte a paraper of ſeuen faddonie, 
whiche was a defence to thoſe that fought vppon the rampier, that they coulde 
not bee ſtryken with the bullet of the enemie. And to thende that the cou- 
rage of the fouldiours and menne of the rowne, might equally aunſwere thoſe 
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rates of prouiſions and forrtifications,the Count Petillanoaſlemblingthe whole armie 
in the place of S. Anthony, encouraged hem with ſpeches of great grauitie and per. 
ſwaſion,to conſider vpon what termes ſtoode their common lafetie & honor:wher- 
in for the bertrer fidehtic and ſurety of the ſeruice, he proteſted his owne othe, and 
bound likewiſe inthe ſame ſolemnitie all the capraynes, all the armie, and the parti. 
culars of the towne,to followethe defence ofthe citie vntill death. In a perill to ge. 
nerall, there was none refuſed to giue his othe to the defence of that wherevnto he 
ſo frankly offred his lyfe, and where the life is offred vp to daunger, it is nothing to 
gue an othe to aſſure the fidelitic. Thus the armic of Czfar becing drawne neare 
e walles of Padpa with ſo great aſtrengrh, and agaynlt {o _ preparation,he 
ſtretched out his|\campe from the gate of the warerforr; yntill the gate of All ſaintes 
which leades to Trewi/a, and from thence enlarged it to the gate of Cods/onga which 
octh tothe Ciradell, fo as it conteined in largeneſle three myles: Maximilian him 
Fife was lodged| in the Monaſterie of S. Helejne, within a quarter of a myle of the 
citie walles, encamping as it were in the middeſt of thAlmain tootemen: And after 
he had impartedto cuery one his charge according to the diuerfitic of nations and 
laces of their enciping,he beganto plant his artilleries,wherin albeit in _—_— 
ing inuinciblein mind and of a body hardned with paine & trauels,he performed 
a wonderfull diligence to accomplith that aion,yet it could not be atchicued bur 
with longnes of time and great difficulty, aſwell tor the quantitie and intolerable 
greatnes of ſome. natures of it,as alſo for that the whole campe, and ſpecially thoſe 
places where they ſought to plant them, were continually tormented and diſtreſſed 
with thartilleries|of the towne : At laſt the perperuall induſtrie of Maximilian 10y- 
ned to the valour of his ſouldiours, made way to plant his artilleries, and the ſame 
day the Frenche|with the footemen of rhAlmazxs, gaue an aſſaulte tothe tower of 
the gate on that ſide where Monſr /s Palite had charged, but more to ſounde and 
proue their countenaunce, then with/intention to fight in good appoyntment: and 
therefore finding the reſiſtance valiaunt and well furniſhed, they reryred eftſones to 
their tentes: The day after the charge'recontinued,tharrillerie not ceafling to thun- 
der with terrible furie : ſome of them by their incredible hugeneſle and vnmeaſura- 
ble quantitie of powder that was vſed,pearced thorow therampiers, &reuerſed the 
houſes that ioyned neareſtthe walles : A furie which in ſhort time ſhaked downeto 
the grounde many = of the wall, the baſtillion alſo buylded vppon the gate of 
All faintes beeing diſmantelled and razed, without that the detendantes affliting 
the campe with continuall volleys of ſhotre, ſhewed any ſigne of teare: So reſolute 
is the verrue that feightes for honour and libertie. The ſtradiots that in great va- 
lourencamped inthe ſuburbes refuſing alwayes toretyre into the towne, and the 
light horſemen making continuall incurſions in all places, skirmiſhed with their 
enemies ſometimes before, and ſometimes behinde, driving them cuen to their 
rentes, ſomerimes they diſtreſſed ſuche as were gardes to the forraigers and vittel- 
lers, and ſomerimes ouerrunning the whole countrey with pray and pyllage , they 
ſpoyled all the wayes, except that which goeth from Padoa to the mount of Abar : 
nd yetthere was in the campe a wonderfull abundance of vinches, cuery houſe 
and place becing plentifullye furniſhed, for that neyther the feare of the pay- 
ſantes, nor the carefull diligence of the Yenetians, nor the infinite harmes of - 
ſouldiours on both ſydes, coulde nor drayne or drye vppe the incredible plentic 
of that moſte fruirefull and fertill countrey. At the ſame tyme alſo Late Maluez- 
zo iſſuedour of Padea with certayne trowpes of horſemen,for the conuey of lagte 
chouſan 
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thouſand duckers which were fent thither from Yerzce, and albeit in his returne the 
enemie charged him the tayle, yet his vertue brought inthe treaſure in ſaferie, 
without any other loſſe then one of his men at armes. By the nynth day tharrillerie 
had executed ſo well, that it ſeemed there was no further neceſſitic to ſhoore, and 
therefore vſing all benefices that the tyme offred, the day following the whole army 

pearedin order of bartell to —_— the walles: but finding thatthe ſame night 
r4 within the towne had made {well and ryſe the water of the ditche, whiche af- 
fore was abared and falne, Czſar gaue order that euery bande ſhoulde rerurne to 
' his place, holding itneither honorable nor neceſſarie ro commit his ſouldiours to a 
daunger ſo maniteſt: The next day,the water eftlones abared and retired, when em- 
braling chopportunitie,they gaue an aſſault (bur with ſlender ſucceſle) to the baſtil- 
lion which was made vpon the | wang the gate of _ themperor dif- 
poſed ro do whar he could to force it, cauſed to be turned thither thartilleries thar 
were planted in the quarter of the Frenche, encamping betweene the gates of 4/ 
Saints & C : And with thoſeartilleries, hauing done great execution of that 
place,he folowed it with an affalt rwo daies after with the foormenofrhAlmains and 
Spenich,accompanied with certaine men at armes on foote, whoin the furie of the 

hr aſcended the baſtillion, and ſet vp there two enſignes: Bur the fortreſle of the 
diche was ſuche,and the vertue of the defendants nothing inferior, and ſo plentifull 
thinſtrumentes of defence not onely concerning, artilleries, but alſo of ſtones and 
wildfires, that they were conſtrayned to deſcend by heapes, many remayning dead 
onthe place,and ſomefalling into the fortune ofimpriſonment: In ſo much as thar- 
mie that ſtoode in readines to giue thaſſalt, immediatly vpon thaGtion of the baſtil- 
lion,retired,and difarmed without making any other attempt , iudging itnoſtayne 
to their honor to abandon thenterpriſe wherin was no hope of their ſatetie, By this 
experience Maximilian loſt wholly all hope of the viftorie, in which conſideration 
he determined his labor with his fortune, 8& breaking vp his campe,after he had be- 
ſtowed his artilleries in places ſure,he retyred with hisarmie to the towne of Limzini 
towards Trewiſa.This was the ſeucntenth day after he was encamped before Padoa, 
and ſo with many bayres & reſting places, he came at laſt to Yincenſa, from whence 
after he had raken of that people the othe of fidelitje, and almoſte diſmiſſed his 
 wholearmic,he drew towardYerona,being not alitle diſcontented that his delibera- 

tions had taken no berrer ſucces, but more touched with perturbation,for that they 
bareblame and launderboth in his armie and throughour all /ta/ze,for that the exe- 
cution of things were in deede no leſſe infamous then the counſels: for both for that 
he had miſſed of the taking of Trexiſa, and alſo that he had loſt Pades, no man doub- 
ted that it was not his fault, and'alſo that his roo late arrining afore Pados made the 
ation more hard, for that in that negligence the Yenetians tooke tie and 
good aduauntage of time to make proutſjon of ſouldiours,to refurniſhe Padoa with 
vittels,and ro rayſe wonderfull forrifications to reſiſt thexecution that was determi- 
ned: And albeit himſelfe could not denie char in tharpropertie of error conſiſted 
not the defence of the cirie, yet cloaking the vice of: his owne vyarietie and proper 
diſorders. helaide the fault from himſelte,and complayned of the Pope andFrench 
king,for that the one had ſuffred the Embaſſadours of Venice to go to Rome, and 
the other had bene too flowe to ſende ſuccours, the ſame pgiuing occaſion to the 
world to beleue that they were eſtranged from him, and had enc the 
countreymenofthe mounraines of Yincenſato draw to rebellion: for the 
of whom after he had conſumed many dayes, he founde afterwards in regarde 
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the ſame occaſion, the ſelfe fame difficulties in the playne countreys : Allo the ber- 
ter to open to him ſelfe a way to reuittell his armie, and to aſſure his prouiſions, and 
withall to deliver his companies from | incommodities, he was conſtrayned 
totake all the townes of the countrey :Hercin the flowe marching of the Frenche 
had not onely muche hurt him, bur alſo if they had come in due ſeaſon andrime, 
the reuolt of Pados had not hapned: He complaynedalſothart aſwell for thele hin- 
deraunces, as for that the French and king of Argos had diſmiſſed their armie at 
ſea, the Yenetians had the berrer oportunitie'and rorefurniſhe and refortifie 
Pados ftanding deliuered from all other feares: Laſtly, he complayned that thole 


difficulties were _ tothe king of Aragon, as Sto induce him to con- 
ſent more eaſily that thadminiſtration and gouernment of the kingdome of Ca#ti/o 
| ſhould bero him. Buttheſe complaynres did nothing his fortunes,and much 


lefle recoueted his authoritie loſt, for that he was neglh entto vſe fo rare occaſions: 
for it did nothing diſcontent the Frenche king that the worlde was poſſeſſed wyrh 
ſuche an opinion of him: andinthe Pope was lefſe carepor affeion,for that becing 
of his proper inclination ſuſpicious and diſtruſtfull, and weighing withall thempe- 
rours continual neceſſities and wants of money,with his importunities ro demaund 
it, he was vnwilling that his name ſhouldencreaſe in /#alie. At Verona he receyued 
the othe of fidelirie,& in that citic Pe.Gaiccrardin father to the author of this booke, 
with the other Florentin Embaſſadors, couenanted with him in the name of the co- 
mon weale, (induced,beſides their owne reſpe&s,by the perſwaſions of the French 
king)to pay him in a ſhorr time.xl.chouſande duckets: for which promiſe, they ob- 
r of him in moſt ample maner, many priuileges, for the confirmation aſwell 

the libertic of F/orencejas of the' dominion and iuriſdiction of the townes and c- 
ſtates which they helde, togecher withremiſhon and acquirrance of all ductics and 
demaundes for times paſt. Thus ear xeſting determined ro-returne'into Germary, 


ro give order (as he ſayde) for the warres which he entended inthe ſpring rime, ſent 
for Monſr Chawmont to come-and communicate with him of the preſent affayres: 
he layed afore him by demonſtration the perilles of the ryme, and what daunger 
there were thatthe YVenetians would recouer Citadel/s and Baſſana, places of greate 
importance, which they prepared to aflayle, _— made proude by the detence 
and ſucceſle of Padoa: he feared the ſame opinion of their fortune would encorage 
them alſo tothe like ation agaynſt Monſelica, Montagnana, and Eite, the felicitic of 
vitorie making men inſolent, and wy mindes into enterpriſes aboue the 
proportion of their p _ and habilitic: He howe neceſlaric it 
were to confider,not onely of the proteQion of theſe places, but alſo toenter into 
practiſe howe to recouer ,wherein being of himſelfe not ſufficient enough | 
to leauic prouiſions neceſlarie for ſuche effeRs, it touched the king in good pollicie 
to miniſter ayde to him, whoſe places wereto fall into perill, if the peces 
which he held were not ſupported. To theſe demau Chaumont,in whom 
was no power to make any certayne reſolution, gaue aunbvere, that he woulde ice 
the king adu = J, on CY aduouched 6nd Turns his 
defires,bein apperreined to his place to promi ing tho authoritie 
to aſſure. Ree this I _ _ ro —_— leauing the Marquis of 
Brandebourg for Verona: Andalirtle after Monſr de Paliſ/a.remayning 
with-fiue hundrec | meets the countrey of Yerons, allcaging the difficulties 
and incommodi I IIIEY gate leaue with great importunitics 
to reryretothe frontiers of the duchie of Milan: for that the kings intention —_

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thatif his men of warre ſhould remeine in garriſon and do nothing;theyſhioild not 
abide vpon his eſtate,but ſhould returne to the ſeruice of an lian to expect 
ſuch enterpriſeas he would embraſe,but chiefly the ation of Leguague, whichnor- 
withſtanding it was much defired and ſolicited by him, yer it was fo long differred 
by his accuſtomed difficulties, thatthe raines fell ſo faſt bythe p ie of the ſea- 


ſon, thatic was impoſſible ro incampe in that contreye being forhislownes much 


ſubie& ro waters: for theſe impediments , Ceſar was driuen to deſire truce&for cer- 
raine moneths with the Yexetians, but they riling into courage by his diforders;and 
ſceinghowſlowly the confederats miniſtred to his ayde, had more regardtothefor:. 
rune that followed them,then to the mocions he made, iudging it not for their pro- 
firero conſent to any ceaſling of armes. YFVIO7 7 67395007 
Amyd theſe ſuſpicions and ielowſtes of thinges, thEmprour at laſt returnedrs 
Trente,leauing thoſe places that he held in great daunger, and al} thegouernments 
in /t«yin generall dout : for,there began to appeare betwenethe Pope & the french 
king,a new contencion,the foundacion whereof,albeirſeemedto be layd vpon lighe 
occafions,yer,there was feare leſt ie was intangled with more ſecret practile & cau- 
ſes of greater imporrance then ſuch as were expreſſed: The outward cauſe appea+ 
ing,was that a Biſhoprik being voidin Provence by the death of thincumbent dy: 
inch Court of Rome,the Pope had diſpoſcdit againſt the wil of the frEch King,who 
ended ſuch ation to be contrary to the capitulacion which the Cardinalfof Pa- 
had made berwene them, wherein albeit thewordes bare norexpreſly that there 
ſhould be equallreſpe& and obſeruacion touching the Biſhoprikes falling in the 
Court of Romee,as of ſuch as fell vacantin other places, yet he was aſſured no leſſe 
the mouth and promiſſe ofthe Cardinall , which the Cardinall:conteſſed not robe 
rue, more perhaps for feare,then for other occaſion: 'The Pope affirmed the con- 
trary,alleaging thar he tooke no knowledge of any —_ promiſed in priuitie and 
ſecrer, onely in the ratificacion he had regarde to that that appeared in the writing 
and particular articles , wherein he had fer downe diſtin&ly all the contents of the 
capitulacion, chapter by chapter , And tharticle concerning thedying of the By- 
ſhops in the Court of Rome being not comprehended, he was not bowndeto thob- 
ſeruation of that that was not expreſſed: This did ſo much aggrauate the diſcon- 
tentement of them both,thar as the Kinge, reieing contrary to his cuſtome the 
councells of the Cardinall _Amboiſe,who had alwayes aduiſed him toenterteyne a- 
greement withthe Pope, made 1% png of the frutes of all choſe benefices 
which the Churchmen reſident in the Court of Rome heldin the Duchic of Mylar: 
So,the Poperefuſed to indue the Biſhop of A/by withthehat,who,according to the 
promiſſe made tothe ,was gone to Rome to receiue it: Andalbeitthe Pope,o- 
uerruled by the importunuties of many friendes, was broughtinthe ende,to diſpoſe 
of the Biſhoprike of Pronexce according tothe Kinges minde , Andalbeirtherewas 
eftſoones agreed betweene them a new forme of proceeding in benefices that here- 
ther ſhoulde fall inthe Courr of Rome, and in regardethe fequeſtracions ro- 
ceaſſe on the one ſide, andon the other part the hatto be transferred tothe Biſhop 
of Mlby : yer theſe ſufficednot to moderatthe minde of the Pope,who 
was not a lil kindled for many reaſons, bur ſpecially forthat, having from the be- 
ginning of his Popedom,transferred very vnwillingly the legacion of theRealme of 
Fraunce to the Cardinall of _Amboiſe, A matter hurttull roche Court of Rome, and 
bearing preiudice tohis authoritic,it was now moſt greeuous to him to be conſtrai- 
ned(to auoiddiſpleaſure with the french King) tocontinue itto him: he was elous

ned _— proper error,retufing the firſt offers whichthe Yenerians made to him by 
their Embaſſador,both to leaue him all that they poſſeſſed in the firme land, and 
ſo to ſer him downe alufficient allowance and recompenieinexchaunge of Treaiſat 
And thus not being rereined by any contradiction or impedimer ofthEmbaſſadore, 
he onely was ſlow to this ation by the diſpoſicion of his minde,wherein albeit he e- 
ſteemed the abſolucion of the Yexetians to be profitable to him, and to the plots he 
had layd, yer he determined'notto giue itto them but with great regard to the dig- 
nitie ofthe ſea apoſtolike, and fo, as all thoſe thinges which were dantvpon 
the Church were wholy delivered from their oppreſſions: the ſame being one cauſe 
that he deferred to abſolue them , together wh their vnwillingnes to conſentto 
theſe two condicions : the one that they ſhoulde ſer ar libertic to the ſubies of the 
Church,the traffike &nauigacion of the ſea addriatike,which they reſtrainedagainſt 
all ſuch as would not aunſwer a kind of tribute forthe marchandi broughr:the 
other, that they ſhould continue no longer at Ferrara (A citic ing vpon the 
Church) the office of Yecedomino : The Yenetiansalleaged,that they of Ferrers had 
conſented to ir,Clement the fixt giuing no impediment, whoatthar time 
with his Court inthe citie of Awgnio»: They proucd beſides, that_Mexander the 
fourth had giuenthem the iuriſditionand gard of the goolfe vndervery large priui- 
leages, whereunto they were induced,for thatwith theirarmies,with their vertue,8& 
with their exſpenſes they had defended it againſt the Saraz2s and pirats Turkiſhe, 
& made that nauigacion aſſured to the Chriſtians: To theſe reaſons itwas aunſwe- 
red on the Popes behalf,thatthey of Ferrar«could not in preiudice of theccleſiaſtik 
iuriſdiction,conſent,thart any ſhould hold office or exerciſe dominion in Fer- 
rera& that the people of Ferrara had neuer willinglyconſented, butwere forced b 
alongand heauy warre,& after they had in vaine called the aide of the Pope,whole 
cenſures the Yenetians contemned, were conſtrained to acceptpeace with condici- 
ons at the diſcreſſion of thoſe that could. doe more with them by armes then by rea- 
ſon: Touching their authoritie alleagedvof Pope Mexander that he had graunted 
ittothem,it neither ppeneotty hiſtorie, nor other authentike tradicion, neither 
wasthere any faith to be giuento it but by theteſtimonie ofthe Fexetians,A hinge 
of iuſt ſuſpicion in their owne cauſe, eſpecially carying fo great importance: And 
be ir,there were ſome app: ce of marter, yet itwas methch that he,whothey 
| fayd hadaccorded to ſuch thinges in Yenrce,had done it by threatnings or by feare, 
then that a Pope of Roweto whom affore all others neth the defence of iu-

the fortune, the vallour,and felicitic of an armie: In this ſorte the frenche men were

and marched withoutdaunger to Newy rouwre,the Venetians incamping within 
halfe a mile of them ; who, forbeaning to followe the daye after, with that diligence 
they did before,for that their footemen were not able to hold chaſle with the horſe- 
men,they retyred inſauctic to Yerona:from S,Martyn,after they had remcinedthere 
certcine dayes,appro gn Veronanot without being blamed tor the vnprofi- 
table ſtay they had made,they began ro employ their artilleries (which they had pli- 
ted vpon the other mountaine)againſt ” caſtell of S.Fel:x and thenext wall: per- 
haps they made choiſe of that place for the difficultie to be refortified, and that the 
horſemen could not execute but withgreat diſcommodites. 

The Yerercan armie conteined cight hundred men at armes,three thowſandlight 
horſemen,the moſt part eſtradiors,8& ten thowſand footemen with a great trayne 8& 
quantitye of peyſants that followed: And within/eroxs were three hundredſpaniſh 
launces,one hundredlaunces of Almains & talians,and foure hundred french laun- 
ces,five hundred footemen paied by the king, and foure thowſand Almains, no lon- 
ger vnder the guidi got the Prince of Hanevy who was dead certcine daics affore: 
The people and inhabitants of Yeroxa very ill diſpuſed to the Almazns, were vp with 
their weap6s in their hands, A matter wherin the Yenetians had much hoped,whoſe

Trento, vnleſſe he woulde firſt deliuer ro his Embaſladour the Bull of inueſtiture 
whiche had bene promiſed: The Pope on thother ſide woulde nor preſentthe Bull, 
bur ar ſuche time as the bandes of ſouldiours were come to Bolognie, doubting leaſt 
after he had diſpoſſefled him ſelfe of it, che companies that were promiſed woulde 
| notbeſcntatall: And yer, neither for any declaration that his Caprtaynes coulde 
; maketo him, neither for the preſent difficulties,did his hope diminithe that he was 
hable to carrie Ferrara with his owne ſtrength onely : Bur as one whoſe private de- 
fire was ſtronger then all the reaſonable perſwafions that coulde be made, he 1oo- 
ked into all thexpeditions of warre with a wondertull traue!l and affe&ion,norwith- 


ſtanding that at the ſame time he fell into a great maladte , whiche (governing his | 


body contrary to the counſayle of Phiſitions) he diſpiſed no lefle then the other 
difficulries, promiting no lefl to ouercome that, then he aſſured him ſelfe of the 
victorie of the warre, hauing this firme perſwaſion , that 1: was the conſent and 


will of God that /zabe ſhoulde be reſtored tvlibertie by his meane: Suche was the - 


grearneſſe of his minde, and ſo muche. reſpe&ed his authoritie, that it was daun- 
gerous to giue him counſel agaynſthis will and lyking,and that which in other men 
might be called fury and raſhnes, was vnder the terror of his authoririe holden for 
temperance and wile proceeding: He brought to paſſe likewiſe thatthe _ of 
Mantua,whom he had called ro Be/ognia & honored him with the nitle of Gofalonnier 
ofthe church,ſhouldtake pay of the Yenetians vnder the name of their capreine ge- 
nerall (che Pope participating for an hundred men at armes, and xij. hundred foot- 
men. This matter was kept ſecrete vpon ther of the Marquis for this reaſon, 
that it was neceſſarie that he prouided firſt for the ſtay and order of his owne coun- 
trey,to thende to withſtande the harmes of the frenchmen : Bur in truth this was his 
meaning,that raking this charge vpon him, not of goodwill, but by necefhitie of the 
promiſes he had made, he fought to defer thexecunon,the better ro deliver himſelf 
of it by ſome occaſion or helpe of therime. 
 Thegreatdeficewhich the Pope had to offend others, was turned intoaneceſſity 
to giue defence to his ownethings: and this defire had bin yer both more ready and 
more greater,if new accidents had not conſtrained Chaumont to defer his purpoſes: 
forafter the Venetian army was broken vp fro before Yerone Chawnont being come as 
far as Peſquiero to marchtothe reskew of that citie, determined to returne ſpeedily, 
and — his army inthe recouery of Moder : in which quarter, his bandes that 
were at &wbiero had taken by aſſault the rowne of Formingo :1t he bad gone forwarde 
inthis a&tion, it was thought he might haue catily obteined it, bothe tor that the 
_ was ſlender, the towne nar fortified , and thinhabitantes nothing:broo- 
ng the iuriſditionof the Churche: But it happned as he thoughte to go his way, 
that the A/marn footemen that were within Yerona began to drawe into tumulte, for 
that they were yll payed of Czfar, by reaſon whereof, leaſt that Citie ſhoulde re- 
mayne Chawmont was conſtrayned to abyde there tyll he had reaſſured 
them, diſtributing nyne thouſande duckers for their preſent pay, and promiſing the 
reſidue the moneth following. In warre one misfortune draweth on an other, for 
he had no ſooner giuen order to theſe diſorders, then there happned an other acci- 
dent, for thar the Venctzan bands beeing retyred towards Padoa, & Grotto the gouer- 


nor of Leguaguothinking now that thoccafion offred ro ſack the rown of Mont. 

ma,he caulcd to march thicher al his men at armes & foure hiidred foormen: againſt 

whom whileſt they of the rowne(who could notbe without feare of a facking)made

defence, many s of the Yenetias light horſemen finding them in diſorder, 
ethem eaſily to their great harmes, for that the meaneto flee was taken from 
thenemie that had battred & beaten downea bridge. By this aduenture Le. 
ing : made nakedoft men,itis without doubt that if the Yexerian bids 
dili ro their fortune,they/had made it a glory of their valour, and a re- 
ard of their vitory.Bur as in al worldlythings,ſo chiefly in ations of war, fortune 
continuerh not all one: this oportuninie paſſed away foorthwith, for that Chawmone 
ingaduerriſed of all that was hapned 10 aprons chither in great diligence orher 
s, preſcruing that by his policie whiche thenemie had miſſed to rake by their 
ertue. Bur by theſe impediments he loſte thoccafion ro recouer Moderne, into 
whiche in this reſpite of ryme, were centred mem ng ee and many for- 
ions had bene made with great deviſe and ftudie: And yer for his com- 
ing to Rabiero, the Pope was compelled to addreſle ro Modons that armic thar 
appoynted to go agaynſt the Duke of Ferrara: There all his forces beeing al- 
mbled vnder t Pule of Yrbin Caprayne generall, and the Cardinall of Pais 
is Legare, and ynder /ohn Pawle Baillon, M. Anth. Colonno, and Jobn Vitel, all Cap- 
ecines of name and authoritic, he made requeſtto giue barrell ro chenemies: A mar- 
ter which all his capteines did impugne,as knowing thartthe forces ofthe Frenche 
were withour all compariſon both greater in num more approuedin valour: 
both for that the footemen of hurch had bin edin haſt, andinthe armie 
was no ſuch obedience anddiſcipline as ) berwene the dukeof/7bin 
and the Cardinall of Pawis a manifeſt emulation & diſcorde, the ſame extending fo 
farre,that the Duke accuſing him of infidelitic ro the Pope, ledde him priſoner to 
Bolognia, ofhis proper authoririe,or by the commaundement: Butthe 
Popeeftſones holding him purged from all crimes and impuration of crimes,helde 
him in berrer degree of fauor and authoritie then before. Whuleſt the two armies 
laye one right agaynſtthe other, Chaumont lying with his horſemen at Rubiero, and 
his footemen at Marſaglio,and on the otherfide, the Ecclefiaſtikes keeping art Mo- 
dena in the ſuburbes of Rwbiero, many skirmiſhes and enterchaunge of feates mar- 
riall paſting derwene them. The Duke of Ferrers, who a litle before had recoucred 
withour reliſtance Poliſena de Rowigno, royning to him the Lorde Chattr/lion and the 
French launces,recouered without impediment Finale, & from thence entring into 
the rowne of Cexto (which che Pope had raken before) by the Caſtell that helde for 
himhe ſacked it and burned ir,preparing himſelfe to go ioyne with Chaumont. The 
Churche armies fearing muche by theſe behauiours, reryred within Adodons,beſto- 
wing one part of their in the ſuburberthar is rowarde the mountayne: Bur 
ſuche is the variation of warre,not carried alwayes with one fortune: the Duke was 
no ſooner remouedthen he was c yned efrſones to abide for the defence of his 
own,for that the Yexerians coteining three hundred men avarmes,many light horſ- 


s forced the rowne of Stellate

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which he had planted y anne of the lande from whence he beat eaſily that 
place,and beſides that sko the whole ryuer of Pavw with two gallies, which re- 
ryred immediatly,for that the YVezerian flecte,who.inthe beginning could nor enter 
Pawv,the mouthes of the river being garded by thordinance ofthe Duke,found en- 
ring now,being come vp by Adice againſt the ſtreame,inſomuch as the countrey of 
Ferrars ſuffred many domages by the preſence of two fleeres ofthe Yenetians. Bur 
thoſe harmes ceaſſed forthwith together with the feares of the peoples, for that the 
| Duke iſſuing our of Ferrara, ſet ypon that fleete whiche was entred by Primaro and 
come vp to Adr;a,with two gallies, two foyſtes,and many ſmall barkes : and hauing 
ulſed them with an eafic fortune and no great hazarde, he came to the other, 
which being compounded burof foyſtes and other ſmall veſſels, was entred by For- 
- xaceiand come vp to Puliſella:and as they would haue entred within Adice by a ry- 
yer neare it,they found impediment by the (halownes of the water: in ſo muche as 
- ſtanding opento perill without any apparance of ſuccors, & being continually bea- 
ten with tharrilleries of thenemie,they left their veſſels abandoned,ſcking their ſafe- 
tic inthoſe meanes which their preſent fortune prouided for them, 
In theſe ſtirres of temporall armes, the ſpirituall thonderboltes began ro make 
on all partes: for the Pope ioyning authoritie to his furic, excommunicated 
Alfonſo 4Eite, and all ſuche as either were come or woulde come to his ſuccors, but 
particularly Monſr Chaumont with all the principalls of the Frenche armie: And in 
Fraunce the aſſembly —_ that had bene tranſported from Orleans to Tours, 
had conſented (notwi 'S more not to oppoſe _ the will of their king 
aſſiſting oftentimes their aſſembly,chen of their proper will or iudgement) ro many 
articles propounded agaynſt the Pope,withthis only modification,that before they 
wentfrom his obedience,there houldi beEmbaſſadors addreſſed to him,both ro c6- 
municate ſuch articles as were agreed vpon by the clergie of Frawnce,and alſo ro ad- 
moniſhe him that hereafter he thould obſerue them, and in caſc of impugning or 
reſiſting he ſhould be citedto the councell, wherin requeſt ſolemneſhould be made 
ro all Princes of Chriſtendome to be concurrant in tha&tion:There was allo agreed 
 toleauiea great impoſt of money vpon the Churches of Fraunce. Andalittle after 
in an other ſcſhonof the xxvij.of September, they: publiſhed the councell to begin 
at Lyox inthe beginning of Marche next: The ſame day the Biſhop of Garce entred 
into Towrs, where he was receyued with fo rare and incredible honor, that vppon 
thexceſſiue pompes that werevſedto him,was ſufficiently expreſſed with what long 
and greatdefire his comming had bene exſpected: beſides,now began to be diſclo- 
ſed the diuiſion of the Cardinals agaynſt the Pope,for that the Cardinals of S.Crofſe 
and Coſenſo,Spaniſh,8&the Cardinals of Bazeux & AI with the 
Cardinal $.Sexeri», leauing the my going to Bo/ognis by the way of Romagnia,and 
viſiting in his iourney the temple of our Lady of Lorerts,very notable bymany mira- 
cles,they tooke with his leaue their way through Twrkave : Bur becing come to Flo- 
rence,and obreining of the Florentins ſaf uit, not for any time derermined,but 
vntill they reuoked it, and fiftene dayes after the reuocation ſhould be ſignified to 
them, they delayed with many excuſes to paſſe further : Their long abyding gaue 
cauſe of ſuſpicion to the Pope,who after many requeſts to haue them togo 
to Bologna, wrote priuatly to the Cardinalles of S. Malo, Barenx, and S. Sexerin to 
comme to the Court vpon payne of his indignation: and proceeding more gently 
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with the Cardinalls Coſenſz and S. Croſſe, a Cardinall of marke both for his nobili- 
tic, his knowledge, and his other merites, and alſo very notable for the greate 
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and weightie embaſſages which he had managed for the ſea Apoſtolike,he deltwith 
them by perſwaſions & inducements offriendſhip to rerurne tothe courr. But they 
not diſpoſed to obey him whom they did nor _— the way toMillan by Lani 
gianaafer they had in vayne ſolicited the Florentins wu" nor only to the, bur alſo 
to allthe cardinals that would come thither,an aſſured fafe conduit for a long time. 
In this meane while Chawnoxt deuifing to recouer Carpy, which had bene taken 
before by the ſouldiours of the Church,ſenr thither Pio & Monſr Palifſo with 
foure hundred Jaunces & foure thouſand foormen, Albers Pio going before with a 
trompet,8 accompanicd with a ſmall troupe of horſi e towne that loued well 
his name, hearing ofhis coming began to tumulr:for 
fraſtikes lying there in garriſon to anumber of xl. lig 
footmen,forſooke their charge & touke the way to Modons: ing purſued by 
the French which came ſoone after,they were & pur to flight in the medow 
of Cwrtille, which is almoſtin the halfe way betrwene and Modena: The horle- 
men found ſafetic in the ſwiftnes oftheir horſes, bur Wl part of their foormen fell 
into the laſt calamities of warre,which was ſlaughter and impriſonment. Chaumont 
eſteemcd it the beſt policie , and to better purpoſe for the preſent warre,to ſer v 
thenemie afore the arriuall of the Spaniſhe launces, whom to aduaunce and halten 
the more,the Pope had delivered into the handes of Cardinall Regrze the bull of in- 
veſtiture : He judgedit alſo very conucnient to go to the charge afore the Venetian 
companies ioyned with them,who hauing rayſed certaine rampiers agaynſt tharril- 
leries of A/foxſo, hoped ſpeedily ra hauc caſt downe their bridge. In this minde he 
drew neareto Modone, where after was ſpent along time in skirmiſhing berweene 
both parres,thecclcſiaſtikes looking/mco their weaknes, would neuer iſſue out with 
all their forces, not ſeeking perill by ſeparation, where they were aſſured of ſaferie 
ing together in one ſtrength. This hope being loſt, he ined toputin exe- 
cution that whervnto many of his braueſt capreines,and namely the Bentinoleis,dyd 


wade him with ſundrye gffers:| They aduiſed him not toconſume time vnpro- 
about marrers of ſo ſmall reſpe&, that the difficulties were farre greater then 

the © + 50G but rayſing his mide equall to the offers of his fortune, that they 
wilde him to ſet vppon the my of the warre: and the principall head from whom 


proceeded ſo many perilles and troubles: They alleaged that he had nowe a good 
occaſion,for that within Bolognis were very fewe forrayne ſouldiours, and amongſt 
the people many mindes that fauoured the Bentimolei, the moſt part of the reſidue 
becing inclined rather to exſpe& thiſſue of things, then to rake armes ro ſowe the 
ſeedes of newedaungers, and reapethe frute of newe hatreds and harmes: That if 
thattempte were not nowe giuen, the _m occaſion paſſing, fortune woulde 
alſo vanithe and make vayne thexploite : for that comming the bandes of 
the Venetian? and Spaniards that were exſpeed,rthere was no hope todo that with 
an armie mighty, whichnow the occaſion and rime made eaſiewith far leſle forces. 

Thus the whole armie beeing aſſembled which the Bentinoleis followed with cer- 
taine horſmen and athouſand foormen of their owne paye, tooke the way berwene 
the mounraine and the highway, and aſſaulted Spilsnberro,which isa borowe ofthe 
Counts Rengons, wherein was agarriſon of foure hundred fooremen ſent thither by 
56/4 wa They hadno ſooner begon to barrer it, then they had it by compoſition, 
the vallour of the fouldiours doing nothing to helpe the weake firuation and plor 
ofthe place: Thenexr day Franke caſtell rendred vpon conditions more cafie then 
honorable,ſauing thar the fortune of the viRors did ſomewhar defende their diſho- 


nour: 
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nour: And from thence they marched and incamped at Creſplano a village crenne 
myles from Bolognia, with intention to preſent them ſclues the day after affore the 
gates of the Citie,wherin, what by the comming of tharmie,and what by the reap- 
portthatrhe Bentinoleis were in it, all things were full of contuſion and tumult,and 
the Nobles noleſſe then the Comons expreſſed an vniuerſall diſpoſition to change, 
the one parte fearing, and the- other parte deſyring the rerurne of the familic of 
Bentinoley . But greater confuſions and feares occupied the myndes of the Pre. 
lares and Courriers, berter acquaynted with the ym of Rome, then accuſto- 
med tothe daungers of warre; The Cardinalls full o erous ons ranne to 
the Pope,complayning that he had pur himſelfe, the ſea Apoſtolke,and themin ſo 
great peril]: their tymerous condition tooke away the reaſon that in cafes of daun- 

is wontto rule wiſe men, and the ſame feare that moued their confuſion , ſup- 


ed in them all reſpeR andreuerence to the dignitie of the place and perſon, 


cd on with thoſe paſſions whiche they were not hable to moderate, 

hr him with great importuninies, eyther to make ſome ſufficient prouifion 
for their defence (whiche in ſuche a ſhortneſle of tyme they helde impoſlible)or 
at leaſt to ſeeke to appeaſe and reaſſure thinges by compoſition vnder ſuche condi- 
tions as the neceſlitic of their eſtate required, wherevnto they ſuppoſed thenemie 
woulde incline: orart leaſt that he woulde make his departure out of Bolognia toge- 
ther with them, and to conſider that if his particuler daunger touched him nor, of 
what importance it wouldebefor the ſea Apoſtolike and for all Chriſtian religion, 
ifthere happned any inconuenience to his perſon. His deareſt fouourits and moſt 
acceptable miniſters and ſeruantes did communicarein theſe complaintes, and ha- 
uing all one feare they followed all one ſute,like men that neuer feling bur ſecuritie, 
had leaſt rule ouer their paſſions when they ſawe perill and danger at hande : But he 
onely,amidde ſo great a tumult & diſorder of things,no leſle vncertayne of the fide- 
litie of the people, then yll contented with thefſlowe comming on of the YVenetians, 
made obſtinate reſiſtance agaynſt all theſe aduerfities, neither amaſed with the pe- 
rills chat he fawe,nor once moued with the perplexities of his Cardinals,& ioyning 
to theſe afflitions the maladie that had muche weakned his body, they had all no 
habilitie ro bende the greatnes of his minde. At the beginning he had cauled to 
come thither M.Azth.Colonno with one part of the ſouldiours that were within Mo- 
dons, and likewiſe had ſent for Jerome 4Onato Embaſſador to the YVenetrans, ro whom 
he complayned with bitter exclamations, that for the long delaying of the aydes 
which had bo ſo many times promiſed him, his perſon and his eſtate were in ma- 
nyfeſt daunger,not onely with an ingratitude abhominable towardes him that had 
begonne the warre chiefly for their ſafetie, and who with his great expences and 
daungers hauing _ the whole empire and the french king to be his enemies, 
had bene the cauſe of the preſeruation of their liberrie till thar daye, bur alſo with 
an incredible indiſcreſſion for the regarde of themſclues , ſeeing it he ſhovlde ey- 
ther be vanquithed, or conſtrayned to yeelde to any compoſition, there coulde be 
no hope of their ſaferie, and lefſe exſpetation of good degree for their common 
weale: he laſtly proteſted with wordes and ationfull of furie and reſolution,that he 
would fall ro agreement with the frenche if the next day paſt over and no ſuccours 
of rheir w which lay at Sre{lats cntred into Bologna, hauing this difhcultic to

| frenchking,begantomake his A roall Princes Chriſtian, that the french 
king, viing vaiuſtly and againſt truth thetitle and name of right Chriſtian, and de- 
ſpiting the confederacion ſolemnly made ar Cambray, and laſtly no lefſe mouecd with 
ambicion to vſurpeall zzefy,then wickedly thirſti the blood of the Popes of 
Rome, had ſent outhisarmieto beſecge him withall the Colleage of Cardinalls and 
the whole eſtare of Prelats within Bo/ognia: And in this diſpoſicion of minde, retur- 
ningeftſoones with acourageredoubled to the thoughtes and ſtudies of the warre, 
he refuſed to heare ſpeake thEmbaſſadors,who,following the ſolicitacion begon by 
Chaumont,offered him the meanes of peaceatfirſt Ferrarawere not deliueredto him: 
yea,ſuch was the violence and furie of the ſpirit that gouerned him, that notwith- 
ſtandingby the trauells he had ſuffered inſo grearan accident both in body & mind, 
his maladiewas made much worſe, yet he began to make new leauies of ſouldiours 
and to ſtirre vp the Yenetians (who at laſt had caſt a bridge berweene Frequerolo and 
Stellate)to ſend vnder the Marquis of Mantua,one partof their armie to Hodenato 
joyne with his,and with the other partto vexe and mioleſt Ferrara aſſuring themthar 
within few dayes he ſhould haue Regia, Rubiere, and Ferrara: The ambicionof his 
mind made him/apt to hope for all thinges andro dif] hows in nothing, And what ſee- 
med vnpoſlible in reaſon,arte or pollicie, he made nodoutto bringe to paſſe bythe 
benefit of his fortune, which he ſuppoſed was of power to remoueall the difficulties 
that could be obicRed againſt him : The Yenetien bandes deferred to paſſethe riuer

mediatly after,the Pope gaue order that the armie(gouerned by FabricioColonno for

uided not for theſe diſorders,who hauing left within Reegia Monſr d Aubigny with 
fiue hundred launces and two thowſand Gaſcoxs vnder Capteine CHolard, was gon 
him ſelfe into Parma,the king hauing ſent him word to abſteine as much as hecould 
from exſpenſes: for,the king perſeucring in his deuiſe to remporiſe vntiltheſpri 

made no puru yance forthaffayres on this ſide the Mountes : by meane whereof his 
reputacion declynedin /taly, and the courage of his enemies augmented more and 

more: Andthe Popeimpatient that his armic aduaunced no more, not admittin 
any longer the excuſes which his Caprteines made vpon the ſeaſon of theyeare wich 
er difficulties, he aſſembled them al rogerher ar ie and told them hewould 
march'to incampe affore Ferrers: A reſolucion which|was allowed onely by thEm- 
bafſſadors of Yerice;either notto offende him in gaineſaying his deuiſes, or that by 
thar occaſiontheir ſouldiours ſhould rerurne more theirfrontyers: it was bla- 
medofallthe re{idue of Capreines and nations in thearmie,burin vaine, for that he

le reſtoredto Czſar of whoſe iuriſdiftion it was. And as itfruch thembaſſadour of 
Czfar reſident with the Pope, had receiued the poſlefſion of it, and that he mighe 
remayne there in ſuretie by the authoritic of Ceſar, he diſmiſſed Mark. Anth.Colon- 
zo with the other bands with whom he had kept ir afore in the name of the Church, 
aduerrifing Monſr Chaumont that Modons was no more the Popes, but was iuſtly re- 
uerted to the iuriſdiction of Cxſar: This was not belecued of Chanmont, who (till 
continued to worke the Cardinal of Ezte to pur in execution the conſpiracie andin- 
relligence whiche he interteyned with that Citie: In ſo muche that according to 
dire&ion, the Frenche bandes which had left in garriſon within Rubzero, 
were made out one night, but notwi ing they marched with as licle brute as 
they coulde within a myle of Modona,they returned the ſame night to Rubiero,cither 
for tharthe order of their faftion within was not correſpondent, or els the French- 
men had preuented their time and were come to ſoone: Neuertheleſſe they gaue 
no place tothis yll ſuccefle, but made an other ſally our of Rubiero to come to Me- 
dona, falling notwithſtanding into the ſame impedimentes they did before,aggraua- 
ted nowe by the deapth and rage of the waters to paſſe the ryuer of Sekchie whiche 
runneth betore Rwbiero. Artlaſte Yirfruch became x 
priſonment cerrtayne of the Citie, vpon whom he impoſed an intelligence with the 
cardinall of Eite, he obteined of the Pope that Marke Anth. Colowno (hould eftſones 
returne thirther with the garriſon that was there before: A matter whiche had nor 
ſtayed Monſr Chaumont (becing nowe come to Carpy) to marche and encampe be- 
fore it, if rhe qualitic and ſeaſon of thetime had not taken from him the drawing of 
his non the way betwene Rwolo and Carpy, A way not more then ten miles 
from thence, bur cuen the worſt of all the ways in Lombarde,notwithſtanding their 
ouerflowing with waters and mariſhe natures : Beſides all this, Chawnoxt was cuery 
day more and more aduertiſed,that Modoxa was redeliucred to Ceſar ſimply and ab- 
folurely, which made him make this couenant with Yiefrnch, not to offende Modona 
nor his territories, recciuing reciprocally his promiſe, that in the ations berwene 
the Pope and his king, he ſhould nor fauour the one nor the other partie: Bur ſuche 
is the deſtinie and ende of all flethe, thatall men borne in humaine nature, muſte in 
their rime appoynted reſigne tothe earth the life they had of the carth: it 
not many dayes after that Chanmont fell into-a greeuous maladie,and beeing carried 
to Correge, ended his life within fifrene - deuoutly ſomewhat affore 
his death, how greatly he was repented and remorſed of the vexations he.had done 
to the Church, and beſoughtthe Pope a 4-0 inſtrumentto giue him pardon 
and abfolution, which being graunted whileſt he yer lyued, coulde not cometo his 
knowledge by reaſon of theſodennes of his dearth: He was aCaprtaynethar in his 
life bare great authoritie in tale, both by the ſingular credire of the Cardinall Am- 
boyſe, and alſo for that he managed almoſt abſolutely the Duchie of Millarand all 
the armies ofthe king: But rouching his habiliric or vallour , ir was farre inferiour 
to ſo great a burden,the greatnesof his place carrying him into ſuche fingularitic of

that after the death of his vncle , his inſufficiencie becing no more ſupported by 
countenanceand fauour, he fell in his dayes almoſte into the diſdayne of the 
ſouldiours, notwithſtanding he ſuffred in wonderfull inſolencies and licenci- 


ous behauiours to ſtoppe them mc dcneoroehemmetprch 


as Triuwlce, a captaynetrayned in auncientdiſcipline,woulde oftentimes proteſt by 
othe, that he would neuer go more into the Freniche armies, vnleſſe the king mar- 
ched in perſon,or a leaſt him ſelfe commaundedas cheefe: Neuerthelefle theking 
was determined affore to ſende for his ſucceſſor, Monſr Longexille, diſcended of the 
bloud royall, bur a baſtarde borne, and not ſo mucheeſteemed tor his verrue, as for 
his diſcending and ryches. By the death of Chaumont, John 1a.,Trinulce remayned go- 
uernour of tharmie by the prerogatiue that he was one of the foure Mareshals of 
Frawnce,to whom,the generall becing dead,the rule of tharmie apperteineth by the 
ſtatutes of Frawxce vntill the king do otherwiſe diſpoſe of it: And albeit,notknowing 
how heſhoulde be continued in that gouernment, he durſte not attempt any 
matterof con ce: yet he returned with tharmie to Sermid; to goto the ſuccors 
| of Geniwola, afore the which the Pope had not onely ſent his bands that were in Ro- 
” magnia, but alſo had procured the Yeretian flecte to approche at the ſame inſtant, 
which came thither with thirrene light gallies, and many other veſſelles of meaner 
burden: But he had no necefſitie to paſſe further, for whileſt the landemen incam- 
ped abour it with very litle obedience andjorder, there was diſcouered vpon a ſud- 
den the Duke of Ferrers and the Lorde of Che#:Hon with the Frenche ſouldiours 


that were ledde out of Ferrers in greater numbers then were thenemies: and mar- 
chingalong the brinke ofthe ryuer of P.-vvy, and beeing come vp as farre as the ry- 
uer of Saxterno, they c: CIO had brought with them, and in one 
moment charged and confuſed ies, who,by reaſon of their diſorder beeing 
not hable to make reſiſtance, fell into c and voluntarie fleeing, ſauing 
three hundred Spaniſhe footemen whiche tharrillerie: In which confuſion 
they loſte their enſignes and artilleries, many chieftaynes of the horſemen finding 
more ſafetie in the fortune and ſwiftnes oftheir horſes, then in their proper vaJours: 
By reaſon of this aduerſitic the Yexetianflette,to auoide the daungerthatthrearned, 

——_—_ rinde, and fo reryred into the ryucrof Pawy. 

The affayres of the warres had theſe diuers proceedings,nor exprefling any aſſu- 


red token to iudge what would be the iſſue ofit: The thoughts alſo of Princes were 


no leſſe diverſe, and no leſſe incertayne, ſpecially the cogitations of Ceſar, who con- 
trarie toall exſp ation, determined to ſende th 08 tn 0m obenk

vnitieof Cxlar with the French king, and the of the Yenetians by their 
commonarmies,and withall the ruine of che Pope by meane of the Councell, the 
French might riſc into a greatnes too iclouſe and fulpeed, laboured to perſwade 
him that an vniverſall peace woulde fall out berter for his es, ſo farreforth as 

by it he obzeinedeyrher the whole or the ff thoſe peeces whichethe 
 Fenctiansvſuxped vpon him : he aduiſed him to ſende tothis effe, ſome norable 
to Mantus with full power, and labouring to induce the Frenche king to 
do the like; he promiſed thathe would alſo ſende thither, by which-examples he al- 
leaged thatthe Pope could not refuſero ioyne in the ation, & laſtly that he would 
not go che will of ſo many Princes: hetolde him that vpon the refolu- 
tion.of the , depended all the deliberations of the Yenetians, in whom was ane- 
ceſſitiero folowe his authioritic, as notbecing hable to ſtande alone: tor which rea- 
ſons it was to be hoped, that Ceſar withour difficultic, without armes, and without 
iacreaſing the reputation. and might of the Frenche king, ſhould to his 
pe IN his eſtate rogether with an vni peace. And be it tharit 
ught nar foorththarſucceſle which reaſonably may be expe&ted, yer he ſhould 
not be depriucdof meanes to moue the warre at — , and with the 
ſame commodities and hopes: Bur becing cheefe of all Chriſtian princes , and 
coteor of the church, his tuſtifications would be the more augmented, as alſo by 
hea Councell would come the exalration of his glorie, for that it woulde ap- 


ro one , that as he princi had ſought and defyred the peace and v- 
evo of Chriſtians, fo bythe eg wicked counſels jor he was cor 


ſtrayned to make warre. Theſe reaſons no lefle by the grauitie of marter they ex- 
preſſed , then by rhauthoritie of the perſonage from whom they came, were righs 
acceptable ro Czar, who atthe ſame inſtant addreſled lerters ro the Pope and tothe 
French king: To the Pope,that he had determined roiſendethe Biſhop of Gurce in-

and chiefe abouc Princes Chriſtian)he was reſoluedin all that he might,to procure 
the: tranquullitic of the fea Apoſtolike, and the vniuerſall peace of Chriſtendome: 
ſommorung him,bearing thoffice of the high vicare of Chriſt,toioyne and procede 
with himin the ſame intention, and ro do hich belonged to the place & nanie 
ofPape,tothende he were not 5 em, ma to have recourſe ro other remedies, to 
eſtabliſhe the peace of Chriſtendome: he did got allowe thepractiſe that was 


poſe it ypon them: He tolde him beſides, chat 1twas a matter very vnworthy and 
vnproficable,in ſo great troubles to make creation of newe Cardinalls, fince he was 
ally forbidden by the capitulations which the Cardinalls made with him when 
was cleed Pope: He defired him to reſerue thar office tyll times of berter rrin- 
illitie,when he cither haue no neceflitic or no caule,to preferre to fo great 
ignities none bur perſons well allowed of for their diſcreſſion, their do&rine, and 
good life. Tothe French king he wrote,thar according to his vertuous diſpoſiri 
alwayes inclined ro embrace a good and aſſured peace, he was reſolued toſende to 
Mantua the Biſhop of Gwrce to ſolicite a peace vniuerſall, wherevnto he belecued 
(with reaſons and ions not light nor vayne)thatthe Pope (whoſe authoritie 
the Fexetians were conſtrayned to followe) would readily incline, the Embaſſadotrs 


of the king of Aragon concurring in thaftion, and promiſing the like on the behalfe

creaſed his ſuſpicion was, that Czſer was newely confedered with the Swvizzer:;,

his ations , he obiected him iclfe manifeſtly the conuocation of the coun- 
cell, and vnder cooller of modeſtic he blamed that with armed hand and 
in atime when /ta/je burned withan vniuerial fire of warre,there ſhould be ſuch ne- 
'ati cr which without the concorde and conſent of all Princes,could 
fruites full of venim and infeion: laſtly,he was well aduertiſed 
eparcd a ſtrong army by ſea, with the which,albcit he publiſhed a brute, 


in perſon into Affriks,yer it could notbe decided wherherhelea- 

endes: Wherein he was ſo muche the more ſuſpicious,by 
were alwayes full of ſweernes and affabilitic:for he alwayes be- 
ſought the ki it were witha brotherly affeion to make peace with the Pope, 
forſaking (if ocherwiſe it coulde not be wrought) ſome peece of his owne rightes, 
both not toſhewe |himſelfe a perſecuter of the Churche contrarie to the auncient 
pictic anddeuotion of the houſe of Frawvce: and alſo not to turne him from the 
warre which he had determined to make vpon the Mores in Afrika for thexalration 
of the name of Chriſt : he added laſtely,, thar albeit it had beene a perperuall cu- 
ſtome amongeſt Chriſtian Princes, when they prepared armies agaynſt infidetls to 
demaunde ſuccors of others in a cauſe ſo holy and honorable,yer cheats

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fiſed him not to be hindred, and was content to require no other ayde but that Hta>

he might remayne in peace: Whiche wordes notwithſtanding they were caried to 
che ada ady his Embaſſadour, and pronounced by his owne mouth to the 
Frenche E reſident with him,and that with great demonſtration of ami- 
tie: yet ir ſeemed thar they conteineda ſecret proteſtation to take armes in fauor of 
the Pope: A matter which ſeemed nor likely to the king that he durſte do withour 
hope to be hable to induce Ceſar to the ſame. Theſe things troubled muche the 
kings mind,& filled him ful of 99% 6 800 that to work the peace by the 
meane of the Biſhop of Guree,w be a thing no leffe vayne then preiudiciall vnto 


him: And yer, not toſtirre vp Ceſer, he determined to ſende to Mantze the Bi- 


ſhop of Paric,a Prelate of authoritic and deepe knowledge in thefcience of the 
Lawes. Theſe were the doubtes of the one king and the deccites of the other, the 
onefull of deuiſes and the other not voydeof diſtruſte: they both open in words, 


| andyet kept both their intentions diſſembled : A marter of familiar cuſtome with 


Princestointerteine one an other with vayne _ and artificiall feares, 

All this whyle /ohn /acques/Triuulce remayned with tharmie at Sermid; diſperſed 
into many places thereaboures for the better commoditie of lodging and virtclles: 
Andin this timeherec ignificationfrom the king,that it was his will that the 
warre ſhould be adminiſtred by him, with this limitation, that exſpeRing the com- 
ming of the Biſhop of Gurce, he ſhoulde abſtayne from all violent ation vpon the 
ſtare eccleſiaſti hardnes of the ſeaſon becing alſo agaynſt it, by reafon wherof 
itwas im inthe fielde notwithſtanding Marche was nowe be- 
gonne: Therefore Trinulce, both for that he had no occaſion to attempr any other 
enterpriſe, and for that he was in places ſo very neare, determined to deuiſe howe 
he might offende tharmic of thennemies,who being diſperſed abroade when Monſ7 
Chaumont returned from Sermidj to Carpy, moſte parte of their fooremen were 1od- 

ed at Bondzn, and the horſemen in the townes neare about Finale. But afſoone as 

e hadreceyued his commiſſion from the king,he marched the day after to Stellata, 
andthe day following ſomewhat further, where he beſtowed charmie abrode in the 
villages thereabours,and rayſed a bridge of boates vpon the ryuer of Pavy betwene 
Stellata and Ficquerolle, hauing giuen direion to the duke of Ferrara to make an 0- 
ther a myle lower atthe place which is called the poynt, beceing that breache or 
braunche of Pavw which goeth to Ferrara, & thar alſo he ſhould marche with thar-

. tillerie tothe hoſpital,a place right oueragainſt Boxdzn.In this meane while Trinulce 


was aduertiſed by his eſpials,thatmany trowpes of light horſmen of that part of the 
Venetianarmie which lay on the other ſide Pawv, were the next night to approche 
Mirandola to dreſle ſome ambuſhe: Agaynſt whome he ſent out ſecretly certayne 
horſmen,who being come vp to Belair, a plaine houſe in the contrey of Mirandpla, 
found within it Leonard Napolitain captcine of the Venetian light horſmen, & a man 
of you place & reputation in tharmie:he nothing doubting that his enemics would 
diſcend fo farre astothatplace,was withdrawne thither onely with fiftie horſe, and 
there exſpeting a ſtrEgrh that was to follow, he with many of his were ſlain, 
their vallour not being able to reſiſt the malice of their fortune. Alfonſo Ee came 
tothe hoſpirall according to his dire&ion,beginning he night following ro imploy 
his artillery againſt Bondiz:And at theſametime,not omitting choportunity of their 
felicitie,Trimuwlce lent Guan lord of Foix the kings ſiſters ſonne, a man very young 
and newly come to the armic the yeare before, to runne vp euen to the barres of

depended vppon the a t and compoſing of the 
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affayres of Ferrars, for that they beeing determined , and no more cauſe re- 
mayning to the Pope to ſuſtayne the Yexetians , they ſhoulde bee conſtrayned to 
celde to peace with ſuche lawes and conditions as Ceſar woulde: That the Pope 
pretended thar the ſea Apoſtolike had great and ſtrong rightes ouer the citic of Fer- 
rars, anddid eſteeme alfa to haue vied towards him = ingratitude, and had 
done him many vnworthy injuries: That to abate and qualifie the rigor of his minde 
whiche was nowe full of iſpleaſure, it was more conuenient that the ſubic& or 
vaſſall ihoulde implore the clemencie of his Lorde, then to come and diſpute ofhis 
juſtice : For which reaſons they perſwaded that it was not only comely and h 
bur alſo conuenient and neceſlarie, to go to him, in which iuſte humiitie and ſub- 
miſſion they doubted not but he woulde diminiſhe a grear parte of his rigour: They 
thought it not profitable that that diligence, that induſtrie, that authoritie whiche 
was to be imployed to diſpoſe the Pope to peace, ſhoulde be conſumed in perſwa- 
Gions tending to endes doubtfull: Laſtely they added with very ſweerte wordes, that 
neither could marters hauetheir full diſputation, nor the quarrells ſufficiently ſear- 
ched into, vnleſle all the parties were together in full affiſtance. And that within 
Mantua was onely bur one parte, for that Ceſar, the French king,and the king Ca- 
tholike, were in ſuche vnitic of leagues, parentages, and amities, that in this ation 
wereto be reputed as brethren, thintereſtes of euery particular beeing com- 
mon tothem all. Whar by theſe perſwaſions and other reſpe&es more PUNE 
and private, the Biſhoppe of Gurce ſuffred him ſelfe ro bee wonne to goe thither, 
with intention that the Biſhoppe of Paris ſhoulde exſpet at Parma, what woulde 
be the ſucceſle of his voyage. During theſe ations the Pope, notwithſtanding all 
ſolicitation made apperteining to the peace, had not yetaltered his thoughtes from 
the warre, interteyning the one with ſhowes diſſembled, and embraſing the other 
with deſires burning and importunat: He ſuppoſed to ſurpriſe of newe the baſtil- 
lion of Genizo/a, recommending the charge of that enterpriſe to /ohbn Viteli : But 
aſivell for the ſmall and {lowe paymentes that were made, the numbers of foote- 
men were farre inferiour to thappoyntment, as alſo that all the countrey thetea- 
boutes ſtoode ouerflowed bothe by the plentie of raynes that fell, and by the cur- 
ting of the ryſinges of the ryuer of Pavv, there was nothing aduaunced: Beſides, 
Mifonſo dEﬀte was the ſtronger by water, who, with an armie of Gallies and: Bri- 
gantins ſo charged the Venetian fleete neare $5, Albert, that what with the fu- 
rie of that encounter, and with the feare of an other fleete of lefſerveſſelles which 
they diſcerned ſayling from Comaccho, they retyred to the porte of Rawexma with 
the loſſe of two fuſtes, two barbortes, and more then fourtie ſmaller veſſelles ; 
This accident diſappoynted the Popes hope to take the Baſtyllion, and therefore 
he returned thoſe companies tothe campe whiche lodged at Finals, very muche 
weakened of the _—__ of footemen for that the paye was ſo ſmall. About. this 
tryme the Pope created eyght Cardinalles, partely to allure to him the myndes of 
Princes, and partly to arme him agaynſt the threatnings of the Councell; Suche as 
he created were prelates learned and experienced, and as they bare inthe Cqurr 
of Rome a greate authoritic, ſo they were perſonages of ſpeciall cletion,, ſuche 
as hereappoſed moſte furetie in : Of the number of this creation was'the, Archs, 
by(hoppe of Yorke Embaſſadour for the kinge of Englande , and the Bylhoppe 
of Syox, the one beeing a man of importaunce to ſtirre vppe the Suwizwers, 
and the other beeing gracious with hys king, whom he hoped to kindle agaynſt 
the Frenchemen: And to drawe on the Biſhop of Gurce as it were with an carneſt

penny certayne of the ſame dignitic, and with that hope to make him the more tra- 
able to his deſyre, he reſerued to him ſelfe with the content of the Conſiſtorie, a 
power to name an other, ſuche a one as he had faſhioned already in his mynde, 
After he vnderſtoade that the Biſhop of Gurce had conſented to come to him, he 
determined to receyuc him with great honour, wherein to expreſle more office 
then theſtate of a Biſhop of Gerce coulde ch leſle reſpe& then apper- 
reined to ſo ſupremea dignirie as a nigh Biſhop of Roxve, he went from Ravenna to 
Bolognia, to thende to ioyne the magniticence of the place tothe reſidue of the ho- 
nours he pretended: There he recciued him with and ceremonies equall 
| to the eſtate and dignitic of any king, the glory of his demonſtrations and ſhowes 
1 giuing great dereGtion of his diſſembled minde. The Biſhop alſo for his parte ex- 
[ preſſed no leſſe pompe and magnificence, for that diſcending into /talie with the 
'f title of Czfars licferenant, he came accompanied with a very —_ trayne of nobi- 
| litie,all their bands and followers beeing ſumptuouſly apparelled. The Embaſſador 

| of Venicereſident with the Pope came to meete him at the gate of the towne, ma- 
king ſignes of very great ſubmiſſion: But he, with a wonderfull pride and arrogan- 
cool in his geſtures and wordes, ſhewed him ſelfe not a little diſcontented that 
he thatrepreſented the ennemies of Ciſar, coulde not ſo muche brydle his impu- 

dencie and boldneſſe, as to forbeare tg come in his preſence. With this pompe he 

went vp to the publike Conſiſtorie, where the perſon of the Pope attended hym 

with all the Cardinalls: There heexpreſſed in ſhort ſpeeche, bur with very hawty 

| and proude wordes, that as Ceſar had fenthim into /te{ze, in a deſire ro obteyne that 
| that apperteined to him, more by the waye of peace then by the rigour of warre: 
[ ſoneuertheleſle, there was no place or poſſibilitic for peace, if the Yenetians made 
notfranke reſtitution of thoſe things that belonged to him in any ſort ſocuer. After 
he had declared thus much in publike audience,he deliuered no lefle in priuatto the 
Pope, nothing abating his hawtines, and the day following he accompanicd theſe 
ſeuere beginnings with actions no lefle proude & arrogant: for the Pope hauingby 
his conſent appointed three Cardinals to negociat with him,the cardinall S.George, 
Cartinall Regrna,and Cardinall de Medicis, who atrended him atthe houre aſſigned 
to-meete together : he ſent three of his gentlemen to negociar with them, excuſing 
him ſelfe to haue/other buſines, holding it in deede a matter of great indignitie to 
debate with any other then the Pope. [This indignitie with many others the Pope 
ſwallowed ſweerely, thincredible hatred which he bare to the French,ſurmounting 
diſpoſition of his nature. Bur in the accorde berwene Ceſar and the YVenetians 
hich began firſt ro be drawne into diſputation , there were many difficulties: tor 
t the Cardinall of Garce whoin the beginning had demaunded all the townes, 
conſented in the ende that Padoa and _; ſhould remayne to them with alltheir 
artes and appurtenances,yet he ſtucke to haue them piuc to Ceſar in ev, 5" 
tquantitie of money, and that they ſhould holde them of him in chiefe, 

the righres of the pther townes : Matters which coulde neuer 
the Senare of Yenice, whercin it was vniuerſally concluded, that 
eir common weale, hauing already fo fortified Pados and Treni/s 
rolooſe them, to preſerue and keepe their money, for that yf 
ever thattempeſt paſſed ouer, there might fall out ſome occaſion to recouer cafily 
all thereſiduc oftheir dominion. Orfthe other ſide the Pope nouriſhed an impor- 
te deſire ro haue them agreed with Ceſar, hoping to make that an occaſion ro 
eftraunge him from the Frenche king, in which regarde he preſſed them prey by 
| requeſtes, 
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| and partly by threates, to accept rhe conditions that were offred them: 
Bur his authontie was no more ſo great with them, not ſo much for that theywere 
not ignoraunt from whence proceeded fo great adefire, as forthat they knewe that 
their aſſociation and companie was ſo neceffarieto him if he were nor reconciled 
with the French king, that they made aſſured reckonings that he would neuer aban- 
don them : Neuertheleſle, after 'the trauell of many dayes and muche- diſputation 
made,the Biſhop of Gurce abating ſomewhat of the harde conditions which he of- 
fred, and the YVenetians mo more to the vehement inſtance ofthe Pope then 
they had determined,and withal thembaſladors of the king of Aragon interpoling in 
the action, it ſeemed m—_— at laſte to accorde, the Yenetians (the berter to re- 
rayne Pados and Treas by the conſent of Ceſar) paying huge ſummes of L 
but referred to long tearmes: There reſted onely a meane to reconcile the Pope and 
the Frenche king , berweene whome appeared no other difference then for the | BiP 
quarrells of the Duke of Ferrers: and to reſolue them with the reſidue of the con- 11519 WB 
rrouerſies (for without that Czſar was determined to eſtabliſhe nothing)rhe Bi- 1 
ſhop of Garce went to ſpeake with the Pope (to whome he went bur ſeldome) bee- 
ing perſwaded by the hopes whiche the Cardinall of Paws and the Catholike 
kinges Embaſſadors had pur him in, that it woulde be a matter of very cafie ation: 
And on the other ſide he knewe, that the Frenche king hauing leſſe regarde to dig- 
nitie then to tranquillitie, was diſpoſed to conſent to many thinges,which bare bur j 48 
litle preiudice to the Duke of Ferrers: But the Pope on the contrarie curting him -Þ 
off at the firſt, toexhort him, that agrecing with the Yererians, he ſhoulde | 
leaue arlibertic the matters of Ferrers, ſeeming to be ſorie that Ceſar knewe nor 
thoccaſion thar offred, to be reuenged with the forces and money of an other, of 
ſo many great iniuries done agaynſt him by the French: and withall that he tarried 
to be required ina matter wherein reaſonably he ſhould beſeech others with great 
inſtance. To whiche things when the Biſhop of Gurce had replyed with many rea- 
ſons, ſeeing he was nor hable to turne him from his opinion, he tolde him he would 
_ without gluing other perfeion to the peace with the Yenetians: And atthe 
inſtant,hauing according to the cuſtome, kiſſed his feete, he departed the ſame day 
(becing the xv. after his arriuall at Bolognia) t@Modona, the Pope ſending after him 
in vayne to call him agayne, aſſoone as he was departed the Citie: from MHodens he 
tooke his way towards Millan, complayning of the Pope for many things, bur ſpe- 
cially for that whileſt by his comming into /talze there was almoſt a general furceaſ- 
ſing fro armes, the Pope had ſent ſecretly the Biſhop of YVintemille;lonne to the lare 
Cardinall Fregoſa,to trouble the ſtare of Genes : neuertheleſſe the Frenche men ſerte 
ſuch goode aw" of his iorney,that —_— him in the contrey of Mowneferat all | 
diſguiſed and vnknowen as he was, and from thence carried him to Mrllen,where he | 
made manifeſt dereQion ofthe caule of his going,andthe whole enterpriſe: his pre- 

ſent perill driving him to ſeeke his ſafetic more by diſcloſing then by ecien 
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ſhould be moſt mightie in /ralie, the Pope, beſides the yllwill of the French king, te- 
perated Ceſar fro him,& ſtoodedepriued of the ſuccors ofthe king Catholike.Some

Within foure dayesafter the departing of the Biſhop of Gurce , the Pope ſent af- 
er himche Scottiſh Embaſſador to debare ofthe peace with the french king, wher- 
intheffectyas no lefſefruſtrare, then the deuiſe and hope of the Pope were vayne: 
\nd as by his departing the hopes of the peace were lett troubled, and leſſe ex(pe- 
aationofagreement-inſo great adilcorde of willes: ſo by his going away alſo did 
afle the cauſes that had {o long lingred John Jacques Trinulce, who thirſted inan 
Prieſt atabition todo ſome thing worthy his vertue and auncient glory, and by the 
which he might induce the king ro knowe, howe hurtfull it is to recommende the 
gouernmerit of warres (amatter about all other humaine a&ions moſte paynefull 
dharde,and moſt requiring diſcreſſion and experience)not to captaynes hable 


| rrayned, butco-yaung men vnexperienced, and of whoſe vertue there is none 
other thingto giue teſtimonie then fayour and countenance. Therfore continuing 
in his firſt reſolutions, porwithſtanding the foote bandes of the Gri/ons were not yer 
rived (for 'the of Normandy, vpon whome depended thexpeditions, had

ecking to auoyde expencesto the king) he brought the campe af- 
fare Concords in the beginning of May , conteining a thouſande two hundred laun- 
uſande footmen : he tooke it the ſame day he preſented his campe 
attareit, wherein the ſecuritic of the rowneſmen helped no leſle then his owne val- 
lour, for that being made fearcful with the firſt execution of thartillerie,whileſt they 


ſent Embaſſadors to make their compoſition with him, the fooremen ofhis armie 
entred the xgowne and ſackedit, the rownes men beeing/negligent in their garde, by 
the hopethey had in cheir Embaſſadors that were ſentqur to capitular for Gat ſafe- 


ties. After the taking of Concords, to thende to giue no occaſion to ſuche as enuyed 
himto charge him with parrialitic, as reſpe&ting more|his proper profite, then the 
kings ſeruice, he left 45randols behinde him, and towards Boxport (a village 
the ryucr of Pamero)to approche ſo neare thenemie, as eyther toconſtrayne 
vw to diflodge,or to fight our of their ſtrength, and by the fame meane to cut off 
their vietels;and.prouiſions: As he was entred intothe countrey of Modena and lod- 
dinthe village of Cazeſſe,he ſent Gaiton de Foix withthree hundred footmen and 
ehundred horſmen,to do an enterpriſe vpon /ohn Paule Manfron that lay at Maſſa 
age te pe ith _— rn light horſemen of the YVenetians, who h - of 
x imſelte in le aray vpona bridge: bur the vallour of hys 
Nl wering his —— —_ he Des priſoner, being aban- 
doned borhof hi andfayrhothis people.

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to Bonport, e had an intencion to caſt a bridge therewhere thechannekwhich 
is drawne from aboue Moderne out - the riuer of Pawn into the river: Bur 
thennemie,to giue impedimentto his paſſage ouer the riuer,was already incamped 
inaplaceſo v4. cont rheydiſtrefſed rs © icheirartillerics _—_ Coperins 
Perault a Spanyard & commaunder within the Church armie, was killed,as he wal- 
ked along therifing of the riuer: Inthatplace the banke is very high; by which help 
asir was cafe to thennemieto diſtrefſe him: ſo Trywwce,meenng with theſe impedi- 
ments by ancw councell,caſthis bridge ſomewhat higher, A myle onely aboue the 
channel: And hauing paſſed the channell hedrewe towards Modene,marching a+ 
longthei{ing of Paxero,and ſecking oura place where he might more eaſily caſt his 
bridge: But becauſe he ſaw alwayes affore him,bands of horſemen andfootemenof 
his enemies,who wereincampedneareto Fraxkcaſte/vpon the way of Romagna(but 
their lodgings all enuironed with bankes and waters) he came by the ſame way to 
the bridge of Foſ/a/to two mylesneare to Meodona,and there turning on the lett hand 
rowards the mountcine,he paſſed without impediment the foard of Panaro which in 
thatplace hath his channell very large and without bankes: from thence he encam- 
edinaplacecalled the beache of Panaro three mylesfrom the armie Eccleſiaſtike: 
he day after he drew towards P/wmacce being returniſhed with vitrells from them 
of Modems by the conſent of YViefruch: Andlikewiſe the fame day the armie Eccleſi- 
aſtike, which durſtnot preſenc them ſelues in plaine Sold farpoting it very neceſſary 
to draw neare to Bolognia,the berter to preuent all murinies and ſtirres in thar cirie, 
the rather for that the famulie of the Bentynoleis followed the french armie;,wenrt and 
incamped atthe bridge of Caſalecquo three miles aboue a 6 place very ſtrong 
and ſure,hauing his fituacion berwene the riuer of Rene and the channel, And by the 
commoditie of the mounteine at his backe, irdefendes Bologniafrom all priuacion 
of therelceffe of thechannell which comming from the riuer, paſſeth into that ci- 
tie: This is that place wherein,in the dayes of our Aunceſtors Joh. Galeas Viſcownte, 
the mighty Duke of Myllan, obteyned a moſt great victorie againſt the Floyentyns, 
the Bo/ogniansand other ſtates contedered , his numbers farre exceeding the enne- 
mies: The day following Frankcaſte/lwas rendred to Tryuulce , who,atter he had re- 
meyned three dayesin the lodging of Plamacce,both for thimpediment of the raines 
thar fell,and alſo roreuirrell his people being then in great neceſfitie,he came to in- 
campe vpon the high way betwene Samoggia and Frankeaſtell, where he itoode in 
cat dout what he were beſt to doe for many difficulties that appearedro him in all 
eliberacions: for, he knew well enough that it would be tono purpoſeto execute 
any thing againſt Bo/ognia, if the people made no tumult within: And if he ſhoulde 
draw neare toit vnder hope of popular emotions, he feared he ſhouldbe compelled 
to retyre as Chawmont did,not without diminucion of his reputacion : And he knew 
that ir would be a matter of greater perill and indiſcreſſion, ro go fight with thenne- 
mies encampedin places of ſtrength and of aduauntage: Andto make hisapproch 
to Bolognia on thar fide below,there was no other hope, ſauing that Ty — 
mies might remoue for feare leaſt he aſſayled Romagnia, in which mightbe offered 
ſome occafion,eyther to him to fight,or to the people of Bologniato make ſome tu- 
mult: Neuertheles in the ende after he had reſolued to make tryall,ifeyther the vni-

others,now by the benefit of peace and tranquillitic they liue 1n ſewertic, their liues 
withoutfeare,and their goods withour perill of execucion, their perſons p_ 
in the gouernment & in the reuenues: That there was not one amongeſt them who 
hadnot particularly receiued of him many graces and honors: That they fawere-

and could not butexſpe&t of them fidelitie and confidence whony he had vndifcret- 


ly leftro their libertie and diſcreſſion : After Tr/uu/ce was come to the bridge of Laj- 
ne,the citic of Bolognia began to declare an vniuerfall murmure, the mindes of men 
being repleniſhed with diverſe impreſſions andthoughts: ſome accuſtomed tothe 
libertic of ryrannic,and to liue of * goods and ſtares of others, deſired vehement- 
ly the returne of the Bextywolew,bating already the gouernmentEccleſiaſtike: ſome, 
aſwel for the harmes they had already receiucd,as tor the fearc of further hurres,ſe- 
ing two ſuch armies vpon their landes and ready to cut downe their harueſt,defired 
all thinges by the which they might be deliuered from ſuch ruines: others, affore 
whoſe eyes ſtoodeyertthe memorie of the french inſolencies,execured in heir citic 
vnder Monſ/7 Chaumont and fearing now leaſt by their wel ſpeeding the citie drawing 
into tumulr,might come to be ſacked, ſeemed not to care into what gouernmentor 
juriſdiction they fell, ſo thatin itthey might be aſſured to be deliuered from ſuch 
daungers: There were very few that affore had declared themſelnes enemies tothe 
famulic of Bextywoley,which now fauored the iurifdiftion of the Church , and that

Gicien of conſpiraciec with the famulic of Bent «ſuffered afterwards a longim- 
ifonmentin the caſtell of S. Ange: The people after they had once their weapons 
in their handes,began to draw to aſſemblies, and make ſecret conuenticles ſpreding 
through the towne new ſlaunders : Their manifeſt rebellion began to make the Le- 
ſee too late into hisowne indiſcreſſion , And to auoyde the perill whereunto he 
Fad brought himſelf, he appoynted that thenew Caprteines with their bands ſhould 
tothearmie fayning too late that/the Duke of Yr7byn would it ſo: Burtheyaun- 
erin that it was not reaſonable they ſhould abandonthe gard of their rowne, he 
proued to bring in capteine —_— with a thowſand footemen, which the people 
would not ſuffer : Theſe manifeſt contempts made the Cardinall both a coward & 
deſperart being vnable by perſivacion and pollicic to releeue the perill which he had 
pangen him ſelfe not by fortune, bur by ne y=_— Thereforeremembring how 
is gouernment was tothe people,and him ſelfeno lefle deteſted of the No- 
bles,for that not longe affore vnderthe Popescommaundement and power royall 
as he ſayd,he had cut of the heades of three honorable|Citizens: he ſtoale our of he 
pallaice by a ſecret way and in diſguiſed habits,and ſo ſuddeinly withdrew him ſelfe 
ito the Ciradell,that he forgotto cary with him his Iewells and money , which he 
ſen for in haſte after, And fo went outby the gate towards Twola accompanied with 
a band ofhorſem:en led by Guido YVaine who had maried his ſiſter and was Capteine 
of the horſemen appoynted for his garde: A litle after him went out of the Ciradell 
Otts.Fregoſa without other companie then a guide, they both ſuffering one fortune 
as they were both followers of one cauſe: The fleeing of the Legat was no ſooner 
knowne in the towne,then throughout the whole citie the name of the people was 
cryed and called vpon with great tumult and emocion: an occaſion which Ariofo 
not willing to loſe rogether with Frauncis Rinweet one of the fiuetcene Capteines & 
affected to the Bextymoleis,they tooke many of their followers and fa&tion and roone 
tothe gates of $,Felix and Lama moſt conuenientfor the campe of the frenchmen, 
which they brake open with barres and harchers, and being poſſeſſed of them uy 
ſent immediatly|to call the Be 4: And they receiuing of Triau/ce many frenc 
horſemen to auoyd the high way of the bridge of Rexe which was garded by Raphael 
de Paſii one of the Capteines of the Church, they paſſed the river more lowe, and 
approching the gate of Lama were letin, their gladnes being nothing inferior to 
ir fortune: To this rebellion of _ was added the breakin andflceing awa

give knowledge ofhis diſcamping: itis ſeldom ſeenethar one aduerſine commerh 
alone,and it is found in all ages and times that whenills begin ro fall, they thunder 
all at once: for,the Bentyuoleis being now centred the towne, hearing of the breaking 
vp of the campe,gaue preſent aduertiſement to Trice, and ſent our of the rowne 
a part of the people to diſtreſſe them : By whom and by the mulcirudes of payſants 
which diſcended on all partes with rude cryes and brutes, their campe thar paſſed a- 
_— walls was aſſailed, their artilleries and municions taken from them, and the

G—— both with numbers and fortune, he was at laſt taken priſoner, hauing 
uen by the reſiſtance he made,anotable oportunitiero the Church ſouldiours to 
faue them ſelucs:But the Venetian companies and the bandes of Reſſorre which lay 
vpponthe hill aboye S. Zuke, hauing but very late knowledge of the fleeing of the 
Duke of /rbyn,ſought their ſaucries by the wayes of the mounteines, by the which 
notwithſtanding they recciued great harmes,rhey gotarlaſt into Romagnia: In this 
victorie wonne without fighting,were taken fiuetecne peeces of great artillerie,and 
many of leſſer mY both ro the Pope andto the Yenertians: certeine men 
at armes ofthe Church ſpoyled and ſtripped together withan hundred and fifty of 
the YVernetians,and almoſt all the footemen of borh the one and the other armie diſ- 
perſed: There remeyned priſoners Yr/in de Mugnano, Inlia Manfron, with many 0- 
ther Capteinesof meane condicion: within Bolognia there wasnot a manſlaine,nor 
any violence done eyther tothe Nobles or tothe Commons,only there were made 
priſoners,the Biſhop of Cluſo togerher with many other Prelats, Secrerories,and of- 
hcers which were about the Cardinall and remeyned ſtill in his pallaice for that he 
had kept from them his departing : The ſame night & the day following the people 
fell vponan image ot braſle being the Popes picture , which they trayled along the

the Pope , whole gladnes for his comming was nothing inferior to the affection he 
bare him, made aunſwer that he ſhould comets dine with him: Bur as he was going 
to the Popes pallaice,being accompanied with Guido Yaixe & the gard of his horſe- 
men : The Duke of /rbyn,both for an auncient hatred he barchim, and alſo for aſu- 
ſpicion that the reuolt of Bo/ognis hapned through his fault, by which occaſion fol- 
lowed the fleeing of the armie, followed him with a ſmall traine: And thruſting in 
amongeſt his gard of horſemen who for reuerence ſake made him place,he flew the 
Cardinall with his owne handes: he might happly ſeeme worthy for the degree he 
held, vpon whom violent handes ſhouldnot be layed, but touching his infinic vices, 
he deſerucd moſt cruell puniſhment, his faultes being farre greater then the opinion 
thatwent on them, & hus vertues farre lefſe then were conuenienrfor ſuch a profelſ- 
fion: Aſſoone as the report of his death was broughtto the Popeghe began to lamer 
with miſerable cryes and complaynings , _ not alicle moued for the loſle of a 
Cardinall ſo deare to him,but much more touched that ſuch a holy dignitic tell in- 
to violacion almoſt cuen afforc his eyes,by the handes of his owne Nephew,8&with 
an example nor vied: A marter ſo much the more greeuous ro him , by how much 
he made profeſſionto preſerue &exalt the authoririe Eccleſiaſtike : Theſe ſorowes 
he was not able to beare,andmuch lefle ro temper his furic,in whichreſpe&,as alſo 
with the preſence of the place to pretermitthe memorie of the fa&t,he deparred the 
ſame day from Ravenna to returne to Rome : And,tothende thatat onetime he were 
enuyroned on all partes with infinit calamities, he was no ſooner arriued at Rywyay, 
then he had aduertiſement that within Modena, within Bolognia, and in many other 
cities,there were fixed and ſer vp many placards in publike places,by the which was 
y a to him the conuocacion of the councell, with citacion to go thether in

For,as theBiſhop of Gurcy,afrer he was gon from Modena, had trauclled certeine 
dayes by caliciorneies,cxſpetting the aſwer of the Skorrich Enbaſſador,who wen 
from him to Bologna tor affayres which the Pope him ſelfe had propownded: fo,he 
__ eftſoones returned with aunſwers very vncerteine,the Biſhop of Gurcy diſpat- 
ched immediatly to My/larin the name of Ce/ar threeProfors, who,ioyning with 

the Cardinalls and with the ProQtors of the french king, publiſhed the councell to 
be celebrated the firit daye of September next in the citieof Fy/a: The Cardinalls 

made choyſe of Pyſa,as a place no lefſe conuenient for the oportunitie of the ſea,for 

thoſe that were there to aſſemble, then of ſpeciall ſewertie for the confidence the 

french king hadin the Florentyns: And withall for thatmany other places , which 

though they might haue bene capable of ſuch an aſſembly, yet they were eyther in- 

conuenient or ſuſpected, or atleaſt the Pope might refuſe them with iuſt cooller : 

There had bene no conueniencie to aſſemble itin Frawnce or in other place of the 

kinges obedience,and Conſtance one of the free rownes of Germany recommended 

by Ceſar, ſcemed for this ation to beare no indifferencie, notwithſtanding it had 

bene madenorable by thar _ councell, wherein three Popes were depoſed, 

and the ſchiſine confounded that had continued for fortye yeares inthe Churche: 

And in Thurin was more matter of ſuſpicion to both partyes for the neighbour- 
hood of the Sywyzzers and the eftares of Fraunce : Bolognia affore it was out of 
thobedience of the Churche was not ſure for the Cardinalls: and, now itftandes 
in the lyke caſe for the regarde of the Pope : Moreouer in thele&ion of the 
towne of 71/4 was partely reſpected the felicitic of an example paſte touchinge 
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the memorye oftwo councells which had beene there right happely celebrated: 
theone, whenalmoſtall the Cardinalls who abandoned Gregorye the twelue and 
Benet the xiijq ingrogether for the Popedom, choaſe Pope Alexander the 
v. celebrating the councell in that citie: And the other which was long tyme before 
celebrated inthe fame place about the yeare a thowſande one hundred and xxxvj, 
by Innocent the ſecond,at ſuch tyme as Peter Leow _Antipape of Rome was condem- 
ned,who making him ſelfe be called T1neclermwsthe ſeconde, with ſuche a ſchiſme 
had notonely much troubled /»zocent,bur allo all the regions of Chriſtendom:The 
Florentyns bad affore accorded Py/ato the french king, who requiredit of them, gi- 
uingthem to vnderſtand that Cz/ar,no leſſe then he, was the Author of the conuo. 
cacion of the councell,the king of _Lragon alſo conſenting and concurring init: In 
this ation the Florenmtyns deſcruc to be 2 haps for their ſilence,then 
for their wiſedome or conſtancie : for, not hauing the courage to deny the 
king the thinge that was grecuous to them,or not conſidering howe many difficul- 
_ ties anddaungers might growe vpponthem by a co ncell which was celcbrated a- 
* gaynſtthe Popes will, they helde1o (ecrere that deliberacion that was made in an aſ- 
ſemblyor councell of more then an hundred and fifty Citizens, that the Cardinalls 
to whom the french king gaue hope of their conformetie , were neuer aſſured thar 
they had accorded,neyther had the Pope any knowledge of it: The Cardinalls pre- 
tended that the'councell might be iudicially called by them,withoutthauthoritie of 
the Pope,for the preſent neceffirie (as they ſayd) thatthe Church had, to berefor- 
med not onely ac members, but alſo in her heade, meaning the perſonne of the 
Pope: They publithed himto beſo hardned in fimonie,and corrupted with maners 
infamous and danmable,both vnfit to gouerne the Papacic, and Author of ſoma- 
ny vniuſt warres,that he was incorrigible,tothe vniuerſall ſlaunder of all Chriſten- 
dom,for the [aueticand [nn ne whome there was no other medicine ſufh- 
cient thenthe conuocacion of a councell: whereof ſeeing the Popemade no care, 
they alleaged that the full and legittimat power of conuocacion was diuolued to 
them, ſpecially chauthoritie of the ele& Emperour being adioyned,and the conſent 
ofthe right Chriſtian king,together with the Cleargic of Germany and Frawrce con- 
curding. They perſwaded, thatto yſe often this medicine, was a meane not onely 
profitable bur neceſſary for the diſcaſed bodic of the| Church both to roote out the 
olde crrours,and to refſiſt ſuch others as would of newe buddevp: To explayne and 
interpret the dowtes which dayly hapned, and to corre thinges which though in

this, weighing with the naturallfrailtie of men, the many inticements which nature

ted from all authoritie,and were aſſured that he neuer cometo giue arecko-

feed with all vices,ifonely he werenor ſuſpected ofherefies: Thar it the holy au-

The Councell beeing publiſhed, and the Pope reappofing more then euerin his 
right,and withall diſpayring to be hable to reconcile the.Cardinall of 5. Croſſe, who 
' through ambitionto be Pope had bene incffe the mouer ofthis alteration: And 
likewiſe doubting to reclayme the Cardinalls S. Malo and Coſenſa,for rouching the 
others he was not without hope to reduce them to his obedience : he publiſhed a- 
ſ thoſe three a threatning monition mad 6. of priuarion of the dignitic 
of Cardinall and all Churche rightes and res, if within threeſcore and five 
dayes they made norttheir apparaunce affore him: And the berter to diſpoſe them 
tothe Popes wyll, the Colleage of Cardinalls ſent to them an Auditor de /a Rote 
to perſwade and pray them , that leauing their priuate contentions, they ſhoulde 
eſtlones rerurne into the vnion of the Churche, offring to giue them ſuche forme 
of ſecuritic as they deſired. 
In this time alſo the Pope, eyther for that he was irreſolute, or laboured with 
ſome other paſſion of worſe nature, harkned continually after the pradtiſe of 
with the French king, the which was ſolicited in his owne Court by the kings Em- 
baſſadors, and in the Frenche Court by thembaſſador of Scorlande and the 
_ of Tywoli rhe Nuncio Apoſtolike:: And on the other ſide he laboured to make wi 
the king of Aragon and the Yenetians a newe confederation againſt the Frenchmen, 
making all thinges lawfull and ſeemely that he ſuppoſed mighte turne to the ad- 
uauntage of his affayres. About this time alſo, the Pope ſaughrto render 34 
cian to the Florentins, not for any good he wiſhed tothem, bur for feare leaſt the 
truce which they had with Siexza becing expired, they woulde call into Twskene the 
French bandes to thende to haue a greater h to recouer that towne. And al- 
beitit was greeuous tothe Pope that the Florentins (houlde recouer Montpmician, 
and that to hinder them he had already ſent to Sienne John Vitelenterteined with 
an hundred men art armes by the Siexnois, and Guido Vaino with an hundred lighte 
horſemen leauyed and payed by him: yer afterwardes conſidering better, that by 
howmuche the dithculne ap great, by ſomuche more would the Florentmns 
be induced to call them, he determined, to thende to take from the king all occa- 
ſions toſende armed bandes into a place ſo neare Rome, to prouide for this daunger 
by a way contrarie,Pandplfſe Petruccio conſenting 0 it, whom the Florentins nouri- 
ſhed artificially in the ſame ſuſpicion. The matter was debated many dayes, for that 
(ſmall things oftenrimes haue no lefle difficulties, nor are no lefle hardeto be refol- 
ued, then ſuche as be of a greater nature) Reg to auoyde the hatred of the peo- 
ple of S;ena, would the proceeding ſhould be ſuch, that it might ſeeme there was 
no other remedie to aſſure him from the warre, and notto ahenatethe mind. 
Moreouer the Pope & he would that at the ſame time ſhould be made berwene the

aduauncements, the armie ſtayed many dayes atthe bridge of Barberano, exſpetting 
there eyther the arrjuall or the reſolution of Ceſer, who beeing come betwene Trent 
and Rowiero, deuifing at one time howe to followe his pleaſures in hunting wylde 
beaſtes according to his cuſtome,and to ſende bandes of foormen to tharmie, 
miſed to come to Montagnans, ſometimes pretending to embrace thenterprile of 
Pados, ſometimes to execute vpon Trewijſa, and ſometimes to go take Rome, caſting 
in his minde thoſe plottes and deuiſes of enterpriſe, wherevnto his naturall mutabi- 
litie would ſuffer him ro-giue no ation. Bur beſides his diſpoſition frayle and varia- 
ble, and which had not lefſe communitie with any thing then with conſtancic and 
reſolurion,he founde difficulries in theſe ations for his extreme pouertic and want, 
andno leſſe in the attempt of Rome then in the other enterpriſes: for that to marche 
thither with thoſe forces of the Frenche, ſeemed to him an ation both agaynſt his 
dignitie and ſuretie: and the feare Jeaſt|in the abſence of that armie, the YVenetians . 
would affayle Yerons, compelled him to| leaue there a ſtrong garriſon : Beſides the 
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French king made difficultie to ſeperate his people fromthe duchic of Millen by (o 
" diſtzice and ſpace of cc s, for the ſmall hope he had to hauc my 

+ withthe Svvizzers : who beſi thindinations expreſſed to the deſires of the 
Pope, ſpake openly to thembaſſador of the French king , that the peoples of their 
Nation were not a little greeued with the ruines of the Yexetians for the communi- 
tie that their common weales had together. Ar laſte the plottes, conceptions, and 
great diſcourles of Ceſar came, according to his cuſtome, to reſolue into cffectes 
vnworthy his reputation : for that on the oneſide, hauing increaſed tharmic wyth 
three hundred men at armes Almains, and on the other fide,giuen familiar audience 
tothe Venetian Embaſſadors with whom he debated continually, and had cauſed 
Monſy Paltfſs to come firſt to Langero neare Vincenſe, and afterwards to S.Croſſe, he 
ſolicited him to go take Newcaltell, whiche is a paſſage belowe Eſcalo drawing to 
Fris/,within twentie myles of Feltye, and all co make his diſcending more caſie on 
that ſide. By this direQion non". Paliſſa marched to Montbellono tenne myles from 
Treziſa, from whence, hauing ſent five hundred horſemen and two foot- 
men toopenthe paſſage of Newcaſtell,they went to Eſcalo. About which tyme the 
light horſemen of the Yexetians who oucrranne all che countrey without impedi- 
ment,ouerthrew neare to RR ſeuen hundred foormen and many horſ- 
men both Frenche and Italian: who,to paſle in ſuretic where the armie was, went 
from Yeroms to Soane,to ioyne with three hundred French launces,who being come 
after Monſr Pl cpetted in that place his direQion, And albeit in the begin- 
ning, things well with the Frenchmen and A/mains, and that Count Guide 
Hays leader of the Yenetians was taken, his fortune becing farre inferiour to his 
vallour : yet many aphmeadelcending in fauour of the Yenetians,and many occa- , 
fions to their aduaimrage, they remayned in the ende victorious, foure hun- 
dred of the French foote ing left dead, and their capteines Margiron and 
Chemarodeteined priſoners: Suche is the ordinarie variation of warre, and ſuch the 
naturall infirmitie of humaine cauſes,not certayne in their owne condition,bur ſub- 
ieed ro thoſe endes wherevnto they haue bene ordeined from the beginning. The 
reſolutions which before had becne debated and ſet downe, grewe more and more 
ro declining and diminution, both for thar the French king ſcing the preparations 
of Ceſar aunſwered nothing his promiſes and offers, to thende he wou we fur- 
ther of from Jtalie, returned from Dawphine where he had remayned many dayes, to 
Bloys : And alſo Ceſar, beeing nowe retyred from Trent with a minde to gono more 
to tharmie in placeto reconquer all that the Yenetians held in the firme orto 
impatroniſe himſelfe vpon Rome and the whole eſtate eccleſiaſtike, gaue direction 
' that the Almae;ns ſhould enter into Frixl/ and vpon the peeces of Treni;ſan,not ſo 
muche to vexe the Yenetians,as to conſtrayne the townes of the countrey to giue 
' him moneyto preſerue them from ſacke and pillage. And to thende his people 
ſhould not be hindred, he appoyntedthe Frenche men to paſſe further, beſtowing 
two hundred launces within Yerons where the plague raged with great daunger: 
His reaſon in this appoyntment was, for that (hauing an intention to aſlayle Fri) 
there could not be dro that ſeruice other of his bands, then ſuche as were re- 
ſcrued for the garde of the Caſtells. Pa/i/a conſented to all thele appoyntmentes, 
with whome becing ioyned Monſr d Aubigni capteine of three hundred launces 
which were at Soave, he went and incamped vpon the ryuer of Pijaxe: Beſides this, 
for a greater ſuretie of Yerona,the Almains left wwo hundred horſemen within Soave, 
who lying there in great diſorder and negligence, vſing neither watche nor warde,

ſuffred a ſmarting payne oftheir ſecuritic, beeing one night almoſte all ſlayne or ra- 
ken by foure hundred light horſemen and fopre hundred of the Venetians. 
During all this yere there fell diuerſe ordinarie accidents and ſtirres inthe 
of Friull, in tris, and inthe quarters of cif and Plone, fometime by lande with 
incurſions and inuaſjons, and ſometimes by ſea with little veſlells, thoſe wretched 
countreis enduring afflitions and calamities by both the armies, ſometimes ioyne- 
ly,and ſomerimes ſcuerally. Afterwards the armiec of the Almazrns entred into Friel, 
and aſſoone as they made their approch pms nee nes 20" 21 eng 
prouince,and where the Yenetian Magiſtrates make their : the ſayde Ma- 
giſtrares preferring feare before honor, fledde with that cowardiſe whiche makes 
men of ſeruice diſhonored: by whoſe feates not onely the rowne was yeelded, bur 
alſo by one courſe of viforie all the countrey of Frix/did the like, euery towne be- 
ing taxed to a proportion of money according to their habilities: There remayned 
m__ quo (1 | vypon the ryuer of Zzſonce, wherein was Lovwis Moſſenigno 
orer of Friull with three hundred horſemen, and many bandes of footemen: 
This was no ſooner viſited by tharrilleric, and oacy dd defoncragayaticde ef 
aſſault, burit was yeelded wy thimportunirie of the ſouldiours, the treaſorer re- 
mayning priſoner. From Fr:a//the Almains returned to ioyne with Monſr Pali] in- 
camping within fiue myles of Trewſa, to whiche Citie they made their approches

the French king, and were prepared cuen affore the barrell to diſtreſle Rome : lo to 
meere with theſe pretences affore they burſt out into ation, and to auoydethe fal- 
ling of the ſtorme that was already gat into a cloude,there wasno other helpe 
then the remedie of peace. Onthe other fide thembaſſadors ofthe king of _—_ 
8d the Senate of Yenice, ſolicited vehemently to the contrarie: They perſwaded 
him thatthe ſta of chings wenncrredumdenth grenaiiifiion ,charthe copay 
was leſſe then the hope and comfort, northe armic fo extremely diſpearſed,

ders and ipfolencies, and alſo rhatthey woulde be holden in ſuſj for feare of 
the Sovizzers, who nowe were no more to be doubred to as AE for the 
league anddiſcende into Lowbardie: Lately, that there was no hope to obreyne., 
peace of the Frenche king bur vnder conditions vnequall and full of infamie, being. 
alſo driuen to recciuc lawes of the pride of Bernerdin Caruagiall,and of the infolencie 
of Federike S..Sexerin. In thele reſpeRes they helde it berter to. take anye other 
courſe then to ſtowpe vnder the winges of peace, ſpecially in, ſuche intollerable 
and vnfaythfull ſeruicude, and with iy, oops indignitic and infamic : the rather 
(fayde they) for that theſe trrowpes and leagues of Schiſmanikes woulde neuer 
cealle to perſecute his anborinenges ee fry fany tn ware Pr (yt ex- 
rremitic =o it mms oa Rome, and to an wo hinaented ie rum 
ther tothe kingdome of Naples or to Venice, w might remayne with t 
| as — honar, and the ſame that he had there: for-that 
with the loſſe of Rowe, the Pontificacie was notloſte, iy ec tycd ro the 


perſon of the Pope in what place ſocuer he were: Laſtely, they encouraged him 
to keepe ſtill his accuſtomed conſtancie and magnaniminie, and that God, wha is. 
' the ſearcher ofthe heartes'of meng woulde neucr fayle to ayde him in fo holy a 
purpoſe, and muche leſſe woulde abandon the little ſhippe of Sex. Feter, whiche 
though it hach bene wontto be tormented, with the ſtormes and waues of the Sea,, 
yer it is ordeyned neuer to bee drowned: And finally, it woulde ſtande with the 
zeale, with the honour, with the pictie, and with the policic of Chriſtian princes, 
to be iclouſe ouerthe mightineſle of the Frenche king, and bearing any affeion 
to religion, they woulde communicate with him in this quarrell, and ioyne to hys 
defence borh with their forces and their proper perſons. Theſe reaſons were heard 
of the Pope with ſo greate doubte and ambiguiue of mynde, that becing nor ha- 


ble to conceale his paſſion, it was diſcerned howe on the one ſide dyd worke in + 


him hare, diſdayne, and his inuincible obſtinacie ro bende or ſubmirte: and on the 
other ſide, the conliderations of feare, ſuſpicion, and daunger: The aunſwers he 
made to thembaſſadors comprehended thatit was notſo greeuousto him to aban- 
don Rome, as that he coulde not reſorteto any place where he ſhouldnot be inthe 
power of another: He tolde the Cardinalls that he woulde haue peace,copſenting 
that the Floreatins might be ſolicitedto interpoſe to that end with the French king; 
Andyet his aunſ{werebarenotthat reſolution, nor was ſocleare from doubres, as 
might aſſure them what was his intention. He cauſedto come from Cinrrevechi,

The king Catholike had neuer any diſpoſition to haue warre with the Frenche 
oy hog ethe Mountes, for that becing nor OR hin money and trea- 
ſor, and therefore ing on the forces anday of the Barons and peoples of 
Spayne, eycher he had no readynes of fuccours, orelle by his neceſlicies in rymes of 
warre, they would holde him with them as it were in ſubicion: Bur then princi- 
he ſtoode confirmed in his auncient counſel, for that rogerher with his owne 
tranquillitic and reſt, he was ſo muche the more aſſured of the Realme of Nawerre 
newly conquered by him: and withall for tharfince the death of queene 1ſabel, his 
abſolute authoritie ouer Ca#i/lo beeingembaſled into a gouernment limited, he had 
notin troubled ſeaſons ſo _ and firme authoritic: Ofthis he had ſeene alate ex- 
ence in the action of the kingdome of Nasarre, wherein albeithe had an ende 
pic and honorable, yer ir _ not by other meane then by the negli 
and flowneſſe of ſuccours. And hauing no more deſire to returne tothe 
which he had ſuffred, and not knowing yet of the Popes death, he agreed torhe 
truce, which neuertheleſſe wasnor oubli hed before he had receyued newes of the- 
leion of the new Pope. The better to iuſtific him ſelfe of this vnlooked for delibe- 
ration, he alleaged thatthe Pope & the Yenetians had behaued them ſelues rowards 
him cleane contrarie to the league: for thatſince the bartell of Revemne, they neuer 
offred to pay to him the fortic thouſande duckers as they were bounde whileſt the 
French king poſſeſſed any thing in /r«/ie: That onely he had had care of the com- 
mon benefite of the confederates, and yet had not attributed to himſelf therewards 
of the common viRorie : That he did not poſſeſle in Jralie fo much as a ſmall tower 
more then that he had before the warre. But the Pope had had regarde to his bene- 
fite particular, and made proper 'to him ſelfe the things that were common: That 
| heoccupicd Parme, Pleiſanca, and eggs and nouriſhed a continuall ſtudie ro poſ- 
ſeſſe Ferrara: which couerouſt is had bene the onely impedimentof the re- 
couering of the Caſtells in the Duchie of Adi{lan and the Lanterne of Genes: That 
touching his parte, he had interpoſed all his diligence and authoritie to worke thac- 
corde berweene Ceſar and the Yenerians,but the Pope for his proper intereſtes,labo- 
red rocxclude them our of the league: wherein he ſayde his Embaſſadors had be- 
| haued themſclues vadiſcretly, who not conſenting (for that they knewe ſuche was 
his intention) that he was named in the head of the confederation, had ſuffred him 
to be expreſſed in tha article wherein cuery onenamed the confederates, of which 
the Fenetians werenot: Moreouer ductachoſ tations and praiſes the Ye- 
zetians had not aunſwered thopinion that men hadof their wiſedome and diſcreſ- 
ſion, holding ſuch an eſtimation and accompr of Yixcexſa, that the feare to loaſcir, 
hath kept them from delivering them ſelues from the trauells of the warre: Thar it 
was impoſſible to him to nourithe the armic he had in /#«/ie without the payes and 


contributions that were promiſed, and muche lefſe reaſonable to ſuſteine the whole.

' The truce madecinthis maner,am much in /ta/ie the mindes of ſuche as had 
diſcontentment with therule or iuriſdiftion of the French men, cuery one hol- 
ding it almoſt for certaine, thatthe French king woulde nor be long ere he ſent an 
army on this fidethe Mountes: and alfo thatby the obſtinacie of Ceſar touching the 
conditions of the peace, the Yenetians would 1oyne with him, agaynſt whom it ſee- 
meda very hard matter to be hable toreſiſt, for that the Sparish army had nowe no 
-more meane to be enterteined, notwithſtiding they hadattimes drawe ſome ſums 
of money out of theſtate of Mar which ſtoode greatly rn 58 with conti- 


nuall expenſes. Touching the new.Pope,men could nor diſcerne what was his in- 
tention: heſeemed to with ſecretly thatthe powerof the French king ſhould haue 
1s ends & limites within the Apes: and yet being newlyalcended to thePopedom, 
d noleſſe confuſed then the others for the truce that was made by the king Ca- 
olike in a time when men had greateſtexſpeaation that he woulde applye his 
houghts tothe warre,he was in greatdoubr and variation of mind: Beſides,hewas 
gry,for that demaunding with great inſtance the reſtitution of Parms & Placentia 
othe church,he found a readynes of hope & promiſe,burvery ſlow diſpoſitions to 
xecute & performe,all the others deſiring to preſerue them to the duchy of Milly, 
happly hoping rhar hisdeſire to recouer them, would induce him tothe defence 
f rhat ſtate: The Svwizzers ſeemedito bea more certayne and a more mightic de- 
ence & ſuccour, but becauſe the ſurnmes of money which according to the couc- 
antes were neceſſary to wage & lequic them, could not be aduaunced neither by 
aximilian Sforce nor the re{idue, there was great feare that in greateſt nececſliic 
hatnation would not refuſe todiſcende tothe reskew of Millan.

entred Genes,where the brethren of the famulie of Fieſqua caried with furious de- 
fires of reuenge , murdred and cruelly cauſed to be drawne ata horſe tayle Zachary 
the Dukes brother,who had bene taken in the encownter vpon the Mountaines, & 
was preſent with the others atthe ſlaughter of their brother : And fo Genes becing 
reduced tothe deuocion ofthe frenchking, Azth.

' Butthe glory ofthis warre was referuedtothe great infamie of all others, norto 
the french men,not to ch Al/main footemen,not tothe ſpaniſh regiments, nor rothe _ _ 
Venetian bands:But it was an honor, areputacion, a renowme,and al praiſe #3, 
prepared by defſtinie for the Swwyzzers onely,againſt whom the french armie , ha- 
uing firſt lett ſufficient garriſon within _MNexawariathe berrer to aſſure thoſe peeces 
thatwere beyond Peavy, drewe neare to. Naxerro brauing in great — ſo 
many ſucceſſes, boaſting of thennemies whom they had incloſed within the 
walls,and contemning the manifeſt feare of the Spexyards: Beſides,there ſeemed to 
preſent ro the memorte of men, as it were animageand repreſentacion of thinges

Ournation beareth that reputation and fame, that the glory of our name can not be 


preſerued, but by attempting ſome matter beyonde the exſpeRation and common 
viage of all men : And ſince we are vponthe territories of Nowarro, the place it ſelfe 
ſpeakes rovs,that inother ſorte we can not quenche the auncjent infamie we gotte 
here in che paye and ſeruice of ZLodowvike Sforce: It is a double honor to be reuen- 
ged of infamie.[tis a vyle infirmitic ina man of warre,to ſuffer the reparation of ho- 
nor to be more {lowe then the infamie, and to refuſe to recouer the reputation loſt, 
is ro be guyltic of the ſlaunder and to confirme it: A diſpoſition moſte baſe in the 
minde of a ſouldiour, who of all other ſortes of men ought to be moſt iclouſe of his 
honour. Ler vs go on then inthe name ofthe great God the perſecuter of ſchiſma- 
tikes, excommunicantes,and all enemies to his name: Let vs marche onto a victo- 
rienoleſſe caſie then aſſured, if we haue not mindes to feare the thing we haue not 
proucd: And:by howe muche the daunger ſeemeth great, by ſo muche ſhall our 
name be made glorious, and the greater our enemies be in number, the more ſhall 
we be enriched by their ſpoyles > Things got with moſte difficultie are of moſte me- 
rite, and where is hope of honor, pray, and perperuall prayſe, what can be wanting 
to prouoke ſuche as you are to the feight, 
: Artheſeſpeches of Motinall the bands of ſouldiours began to reioyce,cuery one 
approving his deuiſe by holding vp his hande: he commaunded them to goto teſt, 
andto cheriſhe ſomewhattheir perſons, the berter to fall into araye when the drum 
ſhould ſtrike. The nation of Syw4zzersmeuer made a more braue, nor more reſo- 
lute counſell, beeing bur a fewe iy number,without horſemen, and without artille- 
ries,agaynſt an armie moſte migtticin men, munitions, horſes, and all other things 
meete for defence: Beſides, they ſtoode not deſperate for anyeneceſlitie, for that 
both Nonerro was delivered from daunger,and they exſpeed the daye after a great 
ſtrength of- fouldiors: They made rather a choyſe of this waye wherein the ſurety 
was lefſe, and the hope of glory greater, then any other, that for a greater ſafcrie 
there might happen to them a leſle glory. The {ixte day of Iune about midnighe 
they iſſued out of Nowarro, bearing mindes leſſe affected to faferie then to glorie: 
theic whole ſtre:1gth was about ten thouſande men, who were ſo diſtributed and 
diſpoſed,;that ſeuen thouſand were appoyntedto charge thartilletie which was gar- 
ded by the Launceknightes, the reſidue were to be beſtowed with their pikesan end 
vpright oueragaynſt the men at armes. The Frenchmen, whar forthe cof 
tyme, or that they doubted no ſuche accident, or at leaſt looked not for it ſo 
ſoone, had made no fortification of their campe: Andalbeit at the firſt tumule and 
alarme that their ſentinell- made of che comming of thenemies, the ſodenneſle of 
the aducnrure, ard the darkneſle of the night, brought vpon them a great feare and 
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the men at armes drewe forthwith into ſtrength,and 
telray, and alſo the Launceknightes who were followed with the 
» fell preſently into order: The artillerie ſhore off with 
great noyle agaynſt thoſe ſquadrons of Svvizzers that cameto aſlayle it, making las 
mentableflaughters , and deuiding their places and rankes, which:was rather dif 
cerned by the cryings of: ds the re of the eyes, the vic whereof was 
taken away by the darkneſſe of the night: Neuertheleſſe, ſuche was their deſperate 
reſolution, that neither reſpeRing their death preſent, nor diſcouraged with the 
ſlaughter of their felowes ſlayne at their feere, and for all theſe daungers not once 
breaking their order, they ranne as faſte as they coulde vpon thartillerie: and being 
come to it, the eknightes and they had together a bloudy medley, the one 
ie, which in them borh was ſo 
muche the more redoubled, by howmuche in the one was infinite the humor of * 
hate, and in the other no leſle reſolute the defireof glory. There might have bene 
ſeene (fornowe the ſunne began to ſhowe) the eſtate and diuerſitic of the feighe, 
ſometimes one (ide _— ſometimes the other: oftentimes that part to ſeeme 
to preuayle whichearſt was thoughtrto haue theworſt: on oneſide,and in onetime

and commaunding : there was nothing leſle f death, nor any thing more 
abhorred then feare: the greatnes of the perill made borh ſides more reſolute then 
any m—_—— nthe other ſide the trowpes of men at armes ſtoode firme with- 
out doing any ſeruice, for neither the authoritie, the perſwaſtons,the commaunde- 
mentes, thexclamations, the threatnings, northe example of Trixu/coand Trimo- 
will, could do any thing to moue the horſemen, whoſe mindes were made 
rymerous : Neither the conſideration of their owne perill, (whiche their cowardiſe 
made the greater) nor the calamitics of their fellowes (which wereredoubled by the 
feare ſhowed) could once drawe them to the charge: They ſeemed to ſtande 
andabide the daunger which by fighting they might haue auoyded: Ir ſufhced the = 
Swvizzerstokeepe them impaled in their rankes, and to let them from miniſtri 
ſuccours tothe footemen: Suche was the calamitie of that ſeight, that thoſe foun 
moſte certentie of perill who ventured furtheſt for their ſafetic, and on ſuch whoſe 
feare was greater then their vallour,fortune threwe moſte fauour and ſecuritie: At. 
laſtc in ſo great a hardineſſe and vallour of ſuch as fought, the vertue of the Svwir- 
zers caryedthe battell, who m—_ wonne thartilleries, turned them vppon ther: 
encmies,whom they putto flight aſwell by that meane as by their incredible vertue: 
temen was joyned the breaking and running away of the 
men atarmes, whoin that ſeruice ſhewednovertue, nor did any thing worthy of. 
merite or prayſe: onely the lorde Robert ls Marche caryed with a vehementaffeQion, 
of a father, entred the battell of the Swwizzers with a ſquadron of horſemen,to reſ- 
kew Florango and James his ſonnes, capteines of Almain fooremen, who lying ſore 
wounded on the carth, his vallour to the great wonderof the Swwizzers, drewe 
them on live out of that daunger: The bartell continued about two howres, bothe 
parties receiuing no ſmalldiſcomfiture.

Bur by this did the Spaniſhe armic marche and come 
on, for that the/iceroy after he heard of the lofle of Leguague, fearing leaſt by the yll 
diſpoſition of thetowneſmen, Yeroxs would ſer open her gares to the Yererians, de- 
termined to giue preſent ſuccours tothe actions of Czfar: wherein he had nowe 
no impediment, nor was _—_— ſince the affayres of Genes had happily ſucce- 
ded.Therefore after he had paſſed without ditficultic the ryuer of Pawy at Stradella, 
and that the cities of Bergoma and Brefie were reydred to him withour reſiſtance ro- 
gether with the towne of Peſquiers,he encamped before the caſtellthar was manned 
with two hundred & fifry foormen: This peece,notwithſtanding by comon opinion 
might hauc holden our yet certaine daies,came by force into his power,the Yenetii 
ruler being made priſoner and allthe reſidue ofthe footemen that were nor ſlaine at 
the aſſault : for that the Spaniards approched, Als/ans retyred to Alberorto the other 
fide of Adjce,and called to refurniſhe his army,fuche numbers as he could,not onely 
certaine bands of foormen which were at Poliſens Rowigna, bur alſo cuen thole regi- 
ments whom he had left within Leguageo. A litle after Nis launceknightes aa 
S. Martin with the Yiceroy,who allo attertherecouery of Leguague went to Montag - 
nana: And theVenetians who held no more inthar quarter bur Padoaand Treviſa, ca- 
ring for no other thing rhen the preſeruation of thoſe cities, ordeined that the army 
ſhould be diſtributed in them,8 thar /o.P.Baillon, with who were Malateits Sogliano 
and the knight /xYolpe,ſhould be beſtowed in Trewjſa with two hundred me at armes 
three hundred light horſmen,8& two thouſand toormen, A/xiano remaining in Pados 
with the reſidue of the army. There,iwconſidering the fortifications and ſtate of the 
baſtillions, & giuing perfeis to many things that were vnperfet,he cauſed to diſ- 
mantell & raze vp all the houſes and cut downe allthe trees that were within three 
miles about Pades, to make more hard'& daungerous thapproch of thenemies, and 
to giue to their ſeruiceneceſſitie of multitudes of laborers and rs. 

; W whileſt the matters of warre proveeded in this forte; the Pope trauelled with 
great induſtry to weede out of the Chutch the diuifion brought in ty the coiicell of 


Piſa: A matter as it wholly depended vpon the will of the French king,fo he labored 24 the 
to appaiſe him by many meanes: He aſſured the king that touching the rumor that *"® 


ranne that he had ſent money to the Swyizzers,it was a falle brute inborned by men 
of litle fidelity,fince he referred him ſelfe to all his ations, wherin he had expreſſed 
todefirenothing more then an vniuerſal peace,8 to be the comon father of al prin- 
ces chriſtned: And he alleaged how grecuous it was to him that his difſention with 
the cſurch,deprivet him of al meanes to know how naturally he was inclined to his 
amity,ſcing that for the of the ſca apoſtolike, & the dignitic of his perſon, he 
was coſtrained to procede with him ſeucrally,vncill by his returning to the obediece 
of the church of Rowe,it were lawful for him to receive him as king woſt chriſtian, 8 
embraſe him as the eldeſt of the church. The king alſo for the regard of his af- 
faires, deſired the vnio of his kingdom withthe church,the fame being alſo demaii- 
ded by al his peoples,8& the queene no lefſe concurrant then the reſidue: it was well 
diſcerned by the king & his coticell that there could be no hope ofalliance with the 
Pope in matters tEporal,if firſt they fell nor _ for controucrhies ſpiritual: 
for which cauſe cither truſting in dede,or atleaſt diſſebling vnder ſhowes 8 ſeming 
togiue faith to his words, he ſent to himas embaſſador tonegociate intheſe cauſes 
the —_— Marſeilles: ar whoſe coming the Pope by decree of the councell re- 
inueſted the Biſhops and Prelates of Fraunce with power to purge theſelues of their

contumacie during thewhole moneth of Nouember. Agaynſt theſe Cleargie men 
his redecelioe hay >ceeded rigorouſly by waye of threatning as agaynſt perſons 
ic of ſchilme: ndthe ſame moarning wherein this decree was determined, 
was read in the councell a writing ſubſcribed by Bernar.Carwiagall and Fedey.s, 
Sexcrin,wherin forbearing to name themſclues Cardinals, they approucd al the as 
of the councel of Latren,& promiſed to cleaueto the ſame & obeythePope. Inthis 
ation conſequently they conteiſed themſelues to be la detteadetibe eſtate 
of Cardinals,which priuation being done by Pope /«/jo,had bin in his life time con- 


firmed by the ſame councell. It had bene debated afore in the conſiſtorie to haue 


them the reſolution was afterwards deferred for thimpedimet ofthem- 
baſſadors of Ceſar and the king of Aragon, together with the Cardinalls of Sion and 
Yorke, who alleaged that it was a matter vnworthy the maieſtic ofthe ſea Apoſtolike 
and of very ill example to pardon the authors of ſo greatwickednefle accompanicd 
with manifeſt abhomination & impietie: A matter which the laſte Pope had con- 
ſtantly maintcined againſt them cuen to the laſt moment of his life, and that.for no 
other cauſe then for the publike benefite.But the Pope raigning inclined to tharſide 
that was leaſt rigorous, iudging it more eaſy and worthy ro quenche altogether the 
name of the councell of Piſa, rather with clemencie then with ſcueritie: Beſides, he 
would nor(ſtirre vp the minde of the French king, who wasa diligent intercefſor for 
them: neither was he caryed agayaſt them by any particuler hatred,for that neither 
was the iniurie. done'to him, neither before his pontificacic he nor his brethren had 


bene great friendes to Federike : for which reaſons, of his owne motion he cauſed to 


be read before the fathers of the councell thewriting of their humiliation,and aflig- 
ned a day for their reſtoring,which was done m this maner: Berner.and Fedey.cntred 
into Rexze by night withour habite or ceremonies of Cardinalls, and 
opreſen themſclues before the Pope firing in full

firſtpaſſcd apparelled as ſimple prieſtes,

to ſee them, cuery one iudging that a puniſhment ſo honorable did ſerue as acruell 
torment for the vnruled pride of Bernardin, and no lefle for the vnſtayed arrogancie 
of Federike. Aﬀone as they were admitted into the preſence of the conſiſtorie, they 
fell downe of their knees, and with many _= of great humilitie they demaunded 
pardon of the Pope and the Cardinals: They approued all thinges that had bene 
done by Pope /s/zo,and namely their priuation and thele&ion'df the newe Pope, as 
an a& cannonical: And they publikely reproued the councel of P;/a to be an afſem-

bly ſchiſmatike & deteftable. When this confeſſion was ſubſigned with their hands 
& ſolemnly enregiſtred,they roſe vp &ſtoode on their fere,& after reuerence done, 
they embraſed alle! cardinalls who ſtirred not our of their ſeares : then they were 
reinueſted & apparelled in the habite of Cardinalls, & receiued by thereſidueto fit 
in the ſame order wherin they were wont to ſit before their priuation: They recoue- 
red this a& che digniticof Cardinalls, and nottheir benefices and other re- 
uenues whichthey had forthar long time before they had bin diſtributed 
eo others by the liberty of vacation. Inthis a& the Pope ſatisfied the French king, if 


not ſo muche as he deſired, at leaſt in of that he exſpeed: Buthe ſatisfied 
him nothing in other marrers,for that he ſought by all the wayes he couldtoaccord 
Ceſar and the Venetians, A matter which ſeemed to him of cafieaQionfor the m—_

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dentsthat were hapned: for'it was beleeved that Ceſar ſtirred vpby rhoccaſions be- 
onde the Mountes, would be broughtto be contented to be diſcharged of ſuche a 
den,to haue the more oportunitie to hark to the recouering of Burgondy for his 
nephew. Andtouching the Yexetians, it was hoped thatthey would much more de- 
fire it,aſwel for that they ſtood amaſed with the ouerthrow of the frenchmen,as alſo 
that chey knew that the french king for the many dangers hanging ouer his realme, 
was not hable for thatycre to do any more to thaffaires of /ra/e: Beſides, they ſawe 
faſt vpon them the Spaniſh armie,wherevnto were to be vnited the companies that 
were within Verona : They were made dryc of money and treaſor, yll furniſhed of 
ſouldiors and namely of footemen: and (which was not leaſt in their conſideration) 
they wereto reſiſt all alone of themſelues without any hope or ſhowe of other ſuc- 
cors: And yet the Senate anſwered very conſtantly, that they would nor harken to 
any accorde,vnleſle they were repoſſeſſed of Vincenſa ane Verona. 
| Ceſar atthattimedemaunded of the Pope two hundred men at armes againſt the 
Venctians : A demaund' which albeit was grecuous tothe Pope, both for teare leaſt 
the french king ſhould be diſcontented,andalſo he ſawe how inconuenient it would 
be for Ceſar & him to become ſuſpeed tothe Yeretians for a matter of ſo ſmall im- 
porrance: yet by the obſtinate imporrunitie of Ceſar, he ſent him vnder Troyllo Sx- 
ello, Achilles Torello, and Mnutio Colonno,the n he required, bothe for that by 
refuſing he would not ſhow any token not to perſeuer in the confederation contra- 
Red with the laſte Pope, and alſo he conſidered he was not holden by any bonde or 
obligation that he had withthe Yezetians: who beſides that their armic did almoſte 


expreſle behauiours of hoſtilitie vponthe landes of Parma & Plaiſantin,ar ſuch time 
as Aluiano laye neare to Cremona, yet they had not cleed Embaſſadors to proteſt 
their obedienceto him ingtotheir cuſtome, vntill the Frenche men Lean 
ouerthrowen,were beyonde the Mountes. This deliberation brought no 
licle amaſe to the Yeetiens,not ſo much for thimportance of ſuch a ſuccour, as for 
feare leaſt by this beginning the Pope woulde paſſe further, taking ir for a manifeſt 


ſigne that he would neuer be ſeperate from their enemies. Neuertheleſle all theſe 


daungers & ſhowes ofcalamities could not make them chaunge their firſt counſels, 
but ſtanding reſolute to make as good head as they could againſt fortune, they ſene 
to theic Admirall chat was at Corfs to aſſemble his nauie, & aſſayle the marine pla- 
cesof Powvilla, And yer conſidering a litle after, of what importance it would be to 
prouoke ſo much the Lon of Aragon,they reuoked that councel being more coragi- 
ous then diſcrete, no lefle for the might and power of the ſame king, then for that 
he hatd alwaycs ſhowed that he perſwaded Ceſar to peace. | | 
The Yiceroy remained at M3tagnano,hauing as yet determined vps nothing of that 
he had to do,both for that the conceptions of the launceknights were diuerſe, and 
hard the enterpriſes that remained to be attEpred eyther of Padoa or of Treniſa, 
the forces farre inferior to the difficulties : for in the armie there was litle more 
then a thouſande men at armes, not many light horſemen,and onely ten thouſande 
footemen aſwell Spaniſh as launceknights: And laſtly there was exſpeRarion ofthe 
comming of the Biſhop of Gurce, vpon whoſe will & dire&ion depended reſolutely 
all things. About this time a Spaniſh magiſtrate being in Bergemoto gather the im-

robbe pony by ſuttletic the rewards of the vitorie gotten with the blood of 0- 
 thers. Vpon theſe complaints accopanicy with other reaſons of c6paſſion, the duke 

ed his copanies to march,& the Svyizzers aduanced foure thouſand foormen: 

what with the threates of the Y;ceroy againſt the Duke, and the authority of the 
Pope with the Svwjzzers,theenterprile ceafſed cue aſſone as it was begs, thaffei6 
that the bare to thaffaires of Offauian,doing more to daſhe thexpedition then 
any other thing. In this meane while the Viceroy went vp to Baztel, a place about 
ſeuE miles fro Padog,where Carnigial riding vndiſcretly with a ſmall ſtrength of hor{- 
mento view the feate of the contrey,was taken by Mercario capteine of the Venetian 
light borſme. About which time the biſhop of Gercy arriving in the army,they drew 
to c6ſulation what was to be done: The Biſhop gaue coiiſel to beſicge Pados,laying 
he hoped ſomuchin the vertuc of the Spaniards & launceknights againſt the /talzis, 
thatinthe end they ſhould be able ro overcome al difficulties:he ſaid it was a matter 
ofleſſe labor to take Treziſa,but the honor & rewards of the victory were far differc, 
for thartowinonly Trearſawas not of much importice for the ſubſtance of the war, 
buc by the raking of Pados,both the rownes &peces of Ceſars obeditce ſhould ſtand 
aſſured fro rroubles & perils ofthe warre, & the Yeretians ſhould be lefte ho nay” 
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of all hope to bee hable to reconquer the places they had loſte. The Yiceroze 


andalmoſt all the other capteines were of a contrary opinion : they indged itrather 


impoſſible then hard to force Padoa for the incredible tortifications : it was throwly 
furniſhed with artilleries & all things neceſſary for defence : it was double manned 
with ſouldiors, beſides many yongmen of the nobilitie of Yexice that were comethi- 
ther as they had worto do at other times: they alleaged that the circuit of Padoa was 
large,in which regard,as alſo for the multicude of the defendirs & other difficulties, 
it requiredto be enuironed with a fiege of two armies : a computation ſo farre from 
them,thar they were not hableto make one ſufficient,the number oftheir ſouldiors 
being nortgrear, and yet no figne of _—_— in the Launceknightes, for that they 
murmured already for want of pay: Laſtly, they had not ſufficient munitions, & no 
leſſe want of poyeners,a prouifion very neceſlary for an enterpriſe of chat difficulty. 
Bur inthe ende the reaJons of the iceroy and the other capreines gaue place to the 
authoritic and will of the Biſhop of Gurce, according to whoſe direction the armic 
drawing neare to Padoa, encamped ar Baſſanells vpon the right ſhoare of the chan- 
nell: Bur beeing ſubiect there to the affliction of certayne double cannons that laye 

lanted vpon the baſtillion of the towne,they paſſed the channell and lodged a little 
Farcher from che towne, from whence Ty bands of footmen to S. Ax- 
thonies Church within halfe a myle of Padoa, they began to approchwith lefſe daun- 
ger,and to caſt trenches neare to S. Anthonies gate: but forthatthe worke was great, 
and the wante of pyoners no lefle, andin acountrey abandoned of all inhabitantes, 
the trenches aduaunced little, and not without daunger, for that the ſouldiors ma- 
king many ſodain fallies afwell by day as by night, gaue great domage and impedi- 
menttothoſe that trauclled : They ſuffred belides great want of vittells, both for 
that only a ſmal part of the towne was inuironed by thenemies,& alſo rhe eſtradiots 
that had libertie to iſſue our of the other quarters of the rowne, ouerronning freely 
the whole contrey,gaue impedimet to al that was brought tothe camp: The traffike 
of vittels was alſo hindred by certaine armed barkes which the Yexetians had ſer for 
that purpoſe vpon the ryuer of Adjce, for thatthe men thatrhey caryed ceaſſed nor 
to make incurſions into the vplande and playne countrey , skouring all places and 
reſpected nothing in the furie of their ſpoyle: In regard of theſe difficulties,theſtate 
of things beeing eftſones brought into the counſell by the Yiceroy, euery one gaue 
this free iudgement, that it would be a leſſe infamie to correct the deliberation vn- 
diſcretly made in leauying the campe,then by iuſtifying the error to bre,.de & bring 
ypon them ſome greater doinage, & thatnot without the ſocietie of a ir greater 
ſhame. This opinion beeing related to the Biſhop of Garce by the Yiceroy in the 
preſence of many capteines,for that he had refuſed to be at that Eouncell: he made 
aunſwere, that for that the diſcipline and praQiſe of warre was not his profeſſion,it 
wasnothameto him to confeſle his ignoraunce inthe ſeruice &guyding of warre: 
only touching the coſiſell he had giuen to pitch the camp afore Padoa, it mouednot 
by any ſingularitie of credit in his owne wiſdom, but in the ation he was da! = by 
the opinion & authoritic of the Yiceroy,who both by letters &expreſle mel; 
had counſelled themperour,and giuen him greathope to cary it. Ar laſte the difh- 
culties nor ceaſling neither for their complaintes, nor-for their debating, no rathee 
the diſpayre of thenterpriſe daily increaſing,the camp brake _ it had lien xviij. 
dayes afore the walles of Padoa: And hauing both at their breaking vp, and vpon the 
way,thelight horſemen attheir backes,they withdrew to Yicenſa, which then was 
voyde of mhabitantes,and lay as a pray to who was maſter ofthe fielde. 
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In this meane while the ſouldiors of the duke of 24/an,to whoſe ayde the Viceroy 
had ſent Antho, de with a thouſande foormen,tooke Pantowwigue, wherin were 
two hundred footemen in garriſon tor the Yexetians, who neither amaſcd with the 
thunder of thartilleries, nor diſcoraged with the mynes that were made, were con- 
ſrayned arthe ende of a moneth to yelde for wane of vittels,after they had valiaunt- 
ly ſuſteined thaſffault, Abourthe ſame time Renſo de Cero iſſuing out of Cremoouer- 
y foams Silugo Sawello marching with his bandes and foure hundred Spaniſhe foote- 
men to Bergamo, whither the Duke of Mz/lanſent him. And alittle aftera Spanithe 
officer being returned to Bergamo to gather money, Ranſo ſent thither a ſtrength of 
three hundred horſemen and fiue hundred footemen,who tooke together with the 
officer the rocke wherevnto he was fledde for his ſafety with the money he had lea- 
uied: In this rocke were very fewe men of warre, for that 1x. men at armes, three 
hundred light horſemen, Md ſeuen hundred footemen,withy two thouſand paiſants 

| ofthe Mount of Briapſo were gone from Millan vnderthe leading of Siluto Sawello & 
Ceſar Fieromoſquo, tq reconquer Bergamo; and they encountring vpon the way fiue 
hundred light horſemen and three hundred footemen ſent by Ranſoto Bergamo,were 
eaſily putto flight, by whoſe example the|reſidue thar affore had occupied Bergamo, 
abandoned it, leauing onely a _-—_ inthe Rocke which ſtandeth out of the Citie 
vpon a mountayne called the Chappell. 

The Yiceroy and Biſhop of Gurce rem certayne dayes at Vincenſa, and ſente 
one parte af the Spaniards vnder Proſper Colonnoto ſacke Baſciano & Maroitiquo: not 
that they had offended, butthat the ſubſtances of that wretched people ſhould mi- 
niſter norriture totharmy, wherein the payes did fayle, Ceſar ſtanding alwayes op- 

with his accuſtomed difficulties, the king of Aragon not hable of himſelfe to 
are out ſo great a burden,and the duchie of 24:{ax being exceſſtuely taxed bythe 
Svvizzers, was no more hable to contributeto the relecfe of the refidue. The army 
aboade at Yincenſa, not without great diſcommodities by the continuall vexations 
of the light horſemen, who ouerrunning day and night the whole contrey,ſtopped 
al walkin and paſſage of vittels, vnleſſe they were garded with a great ſtrength, and 
that of neceflitic muſt be of men at armes, for that they were very fewe light hor{c- 
men: Thereforeto be out of theſe torments,the Biſhop of Gurce went to Verone ve- 
ry muche diſcontented with the Yjceroy, who following him by ſmall iourncys, got 
into Albero vpon the ryuer of Adrce,where he remained certaine dayes to giue opor- 
tunitie ro them of Yeronato make their harueſt, thincurſions of the light horſemen 
not ceaſling for all that, who rooke from|the A/mains euenneare the gates of Yero- 
#a,the oxen thatdrewe thartilleries. The Yiceroy had laydea former js to beſtow 
the armic in garriſon in the countreys off Bref#a and Bergamaſqua, and at the ſame 
time tomoleſt Crems,which was all that the Yexetiars helde onthe other ſide the ri- 
uer of Mincis : which deuiſe being publiſhed, had fo aſſured the countreys therea- 
boutes that the territories of Pdoe were full of inhabirtantes and ,the ſame 
becing the cauſe that the Yiceroy, who had noother meane to feede his armie then 
by prayesand pillage, altered his plor, and calling backe the Almains, went to Mon- 
tagngna and to Efeand from thenceto the village of Bouolento, where after he had 
driven away greatflockes of cattell, the ſouldiours conſumed with fyre many fayre 
houſes thar ſtoode thereabour: Still the of pillage caryed them on,and bein 
the rather encouraged that the bandes of the Venetian footemen were Giſtribored 
to the garde of Pades and Treniſa,the Viceroy marching in pillage from Bowolento,de- 
termined to approche Yexice, but agaynſt chopinion of Proſpero Colouno, who _ 
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him that no leſſe was the daunger of thenterpriſcthen the councell raſh: So thar at- 
ter they had paſſed the river of Bacqui//on and (acked Fiewode ſacco which isa borow 
| both great in ſituacion,populous,and full of all thinges , they went to Meſtroand ſo 
to Marguers which ſtandeth vpon the ſalt waters : from that place, tulcauc a more 
honorable memorie of this ore, ww diſcharged towards Yerntce ten peeces 


of greatartillerie whoſe boollets pearced the Monalterie of S. Seconds : Andas in 
watre where diſcipline is at libertic, there inſolencies be infinit, fo they procecded 
ſtill in pilling & waſting the whole contrey whoſe inhabitants _ fled,they made 
with great iniquitie warres againſt the walls: for,not content with the rich prayes of 
nod other wealth, in their crueltie they burned Meſtra, Marguera, and Lif/afu-

weale,ſo a brauery to their re &ignominic:Inregard of whic 
indi 54 deliberacio of Canteen bens whorill ade ſtoode 
reſolute,what hopes ſocuer were offered,to eſchew ro make any <9 49 of for- 
tune: They now conſented by the hawrie perſwaſions of Bart. Alwians,thatreaſſem- 
bling all the ſouldiours and ſtirring vp all the villages aſwell of the plaines as of the 
mounteines,they ſhould aſſay to ſtoppe the returne of thennemies: A matter which 
Alianoproued to beof very cafic attion,for that their raſhnes hauing broughtthem 
in the middeſt of YVenice,Trewſa,and Padoa,and being laden with burdens of pray and 
ſpoyle,they could not retyre without great daunger, aſwell for thincommoditie of 
vittells,as for thimpediment of riuers and hard paſſages: And now the Sparyards vn- 
derſtanding of the mooſters and preparacions that were in hand, _—_— agood 
as, + this time comen to Citade/{a,vhich when nk vo rr could nor ger 
or a ſuccour of ſouldiours newly entred,they lodged a litle

forces of Treniſa, came and ioyned with Aluiano neare to Vincenſa : They with the 
other Venetian Capteines were of councellnot to hght withthenemies with banner 
diſplayed andin an open place, but garding well the paſſages of ſtre:grh and places 
moſt conuenient, they ſhould labor to ſtoppe their way on what place fo cuer they 
came,drawing now towards zzcenſa: To this end they had ſent 7oh.P. Manfronorto 
Montechio with foutt thowſand men trained : And to Barberano to hinder their pal- 
inthe mountcines,were ſent v. hundred light horſemen with many other bands 
the paiſantes : They hadalſo ſtopped inthe villages all the paſſages that led into 
Germanie,& fortified them with trenches,with ſtones,and with trees cur downe and 
layed athwart the wayes: Alsjanoleft Theodore Triunlco to gard Vincenſa with a gar- 
riſon ſufficient, and him ſelfe with the relidue of thatmie encamped at O/me a place 
within two myles of /incenſa vpon the way that leades to Verona: This paſſage with 
an other faſt by, was ſo choaked with trenches,ditches and arrilleries pianted vppon 
the places comming to it,that it was almoſt impoſſible to paſſe: Asthe way towards 
Verona was full of theſe impedimentes, ſoit was likewiſe hard tor the Sparyards that 
marched along the mountaines,to goe larger thorow the conteys that were full of 
marriſhe and waters, and no lefle hard to take the way of the mountaine which was 
narrow and garded by many armed men;Infomuch as being enuirronned almoſt on 
all partes with enemies, their perill all one both before, behinde, and in flancke,and 
continually chaſſed by great troupes of light horſemen, they could make no deli- 
beracion whereinthe difticultie was not greater then the daunger : After they had 
ſpent certeinetime|in skirmiſhing, they|incamped towards the entrie of the night, 
within halfe a mile of the place where the Yexerians lay , and there the Capraines 
drawing to councell what was beſt ro doe amidde ſo many aduerſities and perills, 
chooſedas leaſt daungerous to turne their enſcignes towards Germanie : Th 
iudged that the beſt way to returne to. #/ergna/by Trents, notwithſtanding what for 
the longnes ot the way, and the ſinall garriſon they had left there, they had almoſt 
anaſſured opinionthar the celeritic of rhe YVenetians woulde prevent their purpoſe: 
In this forte then did they marche at the dawning of the day towards Baſ/a» turning 
their backes to thenemies, a matter then the which there is nothing more timerous 
nor pernicious to atmics : Andalbeitthey marched in order, yet their fortune had 
left them ſo ſmall hope of ſauetie, rhat they rhoughtthe loſle of their baggage and 
horſes of cariage, would be rhe leaſt harmethat could happen to them : What by 
their ſecret diſcamping without found of tromper or dromine, and the commodity 
ofa thicke miſt falling that morning which toake away the bencfit of his eyes, A/ur- 
ano was not (o ſpeedily awaredf their breaking vp: Bur he was no ſooner aduerriſed 
of their departing he ſetto follow them with all the army,wherin-was thought 
to be a thowſand men atarmes, a th 1d ſtradiots, and:fix thowſande footemen: 
The ſtradiors vexed them contiriually on all fides,and infinit croupes of paiſants de- 
ſcending from the mountaines, were no little trouble tro them with their {mall ſhor: 
Sothat with their daunger; the difficiiltice of the wayes encreaſed continually both 
for themulricude oftheic cariag | 2arquantitic of their pray, andallſo for 
thatthey were driucn to paſſe thorowe wayes ftraite and full of dirches, which they 
had had no oportumitie to'enlarge or plaine with mattockes and {pades : And 
yertnotwithſtanding by howemuch their aduerſities were great and apparant by fo 
much greater was their neceſlicic of ſperde and haſt, their extremities coulde not 
make them forget to-march inorder, the ſame proceding as wel of the verrue of the 
ſouldiours as the care aud good office of the Capteines : Neuertheleſle after _y

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had marched two miles with ſo many perplexitics of wayes and traucll,they iudged 


it would be harde ro holde out long in that ſort, their greefe becing greater by the 
wearinſle of their bodies, then by any feare of the perills they ſaw at hande. Bur the 
enemies by their raſhnes had not patience to expeRtill ſofayre an occaſion mighre 
be rypened which already was cometo his gs ws : for Aluiano according to his 
cuſtome being not hable to conteine himſelfe,charged vpon the rearegard of then- 
nemics guyded by Proſpero Colonno: he went to the charge notin diſorder, but with 
tharmie araunged in barrel, and his artilleries planted ready for thexecution: and 
it was fayde for certayne,that beeing long in preparing to the charge, Loredenoa ru- 
ler amongelt the Yenetiansrebuked him with very ſharpe wordes that he went not 
ro the charge, whoſe ſlowneſle, fayd he,gaue oportunitic tothenemies being alrea- 
dy broken, to ſaue themſclues. By thee prouocations ſo valiaunt a Capteine was 
compelled torunne headlong to the feight, andin great furie gaue the [pn of the 
bartell. Some other affirme that Proſpero Colonno was the cauſe of all the actions of 
armes that day, by whoſe counſell the Yiceroy had rather prove the vncertayne 
chaunce and fortune of the feight,then otherwiſeto followe ſo finall a hope of ſafe- 
tie: And itis ſayde, thathauing made aſhowe that he would returne towards Yiz- 
cenſa,Aluiano had cauſed to owed in the ſuburbes of Fincenſa, lohn Þ. Baillon 
with thoſe bandes that were come from Tresi/a, and him ſelfe with the refiduc of 
tharmie was incamped at Creatia within two miles of YVixcenſa:Inthis placeis alitle 
hill char gaue a conuenignt commoditie for the vie and ſeruice of thartillerie againſt 
thenemics,and atthe foote of itis avalley capable of a mayne armic raunged mbar- 
rell, butic hath no way of: _— bur onely by one ſtraite way thatrunnerh-vpalong 
the hilles, and is almoſte encompaſed with mariſhes: It is ſayde that Proſpero kno- 
wing what incommodiries this place gaue to thenemies, perfvadedto fer vppon 
them in that quarter, hauing there thoportunitieand ſeate of the place to ſer forth 
their vallour: Bur what ſo cuer it was, Froſpero began to go to the charge with a re- 
ſolution worthy of the reputation he bare,and hauing ſeat to call the Yiceroy which 
hron the barrell, and on the one ide,and at one tyme the Spaniſhe footemen 
aduauncing by thedireion of the Marquis of P;/quairo,and onthe other hande the 
ſquadrons of the launceknightes, they brought vpon the Yenetians ſo hotte and fu- 
nous a charge, thar thcir feares beeing redoubled by the terror and vallour of their | 
encmies,the firſt aſſaulralmoſt ſuffiſed to oo—_ all ro flight: The foormen threw: 0nerthrove of 
downetheir pikes and fledde with more then hope offſafetie,their ignorance 3! notion 
or want of courage making them vnhableto ſuſteine the furicof the charge: The 
footemen of Romagnia,whole Coronell was Re.de Nalde Brifiguello,were the firſt that 
ſeruedto the others as an example of cowardiſe andinfamie: the reſidue oftharmy 
tooke the ſame courſe, no manalmoſt _ ſecneto fightor once looke his enemy 
inthe face, yea the vertue of Aluiano was ſo abated and confuſed: by this fodayne 
flecing away, that without ſtroke ſtriking he left the viRorietothenemies,towhom 
charellerie with all the b gage remayned a pray: The fooremen were skattered 
into diverſe places, and for the men art armes, ſome fledde to hyde their ſhame in 
the mountaynes, and ſome ſought their ſafetic in Pados and in Treviſa, whither fled 
in like ſorte Alaiano and Grrtte, In this encounter were {laine Antho.Pioan auncient 
captcine with Con ence his ſonne, Meleager Furly, and Lodo. Parme, and the fortune 
P.S. Ange was litle better, who though his lyfe was reſerued, yet he eſcaped not 
without many miſerable and mortall wounds: The priſoners were Johs P. Bailon, 
Islothe ſonne of John P. Manfron, Malateito Soligiano, with many other Capteines 
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of the cauſe would be referred roan 
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and perſons ofnameand marke:- Lorederothe Yenetianruler fell into this calamitie, 
but with a worſe fortune: for that two ſouldiours ſtriuing whole priſoner he ſhould 
be,che one of them killed him againſt all humanitie : Touching the generallſlaugh- 
ter of this conflict both of dead bodies and priſoners, thereremeyned about fomre 
hundred men atarmes and foure thowſand fooremen,theſlaughter being ſo much 
the greater by howe much there could be/no expedicion of fcingly reaſon of the 
marrais: This alſo brought great domageto ſuch as truſted in the chaſſe,that Theo.

that fell out in the negociacion of affaires:for, Ceſar would out conſent to thaccord, 
but with condicion to my of the townes,& for the other to receiue a great 
proporcionof money:and ofthe contrary, the Yenerians demaunded all the rownes 
and offered a very ſmall ſumme of money: it was beleued alſo that the king Catho- 
like did ſecretly diſſwade the accorde, notwithſtanding openly he made demonſtra- 
tion todefireit : yea it was ſaid, thatto make it more hard, he had at the ſame time 
put Breſſs into the hands of Ceſar,a place which the Yiceroy never til that day would 
giue vp, alleaging that he kepr itto make him more inclinedtothe peace : Bur the 
cauſes were coniectureddiuerſly, cither he had ſo farre offended the Yenetiens that 
he judged he would no more entertcine with them a true and afſured amitie,or elſe 
he knew that his reputacion and greatnes in /alie depended vppon continuing and 
keeping on foore the armie, which for want of money he was not able to feede and 
nourriſk _ racking &raunſoming the peoples that were his frendes,and in ma- 
king praye and pillage ofthe countreys that were enemies : Theſe difficulties roge- 
ther with the vntowardneſſc of the parties, made the Pope leaue the manter vnper- 
fe&, when a licle after, the _{/mains, by the helpe of the exiles and baniſhed men, 
tooke Maranmovpon the ſuddeine, a ſeafaring rowne inthe countrey of Fris/,and fo 
diſcended to the like ation vpon Montfalcon:and albeit the Yeretians both for their 
honor & profit,defired to reconquer Mararo being threeſcore miles from Yexice, & 
in that diſpoſition did aſfaile it both by ſea and land,yettheir fortune being all one in 
all places,they recciued lofle & vexacion on all ſides: only Raxſo de Cero in that time 
ſuſteyned the name and credit of their armes, to his great praiſe and merit: for, al- 
beir there was a great rage of plague and hunger in Crema where he lay in garriſon, 
and that the bands of Spanyeras and Millanois being diſperſed into the townes there- 
about by reaſon of the ſeaſon, he was as it were beſieged : yer he gaue a ſuddeine 
charge vppon Calcinaiaa towne of the countrey of Bergamo, and ſtripped Ceſar Fie- 
ramo{quo with forty menat armes and two hundred light horſemen of the regiment 
of Proſpero Colonno : And not —_ dayes after, he emred by night into Quinſano, 
and tooke the Licutenaunt gf the Count $, Sewerin, and ſpoyled fifty men atarmes, 
and within Trey, ſtripped ten men at armes of the company of Preſpero. 

About this time thinges were quict enough inother places of /ra{ze, ſauing that

rightes, but thinfamiewas ſo muchethe howemuch a lirtle biller or:wriring 
made not his enemics more mightic : Thar fince ithad bene promiſed wichour his 

riuitic or conſent, it might be tayde that it was not his deuife from the beginning,

Realmes,ſo long as the generall remayned in England. The king of Englandes incli- 
nation to peace wasencreaſed by the occaſion of newe iniuries : for where Czfar 
had promiſed not to ratific without him, the truce made by the king Catholike, he 
ſent notwithſtanding to the ſame king thinſtrumence of ranfication, and by a letter 
whiche he wrotetothe Frenche king , he ratified in the name of Czfar, but re- 
teyned thinſtrument the berter to vie his arrificiall ſemblaunces and demonſtra- 
tions: Aſſone as the negociation was begonne berweene thetwo kinges, the Pope 
deſirous to purchaſe grace with them bothe, ſente by poſte into Frawce the By- 
ſhoppe of Tricaro to offer him all his authoritie and facultie, and to that ende 

arryued in Englande by the ſuffraunce of the ſayde king: Ar the firſte opening of 
this yore or peace , there fell out manye difficulties, for that the kinge of 
E 
at 
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demaunded Bolezne in Pikardye , wyth a greate ſumme of money : Bur 
all the differences fell —_ the rowne of Torxaye, the kinge of Eng- 
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lande ro it, and the French obieRing ſome difficultic: In ſo muche 
asthe kingof E diſpatched in poſte to the Frenche kinge the Biſhop of Tri- 


caro, whom he charged, without imparting in what nature of particularitie conſi- 
ſted the difficultie, to declare to the king trom him, that in regarde of fo greate a 
benefite, he ſhoulde not ſtande vppon io many ſuttle difhculties, but to conſider 
that in a Prince reaſon ſhoulde beare more imperic then paſſion, The Frenche 
kinge, becauſe he woulde neither do wrong to his Crowne, nor yll content hys 
people, the rowne of Tornay becing veric noble and loyall to the Crowne of 
Fraunce, cauſed the matter to be de in full Councell, wherein was an aſſi- 

| ſtaunce of the principalles of his Courte, who aduiſed him with one voyce to 
embrace peace, yea vnder the condition offred: And yet in that ryme the kinge 
Carholike dyd what he coulde to breake it, offering the king manye plortes and 
deuiſes, bur ſpecially ro miniſter ro hym all his meanes and fauours to conquer 
the duchic of Millen : But the aunſwere becing returned into Erglende that 
the Frenche king ſtoode contented with the reſolution of Torwaye, the peace ſuc- 
ceeded and was concluded in the beginning of _— berweene the two kings 
A es and for one yeare after their death. 

In itulation it was expreſſed that Torney ſhould remayne to the kinge 
of Englande, to whome the Frenche kinge ſhoulde an voy hundred thow- 
ſande crownes, and that in ſuche ſorte of diſtribution that the Frenche kinge 
ſhoulde make payment of an hundred thouſande frankes euery yeare, till the full 
payment was ſatisfied : That they ſhoulde bee bounde ro defende their eſtates 
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ing ſhould bet king gland: i

ſome practiſe with the YVenetians. This newe confederation was ſcarcely eſtabliſhed 
and concluded, when the French kings anſwere came: By it he approucd all that 
the Pope had propounded, with this onely addition , that fince he was to bynde 
hym ſelfe to the proteftion of Florentins, Of Inlio de Medicis hys brother, 
and Lawvurence hys nephew, whom the Pope had aduaunced to thadminiſtration

Thepeace berwene the king of Eng/ande and the French king was more ſodayne 
and eatie then was exſpected, being vnlikely that lo.great hatreds redoubled by new 
iniuries,ſhould with ſuch facilitie be conuerted into amitie and. aliance: happly the 
peace was not liking tothe Pope, who aſwell as others was perlwaded thar there 
might grow betwene them rather a truce then a peace,or atleaſtit itreſoluedrothe 


nature of a peace, it would eyther intangle the king with harder conditions, or at = 


leaſt with obligarion not to aſlayle the.duchie of 44a for acertayne tyme; Bur 
it brought incredible diſcontentment to Czſar and the king Catholike, who, as 
there is none cuill in humaine ations which hath not ioyned with it fome good, ſo 
he aſſured notwithſtanding that he recciued by it in his minderwo contentmentes 2 
The one for that hachdte his nephewe becing out of hope to giue his ſiſter for 
wife to the Frenche king, and entring withall into diſtruſte of the king of Exg/anae, 
would be nowe compelled to do nothing without his counſell and authoritie: The 
other for that the Frenche king ſtanding gowe in good ilitic ofchildren, the 
ſucceſſion of Monſ7 de Angonleſme was putin doubt, to w he bare no little ha- 
tred,for that he noriſhed a great deſire ro reſtore the king of Naverre to his cltate: 
Onely the Svvizzers gaueit out that they reioyſed all atthar accorde, notwithſtan- 


ding they reteyned agaynſt the French — hatred they did before: The 


reaſon of their gladnes grew of an opinion$hey had,that the french king being now 
at libertie,would take occaſion to recontinuethe-warre in te duchy of Millen, by 
which meane they ſhould eftſones begin to declare to allthe world their vertue and 
their fayth: Andrtruely it was not to bedoubted,tharthe french yg de- 
liveredalmoſt of al feare to haue warre beyond the Mountes, would not be touched

On were of opinion,that it was nor lawfull to the 
Frenchking to wuade the Duchie of Mifax : An opinion which though they ſup- 
potedro be true, yerthe Frenche king COIEY thatit was good mn hun, 
& he was notforbidden to rake armes againſt the eſtare of Hiller during the truce: 
By reaſon whereof the Pope perſwading him ſelfe that the king would not enter jn- 
rothenterpriſe, thought he would expreſle to him a good diſpolicion of will which 
alſo ſhould ſerue himfor excuſe ifan otherrime he required fuccours of him: And 
the matter ſucceded according ro his opinion : for, the king being refolued, either 
forchatcaute, or for his preſent necefficie of money, or laſtly for the nearenes of the 
winter, not to enter into armes affore the ſpring rime,ami'making ſhow that he had 
Eontidence thar cuen in that time the Popes fauor woulde not fatle bm : he wrote 
aunfwere ro him alleaging many excuſes touching his deſerring, but conceiled the 
excuſe of the truce which yerendured,, and perhappes was the principall: Neuer- 
thelcſſe he haddelire ro atrempr the reconquering of Gexes,or at leaſt to ſuccour the 
lantern, which the|ſame yere by his direction,had bene reuictelled many times with 

certaine proporcionsof vittels by the aduenture of ſundry ſmal veſſels,who makin 
igh they wouldeenter the porte of Gezes, diſſembled with the warders, mn,

morelibcrall ro promiſe , rhenreadic to performe , for thar after the rerurne of his 
brother, - he went alwayes in deferring with many excuſes : Andyethe forbarenot 
ro confirme to him the ſelfe ſame promiſes not onely with wordes, which might be 
vaine and vnaſſured; bur by wryring ſette out vnderthauthoritic and reftimonie of 
his name; in which he conſented that heſhould rake the reuenues of Regg7e as a de- 
——_—_ wole which was toreturne vnder his dominion:it was wel knowen that 
Popes imencion 'was:farre otherwiſe, diſſembling in meaning the thinges he

And ſomerimes they preferred thoccafion to beſtow an honorable citare vpon /ulio 
his brother, who thirſting atter roo grear thinges, and nouriſhing him ſelfe with 
hopes immoderat,had voluntarily conſented thathis Nephewe Zauvrance, ſhould 
receyne at Florence the authoritie of the houſe of Medicis: forhar the Pope being en- 
tred into theſe thoughts,obteyned of C.eſar who was alwayes of money,to de- 
liuer to him in morgage the citic of Modoxs for xl. thowſand duckars according ro 
the capitulacion made with himalitle affore the death of rhe lare Pope: he made his 
reckoning to vnite thar citie with Reggis, Parma, and Pleiſanca, andto giuethem in 
patronage o;.perperual gouernmer to /u{to,adding ro them Ferrara,it cuer thoccaſi- 
on ſerued him to getit : he ſought ro doea thing by authoritic and fauor of rymes, 
which he could not doe by equurie or Jawefull courſe of tuſtice: Buarrhar manner of 
morgaging put rhe french king intogrear ſuſpicion, forthat inhjs conceit it caried a 
manifeſt ſigne of ſtraight alliance with Ceſar, being alſo noleſſe diſcontented that 
the Pope had giuen him money : Whereofnotwithſtanding,the Pope excuſed him 

| flfe,allea ing that Ceſ# haddelinered Moderato him for affurance of them 
which he had receiued of him affore: The king on the other ſide augmented his ſul 
picion,forthar vppon a victory which the T#rke gorre vpon the Sophy king of Perſia, 
the Pope conftruing itto the vniverſall daunger of Chriſtendom, wrore letters to all 
Princes,aduifing them to e armes amongſtrhem ſelues, ro reſiſt or inuade the 
common-enennes ofthe faith: he proreſted onething vnder his letters, and praQti- 
ſed an other by operacions ſecrer,proceeding alwayes with faire —_— and 
yer holding his intencions difſembled: Burthe matrer that almoſt altogertherdiſclo- 
ed his purpoſes, was, that he ſent vnder the ſame ſhadowe arid prerenceto Venice, 
Peter Bembo his Secretorye, and afterwards Cardinall, to difpoſe thar ſtare to'agree 
with Ceſar,towards whom the ſame difficulties continuing thar had bene before,the 
Venctians would nor be wrought, but manifeſted ro the french king rhoccafion of 
his comming: A _ that did ſo much diſcontentthe king, that the rather for 
inatthe Pope ſought ro depriue him of his ſuccours at a time when he was ready to 
aduaunce armes,he renewed eftrſoones with the king Carholikethe 2uncient prafti- 
ſes, and that eirher ro thende the Popethould be ronched with that feare, or atleaſt 
 ſfhe were careleſſe,to conclude abſolurely : ſo hot he was aboue all otherrhinges in

kill Avian by dire&ron of their Capttines; 'who ſoped by the trouble and diſorder

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turne tothe kingdome of Naples, leauyed an armicar ſca, and made their Admirall 
or __— generall Andre Gritti, whom they thought to ſende ro inuade Powuilla; 
Bur for many difficultics that happned, that expedition went no further, beeing af- 
ſone diſcontinuedas itwas thought vpon. |Afterwards the Spaniardes came to the 
towre neare Yincenſa by the pertwalion of th Almains that were within Yerons, to 
thende to joyne with them in an enterpriſe to waſte and ouerronne thecorne of the 
Padoans : But after the Spaniards had taryed in that place in vayne many dayes, be- 
ing both reduced toa very ſmall number,and not hable to accompliſhe the promiſ- 
ſes vnder the which called chem, they left there their enterpriſe to ſpoyle 
their corne, forbearing ia ſuche raſhnes to/do a violence which woulddraw with it a 
caterreuenge then was the iniuric: And after they had gorte of the Almains xv, 
Fundred ornen, they marched with ſeuen hundred men at armes,ſcuen hundred 
light horſemen, and three thouſande fiue hundred Spaniſhe en, to incampe 
before Citadells, wherein were three hundred light horſemen; they marched with 
great diligence all the night,and came tothe placewithintwo/howres inthe moar- 
ning,and falling to batter it with their artilleries, they caryed the rowne the fame 
day atthe ſeconde aſſault: they made priſoners all the lighte horſemen that were 
there, and ſo returned to their campe lying within three _— of Vincenſa, Aluiano 
ing no reliſtance: He had receyued ſpeciall commaundement from the Senate

both the Armies, the Spaniards ; great want of virtells, retyred to their fi 
lodgings from whence they were come, leauing abandoned the citic of Yincenſs 
andthe rocke of Brexdels, which is about ſeuen myles from it; They releeucd them 
ſclues with no other ſubſidies or payments then with the taxations which they im- 
poſed vpon Verona, Brefiia,Bergama,and other places thercaboutes, Vpon the rety- 
ring of the Spaniards, Alwano. beſtowed himlelfe with tharmic betwene Baralloand 
pabache place being ſtrong and proper: and there vnderitanding that there was 
within E#e a very ſmall and negligent garriſon, he ſentrhither by night foure hun- 
dred horſemen and a thouſande footemen, who being entred afore they were def- 
cerned, tooke foureſcore light horſemen of capreine Corero,who ſaucd himfelte in 
the Caſtell, and with that pray reryred to tharmie. But the Yeretians hauing ſent to 
tharmie freſhe banc ſouldiors, A/wiavo drewe neare to Hontagnanc, and pree 
ſented the bartell tothe Yiceroy, who refuſed to acceptir becing farre inferior infor- 
ces, and ſo reryred to Poleſana de Ronigny : An oportunitic agreeing to the courage 
of Aluiano, who hauing nowe no more impedimentes beyonde Adice, made davly 
incurſions cuen to the gates of Yerona: the ſame ſo touching the Y*ceroy with the: 
daunger of that Citie,thar kauing within Po/e/ine, three hundred men ar armes and 
a thouſande foatemen, himſelfe with the reſidue of tharmic went to the defence of 
that Cirie,diſpoling his forces not ſufficiently according to theſtate of his perills, 

bur afvellas he as hable according tothe neceſſitic of the time. __ . | 
Farre greater difficulties began to kindle towards Crema, which was almoſtc be- 
ſieged by the companie: hag" of AMillas beſtowed inthe rownes and villages 
thereabouts: for thetowne ſuffred great afiion of famine, great ſtroke of plague, 
es ” oreat 
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grear diſorder of ſouldiors for want of pay,vniuerſall lacke of munitions, with other 
particular prouiſions which had bene times demaunded: Aduerſities which 
Ranſe diſtruſting to be hable no longer to ſuſteine, had made him almoſt to 

to the YVenetians : And yetthe ſame fortune following him with ſome fauor & coun- 
tenaunce, he ſet vpon Sz/aiv Savello,whoſe ſtrength was two hundred men at armes, 
an hundred light horſemen,and xv. hundred footemen,and charging him vpon the 
ſodayne, he fo put himto diſcomfiturethat he fledde to Lods Sith fiſie men 
at armes, ſeeking ſafetierather at aduentute and by chaunce, then by confidence in 
' his vallour and prowefle. After this the Fexetiaxs revitteled Crews the ſecond time, 
and the Count Nicholas Scot put into it xv, hundred footemen: In ſo much as both 
the forces and courage of Raxſo riſing increaſed, he entred a fewe dayes after the 
Citie of Berg«mo, being called in by the townesmen, and the Spaniards fleing to the 
Chappell. At the ſame time alſo Mercario and Malateits Baillon tooke three hun- 
dred horſmen that were ſtragling without: but notlong after, as Nicholas Srot went 
from Bergamo to Crema with fiue hundred Italian footmen, he was encountred with 
two hundred Svvizzers, who ouerthrewe his companies, and tooke him priſoner, 
and ledde him to the duke of Millan, who cauſed his head to be ſtriken of. This lofle 
of Bergamo awaked the Viceroy and Proſpero Colonno, who went and incamped there 
with fue chouſande fooremen ioyned to the regiments of the Spaniards, and to the 
bands of the duke of Milan: They planted their artilleries agaynſt S,Karherins gare, 
whiche though it made valiaunt reſiſtance, yer Rexſo becing within, and ſeeing no 
poſlibilitic of vn I Tm to diſcreſſion, com ing to deparre 
with the lyues and goods of all his ſouldiors, but without ng of trompet, and 
with theirenſignes wrapped vp: The /Yiceroy taxed thinhabirantes of Berg ar itij. 
ſcore thouſande duckets, amidde theſe ations and ſeruices at Creme and Bey- 
gamo, an other exployre of greater worthines and more full of induſtry and celeritie, 
was executed by Ali the towne of Ronigno, wherein was a garriſon of two 
hundred men at armes ſpaniſh, who thoughe them ſelues to ſtand in ſuretie for that 
they had the ryuer of Aatce thenr and the Yexerian bandes: Aluiano when 
was [caſt doubt of him,caſt a bridge neare the towne —_—_— and by his indu- 
ſtrie and diligence made him a paſſage ouer the ryner, with a company of ſouldiers 
reſolure and trayned, and no impediment of ſtuffe or baggage to hinder thenter- 
priſe, which was to be execured as muche with celeritie as with vallour: And as he 
was arrived atthe towne, and had poſſeſſed the xy any 0 er As 
dred fooremen artyred like payſantes whom hehad ſent before vnder the cullor and 
occaſion of the market that was kept there that day, he eaſily made him ſelfe Lorde 
of the whole, and tooke priſoners all the men at armes that he founde there: In this 


- enterpriſe he prevayled as muche by pollicie as by vertue, which two properties in 
om of ae equally required: and turning Mos the one nor the other into 
Igour nor blood, he accompanied his vallour with clemencie, and ſpared the liues

of Medicis,and that he ſhould not be curious to employ the preſent occaſion, which 
would nor be eftſvones preſented nexher with the fauor of a berter time, nor with 
the oporrunitie of berter alliance then his. On the contrary'for Cz/ar& theking Ca- 
tholike there wanted no perſwafijons ful of affection & cfhcacie that he would 1oyne 
with them for the defence of /ta/y: Wherein was nor forgorten to bealleaged, thar 
if they conioyned al togerher,they were able to chaſle the french king out ot the du+ 
chic of My/len,and their power wasno lefle fyfficientrodefend it againſt him: Thar 
he was to remember the wronge that he had done to the kingrheyeare paſt, ſending 
money to the armie of the Svwyz2ers at ſuch time as the french campe marchedin- 
aahs Laſtly that he had to confider thatif the french king obteyned che vitorie 
of Myllen,he would not be vnmindfull ro e all the wronges he had receyued,

him go affone as he wasraken,for the reuerEce he bare to himthar ſenthim,entring 
notwithſtanding into doubt tharthe hope was vaine that had bene giuen him,that 
the Church army ioyning with him;would paſſethe river of Favy: This doubt was 
increaſed by this occaſion,thatatthe ſame time, Levv. de Medicis was dereted to 
haue ſent ſecrerly-ro the french king one of his men: which he did cither of his own 
councell,or by comaundement of the Pope,tobeexcuſedinthar he led che army a- 
gainſt him:wherin he proteſted charalbeit he was conſtrained by a neceſſitic to obey 
the Pope;;yet without incenſing: his vncle, or ſtayning his owne honor, the king 
ſhould finde in him arcady deuorion:to labor roſatisfichim, A thing which he had 
alwayes ſought,aud now-more then eter diddeſire roexpreſſeir; ©  - 
| Alouees Lawvrence was come to Plaiſanca,there began a difputarid betwene the 
Viceroy &him with others thar fat with them in coilcel, whether it were beſtro yo 
ouer che river of #avy in ons ſtrengrh to ioyne with the Svw/z22rs:Amongft them 
were occupied diuerſe reaſons according to the diuerſitie of their affections, there 
being tidleconformity of councel where was ſogreat variety of will and diſpoſition:

D thatgreat name and monumentes of the Romazrns, for thatit is not read of them that 
they haue cucr vied ſuchea reſolute hardyneſle, nor wonne victories with ſo great 
allies nor neuer without neceſſitic ſerre vpon their enemies with ſo great difad- 
uauntage : But of vs may be read the batte!l we gaue neare to Nowaro, where with a

It is 
contrarieto the reaſon and iudgement of warre that we ſhould ſtande to temporiſe 
and exſpeR,ſecing it is almoſt impoſſible for many difficulties, that we (houlde be 
ſuccoured by the Yzceroy, or the bands of the Church, yea their impediment ought 
to be more agreable ro vs then their comming can be neceſſarie, for that entring 
into thexecution alone, the glory will be particularto vs, and the ſpoyles and welth 
of our enemies armie, a molt plentyfull rewarde of our vidtoric : Muche lefſe that 
capteine Motrin would communicate his glory toſtraungers, ſeeing the greatnes of 
his courage could not ſuffer participation euen with his owne companies and con- 
trey men. Let not vs then eltceme ſo baſely of our vallour & hardines,that though 
they may conueniently ioyne with vs, yet we will not exſpe& ro communicate fo 
great honor and merite to ſ{traungers. The reputation of the Svwvizzers can not en- 

 duregnor the ſtate of affayres-requires not that we deferre any longer or ſtande vp- 
pon any more councells and refolutions : It belonges to cowardes to whom daun- 
gers are fearcfull, co conſult and ſpende tyme in councell,and not to anarion of ſuch 
warlike mindes as we beareto whole gloric it apperteines ro make triall of thenne- 
mic aſſone as he is diſcloſed. In-matters of aMon- oportunitic can not brooke de- 
© layes,neichercanitbe goodto take counſell after thoccaſion be fully rype and of- 

« fred: Let vs then take the fielde, and vnder the wings and ayde of God, who by a 

« luſt revenge perſecuteth the pride ofthe Frenchemen, ſound vp your drommes and

thexhortacion the remembraunce of their auncient vallour & felicitie, armed them 
ſclues: And afſoone as they were iſſued out of the gate towardes Rome, they fell into 
aray and order,& albeit the day was almoſt "__ they marched with their ſqua- 


drons towards the French army vſing ſuch (howres and cries, that to ſuch as knewe ,,, ;....y 
not the cauſe, it was arcaſonable perſwafion that they had obreined ſome glorious «# Marignan. 


victory : The Capteines —__ the ſouldiours to marche, andthe reſolucion of 
the ſouldiours was — they put their leaders in remembrauncethat at what 
hower ſocuer _ cameneare the campe of thenemues, they ſhould gine the ſigne 
of the barrell, afluring them that that was the day wherein they woulde couer the 
fieldes with dead bodies & vrterly raſe out the name of rhe launceknights, & name- 
ly offuch, who prophecying of their death, bare blacke enſeignes: And as in this e- 
ſtare of furie and refolucion of minde, they were come nearethe place wherethe 


Frenchmen lay, albeitthere remeined not two howers of day, yetthey begannethe 


bartell,and with a deſperate corage charged tharrilleries and fortifications of thene- 
mies, breaking and diſperſing atthis firſt charge, the bandes that made head againſt 
them, and with their incredible vallour wonne one parte of tharrillerics : But what 
with the horſemen bringing on a great parte of tharmy, & the preſence of the king 
inuironed with ſquadros of valliant gentleme,their great furie was ſomwhat abated: 
Neuertheleſſe a cruell feight began berwene them, which, with diuerſe chaunces, 
andto the gricuous loſſes of the men at armes of Fraunce, who were broken, conti- 
nued till ij. howers within night,diuerſe french Captaines lay dead on the ground, 
andthe king him ſclte receiued many wounds with a pyke: Such egearnes of mind 
remeinedin both partes, that their bodies being no more hable to manage the wea- 
pons which the reuenge of their hartes put into their hands, they ſeparated and fell 
of from the feight both without ſounding of tromper,. & commaundement of their 
Capteines : The Svvizzers remecined incamped in the ſame place ex{pecting the 
next ſunne or day light, neither partic offending the other as it there had bene a ſc- 
cret truce betwene them : The Cardinall cauſed the campe of Svwizzers to bere- 
uittelled from Man whileſt their bodies rookereſt, adding ſuch propertic of help 
as he could, being the author of the enterpriſe: And to this b 
ioyned a generall brute throughout all 7#a/ze, thatthe Svwizzers had pur ro flight 
the armie of the Frenchemen with many other rumors giuen out to d1{corage the 
Frenche, and confirme their owne ide : The French king conſumed not vnprohta- 
bly the reſidue of the night, for, knowing the greatneſle of the perill, he laboredto 
raunge his artilleries into places conuenient,to reafſemble his horſemen,and put in 
order his ſquadrons of launceknighrs & Gaſcoyns:he performed in his owne perſon, 
all things that could be required of a king,ota Capteine, of a man of warre, and of a 
minde whoſe refolucion was greater then theſtate of the daunger : By this time ir 
was day, and atthe beginning of the ſunne, the Svwiz.zers,who did nor only deſpiſe 
the French army,burt al{o{in thopinion of their vallor)ſeemed ro diſhable the whole 
forces of Jralte knit together , recontinued their charge vppon thenemies with the 
ſame furic and raſhenes they wentto itouernight : But they were recciucd of the 
French with greater vallour,with better order, and with more diſcrefſion,they were 
fubic& to a bloody charge of the horſemen, and ſuffred ſlaughter both a front and in

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flanke: Beſides,at the riſing of the Sunne came Alziano,whom the king had ſent for 
ouer night, bringing with him his lighthorſemen and the moſt ſpeedieſt part of his 
armic: hearriuedart ſuch time as the fight was moſt cloaſe and furious and all things 
reduced into greateſt trauell and daunger: And hauing the reſidue of his regiment 
marching to good purpoſe and time , he entred furiouſly vppon the backes of the 
Sovyzzers, who, notwithſtanding they mainteyned alwayes the fight with one val- 
lour and refolucion,yer ſecing the deſperat reſiſtance that was made,and the Yexer;- 
an armie that was now ioyned , they bags ſorodoubrof the vitorie, that after the 
Sunne had ſhined many howers vpon the earth, they ſownded the rerrait, and char- 
ing vpon their ſhowlders the arrilleries they had brought with them, they caſt a- 
bo cheir ſquadrons,and reryred: They oblcrued their accuſtomed order in their 
yas ſoorderedtheir marche towards Mylan with fo great terror and afto- 
nil Lg of the he, thatof the whole armic there was neither horſemen nor 
fooremen that durſt breake out to follow them : Onely there were two companies 
of their ſouldiers who becing fled into/a graunge , were burned within the houſe by 


| the Venctianlight horſemen: Thercſidue ofthe armic returned to Myllan,nor brea- 


king one ioate of their order, andreteyning in their apparance and countenance, 
one conſtant and aſſurance: ſome ſay that they cloyed fifteene peeces of 
great artilleries which they wonne atthe firſt charge, for thzt they had no oportuni-

All men are of opinion,thatthere hath not bene ſeene in /#a/y of long time a bat-

combars of litle children,in compariſon ot this: Itis notto be doubted that (with- 
out the ayde of the artilleries) thevitorichadnotre drothe Svwyzters,who, 
entring atthe firſt charge into the forrificacions of the french, and recouering from 
them the molt parre of tharrilleries , had alwayes wonne further into their campe: 
Befides,the comming of Alaiano was to great purpoſe for the french, for that com- 
ming freſh ro the fight when the bartell was moſtdoubtfull , he redoubled the cou- = 
rage of the french,and gaueterror to the Svwyzzers,ſuppoling that the whole Yene-

This was the ende of the mouing and marching of Ceſar, wherein the Frenche 
king had no ſmall ſuſpicion of the Pope, for that hauing ſummoned him according 
to the bonde of the league made berweene them, that he ſhould ſend to the defence 
of theſtate of Millan, five hundred men at armes, or at leaſt drawe themneare the 
confines, and withall to wage three thouſande Svwizzers according to his offer 
made to Antho. Maria Paluojſin whiche the king charged him withall: The Pope 
made bur colde aunſwers touching the waging of Svvizzers, and taking an occa- 
fion to excuſe himſelfe that his men were in yl appoyntment,he promiſedto ſende 
him bandes of the Florentins,who with certerne of his ſouldiors marched very flow- 
ly cowardes Bolognia and Reggia: The king mv more and more that he dyd 
communicate with the comming of Ce/ar,both for that aſſone as he knewe he was 
entred into /faly, he created Legate with him Barnerd Bibiena Cardinall of S. Maria 
in Portico, who bare alwayes a ſerled emulation to the French, and was accuſtomed 
to impugne the proceding of their affayres with the Pope: And alſofor thar he ſuf- 
fred Mark. Antho.Colonno with his regimentes to folowe Cefars armie. But howe fo 
euer the king was iclouſe of the Popes priuitic in this ation,or by what humors he 
rafine in contecture agaynſt him for his conſent to the emotion, it is moſterrue that 
touching his proper intereſt ,the Pope was not alittle aggreeued with the diſcen- 
ding of Ceſar with ſo great forces, fearing that if he caryed the victorie, he woulde 
aduenture to oppreſle all /ta{ze, according to his auncient inclination : Neuerthe- 
leſſe, what for thimpreſſionof feare, and that ſuche'maner of proceeding was con- 
formable to his nature, he diſſembled his thoughtes, labouring to make himſelfe as 
litle harefull as he coulde to y_ parties: That was the cauſe why he was bold to 
call home agayne Marke Arntho. and durſt not ſendeto theking the fuccours he had 
miſed : That he had created a Legate with Ceſar, and on the other fide, Ceſar be- 
ing departed from £HUan, the Legate vnder a fayned cooller of ficknefle, ſtayed: at 
Rubiera to ſee afforc he paſled further,what would be the iſſue of ſuch an enterpriſe: 
And afterwards, to ſettle & quiet the kings mind, he thought good that his nephew 
Lavvrence (continuing in 5 ſame demonſtration to depende of the king that he 
ſhowed when he went to him at Mi4an)ſhould gine him money by the Florentins 
to payethree thouſande Svwizzers for one moneth: Butalbeir the king accepted 
this money, yet (diſcloſing by tokens that he knewe the Popes driftes) heſayd,thar 
ſince he was alwayes agaynſt him in warre, and the alliaunce made with him ſerued 
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Afſooneas the armie of Ceſar was diſperſed and ſeparat, 
ſince thereremained no more bur fix hundred footemen ſpaniſh, and foure hundred 
both their ladders being ſhorter then was neceſlary to thar ſeruice, 8: 
the vallour of the defendants beguilingtheir cxſpeQacion, their attempt drew with 
it no ſucceſſe: Afterwardes arriued the frenche armie vnder the charge of Oder de 
Foix whom the king had newly created his Licuerenantin place of 7 Burbon,

good reſiſtance ſo long as they had hope,that a regiment of ſeuen thowſand foote- 
men of the contry of Tyrol,becing come by Ceſars commaundement to Montagnia, 
ſhould paſſe further: yer,both thar reskewe becing difapointed for thimpediments 
which the Fenctiaxs beſtowed inthe caſtell of Auſo and other paſſages, and alſo the 
defendantsnot willing to abide thaſſalt which was to be giuenthe next yeare, ( a 
great pane ofthe wal being already beaten downeto the ground) the ſouldiours co- 
uenanted to leauethe towne and caſtell onely with their goods faued , if they were 
not reskewed within a day. | 
About theſe times the P 6 0006 Ce mera Maria de 
ls Rowvero,the Duchie of Yrbyn, began to proceede againſt him with cenſures and 
Church paines,cauſing to be publiſhed an admonirion wherein was expreſſed, thac 
ingin the pay and wages of the Church, he had refuſed thoſe regiments of men 
for the whi I receiued was compownded with thennemies:

which he had determined withnolefle iniurie then infamie: he was not a- 
dro alleage forexcuſe of his ingratitude (which many imputed to him forre- 


proach 
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proache and ſlaunder) not onely thetreſpaſſes he had receyued by him, and the 
penalties whiche the Nig ot the lawes impoſe vppon a ſubicct that offendes 
in contumacic agaynſt his Lorde, or a Capteine who contraric'to his bonde de- 
nyeth toleadethe men for the whiche he is waged and enterteyned: Bur alſo he 
broughtin this conſideration, that ir was to him a matter very iclouſe and daun- 
,tocndureinthintralls of his cſtarc, a man, who by howe muche more he 
badbegonne alreadye to offende him without all regarde to fayth and honor, by 
ſo muche more it was certayne that when fo cuer a greater occaſion did offer, he 
would not be lefle ready or apte todoothe lyke hereafter confirming his firſt ylles 
with other examples of lyke nature. The diſcourſe of that warre was this: Af. 
\ ſone as Lawvvrence ſhewed him ſelfe vpponthe frontiers of the Duchie , and dif- 
played his armie compounded vppon the ſouldiors and ſubiefes of the Church 
9 theſtate of Florence, The Cine of Yrbiz with other townes of that iuriſdiction, 
made a voluntarie rendring tothe Pope, the Duke that was then retyred to Peſera, 
giuing them eleQion to ſaue them lelues, ſince he had no habilitic to defende 
them: And aſſoone as tharmie drewe neare, Peſera followed thexample of Yrbzn, 
the cowardiſe of the Duke concurring with his infelicities : for notwithſtandi 
there was a garriſon of three thouſande footemen, the towne mightic in fortificati- 
ons,and hadthe ſea atdeuorion, yet the Duke leauing within the Caſtell Tranquil 
Mandolfoin whom he muche reapoſed, tooke his way ro Mantua, whither he had 
ſent beforcghis wife and ſonnes: ſome =p oſed that his retyring thither came vpon 
a ſuſpected confidence he had in the ſouldiors, of whom the greateſt parte was vn- 
ayed: but ſome are of opinion that his impacience forthe abſence of his wife, was 
the cauſe ofhis going thither, vnder which pollicic he excuſed his feare. with loue. 
Ir is a true ſaying that aduerſities haue a ſwifte courſe, and fortune to make her 
murtabilitie won can heape in oneday all the chances of a world: for except 
the caſtles of Sinjga/o,Peſero, S.Leo,and Mainolo,the whole duchic of Yrbin and Pe- 
ſerowas reduced in foure dayes tothe obedience of the Church: But the Caſtell of 
Sinigalo made no delay to folow the courſe of the viRtorie,as allo the ſtrong Caſtell 
of Peſeroafter it had bene two dayes executed with artilleries, compoundcd to giue 


vpif within ewentic dayes it were not reskewed, ſo farfoorth as during this time of 


truce or exſpectation of ſuccours,there were no caſting of rampiers nor other ſort 
of fortifications: which condition being yl performed, was the cauſe that Trangquillo 
recciuing no reskew within the tyme appoynted,refuſed to deliuer it vp: and begin- 
ning a freſh to recontinue the warre,he made new fallies and ations vpon thenemy 
without, which made his deſtinic the harder, for thatthe batterie beginning to play 
with greater furic, the ſouldiors within the Caſtell preferring their owne ſaterie 
affore the wyll of Tra7quillo, drewe into mutinie q kn him, and deliuered him vp 
into the hands of the captceines,who condemned him to be hanged for his promile 
breaking:Not many dayes after was rendred the caſtell of Ilaivolz,a place very ne- 
ceſſarie to beſiege S. Leo, for that it is but a myle diſtance, and hath his ſituation 
direly oppoſite : And they beſtowed about $. Leotwo thouſande men to thendto 
| keepe it ebreed : And albeit for the ſtrong ſituation there was no hope to ca- 
ricit butby the laſte neceſſitic, whiche is hunger: yer it was ſurpriſed within three 
monethes by an inuention of a maiſter Capenter, who clymbing by nighte by 
the benefite of a very long Ladder vp to aclyffe or dependant ſuppoſed to be molt 
inacceſſible of all that mountayne, he tooke away his ladder,and remayning there 
all the reſidue of the night, he began ar the firſte appearing - = day , to clyme 
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higher with cerrayne faſtning inſtrumentes of yron, and got at laſte with greate ad- 
uenture to the rop of the mountayne, and ſo diſcending agayne, and with his yron 
inſtrumentes making eaſic certaine of the places that were of moſt difficultic,he re- 
turnedthe night folowing to the campe by the helpe of the ſame ladder that caryed 
him vp : he declared to the caprteines thatthe mountayne was accefſible,and thatin 
the enterpriſe the danger was greater in opinion then 1n aduenturing, inſo much as 
anight was appoynted when he was ſent thither with the ſame ladder thar he firſt 
ved: And as it was reaſonable that he ſhould be guyde of thaftion,that was the firſt 
author of thinuention, ſo there were committed to him a hundred and fiftie foor- 
men of choyſe, with whome ſtaying vpon the ſayde cliffe or dependant, they began 
atthe opening ofthe day (for it was impoffible toclimbe higher by night)xo mount 
vp thoſe rr, ur and ſtraite places, eſteeming nothing of the perill when they 
conſidered whar |glorie was in the aduenture: with this labour abour thirtie of 
them ouercame the difficultic ofthe place,and gorte vp to the toppe of the moun- 
tayne with a drumme and ſix enſtgnes: and hiding them clues vpon the ground to 
 exſpect their companions that were a climing, when the watch being then releued 
eſpyedrhem as they laye in ambuthe vpon the earth : The watche gaue the alarme 
when the ſouldiors being now diſcloſed not rarying for their telows, gaue the ſigne 
ro the army in the camp, who according to good Freion rooke knowledge of the 
ſucceſſe of the climers,and with great ſtore of ladders offred a pH. afſaulr to the 
ounrayne in many places: Their chiefeſtreaſon inthis aſſault was to drawe away 


oſe thatwere within, who after they had ſomewhat ſerued the places they were 
pponted vnto,and diſcrying alrea nthe playne ofthe mountaine ſix enſignes 
duaunced, they ranne to encloſe themſclues within the Caſtell that was hewed 
out of the mountayne,hauing now more feare of their lyues,then confidence inthe 
invincible ſtrength of the place : The reſidue by this time beeing clymed vp to the 


top of the mountaine,they began to commaunde the whole place opening the way 
to others that as yer with great payne & difficultie were labouring to winne the top 
of the hill: Bur the reſolution of the clymers becing farre aboue the vallour of the 
defendantes, in whom alſo the ſodenneſſe of the fortune redoubled their feare, the 
mountayne became a rewarde to the labours of thoſe that had aduentured to 
clymbe it, when the Caſtell alſo well prouided of all thinges to holde our ſauing 
of vallour and fidelitie,yelded the ſeconde day : In ſo much as vpon the conquering 
of this eſtate, which together wirh Peſera & Sinigalo ſeperat members from the Du- 
chic of Yrbin, was not worth in reuenue aboue xxv. thouſinde duckets. The Pope 
purſuing the proceſſche had begon, publiſhed ſentence & depriued Frauncis Marie, 
and inthe confiſtory inueſted his nephew Lawvrence : wherin for a more hable and 
ſufficient cofirmation of his doings, ſhe annexed to the Bull which he diſpatched for 
that aftion,the ſubſcribing of the proper hands of all the Cardinalls, ſauing of Do- 
minike Grimani Biſhop of Yrbin and/an auncient frend tothe Duke, who wouldnor 
be concurrant in ſo manifeſt aw for that cauſe fearing the Popes indignatio, 
he departed afterwards from Rome whether he neuer returned ſo longas he lived. 
The french king was diſc6tented with thoppreſſion of the duke of Yyb;»,che rather 
for that he ſuffred privation ofhis eſtate for being cofederat with him: But he ſtood 
things thatthe Pope did: for Proſpero Colonno 
i/ars,at ſuch time as he was returned fro Fraice, 
for feare of the frechmen, whither likewife wa 
omiſes

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they had c6manded him to go into Frawxce: There was conſpiracie whileſt Profpero 
lay at Modona & afterwards at Bologn:a,to ſurpriſe ſecretly ſome place ofimportance 
in the duchic of 2{i/lax by the working of ſome of the baniſhed men:[n this practiſe 
was alſo concurrant MucioColonno, to whom the Pope hauing priuity in theſe aRi- 
ons, had graunted harbour for his bandes of ſouldiors vpon theterruories of Mo- 
dens : Moreouer the Pope had perſwaded the king Catholike(for ſo was tharchduke 
called ſince the death of his by the inother fide) ro make no newe con- 
ventions with the Frenche king: And on the behalfe of the Swwizzers, Emiue Bi- 
ſhop of Yerulo and the Popes Nuncio, to whom afterwards euen in his lateſt yeares, 
was transferred the creation and dignitie of Cardinall,ftirred vp the five Cantons to 
folow the amitic of Ceſar,beſides many other offices diſpleaſing tothe king: So that 
concurring alſo at the ſame time a practiſe berweene Ceſar (who remayning be- 
ewene Trent and Jſþurch, terrified the French men more with demonſtrations then 
with cffe&s) and the king of Erg/anae, and the Svwizzers to make a newe inuafion 
vppon the Duchie of Milan: The Frenche king ſuſpeRed that theſe marrers were 
wrought with the will and priuitic of the Pope, whole cuill affetion alſo 
in other aRtions,making many exceptions and difficulties to confirme vnto him the 
tenth of the benefices of the realme of Frawzce which he had promiſed him at Bo- 
lognia : And yer (ſo greatis the reſpect and maieſtic of aPope) the king fo labored 
to appeaſc him with offers & offices, thar albeir after the departure of Ceſar he had 
) determined to moleſt Mirenduls, Carpy, per wan townes imperiall, tothende 
eee oonpeFeban he fromall aQion, in regarde 
of thecom _— of the Pope, who had receyued affore into his proteionthe 
Lordes of thoſe townes.Morcouer the Mores of Aﬀrice commaunding the ſea infe-

+ king Catholike withthe ſame conditions: and in caſe he had no other daughter, 
then togiue him to wife Madame Renea,who had bene promiſed ro him inthe capi- 
tulation made at Peris:Thar in caſe any of thoſe wiues died in mariage without chil- 
dren, then that part of the kingdome of Neples to reuert tothe Crowne of Fraunce: 
That the king Catholike within a certaine time ſhould reſtore the realme of Navarre 
to his auncient king,andin nor performing it,it ſhould be lawfull to the french king 
ro ayde him to recouer it: but vnder this charge (as the Spaniardes affirmed after- 
wards) that the king of that ſtare ſhould firſt comunicate with him his rightes : That _ 
Ceſar might enter into the peace within the tearme of two monerhes, andif he dyd 
enter into it,it ſhould be lawfull ro the French —_— the Yenetians to recouer 
Verona: which citic,if Ceſar deliuered vp into the of the king Catholike with 
power to giue it frankly and abſolutely to the French king within {1x weekes, to dif- 
poſe of it as he thought good:thar he ſhould pay him an hiidred thouſand crownes, 
and the Yenetians as much,wherof the one partto be payed vpon the conſignation, 
andthe other within fix monethes,andalſoto remaine acquited of three hundred 
thouſande crownes which he had receiued of the king Lovwus whyleſt they were in 
confederation together: That in that caſe there ſhould be truce for xviij. monethes 
berwene Ceſar and the Yepetians: Thatto Ceſar ſhould remayne Riue de Trents and 
Rowera with all that he poſleſſed then in the contrey of Friwl: and that the Venetians 
ſhould continue to holde the places whiche atthar time they helde of Czſar vmill 
the French and Spaniſh kings had determined the differences that had bene enter- 
teined berwene them for their confines & limits : for reſoluing wherof borhithe one 
andthe other of the parties named the Pope, Notwithſtanding thaccorde made at 
Noyon, the Venetians ccaſſed notto ſtirre vp Monſr de Lawvurrechto belicge Verona, 
delvingto recouer it by armes, both for that they were vncertayne whether Ceſar 
would accept the peace, andalſoto cutoff the proporcion of money whichethey 
were to paye. But touching the French king,the waye of concorde and peace was 
more agreable to him then the meane of armes and force, his deſire to haue vnitie 
with Ceſar drawing him aboue all other reſpetes: And yet Monſ7 de Lawutrrechre- 
fuſed not to conſent to their will, hauing now no more reaſon of excuſe,bothe for 
that the Venetiens had made great leauyes of ſouldiors, and fulfilled all other proui- 
ſions demaunded by him, and alſo for that the Launceknightes refuſed no more to 
go thither rogerher with the others : So that the armies paſſed ſeuerally ouer the ri- 
ver of Adice, the one by the bridge that was buylded aboue the Cirie, the other by 
the benefite of an other bridge ſer vp forthe time beneath the Citie : One parte of 
thartillerie of the Frenche armie that laye incamped at Tombs, was planted be- 
fore the gate Sante Luce,and the other with the Launceknights was beſtowed atthe 
gate 8. Hſin: They made choyſe of thoſe places for their artilleries, to thendg 
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rodoexecution all together on that parte where the wall betwene the City & Cita- 
dell meeteth conipyned with the wall ofthe towne, by whichedeuiſc hauing meane 
at one tyme to make entrie intorhe Citie and the Ciradell, the defendantes within 
ſhould be conſtrayned to deuide them ſelues into two partes for the regarde of the 
wall in the middel(t. Fhe Yenetian armic paſſed beneath Yerona in the fielde of 3ars, 


andremayned incamped at S. Michaels berweene the ryuer and Cannell, bothe ro 


leauic and remoue the defences of that place, and alſo to beate the gare called the 
Biſhops gate,which was a place of moſt weaknes & leaſt armed: The two firſt daies 
the defences which were ofgreat ſtrength and beat flanking, were beaten downe 
thartilleries, but with greater difhcultics on the quarter of the Vexetians, ro whom it 
wasno ſmall labor to batter the defences of the three baſtillions: Bur aflone as they 
were battred both parts began toexecure the wall with xviij. peeces of great artille- 
ries,and xv. ſmaller peces ot battery,citherarmy having throwen down by thethird 
daye twenty fadomes of the wall , nor forbearing to batrerſti]l ro make the breache 
andentry the larger: And yet the Yenetians on whoſe fide the wall was moſt weake, 
notwithſtanding they had almoſt reuerſed all the baſtillions & rampiers,had not yer 
wholly remoucd all the defences within that played in flanke, becaule they laye fo 
lowe andalmoſte withinthe dicche, that cyther the booller went ouer them, or elſe 
was grazedin the earth affore it came there.Moreouer at the ſame time they vnder- 
minedthe wall, which though they had vnderſer & ſtayed with props, yetit beguy. 
led the deuiſe of the doers, and fell downe before the time appoynted by rhe Cap- 
teines. There was within Yerona aſtrength of cight hundred horlmen,fiuerhouſand 
launceknightes;and xv. hundred Spaniards vnder the gouernment of M.Antho. Co- 
lonno,vrho had now exchaunged the wages of the Pope for the paye of Czſay : This 
garriſon omitred nothing that might tende to the ſtrengrthning and repayring of 
the rampiers, and ſtanding ca to do all other thinges for the valiaunt Seen

 andyetCHMonſr de Lawutrechdemaunded newe artillerics ro make the breache the 


greater, embraſing readily all occaſions that offred to deferre the ation contrarie 
tothe wyll of the Yenetians, who cryed to giue thaſſault: He made helping to his 
dclayes this accident, there came to —— playnes of Yerone,cyghte hun- 
dred barrels of powder together with many natures of munitions drawne by

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But as the affaires of Yerona ſtoode in theſe tearmes, there camerto the reskew of 
thar Citic a regiment ofnine thowſand launceknightes ſent by Ceſar,who ariuing at 
Chinſa tooke it compoſition,and made themſclues Lords of the caſtell of Corware, 
whichis a pecce ſtanding vpon the next hill ro «_4aice drawing towards Trenta and 
c6maunded many times by both the parties in the warre betwene Ceſar & the Vene- 
tians: Monſr Lavutrech cicher fearing in deede, or diſſembling to be amazedatthe 
new ſupply of launceknights,leauied his campe againſtrhe mindes of the Yexerians, 
and retyred his armie to /illefranche carying with him one parte of the Venetian re- 

iments,and the other parte vnder /ohn Pavule Manffon withdrew to Boſero beyond 
- riuer of Adzce by a bridge prepared for their e: Infomuchas the Yexetians 
hauing noweno further confidence to caric Verona, lent all theirgrear artilleries to 
Breſſa : And the launceknights without any impediment incamped at Tomba,where 
the french army was lodged affore, one partofthem entring into the City, & the 0- 
ther parte remeyning without,which returned after Yeroma was revitteled: There re- 
meyned for the gard of Verona a ſtrength of ſeuen or eight thowſand launceknights, 
for that the moſt mw of the ſpaniſhe bandes that could holde no agreement with 
them, were paſſed tothe Venetian campe vnder Crowell Maldonato: And in com- 
mon iudgement, that reskew or fuccours wasof ſmall momer for that they brou 
not with them other ſtoare of money then xx;thowſand Florins of the &hein which 
the king of _—_— had ſent,8& during the time of their tarying there,they c6ſumed 
wack vittells that it was almoſt equallto that quantitie which they had broughe 
with them. ' FF 

By reaſon of thoſe bands that wereretired to Y;Hefranche fromwhence they com- 
mitred manifeſt hauoke and ſpoyle vpon the partes of Ferone and Mantus, the Vexe- 
tians were compelled leaſt the frenchemen, whome no.commaundement that was 
made to them on the kings behalfe could make to ſtay, ſhould departeco their gar- 
riſons,to take order that the Citic of Breſs ſhould wholly furniſh them of neceſlary 
vittells,an exſpenceriſing to aboue a thowſand crownes a day. ; 

Arlaſt things beganneto incline manifeſtly to peace, for that it was knowen that 
Ceſer(notwithſtanding his former ſolicitacion to his ſonnein law not tocompound 
with the frenche king) preferring the couctouſnes of money affore the hate he bare 
— french, & alſo affore his auncient ambicionto make him ſelfe Lord 
of Ite/je,had not only accepted and ratified the peace, but alſo determined to render 
Ferone according to the forme ofthoſe conuencions: fromthis ſucceededan other 
matter to the benefit ofthe frenche king, thatallrhe Cantons of Svwizzers _— 
armes & hoſtilitie depoſed betwene Ceſar & the king,were contented to compoun 
with him as the Griſons had done before , in which ation Galeas Viſconte did whar 
he could, who being baniſhed and arebell proteſted by the king, wonne of him by 
this meane, liberrie to returne into his countrey,reſtitucion to all his goods,and re- 
compenſe of many graces and honors : The compoſicion was, that the king ſhould 
pay to the Svwizzers within three monerhes an hundred & fifty thowſand duckats, 
and from thence forwarde an indument of perpetuall yearely penſions : That the 
Svvizzers ſhould be bounde to deliuer to his pay by publike decree ſo often as he 
ſhould demaund,a cerraine number of footemen, wherin notwithſtanding the pro- 
ceeding was diuerſe,for that the eight Cantons were bounde to furniſhe thar pro- 
porcion whenſoeuer he ſhould enter into any enterpriſe to offende the eſtates of an 
other, and to the fiue Cantons the couenant bare no other obligacion then for the 
defenceof his proper eſtates : Thatirſhoulde be in the power - the Svwizzers5 to 
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render to the fre 19 more Luganand Lugarno, which bee paſſages of 
great ſtrength andof no lefſe imporrancetor the ſewertic of the Duchie of Atzlan: 
Andin caſe they would make reſtitucjon, the king to paye to them three hundred 
thowſandduckats: Bur they raſed ther to the ground immediatly vpon the making 
ofthe compoſicion: This was the diſcourſe of thinges in «fy in the yeare athow- 
fand fiue hundred and fixteene: Bur in the beginning of the yeare following, the Bi- 
ſhop of Trexte who was come to Verona, made offer to Monſy Lawwtrech to deliuer 
vp that citie tothe french king within ſix moneths according to the contents of the 

capitulacion,ſeeing he held itin the riame of the king of Spa/xe:Bur there rem 
this difficultie whether the tearme ſhould begin from the day of the rartificacion of 
Ceſar,or from t turemyvrigrengar”. 7 Verona was holden by the king ca- 
tholike: And vpon this albeit there p a diſpuracion for certeine dayes: yer for 
that the garriſon of foortementhar were within Yero#adrewe to mutinies vpon the 
demaund of money,the Biſhop of Treate was conſtrained to followe thoſe affayres 
 withagreatcrhaſte: And therefore taking the beginning from the day: that he had 
receiued commiſſion from Ceſar, he agreed to deliuer vp Yeronathe daye of 
Ianuary : At which daye hepaſſed the ent to CMHonſy de Leavurrech who 
recciued it in thename ofthe french king,the ſaid Biſhop receiuing of the Yenetians 
nd duckats, togerher with the fiftcene thowſand which by the 
they were bound to pay to the garriſon in Yeroxs, and alſo aſſured fide- 
miſle of Monſr de Lawutrech to fee drawne to Trente the artilleries thae 
in Yerons: Monſr Levvtrech at the ſame inſtantredeliuered the cirie ouer 
kinges name to the Senatof Yezice, Andrewv Gritty ſtanding then as Deputie 
ey tothat ſtate: great was the gladnes of the nobilitic and whole commu. 
ie of Yexice,for that after ſo long and daungerousa warre,drawing with it ſoma- 
ny calamities and exſpenſes,they had reclaymed to the general body of theirdomi- 
nion,ſo principal amember ing the reward of the warre farre aboue the bur- 
den and charges of the ſame, by the reapport of ſuch as haue written of 
theirdoinges , they conſumed duringall the warres they made ſince the of 
Cambrayfiue myllions of duckats whereof they leauyed fiue hundred of 

the ſale of offices : laſtly the inhabitants of Yeronereioyſed no leſle then the reſi- 
due together with all other cities and iuriſdiaions ſubie& to their common

that he would not giue them occaſion to paſſe in one joynt ſtrength, beeing in that 
caſe not hable to ſtoppe them: Laſtely he founde in his conſcience that he had not * 
performed his promiles touching the donation of the tenthes bur vnder conditions 
ſurcle and intangled, nor had obferued the rendring of the townes to the Duke of 
Ferrara, abuſing the kings exſpeation,and his owne fidelitie. Theſe were rightiuſt 
cauſes to make him doubt of the kings will, whereof alſo his ſuſpicions made him 
ſeeme to ſee certayne tokens,for that this conſpiracie andleauic of men being bred 
in the partes of Vero7a, it could not be that Monſy de Lawwtrech coulde be without 
knowledge of it many dayes before, and ſeeing he was ſecrer and filentin it, it was 

a — preſumption of his priuitic and conſent. To this alſo was added a icloufie 
of Federike Boſſolo, hauing till then followed the paye of the king,and it was doubtful 
whether that was true that Monſ7 de Lavwtrechalleaged for his excuſe, that the time 
of his enterteinment was finiſhed. Moreouer the Pope ſtoode doubtfull of thincli- 
nation of the Yenerians, hauing an opinion that their Comiſſioners had madethem 
ſelues parties to this vnion, for that the Senate ſtoode verye muche diſcontented 
with him aſwell in _ of — , as for iclouſic of his preſent greatnes, 
which was ſuche thar being ſucceſlor of ſo great a power and reputation of a Pope- 
dome, he diſpoſed rp es at his deuotion the whole eſtate of the Florentins. 
Theſe conſiderations brought no ſmall amaze tothe Pope, to whom alfo'was no 
lefſe reaſon of exſpeQarion or hope in the confidence or alliance with other Prin- 
ces, for that, beſides that they were of newe reconciled and confedered with the 
French king,not one of them helde for acceptable his maner of proceeding with ſe- 
crete councells and ſuttleties, wherein albeit he diſſembled ſometimes roincline on 
their ide, yet what berweene thedereQions that burſt out agaynſt him, &theſlow 
execution of his intentions and promiſes, he gaue little or none ſatisfaftion to any 
of them : yea diſcloſing-oftentimes a won wy doubr agaynſt them all, he had dif- 
patched a little before to the king Catholike Freare Nicholao an Almain, and ſecre- 
torie tothe Cardinall Meadicis to drawe him from thenteruiew and parley whiche 
was ſolicited with the-French king, fearing a contra of greater alliance berweene 
them,to his preiudice, Thus the Pope waued indifferently betwene doubr & dread 
betwene feare and ſufpicion, exſpeting all things to happen to him which his ty- 
merous conſciencedid ſuggeſt or faſhion, the ſame being a paſſion thar oftentymes 
rormentes the myndes of yll men, agaynſt whom Sa/omox pronounceth this vexa- »» 
tion: that what ſo ever their guyltic mindes do feare in yll, rhe ſame ſhall aſſured- » 
ly happen vnto them : Neuerthelefſe amidde theſe confuſions and ſuſpenſions of ?

mies: But this expedition was in vayne and thefftect thereof, for that tharmie of 
_— hauing alccady paſſed the ryuer of Pavy at Oitia, and preuenting with 
their celeritic the preparations of their aduerſaries, were by that time entred vpon 
6 landes ofthe duke of Ferrara, taking the waye to Cento and Burio, and marching 
thorowe the counttey of Bo/ognia: In this tourney they ſacked Granarola, which is a 
borowe vpon the territories of Fawertia, and from thence they drewe neare to Facn- 

' 44, toproue if they could conſpire any mutation there by the helpe ofa young gen- 

tleman of the familie of Manfroy, who was in that armic : But the inhabirauntes of 

Faenza diſauowingal mutinies,the armie paſled further,nor trying to get any other 

* ofthe townes of Romagnia,tor that they were all ſtrong in garriſon eyther of men ar 

armes or of footemen, and for the better ſuretic of R-nin,Ranſo & Vitell were gone 

thicher by ſea. Lavwrence cameto Ce/exato aſſemble his companies there,and at R;- 

mini: but for that thenemies were already paſſed, he ceaffed notin the meane while 

to leauie ſouldiors in many places, whereof thereflocked to him both morethen 

he needed,and more then he required : for a regiment of rwothouſande fiue hun- 

dred launceknights that were diſmiſſed by Monſr de Lawwtrechto returne into their 
houſes,and likewiſe certaine colonels of 11j. thouſand Gaſcons, were reteyned by /ohu 
Poppy\ecretory to Lawvrence : wherin he vicd his owne authoritie,being perſwaded 

thatthat army of fooremen would folowe Franciſco Maria if they were not waged 

by others, or happly he belecucd lightly that with theſe forces there might be ope- 

ned an cafic waye to the-vidtorie: In this ation he imployed allo thauthoritic of 

Monſr Lavutrech (with whom he had remayned many monethes)to perſwade the 
Captcincs, whom with their ſeucrall bandes and regimentes he conuerted imme- 

diatly towardes Bolognia: Bur his diligence brought foorth an effe& contrarie to his 
ex\{pectation and the merite of his trauell, ſince the Pope and Lawwrence were dil- 

| contented with that maner of doing, ſuſpeQing the kings indignation, and yet they 

could not refuſe them, for feare leaſt they would ioyne rothenemie being marched 

ſo farre with mindes and promiſes to be imployed: In the meane while Franciſco 

aria aduaunced more and more, accompanying his fortune with that diligence 

and celcritie which leades men of ation tothe ſucceſle and felicitie of thenterpri- 
Vrl;a rerw- les they followe: he was no ſooner entred into the Duchie of Yb», then he was 
netþ rothe | receyued in euery place with great joye and gladneſic, he founde no ſouldiors inthe 
"y pnge 4 rownes, for that Zawwrence hauing no leyſure to refurniſhe ſo many places, had 
Duke. onely care to defende the Citic of //rbiz, the ſanQuarie and capirall place of that 
| Duchie: And for that cauſe was ſentthither by the counſell of Yizely, a ſtrength of 
| twothouſande footemen from Citza44 Caitello,and in place of Vitely that refuledto 
| 


go tothar ſcruice, that charge was commirted to /acques Roſſetto of Citta diCaitello, 
| whonotwithſtanding he was aduiſed,by reaſon the people of Y7bin were holden ſul- 
| pected, to chaſe out of the towneall ſuche bodies as were vnhable to beare armes, 
yer he forbare to execute any ſuche violence, thinking he ſhould berter aſſure him- 
ſelfe by clemencie then by crueltic, But Franciſeo Maris not conuerting his time to 
the ſcruice of any other place,drew direftly to Yrbin, where albeit he could dolitle 
| atthefirſt approche, yer at the ſeconde, /acques Roffetro agreed todeliuer the rowne 
into his handes, his infidelicie being greater then his feare, both for that there were 
no murinies nor vproares amongſt the people, and alſo he had no reaſon to be ry- 
merous of the forces of thenemies, hauing neyther artilleries nor other proviſions 
ſcruing tor taking of townes : The fouldi according to hecompetiigg wen 
out own, their goods and lyues faued, but the Euhoppe of Yitely m—_ 
n 
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ned priſoner,who had bene regent of that eſtate for the new Duke,and vnder whoſe 
ouerninentitſcemed thatnothing had happly ſucceeded: All the other townes 


and places of the duchic folowed thexample ot Yrbiz,except S.Leon, which for the 


qualitic of his ſituation, and propertie of the munitions that were there, was eaſic 
to be wapecy, Ant with a very ſinall garriſon: The citie of Agobbio that in the 
beginning was declared for Franciſcomaria, and cftſoones returned to the obedi- 
enccof Zawvrence, did nowe as the reſt did, becing caryed not by reſpe to fayth 
and alleageance, bur by the cuent and obſcruation of thinges : onely Peſero, Siniga- 
lo, Gradaro and Mondano, townes ſeperate from the Dgchic, remayned in the iuriſ- 
diction and deuotion of Lawvrence. ag; hauing thus recouered Yrbin, 


entred into deuiſc to make him ſelfelorde of ſome place vpon the ſea ſhoare: And Fen befe- 
making ſhowes as though he woulde go to Peſero, whither were gone already ma- ** 


ny bands of ſou'diors, and to Si#iga/o, he difſembled his intention & drewe towards 
Fano,a Citie which in all times had caryed more facilitie to be taken,and wherof the 
aducrſary doutcd leaſt,for that it had bene ncuer as yet ſubiced to his iuriſdiction, 
Ranſo de Cere that lay at Peſero,cither douting of the danger which inreaſon ofwarte 
he toreſaw,or ſeeing into his intention,which he could not hide,diſpatched thicher 
Trojlo Sauello, with an hundred men at armes, & ſix hundred footemen: Neuerthe- 
lefle thenemie made his ap roches with fiue peces ofartillery not great,which they
